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AJDAM tORD DUNCAN, 

(WiTH A PORTRAIT.) 



ADAM DUNCAN, created, ixft 
October 1797, Lord VilVount Dun- 
can of Camperdown, and Baron Duncan 
ofLundie, in the Shire' of Perth, was 
bora the ift of July 1731, at Dundee* in 
Scotland, He was a younger fon of the 
ancient and refpeSlable &mily of the 
Duncans, of Lundie, in the county of 
Perth, who poflefled an eftate of about 
500I. per annum, which came to our 
callant Commander about fifteen months 
-BRce, by the death of his elder brother 
Colonel Duncan, Lord Duncan married 
a paternal filler of the prei'ent Lgrd Ad- 
vocate of Scotland, and niece of Mr. Se- 
cretary Dundas, by whom he has feveral 
children. 

He early wa« devoted to the fervice of 
his country in the Navy, and on the 25th 
of February 1761, was made a Captain 
in the fliip the Valiant } on- the 14th of 
September 17879 he was advanced to the 
polt of Rear- Admiral J became Vice- 
Admiral in 1793, and Admiral of the 
Blue in 1795* H^ was foon noticed by 
•Che late Loid Keppel, and was with him 
at the taking of Havanna ^ and when that 
JSobleman was made an Admiral, he 
chofe his friend Duncan for his Captain, 
and he was afterwards one of the Mem- 
bers on his Court Martial. 

Before the late engagement, which 
has covered him with laurels. Admiral 
Duncan had not an opportunity of at- 
chkving any very brilliant obje6V, It 
has beoi the courfe of his fervice rather 
to be uiefitl than confpicuous. lie has 
not been an adventurer or a auack. Hs 
was not employed upon exploits calcu- 
lated cither to raiie nit fame, or to fill 
l^t piiri«« M»% ilia atcdtthave btea 



truly appreciated by the jadget of th« 
fervice, and no man has enjoyed through 
life a more ftable reputation in public, or 
a more amiable chara^er in pnvate life^ 

The promptitude and alacrity with 
which he carried his fleet to fee, the (kill 
with which he feized the proper moment 
of attack, the bravery and management 
of the action, though fplendid, are the 
Icaft titles to our praife. The patience 
and conflancy with which he maintained 
his difficult and painful ftation during fo 
many hoifterous months, and ftill more 
the gallantry with which> during the 
critical period of the mutiny, he kept 
his poft in the blockade of the enemy 
with only three (hips, when he wat 
abandoned by all the reft of his fqua- 
dron, are proofs of heroifm, zeal, and 
virtue, which will be long remembered 
with gratitude by his country. ^ 

We cannot on the prefent occafion 
omit to prefent our readers with the foU / 
lowing Ipeech, which was made'by Lord 
Duncan to his crew on the 3d ot June 
1797, and which bears everv tasA of 
authenticity in its unafieded piety, its 
ardent patriotifm, its indignant grief, its 
fimple yet impreffive eloqueiice, fo ad- 
mirably adapted to the hearts and un- 
der (bindings of its auditors : 

" My hds — I once more call you 
together with a forrowfui heart, froiq 
what I have lately feen ; the difaflEeaion 
of the fleets) I call itdifft^eSion^ for 
the crews have ho grievances. To be 
deferted by my fleet, in the fkce of aa 
enemy, is a difgrace which I believe 
nrirer before happened to a Britifh Ad« 
miral; nor could I have fuppoied it 
poffililc My gr^ueft cosa&n under 
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God i8» that I have been fuppoited by 
the officers^ feamen, and ni?.rines, of this 
Ihip $ for which, with a heart overflowing 
with gratitude, I requeft you to accept 
nay fmcere thanks. I flatter myfeif much 

food may refult from your example, by 
rinfiripg thofe deluded people to a fente 
of the duty which they owe not only to 
their King and Country, but to them- 
ielves. 

*« The Britiih Navy has ever been the 
fupport of that liberty which has been 
handed down to us by our anceftors, and 
which 1 truft we ihall maintain to the 
lateft poflerity ; and that can only be 
done by unanimity and obedience. This 
&ip*s company, and others who have 
diftinguiihed themfelves by their loyalty 
ami good order, deferve to be, and doubt- 
lefs nvi/l be the favourites of a grateful 
country ; they will alfo have from their 
inward feelings a eomfort which will be 
lafling, and not like the fleeting and 
falfe confidence of thofe who liave fwervcd 
from then- duty. 

*• It has often been my pride with you 
to look into the Texel, and fee a foe 
which dreade'd coming out to meet us 5 — 
my pride is now humbled indeed !— my 
feelljigs are not eafily to be exprefled ! — 
bur cup ha« overflowed, and made us 
wanton. The all-wiic Providence has 

fiven us this check as a waining, and I 
ope we fliall improve by it. On him 



then let us trufl, where ourw^ fecurfty 
can be found. I find there are many 

food men among us j for my own part 
have had full confidence of all in this 
ihip : and once more beg to exprefs my 
approbation of your condud. 

" May G»d who has thus fur con-> 
dufted you, continue to do fo ; and may 
th^ Britifh Navy, the glory and fupport 
of our country, be reflored to its wonted 
fplendour, and be not only the bulwark 
of Britain, but the Terror op ths 
World. 

" But this can only be efFe£^ed by a 
ftrift adherence to our duty and obe- 
dience i and let us pray that the Al- 
mighty God may keep us in the right * 
way of thinking. 

" God blefs-you all." 

This fpcech is faidtahave fo afFeaecI 
the crew, that fcarce a diy eye waa to 
be feen on their retiring. 

Xord Duncan has been through life 
difiinguiihed by unafTuming and un* 
obtmrive fimplicity of manners. With 
a moft elegant perfon he ever had a manly 
mind. He is full fix feet thiee inches 
high; but with a chara^er of mufcular 
ftrengfh and proportion that fets off the 
height : though eafy in his carriage be 
is erefV, and it is fcarcely poflible to 
conceive a peribn more naturally graceful.

mons: I touch not on the different 
modes propdfed, beeaufe I objeA to thr 
abfolute incloAire of tlicm in any mode. 
My reafons are as follow ; and perhaps 
they will apply to all inclofures on the 
prelent fyftera, as well as to thofe of 
Waftes and Commons ; iov I think thcik 
conclufive againft both, as they ane now^ 
or are propofed hereafter to be con- 
duaed. 

The great principle of improving land 
for public advantage is to leave a portion 
tof It fo improved f^Hhlki juris f and on 
Wiis principle is founded the cuftom in 
open fields of leaving one third or foutth 
every year, as of common right ft>r aH 
beribns, as well thofe of Jftialler jiropenv 
in the community^ aAd t^t not iirkmd, 
Us thoTe of fupcricfr rank or fTopertj^ 
iM that ite larid, %o turn th^ir cattte, 
Wbril^, and (heep-, npon that portion, ae- 
tcHling to tiie txtint «f thwr feverai 
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legal holdings, wliether thqr be land or 
cottage* for ualimited right of common is 
a principle too abfurd to be defended^ 
though a ciiftom. too commonly put in 
praAice. This abufe I would eameftly 
wifli to fee corrected by a general aft, 
much lefs violating the ftrciirity of pro- 
perty than each individual aft or inclofure 
or of navie^ation that cuts through it, or 
cotiiely takes it away ; and juftly too, if 
the public at large is benefited by it, ei- 
ther through the facility eiven to the cir- 
culation ot commerce, or Dy lowering the 
price of provifions. But is this thecon- 
feoQCBCe of indofures uttdtr the prefent 
Xffiem T Is it not rather the amihiiatloii 
of public right for the advancement of 
ftparate property ? And do we not find, 
by forty years experience at leaft (for to 
that period I will confine the great annual 
increaie of inclofures) that this errone- 
out principle has tupied both country 
gentlemen and their overgrown tenants * 
into arrogant and unfiling monopolies j 
for when did you know a man, or com- 
bination of men, with exclufive rights or 
privileges confider the public in anyother 
light than as an obje^ of plundtrf If 
tfcy did in articles of luxuiy only, t 
ihould be lefs avcrfe (though in my heart 
I muii ever fcorn the narrow principle in 
the men), but in thole of the neceflary 
fubfiftence of man, efpecially the poor and 
tnduftrious, whether labourer, tradefman, 
or mechanic, I hold it to be the indifpen- 
iable duty of the legiflature to withdand, 
in the firit initance, fo illiberal and de* 
ftruftive a proceeding. 

But wili> you prevent any man from 
improving and making the moft of his 
property ? By no meant. As far as it is 
confident with the general right of the 
community : but I would not allow any 
man to acquire a duplication of his fepa- 
ratc property, by taking from others their 
Ihare in the right of paliure overall lands 
in rotation, only to enable him to lay hea- 
vier burdens on the public markets. 

True it is, that the property of indivi- 
duals lies moft inconveniently fcattered m 
Tarioas parts of open fields, that tref- 
pa(K» on each other's lands are daily 
iBiidc» and that conunons are overltocked 
and neglcfted \ but all thefe difBculties 
and abufes would be effeftually removed 



by allowing or even enforelns by law ai 
power in commiilioners to allot and lay 
together for each proprietor a portion of 
land (quantity and quality confidered) 
equivalent to that which before lay dii^ 
perfed in the open fields, and even inclof. 
in? it, leaving one third or other reaibn^ 
able portion of it open every year to a 
general right of common, under new re* 
gulation and controul, in which the pro- 
prietors of land would have their (hare» . 
and keeping the other diviioDS in feveral* 
tj to themJclves. 

The waftes and commons might be im* 
proved by banking, draining, and vad*^ 
ous other ways which local circumdancea 
could point out, at the expence of every 
individual who had a right thereon by pa« 
rochial levy f , to the tenfold advantage 
of the poor cottager and tradeirnan, as 
well as of the rich, and to the permanent 
diminution of the price ofprovifions atmar^ 
ket \ wherein, though the lower and more 
numerous clafies of the community would 
receive the moil apparent dally benefit, and 
comfort the rich, the great, and the power- 
ful, who are not plagued with the double 
diforder of pride and covetoufnefs, muft 
fee that they will ultimately find the trui 
and liberal advantage that moft properly 
comes to their (hare, and in the manner in 
which it bifi becomes them to accept */. By 
abundance of pr&vifions in crouded mark- 
ets, and the free purchafe of them at eafy 
rates by the earnings of their induftrlout 
and laborious dependents and neighbours^ 
to the incredible diminution of the poor, 
rates ; which, thoueh in one point of view 
they may be thought an honour, are in 
faft both a heavy burden and difgrace to 
this country. 

I am aware that it will be faid, ** Un* 
lefs you will hold out to land proprietors 
the fi;reat and exclufive advantages of the 
prelent plan of inclofure, they will not be 
at" the expence or rifquc of it, and your 
fields will never be improved, but for 
ever lie in the unproduftive and dilbrder* 
ly ftate of former tiroes.^* 

I am readv. Sir, to own, that the 
immediate oftenfible profit to the greai 
proprietor (for the (mall land owner, it 
IS well known, is often ruined by the un* 
equal and intolerable prelTure or firft ad* 
vances) will not be fo flattering to hi§

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carrrf^rpcAation ; but from the collate- 
ral aiid permanent advantages of this par- 
tirl inclofure, ac ccm pan icd with the com- 
forts that vrill ariic to the middle and in- 
i'ri-ior orders of his fellow iubjefls from 
the view of millions of them, who by 
their little ckiikis and cxercife of their 
common rights will not only raiiV provi- 
fion for their own families, but by rear- 
inpr and bringing to market calves, pigs, 
pcmhiy, eggs» and butter, will largely 
'coDtribote to the general ecr noniy by the 
rettu^ion of price* in thoie molt necelFary 
articles. I iay, Sir, from luch a view, 
which ought t » make the hearts of the 
opident to le?p for joy, the great a:nl libe- 
ral pTDpricicr will not only have his iiill 
tnealure of delight, he will in hSi alfb 
reap ample amends for the imagined dif- 
BppoMitment of his firll cravir^s by the 
cana accel's to his deareft fuperftuitics, as 
well as to the means of providing for the 
msintensocc of his neceflary houlirhold. 
The bkffings of the poor will meet him 
in the morning, and bid him farewell be- 
fore he goes to reCt, and the bleifings of a 
{gracious Providence will overfliadow and 
protect iiich a nation* 

Thus have f , Sir, ingenuoufly thrown 
c\it my thoug,hts on this important fnb- 
ici\ ; which, if worthy of any confide- 
raiion, I aril fure you, and the Boai^ at 
>which you pi-efide, will reflect on with 
candour, and other Gentlemen may en- 
large upon with more vigour of mind 
and ftrcngih of argument. 

This one maxim 1 hoKl true and irre- 
fragable, that though the land of the 



whole kingdom fhould, imder your ati' 
fpices and zealous exertions, be brought 
into the hlgheft date of cultivation, yet if 
it be all held in fevcralty, and the ancient 
claim and rij^ht of common be extinguifli- 
ed ordeprefltd in the mode and proportion 
of the preftnt fyftem of incloi'urc, the 
public can reap no benefit from it ; but 
monopolv of property among the great, 
and combination among their principal 
and independent tenants, muft annuallj 
take place, the one a pra(5lice adverse to 
a free conftitution, the ot.ier equally ini- 
mical to a commercial country.

fuie to lay down a principle, or enforce 
the practice of planting, but v^-e fee whole 
counties newly inclofed as bare of timber 
as the open fields. This is a fatal omif- 
fion, which I hope the Houfc of Com- 
mons will immediately correft by fome 
(landing order ou that moft important 
point. 



EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM JOHN WILKES, ESQ^ TO , 

1>ATED AUGUST 6, 1765, FROM GENEVA. 



T Travelled through very difficult and 
^ dangerous roads from Grenoble to the 
Grand i.bariref<f-y the chief monaltery of 
the rigid order of the Char'nux. The 
general chapter of thct'e mnnks is held 
there once In every year. It lies about 
r'yht leagues north of Grenoble, and is 
h\j\\t ntar the fummit of a very high, ro- 
■mantic, nrrf ftec;) mountain, amors: deep, 
gicomy wcods of pine trees, and rugged, 
^va£>c* rrrcks. Nature fits here indeed in 
gii:t maiifty, on a iublime, craggy 
throne, but the fituation, Lthink, infpires 
•horror rathei thnn penfivenefs. As you 
aictnd, a variety of cafcades precipitating 



down among the fragments of the broken 
neks, fill the ear with a wild kind of 
melody. When you have nearly gained 
the fommit, the clouds are under your 
feet, a fclemn death like filence reiens, 
and over- hanging rocks and tremendous 
precipices alarm the imagination with real 
dangers. Horror ubique animos^Jtmult^- 
fafientia ierrent^ and this fdence is never 
interrupted but by the hideous cnifli oi 
the fragments of the fplitting rock. The 
prefent convent is not quite on the fum- 
mit •. There is a very old chapel dedi* 
cated to the Virgin Mary, called St, B^n* 
no*i Chapel, ftiU nearer the fommit of thf

I have been with Foltaire at Fmur, 
and was charmed with the reception he 
gave me, and fiiil more with the fine CenCe 
and exquifite wit of bis conver&tion.- I 
think him the moit universal gpiius, the 
raoft amiable as well as the wiuieft of our 
fpecies.

The 
Khone foams with impetuofity through 
the town $ but the fuperior beauty of this 
country is the lake of Gtntv^ f/>tendidkr 
vitro. Tht imagination cannot form any 
thing more pifturefque. On the fouth 
the cheihut eroves of Savoy, on the north 
the vineyards and high cultivated fields 
of the Pais de Vaud, are refleAed in its 
limpid waters. A greater contrail can 
fcarcely be imagined than between the 
natives on each Tide this great lake. Ail 
the inhabitants of the Pais de Vaud, 
which is in the canton of Berne, are hap- 
py, free,neat,welUcloathed, and at their 
eai^, while thofc in the Dutchy of Savoy 
are poor, wretched peaiants, crueliv op- 
prcHed, ragged, and almoft naked, ib 
kriking is the difference under the fame 
climate, at fo fmall a diftance, between 
the flaves of a defpotic prince, and the 
free fubjc6is <^ a miM republic.

I Write thia chiefly to thanke you for 
the other hiftorical part of Bt« Co- 
fin*s letter to Dr. Gunnm^, wch vou did 
ase the fiavour to fend me myour letter of 
the %% Febr.

This verfe, in fublimity of conception, 
and grandeur of expreflion, furpa^fes every 
thing preceding, and will therefore be 
thought peculiarly well fuited to the 
diftinguifhed place, which it here occu- 
pies. I am very far from wiflihrig to 
liilly the luftre breaking forth in this 
admirable line ^ but I am not quite fuie ' 
that I lufliciently underftand it to com> 
prehend its whole beauty. Whatever of 
meaning it conveys, appears to me too 

feneral and indiltin^l. The continued 
ood of glory is furely little confonant 
to the idea expreifed in the original, 
where the light is broken into innume- 
rable particles, repreienting the numerous 
iires in the Trojan camp. The boundlefs 
sether is opened, and to good purpofe ; 
thus opened, it difcovers all the ftars. 

Thus this charming pi^lure is finished \ 
and now the great Mailer, with conium- 
mate flcill, introduces a folitary iped'tacor 
to enjoy its various beauties in filent 
contemplaticn.

By this artful management he gives a 
wonderful pathos to the defcription, and 
without feeming to intend it, very power- 
fully affe^s the feelings of his readers ; 
who become, equally with the (hepheixl, 
intercfted in the fcene. Pope has, I 
think, very much weakened the efFe6\ by 
multiplying the ihepherds to an indefinite 
number, and not corfinine himfelf to the 
one only whom he found m the original.

A fimilar defertion, or rather perverfion 
of the text, equally injurious to the fenle 
of his author, has been noticed before in 
more inftances than one. When the 
fwains in general are faid to rejoice j or, 
as Pope has paiaplu-aled the icntence, 

— .** rejoicing in tlic fipht 
*' to Eye the blue vaulc, and Ucis the 
ufeful light i" 

the fwains muft be fuppofcd in general 
to be in the fields, engaged together in 
their various employments, as by day ; 
whereas at this time only one folitary 
fhepherd is mentioned, watching his 
hock. There is an elegant -remark of 

freat delicacy on tfiis paflage in a noto 
y the French Poet • before mentioned, 
with which I know you will be much 
pleafed, I will therefore tranfcribe it, 
and conclude: — «« La voila bien cette 
douce lenfibilitc d'Homere, que je nc 
cefl'trai jamais dc vanter a Tegal de 
toutes fcs autrcs qualites les plus bril- 
liantcs.

AN ESSAY ON BIOGRAPHY AND EGOTISM IN WRITING.

»y HERE 18 perhaps no kind of com- 
•*■ pofition more aelcftabic than Bjo- 
grapny, or the writing of the lives of 
individuals. If well executed, it is a 
laithful mirror of life, and we recognize 



ii^ it our virtues and weakneileB, our 
tempers and affc£lions. It is more de- 
lightiul than Hiftory, as the Biographer 
can with propriety del'cend to th,e do* 
meftic habits, the peculiarities, the cha*

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niUnftk tnlttf of the perfon .whofe life 
he deicribes ; which the Hiftonan cannot 
do without a diminution of that dignity 
which fliould breathe in his narration, 
and is required to fupport his page. 

Biography has an irrefiftible charm 
which takes pofleflTion of the imagination 
by bringing before it the molt pieafmg 
images. It developes the paflions of the 
huDoan heart, comes home to men*s bo« 
ioms, exhibits the faliibility of our na- 
ture, and (if I maj uie the expiTriHon) 
reconciles us to ourielves. 

In Plutarch^s Lives we find, to cite 
the words of Heinfius, com^eHciium eru- 
diiionis^ prudent i a tbefaitrum\ an epi- 
tome of learning, and a treafury of pru- 
dence. Plutarch certainly poffencd a nice 
difcrimination of chara^er, and was a 
Tery lit arbiter of things. His volumes 
are adapted to every ttation of life, and 
every diverfity of age. They deliver 
rules for conduct, and precepts for a6iion ; 
they are not lefs adapted to inftru6t the 
Leglflator, than to inform the School- 
boy. Plutarch is not dazzled by the 
glare of aSion, but contemplates his 
characters in ibhtude and retirement. 
He gives us a faithful picture of human 
nature, and as Koufleau has obferved 
with much felicity of expreflion, be reprc' 
finis mcutkind m their nigbt'gotvns and 
jUppers. 

Suetonius has produced a work of 
fii<^raphy, which is not without great 
ioformaiion. He does not abound with 
the deep remarks or the lagacious reafon- 
ingof Tacitus, but the accuracy with 
which his faHs arc recorded enables us 
to eftablilh cur reflections upon the balls 
of truth. His lives, however, are prin- 
ci|)ally a recital of luft and debauchery ; 
a picture of i'cenes that diigrace and viU 
lity nature \ a defcription of actions that 
the fool of man recoils at. 

Our own countrymen have given us 
leveral biographical works, which will 
afford an inexhauiiible fource of pleafure 
and init ruction. 

It belongs to the Biographer to enliven 
bi^ narrative with well-iele6led anecdote, 
and to footh the fancy with the images of 
domeitic life.- Johnfon, in his life of 
Milton, not only deicribes the public 
anions, but watches the modes of itudy, 
the progrefs of the compolitions of that 
fublime Poet, and views him in his 
habits of domeitic privacy. 

** Being driven trom all public Rations 
(lays the Biographer), Milton is yet too 
great not to be traced by curiofity to his 
retiremejit^ where he has been found by 



Mr. Richardfon, the fondeft of his ad-i 
Tomx^f fitting before bis door^ in a grey 
coat of coarje elotbf in 'warm fultry wea- 
tber^ to enjoy the frrfib air j and fo, as 
well as in his otvn roomi receiving tbe 
vifits of people of difiinguijbed parti^ as 
well as quality . 

'< According to another account (con- 
tinues Johnfon) he was fee A in a /mall 
boufe, neatly enougb drtjfed in black 
clotbeSf fitting in a room hung with rujly 
green j pale but not cadaverous^ with 
cbaik'Jlones in bis bands. He fhidy that 
if it were not for the goui^ bis bUndnefs 
would be tolerable.^^ 

Such minute circumftances as thefe in 
the life of fo great a man as Milton, are 
admitted with propriety, as every thing 
that can be told us of him will be liftened 
to with rapture ; and I am of the opinion 
of the ProfeiTor, who once informed hjs 
pupils that he felt a gratification in 
knowing even that Milton fattened his 
(hoes with iatchets. 

Thofe Authors who become their own 
Biographers • prefent the world with a 
very agreeable performance in the literary 
hiftcry of their ftudies and compofitions. 
It has been obferved that every man's 
life is of importance to himfelf, and it; 
might be added, that if he has talents 
he may make the defcription of it both 
pieafmg and inftruAive to others. 

What delight do we derive from the 
hiftory which RouflTeau, Frar.jclin, Gib- 
bons, and many other men, eminent for 
their intelle^lual endowments, have left 
us of themlelves. With what avidit]^ is 
every page read that contains the recital 
of their own aflions. This example of 
felt' biography, if I may ufe the ex- 
prcfiion, has now been fhewn us by the 
mo(t diitinguiflicwl chaia^ers of the Re- 
puhlic of Literature 5 and will, I hope, 
be imitated bythe many Ihininggeniuies, 
whole productions do fo much honour to 
the prefent age. 

If a Southey, a Ilayley, a Scot, and 
many others whom I could cite as men 
whofc* conceptions gl'ince from heaven to 
eartbt from earth to heaven ^ were to live 
over their years again, and depi6t in 
faithful colours the tenour of their lives, 
what a Iburce of intelle^ual pleafure 
would they open to pofterity. 

I /hall now make a tranfition to the 
fubjed of fpeaking of one's felf, or the 
frequent ufe of the pronoun Ego. Ego- 
tiiin in writing, fay the Critics, fhouid 
be avoided, and this rule Homer never 
tianfgreiiifs, who is not found to fpeak 
of himfelf 5 yet no per fon would coniider 
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the beauty of his poems diAiinifheti, but 
on the contrary, 1 think, rejoice, had the 
Grecian Bard fung fometiir.cs of himfclf j 
told the place of his birth which feven 
Cities contend for, and indulged frt- 
*jttcnjly in dilclofing whatever related to 
him. 

There are no paflages in Paradife Loft 
that enchain the mind more powerfully 
than thcfe extrinfick ones which relate to 
Milton himfelf. We never regret being 
drawn away from the main liibjett to 
bear the Poet bcw?.il his own fate, he 
does it with fuch heart-moving pity ! 
At the beginning of the Third Book he 
defcants fo pathetically upon his own 
blindnefa, that the man who can read it 
without emotion had better read no more ; 
hf cannot poflefs any acquaintance with 
fympathy or feeling. He opens the Book 
with an addrcfs to Light, which, alter 
feme retrofpeftion, he thus beautifully 
addreffes : 

"Thee I revlfit fafe, 
** And feel ihy fovcrcign Viial lamp ; but 

thou 
" Rcvifu'd not thcfe eyes, that roll in vain 
** 'Xo find thy piercing ra), and find no 

dawn ; 
" So thick a diop fcrcne hath quench'd their 

«rbs, 
«' Or dim fuffufion veilMT* 

But hew tranfcendantly fine, and ex- 
quiJjtcly pathetic, is another pirt of the 
lame digrcflion : 

♦* Thus with rhf year 
••S^afons return 3 but not 10 m^ returns 

(ft rv/is not in our foiver to rJter the ThU of /bis Correff^ondenrs lafi Firvoufi the 
Jf>ret It i>i^ already ivorktd oJ}\ He iviU be phajed to giije bimfelf no ixuuhU ahotti 
T'jiage.) 



" Day, or the fwert approach of Ev'n or 
Morn, 

" Or fight of vernal bloom j or Summer'a 
rofe, 

** Or flocks, or herds, or human face di- 
vine 5 

** But cloud inftead, and ever -during da-k 

*• Surrounds mc \ fiom the chtarful ways of 
men 

«« Cut off. and, for the book of knowledge 
fair, 

*« Prefented with an univerfal blank

The famepraife might be given to tlje 
other digreflions in which the Poet be- 
wails his privation of nghti (hey take 
fail hold upon the mind. Pope is fre- 
quently found to chaunt his own atlions^ 
but his effotifm itt fo lively that none 'i 

would wilh it away. No verfes flow 
more mellihuoufly than thole which rc» 
late to himleif. How grateiuf arc th« 
following : 

** As yet a child, nor yet a frol to fame, 
** J rrp*din numbers y for the nvmhen camci** 

In a word, to return to the primary 
Aibje6t of my ElTay, there is no writing 
nmre congenial with the general tatte of - 
mankind than Biogniphy 5 andofthofe 
Ar.ihorsj I will further obferve, whom 
neither hiltcry nor tradition has fupplied 
us with an account oi, there is no part 
of their works that will be read witb 
futh eager curiofiry as where thcv indulge 
in Egotiftn, and ipcak of themlulves.

SIR, 

T N a former letter I fent you Tome Re- 
■* marks on the Simon iacal Method of 
obtaining Ecclefia^tica) Preferments, 
which is now fo commonly pra6lifed ; I 
have at preient a few oblervations to 
pffcr on the conduflof thofe Patrons who 
ffU that, which was entrufted to them to 
be freely given, for the encouragement 
cf piety and learning. 

The foundation of what I fhall advance 
on this fubje^l is, that a Patron who fells 
the Prelentation to a BencHce; fells that 
to which he himfclf hath no rieht. I 
^o not mean to affcrt that he hatn not a 
fo'xer to f^ll, becaulc; as I hinted in my 



laft letter, the Courts of Law will defeRcl 
him in io doing ; but that (however pa- 
radoxical it may Icund) he hath no kind 
of right, either rt-aiunable, equitable, or 
I think legal, to the thing cr property fo 
fold. For what does the corrupt pur- 
chafer buy ? Is it the duty of reading 
prayers, and preacliing in a particular 
, Church, together with that of vifiting 
and I'clievlng the fick, and all the other 
laborious oihces that attend a confcien* 
tious difchargc of the clerical function ? 
—Certainly not : the tithes and other 
emoluments are undoubtedly the only 
objcrts which regulate the price in the 
contemplativB ot both buyer and fcltcr. 
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To thcfc «mchimehtt I repeat (ar.d 
backed by tbc authcrity of BiackHonc I 
am not much atraid of contradidion) 
the Patron himielf neither bas, nor in any 
pciiihlc cafe as patron ccut ha7c» any 
right. 

** The payment of tithes to the Glcrgy 
is a practice 16 antient, that the time 
cannot be precifcly alcertalned when it 
was firft introduced into this country- 
It is probr.bly coxval with the phnting 
cf Chriltianity among the Saxons by 
Auguftin the Monk, about the end of the 
^th century. But it is traced with 
certainty as far back as the year 786, 
when by a conftitutional decree cf a 
Synod then held, the payment of tithes 
is ttrongly enjoined 5 and by a fubl'c* 
qnest law rf King Alfred, anno 900, a 
penalty, was added upon the non-ob- 
Icrvance; which lawot Alfred was again 
enforced by King AtheJftan, about the 
year 930. Every man therefore was, by 
the Jaw of the land, bound to pay tithes 
to the Clergy at that time ; though, be- 
fore the divifion of pariAies, he might 
pay them to what Prielt he pleafcd, which 
was called arbitrary conficrat:on. But 
after dioccfes were divided into p?.ri(hes, 
the tithe of each pariili was allotted to 
its particular Minifter. This divifion 
of pariAies, and even of moiher-cluirches, 
is evpreUly mentioned in a law cf King 
Edgar, anno 970 : dtnivr omnes decimal 
pTtmariiT fccltjia ad aaam pa) ocbia per^ 
/»//•/.*'— Blackstone. 

The right of the C !ergy therefore to 
tithes — I mean the right they can claim 
by human laws, is, I prefume, prior to 
the right which any man at this day hath 
to his eflate. The property of every 
cilate, in all probubilily, hath been often 
changed fince the firll, or indeed the laft, 
of theie peiiods. Now every man that 
purchafeth an eitate fubjc^l to tithes, as 
every man rouft that hath purchafed land 
(nat exempt) Cr.cc the year 786, takes 
it fubjetl to that ir.cumbtance, and pays 
io much tbc kfs for it on that account ; 
a«, on the other hand, he that purchaieth 
land which more modem laws (witli what 
reafcn I fl^all not now enquire) have 
exempted from tithes, pays lo much the 
moic tor it, fur a (imilar realbn. Sj 
likewtfe, every farmer \vhc» rents land 
fubjeft to tithes, pays fo much the iel's 
rent for it on that account \ and if he 
rent land which is tithe- free, he pays the 
landlord as much additional rent for it as 
the tithe is worth. Thelc principles ad- 



mitted will lead to an lAldeniable in- 
ference, which is, that by the pjymcnt 
of tithes, no layman, whether landlord or 
tenant, contributes any thing, out #/* bis 
awn property, towaidH the maintenance 
of the Clergy j but they are maintained 
principally, though not entirely, by tlmt 
quit-rent which God hath referred out of 
all lands almoin from the creation, and 
which hath been rccognifed and cftab- 
lifntd by the municipal laws of this 
kingdom for more than a thouiand years. 

If this be the cafe, no layman canihew 
the fainteit Oiadow of right to tithes^ 
thofe inftances perhaps excepted, in which 
tbc unguided zeal oi Reformation placed 
them in lay hands, at tiie difToiution of 
the Abbeys in the tine of King Henrf 
the Eighth ; and, of coniequcnce, the 
Patron who fells a Prefentation to a Be- 
nefice, which is the right only of the 
Clergy, felJs that which, both by law 
aixl reafon, belongs not to him. The 
right to tithes belongs to the Clergy in 
general j the nght of patronage is onlr 
to determine what particular Clerk ihali 
enjoy fuch a particular portion of tliera, 
*< It the Patron ihould take poflefTion of 
the church, church-yard, glebe, or tithe, 
he intrudes on another man^s property j 
for to thele the Parfon hath an cxclufivc 
right/' But where this practice of 
felling prcfen tat ions prevails, the Patron 
evidently takes the emolument of the 
tithes to himielf ; the Clerk is only his 
tenant or lefTee, juil as if he had purchafed 
a fingle life on fomuch temporal eftate. 

That this practice is contrary to rea- 
fon is, I iiippoii:, fufHciently evident 5— 
how far it i» confonant to the principles 
of law, the following particulars may 
aflTilt us to determine: Simony is not 
puniihable in a criminal way at the com- 
mon law 5 it being thought fufficient to 
leave the Clerk to tccl:/iajiical cenfures. 
But as thcic did not aflcv't the Simoniacal 
Patron, nor were efHcacious cnaugh to 
»'C)H'l the notorious practice of the thing, 
divers At\.s cf Parliament h;ivc been 
made to rtftrain it by civtl torteilures, 
which the modern prevailing ufnge with 
rf^gard tofpiritual proilr!!^*:! (^, as Black- 
ftone with juft i'ldigr^ticn obicrves, call 
aloud to be pur in cxccutlDn. 

Ey the Icatutc ^i. Kliz. ch. 6. it is, 
for avoiciin-r of Simony, euai5\ed, ** That 
if any Patron, for money, or any other 
coriupt confide rat ion or j romife, dlij^Uy 
or indlrccliy given, fiiall prclint any 
pcrfon to an cccichaltical Bc;iefi\.e, both 

the 
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the giver and taker (hall forfeit two 
years value of fuch Bcne^ce, one moiety 
to the King, and the other to any one 
that will I'uc for the fame ; and fuch 
{irefentation (hail be void, and the Pre- 
ientee be rendered incapable for ever of 
enjoying the lame Benefice, and the 
Crown fhall prefent to it pro bac vic^."* 
And bv a fubfequent ftatute, li. Ann. 
ft. 2. ch. i». *« If any perfon, for money 
or profit, (hall procure in his own name, 
or the name of any other, the next pre- 
fentation to any living ecclefiaftical, and 
fliall be prefented thereupon, it is de- 
clared to be a Simoniacal contra£(, and 
the party is fubje^led to all the eccle- 
iiaftical penalties of Simony ; is difabled 
from holding the Benefice j and the pre- 
fent ation devolves to the Crown." 

So that by the 31. Eliz. both the cor- 
rupt Giver and the corrupt Taker forfeit 
each two years value of the Benefice $ 
the Giver's Prefentee is for ever excluded 
from enjoying that Benefice, and the 
Taker lofes his prefentation for that 
turn. And by 11. Anne, if a Cicrh 
purchafe a next prefentation (in whofe 
name the purchale is made it (igniHes 
not), and be thereupon prefented at any 
future* time, it is Simony by the letter 
of the law, as well as by the /pint of it j 
and though he may perhaps contrive to 
avoid the ecclefiaitical penalties of Si- 
niony, I doubc he muft it ill carry about 
him the guilt of wilful and corrupt per- 
jury. 

The/e Jaws then feem f\ifficiently clear 
and exprefs $ but a fubterfuge hath been 
invented to evade the? force of the latter 
of them. A Clerk purchafes an advow- 
fon, and fells it again, refer ving the next 
prefentation $ or perhaps waits for a va- 
cancy, and is initituted before he fells 
the advowlbn. I call this by the dif- 
graceful name of fubterfuge, becaufe 
every man who does it muit be confcious 
that the next pre&ntation was the ex- 
prefs objeft of his purchafe ; and with 
that confcioufnefs, whoever can abfolve 
himfelf from direft and palpable perjury, 
I hold to be not meanly qualified for tjfie 
oifice of Commentator on a new Edition 
of the Jefuit's Morals^ 



But I am inadvertently recurring t» 
the fubje£l of my former letter ; let mc 
peturn to the Simoniacal Patron. To 
make pecuniary advantage of that which 
is the excluiive right of another, is fuch 
manifeft injuftice that one may well 
wonder that men of liberal fentiments in 
other points fhould not be aihamed of it. 
But fay they, we take no oaths againft 
Simony, let the Parfons look to that, 
whilfl we pocket the money. To this I 
have one reply to make : tfo/eai quantum, 
italerr debet. The Patron is a prin- 
cipal in the fuppofed tranfaflion ; a 
tran faction which could not pofiibly have 
exited without his being a party in it ; 
a tranfa£tion which he is fully aware 
mud inevitably caufe another perfon to 
incur the guilt of perjury ! How far a 
Patron, under theie circumftances, it a 
partaker of his clerical alTociate's guilt, 
IS a queftion that furely merits foine 
confideration, and I leave it for the con- 
fciencc of every ferious perfon to refolve 
it for himfelf. 

A remedy adequate to the evil here 
complained of is a thing much to be 
defired ; and until a better is fuggefled, 
I fubmit the following to the judgment 
of your readers: —By the penalties laid 
on the corrupt Patron, as well as on the ' 
Simoniacal Clerk, in the flatutes above- 
mentioned, I think it clearly appears to 
be the intention of the law, that Be- 
nefices Ihould no^ be bought or fold uf^on 
any occafion wbate'ver. If I am wrong 
in this interpretation, fome of your 
Correfpondents will doubtlefs have the 
goodnefs to fet me rignt. On the fup. 
pofition that my interpretation of thcfc 
ftatutes is right, and finding by expe- . 
riencc that the penalties are infufficicnt ' 
for the purpofe intended, I humbly pro* 
pofe that the Legiflature fliould amend 
the law, and ena6l. That as an oath 
againfl having gi*-jen any Simoniacal 
confideration pncedes the Clerk's infti- 
tution, fo one againft having recei'ved 
any, fhall follow the Patron's prefenta- 
tion.

OF 

JOHN WILKES, ESQ^ 



THI& Gentleman, at one period of 
his life, obtained a very dangerous 
influence over the minds- of the people ; 
his name was lufficient to blow up the 
flames of ftditiun, and excite the lower 
orders of the community to afts of vio- 
lence againft his opponents in a manner 
fomcthing allied to inadncfs. After 
great viciflfitudes of fortune he found 
himfelf placed in a itate ot independance 
and affluence ; gradually declined from 
the popularity he had acquired, and at 
hti terminated a turbulent life in a Ibte 
of nei^le£tcd nuiet. Reviewing the pre- 
fcnt ftatc of the country, and comparing 
it with that in which he began his 
exertions, though fome advantages may 
be placed to his account, we helitate in 
giving him credit for thofc beneficial 
confequenccs which his admirers arc apt 
to aicribe to him. We believe he was 
a patriot chiefly from accident, a fuc- 
ccisful ore it m\ill be owned, but not 
originating in principle. 

He was born the iSth of Oftobcr 
1727 * s his father was a dittillcr, who 
had raifed himlelf from a low iituation 
to affluence by his bulinefs, which he 
canicd on in the neighbourhood of St. 
John Street, near the Illington Road, 
vhcre ttilt his eldest fon firit drew his 
breath. Mr. Wilkts the elder was a 
chinchmar, but Mrs. Wilkes a difleoter j 
and the |>crlon eniployed about the edu- 
cation of' tlieir fon was a Prefbyterian 
di'^ine. His early connexions were there- 
foie amoiL^ the dili'cnters, and thefe 
were in Cjue meafure confirmed by an 
ni^y marriage, before the year J 7 50, 
wiLh Mil's Xicadc, a lady who with her 
family held the fame religious tenets. 
This union was not a happ^ one : afrcr 
the birth of one daughter, a lady ft ill 
living, both parties by confent agreed to 
live ieparate, and a re- union never took 
place. It is needlefs to enquire into the 
caufe of dcmef^ic dilcontent. Something 
in cales of this kind is generally to be 
blamed on each fide. A zealous defender 
cf Mr. Wilkes (if not Mr. Wilkes him- 



felf), in anfwer to an inquiry on this 
fubje^ during the Middlefex £le<^ion», 
thus defends him : — " I now will take 
an opportunity of (aying a word or two 
of Mr. Wilkes's wife. . I have heard . 
foiat cf his friends lemark that ihe is 
perhaps the woman in the world the moft 
unfit for bim) and the only one to whom 
he would not have been even an axorJous 
hufband, for he loves a domeftic llic} 
but 

Sic vifom veneri, cut placet impares 
Formas atque antmo» Tub jugaahenia 
8«vo mittcre cum joco 

She wat certainly a large fortune, hut 
unhappily half as old aeain as Mr. 
Wilkes, when he married lier. I have 
often dined with them together in town 
and countr}'. He was admired as an 
extremely civil and complaiiant^hufbamt, 
rather cold, but exafllv well-bred, and 
fet an example of polite and obliging' 
behaviour in his family, which many cf 
f hoie who find fault with him would do 
well to imitate. Her reputation is ua- 
fpotted, and (he (till • pofi'efles Mr. 
Wilkes's elteem, thcugh I believe no 
fi^reat fliare of his tendcmefs." This 
lady died the ^.th of April 1784, and' 
the new [papers cf the day faid that a' 
conciliatory interview had taken place 
between her and her hufband a ihort time 
before her death. Mrs. Meade her mot her 
died the i+ih of January 1769. 

Before Mr. Wilkes's marriage he had.' 
travelled abroad with great advantage, 
and in the courfc of his ti-avcls becime 
intimate with the cfcl^bratcd Andrew 
Baxter, ** whofe admiraKirmetaphtiics, 
eftablifhed on the phyfics of Nevvtrti, 
neglefted as they are, will ^fays War. 
burton) be deemed as great a di (honour 
to the wiidom of this age, as the negleft 
of Milton's poetry was to the wit ot the 
palt." With this author he dUbliihei 
a friend Ihip which lalted during Mr. 
Baxter's lifef, and on the publicatioa 
of the Appendix to the Enquiry inta 
fhe Nature of the Human Soul, was

In the interim I fend you the 
following (heets as a token of my fmcere 
refpe^V. It is a pleafure to think on the 
time we fpent fo agreeably together.

; After Mr. Wilkes's marriage he fet- 
tled at Aylc(bury, and cultivated letters 
and agreeable fociety for feveral yc^rs 
with iTttle attention to oeconomy, if not 
with a total dilregard to it. He feems at 
this period to have had no intention of 
making himfelf confpicuous in public 
liU, and probably, had he not embar- 
irailed his circumilancesy migh( have 
paiTcd through the world known only to, 
J»nd admired by, a private circle of 
friends. His manners were elegant, his 
hofpitality engaging* and (lis converfation 
inftru6live and entertaining. By his 
neighbours he was much efteemed, and 
liy his friends beloved ; and with the 
nobility and gentry, of the county he 
lived Oil terms of intimacy and equality. 
He had arrived nearly at the age of 
twenty -feven before he made a finale 
effort to emerge from the fituation of a 
private gentleman. At length the Ge- 
neral Eledion in the year 1754 prompted 
him to become a candidate for a feat in 



the Houfe of Commons, and he accortl* 
ingly offered himfelf for the borough of 
Berwick •. On this occafion he made 
the following fpeech at the Guild to the 
Ekftors on the 16th of April, which is 
believed to be> his fir ft poUtical pro* 
duflion, and on that account delerviog 
to be prefcrved : 

*< Gentlemen, 
** I beg your leave to offer myfelf a 
candidate to reprefent you in Parliament ; 
I came here with the utmoft pleafure to 
make you a tender of my fcrvices, ficm 
the aiturances I had received of year 
ftcady attachment to the caufe of liberty. 
I early embarked in the fame generqui 
caufe, and have always had it neareit to 
my heart. I am thoroughly fcnfible of 
the excellence of the coniUtution of this 
happy country, and my utmoil efforts 
ihall be exerted for the prefervation of 
it. In this and every other cafe I hope 
to be your faithful Reprefentative ; and 
while I am delivering your fentiments, 
and difchargin? my duty to my Confti- 
tuents, I IhaJl have the fatista6lion of 
ferving a caufe I have ever valued beyond 
every thing. If I am fo happy as to 
fucceed, I affure you, Gentlemen, I ihail 
ever be watchful over the interefts of this 
Nation in general ; but the good of this 
Corporation (hall have my particular at« 
tent ion. It fhall always oe my favouriu 
Audy. My warmeft endeavours (hall be 
employed for you, and I ihall efteem my* 
felf happy in every opportunity of doing 
you a real iervlce. Gentlemen, I come

I (hould think myfelf totally iin- 
i^orthy of the great and important truft 
I am now foliciting, if I fought to obtain 
it by the violation of the laws of my 
country. I hold them facred ; and I 
thtok the happinefs and fecurity of every 
man depends on the obfervationof them. 
Gentlemen, I have no private views : 
my fole ambition is to fcrve my country, 
SLod to contribute to the prefer vation of 
the invaluable privileges this Nation en- 
joys beyond any in the world. I (hall 
a^ fteadily on thefe principles, and there- 
fore I hope for the honour of your pro- 
teAion and encouragement^ and Hiall en- 
deavour to convince you of my fmccreft 
^gards and warmeil gratitude.'* 

He was not fuccefsful in the conteft ; 
the numbers at the clofe of the poll being 
for Thomas Watfon, 374 j John Dc- 
laval, 307 ; and John Wilkes, 19a. 

The publication of Johnfon^s Di^lio- 
nary the next year (1755) ^ve Mr. 
Wilkes an opportunity of arauhng a few 
of his friends at the cxjiCDce of our 
learned Lexicographer, who had aiferted 
in the Grammar of the Englilh Tongue, 
prefixed to that work, that « H feldom,

perhaps never, begins any but the fifft 
fy liable.'** His opponent, with lome 
pleafantry, produced a tew I'core inilances 
to pcove that the rtmai'k was unfounded. 
It began, *' The Author of this obfer- 
vation muft be a man of quick apjfr/" 
benjiont and of a mo(t compre-b^nfi've 
genius,** &c. We fhould be glad Xo 
print the whole of this jeu (tcjprit^ if 
any of our correfpondcnts would favour 
us with a copy. 

At this period a fciies of diflipation 
had much deranged Mr. Wilkes's af- 
fairs, but his extravagance ftill con« 
tinned. On the raifing the mliitia in 
i757> lie obtained a commiilion in the 
corps belonging to his own county of 
Buckingham ; he indulgred himielt in 
many excelfes which his then tnature age 
furnished no apology for j be became a 
member of a celebrated fociety which 
held its orgies at Mednemham in Buck- 
ingham^ir^ * j and before the year 1 760 
had become ia involved, that he Imd 
pra^lifed many expedients to obtain 
money, which we are afraid would not 
bear examination f- Still, however, his 
agreeable qualities remained ; he was 
carefl'ed by ibme, pitied by others, and 
admired by all«

XTTAS called the French Cato 5 and 
^' not undefervedly j for in his inte- 
grity and intrepidity he very much re- 
&mb]cd the Koman Patriot, no lefs than 
in the love he bore to his Country. He 
thus concindes the Preface to his cele- 
brated * Hiftory of his own Times," which 
is dedicated to Henry the Fourth :— 
" O God ! preferve bis Majtfty the King, 
and the Dauphin ; for in their fafety are 
included the peace, the concord, the fe- 
curity, and every thing that can be ufe- 



ful and falutary to France. Dire^ the 
councils of him (who has fiaved his 
Country from ruin, and who now iiou- 
riftiei like a flourifliing tree near a gentle 
ftrcam) to the promotion of peace, to the 
encouragement of good learning, and 0/ 
all thofe arts that render a kingdom great 
and refpe«^table. Permit good order, fo 
agrecabif to good minds, to bear the fu-

JOHN BICKNELL, ES<^ 

The Author of the beautiful poem of 
* The Dying Negro,' was at the Bar, 
and praiHlSl chiefly in the Court of 
Chancery and at the Rolls, in' each of 
which Courts he had received compli- 
nients from thofe who prefided there for 
fome fagacity which he had (hewn in 
fome of the caufes in which he had been 
engaged. He likcwife went the Home 
Circuit, and by his knowledge in a par- 
ticular point of criminal law laved the 
life of a culprit, as the Judge affured 
him •. 

Diflatisfied with the fuccefs of a cele- 
brated dramatic writer of our times, he 
turned fome of the lines from a tragedy 
of his into Latin verle, and pretended 
that the Author had borrowed his lines 
from them. The Author erroncoufly 
accufed a Gentleman of great critical 
acumen of the trick, and became ex* 
tremejy angry. 

In that exquifite piece of humour, 
« The Hiftory of Joel Collier,' he had 
fome hand. He confefled to a friend of 
his, that the MS. was fcnt to him out 
of the country, the compofition oi more 
perlbns than one, arid that he revifed the 
flieets, and occafionally added iomething 
to it. 

He very often wrote on political fub- 
je5>s and others. In the Public Advertifcr, 
under different fignatures. He took a 
very a^Hve part in the defence of the late 
Sir John Fielding's charafter, when he 
was attacked for having very humanely 
and very wifely endeavoured to prevent 
the reprefentation of that dangerous 
perfbi-mance * The Beggars Opera.' Sir 
John Fielding fent tor Mr. Bicknell, 
thanked him very much for the kindnefs 
he had done him, and in the ftrongdl 
manner allured him of the conftant in- 
tegrity of his charaiTlqr as a Magiftrate, 
and of the< purity of his Intentions, and 
the cleannefs of his hands, requefting 
him to examine the books of his ofiicc 



• He was fitting below the Judge in the Court houfc of Hertford, whilft a criminal was 
trying for a highway robbery. Something ftruck him during the trial, which, as Mtrkift 
cwi^t l.c handed up en a piece cf paper to the Judge, who. on reading it, exciiiuKd w 
Mr. Bickrel!, »♦ I am much obl^jcd to you, Sir : your obfcrvations have fared the life of the 
j>n(lincr M the bar." /I 
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^th rcfpc6l f o inoney matters for many 
years pall. This Mr. ^icknell rcfufed ; 
and returned Irom the lagacious Ma- 
giltratc highly plcaied, and convinced 
that he was beyond furpiciun, and clear 
in his dignified and ufttul office *. 

Mr. Bicknell was an elegant writer in 
pfolc and verl'e. His « Familiar Let- 
ters,' by their cafe and fprightlincli, were 
models of cpiftolary writing. 



SIR CKORGE STAUNTON* BART. 

This benevolent and acute Bafonet 
had the honour and happinefs to prevent 
the effiiHon of human blood in the £ali 
Lidies, in the year 1782. The Peace 
had been figned between Enghnd and 
Frarcc at Paris in that year, of which 
the French Commander in the Indies 
either was or affected to be ignorant. 
Sir George* however, with that power 
of addrefs, coolnefs of temper, and per- 
fuafive eloquence which he lb eminently 
poireiltfs, prevailed upon the French 
Commamier, M.deSuffrein, to forego 
thofe advantages which his j-eculiar litu- 
at ion had afforded him againit the Eng- 
liih, and to pott pone till another oppor- 
tunity the miferies of war, but too often 
recurring between the two Nations. 
The benediAion beftowed upon the peace- 
makers. Sir George mod eminently de- 
£erve« ; and would to Heaven, that in 
thefe times his magic tongue were again 
found, and again employed to effe^uate 
tht- moft falutary of all purpoi'es, pre- 
vention of the hivoc and the deitrudion 
ot the human race ! 



DR, JOHNSON. 

Did the merit and talents of this great 
men itand in need of any encomium, what 
gjcatcr encomium could be given them 
than this tranfcript from fome MS. Pa- 
pers of that ingenious artilt Sir Joihua 
Keynolds, in the Life of him lately pub- 
li£t,ed by Mr. Malonc? *« Whatever 
merit my * Difcourfes' have, it muft be 
imputed in a great meafure to the edu- 
cation which I may be faid to have had 
under Dr. Johnfon. I do not mean to 
lay, though it would be to the credit 



of thefe « Difcourfcs'* (if I could fay it 
with truth), that he contributed a (iogle 
fentiment to them ; yet he qualified my 
mind to think jiiftly. No man had like 
him the faculty of teaching inftrior minds 
the art of thinking. Perbaps other mea 
have equal knowledge 5 but few were £> 
communicative.

Perhaps an 
artift in his Itudies &ould piirfue the 
fame condu6l j and, inftead of patching 
up a particular work on the narrow phm 
of imitation, rather endeavour to acquire 
the art and the power of thinking. On 
this fubjed I have often fpoken ^ and it 
cannot be too often repeated, that the 
general p(9wer of compoiition may be ac- 
quired, and when acouired, the arti/t 
may then take lawful !y hints from hit 
predeceflbrs. In reality, indeed, it ap* 
pears to me, that a man mutt begin by 
the ftudy of others. Thus Bacon be- 
came a great thinker, by firft entering 
into and making himfclf matter of the 
thoughts of others -j-." 

LORD BACON. 
A good * Life' of this great Philofo- 
plier is a dffuiernlum in Knglifh Litera- 
ture. Dr. Jphnfon, who relemblcd him 
much in the great compafs of his mindy 
faid, that he (hould be much picafed to 
write the Life of that man, from whofe 
writings alone a Diftionary of the Eng. 
liOi Language might be compiled* Lord 
Bacon 'i • t hays' arc, perhaps, the book 
the moft pregnant with deep thinking 
and extenfive obfervation that ever exift- 
ed : they contain the condenfation of all 
human knowledge, and the aphorifms of 
all civil and political wifdom. Lord 
Bacon fays finely of books, " that they 
cannot teach us the ufeof thcmfclvcs."" 
In his * Helps for Learning,' he fays 
juftly, '< Reading maketh a full man, 
converfation a ready man, and writing

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an cxa^ man •/' «1 Apothegms," Tayt

mon, <« are painted goods."— This great 
man faid finely of the Reformation of the 
Church of England to a Reformer, ** Sir, 
the fubjeft we talk of is the ^^ of Eng- 
land ; and if there be a fpeck or two In 
that eye, we endeavour to take them out ; 
but he would be a bad oculiit indeed who 
would endeavour to pull out the fye." 
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WILMOT, EARL OF ROCHESTER. 

Lord Rochefter faid of himfelf, that as 
long as he (laid in the country, in Ox- 
fordlhire, he remained cool and (bber ; 
but that the inftant he came to Brentford 
the devil came into him, and that he then 
became wild. Could any thing (hew the 
meannels and the -wretchednefs of vice 
more ftrongly than the behaviour of this 
dilTohite and diffipated Nobleman in hts 
laft illnefs ? He fent up for all his fenr- 
ants, even to his cow- herd, into his bed- 
chamber, to dfclare before them the hor- 
rors that he felt at the recoilcftion of his 
paft life, and to hope that what he then 
itifFcrcd from his vicious courfes would 
have the effeft of preventing them in 
future from following his example. 

Bifhop Burnet's account of the life and 
laft hours of this unhappy Nobleman 
fliould be put into the hands of every 
young man. It is written with ^rcat 
elegance, and exhibits a picture ot the 
miicries of vice, painted in the moft 
ftriking and glowing colours. 

REV. HENRY CLARLE, A.M. 

This excellent and exemplary Tutor 
of ^ College, Oxon, was alked by 
a father, a few years ago, what allow- 
ance he (hould make to his fon at the 
Univerfity ? He told him, that formerly 
from eighty to one hundred pounds 
ii-year was as much as was neceHary for 
A young man to fpend there, and that at 
prefent from one hundred to one hundred 
and thirty pounds a-ycar was a very 
;good allowance. " But, Sir," replied 
the father, «' my fon, at one of the public 
ichoofs of this kingdom, fpends me now 
4)ne hundred and fifty pounds a-year, 
including every expence of fchooling.

come mailers. 

qUEFN ELIZABETH. 

That ingenious and fenfiblc writer, 
Mr. Gray f „. lays, that the People of 
England weie i'o far from being panic- 
ftruck with the Spanifh Armada, that 
they encountered it with undaunted fpirit 
at fea, and prepared with an equal [pirit 
to encounter it by land : tie Engliih 
Nobility and Gentry came forward both 
with their puri'es and perfons on this 
principle, that their own fafety and that 
of the State were infegarable. In the 
laft Ssflion of Parliament Lord Romney 
propofed to fupport Goveinment by a 
public fubfcription, and oftcred himfelf 
to contribute 5000! . The fame nobie 
offers were made in the Irifli Pailiament 
by Mr. Brown and Mr. Bagneil. Inde- 
pendent of the pccimiary fupport it would 
afford towards carrying ou the war, it 
would flicw the French with what a ge- 
neral fpirit of detcrtation againft their 
principles the People of this Country 
were anunatcd. 

GEORGE THE SECOND, KINO OP

been fitting. He afked them the fubjcft 
of their deliberations, and was told that

The molt immediate^ 
though not the greateft of all calamities 
with which France was afili^ted was the 
disorder of her finances, occafioneci by a 
l*>ng courfe of extravagance, and inciealed 
by the American vvar» which involved 
her in an cxpcnce of twelve hundred 
millions of livres. Louis/' added he, 
** pofleired the beneficence of Henry the 
Fourth, without any of his warlike vir-

CRILtl, DOGE OP VENICE. 

The celebrated league of Cambray 
cndtd, as raoft leagues between allied 
Powers do ; the Venetians remained iff 
fiatu quo, and the Powers united agatnft 
them fuflTeretl confiderably. Two ladies 
had t*^e honour of concluding the peace ; 
Louifa of Savoy, and Marguerite of 



Anftria, aunt of the Bmperot Charles 
the* Fifth. Grilli, Doge of Venice at 
the time,- faid on the occafion, '' The 
city of Cambray is the purgatory of the 
Venetians ; it has made the Allies fuflfier 
for the error they committed in leaguing^ 
together." 

CARDINAL PLEimy. 

Soon after the Abb^ de St. Pierre^ 
^an for a perpetual peace came out». 
F'ontenelle wrote to the Cardinal in 174^^ 
to wifh him as ufual a happy year, and 
to congratulate him on the peace h^e had 
concluded between the Turks and the 
French, and to invite as the moft excellent 
Phyiician for the difeaies of Nations, t(S 
give fome coojing medicine to the fever 
of war which had then broken out be- 
tween the Spaniai'ds and the Englifii.. 
The Cardinal returned him a joco& an* 
fwer J in which he told htm, that the 
Kings of thofe countries muft firft take 
a fmall dole of the elixir of St. Pierre*e- 
projed for a perpetual peace: *• Yet,'* 
raid he, « after all, I fear I muft iirlt be 
obliged to fend amongft them a miifion- 
ary, who ihall be able to difpofe their 
inclinations to make ule of the Abb^'e 
remedy f." 



OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE NATURE AND 
FORMATION OF VEGETABLE EARTH, OR SOIL. 



BY MR. SMITH. 



BY Vegetable Sotl we mean that which 
forms a covering to moil parts of 
the Globe, and in which all vegetables 
grow, multiply, and are nourilhed : it is 
itielf totally formed of decayed animal 
and vegetable fubftances ; it is of dif- 
faent colours in different places, ac- 
cording to the different fubffances which 
have grown and decayed upon it. When 
it is pure it is capable of being burnt, 
and in Scotland it is the fuel molt gene- 
rally ufcd, and goes under the name of 
Peat. It is of different depths in dif- 
ferent places, from one inch to between 
twenty and thirty feet. When examined 
Vunutely, we find it compofed of fmall 



fieces of decayed iregetablet ; and eves 
'itcoal itfelf appears to be formed by 
vegetable matter, decompofed under par* 
ticular circumftances. On cxaminingr 
fome pieces of Coal, we often perceive 
the appearance of ligneous particles j, 
but the true prccefs through which tlie 
wood muft have gone before it affumed 
this fofiil fhape, we cannot determine. 
We find Oak, which has long been 
buried under ground, affume the hardnefa 
of Coal i this is often dug out of the 
moffes in Scotland, where it goes by the 
name of Black Oak. I have leen fome 
of thofe Oak- (takes which were found 
in laying the foundation of a bridge

t 1 his Spanifh Wir was hurried into by a grof;! He. A man appeared st the Bar of the 
Hcuie of Commons with his head covered with a clofe cap, who pretended to have loft his 
'eari by the cruelty of the Spaniards at the Bay of Honduras. No one offered to turn up 
the cap of Mr. Jenkins, or he would have fecn under it a pair of ears as large as thofe of 
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«»er ikt ThaineS) and which arc faid to 
have been drove in there hy Julkis 
Cclar, to have aflumed the brittlenefa 
and hardnefs of Coal. The quick in- 
crtafc of vegetable earth is furpi'ifing in 
many places ; particularly near Dumtries 
tliere is a place called Lochermofs, which 
evidently appears to have been an arm 
of the iea> tirom boats and anchors having 
been dug up there by the common 
people. Coins have iikewife been found 
in It, twenty or thirty feet below the 
Surface of the vegetable foil j fome of 
which denote the days of Agricola. The 
bottom of this Mofs is totally compofed 
«f fea fand : 1 have feen large Oak and 
Pine trees dug out of it in a high ftate 
•f prefervation, and had the appearance 
«f wood newly cut ; but the Pine ieemed 
to contain more rolin tlian the Pine which 
grows in our climate, and fplinters of it 
are uled by the common people at 
torches : nuts are likewile found in thefe 
Modes in a high ftate of prefervation. 
It is a curious fa£^ that in whatever 
part of thefe mocrilh grounds, provided 
that the fur face be dry, we lay down 
limtUone or other calcareous earth, the 
W'mmou produftion, which is heath, will 
be destroyed, .and luhtiecloijer ipring up 
in its place, although there was not a 
grain of white clover within many miles 
•f the Ipot. The knowledge of this 
might be a valuable acquirement to 
phuofophers, who maintain the theory 
cf the fpontaneous generation of vcge* 
tables and animalcula:. The fa6^ is fo 
well known in this country, that the 
farmer has only to lime his land, and it 
produces abundance of this plant, which 
IS an excellent palture for his cattle. I 
will now attempt to prove by Experi- 
menty that both vegetabWs and animals 
add to the foil, infteadof diminiiljin^ it*; 
cr that the vegctal>le mould affords little 
more than a vehicle to the pabulum or 
feed of plants j as I ihall endeavour to 
prove that Nature, by a certain regular 
prccefs, is capable of turning both Air 
and Water into Fai th, ar.d thereby muit 
incrcale the magnitude of our Globe. 

IXPJiRIMENT THE FIRST. 
I ex])oled a quantity of Karth cr Soil 
£n a furnace, where I kept it in a red 
heat for nearly twelve hours, I tock it 
out and weighed it, I found it to be 
fourteen pounds and a half. I put it 
into a large garden pot, and having fuf- 
ficiently watered it for vegetation, I 
planted in it three tree Maflows : the 
MaJiuws in all, when planted, weighed 



twenty -two grains. I kept them there 
for four months in the iummcr f<saf«), 
during which time they grew and flou- 
riflied J at the end of which p«friod I took 
them up and dried them carefully. On 
weighing them I found tlitra to be above 
one pound and a half. I took tlte Earth- 
which was in the pot, and kept it twelve 
hours in a furnace as before, and on 
weighing it I found it had only loft ont 
ouarur of an ounce t which might be lolt 
m making the Experiment. By this we 
fee that the Earth muft have gained 
confiderably in its weight during this, 
fliort period. From this we fee that 
Plants ai-e able to convert Water intd 
Vegetable Eaith.. Since I made this 
Experiment I find that it was made by 
Haiei on a Willow, which increafed in 
five years fo much as to wtigh fifty 
pounds, without the diminution of the 
Earth in which it grew. We are led to 
conjecture, from the Experiment, that 
mofl: of the Vegetable Earth of this 
Globe is, by the powers of vegetation, 
formed from Air, Water, and Light, 
and we find the increafe to he very great. 
The next qucftion that occurred to me 
was, whether Vegetables had the power 
of converting Water into Earth, or 
whether or not the Water only aftcd aa 
a ftimulus to the Plants, fo as to caufe 
an increafe of their parts, without beiftg 
of itfelf much diminiOied in proportion 
to the increafe of the Plant, in the fiuue 
manner as- an acid iiimulaies the mouth 
to ieci-et^ faliva, without any part of the 
acid entering into the compofition of the 
J'aliva : but that Water is diminiflicd by 
tlie growth of Plants? appears probable ; y 
for when a Plant has abforbed water, it 
attra6ls the hydrogene from it, which 
forms their inflammable principle, and 
throws off the oxigene, and in this mode 
they purify the air. As the animal and 
what is called the vegetable life is the 
fame in their maruci' of increafe and 
growth, I was led to make the following 
Experiment to inveltigate the fubjeih 

EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 

I took two pieces of mufcular fleih of 
equal weight and nearly of the fame 
fhapc, that when evaporation took place 
they might have ci^ual furfaces expoied 
to the air, I then fixed them to a piece 
of wood, which I took care to balance 
jnlHy. On one piece of the mufcular 
flefh I put a number of the eggs of the 
common fleih- fly. During the fpacc of 
three days the meat kept an equilibrium $ 
hut Oil ihc fourth^ ;t^(Q^r,on whicii I 
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ptU the eggs preponderated yer)- con- 
fivierably ;* on the fifth m.ne, ar.d more, 
^'uHng the incrcale of the m.'.ggots, and 
'ill ail the flefh was destroyed, which was 
in about eight or nint days. This ^e vs 
that animals pofTefs a power of atrraHing 
ibmeihing from the air, and that they 
increafe, or give more to the eaj th, than 
they take away from it j that is, they 
convert feme fpecics of air, pv.r!iaps 
azotic, into a folid caiLhy fiu);tii.^ce. 
On co]le<rting and weighing; the maggots, 
their weight amounted to as much as the 
fi^A meat on which they lived, whilj 0:1 
the other hand, the piece of mi'?.t c:i 
^h:ch no eggs were puced had kit one 
tjuartcr of its weight by evaporativ^n, or 
ri«-compolition by incipient puti cfa.Hun 
taking place. By thefe Experiments 
It evidently appears that animals as Weil 
as plants draw Ibmething from the air, 
which by fome unknown power thi.y 
tonvcrt into a folid raafi ; and tJiat net 
above one half of the water which they 
abfoib is converted into a vcgctabic or 
animal fubftance ; but that the water 
operates as a ftimulus, exciting their or- 
ganized particles into aiUon. This was 
evidently the cafe in the lalt E.^pcriment, 
for the maggots were three days in hatch- 
ing, t'-iring which time a confiderable 
evapomrjon took place from the iurface 
of the meat j yet nwtwithftanding this, 
they were found equal in weight to the 
original fubitauce on which they had been 
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fed. It therefore appears, that water 
and heat are the principal agents in na- 
ture in growth, generation, and mulli- 
plication, both of the animal and vege- 
table kingdt)ms. A curious inltance of 
this occurs in a boy who was fweated 
down for a hcrle race : the night before 
the race he was weighed, after v/hicli' 
tliey gi'.ve him a hi feu it and a fmall glafs 
of wine •, but to their great aftonirtnnent, 
Vv'hcn he was weighed in the morning, 
tliey found he had opined half a ftone in 
^^ -ght: Did not this wine and b^fcurt 
a.c\ as a ftimulus in exciting that parti- 
cular a<^ionj which was the caufe of the 
ablbrpiion of Ibmethir.g from the air ? 
People are known to grow fat upon 
nothinoj bur llrong beer : the coal- 
heavers about London are a good bxample 
of this, they are generally robult, and 
few ct' them are great eaters, generally 
living upon porter: Is not this to be 
alhgned to the eft£6l of its ftimulating 
quality, as in the fcrmer cafe? Fioai 
the above it appears that animals arwl 
vegetables 'liave a power of creating and 
increafing earth, and that they add every 
year a ftrala of earth to our globe, botji 
calcareous, argillaceous, and vegetable. 
And it is a probable conjedure, that the 
fame power which at prefent increafes it, 
is the power by which it was firft formed^ 
that is, the principte of Life .'

CHARACTER OF RUBENS, 



BY THE LATK SIR JOSHUA REYNOt-DS. 
[taken from his works, lately published by MR. MALONE.] 



•T'HE works of Men of Genius alone, 
-*■ where great faults are aniteJ with 
great beauties, afford proper matter fcr 
criiicifm. Genius is always eccentric, 
bold, and daring j which, at the fame 
time that it commands attention, is fure 
to provoke criticifm. It is the regular, 
ccid, and' timid compofcr who el'capcs 
ccnfure, and deferves no praife. 

The elevated iituation on which Ru- 
bens ftands in the cfteem of the world, 
is alone a fufficicnt rcafon for fome exa- 
mination of his pretcnfions. 

His fame is extended over a great part 
of the Continent, without a rival ; and 
if may be juftly faid, that he has en- 
riched his Country, not in a figurative 
itir'c. only, by the great examples of Art 
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which he left, but by what fome would ' 
think a more folid advai.tr'ge, the wealth 
ariiinc; from the concourle of ftrangcrs 
whom his v/orks continually invite to 
Antwerp, which would othcrwife have 
little to reward the vifit of a Con- 
noiircur. 

To the City of Duefeldorp lie has been 
an equal benetaclor. The Gallery of that 
City is conlidered as containing one of 
the greatcil Coll eft ion of Fi^lrtures in tlie 
World 5 but if the works of Ruben* 
were taken from it, i v.- ill venture to 
afiert, that th'i j,iL'at Repofitory Would 
be reduced to zt ieaft half its vakie. 

To 'xtend his glory ftill farther, he 
gives to Paris cne of its molt ftrikirg 
teat u res, the JLuxftnbourg Gallery j and 
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if to thcfe we aJd the many Towns, 
Churches, and private Cabinets, where 
a fingle Pi61urc af Rubens confers emi- 
nence, we cannot hefitate to place him 
in the firft rank of Illuftrious Painters. 

Though I ftill trntertain the fame 
general opinion both in regard to his 
excellencies and his defc6^s, yet having 
jiow fecn his greatcft ccmpolitions, where 
he had more means of difplaying thofe 
pairs of his art in which he particularly 
excelled, my eltimation of his genius is 
of ccurfe railed. It is only in large 
Compofjtions that his powers feem to 
have room to expand themfelves. They 
really increafe in proportion to the fizc 
of the canvas on which they arc to be 
difplayed. His fuperiority is not feen 
in ealcl pictures, nor even' in detached 
parts of his greater works, which are 
lllddra eminently beautiful. It dres not 
lie in an attitude, or in any peculiar 
expreflion, but in the general efFeft — in 
the genius which pervades and illumi- 
nates the whole. 

I remember to have obfcrved, in a 
Pidlurc of Diatreci, which I faw in a 
private Cabinet at Bruflels, the contrary 
etfe^t. In that performance there ap- 
peared to be a total abfence of this per- 
vading genius ; though every individual 
figure was correftly drawn, and to the 
, aaion of each as careful an attention 
was paid> as if itVereafet Academy 
ligvre. Here feemed to he nothing lett 
to chance j all the nymphs (the fubjedl 
was the Bath of Diana) were what the 
ladies call in attitudes ; yet, without 
being able to cenfure it for incorreftnefs, 
•r any other defeft, I thought it one of 
the coldeft and moft infipid Piftures I 
ever behtld. 

The works of Rubens have that pe- 
ruliar property always attendant on Ge- 
nius, to attra^ attention, and enforce 
admiration, in fpite of all their faults. 
It is owing to this falicinating power, 
that the performances of thofe Painters 
ivith, which he is furrounded, though 
they have perhaps fewer dcfe^is, yet ap- 
pear fpiritlei's, tame, and infipid j liich 
SIS the altar-pieces of C'rayer, Schutx, 
Scgers, Hcylens, Tylcns, Van Bulen, 
and the reft. They are done by men 
"whole hands, and indeed all their fa- 
culties, appear to have beencrnmped aivd 
cuniincd ; and it is evident, that every 
thing they did was tlie i:(?\:6i of great 
J'i{>»>ur and pains. The prcduOi :ns of 
Ji'jbvni, on the contrary, feem to flow 
wiih a freedom and prodigality, as if 
ikey f.oSt him nothing i and to the ge- 



nei'al animation of the compcfitlon^ tbert 
is always a correfpondent fpirit in the 
execution of the work. The ftriking 
brilliancy of bis colours, and their lively 
oppoiition to each other, the flowing 
liberty and freedom of his outline, the 
animated pencil with which evei-y oh>-rt 
is touched, ail contribute to awnken and 
keep alive the attention of the fpe6tator j 
awaken in him, in feme mealiirc, cor- 
refpondent fenfations, and make him feel 
a degree of that entluifiafm with which 
the Painter was carried away. To this 
we may add the complete uniformity in 
all the parts of the woik, lb that the 
whole feem 8 to be condu<51ed, and grow 
out of one mind j every thing is of a 
piece, and fits its place. Even his taAe 
of drawing, and of form, appears to 
correfpondbetter with his colouring and 
compofition, than if he had adopted any 
other manner, though that manner, fim- 
ply conlidered, might be better : it i« 
here as in perfonal attractions ; there is 
frequently found a certain agreement and 
coiTefpondence in the whole together, 
which is often more captivating than 
mere regular beauty. 

Rubens appears to have had that con- 
fidence in himfelf, which it is neceflary 
for every Art 1(1 to alTume, when he ha« 
finiilied his (ludies, and may venture in 
fome meafure to throw afide the fetters 
of authority; to conlider the rules at 
fubje^ to hns controul, and not himfelf 
fubjeil to the rules j to rifk and to dare 
extraordinary attempts without a guide* 
abandoning nimfelf to his own fenfations, 
and depending upon them. To this con- 
fidence mull be imputed that originality 
pf mi'nner by which he may be truly faid 
to have extended the limits of the art.— 
After Rubens had made up his manner* 
he never looked out of himfelf for ailitt. 
ance j there is conlequently veiy little 
in his works that appears to be taken 
from other Mafters. If he has borrowed 
any thing, he has had the addrefs to 
change and adapt it fo well to the reft of 
his wcik, tliat the theft is not dif* 
cover able. 

Be fide the excellency of Rubens in 
thclc general powers, he poffelTcd the true 
art ot imitating. — He law the objei5ls of 
Nature with a Painter's eye -, he faw at 
once the predominant feature by which 
evtry objc«^\ is known and diftinguiihed ; 
and as Ibon as feen, it was executed with 
a facility that is aftoniftiing: and let me 
add, this facility is to a Painter, wlicn 
he clolcly examines a piflure, a fource of 
great pltafur4\— liow far this excellence

may be pcrceired or felt by thofe who 
arc not Painters, I know not : to tlrem 
certainly it is not enough that objc6>s 
be truly reprclcnted 5 they mult lilcewiie 
be reprcfciuai with grace ; which means 
here, that the work is clone with facility, 
and without effort. Kubcns was, per- 
haps, the greatcft Mailer in the meclia- 
nlcal part of the Art, the beft workman 
wi:h bis tools that ever exercifed a 
pencil. 

This part of the Art, though it does 
not hold a rank with the powers oF in- 
vention, of givinv chsra8er and cx- 
preflion, has yet in it wliat may be called 
genius. It is certainly fumcthing that 
cannot be taught by words, though it 
may be learned by a frequent examination 
of thofe piiflures which poflels this ex- 
cellence.^ It is felt by very tew Painters, 
a:>l it is as rare at this time among the 
living Painters, as any of the higher ex- 
cellencies of the Art. 

This powei*, which Rubens poiTefled 
in the highelt degree, enabled him to 
reprefeni whatever he undertook better 
thkn any other Painter. — His animals, 
pariicuiarly lions and hories, are fo ad- 
mirable, that it may be fald they were 
never properly repreiented but by him. 
His Portraits rank with the beft works 
of the Painters who have made that 
braiich of the Art the foie bufmels of 
their lives j and of thofe he has left a 
greac variety of fpecimens. The fame- 
may be laid of his landfcapes ; and 
thuugh Claude Lorrain finilhed more 
minutelvy as becomes a Profellbr in any 
^irticuiar branch, yet there is fuch an 
airineis and facility in the landfcapes of 
l^ubens, that a Painter would as ibon 
wilh to be the author of them, as thofe 
of Claude, or any other Artilt whatever. 

The PiAures of Rubens have thi^ 
tWtSi on the fpcftator, that he feels him- 
felf in no wile dilpoled to pick out and 
dwell on his defects. The criticifms 
which are made on him are, indeed, often 
unreafonable. His Ityie ought no more 
to be blamed for not having the lub- 
, Itmity of Michael Angelo, than Ovid 
(hould be ccnfured bccaule he is not like 
Virgil. 

Hu-.vcver, it muft be acknowledged 
that he wanted many excellencies, which 
would haVe perl"c6lly united with his fiyJc. 
Among liioic we may reckon beauty in 
his. female chaiafters i fomctimes indeed 
they make approaclies to it ; they are 
healthy and cor.K-ly wcir.v-n, but leld mh, 
if ever, pollcfs any degree of elwguntv ; 



the fame may be faid of his young men 
and children : his old men have that fort 
<yf dignity which a bufhy beard will con- 
fer ; but he never puirefTed a poetical 
conception of chara6\er. In his repre- 
fentations of the hi^heft chara6)ers in 
the Chriftian or the fabulous world, in- 
ftead of Ibmething above humanity, which 
might fill the idea which is conceived of 
fuch beings, the fpe6fator f;nds little 
more than mere mortals, fuch as he meet^ 
with every day. 

The incorre^nefs of Rubens, in re- 
gard to his outline, ofteiK^ proceeds 
from hade and c^releiTnefS} than from 
inability : there are, in his great works, 
to which he feems to have paid moie 
particular attention, naked figures, ^s 
eminent for their drawing as for their 
colouring. He appears to have enter- 
tained a great abhorrence of the meagre' 
dry manner of his predeceffors, the 0I4 
German and Flemim Painters ; to avoid 
which, he kept his outline large and 
flowiqg : this, carried to an extreme, 
produced that heavinefs which is i'o fre- 
quently found in his figures. Another 
defeat of this great Painter iSf his inat- 
tention to the foldings of his drapery^ 
cfpecially that of his women: it is 
fcarcely ever calt with any choice or 
ikill. 

Carlo Maratti and Rubens are, in this 
refpeft, in oppofite extremes j one dif- 
covcrs too much art in the difpofitions 
of drapery, and the other too little. 
Rubens's drapery, befides, is not pro- 
perly hiftorictil ; the quality of the Ituff 
of which it is compolld, is too accu- 
rately diftinguifhed 5 referabllng the 
manner of Paul Vcronefe. This drapery 
is lels offensive in Rubens than it would 
be in many other Painters, as it partly 
contributes to that riclmels which is the 
peculiar chara»E>er of his ftyle, which we 
do not pretend to fet forth as of the moft 
fimple and iiiblime kind. ^ 

The difference of the manner of Ru- 
bens from that of any other Painter 
before him, is in nothing more dillin- 
guilhable than in his colouring, which is 
totally different from that of Titian, 
Corregio, or any of the great colourills. - 
The etleft of his Pictures may be not 
improperly compared to clullers of 
flowers 5 ail his colours appear as cle-tr 
and 3i» beautiful: at the iame time he 
has avoided that tawdiy etfed which cne 
would expecl fuch gay colours to pro- 
duce 5 in this ie.'pe>t relembling Bartccf 
nivirc than any other Painter. What v/as 
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{did of an ancient Painter may be apjiHcd 
to thofe two Artilts— that their ilgwrts 
look as if they fed unon rofes. 

It would l?c a curious and a proHtaMe 
iludy for a Painter, to examine the dif- 
ference, and the cnufe of that difference 
t>f efFcft in the works of Corrcgio and 
Rubens, both excellent in different ways. 
The preference probably would be given 
accoiding to the di^erent habits of the 
Connoifltur : thofe who had icceived 
their firft imprcffions from the works of 
Rubens, would cenfuie Corrcgio as heavy"; 
and the admirers of Corregio would fay 
Rubens wanted folidity of cric6>. Thcie 
h lightntfs, alrinefs, ard iacility in Ru- 
bens, his advocates will urge, and ccm- 
paratively a laborious htavinefs in Ccr- 
jegio J whole admirers will ccmplain cf 
Riibens'8 manner being carelcl's and un- 
iiniuicd, vshilft the works of Corregio 



are wrciight to the hlghefl: degree of 
iitlicacy j and what may be advanced in 
f:i\(.urct Cc^Tegio's breadth of light, 
will, by liis ccniurcrs, be called afttited 
and pedantic. It mull be obferved, that 
we arc fpeaking f^lely of the manner, 
the cllct^t of the picture J and vre may 
conclude, according to ihe cuftom in 
Padcral Pf^eny, by bellowing on each of 
there*iilu(tiious Painters a garland, with- 
out attributing I'uperiority to either. 

To conclude, I will venture to repeat 
in favour oi' Rubens, v\hat I have !)et< re 
faid in regard to the Dutch School — that 
thofe who cannot fee the extraordimiiy 
mciitof this i»rcat Painter, cither have 
a narrow concept ion of the variety rf 
Art, or arc led away by the a!ft*"tirl.;.n 
of approving nothing but wii*it ccnica 
from the Italian School. 
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THIS Performance, which defervcs 
every prarle which can be bellowed 
np'U it, dev; lopes fume of the dark 
tra.iiactions which have contributed to 
prcducs; the contullcn and diib:tler now 
rei^nln^; in almclt every part of Kiirope. 
Among other fecret pra.^tices employed 
to bring about this gitat event, the in- 
nocent meetings of the FreeMafons have 
been perverted to pvupoies for winch 
they were never dcfigncd, and have been 
made the inUiuuKMUs of diHunir.uting 
Atheiii!!, bedili^n, and every vicieiis tx- 
tiavagance.

The rile and progrefs of Free Mafonry 
in England are firlt detaiieil, v/ith the 
Vvuious* itdditions Hnide to it by defigm'ng 
or uiiliilplclous pcilbr.o at dliltrent times, 
its views and dellgns, and th.e manner in 
which political difculfions firll were in- 
troduced. 'J'lie fchiims which have arlicn 
in the fcciety ; the alterations and ad- 
ditions made to it in France, ami the 
total change and perverfion of its- prin- 
ciples by a l^t ot proftigatvi urJcr tJie 
naiiic of'iiiuminati, an Order ftur.^itd m 
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I775> by Dr. Adam Wcifliaupt,,Profcf* 
for of Cauon Law in the Univerfity of 
Ingolflatit, and abolifhed in 1786 by the 
Kic^or of Bavaria, but revived imme- 
diately after under the name of the Union, 
and in a difi«reat form all over Germany. 
This aflcciation appears to have been 
formed for the exprels purpol'e of rooting 
out all the relif^ious clbbliftiments, and 
overturning all the exiiting governments 
of Europe. 

The tenets and fecret manoeuvres of 
this Society, fome of which arc not yet 
dilcovered, form the greatclt part of the 
pftlent Volume. There is however fuf- 
ncient known, to call forth the indig- 
nation of every pcrlbn who profeflTcs to 
be a friend to religion or virtue, and to . 
put every one en ibcir guard who knows 
and refpcfts the rights of private pro- 
perty, and of good governmeut. 

We (hall not follow our Author 
through Lhe various difgufting fcliemes 
engendered in the wicked minds of the

on Stoical pii, clplfs. In the Lo^lges, 
Death was dec), red an eternal Sleep 5 
Patriot! fm and Loyalty wcie called nar- 
row minded prejudices, and incompatible 
With univeruil benevolence ; continual 
deJamations were mr.de on Liberty and 
Kquality as the unalienaLile Kigkts of 
Man. The banciul influence ot accu- 
mulated property was ucclared an iniiir- 
mountabfc obftulc to tlie h'AppIneis of 
any nation, whi i^- chief la .vs W5:re framed 
lorits prct'wJti^a r.iid incicaie. Not{:ing 
was lo frtqiieiUlv diicour.cd of as the 
propriety oi eii^pi.nino; tor a p,-»(.'i pnr- 
P'lc, the means wljich trie wicked tin- 
pJc)cd for .tvil pujp.-'.es j i:..d it was 
taught, that the ; iei>^ ndeiv.cy or g.iod 
in th^' ultlmare jeiuu coiJeciateil evtry 
mean tmnl.jycd ; and tliat wiidjni aixi 
TJrtue corl.IteJ in prupcily determining 
tjiis balance."" TleTe principles wcie 
denied, but the proofs which are heic 
pr winced are iV.tt.citnrly Um)<; to claim 
the afJent ct every con: /.urate leader . 

Our AuuiJj , amoi>;'t otiiei excellent 
obJervatior.s, iays, ** Ail good men, all 
loveis of peace and of jnsliee, will I'hhor 
suiJ rejcil the t'.uught ol'c\eiturnij:g tlie 



prefent conAitution of things, faulty at 
it may be, merely in the endeavour to 
eftablifti another, \vhich the vices of 
mankind may lubvert again in a twelve- . 
month. They mult fee, that in order to 
gain their point, the propofcrs have Jjpund 
It necertary to dellroy the grounds of 
morality, by permitting the moft wicked 
means tor accompiifhing any end that our 
fancy, warped by palTion or intereft, may 
reprefent to us as of great importance. 
They fee, that inllead of morality, vice 
mult prevail, and that theiefore llicie h 
no fecurity for the continuance of this 
Utopian felicity j and, in the mean time, 
defblation and mifcrv mult lay the world 
wafte during the rfruggle, and half of 
thofe for whom we are Itriving will be 
fwept from the face of the earth." We 
have but to look to France, where in eight 
years there have been more executions 
and fpoliations and dillreifes of every 
kind by the pouvoir re^volutiounairei than 
can be found in the long records of tliat 
defpotic monarchy. 

•** There is nothing in the whole confii. 
tutlon of the Illuminati that ftrikes me 
with more horror than the propofals of 
Hercules and Minos *, to enlift the 
women in this fliockin^ warfare with all 
that * is good, and pure, and lovely, and 
of good report. ' They cuftld no't have 
fallen on any expedient that will be m ic 
cf]e<^hial and fatal. If any of my coun- 
tr>'woraen fhall honour tlicfe pages with 
a lending, 1 would call on them, in the 
moft eanieft manner, to confider this as 
an afi'air of the utmoft importance to 
theniifclvcs. I would conjure thera by 
the re^jard tlitv have for their own dig- 
nity, and for ilieir rank in fociety, to 
join againll theic enemies of human na- 
ture aiid profligate degradcrs of the fex ; 
and I would allure them that the prefent 
Itate of things almoft puts it in their 
power to he the I'aviours of the world. 
iiut if tliey arc ^ rem i is, and yield to the 
leduiUon, they will lall from that high 
llate to which they have arlfen in Chrif- 
tian Eun)!!c, and again hnk into that iu- 
fi^nificancy #r liavtry in which the fex 
is fnmd in all ages and ccuntiies out 
of the hearing of* Clu-illianity. 

*.* I hope tliat my countrywomen will 
coniii'cr this I'olemn addreis to them as a 
prot;t of the high ettecm in which 1 hold 
tliem. They will not be oflcndeil then 
if, in this i'ealbn of alarm and anxiety, 
when I wifh to imprefs their minds with 
a leiious truih, I (hall waive ceremony,

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which i» always dciigning, and fpcak of 
them in honclt but decent plainneli. 

*« Man is immerfcd in luxury. Oar 
accomiTKxIatlons are now fo numerous 
that tvcry thing ts pleafure. Even in 
very fobcr fitwations in this highly-culti- 
vated Society, there is hardly a thing 
that i-emains in the form of a ncceflary of 
lite, or even of a mere conveniency— 
every thing is cmamenied — it muft not 
appear of ule— it muft appear as giving 
Ibmc Icnfible pleafure. I do not fay this 
by way of blaming — it is nature— man is 
a refining creature, and our mod boailed 
acquirements are but refineraenrs on our 
■cceiiary wants. Our hut becomes a 
palace> our blanket a finedrels, and dur 
arts heconie fcienccs: This difcontent 
with the natural condition of things, and 
tfris difpofition to refinement, is a cha- 
laderiitic of our fpecies, and is the great 
employment of our lives. The dircftion 
which this propcnfity chances to take in 
3ny age or nation, marks its chara£ier 
iu the moft confpicuous and intcrcfting 
manner. All ha;pe it in feme degree, and 
it is very conceivable that, in fome, it 
may con'iliuite tlie chief objeol of at- 
tention. If this be the cafe in any 
cations, it is furely molt likely to be lo 
in thofe wh^re the accommodations of 
Kfe are ilie molt numerous — therefore in 
a ricli and luxurious nation. I may 
Intely, without exaggeration or i*cproach, 
give that appellation to our own nation 
at this moment* If you do not go to 
the very lowell clais of people, who muft 
kbour all day, is it not the chief objcdl 
of all to procure j^erceptibU pUafure in 
eae way or another ? The fober and 
buly ftruggle in the thoughts and hopes 
of getting the means of enjoying the 
amjorts of life without farther labcur— 
and many have no ether obje£t than 
jlleafure. 

" Then let us refle£l that It is woman 
tliat is to grace the whole — It is in na- 
twc, it is the very conllitution of man, 
that woman, and every thing conncfted 
with woman, muft appear as» the orna- 
ment of life. That thi"mixcs with 
every other focial fentiment, appears 
from the cpndu^l of our fpecies in all 
ages and in every fituation. This I pre- 
funic would be the cafe even though 
there were no qualities or talents in the 
fcx to j ullify it . This fentiment rcfpet^ - 
ing the lex is fiecelfary, in order to rear 
fo helplefs, {b nice, and fo improveable a 
creature as man 4 without it, the Icng 
^bidir^ taik could jiot be performt^ ;^» 



and I think that I may ventnre to fay 
that it is performed in the different ftat«:« 
of fociety ntjarly in proportion as this 
preparatory and indilpenlable fentiment 
IS in force. 

«« On the other hand, I think it no 
lefs evident that it is the defire of the 
wcmen to be agreeable to the men, and 
that they will model themfelvcs accord- 
ing to what they think will pleafe. 
Without this adjutiment of fentiments 
by nature, nothing would go on. Wc 
never obferve any fuch want of fymmetry 
in the works of God. If, therefore^ 
thofe wlio take the lead, and give the 
fafliion in fociety, were wife and virtuous, 
I have no doubt but that the womei> 
would let the brightelt pattern of erery 
thing that is excellent. But if the men 
are nice and fattidious fenfualifts, the 
women wilj be refined and elegant vo- 
luptuaries. 

** There is no deficiency in the female 
mind, either in talents or m difpofitions ^ 
nor can we lay with certainty that there 
is anv fubje6t of intellectual or moral 
dilcufrion in which women have not ex- 
celled. If the delicacy of their confti- 
tuiionj and other phyfical cauics, allow 
the female fex a f ma Her Ihare of fbme 
mental powers^ they polfcis others in a 
fuperior degree » which are no lefs re- 
fpe6tahle in their own nature, and of at 
great importance to fociety. Instead of 
delcanting at large on their powers of 
mind, and fupporting my alfeitions by 
the inftances ot a Hypatia, a Schurman* 
a Zenobia, an Elizabeth, &c. I may re- 
peat the account given of the fex by a 
perfon of uncommon experience, who 
iaw them without difguife, or any motive 
that could lead them to play a feigned 
part — Mr. Ledyard, who travcrfed the 
greatelt part of the world, for the mere 
indulgence of his tafte for oblervation of 
human nature j generally in want, and 
often in extreme mifery. 

• I have (fays he) always remarked 
that women, in all countries, are civil, 
obliging, tender, and humane : that they 
are ever inclined to be gay and chearful, 
timorous and modeltj and that they do 
not hcfitate, like men, to perform a kinc* 
or generous aftien.— Not haugliiy, not 
arrogant, not fupercilious, they are full 
of couriefy, and fond of fociety — mt:re 
liable in general to err than man, but in 
general, alfo, more virtuous, and per- 
forming more good actions than he. 
To a woman, whether civilized or favagc, 
I never addrefltd myle}f in the languige 
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tf decency and friemlfliipt without re- 
ceiving a decent and friencUy anfwcr— 
with man it has often been ctheiwilc. 

* In wandering over the barren plains 
of inhofpitable Denmark, through honell 
Sweden, and frozen Lapland, rude and 
chiiriiih Finland, unprincipled Kufiia, 
and the wide fprcad regions of the vaji- 
dering Tartar, — if hungry, dry, cold, 
wet, or fjck, the women hare «ver been 
friendly to rocj and uniformly fo ; and to 
add to this virtue (fo worthy of the ap- 
pelhtion of benevolence), thclc ail ions 
hare been performed in fo free and Co 
kind a manner, that if I was thirih', I 
drank the iVeeteft draught, and if hun- 
g^ry, I ate the coaric meal with a double 
rclifli' 

'* And theie are they whom Weiniuupt 
wouid corrupt ! One of thefe, whom he 
liad embraced with fondneis, would he 
have murdrred, to fave his honour, and 
^<]ualify hjmlcjf to preach virtue ! But 
Jet us not he too fevere on V/eiihaupt— 
let US wafli curfelves clear of all itain 
before we think of reprobating him. 
Are we not guilty in fome degree, when 
we do not cultivate in the women thole 
powers of mind, and thofe dirpofitions of 
tieart, which would equally dignify them 
in every (Nation as in thoie humble ranks 
in which Mr. Ledyard molt Irequently 
fjw them ? I cannot think that we do 
this. They are not only to ^racg the 
whole of cultivated Ibciety, but it is in 
their faithful and affc6lionale perfonal 
attachment that we are^to Iiik! the fweetelt 
pirafures that life can^give. Yet in all 
thcli lit uat ions where the manner in 
which they arc treated is not diftated by 
tlie ftem laws of ncceflTity, are they not 
trai.^ed up for mere amufcment — are not 
ierious occupations confldered as a talk 
which hurts their iovelinefs ? Wuat is 
this but felhlhnefs, or as if they h:id no 
virtues worth cultivating ? Their lu- 
Jincfi is fuppolcd to be the omamtnting 
themfelves, ?s if nriture did not c!i6late 
this to them already, with, at lealt as 
much force as is necclfary. Every thing 
is prefcnbtd to them bfcaufe it makes 
sbrmmotf /i/o/^'/j'—evej^ their moral Vtfons 
are enforced by this 3rgument, anc Mifs 
Woclltoncraft is perfcw^Jy right when 
Ihc fays that the fine kUons g^.en to 
young women by Fordyce or KouiTeau 
are nothing but lelfifh and refined volup- 
tur iifncfs. This advocate of her fcx puts 
hci fiftcrs in the proper point or" view, 
when file tells them that they ae, like 
iiHu';^ the lu^jjfvts of God's maal go- 



renimcnt — like man, preparing flieia* 
felves for boundlelis improvement in a 
better ftate of exiftcncc. Had fee ad- 
hered to this view of the matter, and 
kept it conftantly in fight, her book 
(which doubtlefs contains many excellent 
thin|rs, highly delcrving of their ieriooa 
conhderation) would Irave been a moft 
valuable wort. She juftly obl'crves, that 
the virtues of the fex are great and re- 
fpc6table, but that in oar mad chacc of 
pleafure, only pleafurc, they are Jitde 
thought of or attended to. Man tj ulii 
to his own uncontroulable power, or to 
the geneial goodnefs of the lex, that their 
virtues will appear when we have oc- 
cafion for them ; — ** but we wjil lend 
for thefe fome other time T""— Many no* 
ble difplays do they make of the moft 
diHkult attainments. Such is tke patient 
bc^iring op under misfortunes, which has 
no brifJiancy to fupport it in t!»c eifort. 
This is more difficult than braving dan« 

fcr in an aflive and confpicuous fituatioa, 
iow often is a woman left with a family^ 
and the (battered remains of a fortune, 
loft perhaps by didipation or by in- 
dolence — and how feldom, how very id* 
dom, do we fee woman (brink from the 
tafk, or difcharge it with 'negligence? 
Is it not therefore folly next to nxadnels, 
not to be careful of this our greateJl 
bkfTing — of things which fo nearly con- 
cern our peace— nor guard ourfclves, and 
thefe our bell companions and friends, 
from the efTefts of this fatal Illumi- 
nation ? It lias indeed brought to light 
what dreadful lengths men will go, when 
under the fanatitiil and dazzling glare 
of liappinels in a ftate of liberty and 
equality, and fpuned on by infatiabJe 
luxury, and net held in check by moral 
feelings and the rollraints of religion— 
and mark, reader, that the women have 
here alfo taken the complexion of the 
men, and have even gone beycnd them. 
If we have ften a fon prcfent himfelf la 
the National AllcmMy of France, pro- 
feifing his fatisfailion with the execution 
of his father three days before, and de- 
claring himtWf a true citizen, who prefers 
the nation to all other confulerations ; 
we have ailb feen, on the fame day, wives 
denouncing their hulbands, and (O ((lock- 
ing to human nature !) mothers denoun- 
cing their fons, as bad citizens and trai- 
tors. Mark too what return the women 
have met with for all their horrid fcr- 
vices, where, to exprefs their fentiment« 
o\ civifm and abhorrence of royalty, they 
thicw av/ay the chara^cr of their fcx, 
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and bit the amputated Iinibs of tl.cir 
murdered coiintiymcn ♦. Surely thcfe 
patriotic women merited .that the rii^lii^ 
of their lex fhoui.l b^ conlidcrtd in "iu. 'I 
council, and they were well t-ntirlcd t(^ li 
feit i but there is not a lingle act or t ulr 
governmtnt in which the lex is c. ;i- 
udcied as having any rights whatever, 
or that they are things to be caivJ for. 

" Arc net tf:c accnrfed fruits of Ii!u- 
minatian to be feen in the prefent hu:r.i- 
liatiufr condition of woman in Frur.cc ? 
pampered in every thing that can reduce 
thtm to the mere inftruments of animal 
pleafure. In their prefent ftate of na- 
tional moik-rarion (as they call it) and 
iecurity, fee NTadame Tallien come into 
the public the:ure, accompanied by other 
hfaunful women, (I was about to h;»ve 
mifnamed them Ladies,) laying afide ail 
iDodcfty, and prefenting themfelvcs ro 
the public view, with bared limbs, a ia 
Saitva£;ey as the alluring objects of dtiire. 
I maLe no doubt but that thii. is a leriuus 
matter, encouraged, nay, prompted by 
government. To keep the minds of ihe 
Parilians in the prefent fever of dilfvlute 
gaiety, they are at mere exjxjnce from 
the national treafury for the fuppcrt of 
the fixty theatres, than all the pcniic ns 
and honorary otiices in Britain, ilir^e 
•imes told, amount to. Was not their 
abominable farce in the church of Narrc 
l>ime a bait of the fame kind, in the 
frne fpirit of Wclfliaupt's E}oterion ? 
* We do not,* faiJ the high prielt, « call 
you to the worfhip of inanimate idols. 
Behold a mafwr-plece of n:.ture, (liitlng 
up the veil which concealed tlic naked 
charms of the bcauwiad Madmf. Barbier) : 
This facrcd image fliould inflame all 
hearts.* And it did fo ; the people 
Ihouted out, *'No more altars, no more 
priefts, no God but the Gotl of Nature.' 

" Orlrans, the nrit prince rf the Mocd, 
did not fcrupleto protHtute his duu^i^htcr, 
if not to the embraces, yet to the wanton 
view of the public, with the prccife in- 
tention of inflaminiT their deiires. (See 
the account given of the dinn-^rs at Sil- 
lery''s, by C>. mille Delinoulins, in his 
fpeech a jalnft the Briffotir.s.) But what 
will be the end of all this ? The fond- 
lings of the wealthy will be pampered in 



alVi'ie irdulgenccs which faftidiou3 vo- 
luptuoufrefs finds neceflary for vaiyin^ 
or tPuancing its rleafures j but they will 
el.hirbe flighted as toys, or they will be 
irnuiurctl j and the companions of the 
p^cr will i>c drudges and ilavcs."

HA-nt it appears that the ilupid Bavarians 
(iii the Ficnch were once pleafed to call 
them) were their inftru6iors in the art of 
overturning the world, though the French 
wee the firll who put it in pra8ice. 

In this Chapter we have the following 
rnxcdctc of the Count D'Artois : *« The 
iin fortunate Prince who has taken refuge 
in this kingdom, and whole fituation 
a.mcrigft us is an illuftrious mark of tlie 
gc'-.erofity of the nation, and of the 
Icvereignty of its laws, laid to one of the 
Gtnticmtn about him, that * if this 
cou!it:y was to efcapc the general wicclc 
of nations, it would owe its prefervation 
to religion.' V/hcn this was doubted, 
and it was obfervtd that there had n.)t 
been v. anting nianv Religionifts in France. 
* IVue,' faid the Prince, * but they were 
not in earn ell I Jee here a ferious in- 
t ere 11 in the thi:r^. The people know 
what they aie doing when they go to 
church J they undci tand fcmcthing of 
it, and take an inrejeft in it,' May his 
obfervation be jult, and his expect ation» 
befulnlled !" 

The Poitfcript contains ftri<5lures on 
the Utopian Tiicoi ies fct afloat by the 
French phiiofophcrs, .\ ul now dilhaclin^^ 
the world, with a dele ;ce of the fyltein 
now exilling in this court ly, which cvccv 
confuiwrate man is called upjn to chciiih 
and lupport. If the examples of mifeiy 
broupht upon other countries by languor 
and indiiTerence in the people at large 
are not fuiiicient' to call forth exertion, 
t!iis lation, like its neighbours, will not 
efcape the domineering infolcnce and ra- 
pacitr of an enemy at prefent more to be 
deteltd than feared.

THERE arc properly but three clajpss 
of men in China,'- Men of letters^ 
from whom the Mandaiincs are taken \ 
cultivators of tke ground ; and mecbanicsf 
incJudlne merchants, la Pekin alone is 
conferred the bigheft degree of literature 
upon thofe who, in public examinations, 
aire found moft able in the iciences of 
morality and gcvernment^ as taught in 
die ancient Chine fe ^uriters^ with which 
ftudies the hiflory of their country is in- 
timately blended. Among fuch gradu- 
ates all the civil offices in the ftate are 
diftributcd by the Emperor 5 and they 
corapole all the great tribunals of the. 
Empire. The candidates for thoie de- 
grees are fuch as have fucceeded in fimi- 
lar eraminations in the principal city of 
each province. Thofe who have been 
chofen in the ciiies of \h.tfecond order are 
the candidates in the provincial capital. 
The examinations are carried on with 
fjeat folemnity, and apparent fairnefs. 
Military rank is like given to thofe lubi 
are found, upon competition, io excel in 
the miUtary art^ and in warlike excrcifes. 
According to the heft informationeiven 
to the Embafly, the population of JPekin 
is about three millions* The loxo boufes 
of that city ^etm fcarcely fiifficient for fo 
'Vafi a multitUilr \ but very little room is 
occupied by a Chincfe family in the raid- 
die and lower clafles^of life. In their 
houfcs there are no fupcrfluous apartments. 
A Chincfe dwelling is generally fur- 
rounded by a wall, fix or feven feet high. 
iVitbiJt this inclofure a 'u:hole family of 
ibree generations i with all their refpec- 
tive wives and childrenj will frequently 
be found. One fmall room is made to 
firrve for the individuals of each branch 
of the family, fleeping in different beds, 
divided only by mats hanging from the 
cieling. One common room is ufed fcr 
eating. Several branches of a family, re- 
ading under the fame roof, is attended 
with important effe^s. It renders the 
young temperate and orderly in their con- 
duft, under the authority and e^cample 
of the elder ; ahd it enables the lubole to 
live like foldiers in a /?;<'/>, with more 
economy and advantage. I'lie labouring 
poor ai'e howev^ reduced to the ule of 
vegetable^ fyod^ with a very rare and 
icantv relifli of any animal fubjiance , 

The crowds of people at Pekin do not 
prevent it ffo m being healthy. The 
VOiiXaCXril.

Chine fe live much in the open air, and 
the atmofphere is dry. 

The commiflion of crimes is rare. 
Every tenth houfekeeper^ after the man- 
ner of the ancient ti thing-men in Eng- 
land, is accountable to a certain degre* 
for the conduct of the nine neighbouring 
families. The police is obferved with 
particular flriflnefs within the walls. 
The city partakes of the regularity and 
intaior fafety of a camp : but is (ubjeft 
alfo to its conllraints. 

With the poor J marriage is a meafur# 
oi prudence \ bccaufe the children, par- 
ticularly the fons,,are bound to maintain 
their parents. This union therefore takes 
place whenever there is the leaft profpeft of 
lubfiftence for a future family. Children^ 
however, born without means being had oi' 
providing for them, are Ibmetimes ahan^^ 
doned hy the wretched authors of their be- 
ing. Superfiitiott comes in aid to reconcile 
this horrid praSiice to the mind. The child 
is confidcred as a holy offering to the 
Spirit of the adjoining river, in vvhich 
the infant is tlirown, with . a gourd fuf-* 
pended from its neck, to keep it from im- 
mediate drowning. Female infants arc, 
for the moft part, chofen as the lefs evil 
for this cruel facrifice \ and a faint hope 
is generally entertained that they may yet 
be faved from untimely death. Govern^ 
ment appoints perfons to colleQ thefe mi- 
ferable.objefls, ior the purpofe of pro* 
viding for fuch as are found alive, andf 
for burying thole who have already eX" 
pired. 

The Mijionaries arc likewife Keahtts 
in this humane work. Thty haften zMo 
to baptize thofe who retain the fmalleft 
fpark of life. One of thofe pious father* 
acknowledged that in Pekin alone about 
two thoufand were every yearexpofed, of 
whom a large proportion perilheu. 

Chapter the Fifth deiciibes tlie jour- 
ney of the Embaffy to the Northern Fron- 
tier of Cbina, iu its way to Zhe-hol, the 
fummer refidcnce of the Emperor. At 
tliey proceeded on their march up the 
fides of dtliant mountains, was drfcried^ 
in the morning of the fourth day, a pro* 
minent lin^, or narrow and unequal 
mark. The continuance of this line to 
the ^Tartarian mountains^ tops was fuf- 
iicient to arreft the attention of the be- 
holder ; and the form of a wall with bat- 
tlemifnts was inoi^tiJ^^' t>«ne diftinftlr 
F ,4ifcerAea» 
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difcerned, where fuch buildings were not 
expef^cd to be found, nor tkougfat jUac- 
ticable to be ere^ed. What the eye 
could trom a fingle fpot embrace ot'thofe 
fortified walls, carried alol)^ the ridges 
of hills, over the tops of the higheit 
mountains, deicending into the deepeft 
vallics, eroding upon arches over riTcrs, 
and doubied and trebled in many parts to 
take in important pafl'es, and inter fperfed 
with towers or mafTy bartions at almoft 
cv^ery hundred yards, as far as the fight 
could reach, prefented to the mind an 
undrrtaking of jiupertdous magnitude* 

Th€ tiavellers were now able to deter- 
mine, from their own ft«lings, that it 
wM not alone the dimenfions of thofe 
nvalls^ however confiderable, that made 
the impreifion of wonder upon the fierfons 
who had hithci to iten thtlcr intended bar- 
riers agdhiji I be -Tartars, 

lAiftonifhinent is ieldom excited by the 
mere ctfeiTt of the continuance or nnilti* 
plication of labour that may be foi-mcil by 
common means : It was the extreme dit- 
fieulry of conceiving how the materials 
could be conveyed, and fuch ftru6tures 
railed injituattons apparently inacceffible^ 
which principally occafioned furprifc and 
admiration. One of the moft eUvattd 
ri<iges over which the great waU is car- 
ried has been afcertam»l to meafurc/i/tf 
t'youfand tiffq bundnd and twtntj-five 

Sir G. 8. employs two pages in the 
hiftory and ufes of Hettional IValls in dif- 
ferent periods and countries ; the Roman 
w/»// defending Britain from the uncivi- 
lifted FiSs 5 the nva/is in E^ypt, Syria^ 
and Media { one to the eattward of the 
CafMan Sea^ and another in the country 
of Tamnlane, All pf thefc united , fays 
our Author, whether they be conlidcred 
as to the extent of the country over which 
they were carried, and which they were 
meant to protcft, or as to the quantity 
of materials employed in their conftruc- 
tion» or the laboor requifite to overcome 
the difficulties of fituation, were not 
equal ^ to the Chtnefe Wall aione. It has 
likewiie far exceeded them in duration, as 
well a« in folidity. Some parts of it 
indeed are mouldering to decay, and 
others have undergone lepaii* $> but ibe 
main- work has been built with a degTtc 
of, care 9nd architectural ikill, which, 
without any fublcquent attention, have 
preserved it entire /c/r t'sffo thou/and yean. 

' Thi« is the date, which, upon very 
fufficient evidence, Sir G. Staunton aU 
fjgus to this wonderful fabric* Mr* 
Bell, in bis tra^vchy rxtcnds it* antiquity 



only to about^^r centuries k He is in ^g•• 
neral a very authentic writer, in thofe 
fubje6ls which he had himfelf ah oppor- 
tunity of inveftigating \ but in this n^at* 
ter his conjedVure is undoubtedly veiy 
fiiort of the truth. He may have doubted 
its age upon as flight grounds as fomc 
oHicrs have done, who, from the filence 
of Marco Polo on the fubjeft, in his ac« 
count of his travels over land to the ca« 
i>!tal of China, have concluded that the 
wall was not in exigence in the tbirteentb 
crntury. But it appears now, from the 
detail of PoloU route to China, ia the 
Dtoge's library at Venice, that this tra- 
veller did not pafs thiough Tartary to 
China. Having followed the uiual trac)& 
of the cajavans to Sarmacand and 
Ca/fagar, he bent his ccurfe acrcfs the 
Ganerts to Bengal ; and from thence , 
keeping to the Ibwthward of the Thibet 
mountains, reached the capital of China 
by the province gf Shenfec. 

Captain PariOi has fubjoined very ac 
citrate mealiiremenls of that part of the 
wall through which the Kmbaffy pene- 
trated } and if to this we add riTe plans 
and engravings relative to it, which em- 
belll/h the auarto edition, we may idJitly 
pronounce the prefent defcription of this 
extraordinary fabric to be much the mofi 
complete that has yst found its way to 
Europe. 

In the Firft Chapter of the Third Vo- 
lume of the o£lavo, we have the continu* 
ation of the journey of the Embafly to tb« 
Emperor* 5 Jummer refidence in Tartary^ 
with an account of his reception there. It 
is (ingalar, that in fonie villages they 
pafTed through, in the deeper and darker 
vallies of Tartary, they met with raanv 
of the inhabitants labouring under a diu 
order which is called, infimilar fituations 
in the Alps, the goitre, ox f we lied nak. 
Nearly oneftxtb of tbe nati'ves had this 
deformity j which, howeve'*, like their 
brethren in Switzerland, they did not 
elteem fuch. Both fexesarefuhje^ to thefc 
fwcllings J but the females more than 
the mules j the latter removing oftener 
from the fpots where the caufts of the 
malady cxift. 'The minds of many of 
the perfons lb aiHi£Ved were much wciik- 
cned} fonic were reduced to au abibiutc 
itatc of iui'ocy* Thefe lali are confidered, 
fays our Author, in fome degitcs as la- 
crtd } and are maintained by tlieir fami- 
lies with, peculiar care. We have 
noted thcle particular* as fliewln^j a 
Jlrikmg coi»tji"*ndtnce ivnb the aifcctions 
and rcaibiiiugs ui' the jfetijU:ui of the 
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Soia after tbe arrivd of the Embafly 
•t Zbe-hol, the ceremonial of its prrien- 
Ution to the Emperor beine adjutled in 
Che manner already related, the four- 
teenth day of September, three days be- 
fore that of' the Emperor's birth, was 
fixed for that purpole. We fliall ikk6t^ 
from a very eaa£l and detailed narrative^ 
the moft ftriking circumftances« 

On that morning the AmbaiTador and 
Ids ^ite went before day-light, as wgs 
announced to be proper, to the gartUn 
of the palace of Zhe-hoK Soon after 
day- light, the found of leveral inftru- 
meats, and the confufed voices of men 
at a diltance, announced the £mperor*s 
approach. He loon appeared from be- 
kixid a high and perpendicular mountain 
Girted with trees, as if from a facred 
grove, preceded by a numbtr aiperjons^ 
oufied \n ^roclaimimg aloud bit virtues 
and bit prmer. He was ieated in a fort 
of open chair, or triumphal car, borne 
by uxteen men, and was accompanied 
and followed by guards, high flag and 
umbrella- bearers, and muric. He was 
chd in plain dark filk, with a "Jel^-jet 
bonnrt^ in form not much unlike the 

. bonnet of Scotch Highlanders ; on the 

front of which was phccd a large peail, 
the only jewel or ornament that appeared. 
On his entrance into the tent, he im- 
mediately mounted the throne by the 
front fteps. His prime minijler^ and the 
two principal peribns of his houihold, 
went cloie to him, and (poke to bim on 
tbcir Uert. The President of the Tri- 
bunal ot Rites conducted the Ambafla- 
<ior, attended by his page and Chind'e 

i interpreter, and accompanied the Pleiii- 

potentiary near to the toot of the throne, 
on the Uf't band Jide^ according to the 
ufage of China, tbe place of honour. 
The other Gentlemen of the Embafly 
&^od at the great ojirningof the tent. 
His Exceliertcy waj( richly habited in 
an embroidered fuit of velvet, adorned 
with. a diamond badge and liar of the 
Order of the Bath \ and over the iuit a 
long cnintle of the lame order. This 
drefs was in conformity to tbe Chinefe 
ideas and manner '—upon the lame prip- 
ctpies. The Minilter Plenipotentiary, 
as an Honorary Do^or of Laws of tbe 
. Univerfity of Oxford, wore tbe fear let 

Jfowo oi that degree. This was aUo 
ill table in a government where degrees 
in learning lead to every kind cf politiol 
Situation. The AmbaHiMior, inltru6>cd 
by the PreTident of the Tribunal of Kites, 
held the magnificent fquare box of gold, 
• adtfcaed wi2i jewels^ in whi$^ wa» in- 



dofed hit Majefty^s letter to the Em- 
peror, between both hands, Itfied above 
his head } and thus, afcending ^e £ew 
fteps that led to the throne, aiki bending" 
on one knee, prefented the box, with a 
fliort addrefs, to his Imperial Majefty ) 
who, gracioufly receiving the fame with 
his own hands, placed it bv his fide, and 
exnrefled the fatisfadion he felt at thSa 
tedimony of his Britannic Majefty*a 
eileem and good- will. Thi» mode of 
reception was confideredy by the Chinefe 
Court, as particularly honourable and 
diltinguiihed. 

His Imperial Majefty, after, a little 
more converfation, gave, as a iirft prc- 
fent to his Majefty of England, a gem^ 
or precious ftone, upwards of a foot 
long, intended to refemble a fceptre,.and 
conlidercd as emblematic of proipcrity 
and peace. 

During the ceremonies, the Empemr 
appeared perfe^My unreierved, cheertui, 
and unafFef^ed. His eyes were full and 
clear, and his countenance open. Beii^ 
informed that the Aniballador^t pace 
(Maiter Staunton), who was then in hit 
thirteenth yeai', had alone made fome 
proficiency in the Chinefe language, he 
deltrcd to have the youth broujght up to 
the throne, and to I'peak Chineic. What 
he liiid, or his manner, was io pleafin^g 
to his Imperial Majefty, that he tooic 
from his girdle a purle for holding areca 
nut, and prelented it to him : This was 
deemed a high mark of perlbnal favour. 
It was of plain yellow fUk, with the 
figure of the five- clawed dragon, and 
^mt Tartar chara6kers worked into it. 

On the ceremonies ufed up3n this occa* 
fion, Sir. G. Staunton makes fome jodi^- 
ous remarks. He obfervet, that there is a 
fbyficM as well as a moral mequattty m 
tbis homage paid to Eaftem princes. 
They will be confcious of being liable to 
private treachery \ and fuipicion has log* 
gefted precautions againft dangerous oe- 
Jignt. The proflrui'tom^ the knee.ingSf 
the bands uplifted above the head> resuiif 
attai ks Ic/s praHicable* 

During the day, the Emperor fent hit 
European guefts, at the reptft in the 
tent, ieveral dilhet from hit own ttble % 
and preicnted them with hit own hands, 
a goblet ol warm Chinefe wine, not un- 
like Madeira of an interior quality. Be- 
ing infonned of the age of our king, be 
wuhcd he might equid himfelf in ycart, 
which had alreadjr amnasted to eigbh^ 
tbtee^ and with at scrfta beslth. l*b« 
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hxvt exijted %% many ycart {fifty -f even) 
^s be bad gon^erned the Empire. When 
the fcftivaf was over, he defcended from 
his throne, and marched firm and ere6l, 
and without the Icaft fyroptom of infir- 
mity, to the open chair that was waiting 
for dim. 

The feventeenth of September was, as 
has already been obferved, the £mperor*8 
Anniverfary, To this ccremonv, as to 
the former, the Ambaflador and his fuite 
.were called before the rifing of the Sun. 
They were introduced into an inner 
building, bearing the femblance of a 
temple. It was tumiihed with great in- 
struments of mufic, among which were 
fets of cylindrical bells, liifpended in a 
line from ornamented frames of wood, 
and gradually diminifliing in fize from 
one extremity to the other ; and aifo trl- 
aingular pieces of metal arranged in the 
i*ime order as the bells. To the found 
of thefe inftruments a ilow and folemn 
hymn was fung by the eunuchs, who had 
fuch a conomand over their voices, as to 
refemble the eifeft of the mufical glaffes 
atadiftance. The performers were cli- 
re6led, in gliding from one tone to an- 
other, by the ftriking of a fhrill and fo- 
fiorous cymbol ; and the whole had a 
' very muncal and grand effect. Ab a 
particular fignal, nme times repeated, all 
the perfons prefent proftrated themlelves 
nine times, except the Ambaflador and 
his luite, who made a profound obei- 
fance. But the Emperor, whom it was 
meant to honour, continued, in imitation 
of the Deity, inviiible the whole time. 

For a few day^ aftenyards, a variety 
of entertainments were exhibited in the 
presence of the Emperor. Some of the 
contrivances in the fire- works were new to 
the Englilh fpectators. Out of a large bo^, 
lifted up to a confiderable height, and the 
bottomialllng out as if it were by accident, 
came down a multitude oi paf*er lantbemsf ' 
folded flat, as they ifTued from the box, 
iut unfolding tbemfehes by degrees. As 
each lanthern afTumcd a regular form, a 
light was fuddenly perceived of a beau- 
tifully coloured fiamc. This devolution 
and developemient was feveral times re. 
peated, with a difference of figure every 
time, as well as of the colours, with 
which the Chinefe feemed to have the art 
of cloatbinff fire at pleafure. On each 
iide of the Targe box was k correfpond- 
coce of fmaller boxes, which opened in 
like manner, aM let down a kind of net 
.ivork of fire, i^eh fhonelike burnifhed 
copper, aadflfti^lll like lightning, witli 
every impulle of the wind* 'The whole 



ended with a volcano, or eruption of ar- 
tificial fire, in the grandeft ftyle. 

At none of tbefe amufemeKts did any 
females appear. Only at the exhibition 
of a pantomime, to which the EmbafTy 
were invited, there were latticed galle- 
ries for the ladies, who, without being 
feen, could difcern all that was palling 
on three open theatres, or images, one 
above another. They had not probably 
any view into the boxes ; for the 'Empe- 
ror, in order to indulge their defire of 
feeing fome perfon of the Embafly, di- 
rcfted one of the eunuchs to condu^ the 
youth already mentioned (Sir G. Staun- 
ton's Son) out of the AmbafTador's box 
upon a platform within the ladies' view. 

Inflead of human figures upon the 
flage, the a£lors alTumed the forms of 
other animate and inanimate produ6lions 
of the land and fea. They filled the 
three feveral ftages, forming a kind of 
epitome of the world. 

Among other talents,' the Em|>eror 
of China has thofe of a poet. He pre- 
fcnted a few ftanzas to the Ambaflador 
for his Majcfty, together with fome cu- 
rious gems, which ne particularly valued 
for having been eight centuries in his 
family, and which he gave as an earned 
of perpetual friendOiip. 

Chapter the Second treats of the return 
toPekin, and of obtervations and occur* 
rcnces there. A curious inftance is men- 
tioned of the ingenuity and dexterity of 
the Chin^fe workmen. Two of them 
took down the two magnificent glttfs 
iufiresi fent as prefent s to the Emperor, 
in order to place them in a more advan- 
tageous pom ion. They feparated th^m 
piece by piece, and put them again to- 
gether m a fliort time without dilBculty 
or miftake, the whole confifting of many 
thoufand minute pieces, though they bad 
never feen any thing of the kind before, 
Another Chinele cut a narrow flip from 
the tA^t of a curved plate of glafs, in 
order to fupply tlie place of one belong- 
ing to the dome of the Flenitarium^ 
which had been broken in the carriage* 
The Englifb mechanics belonging to the 
Embafly had in vain attempted jo cut the 
glafs according to this curved line, with 
the aflTiflance of a diamond, ne Cbinefe 
did not fhew his method ; but it was 
iaid that he fucc^eded by firft drtnving 
the point of a beated iron acrofs the fur- 
face to be divided. The (kill of this 
artift was the more admirable, as there 
is no manufacture of glafs in the Empire, 
except at Canton, where, inftead of ufing 
fliut and bariliii, and^onvertinjE them ^ 
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the proper proccfs into glafs, the manu- 
faAurer onJy melts the broken pieces of 
that material, and forms it into new 
Ihapes. 

Notwithftandlng our Author's /<>rw^ 
oje^tjotty that the Chinefe are not fond of 
teadm^^ he again tells us that t}i8 multi- 
plication of the clajjic nvorks of the Cbi- 
nefe by printing is prodigious^ and alfo 
that the lighter Utnature of the country 
gives no iHtonfiderahle occupation to the 
prefi. The Orphan of Cbina, which has 
appeared in an Englifh drei's, is no un« 
favourable fpecimcnof Chinefe tragedy ; 
and the Pleqfing Hiftoryt of which an 
Englifh tran/lation was pubilflied feveral 
years ago, it an inflance of Chinefe nweU 
wonting that is interefting and iimple. 

Gazettes are frequently publiflied in 
Pekin, under the authority of Govcrn- 
roenc. T\it various appointments through-' 
out the Empire, the favours granted hy 
the Emperor, hit remifjion of taxes to 
difiriQs fuffering hy dearth, his recom- 
Ptnfc of extraordinary fervkes^ the em- 
hi£^£S lent, and the trihute mid to him, 
fotm a conliderable part of the public 
news. The domeftic details of his houfe- 
hoid, or of his private life, are feldom, 
if ever, mentioned. Singular events, 
injlanc^s ef Ionge*vity, foroettmes the 
pumjbment of offences^ committed by 
Mandarines, arc there recorded. 

But though the daily prints arc not, as 
in England, the vehicles of political 
knoruiUdge, and fometintes of fedition, 
yet mox^ fecret means of mifcbiej zre faid 
to exift in China. AfeB, it is reported, 
has for ages fubfifted in the country, 
whofe chief principles are founded upon 
an antipathy to monarchy j and who 
nmirilh hopes of at laft fubverting it. 
Their meetings arc held in the utmoft 
ftcnrcy, and no man avows any know, 
ledge of them j but a fort of inquifition 
i laid to be eltablilhcd, in order to find 
tiwm out. They, who are fufpe^ied of 
fuch fentiments, are cut off, or hunted 
out of focicty. 

The qualification to he officers of the 
heufebold, and other attendants in the 
Imperial palaces, confiils in that opera- 
tion, which, in a few parts of Europe, 
is performed for meliorating the voice, 
and difqualifies for being a parent. But 
tQ be intruded witb^ the cart of the ladies 
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of the court, or to be allowed an approach 
to their apartments, it is neceflary to foe 
what, without reference to colour, the 
Turks are faid to have termed a blade 
eunuch \ which means, that all traces of 
fex fhould completely be eral'ed. The 
operations for this purpofe, however de- 
licate in themielves, are performed even 
upon Chinefe of an adult age, with little 
peril in refpeft to life. 

The Narrati've of Mneas Anderfm^ 
though written by a perfon in a fubalterii 
capacity, and who could not thcrcfoi'e, at 
he modedly acknowledges, be fuppofed 
to be in th& fecret, as to the progrtfs rf 
the negotiation between the EmbaJ[y and 
the Court of China, contains however 
many (hrewd gueffes on the ho(tilc dif^ 
pofition of the Prime Minifter towards 
the.Englifti. In tht fubfequmt publica-' 
tion of Sir G. Staunton,' the bufinefs is 
more plainly and diftin6tly dated, as 
might be expe6led, by a Member of the 
Cabinet, The Colao, for that is the 
name given to the firft officer of ftate,. 
feemed determined from the firft that the 
European vifitort fhould not winter m. 
China j and, without lofmg fight for a 
moment of that cool politenefs, which 
however flourijbing a talent it may be 
deemed In Courts, fbcras to be prt-emi^ 
nently vigorous at Pekin, informed his 
Lordfhip, indirectly indeed, but in s 
manner it was impoHible to evade, that 
his departure muft no longer be delayed* 

Lord Macartney fubmitted, with as 
good a gi-ace as he could, to fo peremp- 
tory, though civil a difmiffal, whica, 
after all, perhaps, was rather to be at- 
tributed to general principles of policy, 
than to any particular ground of diflike j 
though the Colao^s retufal of the Am- 
baflador's prelents might afford reafoa 
for I'uch a iui'picion. It was fome con<> 
folation for this difappointment, that the 
in^ercourfe with the Emperor, of which 
the fuppofed termination was the chief 
ground of the Ambaflador's regret, was 
in fact maintained afterwards more inti- 
mately, and through a more favourable 
channel than while theEmbafly remained 
at Pekin. This was owing to the ef- 
pecial kindnefs and favour of the Man- 
darin who had the care of rc-condu£lin|r 
the EixtbalTy to Chufan.

THERE are few Atithors, particu- 
larly of the clali of novel writers, 
^Uu£e works have been more juitiy or 
jncre univtrfaHy admired than thole of 
ht Sage. TKc vivacity of his cha- 
raf}ers» the intereding nature of his in- 
cident s» the epigraronutic turn of his 
dinto^ues, the mimour of bis icenes^ and 
the fly eliptical vein of fat ire by which 
lie inculcates bis moral, and tmdtavours 
to reform the follies of various orders in 
Society, have fcaicely ever been equalled, 
and certainly have never been furpafll-d. 
The: Gji SiUSt in particular, has railed a 
monumenl of dcathleiis fame to his me- 
mory, and the merits of it, which are in 
every reader*s knowkdge, will moll likely 
be f landed down from age to age, to the 
rtmouft periods of rccoiding time. The 
wurk at prel'ent before us is faid to be 
the genuine offspring pf this ingenious 
and entertaining writer J the lalt etfcrt 
cf his expiring genius : and of the truth 
of thcle oblcrvations the work itfclf 
bears intriniic evidence. It pofTefTes all 
the chara£leri(lic qualities of Le Sage*s 
m\M \ and, as it was the laft he wrote, 
feems to have been intended as the plat- 
fonn of a chef dauvrt^ which, when 
iniihed, might fairly contend for fupe- 
riority with the Hero of SumiUane. 
This is the firil time that this too long 
neglcfted novel has wholly appeared in 
an Englifli drefs, and it is truly obferved 
by the Tranilator in 4he PrtVace, that 
♦* it does not confift, like melt of the 
novels of the prefcnt day, of a ieries of 
id|e and unmeaning fiftiuns, which ferve 
only to miflead the judgment, and corrupt 
the heart ; but contains exad pcrtraits 
of a variety of real chaiaiteis, mcraJ, 
political, and literary j a ferics of lively 
ard pleafant adventui'es \ and many keen 
but ju:l cenfures upon the vices and 
follies of mankind.'* We might indeed, 
from the pleafure wc have received in the 
perufal of it, have atlded many more 
Commendatory inltances of its merit ; but 
vrc fl»all let the work fjK-ak for itfelf, by 
interting the following extraft, calcu- 
lated to expofe thole abufes of medicine, 
and that carelefTneJis and mifcondu^l of 
its empirical profelllrs, which, as it ap- 
pears in every part of the works of Mo- 
li^re, was fo dangerously prevalent at tliis 



Eeriod in France. Vanillo, the fprigfetlj 
ero of\he prefent piece, beln^ cLifhiiirod 
from the fcrvice of the Viceroy of Sicilyi 
is taken under the patronage of Dr. Po* 
tofchi, a celebrated noArum monger^ wbO| 
among other curious dilcoveriea in phar. 
macy, invents a pomacca for all the illl 
attendant on old age and uglincfs, by 
means of which he rejuvenates^ amoitf 
others, the JironefsdeConca, the fcmak 
favourite oi the Viceroy, and thereby 
enables her to maintain the empire whica 
her fafctiticus charms had gained over his 
heart. To this wonder-working Chcmtft 
and Pharmacopolid, Vanillo Ji^ as « 
confidential afliftant, and is by degrees 
inftru^ed in all the feciets ot his art. 
•* I had already,'* fays Vanillo, ♦* been 
intruded to compound a variety of medi- 
cincsj^ when two prcfcriptions vi'cre i'fflf 
to tW fliop by Dr. Ari leader, a Na- 
' varrois Phylician, who at that time palled 
for a Itcond Hippocrates in Palermo. 
There was not a Baron, a Count, or a 
Marquis, that would die contentedly by 
any other hand. Thele prefcriptions 
were calculated to produce very oppofite 
effietU } for the one of them was intended 
for a Couniellor, who had acquired a 
defluxion of the lungs byelsrtwrate plead- 
ing i and the other for a Divine, who 
had contrad^ed a violent pleurify by run- 
ning loo precipitately alter chuixh pre- 
ferment. Havings carefully mixed the 
drugs and other articles, ot which thcic 
relpe^live medicines were ordered to be 
compol'cd, I canied them to the liouk^ 
of the two patients \ but by a inoft nie- 
lancholv miftake, like a ftupid fellow as 
I was,! accidentally delivered the j>ction 
which was intended for THE Advocate 
to the DiviNK ; and that which was 
intended for Tiiu DiviNK to the Ad- 
vocATK ; and, (till more unfortunately. 
I did not recolle£^ that I had made this 
egregious blunder until the patients had 
drained their refpcftive phials to the laik 
drop. 

** Dexterous as I mjiy be at concealing 
truth under a varnilh of i'allehood, I could 
notcxcufe this grofs and dangerous a^

THIS Book is intended (as the Title 
expreHes) to iliuftrate a large En- 
paving, which the Inventor calls a 
flanifpherical Planetarium, or Rcpre- 
lehtation, in plano^ of that interefting 
part of the Solar Syftem which includes 
the Orbit of our Earth. The defign is 
certainly a ufeful one, to iliew the man- 
Bcr in which the moon revolves round 
the earth as its particular center, and 
both together round the fun as their 
joint center, producing the variaUon of 
iesfon J alfo the mode of the eai-th*s ro. 
tation on its axis, by which is cauied the 
fuccefllon of day and night. 

The Author (who, by the fignature 
affixed to a Dedication to Mr. Adam 
Walker, the Lcfturer in Plulofophy, we 
find to be a Mr. F. B. Watfon) Icems to 
fcave been imprcffed with an idea, cer- 
tainly rational enough, that pra£lical 
lefTons from vifible obje6ls take f'aftcr 
hold on the young mind, and arc more 
cfTe^lual in demonftrating fafts, than 
written or oral reprefentation j and to 
have been thence led to give a delineated 
▼iew of the relative pofitions of our 
planet, as being more intelligible to the 
tyro than the ufuai mode of beginning 
to inftruft by the globe. To facilitate 



the talk to thofe who come quite unpre- 
pared to the ftudy of Aftronomy and 
Geography, is the obje6l of the Ele- 
mentary Introduflion, which occupies 
72 pages of the Book, and is written in 
a ftyle as fimple, perhaps, as the nature 
of the fubje6^ would admit. It affords 
much ufeful information refpefling both 
the before-mentioned fciences, and ex- 
plains with regard to the Engraved 
Planetariuniy that as a fubftitute for real 
motion in defcribing the revolution of 
the earth, twelve of its pofitions are re- 
prelenttd, being thofe on the particular 
days of its entrance into the refpe6live 
figns of the zodiac. 

From our recolleflion of Mr. Walker's 
Eidouj anion, and the obligations which 
in his Dedicatory Epiftle the Author 
profefTes to owe to that Gentleman, the 
prefent work appears to us to have been 
defigned to fei'Ve at once as a preparation 
for the (ludy of the globes, and as a 
graphical reprefentation and explanation 
of that ingenious tranfparent piece of 
mechanifm invented by Mr. Walker. 

We think both the Treatife and the 
Engraving likely to be ufeful afliftants 
to the inceptive sfFortg of a young 
ftudent, J.

This Drama cannot be judged by 
common rules. It poflTcfief ftrong in- 
tereft, but of a very improbable kind. 
The imagination rather than the judg- 
ment is influenced. In charader or fen- 
timent there is no novelty, but incident 
and fituation are produced with great 
effeft. The tntrodu6lion of the aerial 
Being feems unneceflfary ; but it cannot 
be denied but the filence and geftures of 
the Ghoft operate very forcibly on the 
audience. The tortures of guilt are well 
difplaycd, and nothing in the Drama is 
to be found unfavourable to morality.

Fatima 
conceives hopes from this appearance j 
and then Blue Beard re)ieats his call with 
more vehemence. Fatima again enquires 
of her fiiier what (he fees, and the latter 
teDs htr that flie fees a troop of horfemen 

galloping over the plain. Irene waves 
er handkerchief, in great anxiety, to 
Sulcken iheir fpeed ; and at this moment 
(iae Beard appears at the balcony, and 
draps in Fatima. Shacabac had kept 
poft below during this fcene, in hopes of 
giving fome aid to Fatima. Immediately 
after Blue Beard has dragged Fatima to 
execution, Selim, her lover, arrives at 
the head of the troop of horfemen, to 
effect, if pofllble, her refcue. Shacabac 
direfls to the weakeft part of the Caftie, 
and at length he and his comrades force 
into it. Blue Beard by this time has 
taken Fatima into tlie fepulchre, and is 
going to kill her with his labre, when a 

Sart of the fepulchre opens, and difcovers 
dim, who threatens Blue Beaid with 
death, if he executes his cruel purpofe. 
The Baihaw defpifes his menaces, and 
has raifed his fabre to deftroy her, when 
A)e flies to the fobt of the ikeleton, and 
feizes the Talifman, which faves her. 
Selim then defcends, and a conteil enfues 
between him and the Ba(haw, in which 
the latter falls, and fmks with the tomb.

Sir John Sinclair, conceiving that no

tliet he ihould to morrow bring forviratd 
d motion for examining at the bar of the 
Houfe certain Colleflcrs and Conimif- 
goners of the Revenue relative to the 
produce of particular Taxes. 

Lord Bel grave rofe to make his pro- 
mifed motion on the 7th of William, 
commonly called the Treating Aft. Ad- 
verting to the circumftances that attended 
the late eleftion tor Southwark, and the 
(icubts which arofe on the conflruftion 
of the Treating Aft, he felt it his duty 
to move for leave to bring in a BiN to 
put an end to aJl ambiguity on the fub- 
joft. In fupport of the neccfiity of fuch 
a meafure, his Lordfliip mentioned two 
oppofite decilions of Committees on the 
tonftniftion of the Aft. One was, that 
a perfon who had been guilty of corrupt 
praftices (hould not be eligible for the 
lame place. Another was, that he fhoiild 
not be returnable to the fame Parliament. 
Though the conftruftioif of the Aft was 
rather ambiguous, yet its fpkit was 
cJear. In conformity to what he con> 
ceived to be its objeft, he (hould propofe 
to adopt in the amended Aft, namely, 
to incapacitate a Candidate who had been 



guilty of corrupt praft ices at his eleftiott»' 
from being eligible for the fame place in 
Parliament at all for the fame fefiion. 
His Lordihip concluded by moving, 
" Tl^at the Aft of the 7th of King WiU. 
Ham fhould be ixad.** 

It was read. accordingly. 

He then moved for leave to bring in a 
Bill to explain and amend the faid Aft. 

Leave was given, and a Bill oniertd. 

TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 28. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
dated, that the public accounts wei-e not 
in fufficient forwardnefs to enable him 
to- enter upon a more detailed ftatemcnt 
of the Ways and Means for the enfuing 
year to-morrow. He therefore informed 
the Houfe that he ihould defer hi9 notice * 
to Friday. 

Mr. Hudey rofe to point out an ineon- 
venience which would arife from the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer not fub- 
mitting a refolution for the decifion of 
the Committee on Friday lall ; and this 
inconvenience would be increafed by the 
delay now propofed. He adverted to 
tile ftate of the Land Tax Bill, which had 
already paOed that Houfe, and was now 
in its lall ftage in the Upper Houfe. li 
this Bill pafled in its prefent Ibape, no 
alteration could be made in the Aft du- 
ring the prefent SeHion. The duty miift 
therefore remain at 4s. in the pound, 
and fubjeft the other articles of taxation 
to a difproportionate duty ; this be 
thought partial and unjuft. The land 
was, in his opinion, better able to bear 
an additional tax than the articles fe- 
lefted by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

Mr. Pitt confidered the obfervations

Mr.Pittfaid, if the Proclamation of 
the Dife6lory had made one ccnvert to 
umuiimity, he (hould rejoice that it had 
been published. He oppofed the in* 
tendra motion, b6cauf<; he thought the 
Houle fiilljr as competent to judge what 
the operation of the intended tax would 
be, as tiie Commiilioners of the Taxes.

WAYS AND MEANS. 

The Order of the Day was read for the 
Houfe to refolve itfelf into a-Committec 
of Ways and Means, to which were or- 
dered to be referred the different accounts 
prefented in the courle of laft week. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
the laid Committee, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
on a former day he ftated fo fully the 

feneral outline and principle on which 
e intended to provide for the fupplies, 
that he fliould now confine himfelf to a 
narrow compafs. The Committee were 
aware that he proceeded on the fuppo^ 
fition that it was felt and admitted, t'hat 
the prefent moment called for vigorous 
exertions and uncommon facrifices tv> 
counteraft the machinations of an ob. 
ftinate^ ambitious, and inveterate enemy ; 
an enemy, whofe avowed objecl was tiic 
deftru6lion of our Religion, our Laws, 
and our Government. It was therefore 
our duty, if we had the courage of fret- 
dom, and the fpirit of EngUfhmen, tp 
combat, not for mdemnity, but exiltence. 
Fortunately for us, there never was a 
nation whofe profperiiy furnifhed her 
with fuch extenlive rcfources for pcrfe- 
vcring, with effeft, in a conteft which 
implicated in its ilTue all that was de:^ 
to us as men and as £ngli(fhnen. 

It would be recollected, that his plan 
embraced two obje^r, W prevent a great 
accumulation of debt in the market, by 
extending to an inordinate degree the 
funding fyftem, and to guard agalolt 
entailing the burthen upon pofterity, by 
a fpecdy redemption. It would alfo be 
recollected, tliat he had (lated that an 
immediate call on the income and pro. 
pcrty of every individual would be im- 
proper, if not impraflicable. It then 
remained to find a criterion of his pro- 
perty by his expenditure, and this would 
be found more beneficial to the State, and 
more juft to the Individual. The Af- 
leifcd Taxes, he propofed, fliould be the 
medium of carrying this into effect. 
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They wtre paid» he Tiid, by about 
looyooo mailers of families, under whofe 
roof would be found a population of four 
millions. The number of poor who 
would be excluded amounted to three 
millions. This diftin^lion he intended 
CO follow up with a variety of rmodi£ca- 
tions and abatements, with a view to 
prevent the prcffure from falling too 
neavily on the lower order. Thefe taxes 
he had taken at 1,700,0001. but as part 
of them (6oo,oool.} had been im poled 
laft fefliony no precife e(Hmate could be 
formed of their total amount. 

The abatements which he had to pro- 
pofe, afFe<5led thofe chiefly who paid only 
the preient taxes on houfes and windows^ 
In cafes where the perfon paid alfo for 
horfes, carriages, and male fervants, it 
was his intention the duty iliould be 
trebled. In the former caie he ihould 
propofe a modification of the new duty. 
With the houfe and window tax he ftiould 
likewife couple the watch and dog taxes. 
The duty he conceived ought not to be 
triple on the man who kept one watch 
and one dog in a houfe of inferior rent.— 
Where many watches slnd feveral dogs 
were kept, it would in general be found 
that the owner was liable to the horfe, 
carriage, or lervants tax, and fubjefted 
to the^triple duty. It was therefore his 
intention to propofe, that thofe who 
contributed only to the houfe, window, 
the dog, and watch taxes, fiiould not pay 
the triple afTel&nent in any cafe where 
his contribution did not exceed three 
pounds. On thofe whofe payments were 
tivder that fum, he propofed the duty 
ihould attach as follows : thofe whole 
Affeflfed Taxes were under three fliil lings, 
were not to be fubjefled to anv addition. 
If they paid above three Shillings, and 
under one pound, to pay half a rate ; 
namely, half the liim which they paid at 
pre lent — for inftance, where the party 
now paid los. he (hould pay 1 58. From 
il. to 2I. to pay a fmgle rate, /. e, where 
a man now paid 30s. he was to pay 3I. 
Wircn al. and under 3 1, he was to pay 
double \ for example, the perfon who 
paid 508. was to contribute 7I. 10$. 
Where the party paid 3I. and upwards to 
30I. he was to contribute according to 
the treble rate : thus, the individual who 
paid 3!. 3s. Ihould be called upon to 
contribute nine guineas in addition. It 
would, he remarked, be fcarcely poffiblc 
to form an eftimate of the nunxbers who 
would be exempted by thefe arrange, 
flints from the prelTure, Taking the

There were then no more than 300,000 
matters of families in the country who 
could be affefled by the operation of the 
Tax in a ferious degree. On looking, 
however, to the common objcft which 
this meafure was calculated to elFe^, it 
was ncceffary that the Tax fliould be 
ftriflly enforced. Where the marks of 
opulence appeared in the keeping of car* 
nages, horfes, and male fervants, tholie 
perfons who may well be luppofed to 
afford it, their expences ihould bear a 
triple rate on all the other duties. This 
was not all ; Where a man could afford 
to pay 30]. and upwards for AfTefled 
Taxes, his expences may be calculated 
as falling little ihort of loool. per ann* 
He fliouTd therefore propofe^ that thofe 
who paid from 30I. to 50I. ihould now 
pay three and a half ovex their former 
aflelTment, and thofe who paid above 5ol* 
quadruple.

The Right Hon. Gentleman now pro- 
ceeded to deicribe the cafes that were fit 
for modification and abatement. Among 
others he mentioned inn-keepers, who 
already contributed a\ large proportion. 
Perfons in particular fhtets in the raf- 
tropolis, who paid hieh for their fitu- 
ation, &c. And ftateJ, that in any cafe 
where the Houfe Duty fi)oul4 exceed a 
certain proportion of the occupier's in- 
come, he lliould be relieved in a givea 
proportion to that income. Whether the 
duty was iingle or double, if the party 
could make it appear that his income was 
lefs than 60I. a year, he Ihould btr ex- 
empted from the faid additional dutyj 
. • aad 
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lod in all cafet vhere fuch 'annual income 
tmounts to 6oI. 9r more, fuch perfon 
ftall be entitled to fuch an abatement of 
the Additional Duty to be granted, as 
may be nectflary to reduce the fame in 
each cafe refpefiively, in the proportion 
hereinafter ftated, that Is to fay- 
Where the faid Annual Income fiiall 
appear to be not lefs than 
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And where the faid Annual Income 
ftall appear to be not lefs than aool. every 
fuch perfon (hall be entitled to fuch an 
abatement of the Additional Duty now 
granted as may be necelTary to reduce 
the lame in each cafe refpeflively to a

In order to prevent evafions and frau- 
dulent ftatements, it would be required 
of the party applying for relief to give 
in his declaration upon oath, and alfo 
that his ftatement ihould be open for 
infpe£tion» the better to detefl falfe re- 
turns. Commiflioners were to be ap* 
pointed in different pari(hes and dii'iri^ls, 
to manage the buimefs, with a fmall 
compenfation fdr their trouble. In con- 
iequence of the incrcafe of commiffion for 
Daanaging and coUe^ling, there would be

8, 1 6o,oool. The cnarges for coUeCkion 
now amounted to little lefs than igo,oooL 
on 1,700,000!. From the returns that 
had been made, which comprifed about 
four -fifths of the whole kingdom, he was 
led to believe that the charges for man- 
aging the treble rate wouM not exceed 
900,000!. or one million on 8,ioo,oooL 
which, allowing for all de<.lu£lions and 
modifications, would leave a net fum of 
eight millions, one million over the fuu& 
at which he laft took the eftlmate of the 
total produce. 

' Alluding to the numerous evafions and 
falfe returns that had been made in the 
late call on the country for horfes for the 
provifional cavaliy, he fuggefted the pro- 
priety of extendrn? (bme indulgence re- 
trofpe^ively to the perfon s who had 
prackiied thufe evafions, as an inducement 
to make a bona fide return on the prelent 
occafion. The indulgence he propofed 
was a remiflion of the penalties already 
incurred. This he was perfiiaded would 
counterpoife the deficiencies that were to 
l)e apprehended from increaling the rat«^ 
Among the modifications he had omitted 
to fuggeft the propriety of making fome~ 
diftiniUon in favour of^thofe whole uxes 
may be increafed in an undue proportion. 
Perfonb with large families, he thought 
were ^ir objects of modification or 
exemption. The Committee might think 
it nioft defirable to fix the fcale according 
to the number of children. Thole who 
had no family he thought fhould be rated 
higher in proportion to their income. 

Having gone through his detailed 
flatemtnt, ot which the above is a faith- 
ful abflraft, Mr. Pitt recurred to the 
principle on which his fcheme was 
founded, and repeated in fuppoit of it* 
the arguments which' he ursed on the 
former occafion. It was not, be allowed, 
free from objettions on the firft view; 
but he challenged any Gentleman to pro- 
duce a Icheme for raifing fo great a fum 
in a mode fo univerfallv comprehenfive, 
equal and more fufceptible of modification 
and abatement. He alfo wifhed Gentle- 
men to recolIe6l that the burthen, hovr- 
ever heavy, would not be permanent, 
and that though it would be too much 
for ordinary cccafions, yet that the pre- 
fent was one which imperioufly demanded 
it. 

Confiderin?, therefore, that the imp9« 
(it ion was to oc. temporary j that it was 
propofed, not in a period of ufual war, 
but in the crifi a of defence againft all the

The whole 
Jnpplies for the year, he thought ought 
to have bdtn railed in this manner. 

Earl Temple fpoke to the fame effcft, 
%nd recommended a greater facrifice for 
the profecution of the war. 

Mr. Nicholls deprecated the fyftem as 
oppreffive and unjuft, and accufed Mi- 
mlters of infmcerity In their late at- 
tempts to Negotiation. He complained 
bf the umlue influence the other Houle 
had acquired in the Legiflature, and was 
jprocceding to quote pafiages from Mr.. 
burke^s publications, when he was called 
to order by Earl Temple. 

Mr. Tierney contended that the Hon. 
"Centleman^s obfcrvations were coniti- 
tutional. 

Mr. Nicholls complained that he was 
irot fuffeied to deliver his fentiments in 
that Houfe, and declared his intention of 
conveying them to his conftituents 
through the medium of the prefs. 

Sir R. Macjcworth fupported the plan 
"in an e«teritric fpecch. 

The Secretary at War fpoke in favour 
of the fcheme, and vindicated the-Minlf- 
ter's conduft during the negotiation. 
' Mr. Plomer thought the tax unjuft, 
oppreflive, and ruinops ; as did Mr. 
Hobhoufe who followed. 
' Mr. Pierrepoint thought it would be 
*a great recommendation to the plan, i£ 
the Royal Family ofiered their contri- 
butions. 

Colonel Wood recommended as a fub-

The Report wa& ordered to be received 
to-morrow.

Mr. Pitt replied, that it muft appear 
defirable that the bufmefs might be con- 
cluded before the recefs. The Bill would 
then be printed, and Gentlemen wonld 
have an opportunity of difcuiling the 
whole plaii in a Committee. 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 5. 

^ Mr. Pitt faid, he had not been able to 
give the Reports of the Finance Com-v 
mittee that attention which was neceflary 
before a difcuflion took place upon the 
fubjeft. He therefore moved, that the 
confideration of the Reports fhould be 
enlarged from Thurfday next to Monday 
fe'nnight. Agreed to. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report of 
the Committee of • Ways and Means. 
The Refolutions were read. 

On the quelHon for their being cetd 
the fecond time, 

Mr. Wigley faid, on a fubjeft fo novel 
and important, he thought it the duty of 
the Minifter to allow a fhort • integral for 
deliberation. It was alfo, he iaid, of 
that alarming and oppreflive nature that 
Gentlemen ought to nave an opportunity 
of con ful ting their ConlUtuents before 
the meafure was paffed into a law- ^ To 
him the operation of the meafure feemed 
partial, and would prefs peculiarly hard 
on perfons affeiTed between three pounds 
and thirty. The* principal burden of the 
feven millions fell upon aoo,ooo inha- 
bitants, whofe fituation precluded them 
from adequate relief on the principle laid 
down, while thofe in the higheft fituations 
were not affc^ed in a propoitionablc 
degree. 

Mr, Jones faid, that he felt the necclTity 
fo extremely urgent, that he was com- 
pelled to give his afl'ent to the Refolu- 
tions. He wifhed it to be impreflfed on 
Gentlemen''s minds, and engraven upon 
their hearts, that every 6d- that was eit- 
pended, and every drop of blood that 
was (bed in the contell, were wholly to 
be afcribed to the infatiable ambition and 
inveterate animofity of the five dcfpots of 
France. In order to reftrain their am- 
bition, which feemed to have no bounds 
but the extinction of our laws, religion, 
and liberty, he ftiould give the Refo- 
lutions his moft hearty approbation^ re- 
fe4ving the power of fuggefting modifi- 
eations. 

M>. 
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Mr. Lefevre exprefled his readinefs to 
make facrifices beyond his quota, if re- 
<jaired. 

Mr. Hufley faid, he diiapyoved of the 
phn, not from a defirc to throw obilacles 
in the way, but becaufe he thought a 
better one might be adopted. He then 
adyeited to a declaration of the Minifter 
in X79Z, when expatiating on*the general 
profptrtty of the country, and flattering 
the Houie with a fpecdy redenrvption of 
tie national debt. On that occasion the 
Kight Hon. Gentleman declared that the 
country enjoyed and was likely to enjoy, 
<< not a nominal and delufive, but a real 
and genuine peace." For God's fake, 
he {aid, give us peace again, and by 
prudent management the country will be 
rcftcred to its wonted profperity and 
happinc fs. 

Mr. Pitt faid, at no period preceding 
the one alluded to, was there a fairer 
profpcft of a lifting peace. The then 
nileis of France were bufied in reforming 
abufes in their Government, They pro- 
feifed oeconomy at home, and peace 
abroad ; but the feeds of that harveft, 
#hich had fincebeendiflfeminated through- 
out Europe, and had produced incalcu- 
lable miichief, did not then develope 
themfelTes. No man, he faid, was more 
atixious for peace than he was, but it 
muft be upon a folid and honourable 
baiisy or it would be only a protra6\ed 
war, with the inconvenience of unnerving 
our forces, and renewing the confli^. 
He dtftin^Iy wiOied, for the benefit of 
mankind, the ti-anquiility of Europe, and 
tor the intcreft of France itlclf, to lee 
the preftnt lyltera excinguiihed, and 
happier principles triumph j but what 
he chiefly wjfhcd was, that the fecurity 
of this country (hould not depend upon 
the forbearance of France, but upon the 
exertion of our own energies . 

The Refolations were then read the 
iecond time, and Bills ordered purluant 
thereto. 

The Order of the Day was read for 
the fecond reading of the Cora Regu- 
lating Bill. 

Mr. Ryder called the attention of the 
fioofe to the AA of laft feflTion, and 
ftated, that it was intended to fubje6l the 
imporution of Corn to the old regu. 
lations, and to prohibit the exportation 
for a time to be limited. 

The Bill was read, and ordered to be 
committed .

•thing like a Loyalty Loan. The Mi- 
Bifter had i-eprefented it as a Loan to be 

S'oridcd for ix\ the ufual way. If the 
ank was right, he faid, there muft be 
a deficiency of 3,ooo,oooL in the Mi- 
Jii(W» ftatement. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he conceived that if the 
reftri^Lon continued, the Bank would 
Bot feel any inconvenience in advancing 
3,ooo,oool. to be repaid at a limited 
time, but it certainly was not his inten- 
tion to include that fum in the prclent 
year. 

[Before the queftion of adjournment 
was put, Mr. riii, in confequence of 
this con ver fat ion, fjgnified his intention 
to provide tor the above fum by Ex- 
chequer Bills.] 

The Corn Bill went through the Com-

It was calculated, in 
his opinion, to ruin the middle and in« 
ferior dafs of manufafturers,, and thole 
who maintained their families on fmall 
capitals, would be completely " done 
away."— He mentioned vaiious branches 
of manufafture which were on the de- 
cline ; and others, particularly the clock 
and watch trade, that were alraoft cx- 
tinguilhed, from the accumulated duties . 
impofed upon them cither direftly or in- 
dire6Uy. 

Mr. Ryder defended the Bill. It had 
been aiferted that it prefled peculiarly 
hard on the middle and inferior clafles* 
but would the Hon. Gentleman produce 
a fmgie inftance of a meafure, fo general 
in its operation, that contained fo many 
exemptions, and fumilhed fuch eifeftual 
means of relief to thofe clafles ? He was 
confident that he could not. 

Mr. Burdon confidered this meafure 
as a heavy calamity, but one which was 
to terminate with the occafion that pro* 
duced it. He wllhed to fee it attach, 
more largely on the higher claffes, par- 
ticularly on Land Proprietors, as laige 
contribution from permanent incomes 
could not be lb fenfibly felt, as from thi& 
produce of induliry.

tacks on board. As (he appeared to be 
a veflel of force, I immediately made 
all fail towards her» the wind being 
Eaft. At forty-five minutes paft eigb^t 
ihe having fliewn French colours, we 
opened our fire on hcr in erolHag, th&A 
wore round her ftern, and kept up a 
continued and well-dire6ted fire until 
twenty minqtcs after nine, when (he 
made all fail from us with the larboard 
tacks. Unfortunately we could not im- 
ftiediately make all fail after her, as our 
running rigging was much cut ; but'as 
ibon as it was repaired, every exertion 
was made to |et alongftde of her a 
fecond lime, which was efteded at forty* 
five minutes after twelve, when we 
opened oufc fire on her, which wa lb 
well diredcd, that at ten minutes pall 
one fi&e blew up abaft, and ftruck her 
colours. At Aft'een minutes after one. 
ihe went down by the bead, and was 
totally loft. Upon which we imiiie* 
diateiy hoifted out our boats,, and for* 
Kunately faved the lives of fixty of her 
crew, oy whom we learn ibe was the 
Trompeufe French privateer brig, 
mounting 11 fix*pounders, and 78 men 
on board : ihehaa been out eleven days, 
but had only taken one prize. 

I feel myfelfpeatly indebted to Cap.

of boarding with her boat, when the 
battery opened and obliged the French 
to iheer oC 

Having obferved that the Engliik 
Teflel oatfailed the enemy whilft there 
WM a brteze, ai^d that tht privateer 



was not of great force, I judged it pro« 
bable that ihe might be captured by the 
troops of the garrifon, and therefore 
ordered a deuchment, with ui officer, 
to embark in the fame vefifel tb^t had 
been chaced, and in another tbafi for<* 
tunately happened to be in tbe Head, 
having previouAy promifed fome gn« 
tuity to the owners, and iu a few hmnf 
I learned, with much fatisfa^ton, that 
the privateer was brongbt into our 
harbour. 

She proves to be the Epervier, Cap- 
tain Fierce, with ft4 men, mounting 3 
guns, a fwivels, and fmall arms, be- 
longing to Dunkirk, but fitted out from 
Cherburgh, on a fortnight's cruize, 
from the 17th inft. had, on the 2 id, 
taken the brig Ann, Le Hirrcl, mafter, 
from Gafp^ to Jerfev, with fi(h, and 
yeflerday mornine a fmall velTel bound 
from hence to England, both which 
captures had been noticed from this 
Ifland. 

I cannot too much praife tbe readi* 
ncfs and alacrity fhewn bv Major Gor- 
don, the ofHcers, and foldiers of the 
garrifon, in the execution oLxny orders 
on this occafion \ for the day was fo far 
fpent, that one quarter of an hour's 
ciclay might have fruflrated all our 
exertions ; but I am in duty bound te 
teftify my particular obligations to 
Town-Major Hainell, whoiolicited to 
be employed, and inftantaneoufly em- 
barking, effe^ed the capture wtthvot 
any lots.

•« Thia enemy (he faid) is celebrated for 
hia hatred againft the French, and for the 
inlblent tyranny he exercifes over all the 
inttonc upon earth. Let- the genius of 
Buonaparte make him foon expiate his 
hatred and tyranny, and didlate to the 
tynmts of the iea a peace worthy of the 
glory of the Frendi Republic.'* 

At the end oi this fpeech. General 
Buonaparte delivered to the Prefident 
the £mperor*s ratification of the treaty 
•f Campa-Formio, and addreded the 
DiroAors in the following terms : 
"CitixCnsDireftors, 

** The French people^ in order to be 
free, had Kings to combat. To obtain 
a Conftitution founded on reaibn» they 
bad to overcome the prejudices of eighteen 
ccnturiea. Religion, royalifm, aiid the 
feudal fyftem^ governed Europe for 
twenty centuries paft ; but with the peac^ 
which you have concluded begins the 
«ra of Reprefentative Governments. 
Vou liave fucceeded in organizing the 
great Nation^ whofe vaft ten'itory is cir- 
cumfcribed by thofe limits only which 
nature hcrfelf has traced < You h^ ve done 
more. The two fineft countries of Eu- 
rope, once celebrated for the arts, fciences, 
snd great men they producedi f«e the 
Genius of Liberty riic from the tombs 
of their anceftors. They are two pe- 
deftals, on which fate is going to place 
two powerful nations. I have the ho- 
nour to deliver to you the Treaty fjgned 
at Campo-Formio, and ratified by his 
Majcfty the Emperor. This Peace fe- 
curcs the liberty, the profperit)-, and the 
glory of the Republic. When the hap- 
pineis of the French people fhall be firmly 



fettled on the bxfis of the faeft and wi&il 
laws, all Europe will be free.*^ 

This fpeech was received with the mofl 
enthufiaftic ihouts of applaufe, and an- 
fwered by the Prefident of the Direftory, 
who concluded hia harangue in the fol- 
lowing manner 1 

** Citizen General ! crown fo ridrioat 
a* career by a conqneft which the great 
nation owes to its outraged dignity. Go, 
and by the puniihment you iimift on thr 
Cabinet of London ftrike terror into a!) 
the governments which fhalldare todoabt 
the power of a nation of freemen. Pom-* 
pey did not difdain to crufh a neft of pi- 
rates. Greater thaft the Roman General* 
go and chain down the gigantic pirate 
who lords it over the feas : go and puniih 
in London crimes which have' remained 
unpuniflied but too long. Numerous vo«> 
taries of liberty wait your arrival : you 
will iind no enemy but vice and vricked-* 
nefs. They alqpe fupport that perfidious 
Government \ ftrike it down» and let its 
downfall inform the worlds that if tbo 
French people arc the benefactors of Eu- 
rope, they are alfo the avengers of th« 
rights of*^ nations.'^ 

At the end of this fpeecfa» the Prefident 
and all the Members of the DiretSkory gave 
him the fraternal embrace ; and» ^£ter the 
ceremony was over, theDirdElors, Generals 
Buonaparte and Berthier, the Mxnifters» 
Foreign AmbafTadors, &c. fat down to a 
fnperb dinner, du ring which, among other 
toafts, the following was drank ; <' The 
liberty of the feas \ and mav the Repub.- 
licaii armies foon refcue them from the 
vokeofthatoppreifive government which 
has fo long tyrannized the globe.** 

To deprive us of the means of flrength# 
the French Government has had recourle 
to a violent and deeifive meafure. All the 
^ Englifh goods in France were upon one 
day feized and confifcated throughout the 
republic^ on a law which had not been ob- 
ferved. In a meifage to. the Councils, 
the Dise6lory call for a law more efFeftu- 
ally to prevent the introduAion of Eng- 
lim goods into France in any manner. 
They even propofe to fhut their ports a- 
gainft every ncuti-al veiTel that has touch- 
ed at an Englifh port in the courfeof her 
voyage \ to condemn as prizes every /hip . 
that has the leaft part of her cargo con- 
fifting of Englifh goods, and they ac- 
tually declare war againfl all the maritime 
powers that fhall dare to be the carriers of 
our produce and manufadures. 

The French papers (hite, that the En- 
glifh goods already fcised m Paris only. 
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^fer« in vfe]ue upwards of three nillidns.

Paris Papers ftate officially that thera 
has been ai; infurre^ion at ftorae, from 
which city the French Envoy (Joieph 
Buonaparte) has fl»d, feveral French 
having been previoufly maflacred. Upon 
this lubjeft there is a very long letter 
from tbc Envoy, written at Florsnce, tm 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs ia 
Paris J— 

** On the a6th of December (the En- 
voy fays) three individuals called upon 
him at Rome, to tell him, that on the 
following night a Revolution would take 
place ; an intimation which he received. 
with fome figns of dil'approbation ; 
though they enquired whether the French 
Government would prot«;ft them. At 
four o^clock in the morning of the aSth» 
be was informed, that there was a revo- 
lutionary aileinbly at the villa Medicis^ 
compofed of eighty or a hundred perfons. 
He learned, afterwards, that a pfttrole 
had been attacked by fixty men, who^ 
were difperfcd, after two of the Papal 
dragoons had been killed. In the mean 
time, feveral perfons had taken the tri- 
coloured cockade j and the French Envc y 
propcfed to have thefc airelled, if their 
names ihoidd not be found on his lift. 

*« While his Secretaries were examin* 
ing this lift, twenty of the Infurgents, 
with French cockades in their hatsr dc* 
fired to fee him, lliouting <« Live ibe 
Republic — LU's ibe Roman People,'* At 
his command they rerired in dilcontent^ 
and he was foon afterwai^s infcrincd» 
that the ilrcet was filled with a crowds 
amongft^whom the fpies of the Govern^ 
mtnt ilioutvd rive ia Republique louder 
than the others. The Papal crowd fired 
upon this crowd within the prccinfls of 
his palace: on which he defii-ed the fol* 
diers to retire, and prepared to refift 
them. A tedious fkirmlih enfued, in 
which the Frer.ch General Daphot, whp 
was to have commanded the grenadiers 
of tlie Army of kftgLtnd^ and two or three 
Others were killed. The Minifters of 
^ain and Fiorecce ihep vnVnij U well 
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,at forty "Papal troops, and the tumult 
bc^ *n to lubfidc 5 but no pcrfon autho- 
. riled by the Papal Government came to 
..concert on the means of entirely deliver- 
ing him from the revolters. At nine in 
the evening he let out from Rome for 
•Klorence. He promifcs to fend the Mi- 
nifter for Foreign Affairs further details 
relatiye to the Government of Rome, 
** and (he fays) to Ihew wliat punifliment 
^ught to be inflitted upon it." 

Upon the receipt of this letter, the 
•Dircftory immediately arretted the Papal 
.'Minifter of Rome at Paris,. and lent or- 
.ilers to General Berihier in Italy, to 
march his columns to the ancient Capitol 
of the world ;•— and, as ^ French paper 
•remarks, *« the bell of moikrn Rome has 
•probably tolled its laft hour." Notwith- 
iianding the extortion it haa already ex-. 
pcricncwi, the venerable city ftill nolds 
■out too rich and tempting a prey for the 
Dire^ors not to feize this favourable 
opportunity (moll likely occalioned by 
their own arts) to gratify their infatiabk 
rapacity* 

■ St. Domingo, Oct. 20. Capt 

has arrived op the Mole, with the mc- 
iancholy and horrid account of a mutiny, 
on the 2 id of September, on board the 
Hermione f'-igate, when Captain Pigot, 
nnd all his Officers, except the furgeon 
and matter's mate, were murdeied, as 
well as moft of the marines— in all, more 
than forty pcrfon s. They carried the 
frigate to Lagiiana, and delivered her up 
to the Spanifh Governor, on a capitula- 
tion to he paid their arrears of pay, to be 
received as Spanifli fubje«!!>s, and not to 
be returned, at the end of the war.

No fucn apology having 
been made by Rawlinibn, a btU of indi6^- 
ment was preferred and found againft him

plead guilty to the charge, and to fubmit 
to a &all fine> upon the ground of his 
having alfo made a fatisfa&ory apoloey 
and fubmiffion to their Royal Higlme£s 
the Prince and Princefs of Wales.

They made their palTage 
very (afelv, though the fea ran very hoi- 
low, until they came abreaft of Reddtn^f 
Point, and at the opening of Hamoaze « 
but about two o^clcck.

Captain 
Drew now became alarmed, and inftantly 
pulled off his coat to be prepared for the 
worft, at the (ame time advifrng all haoda 
in the boat to confider of the beft meana 
of faving their lives, in cafe any ftill more 
Unm inent danger fliould arife • His fcara 
were foon realised, for the fea which firft 
ftnick the boat was inlhmtly followed by 
two others, by which (he foundered, and 
dreadful to relate, every perfoo on board 
her, except two of the failors, periflicd ! 
Not being able to fwim, each of tbeii) 
Xecured an oar, and on thefe they were 
driven to th^ rocks at Mount Edgecombe^ 
by which means theif lives were provi- 
dentiaily preierved. Captain Drew was 
oblerved by thefe men for fome time oom<v 
bating the waves, and endeavouring to 
reach the fliore, but his ft^ength being 
exhaiifted, he funk in their fight : his coat 
bas been fince picked up, and the letfera 
for the port admiral found in the pocket 
of it. Captain Pulling had been lately 
promoted to the rank of Poft Captain> 
and took paflSige from Cork in the Cer- 
bcrus« to join his Matty's (hip Hin- 
doftan,of 54 guns» now fittmg in this haur- 
hour for a ftore-ihip, to the command of 
which he was juft appointed by the Lords 
of the Admiralty . A ftiort time fince, he 
married a daughter of Admiral Kingf* 
mill, whom, among manv other dear re* 
hcives^ he bat left to depWa this dread. 
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^ liil caCiftrophe. Captain Drew was un- 
married, but hat many very near relations 
at Saitafli, about tour miks from the fpot 
^bcre the accident happened, to lament 
bis unhappy fate. 

Captain Drew and Captain Pulling 
were Doth oflicers of exemplary charac- 
ters in their profefiion) much beloved by 
their officers and men, and have rendered 
their country eminent fervices during the 
time they have been cruizing on the Iriih 
Aation. In ihorr, at a period like the 
prefent, when great exertions areneceflary 
to defeat the defigns of a dangerous ene- 
iDy, the lofs of fuch men is to be deplor- 
ed by the country in general. Several of 
the dead bodies have been taken up, but 
we cannot find that either of the officers is 
smong the number.

From the fuc- 
ceft he hat met with, we hope he may be 
ciKoaraged to continue his cxertbns, and 
BO longer confine himielf to the province 
of farce j but afford the town fomething 
Kkely to confix on his name a more lait*' 
in| ttlebrity. 

He is tlMi (on of a Gentleman wdl 
known in the polite world, who refided 
at Bath» as a painter of confiderable 
onineoce i)i that city, where he acquired 
both repotation and fortune. Our author 
it a native of Bath, and employ* hi« pen 
nore for his amufement than pecuniary 
sdTsntage* Hia firft perfoi-nunce was a 
♦mgedy, entitled "Such Things Were,'' 
soed at Bath the id of January x 7^8, 
and formed oi| the ftoiy of Kirk's Cruelty 
in the reign of Janies the Second, the 
circomftanees of which are known to 
moft of our readers from Pomfret's poem 
on the fobjeA. When this was origi- 
nally afled, Mr. Hoarc was ablent^at 
Lifbon, in a iraletudinary flate of health. 
On the 1 6th of April, his plea(ant and 
popular comic opera of << No Song no 
)»upper** was a£led at Drury Lane, for 
the benefit of Mr. Kelly i and this was 
followed, on the jd of May 1791, by 
" The Cave of Trophonius," aaed at 
the fame Theatre, for the benefit of Mrs. 
Crouch. On the a 3d of May 1791, he 
produced, at the Haymarket« « Dido, 
Queen of Carthage," tranflated from 
MctafUiio, which, though aided by the 
performance of Madame Mara in the 
principal charafler, by the mufic of 
Storace, and by fplendid icen^ry, met 



with hut a cold rece])tion. On the i ith 
of March 1793, his farce of " The 
Pritc, or a, 5, 3, Z^** was afted at the 
Haymarket, for the benefit of Sighora 
Storace. This piece met with a very ' 
cordial reception, and continues to take 
its turn eacn feafon at every Theatre in 
the three kingdoms. On the i5th of 
December, in the fame year, he again 
complimented Signora Storace with an* 
other farce, which has been almoft equally 
Aiccefsful, firft aa<d for her benefit, en-* 
tilled <' My grandmother.*' All thefe 
pieces had the advantage of Storace's 
mufic. 

His next produ£lion was " Lock an<i 
Kevt" a mufical farce, a^d the firft 
time at Covent.Garden the ad of Febru- 
ary 1796, with great applaufe j and this 
was tollowed, on the 30th of April, by 
'< Mahmoud,'* a mufical op^ra, a6ted at 
Drury Lane, and though produced late 
ki the feafon, was not coldlv received. 
Two days after, Mr. Hoare s firtt dra- 
matic produaioQ was again brought be- 
fore the publie, %t the benefit of Mrs« 
Siddons, the ad of May, at DruryLane, 
under the title of ** Julia, or Such Things 
Were,** in which that accomplifhcd 
aJlr^fs reprelented the principal character 
with her ufual excellence. 

The iaft performance of Mr. Hoare 
was «* The Italian, Villagers," an opera, 
a6Vcd at Coven t Garden tt^ a 5th of April 
kf^, in which the ferrous and comic are 
pleafingly intermixed. So fertile a pen 
as this Gentleman holds, we can hardly 
believe will be long in repofe } we there* 
fore doubt not but we fliall ag^ain be foon 
called upon, to notice fome further pre- 
dubious, which we are confident will be 
equally entitled to the applaufe by which 
the beft of their predccelTors have been 
diftinguilhed*

A few ^lays bef re tl.. ^th Therm/dor •, 
a Revolutionary Tribunal intone of . the . 
departments of the North of France con- 
demned to death M. dcs R**»*, an an- 
cient Magiilratc, and a moft eftimable 
man, guilty i at fifty leagues from Paris, 
of a conipii-acy, which had not cxiftcd 
at St. Lazarc. M» dcs R. had a Water 
Spaniel, of ten* or twelve years old, of 
the fmall breeds which had been brought 
up by him^ and had never quitied hun. 
Des R***» inprifon faw bis family dif- 
pel fed by a fjrftem pf tenor j— forae had, 
taken flight r others, thcmfelves arreAed» 
were carried into diftant eaols \ his do- 
mpftics were difmifled ^ his houfe was 
buried in the' folitiule of the Seals ; his 
friends either abandoned him, or con- 
cealed themftlres } every thine in the 
world was fjlent to him, except his Dog. 
This faithful animal had been refuitd 
admittance into the prifon. He had re- 
turned to his j|)aitcr>' houfe, and found 
It diut. He took refuge with a neigh- 
bour, who received him J but that pof- 
tcrity may judge foundly of the times in 
which we have (f^jifted, U mull be added, 
that this man recjuved him trembling, in 
fecret, and dreadine leii his humanity 
for art animal ftiould conduft hijn to the 
fcaftbld. Every day, at the fame hour, 
the Dop left the hoyfe? and went to the 
door of the prifon^-; He was refufed ad- 
fnlttance, but he qfpnliantly palled an 
bour before it, and then returned. His 
fidelity a^ length won upon the porter^ 
9nd he was one day allowed to enter* 
The Dog law his mailer. It was diftiw 
cult to l^parate them ^ but the gaoler 
carried him awayt and the Dog returned 
to his retreat. He came back tlie next 
morning, ajid every day $ and once each 
day he was admitted. He licked the 
hand of his friend, looked at him* licked 
ius hand again, and went away of him- 
felf. 

„ *« When the day of fentgice arrived, 
notwitliftanding the crowd, notwitjh- 
iUuding the guard, he penetrated into 



the hall, and crouched himfelf betwcca 
the legs of the unhappy man, whom he 
was aU>ut to lofe for ever. The Judges 
condemned the Jiian,^ and, may my tears 
be fsrdoned for the exprefTion, which 
eieapes from them, they condemned him 
in the prtfence of his Dog. They re- 
conduiled him to the prifon, and the 
Dog, for that time, did not quit the door. 
The fatal howr arrives ; the prifon opens i 
the unfortunate man paifes out ; it is the 
Dog. that receives him at the threihoU. 
He clings upon his hand. Alas ! that 
hand will never mt>re be fpread upon thy 
carelTing head I He follows him. The 
axe falls, the matter dies, but the ten- 
dernefs of tlie Dog cannot ceale. The 
body is carried away». he walks at itft 
fide i the earth receives it, he lays him- 
felf iipon the grave. 

" There he pafled the firft night, thft 
next day, tbe fecond night. The neigh- 
bour, in the mean time, unhappy at not 
leeing him, rilks himieifi fearchin? for 
the Dog, gueffes for thf extent of hti 
fidelity the al'ylum he has cholen, finds, 
him, careiles him, brings him back, and 
makes him eat. An hour afterwards^ 
the Dog efcaped, and regained his fa-, 
vourite place. Three months paiTed 
away, each morning cf which he cane 
to leek his food, and then returned to the 
allies of his maitei* i but each day he waa 
more fad, more meagre, more languishing* 
and it was plain that he was gradually 
reaching his end.

DUNSTER Caftlc, in Somcrfetfliire, 
is 164 miles from London. It 
was given by William the Conqueror to 
IViiham Dc Mohun, in wKicli tamily it 
CQDtin\ied till Sir John "De Mohun, one 
of the firft Knights of the Garter, having 
BO ma^ ifTuey convey«f jit to tniii«e.t ibr 
the ufe of his wife, wiio after his deceafe 
£)Id it^ in the reij?n of Edward the Third, 
to Lady ElizabeUi Luttrell, daughter of 
Hugh Courtenay^ Earl of Devonftire, 
and widow of Sir Andrew Luttreil, 
Knigie. Her fon, Sir Henry Luttretl, 
^ho was Lieutenant of Hai-fleor, and 
Steward of the Uoufehold to Henr^ the 
Tifth*s Qtheen, 'added iWeral^ Buildwgs^ 
and left the Caftie and honours ta his 
vpoftertty^ by, whom it is poflefled. . It 
sands 011 a bilU and is a beautiful ftriic- 
turey thought > built, ia the ancient. man* 
Ber. And of this edifice our View is 
North Weft, the bcft calculated to ftiew 
its form and beauty. It had formerly 
two wings ;Tnd three towers ; and has a 
£ne proij>c6l of a vale of two miles, 
hounded by the Severn. In the civil 
wars it was garrifoned £br King Charles 
t^e Firft, but was taken by General 
Slake. It was alib the prilbn of the 



famous Williani Prynnc, in the time of 
Oliver Cromwell. 

Dunfter is about two miles from Miae- 
be^d. lu fitoatMn is k>w» but encom- 
paflibd with hills, except towards the fea, 
from which it is about a mile and half 
diftant. It had fonteriir vn Abbev of 
Benedi6line Monks, founded by William 
De Mohun, and dedicated to ^nt 
George ; but he annexed it as a cell to 
the Abbey of Saint Peter of Bath. 
About the time of the fupprefllon, it 
confifted only of three Monks, and its 
pevemifls amounted to 37I. 49a Sd. per 
ann. Th^ Church of this 'rpwji was 
built in the reign of Henry the- Seventh} 
is a large handfomc ftru£lure in the form 
of. a Cathedral, v^ith a fine tower, and 
part of the ancient Abbey is ftill landing 
near it. I-ts n^arket is o^ Friday. It

The Caftle commands an extensive 
view over the BriAol Channel into Wales* 
The Paik is four miles in circumfcrtnoe, 
and well (locked with deer. The prefent 
pofleffbr, John Fownes Luttreil, elq. i^ 
Reprclcntativc for the Boraugh of Mint- 
he^d.

SIR, 

THE foUowing Letter, for which I folicit a place in The European Magazine, waa 
written by Mr.,Gcorge Ballard, Author ol " Memoirs of feveral Ladies of Grtat 
Britain, who have been celebrated for their Writings or Skill in the learned Lan- 
guages, Arts, and Sciences/' 4to. 1752, of whom the following ihort account ' 
mav be acteptabU to yoiir readers : — He was born at Campden in Glouccfterlhire, 

' ana being of a weak and fickly conftitution, was by his parents put apprentice to 
a babit maker, as an eaiy buiinefs, adapted to his bodily Jtrength. lie acquired a 
confiderable maftery in the Saxon language in the hours devoted to fleep, after his 
day's labour was over. His induftry was fo great that he copied a Saxon 
Di5lionary, which he borrowed of Browne Willis (not being able to purchafe it)« 
and added near a thoufand words, colle^^ed from his own reading. His induftry 
at length became noticed, and Lord Chedworth and the Gentlemen of his hunt> 
who were ufed to fpend annually at (^am^iden, in the hunting feafon, about a 
month, generoufly offered to fettle on him one hundred pounds a year during his 
life i but llich was his modefty that he accepted only fixty pounds a year, declaring 
that that fum was AifBcient to farisfy both his wants and wifhes. With this 

5rovi(ion he retired to Oxford, for the beneiU of the Bodleian Library, and Dr. 
enntr made him one of the eight Clerks of Magdalen College. He was alfo 
appointed one of the Univerfity Beadles. His death, which happened in the 
latter end of June 1755, was accelerated, as it was thought, by his too intenfe 
application to his ftudies.

HONOURED SIR, 

I HERE return you Mr, Higgons's 
Short View of the Englifti Hiltory •, 
with my belt thanks for the loan of it. 
It afforded me little or nothing in relation 
to Mary Queen of Scotts : his difcourle 
upon that head being chiefly ridicule and 
bitter invcilivc againft Queen Eliz. for 
the beheading of that piincefs. I have 
not the lead inclination to enter into a 
controverfy which h^ occafioncd fo much 
warmth'ot zeal and acrimony of ftile. in 
fo roanv 'great writers, and which would 
ctrtaiuly gain me the ill will and dif- 
cfteem of one pnrty or other ; bcfides I 
look at it as the moft egregious folly and 
indifcretxon to enter into difputes about 
tafls and aftions, when one is almoft 
altogether ignorant of the fprings and 
cauics thereof. . She falls finder my no- 
tice no otherwife than to reprefent her 
under the cbarader of a learned and in- 
genious princefs : and (you may believe 
me, Sir) if ever I fliould attemj)t to give 
a view of her, it will be at the beft end 
of the perfpeftive : but whatever this 
Oentlenum had laid concerjiing her, 
would have been of no ufe or fervice to 
me, for he has forfeited his judgemtnt 
and veracity in fo many places, tliat I 
could not have dcpcnacd upon him in 



any thing wherein he had not the con- 
f entient teftiraony of other authors ; and 
I muft beg leave to fay, that I hardly 
ever met with a more dilingenuous 
writer. He iecms to have entirely 
wanted the two moft eflential qualities in 
an hiftorian, impartiality and truth : and 
has nothing (in my opinion) to recom- 
mend him to an nonefl enquirer after 
hiftorical truths. He is indeed mafter 
of an elegant ftile, and beautifull turn of 
thought : but thofe fine qualifications in 
a bad hiftorian are very pernicious ones, 
iince they fcrvc to no other purpofe than " 
to palliate falflioods, and to captivate, 
tempr, and decoy the" reader, the more - 
eafily to iwallow his deftrudive bait. I 
can't for my life concieve what were the 
motives which put Mr. Higeons upon 
this invidious performance. Party fpleen 
oftentimes produces bad efFe^s among 
fome fort of writers ; but muft I, be- 
caufe I -diftent in opinion in fome ex- 
ternals of divine worship, endeavour to 
rake together all the Icandal I can meet 
with, tt) brand with eternal infamy all 
thofe who do not fall in with my own 
way of thinking. This is an employ- 
ment fit for none but the difciples of 
Satan. 
I for my own part have been as fcru*

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puloufly* nice and carefull in doing all 
imaginable juftice to the piuus memory 
of kvcrall very learned K. Catholicic 
ladles, as I have to the moft celebi-ated 
and defcrving ones of the Proteltant 
Church ; and if I did net, I think I 
ought to be deprived of pen and paper. 
N. Saunders (an inveterate and impla- 
cable enemy to thofe of the Reformed 
Church), in his book De ScbifmaU Ang, 
has la (bed the Proteftant princes at an 
tmmerciful rate, and M. Luther has 
treated K. Hen. 8. with very little cere- 
money ; as being princes not at all to 
theire gcod likeing: but this giddy 
%'rirer is ftill of a worfe (tamp j for ex- 
cepting two or three princes, he falls 
foul upon all indifcriminately : princts

princes, are by this mode It, candid Gen- 
tleman, brought upon the llage, and re- 
prefented as a fet of men, guilty of the 
molt enormous crimes, and are treated 
by him with all the indignity and con- 
tempt imaginable. They leldoin can 
receive their titles of honour or any re- 
fpeftful epithets from him 5 Richaixl and 
Harry, Mary and Eliiabcth, James and 
Charles, &c. is the genteel manner by 
which this petulant and infolent writer 
introduces thole moft puiifant princes to 
his readers : In the very fame manner as 
if he had been drawing up an hiltorical 
account of cafes which had happened 
among their fubje6ls in Weftminlter- 
hall. And fo fond is he of (candal, and 
of reproaching his Sovereign princes, 
that even the glorious K. £d. 3. could 
not efcapc the malignant humour of his 
pen. And rather than he ihould pais 
vncenfured, he would take the pains of 
itroling into Scotland, to fetch an igno- 
minious tale to brand that great prince 
with an indeliable mark of infamy to 
lateft pofterity.

But as I 
have a very fair opportunity, fo I (hall 
ehdeavour to wipe off the alperfions ca(t 
upon that injured fex by this ungentler 
manlike writer, in be(towing a few pages 
In animadverting upon thofe (inguiar \ 
remarks, which I (hall throw into a large 
Introduction prefixed to my Memoirs of 
Learned Woman. — Perhaps, Sir, you'll 
wonder to hear a mechanic k talk at this 
rate ; but however I think no one cao 
fairly reproach. me with Ne futor ultia 
crept cJam, — And like a diflfobedient aiii 
molt undutifull fon he has procacity 
enough to take his forefathers by the 
beard, and reproach them as wrell with 
barbarity of language as of manners.

informing her, that as (he had been 
marriageable many years, the run of a 
winter or two in to'iun would certainly 
do herbuHnefs.

Oh, Mr. Editor ! could you but be 
prcfent at our congrcfs : about twenty 
birds fetting up their difcordant pipes, 
my eldclt girl worrying the youngctt, my 
kinfman aforelaid worrying a German 
flute, my wife icolding the lervants, and 
her mother fcolding the children with 
the lungs of a fifliwoman, you would 
wonder not to find me annihilated by 
fuch a complication of founds : vexed 
and alarmed, I abruptly quit the houle i 
I wander up the gravel walk and enter 
fiiy i'ummer houfe \ here, like Young's 
Buliris, *« colIe£led in myfelf I ftand 
alone j" I calt my eyes upvirards to the 
dome of my fummer houfe, which I 
(hould mention, was formerly one of thr* 
fmaller domes of the Bank, but taken 
down during the late lepairs, and pur- 
chafcd by me. It feems to I'eproacn me 
with its prefent forlorn fituation, once 
the plcafcd witnefs of bufy face% and 
large funis of money j now, fuch are the 
revolutions of life, the f^d fpeftator of a 
'vacant countenance and empty pockets. 

Such, Mr. Editor, are the Pleafures 
of Patronage! I daily fee my fortune 
watiing, without one valuable acquifition, 
or pleafurable connexion. I repeat the 
fame dull jetts, and they are received with 
the fame forced and fervi^e laugh. I ad- 
vance the fame opinions, and they are 
tagged with the fame ftupid " very true,'* 
My own relations, too independent to 
feek an intimacy which my wife repels, 
are ftrangcrs to my houfe 5 and if you 
except ir.y formal luperannuated partner, 
and pert loquacious clerk, no ffranger 
enters my doors to foften the tedium of 
life.

THE CGmmencement of the prefent 
reign opened to Mr. Wilkes that 
career in politicks which he afterwards 
pcrfutd with lb much turbulence, and at 
lafi terrolRat^ with fo much fuccefs . In 
the Farliaxnent which aiTembled the 3d 
«t' November 1761, he was returned 
Member for the Borough of Aylelbury, 
and conne^ed himlelf With thofe famiiies, 
which having held the principal pods 
under Government during the greater 
part of the reigns of the two preceding 
kings, faw with a jealous eye the fa- 
Tcurs of the crown diverted from the 
niual channel to their former adverfaries. 
The introdu6lion of Lord Bute to the 
Mintflry fcrved as a iignal for a new 
Oppoution, in which (though he was no 
orate r) Mr. Wilkes foon rendered him- 
lelf confpicuoufly ufeful by his pen. 
The war with Spain, in the year 1762,' 
cccaiioned the publication of the papers 
which pafTed in the negotiation preceding 
it ;. bat the colle6lion not being thought 
fepafe£^ as ^ ought to have been, Mr. 
Wilkes publiftied " Oblervations on the 
Papers relative to the Rupture with Spain 
laid before both Houies of Parliament 
by his Majefty^s Command, in a Letter 
f/om a Member of Parliament to a*Fricnd 
in the Counti7,^ Svo. He had befoi-e 
this iniinuited a'wiih to be appointed 
ihc firft Governor of Canada, in order, 
as be exprefled it, *•*■ to have reconciled 
ihe new iubjefts (o the Englifh, and to 
Uve fltewu the French the advantages of 
the m.ld nde of laws over that oi law- 
kit power and deipotifm \^ * but in this 
application, perhaps unfortunatelv i'or 
the world, he was not fuccefsful. It 
was alio reported at the time, and not 
coRtradi^ed, that he had propofed him- 
ielt' to go as AmbalTador to Conllanti- 

AOplc. 

On the 19th of M&y \i(>%i Lord Bute 
was appointed Firft CommifTioner of the 
Trtalury} and, to reconcile the public 



to his elevation, he employed varioat 
writers to defend the mealures of his a4« 
miniftratlon. Among others were Or. 
Smollet and Mr. Murphy \ the former of 
whom began a paper on the day of hit 
patron^s promotion, called *< The Bi'i- 
ton j" and the latter, on the loth of 
June, another entitled " The Auditor.'* 
To encounter thefe it was propoied to 
Mr. Wilkes to publiih a paper to be 
called << The EngUihman,'* which he 
atTented to, except that he did not adopt 
the title recommended, but chofe another^ 
that of " The North Briton," the firi 
number of which appeared the 5th olT 
June. 

In the conduct of this periodical pub- 
lication it is certain he had the aififtance 
of Churchill f , and, as it is generally 
believed, of Lloyd, and they foon (hewed 
that in ability to wield the weapons of 
political controverfy, they had a manifclk ' 
advantage over their opponents. Such 
an inundation of fcurrirlity and abiiie$ 
fuch virulent invef^ive. againft the na- 
tives of the Northern parts of the iiland \ 
and fuch grQundlei*s charges and infmu«' 
«tions lb daringly urged \ the public had 
never before feen. I'he moderate viewed 
.this conducl with apprehenfion, and the 
timid began to fear the introdu£lion of a 
civil war which nothing b'u^ the for- 
bearance of the Scots could prevent, and 
the lovers of order law the mounds placed 
to I'ecure fociety broken down, and U- 
centioulhei's under the pretence of liberty ' 
rioting without controul. The Premier 
at firlt beheld the gathering dorm witit 
too much contempt, and afterwards with 
too much iK9iV, Alter fuffering hiralelf 
to be pelted for almoft a year, he refigned 
his poll on the 8th of April 1763, leaving 
to his fuccefTors the puniihment of the 
libellers of Adminilhution, who had be- 
come bokl by neglei^t, and who ought to 
liave felt the animodverfion of the Uw ui 
a much earlier ^gc«

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In the progrcfs of the North Briton 
feme individuals were infultcd who did 
not lubmit patiently to the Itigma in- 
ttndcd to be iattened on them. Kcr feme 
exprdfions in No. 12, Lord Talbot chaJ- 
Icnged the luppolcd author toabJoodlel's 
duel •, and tor No. 40, he was caHed to 
account more iiiccersfuUy afterwards by 
Mr. Martin f. Mr. Peregrine Curt had 
recourfc to the Court of King's Bench X^ 
and fume irritable Scots reieiittd the inu 
putations on their country in a manner 
that could not be defended §. The im- 
J^unity with which the paper had been 
Ibffcred to proceed, at length rouled the 
attention of the Government j and cm the 
publication of No. 45, a fweeping illegal 
general warrant was ifliied againlt the 
authors, printers, and piibli(her«, which, 
though intended to crulh the author, 
«perat«d fo much in his favour as to 
induce the public to efpouft his caufe as 
their own, and laid the foundation of that 
jpopularity, by which he atierwards ex- 
tricated himfelf from all liis difficulties, 
and long attached the populace^ to him 
as a fufferei^in the caul'c ot libcity. 

The circumilances which attended his 
l)cirg taken into cuiicdy have been mi- 
ttutely, aild we believe accurately, re- 
lated by himfelf : they do credit to him 
a? a Briton |f. He was committed to 
the Tower the joth of April j b^t a 
habeas corpus being itfued, he was 
brought up to the Court of Common 
Fleas the 3d of May, and remanded back 
until the 6th, when he was diicharged. 
On both thefe occafions he made inilam-* 
xnatory fpeeches againft the Government. 

Previous (o this event his Majefty, on 
the 4th of May, difplaced Mr. Wilkes 
from being Colonel ot the Buckingham- 
ihire militia, a fituation which he had 
filled very much to his credit j and foon 
after. Lord Temple, who had exprefled 
his concern at the lots of an oflker (to' 
Ule his own words), ** who by his de- 
portment in command wa$ endeared to 
the whole corps,^' was deprived of his 
]>oft of Lord Lieutenant of the county. 



During the rcccfs of Parliament, Mr. 
Wilkes iet up a printing prel% in hs« 
houle in Great Georgc-ftreet, contrary 
to the advice of many of his friends. 
The principal work executed thtrt* was 
The North Briton, in three v6lumrsj 
for the poblicaticn of which he was af- 
terwards convi6led ^. He this funimtr 
made a viiit to France, to fee his daugh- 
ter. 

On the meeting of the Parliament ov 
the 15th of November, both the con- 
tending parties prepared for a£lion. A 
mefTage in the name of his MajeAy w3« 
fent to the Houi'e of Commons, intbrm- 
ing them of the libel No. 45, and of the 
ftcps taken by the Miniltry in coitie- 
quence of it. Mr. Wilkes alfo laid bis 
complaint of a breach of privilege before 
the Houfe ; the hearing of which waf 
poftpont^d until a futuie day. In tht 
Houic of Lords, a complaint of breach 
of privilege was made by Blfliop War- 
burton, tii:it his name hiid been put to a 
moft l)liirp''.craous work, entitled *< An 
Ellay on VVoman j" lix copies of which 
had been printed lay Mr. Wilkes, with- 
out any defign of publication. This 
charge was entirely unlocked for, and 
occahoned great odium to fall on the 
offending patriot, whole profligacy was 
exclaimed againll with tl^ utmoft fne* 
dom. Infoimations were filed agaioft 
him, both for this concealed work, ' anrf 
for The North Briton, and the vtmoft 
fe verity of the law was threatened to be 
enforced againlt him. On the other 
hand, anions were commenced by him 
againlt the Secretaries of State, and ail 
the per Ions concei'ned in iHuing and exe- 
cuting the illegal general wan-ants Itr 
ieiziPig his peiibn and papers. 

At this ju«6ture the acrimony of party 
could not be exceeded by any thing 
which later times have witnelied. l» 
the cVurfe of the debate in the Houfe of 
Comms^ns on the 15th of November, 
Mr. Martin, one of the Secretaries of the 
Treafury, who had been in the grofffft 
manner inluited in The North Briton,

The circxtmftances attending this diwl 
•rr faid to have been as follow ; — When 
the Gentleqien met in Hyde Park, they 
walked together for a little while, to 
avoid Ibme company which feemed coming 
up to them. They brought each a pair 
of piftols. When tliey uere alone, th^ 
firft fire was from Mr. Martin's piftol. 
Mr. Martin's piitol milled Mr. Wilkes, 
ai'.d the piltol in Mr. Wilkes's hand 
flaihed in the pan. The Gentlemen then 
ench took ore of Mr. Wilkes's pair of 
pii^cls : Mr. Wilkes mi (fed, and the ball 
of Mr. Martin's pil^ol lodged in Mr. 
Wilkis'b beily, Mr. Wilkes bled im- 
mediiiteiy vuy muc'.i. Mr. Martin then 
came up, and dclired to give him all the 
a^'ltniice in his power. Mr. Wilkes re- 
I plied, that Mr. Martin had behaved like * 
a man of honour, and that he was killed, 
and infifted on Mr. Martin's making his 
immediute efcape, and no creature fliould 
know from Mr. Wilkes how the affair 
happened. Upon this they parted, but 
Mr. Martin came up again in two or 
three minutes to Mr. Wilkes, offering 
him a fecond time his aiftltance j but 
Mr. Wilkes again infifted on his going 
off, Mr. Martin exprclfed his concern 
for Mr. Wilkts, faid the thing was too 
well known by leveral people who came 
up almolt dire»5tly, and then went away. 
Mr. Wilkes was carried home, but 
would not tell any circumftance of the 
cafe till he found it lb much known. 
He only faid to the Surgeon, &c. that it 
was an affair of honour.

Wood, as Under-Secretary of State, for 
feizing his papers, was tried before Lord 
Chief Juttice Pratt, when a verdift was 
given for loool. damagec $ and the caufe 
againft Lord Halifax proceeded until 
Mr. Wilkes was outlawed, by which it 
became neceflfarily fufpended.

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LORD CHANCELLOR HARDWXCKE. 

FOR the tbUowing account of this 
great Magiftrate the Compiler it 
oblt^td to a karned friend : 

The Earl oi Hardwi^kc was certainly 
one of the grcateft ornaments of the 
Englifh Nation. He was born in very 
humble lite, commenced his le^ai career 
in the loweft walk of tlie profefhon j but, 
uniting uncommon abilities with un< 
common induiiry, advanced himfelf to 
the higheft ofHce of the Englifh Juditca- 
ture, and to the dignity of a Peer of 
Great Britain. He acquired an immenfe 
iortune, and obtained for^his Ions ibme 
of the firft offices in Church and State. 
It is obiervable, that his Lord^ip» and 
his great contemporary the Earl ot Mani- 
field, differed extremely in their' mode of 
£r\i£lifyin^ their money j the fonner in- 
>efting it unmcdiately in the purchaie of 
land,' the latter placing it out upon 
mortgage. In the event, the mode 
adopted by Lord Haxxlwicke proved molt 
produAive, the incrcale of the value of 
land, and the advance of rents, greatly 
counterbalancing the advantlge of five 
per cent, interelt. In the years 1740, 
27481 and 17511 his Lordfhip was ap- 
pointed one of the Lords Juftices for the 
adminiftrationof the Govtnimcnt during 
Xing George the Second's ablence on 
his journics in tbofe years to his German 



dominions. In 17499 he was unanU 
moufly chofen High Steward of the Uni- 
verfity of Cambridge. In 1736-7, he 
was appointed Lord High Chancellor of 
England I and held that office till 1756, 
when he refigned the leals, to the great 
concern of the Bar, and, as it was laid 
at the time, to the great mortification 
of the King. The period during which 
he prefhled in Chancery is an si-a in the 
judicature of that Court. The Bar was 
never more refpeelable j but the fuperior 
l^owers of his Lordlhip were univerlally 
felt and acknowledged ; and, except fotne 
petulant expreifions which fell from Lord 
Chief juiUce Wilies, when he was called 
to his ailtliance in the cafe of Omychund 
agninfl Barker, his Lordiliip was treated 
in his Court with a degree of refpeA that 
bordered nearly on veneration. He was 
molt patient in hearing a caufe, ahnoft 
always pronounced immediate judgment 
upon it, and very feldom poftponed his 
decifions from one term to another. In 
his arguments from the Bench his lan- 
guage was eafy and dignified \ he dif- 
played a profufion of legal learning \ his 
mode of applying it was luminous, and 
his concluhons carried convi^ion. Only 
three appeals were made from his decrees, 
and in thcfchis decifions were confirmed. 
A determination of Lord Hardwicke is- 
to this day, the very higheft authority

The Jews have in f;enend been fup- 
{ofed to have proceeded in their traditions 
QTonv fiather to ion without any of thpfe 
public Councils which obtained So often 
in the Chriftian Church. Samuel Bret 
gives an account of a Jewilh Council^ at 
which he was prefenty on the plain of 
Ageda^ in Hungary, on the nth of Oc- 
tober> 1650. The account of the mat- 
ters agitated in it is very curious^ and 
it ended re infeQd^ as rooft Chriftian 
Councils did. It is publKhed in the 
fourth .volume of " The Phoenix/* in 
1707, and at the end of Dr. Clayton, 
fiilhop of Clogher's << Diflcrtation on 
Prophecy,*' 8vo. 1749 } and has lately 
been reprinted, and in a learned and ele« 
sant little work, entitled « Hwra Bi^- 
licmt^'' written by an eminent Advocate, 
who to the moft founded and extenfive 
knowledge of his profeflion adds a variety 
•f erudition and literature hardly ever to 
be met with in the moft profound fcbolar* 
To the detriment of the country and of 
literature in general, the modeftv of this 
elegit writer has permitted only a few 
copies of the work to be printed for the 
ufe of his friends. It is, however, moft 
devoutly to be wiflied, that the great 
merit of the work will prevail upon liim 
to extend the more general diftufion of 
its valuable contents \ and that he will 
give up his particular feelings to the 
wishes and inAni^lion of the public. 

JOHN WILK£8, ESq. 

This extraordinarv perfon diedi as he 
lived, with great philofophic coolnefs. 
Not long before he aicd, he repeated fome 
palTages from the poem of the « Puiiiiits 
of Literature,** ot which he fpoke highly. 
He behaved with the greateft kindners 
and civility to the fervants who waited 
upon him, and thanked them for their 
care and attention j and in the laft draught 
which he took, he drank the health of 
bis beloved and excellent daughter who 
attended him with great folicitude. He 
laughed much at politics and at poll- 
tlcians : he h^dt indeed, there played a 
;reat part himfcif j and ufed to fay of

ANTHONY CUEMIER, ES<^ 

This acute and excellent Under- Secie- 
tary of State told an ingenious friend of 
his upon his death-bed, " My dear D< 
take my word for it, it is impoflible to 
be a pohtician and to be an honeft man.** 
A queftion of nearly the fame kind was 
aflcedof the virtuous Earl Stanhope, foon 
after he became Secretary of Mate to | 
George the Second, by that exraordinary 
perfon, Mr. WUlianirWhifton. 

M. D*AGUESSEAU, GREAT CHANCEL- 
LOR OF FRANCE. 

In a difpute between the Phyficians 
and Surgeons of Paris, a Phyficiao re- 
q netted this great Magiftrate to let up a 
wall between the two profeflions. " JSut 
pray, Sir,** replied he, «on whieh fide 
am I to place the patient ?** 

He was advifcd by one of his friends 
to manage his health a little, and not to 
give fucTi long audiences to the foitort 
in his Court. " How, Sir,'* faid he, 
'< can I give myfclf any rcpofe, when I 
know there are ib many perions who ftand 
in need of my sUliftflunce.** 

He was no lefs a great feholar and an 
excellent mathematician, thin he was a 
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leirned law^^er. " Mere change of ftudy,'* 
^ he, ** it always a relaication to my 
mind;'' a fentimeBt which the late 
|anied Sir William Jones had continually 
ia his mouth, and which he reduced to 
confbnt practice. 

»U GBORGB STAUNTON, BART. 

This benevolent and acute Baronet 
had the honour and happinel's to prevent 
the effuiion of human blood in the Baft 
ladks, in the .year 178a. The peace 
had heen figned between England and 
Frajice at j&ris in that year, of which 
the French Commander in the Indies 
cither was or aifedted to be ignorant. 
Sir Gtom, however, with that power 
of addreur, coolnefs of temper, and per- 
rosfivc eloquence, which he fo eminently 
pofledes, prevailed upon the French Com- 
nnnder, M. de SulFrein, to foreeo thofe 
advantages which his peculiar fituation 
had afforded him againft the Englifli, and 
to poftpone till another opportunity the 
■iftries of war, but too otten recurring 
hetweeo the two nations. The bene- 
<&dion beftowed upon the peace-malcersy 
Sir George moft eminently deierves ; and 
vould to Heaven, that in thele times his 
niagic eloquence were again found, and 
sgain employed to effeduate the moft 
wutary of all purpofes, prevention of 
the havoc and the deftru6lion of the 
human race ! 

Sir George ftudied medicine at Mont- 
ftWkt in early life. Soon after he came 
to London he tranflated fome Medical 
E%s of Dr. Stuck, of Vienna, into 
Sngliih from the Latin $ and wrote, in 
Fmjch, " A Compariibn between the 
French and the Englifli Literature,** for 
the Jwrnal E/rattgrr, The Memoirs of

MR. 8BWAltD 

Is the Compiler of " Anecdotes of 
Diftinguilhed Ferfons, chiefly of the 
prefent and of the two preceding Cen- 
turies.** He is noty as has been often 
fupDofed, related to the ingenious Poetefs 
Of his name j but is the fbn of an emi» 
nent brewer of Redcrofs-ftreet, near 
Cripplegate, formerly in partnerflup with 
Metlrs. Calverts. He was Hrft lent to 
Harrow School, and ai^rwards to that 
of the Charter Houfe, where his pro«- 
ficiency in literature was fuch as might 
be expeded from fo broken and fo in- 
terrupted an education f • He afterwards 
was entered at Oriel College, Oxford, 
but did not ftay long enough there to 
take any degree.

during that decompofition ? or are vire to 
imagine that plants and animals poflefs 
the power of producing fulphur in the 
lame nunner that the latter have of pro- 
ducing calcareous and argillaceous earihs ? 
Some are inclined to think that it is 
fonned during the decompofition of ani* 
maJ and vegetable fubftances j and even 
water when it putrefies } or rather the 
fubftances which are in the water. The 
food when taken into the ftomach^ and 
after it has defcended into the re6lum, 
when any air is emUted> it often has a 
fulphureous fmcll : the fame fmell ilUies 
firom a putrefied or rotten egg : and if a 
dean filver fpoon be put into an egg« it 
will be found, after a day or two, to 
grow black, which is a proof of the 
exSkence of hepatic air in it. Bilge 
water, and vegetables under a certain 
ftate of putrefaSion, have the fame fmejl. 
The way in which I would account for 
the formation of the hepatic gas, is, 
tM the volatile alkali which is contained 
in thefe phnts, uniting with the fulphur* 
^xvaanbeparful^buriSi which afterwards, 
in another ftate of putrefaction, being by 
iome means decompofed, either by the 
air or an acid, the hepatic gas is evolved. 
Hepatic ga^ is known to be compofed of 
a certain portion of fplphur, held in fo- 
lution by hydrogenp 1 fo we need not 
have recourir, for the formation of the 
l^patic ^, to the uniting fulphur with 
an alkali ; b)it to the hydrogcne which 
is fbnned during the putrefaction, taking 
up a certain portion of the fulphur, and 
holding it in folution. The lame thing 
nay be faid of the phofphoric gas* 
i here is in the parilh of Kirkpatric 
Flceming, in the county of Dumfrielhirei 
* jvge plain compofed of b)ack vegetable 
foil I wnichy tcconling to the common 
fcport of the country people, was ori* 
Suttliv a deep lough, or ^t of watpr, 
hat which has be«n fince filled up through 
^nc and the common procefs of nature^ 
la the centre of this plain* which is two 
miles over, there is a fpring of ftrong 
felphuroous yn»fti full j ^ .ftrong 39 th^ 



of Mpffat m Scotland, or Harrowgate 
in England. A* this well is in tht 
centre of a large plain containing de- 
cayed vegetables, and as it is the only 
fpring in the place, it would appear that 
the water, impregnated with the hepatic 
gas from the decaying vegetables, ia 
carried to it by filtration, and there form» 
a ftream of hepatic water. The well at 
Moffat, which yields hepatic water, it 
fituated at the bottom of a mountaia 
which is covered with decayed veg»« 
tables, or is rather a raofs or moor* 
And I believe if other wells which pro« 
duce this water were carefully examined^ 
they would be found to take their origia 
from fonie bed of decayed vegetables or 
putrid water. Peai^ which is a dried 
vegetable earth, when burnt, if the aihet 
be iUrred while hot in a dark roomy wf 
may perceive a fulphureous flame amone 
them . Did the fire, wh ile burning, caoi^ 
a neceflary decompofition of the pe«t^ 
or did the fulphur exift in the peat ready 
formed ? 

Thele obfervations tend to prove that 
fulphur is made vifible by the decom* 
polition of the animal or vegetable fub* 
liance ; but not to (hew the manner in 
which the fulphur is formed. I am led 
to conceive, that during vegetatioh there 
is a certain procefs in the plant, by which 
it is enabled to create fulphunc acid* 
which immediately joins itfelf to part of 
the plant, or to the vegetable fixcci alkali 
forming vitriolic iartarf in the fiunt 
manner as we fee a certain procefs going 
on in animal life, forming different acids^ 
as tartareous, faccaiine, phofphoric, &c« 
But during combuftion, the oxigene of 
the acid uniting itielf with the carbono 
or inflammable gas, forms carbonic acid^ 
or water, leaving the fulphur, which* 
being expofed to the air and heat, takei 
f^tt and burns. The fame thin^ vil| 
take place durinjr decompofition m tht 
cafe of putrefa^lion } but then the fuU 
phur w»ll unite itfelf with the volatile 
alkali I and being decompofed will form 
fulphui'ic gas, uniting with the fuper* 
abundant hydrogene. As there is % 
sreater decompofition going forward ia 
hot climates than in cold ones, confc- 
<)i|^tly there will be more fulphur found 
\XL the former than the latter i vokanog 
lyiuft therefore form nkuch fulphur by # 
ouiick decompofition of veeietablesi &«• 
£>r wherever they are, prodigioua quattr 
title* <^ A»)f l|ttf fit to be fot^ . 
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« RAKING leave of a beloved 
, Jl friend/* fays a pleafmg writer, 
** is a paini'u] difajgre^ble tafk ^ *ti$ a 
Irttrc trial to the fcnrthility of a feeling 
lieart." — It awakens all the emotions of 
the foni, and' fills the bi-eaft with painful 
Rgret. After a temporary nrfidence with 
a friendy whom we cfteem for the inte- 
gnty of his principles^ and love for the 
benevolence of his difpofition, we feel a 
¥oid, when firft deprived of his fociety, 
which time alone caii remove. We raifs 
tbe pieafure of hearing fentimetits con- 
genial with our own j after having been 
accuftomed to the freedom of intimacy, 
mod the cordiality of friend fliip, we na- 
turally look for the indulgence, which 
vjider thofe relations we have enjoyed j 
and lenfibly feel the difference between 
the benignant treatment of a friend, and 
the diftaat civility of ftrangcrs. Our 
^ars, ever ready to take the alarm, may 
Ibgge^ the poflibility of the parting 
being a final one; an idea, when our 
bearts are warmed with the rccoUcdkion 
of his friendly attention to us, pregnant 
with mifery. To be imaffe^ed at fuch 
a parting (if that indeed be poflible !), 
argues a heart naturally cold and infen- 
Shkt or rendered eminently depraved by 
a long- continued cour(e of vicious pur- 
fuits. He, who can ftand fuch a /hock 
unmoved, will be fubjccl to iew of the 
pan^ that agonize the hearts of themoi^ 
rieehng. That nice -perception of pain 
and pieafure, which diftinguilhes the fons 
of genius and delicacy, he is a Granger 
to; from the evils, which they are 
doomed to difcovcr in many occurrences 
of life, he is fhielded by dulnefs and in* 
lenfibility. From circumftances alfo, 
which td them prove the pureft fources 
of delight, he can derive no fatisfa^lion ; 
if his mileries are few and tranfient, fo 
are his joys -, with the pleafuret of me- 
lancholy he will be utterly unacquainted, 
the luxury of grief he will be incapable 
of experiencing. . It was with lenfiitions 
of a far different defcription that I lately 
parted from Horatio, the companion of 
toy youth, and the friend of my riper 
years. When at fchooi he was remark- 
able for a calm evennefs or difpofition> 
which few of the common perplexities of 
childhood could difturb; and a difin- 
tcr^fted gcnerofity of temper, which en- 



deared him to all his companions. Ifn- 
impeilcd by the fpur of emulation, little 
deiirous of furpaffing his young dafs- 
fqllows, he was notwithftanding generally 
the leader of his little band j the piea- 
fure he derived from reading was a fuf- 
ficient inducement to ftudy, and his good 
fenfe made him anxious to polTefs him- 
felf of ail the advantages to be derived 
from a liberal education. His little fou]» 
devoid of ambition, ligbed ftot for dif- 
tin^ion : content with the placid (atif- 
faflion of his own mind, he looked not» 
he wiihed not, for applaufe ; he could fee 
without regret thofe honours paid to 
another which his fuperior merits mi^t 
have claimed. As he grew older, thefe 
traits in his charafler becoming more 
ft ri king, at length attra6\ed the notice 
of his father, who, inftead of cherifliing 
and bringing them to miturily, en<i^- 
voured to ii'ific them in their birtb. 
Mr. — ~, who in the fervice of the 
public had enriched and aggrandized his 
family, detennined the Houfe of Com- 
mons fhouki be the theatre for the dif- 
play of his Ton's abilities ; ,to fee him a 
confpicuous a6lor dn that buftling ftage 
became the firft wifli of his heart* and the 
fond expectations he entertained of his 
fticcefs were well juftified by the early 
genius and rifsng talents of his ion. The 
particular turn of Horatio*s mind he 
coniidered as unfortunate, and likely to 
counteract his future views : in order to 
obviate this impediment, he drove to 
implant in his youthful mind the feeds of 
ambition, and to convert his open in- 
genuoufnefs into worldly cunning. Ho- 
ratio perceived his father's intentions, 
and lecretly lamenied that their ideas of 
happinefs were fo widely different. After 
taking a degree at Oxford, he fet out on 
his travels, and continued abroad for 
three years j during which time he gained 
a thorough knowledge of the laws and 
conftitutions of the different ftates he 
vifited, and of the manners and cuftoms 
of their inhabitants. lie returned to his 
native country with a head ftored with 
uiefol information, and a heart teeming 
with benevolence. Soon after his ar*- 
rival, hsr took hi^ feat in the Houle.fer 
the borough of — , and delivered his 
■maiden fpeech in an important debate 
with great eife4^* It was aboat the fame

Though grieved for the 

(oft of 1 beloved parent, yet releafed by 

tils event from eveiy tie upon his in- 

cimaiion, Hoiatio bcutated not a moment 

ia (he choice of his future l;fc. The 



ftormy path of politics, with its dazzling 
promifes of wealth and greatneis, he 
willingly refigncd to his younger and 
more ambitious brother, and indulged 
his own wifhes in entering more imme- 
diately into the fervice of his maker. 
With what gratitude did he raife his eyes 
to Heaven on finding himfelf conveyed 
from the troubled ocean of public life to 
the calm repofe of his native fields, to the 
palloral care of his flock, and to the 
peaceful pleaiures of retirement ! It waa 
not Ion? before his Julia fhared and ia> 
creifed his happinefs. Though by (ho 
wary fons of carefuinrfs this would have 
been deemed an imprudent conne^on, 
Horatio haftened to fnatch her to his 
bofom, as if apprehcnfive of. being pre« 
vented, by the readier zeal of another, 
from poffeffing himielf of fuch atrealune. 
He. has now arrived at the fommit of his 
wilhes. Far from requiring more thaa 
he poffefTes, he would think his prelcnt 
fituation ill exchanged for the moft 
fplendid eftabliihment. ' His heart ac«» 
knowledges content for its inmate, and 
dilates to receive her with all her accom* 
panying virtues. A fcrupulous attention 
to the duties of his holy office engrofles 
a great part of his time, luid conititutes 
his principal enjoyment. Happy In pro- 
portion to his power of communicating, 
happinefs to others,, his conftant en- 
deavour is to perievere in the path of vir- 
tue, and his greateft pleafure to recover 
the w^dering fteps of others from the 
road of vice. His Julia, the &ithful 
companion of all his joys and forrows^ 
unites with him in his works of love 3 
and while Ihe fheds the tear of fympathy 
at a tale of diftrefs, fpares not ber efforts 
to raife and exhilarate the fpirits of the 
alHiaed. Their gentle affability and 
condeicending manners win the affefiions 
of their more afHuent neighbours ; while 
the humble cottager, the happy penfioner 
oftheir bounty, vainly feeks tor language 
to cxprefs the gratetul feelings of his 
heart. Thus ian6liijring/ the gifts of 
fortune by rendering them fubfervient to 
the purpofes of virtue, they have opened 
to tnemfelves a fource of pure and un« 
alloyed enjoyment \ and if the great, 
amidfl the trappings of guilt and tht 
fplendour of faihion, (hould furvey with 
contempt their gentle happinefs, they in 
return '< can look with pity on the great, 
and blefs their humbler lot.'*

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IAMES9 PIRST DUKE OF ORMOND. 

(Some dwuftic information relative 10 bis 
life and cbarader, concluded* } 

HIS Grace, in February 1688, went on 
his journey to Combury, where after 
fomc ftay he returned back in the fpring 
to London^ and was very ill of the gout 
until the end of May} being then re- 
covered, the King and Queen came to 
Bath, and his Grace, intemiing to follow 
hia Majefty in his whole progrefs, and 
with a confiderable train, was m Auguft 
9^n difablcd by the gout, and kept his 
chamber it>r a month at Badmington. 
Kis Majefty pafiing that way in his 
^lAg from Bath to Cheiter, and in his 
icturn back, vifited his Grace in hia 
chamber. 

- <« I continued,** fays Sir Robert 
Southwell, « tor this month' with his 
Grace, and lay fo near him, as often in 
file night to hear him at his devotions : 
be had compofed fome excellent praycfrs 
on ieveral occaiions, which have lince 
appeared amonglV his papers.** In fe- 
"Vcrai difcourfes which he had with Sir 
Kobert about this time, his Grace added 
another tefttmony to Soloinon^s opinion 
of the *uantty of aU human things ; and 
though this is a truth fo generally known, 
that it feems almoll Itale to fuggeft it, 
its ufe cannot be too often enforced in 
feftraining the madnefs of ambition, and 
the too eager purfaits of the worlds The 
JXike of Ormond, defcended from one of 
the firft families in Europe, pofiefling 
with -a fplendid fortune two dukedoms, 
iMppy hi a wife and the high eftablifit- 
ments of a numerous oflfspring, handfome 
In his perlbn> a man of talents, &c. &c. 
<k— yet this man, from the full experience 
l»f lift (though enjoyed in .its hi^heft 
and moft flattering (calc), often declaimed 
** againft the emptinels of all worldly 
things— of hoDouf, riches, favour, nay 
even of family and poitcrity itfelf.** 

Difcourllng one day on the cIiara6lerof 
Charlea the Second, Sir Robert South* 



well a{ked the Duke of Ormond, how 
early he thought it was that the King 
appeared to be a Roman Catholic, on 
which he replied, '•That his £rft fuf" 
picions were whilft his Majefty was iff 
Flanders ; for though he never faw that 
zeal and tendemefs as to divine things 
which he often wifhed, yet from what be 
could fee, his inclinations looked a little 
that way ; however, fo little (added hit 
Grace), that I thought upon i>etuming 
to his kingdom, it would quit« wear- 
oflr.'' 

His Grace hired a feat in Dorfetfhircf 
called Kingfton-Hall, where lie hoped, 
by the benefit %i that Champam country 
and good air, both to recreate hi^lr 
and to conBim his health. At his de* 
parture from Badmington to go to thi» 
^lace, fo much were his former Services 
forgotten at Courf, that he cxclakned* 
<< He had not one friend left at White* 
hall, to write him the yery common oc«- 
currences that pafled/* 

It was during this winter that he be- 
gan to feel tM darting of fome diarv 
pains from his neck towards hta heaci* 
He had alfo fome fwelling^ or diforder in 
his throat, which often mterrvpted his 
iwallowing j but at the end of March he 
was taken with fo violent a fever, that 
he was twice let blood y and it was by 
bliftering, cupping, and the tife of the 
bark, that he was refcued from the 
grave. 

<< I was with him,** continties Sir 
Robert Southwell^ « for about three 
weeks in April (i683), in which time 
his Grace was free to difcourfe over the 
many memorable accidents of his life f 
and in fpeaking of things at prelent, he 
lamented his Majefty (James the Second) 
flioukl be adviftd to put fuch qoeftions 
as then paflcd to mcA of undoubted loy« 
alty ; that for his own part, he had ever 
been, not only zealous to ferve the crown, 
b\K even to pleaic h\% prince \ that he 
did in truth think the Popiih Lords had 
hardlhip and injudicc, when deprived of 
fitting in the Houle^ as it was their rig:ht 
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and inheritance *• But notyvithlhindin^ 
that, the danger of difpenfiiiff with thete 
laws wa< now become Co vifible, that he 
dill not fee how any m^n could, in good 
canlcicnce, be ahtent from the Houle 
whenever that came to be a queftion.*' 

On Friday the aid of June his Grace 
wai Iriad with a cold Ihivcring fit of an 
ague, which though it was foon removed, 
be ft ill loft ground j however he continued 
at timet to take the air in a coach. 

OnWednelday the 18th of July he 
was for half a dozen miles abroad with 
the Lady OfTory j and although he i-e- 
taraed back ill, yet he was for the next 
two days fomewbat better, and walked a 
HttJe about the houfe $ but on the Friday 
evening be was |^e|i with a painful 
ftitch in his fide, which, however, was 
that night' by Come application well mi- 
tigated. 

On Saturday the sift of July, when 
his fteward Mr. Clerk came to him in 
the morning, " James,'* faid he, " This 
day four years was a melancholy day to 
me, by the lofs of my wife.'' 

He aftei-wards fpoke of indifl^nt 
things, and afked bis fteward, << When 
it was that Sir Robert Southwell had, in 
his laft letter, promifed to be there ?" 
Though he took delight to fee the little 
ionl Thurles (his great grandfon) play 
before him, yet he frequently inquired' 
about the hour of the day, and direded . 
bis chaplain to prepare the lacrament for 
bim next morning by teno'clock,and named 
tbole who ftiould receive it with him. 

About ten o'clock he deiircd to riCt, 
againft the family came into prayers, as 
they were wont j and at getting up, he 
took notice with fome content, that his 
legs were limber, and bended with more 
eal'e, than (jnce he fixft was lick ; which, 
howrver, was nothing elfe than the 
inoynting up of the humour towards the 
Wtal parts : and altiiough, whilft he was 
at prayers, he anfwered diftinftly, and as 
^^ as he was wont, yet it appeared by 
the motions of his countenance, that he 
^ fits of pain which he was willing 
to fupprefs. He kept up alfo till evening 
pcaycrs, which were at three o'clock, 
aad anfwered diftinflly as before. He 
2itei>vards difcouried about indiftmnt 
(biogs, yet was by fits unea/V, fo as. to 
C^ to his fteward, <* James, be fure you 



five thoft papers there in the window to 
ir Robert Southwell, for he will not 
come time enough to find me alive." 

He then defired to return to his bea 
for fome refreihment, and Mr. Clerk, 
perceiving him to decline much fafter 
than he himft If apprehended, afked him 
about four o'clock, if his Grace, inftead 
of receiving the facrament to-morrow (as 
he had appointed), would take it then | 
to which he anfwered ch^arfuUy, " Ave, 
with all my heart." So being aflifted 
by the Earl of Oflfory and his lady, he 
took it with moft exemplary marks of 
piety and devotion. After this he dif. 
courfed freely as before, and told the 
DoAor who fat by, that although he 
found a great decay within him, yet be 
was not then much fenfible of pain. In 
a little while after he called for his fervanr 
to turn him on his fide, to try if he could 
get fome reft ; but when the lervant came 
be found him dving, and within fix mi- 
nutes afterwards he expired. 

. He appointed by his will to be in- - 
terred with his lady and two fons at 
Weftminfter Abbey ) to have it privately . 
done, and not to exceed the ceremony 
that was ufcd for his wife. So caie 
beins; taken of his body, which was now 
by long ficknefs much waftcA and de- 
cayed, It was rolled in fea-cloths, put 
into a thin coffin of lead, and the lead 
one alfo put into a thick coffin of wood* 
which was filled up with pitch, and thefe 
were wrapped up in velvet. It was 
thus, on Wedneiday the ift of Auguft 
(1688), conveyed to the hearfe, and being * 
attended with fix mourning coaches of . 
his Grace's family on the road to Lon* 
don, his body was met near Wcftmmfter 
by his grandfon and many other friends, 
and with all decency there ^depofited on 
Sunday night the 4th of Auguft, the 
Bean reading the fervice. 

His Grace could remember fome things 
that pafled when he was but three years 
old. He was only four years old, when 
his great- great uncle Earl Thomas died 
in 1614, but he retained a perfeA re- 
membrance of him. That Eai'l lived in 
the reign of Henry the Eighth, King 
Edward the Sixth* Queen Mary, Queen 
Elizabetb, and King James } and hia 
Grace bad feen Kins James the Firft, 
King Charles the Firft, King Charles

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the Second, and King James the Second : 
fo that between them "both, they were 
co-temporary with nine princes ot Eng- 
land. 

•His Grace had alfo (even generations 
inJiis own family : three above, and three 
below himlelf. He had feveral great 

frandchildren» of which the eldeft, Lord 
trance, fon to the Counters of Derby, 
was £ove eight years old at his death. 
Ajod as he was on his death -bed, he had 
the contentment of feeing 'his third and 
fourth generation before his eyes, via. 
his grandfon the Earl of Oflbry, and his 
great grand ion Thomas Vifcount Thurles, 
who was near two years old. 

He parted with thefe, and all the 
glories of the world, with a ftcady and 
unihaken mind. He fealed tip his faith 
in the Communion of the Church of 
England, and enjoyed what he had ever 
prayed for— that of not out- living his 
snteileas. 

The chancer of tlic Duke of Ormond 
comes down to pofterity with that refpefl 
wiiich (hould attach to fuch exalted cha- 
raSers. In rank he was of one of the 
firft families in Europe ; as, befide a 
Jong race of ennobled anceftors, he 
claimed the honour of an alliance with 
Edward the Firft and Queen Elizabeth. 
He himfelf 'was thrice Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, a Duke in that kingdom as 
well as in England, a Knight of the moft 
noble Order of the Garter, and for many 
years Lord High Steward of his Majefty 
(King Charley the Second's) houfehold. 

Theie diftinguiftied honours he not 
only bore with dignity and propriety, 
but Shewed himfelf the Nobleman 'under 
every pfefTure of advcrfity, whether arifm^ 
from unforefecn and unavoidable events, 
or the malice of his enemies. During 
the troubleibme reign of Charles the 
Firft, iie (hewed every fpecies of aflivity 
and loyalty in favour of that unfortunate 
Monarch, which fervices I^.e continued to 
iiis fon, Charles the Second, during his 
banlfbment, as well in thofe happier 
days after his reftoration. Hew he was 
rewarded by that Monarch has been feen 
in the above Memoirs, and exhibits an- 
other trait of the thoughtlcls difpofition 
of Charles, who in a great degree facri- 
iiccd his father's and his own moft dif- 
intercfted friend to the intrigues of 
profligate courtiers, and the malice of 
abandoned miftreftes. 

The Duke was no fcholar, though it 
might be fuppofed this was his own 
fault, being placed by King James the 
Firft, »t the age of nine years old, under 



the prote6^ion of Archbift^op Abb^t ; 
bat his family eAatc being uxider feqnsC- 
traiion at that time, and haviDg no tU 
lowance from the Kine, we mid *^ be 
was but very indifferently entertained by 
hH Grace, and had very little icbooiiog 
beftowed upon him.'' The little Latin 
he picked up was under one Conycrs, a 
Roman Catholic tutor, at Finchley, near 
Barnet ; and this, with a competent 
knowledge of the French and Italian, 
were ail his literary acquifaions. He 
was, howeveis a man of a itrong mind, 
quick parts, with much obfcrvation; 
and having feen a great deal of the world, 
he profited by his experience. 

Of his military exploits the civil wars 
of Ireland fpcak in very refpe^able 
terms : always dilieent^nd a£live when 
any thing was likely to be done for the 
inteiefl of the nation, yet never lo&ig 
fight of that coolnefs and precaution 
which fliould belong to able Generals. 
In the play of TheKehearfal, no doubt, 
there is a flur attempted to be thrown on 
his chara^er, in the debate which Prince 
Volfcius is fuppofed to hold with him* 
felf relative to love and honour, thereby 
alluding to thr Duke^s lofmg Dublin to 
the rebels, whilft he was toying with a 
miftiefs $ but this being only the dra- 
matic aftertion of his moft profefied and 
inveterate enemy, and a roan of kqowa 
profligacy, it ought not to be admitted 
to affe^l his chara6er. 

In his civil capacity he was a man of 
bufinefs and integrity, and fupported the 
high offices he went through with a dig- 
nity equal to his rank, and an bofpitality 
even iuperior to his great fortune )• his 
political and intimate connexions indeed 
beft i'peak his praile, as the two friends 
whom he moft airociatedwith>in the Court 
of Charles the Second, and wIk> loved and 
fupported him with the moft cordial re- 
turns of friendftiip, were Garmdon and 
S$utbampiony names that will be ever 
dear to EngUftimen for their virtue and 
their talents. 

In his familiar life he was gay, elegant^ 
and chearhil % a great encourager of the 
Theatitis, and of learned men in all pro- 
feflions : Carte lays, in his life ot the. 
Duke of Ormond, " That he frequently 
ufed to pafs a night with Dryden, and 
thole with whom Dryden conforteJ i" 
—"who they were (lays Dr. Johnfon) 
Carte has not told \ but certainly the 
table at which Ormond fat was not fur- 
rounded with a plebeian focicty." 

To all the branches of his family h« 
was tender and afFcdionate, and he h»d 
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the happinefs of having that afFeflion 
proportionablv repaid him, which we 
have a fpirited and duteous tnftance of ii» 
that fine reply made by hit fbn the Earl 
of Olfgry, in oppoiition to the charges 
brought againft his father by Lord 
Shaltclbury 5 where, by artfully repeat- 
ing wha( the Duke did wi do, he brings 
mieriew all the profligate and uncon- 
ftitutional anions of his adverfary. 

To fum up all> the Duke of Omiond 
was a fiDcere and orthodox Chriiiian ; 
which character he Supported invariably 
in a Court, and under the influence of a 
Maftcr, where ChriAianity was not only 
out of fafliion, but attempted to be 
thrown into ridicule and diigrace. 

CONGREVK. 

It 18 not always that the temper of an 
:^eeable writer correfponds with his 
literary chara6Ver, or that the familiar 
difpoiition of an eminent writer can be 
faithfully handed down to pofterity ; we 
have documents for both in the chara^er 
of Congi-eve, as moft of the wits and 
poets of his time fpeak of him, inde- 
pendant of his talents, " as a chearful» 
igreeable, friendly man.'* Swift pays 
him this acknowledgement : " I dropped 
in for an hour or two on Will Congreve } 
and, notwithftanding the complaint in 
his eyes, which at times pains Lim, he 
entertained me much by his lively and 
agreeable talents/* And Gay, in one of 
his letters to Swifl many years after- 
wards, thus fpeaks of him : «< Mr. 
Coogreve I fee often j he labours ftill 
under the fame afl!i6Hons as to his fight 
and gout j but in his intervals of health, 
he has not loft any thing of his agreeable 
chearful temper. «- 1 ^ed all the lait 
fcaibn with him at Bath, and I have 
peat reafon to value myfelf upon his 
n^iendihip, for I am fure he hncercly 
wilhcs me well/* 
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Atalantis,** &c. (he was likewife a co^ 
adjutor with Swift in many political 
things which he wrote during his reii- 
dence in England at the latter end of 
Queen Aime's reign j particularly in 
Tiie Examiners, and in drawing up a 
Narrative of Guifcord's Attempt upon 
the Life of Lord Oxford. He ufed to 
call her one of his Befl underUatbers as 
an author \ and thus fpeaks generally of 
her in a letter to a friend, dated in the 
yeari7ii : 

** Poor Mrs. Manly the author is very 
ill of a dropfy and fore leg \ the printer 
tells me he is afraid fhe citnnot live long* 
I am heartily fornr for her ; fhe has very 
generous principles for one of ber font 
and a great deal of good fenfe and'^ In- 
vention. She is about forty years of age^ 
a very homely and very fat—,"

ARCHBISHOP SECKER. 

At the coronation of the prefent King, 
Sir Thomas Rcbinfon (commonly cnlled 
long Sir Thomas) walked as Due D*Ac» 
ottittaine in the proceflion ; but it fb* 
kappened, that at the dinner given in the 
hall, there was#io cbair provided for him, 
which put him in a great paflion with a 
very rcfpcftable Gentleman in the medi- 
cal profeflion ilow living, who afteJ 
fro fotma on that day as the Arch- 
bifhop's Rcgifter. The next day this 
Medical Gentleman dining in private 
with the Archbifliop at Lambeth, his 
Grace was obferving how well and or- 
derly all things went on the day before* 
*< Nay, not lo well, p'eafe your Grace 
(fays the other), as I had a ^tstXfracai 
with Sir Thomas Robinfbni ^6r not pro- 
viding htm a cbair at the entertainment, 
as if It was my bufinefs to get him tint* 
*' And indeed. Sir,'* favsthe Archbifhop 
very gravely, ** I think with fome jus- 
tice : for though you may not be able to 
get him a cbair^ it furely was ha jQUt 
power to give him aftoot.** 



(Ts he continued octqfionally,) 
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THE Works of Dr. Smollett are at 
length partially co Healed, and pub- 
lifhed in • a more rerpetlable form than 
they have hitherto been. At the prefent 
})eriod, when prejudice and partiality 
have in a great meafure ruf)hded, his 
merit may be fairly citimated. His ex- 
cellencies were certainly many and great, 
and his defers trifling an|i infignihcant. 
He has, however, had the lot to be more 
read than applauded, and lefs applauded 
than many other writers who nave not 
poireiTed a tythe of his genius. From 
Dr. Moore's account, he appears to have 
^fen compelled to write for fubOftence ; 
and where that is the cafe, multitudes of 
faults ought to be overlooked and for- 
given. 

Dr. Moore has prefixed to the prefent 
Edition a iketch of thoi'e variations of 
manners in Europe which gave rife to 
that particular ipeeies of writing for 
which Dr. Smollett was fo much diftin- 
guifiied, in which fome very early cuf- 
toms and inftitutions aae comprehended. 
This diilertatioii, which might with 
cc^ual propriety be added to tiie works 
of any other novelilt as to thofe of Smoi- 
let, is compiled from Warton and other 
writers, and contains little but what fs 
far-fetched, and can be only with diffi- 
culty tbund applicable to the fubjefl. 

The life of Dr. Smollett is dcferving 
:of more attention. He was of an ancient 
>nd rcfpfeftablc family in the county of 
'Dunbarton, where one of his anceftors 
was fettled early in the fifteenth century. 
His father was a younger brother, and 
bred to no profcffion j but after his mar- 
riage was provided for by a life-rent of 
thf ho\tf« and farm of Dalquliuro^ on the 



banks of the Lcven, near the family man- 
fion of Bonhill, which, with an annuity, 
made his income about 300I. a year. 
He afterwards died, and left his family 
entirely dependent on the bounty of their 
grandfather. 

Dr. Smollett was bom in the ycar.1711, 
and baptized Tobias George, as appears 
from the records of the parifh of Card- 
rofs, to which that part of the vale lying 
between Loch Lormond and the town of 
Dunbarton belongs. He was firft fent 
to the Grammar School at Dunbarton, 
from whende he was removed to Glaf- 
gow, on account of the fuperior oppor- 
tunities which the latter affords for im- 
provement* In Glafgow he formed aa 
intimacy with fome young (ludents of 
phyfic and furgcry. In that country the 
education for both is nearly the iamc : 
all who are intended for the profeflion of 
furgery alio ftudy medicine. Smollett's 
intimacy with thofe ftudents, more than 
any great taftc for the ftudy, determined 
him to become one of their number ; and 
by the advice of his relations he was en- 
gaged as an apprentice to Mr. John 
Gordon, at that time a furgeon of ex- 
tenfive praftice. During his apprentice- 
ship, Smollett attended the anatomical 
and medical le£lures in the Univerfity. 
They did not, however, engrofit his at- 
tention fo far as to prevent his making 
confiderable progrefs alio in what after- 
wards became his favourite ftudy, name- 
ly, the chara^^ers of mankind, which now 
appeared to him on a larger theatre, and 
in greater variety, than he had hitherto 
had any opportunity of viewing th«m. 

At Glalgow he began to direft the 
edge of his boyifti (atire againft fuch 
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gixen and fcanty (hoots of aflfeflation 
and ridicule as the foil produced, and of 
which he ai'terwards found a ripe and 
plentiful crop in the capital. The diaf'ts 
of his wit were not even then confined to 
the youthful circles of coquetry and fop- 
pery, but were fometimes aimed at more 
fonnal and ferious aiTemblies. Some of 
thefc performances are laid to have been 
fuii of humour, but none of them have 
been prelcrved. 

After the death of his grandfather Sir 
James Smollett, the chikiien of his 
youngcft fon were in a very unfortunate 
Situation; for although he had main- 
tained them in a decent manner until that 
pctiod, it was found at his death that he 
nad made little or no provifion for them. 
Our author's apprenticefliip being there- 
fore finiflied, he determined to leave 
Scotland, and try his fortune in London. 

He fet out accordingly with a fmall 
fum of money, and a very large aflbrtment 
of letters of recommendation. Whether 
bis relations intended to compenfate for 
the fcantinefs of the one> by their pro. 
fiiiion in the other, is uncertain ; but he 
has been often heard to declare, that 
their liberality in the lalt article 'was 
prodigious. 

The only fituation, however, which 
»11 thefc recommendations could procure 
him was that of furgeon's mate to a 
ftipofthe line. In this ofHce he aclcd 
K the unfortunate expedition to Cartha- 
B^na, in the year 1741. Of this he 
wrote an account, a flcetch of which was 
publi/hed in the Adventures of Rotlerick 
Kandom, and afterwards more circum- 
ftantially in a Compendium of Voyages, 
in ftvcn volumes, iimo. 

Smollett was foon difgufted with his 
fituation, and although he had a certainty 
of being promoted, he quitted the fervice 
in the Weft Indies, and refided fome 
time in the illand of Jamaica, where he 
firit became acquainted with a lady of 
the name of Laicelles, whom he after- 
wards ofiarried. 

He returned to London in the year 
i74^> after the rebellion was entirely 
Wflicd by the battle of Cullodcn 5 and 
the reports of exccflive feverities exercifed 
>n the Highlands being much circulated, 
. occafioned him to write his beautiful 
^Me, beginning 

Moym, haplef* Caledonia ! mourn 
Thy banilhM peace, thy laurels torn ! 

About autumn 174.6, he began his 
career as an author by the publication of 
a Jiuirc, catitlcd " Advice," in which 



he not only attacks, with all the fever ity 
of Juvenal, fome of the moft odiou« 
vices of the times, but alfo names or 
points out in a manner not to be milUken 
ieveral individuals, diftlnguiflied by their 
rank, offices, or riches, who were fuf-* 
pefted of them. This poem, though 
poflefled of confiderable poetical merits, 
was far more calculated to injure \\'ui\ 
from the refentment it kindled in tlte 
breafts of individuals, than to be uieful 
to him by the dii*play of his talents. 

He was applied to by Mr. Rich, at 
that time patentee of Covent Garden, to 
write an opera, which he executed ac- 
cordingly. It was entitled ** Alcette ;" 
but a difpute taking place between the 
author and the manager, the opera was 
never a^ed nor pub lifted. This quarrel 
obtained for Rich the diftinflion oi being 
mentioned in another fatire, entitled 
•* Reproof,'* a fecond part of the for- 
mer, publifhed about the beginning of 
the year 1747. R'^^h was not of a tem- 
per to be dillurbed by this fpecics of 
vengeance. Every dramatic prod u<^ ion 
of Dr. Smollett was now precluded from 
Covent Garden Theatre. He foon after 
had a mifunderllandlng with Mr. Gar- 
rick, and was puflied by the violence of 
his temper to infcrt into the romance of 
Roderick Random, fome uncandid and 
unjuft oblervations and criticifins on that 
great a6lor*s condu61. Although Mr. 
GaiTick was as fenfible as Rich was 
callous to attacks of this kind. Dr. 
Smollet himfclf was probably the grealcft 
liifferer by this intemperance, as he had 
now reafon to believe, that every dramatic 
piece of his would be as effectually ex- 
cluded from Drury Lane as from the 
©ther Royal Theatre. 

In the year 174.S he publiftied The 
Adventures of Roderick Random, a 
work replete with humcur, which de- 
lighted tne public at the time,* and is ftill 
a favourite with many. In this novel 
he is fuppofed to have introduced many 
of his own adventures, and by it he ac- 
quired much more reputation than mo- 
ney. He was advifcil therefore, in the 
following year (174-^) to publifli the 
tragedy of The Regicide, which he had 
written at the age of eighteen, by fub- 
fcription ; and in the preface he has 
given a circumftantial detail of all the 
difficulties and difappointments he ha(i 
met with in attempting to get it upon 
the ft age, although he had already done 
the fame in the ftory of Mclopoyn in 
Roderick Random. 

In the fummcr cf 1750 Dr. Sm'^liett 
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went to Paris/ and about that time, or 
while thercy wrote Peregrine Pickle, 
which was publifhtd in the next year 
(1751}* Dr* Mocre«pit8 to notice, 
that in 1752 Dr.' SmoH^tiC miblifheii a 
pamphlet, entitles! «* An Eu'ay on the 
external UCc of Water, in a Letter to 
Dr. ••*♦, with particular Remarks up- 
cn the prcfent Method of ufmg the Mi- 
neral Waters at Bath in Somerlctftiire,*' 
^ro. In this he engaged, as was his 
pr.i.rticc, with fome warmth in a difpute 
then ii-.ljJiiting amongit the medical people 
of Bath, where he leems to have been 
then retried. This is the only perform- 
ance he ever publifhed in tl;c line of his 
profelfion, and ought not to have been 
excluded from his works. 

His next work, which Dr. Moore does 
not gi*e the date of, was The Adventures 
of Ferdinand Count Fathom, publiihed 
^ >753» 2nd in the fame year he gave 
a Droi)f of the impetuofity of his cha- 
jraSer by the ra(h manner in which he 
chaftifcd a perfon who had beliavtd to 
feim with ingratitude and rudcnefs. A 
few (frokes with a cane acrols the fliouJ- 
dcrs were exaggerated by this man and 
hiscounfel * into an intended aflallination, 
and a profccution in the King's Bench 
was commenced accordingly j but in 
ipite of all the mifreprefentation of ma- 
I ce, the good fenle of an Englifli Jury 
diflingui/])ed between an unprcmrtiirated 
afl'ault, and the fudden imp u lie of a 
Gentleman in repelling unprovoked rude- 
nefs. Dr. Smollett was honourably ac- 
quitted. 

In 1755 Dr. Smollett publiihed a 
Tranflation of Don Qu^ixcte, in a vols. 
4to. He has been accuied of not havini^ 
had a fufficient knowledge of the Spani/n 
language, when he untiertook that tafk i 
but it is certain he took pains to make 
himfclf mailer of the fubje(ft. Imme- 
diately on its being ...lifhed, he went to 
his native^ country, to vifit his friends 
and relations, for whom he is faid to 
have maintained unfhaken fteadinefs, and 
that affeftionate prejudice, for which the 
natives of Scotland are accufed by their 
philolbphical neighbours. 

Soon after his arrival at London* Dr. 



Smollett was prevailed upon to undertake 
the conducing of The Critical Revitjr, 
which Cv;mmenced in January 1756* 
However adequate his taAe and judgment 
in literary works may have been for fuch 
an undertaking, it certainly was not 
fuitable to a man of his temper and acute 
fen fib ill ty, as it exuofed him to continual 
attacks from authors, whofe perform- 
ances were cenfured, or in their opinion 
not fuHiciently praifed in The Review, 
This cccalioned frequent controverfieSi 
the acrimony of which was foroetimcf 
greater than his patience, which was not 
his molt fhining virtue, could bear. 

Previous to his undertaking The Cri- 
tical Keview, Dr. Smollett having given 
up all thoughts of prafiice as a phyficiaoi 
had retired to Cheliea, a iltuation at a 
ilifHcient diilance from London to pre- 
vent his literary occupations from being 
ditturbed, and fufficiently near to prefcrvt 
his hopes of feeing his friends as often 
as his Iciiure would permit. 

In 1757 his farce of The Reprtfal, or 
The Tars of Old England, was a^ed at 
Drury Lane, and the breach between the 
author and Mr. Garrick was entirely 
clofedj and in May 1758, Dr. Smollett 
became embroiled in a difpute with Ad- 
miral ICnowlcs, whofe chara5)er and 
conduit were treated with much dit 
rtlpetH in The Critical Review of that 
month. Dr. Smollett was deftrous cf 
accommotiating the difference, but the 
Admiral was inexorable. The profe- 
cuiion therefore went on. When the 
caufe came to be heard in the Court of 
King^s Bench, it was ftated by the Ad- 
miral's counfel, that it was not with a 
view to punllh a wi-etched primer that 
his client had raifed the fuit, but to dif- 
cover who had written the ofTenfive ar- 
ticle ; that when he (hould come to the 
knowledge of the author, if he proved to 
be a Gcntlem^, another kind of fatif- 
fa^ion would be demanded of him. 

Dr. Smt'llett no fooner heard thisthao 
he declartd himfelf the writer of the ar- 
ticle in queltion, and gave the Admiral 
to imderlland that he was ready to give 
him the i'atisfacliun to which his counfel 
alluded. This declaration, however, had 



• The Hon. Alexander Hume Campbell was the profccu tor's counfel on this occafioo^ 
and gave great occaiton of offence to Dr. Snwllett, in his manner of condu^ng the oufe, 
which occaAoned Dr. SmoUett to pen an expofluUtory letter to him, the rough dnfc of which 
was fsnt to Mr. Madierche for his approbackm. This letter Dr. Moore prints, as he (tyi% 
from Dr. Andcrfon's Life of Dr. SmoUeit. He fcems not to know what Dr. Aoderfoo 
certanly did, though he fupprcflid the notice of it, that tliis letter and two more were firft 
pubiifhed in The European Magazine for March 17S4. The original manu(iaiftSj in Dr. 
Smo)kU*s hand-wricini, are ftiU in our poflclfiOQ. ' , 
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10 other ttStSi {than that of becoming the 
^wndation of a new profecution againft- 
tiK DoAor haalelfy in coniequence of 
^Uch he was fined in lool.and fentenced 
to three months imprifomnent in the 
King's Bench prifon. 

Previous to this the complete Hiftory 
of Englandy in four volumes 4to. was 
pubii/hed, in the year 1758. It has been 
<ieclarcd, and never contradiaed, that 
thi$ work was compo(ed and finilhed for 
il»5 prefs in fourteen months. It cer- 
tainly is no fufBcient ap«logy for a )ite> 
nry work being ill cofnpofed, that it 
wascompoicd haftily; but the ihortnels 
of the time bellowed on this performancei 
joined to the (hare of merit which cannot 
he denied to it, will make this Hiitory be 
confidered as one of the moft ftr iking 
proofs of facility in writing that ever 
wai given. - Though interlpcrfcd' with 
few of thofe reflexions which conAitute 
what is called the philofophy of hiftory, 
Md which diftingui^ the hiftories of 
Gibbon, Robertfon, and Hume, the 
iprightly vein of Smollett's rapid nar- 
nt'ivt, and the lively colours in whhrh 
"ttny charafters are painted, rendered it 
highly agreeable to the generality of 
rnd«rs. Few authors have written fo 
wfil who have written fo haftily ; and 
aooc have left a ftronger impreffion, that 
Biany of their works are inferior to what 
it was in their po«-er to have rendered 
them. It was afterwards publiftied in 
i^o. in numbers, of which 'the weekly 
fsle amounted to more than^en thoufand. 
Br. Moore negle6ts to mention, that 
in January 17^0, a new periodical pub- 
Tication was commenced, to which Dr. 
Smollett *8 name was "appended in all the 
advertiicments, entitled '< The Britifh 
Magarine, or Monthly Rcpofitory," in 
^ch the Adventures of Sir Launcelot 
Greaves firft made their appearance, and 
about the fame time our author permitted 
his name to appear to a Bookfelier^s 
Edition of aTranflation of the Works 
of Voltaire, to which, it is moft pro* 
hable, he gave but little ailiftance. 

At the beginning of the reign of his 
prefent Majdty, in the year 1 761, when 
every channel of calumny was opened, 
»d every vehicle of abuie employed 
sgainft the Earl of Bute, Dr. Smollett 
*^ prevailed upon to write in defence 
of the mea^irea of his adminiftration. 
He accordingly' undertook to publiih a 
weekly paper, called "The Briton," 
which produced the fiimous " North 
Hritoo,** which in le& t^n a year filenced 
iti aata^onift. 



Dr. Moore takes but little notice of 
the Continuation of the Hiftory of Eng- 
land, four volumes of wjiich in 8vo. were 
completed early in 1763, and a fifth in , 
1763, which brought down the hlftory 
to that period. Itlmi been aflertcd, and 
is generally believed, that Dr. Smollett 
fold this wDrk to his printer at a price 
which enabled the purchafer to re-lell it' 
to a city bookfelfcr, on the day the bar- 
gain was made, at a profit of no lei's 
than one thouiiatnd pounds. In 1766 it 
was puWi/hed in two volumes 410. and 
in that year Dr. Smollett again vifited 
Scotland. 

About thi$^ time our author met with ■ 
a misfortane, which touched his heart 
more fenfibly than any he had before en- 
countered z his only child, a daughter 
whofe amiable difpofitions and early ac- 
compliihments Toothed* the cares, flattered 
the hopes, and fixed the aife^^lions, of 
her father, was (hatched from him bjr 
death. 

This calamity, with his own in 
health, and the eameft rcqucft of his 
wife, determined him to leave England, 
and to fpend fome time in a fcreiga 
country and milder climate; a fcheme 
which he accompliflhed, and foon after 
his i%tum publlfhed hW tfavels through 
France and Italy, in the form of Icttera 
from different parts of thofe countries. 

In 1769 he publiihed Tlie Adventures 
of an Atom, a work of a different nature 
from any of his other performances ; 
being a political romance, intended to 
describe, under Japanefe names, the con- 
duct and characters of the leaders of 
party towards the end of the reign of 
George the Second, and the beginning of 
Uiat of George the Third. 

Dr. Smollett never enjoyed good health 
or fpirits after the death of his daughter. 
His laft work was The £x))edition off 
Huntphrey Clinker, publiihed in 1771, 
His complaints having recurred with 
violence, he was preffed by his friends^ 
Dr. Armltrong and Dr. Hunter, to try, 
again the effefls of a milder climate } 
but, as his circumftances could ill fup-" 
port the expence of the journey, aiKl of 
his remaining free from all cai'c but what 
concerned his health, appUcation was 
made to obtain for him the office of Con- 
I'ul at Naples, Leghorn, or Nice, that he 
might enjoy the influence of the Italian, 
climate, without that degree t^^'/oC'lL 
exertion which might ♦^••"•'^''s confti. 
tution. This appli* ^ras fruitlel's. 

He fet out for It^..j, however, early, 
in the year 1770, and after refiding a 
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ftort time at Legliorn, hf withdrew to a 
iTKtfc tranquil and laluiary fituation in 
the neighbourhood of that town, wtoere 
he died about the month otO«Slobcr 1771, 
ill the 51 (I year of his age. A monu- 
ment was ercfeted to his memory by bis 
wife, with an infcription by Dr. Arm- 
Itrong, and in 1774 ^ pillar was ere^^ed 
to commemorate him on the banks of the 
Leven, by his coufin James Smollet, with 
an infcription revifed by Dr. Johnfon. 

Thotigh he died in indigent circum- 
ftances, had he lived a few years longer, 
he would have experienced affluence, as 
he mMii have inherited the efiate of Bon- 
hill, of loool. & vear, bv the death of his 
coulin Mr. Smollett, whofc heir of entail 
Ik was, aid who would in all probability 
have bequeathed him the reft of his ibr- 
lune, ot nearly the fame value, both of 
which fell to the Doaor's fitter Mrs. 
i'cltcr. 

Beiides the performances mentioned by 
Dr. Moore, Dr. Smollett compiled fevcral 
Volumes of the Modem Univcrlal Hif- 
tory, and publifticd, about 1756, a Col. 
iection of Voyages, in which was inferted 
h|s own account of the expedition a^inft 
I'arthagena, which ought to have found 
a place in his worksi In 1776 aIfo,.a 
Trandation of Telemachus was printed 
in his name, and on the ilt of April 1785 
a farce, which was faid to hava been left 
in the hands of a printer, entitled " The 
Iijaclites, or the Pampered Nabob," by 
Dr. Smollett, was afted at Covent Gar- 
den, for the benefit of Mr. Aickin. (S^c 
£hrhp.Mag, A/^rii 17%$, n. 184.) 

Dr. Moure concludes nis account in 
the following manner :— ** The pei*fon of 
Dr. Smollett was ftout and well pro- 
portioned, his countenance engaging, 
his manner reserved, with a certain air 
oidignity that leemed to indicate that 
hP was net unconfcious of his own 
powers. He v\as of a dilpofition fo hu- 
' mane and generous, that he was ever 
reaily to ftrve the unfortunate, and on 
icme occalions to aflilt them beyond 
.-'hat his ciicumllanccs could juttify. 
7*i>o ugh few could penetrate with more 
scutcnefs into charaaer, yet none was 
Die re apt to overlook mifcondu^, when 
attended with misfortune. 

*< He lived in a hoibitable manner, but 
cefpifed that hofpitahty which is founded 
^ '^ •It' ['*-, which entertains only 
tJie*cH**6it^-uation in iifc ilaUcrs th« 



vanity of the entertainer, or fuch as can 
make returns of the fame kind, that 
hofpitality which keeps a debtor and 
creditor account of dinnei's. Smollett 
invited to his plain but plentiful table 
the perfons whof(§ characters he eftecmcd, 
in whofe convcrfation he delighted, and 
many for no other reafon than becauie 
they ftood in need of his countenance and 
protection. 

'< As nothing was more abhorr^t to his 
nature than pertnefs or intrufion, few 
things could render him more indignant 
than a cold reception ; to this, however, 
he imagined he had fometinaes been ex- 
pbfed, on his applications in favour of 
others ; for himlelf he never made an 
application to any great man in his life. 

** Free from vanity, Smollett had a 
confiderabie ihare of pride, and great fen- 
iibility j his paflioos were ealily moved, 
and too impetuous when rouied ; he 
could not conceal his contempt of folly, 
his deteitation of fraud, nor refrain from 
proclaiming his indignation againli evtry 
inftance of oppreflion. 

" Though Smollett i^ofleifeda verlktiliiy 
of ftyle in writingy'which he could accom- 
modate to every charafter, he has no fup- 
plenefs in his conduct. His learning, 
diligence, and natural acutenefa, wouul 
have rendered him eminent in the fcicnce 
of medicine, had he ^crfevered in that 
profciTion i other parts of his c harader 
.^ere ill fuited for augmenting his prac- 
tice. He could neither ftcnip to impoiJe 
on credulity, nor human capi ice* 

** He was of an intrepid, independent, 
imprudent difpolition, equally incapable 
of deceit and adulation, and more dilpofed 
to cultivate the acquaintance of thofe he 
could fcrve than of thofe who could ierve 
him. What wonder that a man of this 
chaia6)er was not what is called fucccfs- 
ful in life."

iMk of Pxonunciatiooy prober names 
'^f9m ibc Greek €utd Latin form fo con-' 
'ideiabk a part of ever^ cultivated Jiving 
l^igiia^, that a Diftionary feems to be 
Inperfea without them. Mr. Walker 
Im therefore, with that indefatigable 
|cdcveraBce and accurate refearch which 
Ivrcdiftingniihcd him through life, pro- 
'teed this defideralumf which will be 
Imd, not ooiy convenient to the polite 
ftholar at a rememhrtmcetf but highly 
vftJul to all thole who have occafion to 
%iue orcoBverlc on a number of fubje^lt 
V'kere the proaunctationof proper names 
jbconftaotly interfiere. 

In the proiecotion of this work the 
ttthor feems to have aimed more at ucili. 
tf than criticilin. He has given a fuller 
and more compktc vocabulary of proper 
Mbcs, than is any where to be met with, 
tad what diftinguiflies his. from every 
ether, he has divided the names into fyl. 
MUes at they ought to be pronounced, 
■pQQ inch principles as are founded in 
the very nature of our language, arid 
^bich immediateiy decide upon the quan- 
tity of manv fyflablet, which without 
mi principles muft remain in a ftate of 
teKertainty. In this he has purfued the 
^me track which he has marked out ii^ 
Vtt Critical Pronoimcing Di^ionarv, by 
fcewing the pRcife bouiK(aties of Greek 
lad Lttin accent and quantity in the pro- 
naciation of Eoglifli. 

His IntroduAion is a vindication of 
i^Enf^iifli pronunciation of the Latin, 
^"lueb IS fo much decried by foreigners, 
ud thoic Eogliflimen who do not enter 
'tiomdly into the queftion \ and he 
clsarly ihews, that though foreigners 
Vpon the whole may pronounce hearer 
te tlie iQcientRoiBans than the EngliAi, 
^ they dife as widely from each other 



as they do in their own knruages i an<f 
have no right to expe£^ the lliigliih (hould 
agree with them, till they agree among 
themlelves \ efpecially when it is con- 
iidered that the Engliih in their pronun« 
ciation of the Latin do exa6lly what other 
nations do, that is, they pronounce it ac- 
cording to the analogy of their native 
tongue. 

His obfervations of the Greek and 
Latin accent and quantity are new and 
curious, he (hews the confufion and un« 
certainty about them among the learned* 
and attempts a iblution of the difficulties 
attending the fubje^b* by firft alcertain- • 
ing the nature of Engliih accent and 
quantity, and then endeavouring to (hew 
what the Greek and Latin accent and 
Quantity mult be to be intelligible. Hit 
di(tin6lion of the fpeaking voice into itt 
two leading inflexions, which imme* 
diately gives us a cleaurer idea of accent 
than we have hitherto feen. Teems not 
unAicceisfuUy applied to explain that of 
the (jreek and Latin ; thoueh after all 
the illuliracion he has given of this poin( 
by demonibratiilg that on every fyltem of 
accent the learned languages mull necef* 
farily have been very monotonous, we 
muft confefs that the (ubjedt ieems ft ill to 
remain in great oblcurity. Perhaps the 
line he has chalked out may be fome guide 
to future difcoverers, for as hejuftlvob* 
(crves, how can we expert to inveftigate 
the Greek and Latin accent and quantity 
when we do not imderftand the nature of 
our own ? 

On the whole we look upon this per* 
formance to be very uleful to moft claftet 
of people ; particularlv to the profelTort 
of the (ine aits, as well as the readers of 
facred and proline hiftorv, politics, poe« 
trv, &c. &c. To puoiic and private 
(cnoois it wiil be perhaps ftiil more ufeful, 
where an early and cladical idea of pro- 
nunciation becomes fo necef&ry an orna- 
mental appendage to knowied{[e in moft 
of thr depsLjrua^nti of Ul^« 
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ThcCaftIc on the Rock j or, Memoirs of the Eldcrland Fartiily. By the Authof 
of ** Derwent Priory.*' 3 vols.

THE Novel before us poflfefles a con- 
fidciil>lc fliare of merit. The cha- 
racters of Eliza Oliver, Lord Eldcrland, 
the Dowager Countefs, and the Darnley 
Family, are properly diicriminated, and 
well fuftained.thoughout. Many excel- 
lent fentiments, aflefling incidents, and 
chara6leriftic defcriptions, are interfperf- 
ed ; and the mind is kept in a pleafing 
ftate of expe^abion naturally excited, and 
gradually heightened, to the end. 

The language, however, in different 
parts of tlie work is very unequal ; fome- 
times elegant and even eloquent ; at 
others (particularly in the early part of 
the firft and middle of the third volumes), 
wearing the appearance of hafte and 
negligence. But, as the ftory is intereft - 
ing, and tends invariably to promote tlie 
caufe of virtue, it is an unpieafant taik 
to point out fmaildcfe£ls which will rea- 
dily offer themfelves to the attention and 
correftion of the author. In'fome in- 
ilances, indeed, we are willing to fuppofe 
. them errors of the prefs ; ^. ^. *< O bend 
your eyes on me, and let me in them trace, 
wbetba" if my prefumptuous wiflics arc 
favoured with your approbation."—" He 
formed at that moment an opinion of her 



principles, that luhicb he ever after re- 
tained.'* — *« And who, X)n his part be 
felt not the leaft inclination for his cou- 
fm.'* 

Such as the following mull, however, 
be fuppofed to have e£aped the pen of 
the writer : " Tell him to I^arn [teach] 
his wife to ftay at home.'* — ^'^ The ex- 
pence of travelling of it away.''—" I 
Shuddered /HVoittntar\\\\y.''* — «* She re- 
fiftcd for years /othe entreaties of the fu- 
pcrior.''— " As to the Earl, as [who] 
was himfclf wcrfe, &c." 

The Author (whom by the preface we 
find to be a female) deprecates in modeft 
terms th^ feveiity of criticifin, and lays, 
that the work " has been written in the 
midil of pei-plexitics, cares, and ucccr- 
ta in ties, and has often been fiown to in 
times of anxiety, to cheat expectation and 
forrow of their weary moments." 

We hope that the lady will not think 
us inlcnfiblc to her iorrowsj but, tlie 
very lame fenie of duty to our readers 
which has induced us to fpeak of her 
work in the favourable terms we have 
ufed at the beginning of tliis article, has 
obliged us alio to hint at its inaccuracies,

An Authentic Account of jm Embafly from the King of Great Britain to the Em- 
peror of China, Sec,

THE Third Chapter of this Volume 
treats of the departure from Pekin, 
and of the occunenccs tiiat took place 
in the jcu^iey. Our Author remarks 
that fenu bandfame females were vifible 
in the villages by which' they pailcd. 
He endeavours to account for thi» by 
mentionin*^ a cuilom, fubfifting in China, 
among the powerful «nd opul;:iit, of puy- 
chafiRg from their parents, at the a^ of 
fourteen, fuch maidens as arc diftinguiflicd 
by their faces or their rigiire. Accident 
had thrown a few of tliei'c within view 
of the Gentlemen of the Embafly, who 
confidered them, from the fairncfs and 
delicacy of their complexions, and the 
beauty and regularity cf iheir features, 
as entitled to admiration. Seme of thofe 
who did not apj>ear indii'criminaicly 
abroad, but whom curiofity impelled to 
guit their houfes to fc« the extraordinary 
Itrangers pafs, were fometimes hooted 
i'^ck by Cbinefc of the oihei- fex« 



This account feems a little at variaLce 
with -ffi^neas Anderkn's defcription of 
the two fexes at Pekip : of whom he 
relates, that he vt>7 cord. ally ihock 
hands with the females, and appeared by 
his fiesdom i-ather to gratify than offenil 
the men. That we may net caufelclsiy 
fuTpeft his veracity, we will fuppoie that 
the women, to wnom our traveller's ia- 
miliarity w:kS fo gene»aily acceptab]«, 
were of that cafy avd accrjfible ciiarailei, 
of which Ptkin, like other great ai^l 
voluptuous capitals, may be cor.ccived 
to afford a plentiful fupplf . 

Of the towns which the Embafly ob- 
fjrved, in the flow pr<»grel*of the yachts* 
fcmctimts againlt the ftreain, Sir G. S. 
gives the foilowir.g general defcription : 
They were for the molt part furroundcd 
with walls highei* than the roofs ot th'* 
houfe^i they incloied. The walU tci-m«d 
9 foiiare^ facing the four cardinal points. 
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rfbe gites had tlie names of Bad, Weft> 
Wofth, or Soathy according to the fa6^, 
CBgrawcn in ftone orer the entrance. 
Tiic ftjects were for the moil part nar- 
. itm, DOT were there within the walls any 
wide openings or fquares. Large edi- 
fices were few> and coni'ec rated to public 
wSOf or the refidence of the principal 
seribos in authority. The fumptuous 
Lw« of China regulate the dwellings, 
aj wtll as the apparel of the opulent. 

The houlcs were in general of a fimple 
ionftraftion, and in height one llory. 
The foundations were of freellone or 
"Iranite : the walls generally of bricks, 
« an earth fcle^ed with care- The tim- 
^ l^er uied in bailding is chiefly the Larch 
■Fir, which is planted on mountains too 
I cold or tteep for other culture. The 
L ^rindows are fmall, and of paper, inftead 
[ 9f giais. Very little iron is ufed, 
i icarcdy even a nail in any of their build- 
I ings. The floon arc of maible flags, 
I -or mdorated earth. In elegant and pub- 
lic ^ru6tuFe«, a range of columns, made 
^f the entire trunk of the fame kind of 
•fir, run parallel to the outfide walls', be- 
tween which and the columns a gallery 
ii thus formed. The body of the roof 
in that cafe rctts upon the walls, and its 
pTOjcfting part only upofi. the columns. 

All public buildings, and mod palaces, 
lave their- chief doors and windows to 
the fouth. The principal edifices are a 
' hill of audience, in which cou]plaint;s 
. tre heard, and jnftice adminiflcred ; a 
•college for fludents, in which they are 
foiemnly -cxanuned for degrees ^ temples 
foi public woHhip of divers fc^s j gia- 
.itaries, in order to be provided ati^aluH 
famine ; and a public library. The or- 
dinary honfes advance to the ftreet with- 
out columns $ inftead of which, ^ fueh as 
hxve fliopc hang out two tall poles, 
painted and gilt, and croflcd with boards, 
. to inform the learned paflenger, iq large 
golden charaflcrs, and the unlearned, by 
Ofi^nuivc allufions, of the articles with 
^ich he may be fupplied. \yithin fide 
. the ornaments are few, and the furniture 
. fimple. Every thing of wood is painted 
ltd, and vamilhed. 

One of the methods employed by the 
Chioefe to catch fl(h is foinewhar' angu- 
lar : To one fide of a boat a flat board 
fainted white is fixed at an angle of 
a«out forty-five degrees, the edge in- 
clining towards the water. On ipoon- 
^'^?ht nights the boat is fo placed rj^^t 
^^ paiftted hoard is turaed towards the 



mooj}, from whei^e the rays of light, 
ftriking on the whitened furface, give to 
it the appearance of moving water, on 
which the fffh leaping as in their element, 
the boatmen railing with a 'ftrlng the 
board, turn the fifh into the boat. Everr 
method of catching fiflr is followed witn 
avidity, to make up fbr the fcarcity of 
the flefli of quadrupeds. Of the large 
fort the common people feldom tafte, 
unlefs inch as die by accident or difeai'e. 
In fuch cafes the appetite of a Chinefe 
furmounts all fcruple ; whether it be an 
ex or came/^ ^fiee^ or afsy it Ls equally 
acceptable. 

The following detail of a religious 
pcreraony on fliipboard, to propitiate the 
Spirit of the Yellow River, in a part where 
the navigation was dangerous,- will re- 
mind our clalTical readers of the rites de- 
fcribed by the great Matter of the Roman 
Epic : 

** The Captain, furrounded by the crew 
of the yacht, affembled on the forccaftle, 
and holding as a vidlim in his hand a 
cock, wrung oflf his head, which com- 
mitting, to the iiream, he confecraied the 
▼elFel with the blood fpouting from the 
body, by fprinkling it upon the deck, 
the malls, the anchor, and the doors of 
tlie ajiartments j and ftuck upon them a 
few of the feathers of the bird. Several 
bowls of meat were then brought for- 
ward, and ranged in a line acrofs the 
deck. Before tlieie were placed a cup 
. of oil, one filled with t^a, one with fome 
ardent fpuit, and a fourth with fait ; 
.the Captai)i making at thC; time ihi^e 
profound inclinations of the body,- wi|h 
.bands uplifted, and muttering^a iew 
Vifords, as if^of folicitation, to the Deity* 
The looy or brazen drum, was beaton in 
the mean time forcibly j lighted mauhes 
^tvt TicMvtowkrds' heaven 5 pcipers, ^• 
vered with tin or lilver leaf, wci-e biirnt ; 
and crackers Yired off in great abundance 
by the crew. The Captain afterwards 
jnade libations to tlie river, by emptying 
into it from the veflePs-prow'the iisveral 
. cups of ^ liquids, and concluded with 
throwing in alfo that which held the fait. 
All the ceremonies being creff -and ^ho 
bowls of meat removed, the pcoj^le^lAed 
on it, and launched afterwards <*1eh con- 
fidence the yacht into th« curi^t; "As 
foon as fhe had reached tne oppofi'tetfiore, 
the Captain returned thanks to KeaVec 
with three inclinations of the body;**

I . Aurelta Rowland is introduced to the 
ndtence in the capacity of companion to 
Lady. Ferment, by whom fiie is treated 
with infult and deceit ; though (tie was 
the leal beirefs to an immenfe fortune, of 
which ihc was deprived by the treachery 
•f Sir Joieph Ferment and Mr. Garden, 
wbowcre left the executors of her father's 
will. This, however, was a fecret of 
which (he had 00 knowledge, but was 

^ firft diicovcr^, through ^c loquacity of a 
Biaid-liervant, to H^rry Monroie, who, 
vnder fhe aiTumed appearance of a foreign 
Count, is retained in the family as tutor 
to Young Jonas, Lady Ferment's fon. 
This diiclofure makes the Count rcfolve 
to obtain, if poffible, the hand of the 
yonng L^y { but her heart was already 
engrolled by the love of the amiable Oil- 
Ver Ferment, who, through the macbina- 
tioos of his ftcptfiother, was treated with 
freat rigour by Sir Tofeph Ferment, his 
ntber. The Gount, in his procee4ings, 
>ims at a double purpofe, and brings his 
fifter Sufkn, an awkward but hoheft and 
inoerr country ftrl to London, intending 
that file ihould ulift him in his views trp- 
90 Miis Rowland, and receives, in return 
for this iervice, the hand and aflPeflions of 
his pupil Jonas. This laft is reprefented 
IS a carelefs fcHow, who gives little other 
indications of fenle, but by the ingenuity 
difcovered is his- manner of extorting 
noney from his mother, by threatening 
to drown him&lf. TheCottnt's views 
with negard to hiw are «a{lly accomplifli- 
•d^ and he hecottci tfatjom of S»lu. 



Sir Guy Garden is a Baronef ofhrwi 
fortune, and the friend of Oliver Fermeiir, 
whoie Pood qualities he efteems, and is 
made the confident of his love for Auir- 
lia. The Baronet is throughout a mas 
difpofed to be diffatisfied ; and while he 
is conftantly performing good anions, 
appears vexed at the foitnefs of his owa 
heart. He defpifes, however, the felHfb* 
nefs of his brother Mr. Garden, who, he 
fays» will go to his grave— <' like a puU 
let dying of the pip.^^ Aurelia^sfituation 
with Lady Ferment becoming intolerably 
irk feme, the lover obtains for her the 
protection of Sir Guy, which flieconienu 
to accept for a while. In the mean time» 
the Gount proceeds in his enquiries, and 
obtains forae further information on exa- 
mining Mr. Garden's attorney. But aa 
he was not Iccure of ponefling any influ- 
ence in the affei^ilions of Aurelia,he recucs 
to the good offices of Sufau, and contdves 
to have her invited as. a vifitor at tlie 
houfe of Sir Jofcph, which Lady Ferment 
dares not refuie, when he explained chat 
he was acquainted with an intrigue be- 
tween her and a young Highlander at a 
mafquerade. His filler Sufan^s natural 
goodnefs does not fui&r her toaifift in her 
brother^s defigns on Aurelia, and, over- 
hearing fome words of a confpii-acy againft 
her between Mr. Garden and Sir Joieph* 
fhe inilantly takes the alarm, communi- 
cates ail (he knows, and accelerates her 
flight. She afterwards bears the brunt 
ofaH her brother* s fnrv and refentmeitt 
on finding his bird was £own, and, on fats 
threatening to get her into his poffeflion, 
flie engages Jonas to afllift in countera^- 
ing them- The denottsmetit cOmestn the 
fifth ail, when A«relia is in the hands of 
the Guunt, who had carried her off b^ 
violence, and is proceeding to avail hira- 
felf fully of that advantageat the moment 
when Oliver and Jonas arrive and rdcae 
her.'«-Tbc; Gount, in revenge for his dif* 
appointment, propoies that Oliver fbould 
* fi^ot him on the ipot, and offers him one 
of his pillols. Oiiver declines this h^a^ 
a fpirit of philanthropy, and at laft pre- 
vails oa tlie Gountto nlinqoilh his pm*- 
pofe, and contribute to do jaftice to the 
injttnDd orphan. The Coimt embiaces 
this plan wiihcameftnefs, and after ex- 
pofmgthe felfiOi iniquity of tlxtwo cob* 
tederates, the piece concludes with the 
union of Oliver with Aureiia, whofe 
property U ^ b« yrfto^d- j - wd i^^ 
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and Sufan are made happy in the fame 
manner. 

This Comedy has both merits and de- 
fers. The chara5lers arc ftrongly drawn 
and well lUpported, The drift of the- 
piece isalfo favourable to virtue, but the 
iatire is rather that of Juvenal than Ho- 
race, and hardly that oi the Comic Mufe. 
In the grave fcenes» the language is vigo- 
rous and animated, but the comic ones 
want rprightlinefs and elegance. As a 
performance which has a tendency to make 
mankind diflatisfied with each other by 
the gloomy view it gives of human na- 
ture, we are not furprifcd at the cold 
reception it met with. 

Feb. 9- England preserved,

Interlude ; and the Farce of The Poor 
Sailor j were adted at Co vent Garden, 
and the receipt; of the houfc appropriated 
to the voluntary contribution tor the de- 
fence of our country. There were pre- 
ient Lord Bridport and Lord Hood, whofe 
healths being drank in the Interlude oc- 
cafioncd fuch extraordinary burfts of ap- 
plaufe, that both thefe naval heroes felt 
themfclves obliged to come forward and 
make their acknowledgments for the ho- 
nour done them by bowing to the au- 
dience. Previous to the Play, the fol- 
lowing Addreft, faid to be written by 
William Bofcawen, Elq. was fpoken by 
Kir. Holman :

With this ftie performs 
uncommon feats in arms until dcferted by 
the infernal a^^cats, when (he is forced te 
yield, 1*he piece concluded with a grand 
pageant, in which the moft prominent 
parts of Englifti hiftory were reprefcntcd 
by action.

Lord Vibrate, according to tlic import 
of Iris name, is a refle^ing but an unfteady 
charader, tvhofe negative principle of 
aftion is not to form a determination upon 
any fubjc£l, yet who is ever determining, 
aodcver coatradi^ting hii determinations. 
He had promiicd his daughter Lady J^ne 
to Mr. Delaval, a Gentleman ofthcpureft 
honour, who is attached to her, and who 
istheobje£l of her afFe^^ions. As Delaval 
i», however, of too grave a tifrn to I'uit 
Lady Vibrate, a rantjpole woman of qua- 
lity, ihe perfuades her hulband to allot 
her daughter to Sir George Verfatilc, a 
iively man of falhion, who adapts himfelf 
to the humour of all he -approaches. $ir 
George had been prot^v^cd in his youth 
hy the father of Delaval, and a pafTion 
had prevailed between him and Delavars 
filler J but when Sir George came unex- 
pectedly to the pofleflion ot a g^Xrd for- 
tune and the title of fiaronet, he forfakes 
Mifs Delaval, and plunges into the vor- « 
tex of faOiionable gaiety,' The charms of 
lady Jane Vibrate, however, attract him, • 
and he is a candidate forher hand. The 
unhappy Mifs Delaval aHnmes the male 
attire, and, accompanied by a female Ser- 
vant, vitrts London in purluitof her lover. 
She happens to take her abode in the 
fame h6tel in which the Vibrate family 
ici'de, anc^ to this fame hotel her brother 
rclorts. Mr. Delaval llrongly refents the 
ififult his filler has'rtcei^ed, in tlie defer- 
tion of Sir George, which be confidcrs as 
a dishonour to his iamily, and which he 
has refolved to etFac^ with the blood of 
bcp perfidious lover. By the aid of i. 
domino, which Sir George has feht to the 
Ldtel ft^r the purpofe of attending Lady 
Jane Vibrate to the malquerade. Mils 
Delav?l obtains an interview with her 
lover, whom fh? brings to fome degree of 
rcmgrle, by the foftnel* cf her complaints: 
mnd the-tone of Irtr voice, which, though 
he fuppofcs her a man, reminds him of 
the voict' of his former miitrefs. Mifs 
Dchval, on retiring, tinds that her bro- 
ther is in the boule, and returns in giteat 
aginy, knowing his intentions, inlrcating 
Lady Jane nut to let Sir George and Mr. 
Deiavrfl know the name of each other. 
The danger of a difcovery in this refpe^ 
produces a icene peculiaily intercitincj, 
ai'id which is managed with great dexte- 
rity. At length, however, Delaval dH- 
ccvcrs Sir George, and reproaching him 
hitttfiy for mi fcondu^l gives him a chal- 
lenge. Sir George deHres to know the 
nmc of his antagonift, but Delaval de- 
clines to gire tb« information till the 



time of determined hoftility ihall arrive. 
In the interim Mifs' Delaval again meets 
Sir George at the mafquerade, and 
av^'akens in his heart the keenelt agonies 
at the fenfe of the injuries he had infiiflcd. 
In the conflift of her feelings, ihe «t 
length faints, and is dilcovcred. Sir i 
George is then thoroughly repentant^ 
and all his a^eflion for Mifs Delav^ 
revives. He has, however, the debt of 
honour fiill to fettle with his unknown 
antagonift. At the time appointed, Mr. 
Delaval arrives, and before he will avow 
himfelf to Sir George, he gives an inte- 
refting pifture of Sir George's early life, 
of the protection which he received 
from the laie Mr. Delaval ; of the at- 
tachment of Mifs Delaval towards Sir 
George, and his bafe defertion. Viivdlyp 
he acknowledges himfelf to be her bro- 
ther, and demands immediate arbitration 
by the fword, or a pa})er from Sir George; 
acknowledging the whole of his mifcon. 
dn^l, lublcribed by his own hand. Sir 
Georcrq rcfuics the ignominious paper, 
but determines not to raife his hand 
againft the life of his.miiirefs's brother, 
rclolying ratherto facrifice his own to the 
venge;ince of his implacable adversary* 
At lengthy however, his reflcftions con- 
vince him that he has done wrong, and, 
iince he ^annot by reafoning lubdue the 
obftinacy of his opponent, he determines 
to cohquer his own pride, and fign the 
confcffion of his guilt. This unexpedcd 
conceifion at once ibftens the rage of 
Delaval, who confiders him as a brother* 
The re It of tjie Dramatis Perionae, w\\o 
had been under alarm relpecling the duel, 
foon arrive, and the Piecu, of couric, 
coi\fludes with an intended piarriage 
between Sir George and Mils DcUva|« 
and Mr. Delaval a^id Lady Jane. 

There is a charaflcr of a foreign 
Doilor Van Colterman, a fawning quack» 
who, by \u&//ffcjic'j and his fei vility, is 
thereprefeniative of many who aicfuffer^d 
to praCUic in this country. 

This Ccnu'dy is lively, without ex- 
trr^vagauce. It is not the work of 3 
vip^orous mind, but it is written by a man 
who h:is obferved the fupeiiicies of liie, 
who knows the progrels and the copfli£\s 
of ihe pallions, and who Teems dclirous to 
forter the amiable afFe^ions, and to aid 
the cauie of morality. There is much 
pleafantry in thedi3loguc,and confiderablc 
interett in the pii)grers of th6 fable. 
There are no pitiful <»y/«/a"9^«/.', and the 
language is eafy and natural, if not 
poliihicd and clegai}t« The fentinipts. 
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if net tmurked hf force and noveity, ire 
iiittable to the chart^ers, and apply to 
the fccUngs of the Audience.

RErOLUTJON IN HOLLjIND. 



TN the fitting ©f the 19th of January, 
* the AlTcmbly rejected the motion of 
Van Beyms, for celebrating, on the 11 ft, 
tlie Anniver£ary of the Death of Louis 
XVI. by an oarh of haired to the Stadt- 
holdcratc and Defpotifm, The Arifto- 
cratic Party teftined much difplcafure 
againil both the propofition and its 
author. The AlTembly having pro- 
ceedcd to the cleftion of a new Prefi- 
deot, Midderigb, a decided Republican, 
was chofen by fifty.five votes. The 
Renegado Po'mpC'Van Meerdervoorr, 
wbo was a Patriot lafi yrar, and is this 



year a Federalift, had only fifty-two 
votes. *♦ 1 his viftory," laya a letter 
written on the aiftv *♦ was neceffary to 
infurc. the triumph of the Republic in 
the important and decifime events wbicb 
are upon the e^e^ftbett aceompli/hmetit,'* 
Pafleur-made a report in the name of a 
Committee, in which he ftated, that it 
was urgent, for the fafetv of the country, 
to crufli at foon as poflible the federative 
fyftem, whicli had nearly brought the 
Republic to deftrud ion. He therefore 
propofed, that the Affembly ihould 
approTS the principles of the Conftitueat 
Qji Committee, 
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Committee^ hf dedaring, that they 
ibpald fcrTc as the baAa of the new 
Conftitution i and that ^wo Coxni^ituef 
Should be appointed to carry this 
proportion into effect, by preparing the 
Conftitution, and dcterminiDg the mode 
in which it (hould be accepted. After 
a debate, in which the Ariftocracic Party 
made but a feeble refiftance, it was 
refolved to convoke immediately the 
Members of the Conftitutional Com. 
mittee. The Committee being arrived, 
after fome difcuflion, the AiTembiy 
decreed, by the nominal appeal of the 
majority of voices, that the principles 
propofed by the Conftituent Committee 
ihould be adopted in whole, and not 
article by ariicle, as the F^eralifts 
propofed, in order to delay (he bufioefs : 
after which the Aflcmbly decreed^ by a 
majority of eighty five to twcnty-fourt 
. tl^ac the principles in queftion ihould 
ferVeas the bafis of the Cooftitution* 

In the nighc between the 21ft and 
22^, the Batavian garrtfon and the 
National guard were ordered underarms 
by the Prefident Midderigh* whofe 
lirmnefs and prefence of mind cannot 
be fuAciently prail'edi The French 
troops remained in their quarters, and 
^id not appear. Thus the enemies of 
this Revolution cannot fay that it was 
brought about by the arms of France. 
An extraordinary meeting of the 
Membersof the AiTemblv wasfummoncd 
by the Preiidcnt to taxe place at the 
National Hotel. The Members of the 
Committee for Foreign Affairs, viz. 
Backer, Nahn, De Seven, Queifen, 
Gevers, and Jordans, with their Secre- 
mry, were put under arreft at their own 
iionfes at an early hour. 

The Republican Members of the 
National AfTerobly, to the number of 
fixty, met in the Hotel De Haarlem, 
and proceeded to the National Hotel. 
A companyof grenadiers of the National 
Guard Commenced the prcceilion. The 
MeiTengers of the Affembly came next : 
Chen thePrcfident Midderigh, decorated 
with the three-coloured fcarf, followed 
by the Staff Officers of the Garrifon. 
The patriotic Miniftersof the AlTembly 
came next, two and two ; and a company 
of Batavian grenadiers marched in the 
rear. When the proceffion arrived at 
the National Hotel, the people teilified 
their famfa^tion by cries of Live the 
Repuhlic / The other Members of the 
Aflemblv were like wife admitted into 
the Hall, in the order in which they 
pre fen ted tbemftlves, with the excep- 
tion of (wenty«t\vo, who were put under 



rrreft in a feparate chamber. At eighc 
o*clock the Afl*embly refolved into a 
Secret Committee » the refuLt of whicK 
is now known. The Prefident opened 
the buBnefs by an energetic fpeech, the 
printing of which was decreed. H9 
informed the Committee, that in conCt- 
quence of the danger to which the 
country was expofec^ by cotniter-revo« 
lutionary attempts operating both at 
home and abroad, the faithful Depofito* 
ries of the Sovereignty of the People 
had, in its names, arretted the Members 
of the Committee for Foreign AffiirSf 
and feveral other Members of the Na« 
tional Afiembly. This roeafure, after 
fome debate, was fan^tioned by a great 
majority. The Prefident then inviicd 
all the Members to renew with him 
their political profelfion of faitb» and to 
fwcar folemnly that they held in exe- 
cration the icuithMerai€y Ariflocracyy 
Federaltfm^ and every 'tyranny* All the 
Members, except ten, took the oath— * 
The Prefident ordered them,in the namo 
of the Batavian People, to leave the 
AfTembly. Two Members were ap- 
pointed to colle/% the papers of the 
Committee for Foreign Affairs, and two 
others to take care of the papers of the 
Committee for Internal Correfpondence,! 
tn the pofleffion df Kliffens. At eleven 
o'clock the Sitting became public, and 
fome Members, who had not been in 
the Secret Committee, made the new 
declaration. The Prefident propofed ta 
annul the regulation eflabltuied bv 
L. L. H. H. P. P. that execrable teU 
lament of Fedtralifm, which for two 
years had produced fo much di fife nt ion ; 
to conftitute themrelves as the Legifla* 
tive Body of the Republic, under the title 
of the Conftituent Aflfembly, reprefent- 
ing the Batavian People % to annul all 
the Provincial and Departmental Sove- 
reignties; and to refcind the right of 
augmenting the number of the Members 
of the Aflfembly. Thefe motions were 
carried with acclamation. 

The Prefident then propofed to ap- 
point a Provifional Executive confifliog 
of five Members, and previoully to ap- 
point a Committee to draw up an in- 
flru^ion bj which they were to a£b. 
The followmg are the names of the Pro* 
vifional Directory : Vrcede, Tinje^ Van 
Langen, Welduk,and Fokke. A Com- 
mittee was appointed to draw ttp a pro- 
clamation, addrefTed to the Batavian 
peoplci upon the Revolutioud-^A Com- 
mittee was appointed to wait upon Citi- 
zen Delacroix, the French Ambaffador, 

and i«fcnn,hJB|4(he^e§f^**"*^;3 
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fitfTcd for renderiag th« lAUvian Re- 
]Miblic one aadiod'mTible* On ift return^ 
the arriYal of that Minifter in perfon 
wa» announced t—>He eoteredtdrefled in 
Ut diplomttic robe^ introduced by the 
Secrcnriesof the AfTemblyy and in the 
m'M of ihottu of Liv^ the Republic ! 
He addrefled the Aflembly in the fol- 
lowing Speech i

Has not the public credit been im- 
paired by means equally falfe and per- 
fidious ? Have we not fcen the different 
provinces openly oppofe the will of the 
National Reprcfentation, and is net this 
Reprcfcntation torn by diviflons and a 
ipirit of party ? Has it not expofed it* 
(elf to contempt by its want or energy, 
and has it not by the adoption of (half 
mcafures, diffolved <lie ties of the Ad* 
miniftration ? 

And while the whole of thefe abufes* 
are paillng under our eyes, the deftruc* 
tion of the Republic becomes inevitable 
from the continuation of thefe horrors ; 
will not tbe National fpirit aroufe from 
its lethargic flumber ? Will you not all 
run to arms in order to combat the ene* 
niics of your happinefs, and wholly to 
crufli them (bould they obltinately at- 
tempt to pcrfevere in their deHgns ? 
Shall the defcendants of thofe heroes 
who armed only with their courage re* 
duced the all powerful dominion, of 
Spain, permit themfelves to be intimi- 
dated by the vain threats of an handful 
of I'clfim Tyrants ? Will they bafely 
Moceal' theonelves when attetppls are 
naking to give a n^rcai ftab to the 



caqfc of Liberty ? And w*, your Re- 
prefentaiives, who behold thefe odioua 
machinations, how could we juftify our« 
ftlves in your eyes, in the eyes of our 
chfldren, if we had continued any Icnger 
to remain liftlefs and inert ? Should we 
pot well deferve to be confounded witK 
thofe contemptible beings who attempt* 
ed to build their power on your down*- 
fall, from which we have at length ref* 
cued you by a vigorous and deciiive 
blow ? If fuch had be<en our con dud, 
muft not our memory be blackened iik 
the hiftury cf future times ? 

No^ no Batavians, let us fwear on the 
Altar of Liberty, upon which the Peo- 

{>ie of the Low Countries have already 
aid their offcrines, when every other 
State was dill enilaved ; let us fwear by* 
the general intercft, by the profperity 
of our .children, by the happinefs of 
poftcrity, that we will never tndurethe 
exigence either of Defpotifm or of 
Anarchy I 

Let us all fwear that we will refcue • 
the Country from its deplorable ftateo€ 
oppreiEon, and let us fpare no facrifice 
that may enfure our lucccfs ; let our 
conduct prove, that we cherifli Civil 
Liberty as ardently as we deleft licen« 
tioufnefs ! 

Stand round thcGeneral AJminiilra* 
tion, in order to fupport it in all the 
meafureK that may be deemed expedient 
for accomplifhin^ this great end ; thus 
we ihalt foon obtain a good Conditutton, 
fupported by the eternal principles of 
nature, which are fufceptioic of n<» 
changes, and on which alone can be 
folidty bottomed ouc political happinefs* 

We fhall tl.us impofe filencc on 
calumny, and fliame on our adverfaries { 
thus ihall we clearly prove to the greats 
eft, to the moft courageous of ail Na- 
tions, th^l it is not in vain that they 
have aided us to Ihake vfF the yoke un* 
der which wc bowed ^ «ve will prove* 
that the 3atavian is worthy of a Frater- 
nal Alliance with that great People ;

Cominerce (hall be protef^ed, and every 
one (hali enjoy that lecurity which can* 
ilitutesthe foundation of all focial unioai 
no inhabitant of the yet eziftiog Pro* 
vinces , no community ; no Society ot 
Corporation fliall aflemble together ia 
order to prefer coUeftively to that Af- 
fembly, or to the Eftecutive PowcCy 
any demand or petition, but it will be 
allowed every Batavian Citizen to pro* 
pofe his opinionst and to defend his ia^ 
terefts. 

Thus this new order of thingi will find 
itfelf eftablilbed without any Chock oc< 
confuiion ; and the end for which it wan 
judged necelTary will be completely foK 
filled.

Lord Grenville then moved, that a 
Aifficient number of copies of the Bill, 
for the ufe of their Lordffiips, be printed, 
which was ordered accordingly. 

lAONDAY, JANUARY 8. 

In the ab&nce of Lord Grenville^ Lord • 
Walfingham moTedi « That the AHefled 
Tax Bill be read a lecond time on Tuef- 
day, and that their Lordfhips be fum- 
teoned on the occafion." — Ordered. 

The various Bills before the Houfe 
were then forwarded in their refpedive 
iages. 

TUESDAY, JANUARY 9. 

Lord Grenville moved the Older of the 
Day for the lecond reading of the AfTefTed 
Tax Bill» which being read, his Loid- 
fittp roib and ftated, that he (hould preface 
a motion fbr committing the Bill with a 
▼ery few words> conceiving that in the 
firft inilance it was unneceiTary to take 
up their Lordlhips* time. In this view, 
he would refer to their Addrefs of the 
iS^^ of November laft to his Majefty, 
in which was acknowledged the found- 
ation of the mekfure now pending in their 
Lordihips' Houfe. It had been deemed 
Kceflary, in order fuccefsfully to coun- 
teraft the exertions of the enemy, to raife 
a certain portion of the Supplies within 
the year— this neceflary determination 
produced the pre(ent mcafure. By the 
operations of the Bill, the poorer clalFcs 
of fociety were entirely exempted, the 
middle ranks were touched upon as 
lightly as poHible j the great weight of 
tlte burden feil» therefbre, as in jultice 
and pronricty it ihould, upon the higher 
and richer orders of fociety. In this 
view of the fubjeft, he mult think that 
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no ferious or weighty obje^lion could lie . 
agaihft the Bill ; it was not therefore his 
intention at that period to take up their 
LoixKhips^ time any further ^ but re- 
ferving himfelf for the refutation, at a 
future part of the debate, of what might 
be objected to the meafure, he moved, 
*« That the Bill be committed." 

Lord Carrington defended, in general 
terms, the principle and operations of the 
Bill, deeming it, under the prefent cir- 
cumftances, the moft unexceptionable 
mode of Finance that could be reforted 
to. 

Lord Holland (biifirfijheecb) rofe to 
oppoie the further progrels of the Bill ; 
after fli^htly noticmg the circumftance 
of its being the firll time of his addrefljng 
their Lordihips, he proceeded, with a 
cpnlidctable degree of animation and 
eameftnefs, to declaim aeainft the mea- 
fure. The oppreilions of tne prefent Bill» 
he faid, would fall upon the people in a 
thoufand diflierent fhapes.- He predi£led^ 
that its produce would fall confiderably 
fhort of the propofed fum. Thoie pro- 
vifions of the Bill which went to qua- 
druple and quintuple the rates upon large 
alTeUhients, he obferved, might be eauly 
evaded by the procefs of /wearing e^ 
In concluding, he contended, that though 
the burthen was apparently attached to 
the richer and higner orcjprs of fociety, 
they would eventually find means to ihift 
it to the middling and lower claiTes, upon 
whom the whole weight of taxation, as 
propoied by^ the Bill in queftion, would 
ultimately fall. He concluded by giving 
his decided negative to the meafure. 

The Earl ot Liverpool obferved, that 
the only queftion before the Houfe was, 
refpe^iine the raifing A part of the Sup-^ 
plies within the year, to be employed 
for the profecution of t)ie War. This 
meafure, he contended, was, in thi* pre- 
fent (ituation of affairs, wiie and politic* 
That the meafure was not new, would 
be .feen 'by recurriQg to the hiftory of tb<f 

R. \ country J 
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country; tfie expeditnt wat adoptat in 
the early ftagcs, after the Revoiution> 
and at periods when the eoontry was by 
no means lb well able to bear the burthen 
as at preient. The fituatton of the 
^ouptry at this, moment waa iblely to l^ 
imputed ta the effeds of Fsench pcin- 
eiples. Notwithftanding tbefe, he couUl 
aver, that Minifters bad tbe confidence 
of the great body of the people* who were 
far from being averfe to prolecuting the 
War to a fafe and honoiirabie omcUifion. 
Impreffed wkh tbefe fcntimentf , be muil 
liipport the meafurt, 

Xord Auckland fiiidy he approFMl of 
the nneral principle of the fi^Il ; and he 
trufted the Ipirit and zeal of thoie who 
had it in their power would be fuch, 
that many would conne forward and pay 
more than what this law would oblige 
them to pay. He trufted this mode 
would ihew tbe enemy that this country 
conJd do without bavins recourle to the 
funded fyftem. It woaTd fuperfede the 
neceflity of adding one million and a half 
of annual taxes on onrfelrM and our 
pofterity. 

The Duke of Bedford exprelTed bis 
eoneern that he wsis not in the Hou(e 
when the motion was made for the fecond 
reading of the Bill, as be fhould have 
preferred making his objection to the 
principle of the Sill in that ftage, rather 
tha« when the motion was made for the- 
coiTHnitment of it. He nowy however, 
liad to avow his oppofition to tbo' Bill, 
both in itfr principle and paovifions. He 
iniifted this was an untak mode, inaf- 
much as the Afleflad Taxes formed »o 
criterion of expendttuix $ in its-principle 
it was arbitrary, and in its evcHs ex- 
ceiTive J it would lay am ewtcution upon 
thote who lived up to the amount of tfieic 
income, and would hold out a bounty 
npcD parfmtonioufiiefs . His. Grace laid 
this was no party queftion ; his oppo- 
lit ion to this meafure ar^^le from a wilh 
£cyrthe Minil^er to refort to ibmc other 
means of Taxation. 

The Earl of Kinnotil defended the 
JB^IL HisLordihip obrerved, that the^ 
general fenfe of thi country went with 
the late unanimous Addreis of the two 
iJoules to his Majefty. The War, he 
eoncerved, was on our part jud and ne* 
^cfTary, and a wanton aggreiSon on rlic 
part oi' the enemy. He reminded the 
Houfc of ilie declaration of the French 
Government, that it was abfolutety ne« 
tcflary that one of the two Cvovcmments 
muft fall} for -that bqth could not liand ( 
Ou^ 80t I'uch threats to roule the 



rpirit of this Countpy, and eaU forth 
their refources, which be trufted would, 
under the Providenee of God, pull down 
their haughty tone, reftrain their naalict* 
and confound their devices ? 

Lor4 Thurlow faid> it was unncceflary 
for him to argue upon thr neceflity of 
great and vigorous estertions being made ^ 
at the prtfent^ arduous crilis* The 
papers upon their Lordfliips* table* con- 
taining an account of the late negotiation, 
bod kit them no alternative. The con- 
dufl of France, in that inftance, was the 
moft unjuftifiable and abfard that could 
be conceived. Such was their averfion 
to Peace, that they were ab(bl«tely afraid 
to make any propofitions to ut > left they 
ikould be accepted. Our only re(burre, 
therefoce, was to aft with vigour in the 
pix>recution of a War with an enemy 
who had plainly (hewn that t\itj were ' 
totally averle to Peacc« 

Lord Grsnvilk contended, th»t the 
method of raiiing a large ppoportion. of 
the Supplies within the year» for tfar 
ftrvice of the Tear, was a mndtire both \ 
of energy and wifdom. It defeated the , 
hopes of our enemy, who depended upon 
the ruin of our Financial Syftem^ and 
wlio publickly avowed their profpe& of 
fuccel's was founded upon the hope of 
being able to deftroy our Funds. This 
Bill, which was to give the means of 
energy and vigour to repel all fuch 
dan^roTu innovations,. would, he hoped* 
receive the fupport of their LordfliipSk \ 
as the means, to fecure, defend, and pie- 
icrve that Conftitution as it now ftood^ 
to which the}' all looked with tnft fnm 
its venerable anti<|uity, and with lovCr 
gratitude, and aiTeAion, becau& of the 
innunierabie blefiings whiehr they had 
enjmred under it. 

The Houfe then divided) for the BiII» 
SO y i^roxiesv 23 ;— 7 J» Againft it» 6* 
Majority, 67. 

The Duke of Bedford ganre notice^ 
tiiat on that day tcrtnieht he ihouJd 
move to dtlmifs his MajeSy^s Minifters. 
He then moved, thai the Uoufe be fum- 
moned for that day. 

LovA Gi«nviUe faid, the Houie would 
not pnobubly be fitting at the time men* 
cloned by the noble Duke. 

The Duke of Bedford faid» the Houfe 
ought ta fit wlvn great public buiincis 
reijuired it. 

The motion was negatived. 

WEDHESDAY, JANtJARY lO. 

The Houfe went through the Com- 
miUee upon the AfleHcd Tax Bill, with- 
out any amendaient, ^hen the Report

Mr. Wigley obfcrved, that having 
been informed by his Majefty's fpcech, 
that the refources of this country were 
ample, he had hoped that fome mean^ 
of taxation would have been found iefs 
injurious in its tendency than the prefent 
Bill, which, he laid, would bear with 
intolerable prefTure upon tradefmen and 
the middling clal's of the people, and all 
thofe peribns who found it necelTary to 
keep up ron\e little appearance. He 
witfied that the CoUeaors of the laft 
AiTeiTmeilts might be examined at the 
bar of the Houfe to prove the impoili- 
bility of collefting thofe intended by the 
Bill, which he contended was partial, 
and ought to be extended in a much 
greater proportion to the higher claiTes 
of the community. 

Mr. Henry Tnorntpn faid, he was 
inftrufted, by the unanimous voice of his 
€onftituents> to oppofe the Bill } that 
from his obfcrvation a greater number of 
individuals had fuffered under the late 
AiTeiTments than could have been ima- 
gined. If t|iis Bill pafled, it would 
cauie a complete revolution in feveral 
trades on account of the rich laying afuie 
articles of luxury. 

' Mr. Yorke urged the fecond reading 
#f the Bill ; a more praAical criterion 
pt property, he faid, could not be found 
^han that of expenditure. 

Mr. Nicholls alledged that the prin- 
ciple of the Bill went firft to deftroy the 
lower and middle claflcs of fociety, and 
next to deftroy the capital of the coun- 
' try ; be tdt for the lower claiTes, he felt 
for aH the Commons of England, whom 
this Bill went to annihilate. It was the 
moft impolitic Bill that had ever been 
propofed within that Houfe, but he knew 
that this tax would not, that it could 
TJot be collefted. The Stockholders, he 
laid, would be materially affeded if it 
paffed, and the money which ihould arife 
from the induftry of thofe tradefmen who 
would be tumea out of employ by its 
operation would not be adequate to pay 
^e dividends. 

Lord H^wkeibury obfcrved, that the 
principle of the Bill had been very much 
mifunderilood, and its operations not fuf- 
l^ciently examined. He contended, that 



yjrjth the modifications intended to be icr. 



introduced, it would not bear fo loxd 
upon the lower clafs, as any direct tax 
upon any of the artlclV <^f general con- 
fumption. 

Mr. Alderman Luihin^ton faidy bf 
was inftruftcd by his conftjtucnts to op- 
pole the Bill J he felt the ncccflity of 
vigorous preparations, but he wiihed 
that fome mode might be adopted ief^ 
injurious to the middle and lower orders 
of the community. 

Mr. Sheridan, after cenfurtng, in ^- 
vere terms, the condu6l of Adminif- 
tration, adverted to the propofed plan for 
increaling the Aflcfled Taxes. He ob- y 
ferved that it was a penalty upon the 
retrenchments of eeconomy, an cncour 
ragemcnt of perjury, and a commifiioD 
ofbankruptcy againlt the whole nation. 
The principle ot the Bill was, he faid, 
a fifcal fontfibution, it went to eftabliih 
in every pari(h a fifcal inquifition, to re* 
port the profrts of every individual— a 
pioft enormous proceeding in a free com- 
mercial country. By this Inquifitorial 
AiV, a tradcfman, whofe income might 
fall from' 200I. to i^ol. mud either dif- ^ 
clofe his circumftances, which would fti{l ^ 
more reduce his credit, or be guilty of 
perjury, and defraud his creditors bjr 
paying the tax with their monejr- 

Mr. Burdon defended the Bill, upon 
the principle of imperious necicflity, and 
thought that the fcale oughttobe canied 
to a liigher extent-«pin proportion to tl)e 
income, as high as four, or four and a 
half, in 9 fcale of Droereifive afcent. , 

Mr. Pundas faia, that whatever obr 
je£lion had nitherto been made, not one 
had been offered ^g9\hfk t\kp pripciple* 
It was agreed to be neceffary to raife a 
large fum of money within the year, and 
the only queftion was, how that fum way 
to be raifcd ? 

Mr. Fox confidertd the principles of 
the prefent Bill, as far as regapiied pbe 
lower and middling elaife^, as a con£f- 
cation of their property, an annihilation 
of their trade, and in piany inibinces the 
confinement of their pcrfons 5 and he had 
yielded up his own judgment, as he \u^ 
It to be hi? duty, and had come ^lowo tq 
that Houfe in obedience to his coofti- 
tuents, who had infbru6l^ Hipa ^o watch 
the progrefs of the Bill. In Its operatiop, 
his conAituents would be particularly 
affeded I nay, they "would even be >»-• 
nihilatei ; anfl he doubted not but diat 
this would be the cafe with all the gi?^ 
comi^ ercial and populous towns, wbofc 
poor loKabitants would particu'Urlyffif- 



There were but 'tlirce kiaii 
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fncomi^St Mr. Fox faid^ in this country, 
namely, th«t refulting from Land, from 
tlic Funds, and Commercial Property : 
thcfe, he fa id, would feverally' and i;<j1- 
Ic^lively be injured by this Biil, which 
^a« in faft not a tax upon property, but 
a tax upon indtiftry. He concluded by 
fiatihg, that upon a meafure of this ini- 
porta:nce, the Mini Hers would not, he 
toped, object to grant tln^e to ^able 
th« public to fprm an opinion upon 
the meafure ; and adde4, that he 
lliould not attend the Committee, but 
give it his hparfy negative upon th^ 
third reading. 

Mr. Pitt Taid, that after (he moil ac« 
curate inquiry in his power, every ob- 
je^ion whi^^h had been made a^ainn this 
Bill did not affeft its principle, bqt 
ynjght eafily be obviated in a Committer, 
vvithout altering the general principle, 
or defeating the tendency of the raealure. 
(riving, therefore, all due weight to the 
obje^ipns whic^ had bepn mac^e, and 
which iBigh Ae made agalnft thi$ meafu/e, 
he W!a3 ltil}^Rnvinced that it was the 
duty of that Ifwufe to inquire fully into 
it, to fee what modifications might be 
made in it. As to the general efSfl of 
the Bill, he had no heUtation to declare, 
in the moft explicit mannrr, that on the 
determination of the Houle upon this 
meafure, after the various modifications 
bad been fu^gefted, depended no lefs than 
whether a great exertion ihould be made 
(o lave the f:ountry, or whethtfrwe (hould 
give up every thine that ^onftituted the 
greatnefs and happinefs of this country } 
Mr. Pitt then pro^efded to follow Mr. " 
Fox through all his obiervatioos upon 
the Bill l^fo^ the Heyfe, an4 refuted 
tbem with his ufual eloquence. He ad- 
initted th^t piany n^odifications and al- 
terations might be proper, but they 
might be made in a Committee ; he faid 
that it was intended to introduce various 
pitigations in favour of the retail trader, 
and to fuperfede the neceiJity of appeal in 
^ic^Vinini^ the amount of his income ) 
and haying beard no fatisfa£^ory argu- 
rnents ^f^n^ the principle of the mea- 
fure, hetruAed tlie Houle would atgr^ 
to the mottoA for reading the v Bill a 
lecond time, 

Mr. F07, Mr. Sbefidan, and Mr. 
ThomtoB explained. Mf. ^Idennan 
Combe, Mr.' Tierney, and Mr. Main- 
waring, 6pokc againft the Bill. The 
Houie then divided, for the Bill, 17 
agaioll it| jo« Majority for the 
H5. 
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.PRIDAY, DECEMBBR15. - 

Mr. W.' Bird moved for an account 
of the computed amount of the Clock 
and Watch Duties, and the number ot 
p^rfons afl^ned in them | and gave notice 
that he (hould move for a repeal of thoC^ 
duties. Account ordered. 

Mr. Tiemey moved, that an humble 
Addrcfs ihould be prefented to his Msr 
jefty, exprefling the great concern of that 
Houle, that his Majeliy had been induced 
to make a divifion of tbe pjfllices in the 
State Department, fo that a new office 
was created, though all the duties had 
heretotbrc been tranfa^ed by two Secre- 
taries of State, thus unneceflarily in- 
cfeafuig the expence, and indirefiiy ad- 
ding to the influence of the Crown. The 
motion for th? A^ddrtis w^nt further 
humbly to reprefent, that Mr* Dundas 
himfelf had, in the courfe of the prelent 
war, difcl^iar^ed the duties of the two 
offices, now divided between lum and the 
Dqke of Portland, with the expence of 
only four extra clerks, at the fame time 
that he likewife did the buHnefs of Trea- 
furer of the Navy 5 that the falaries of 
the two Se<;retaries was heretofore only 
9000I. between them^ or 4,5001. each ; 
whereas it was now Increased to 6oooI. 
for cacli of the three Secretaries, fo that 
i8,oool. was now paid by the public for 
fervices that were before 4ifeharged for 
9000I. from which it appeared that there 
was an increafe, when there ihould rather 
have been a diminution of expence; and 
thus, befides the extra expenditure, was 
additional patronage thrown into, the 
hands of the Crown, without the confent 
of Parliament. The Addrei's, as moved 
by Mr. Tierney, complained of many 
other abufes in the Secretary of State** 
oiBce, of the great increafe of expendi- 
ture, and the mlfapplicatien, and con- 
•eluded by praying that his Majefty 
would, in his royal wifdom, adopt fuch 
means to realty the& abufes, as might 
appear moft expedient for the honour of 
the Crown, the independence of Parlia- 
ment, and the prefervation of the Con- 
ilitution. 

Mr. Dundas got up to anfwer Mr. 
Tierney, however difagrceabje it might 
be to him to be under the neoelEty of 
fpeaking in his own behalf. He pre. 
CLcded to (hew, that a great many of 
Mr. 'Tierney's ftatcmcnts were wholly 
untbunded, and others greatly exag- 
gerated and diftorted. 

Mr. Pitt entered into a minute exa- 

mipation of the (cvcral points of Mr. 

: Tierncy> 
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Tiemey^s motion, and argued at large 
in contradi6lion of hU diSoccnt ftate- 
mcntft, both in regard to the increalcd 
expenditure, and ^be alledgcd ahttie^ in 
the State offii:e. 

The motion for the Addxjefs was ne- 
|;ativcd without a divifion. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER l8. 

Mr. Mainwaring prefented a petition 
Irom the inbabicantt of the pariih of 
St. Jame«, Cierkenwejl, liating that the 
number o( inhabitants in that pariih 
amounted to a 1,000, one third of whom, 
who had formerly been employed in the 
^rarious branches of the Clock and Watch 
trade, were now oat of employ j that the 
poor rates had in confequence been very 
much iiKreaied^ anid condudin^ by pray- 
ing relief. 

A fimilar petition was prefented by 
jthc veftrymen of St. Lpke*s, both of 
which were ordered to lay upon the table. 

The Houfe having refolvcd itfcif into 
9 Committee on the Adefled Tax Bill, 

Mr. Pitt rofe fo;- the purpofe of fub- 
mitting to the Committee his intended 
inodification. H^ tlated, that he wiihed 
to make two tj^bles of rates wholly dif- 
tinft 5 with refpcft firft to the affelihient 
on houfes and windows ; and fecondly, 
with refpeft to thofe on horiJ;5 and car- 
riages. The gradations in each clafs 
would be totaUy different. Bethought 
it neceflary to obferve, that the tax on 
^ogs, elocks, and watches, would- folloMi 
the fame principle as that on houfes and 
windows. He ihould alfo premife, that 
tiories for pleafure, not for hufbaodry, 
would not be comprehended in either 
clafs, but would be burlhened with a 
fcparate addition. He (hould firft ftate 
the modifications on houfes, which, 
though very confiderable in general, were 
ft'iU more io with retail (hopkeepers, and 
i>eople that gained a livelihood by letting 
lodging^. In the firft jplace, every houle 
paying und^ if. of AfTefled Taxes at 
l^refent, would be totally exempted from 
^il additional duties. From il. to al. 
j[for it was exceedingly proper to begin 
pn a fmall proportion) would pay one« 
jburth of the prefent Ailj^flment j from 
ill. to 31. one naif; ffiora 3I. to 5}. three 
fourths j fi'om 5!. to 7I. los. one fmgle 
rate ; from 7I. los. to lol. one rate and 
a half; from xot. to 12I. two rates ; 
Irom 12I. to 15I. two rates and a ^If i 
and from 15I. to aol. three ratef. It i^ 
neceffary to remark, that clocks and dog| 
were to be included in this defcription', 
and to increafe in the fame proportion. 
A houfe paying above aolf would bf 



Ji^le to pay three rates and a half; fcpa 
30I. to 40I. four rates ; from 40!. to 50!, 
four rates and a half; and from 50I. up* 
avaids five rates. 

From this table it appeared, that there 
would be a rery coniiderable dimination 
of the burthens originally intended to 
have been laid upon houfes, though the 
ta?c would undoubtedly fall too light on 
fome inhabitants. Yet that deficiency 
would be compenfated by the ,increafcd 
a^lfments on bor/es and dogs, which 
would give room for a great reduAioa 
on the lower clafles of houfekeepe^s, rh; 
chi^f part of whom would be under do 
necefTity of applying for relief from the 
operation of the BiH. He next came ro 
flate a further mitigation for houics witii 
refpie^t to two kinds of occupiers ; be 
meant Jkopktepers and perfon^ who kt 
part of tjhf ir hcules for lodgings. The 
modified icale and the abatement he hs^ 
to propofe, with relpeft to this plafs oi? 
perfons, would be one third lighter when 
the affcfTments applicd^.^ (hops. Io 
other words, where tlilSfTefred taxe^ 
amount to 3I. it was t<^e ^ixlerftood 
that they (hould only pay it. and if to 
9I. that they (hould only pay 3I. Tbi; 
mode of fonduft was intended to operate 
as a fort of principle for their relief. 
With rel'pe^ to the article of lodging- 
houfesi fom.ething }ike the fame rule wa^ 
to be carrijed into effect. He (liould now 
read the fcale of rates which ftruck him 
as moft reafonable, premifmg that every 
lodjB;ing-houIe, not exceeding 3 1, of ai- 
fefiol taxes, was to oe exempted from any 
additional duty.

There were qilfo various other de* 
fcrip^ioDS whiph appeared to him en- 
titled to relief, and though he could not 
exaAly fhite the fpecific nature of tha^ 
leiieft yet he would ifodertake to fay that 
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nrj confiJcraMe niodIficatIon8» at re- 
vive to them, would certainly take 
p^Ke. He alluded to the Pui/UatiJ, 
Retail Traders J Coacb-maker$t Cabinet' 
miiersi and all thofc whofe premifes 
wtie Very large, and folcly adapted to the 
(M^nfive purpolet of trade. The Board- 
ini-kbooU would alfo be included in the 
moaificatton, and thofe perfons who had 
* variety of houfes, and let them oul for 
^ings, or had (peculated in building 
houies. The mofl fatisfa^lotj remedies 
would in all thelc cafes be adopted. It 
ws alfo peculiarly incumbent on him to 
oblerve, that allowances would be made 
to perfons who had made retrenchments 
ii) carriages, horfes, 5:c. previous to the 
mcafiire of increafmg the Affcflcd Taxes 
fcaricg been known, or from the 5th of 
Apriri797, to the month of O^ober. 
^eral tavoarable exceptions would 
equally take place in favour of niNnerous 
famines, Mr. Pitt concluded, by ob. 
fa-viiigthat he intended to proceed re- 
gularly with the relpeaive claufes in the 
nat fitting of the Committee on Wedncf- 
day neat, to finiffi the Report on Thuff- 
^y> to get it printed, and take it into 
^uflion on as early a day as poilibk 
*ftcr Wednefday fc'nnight. 

Re then proceeded to hislaft and high* 
Ht table ot taxation i namely, that on 
Horfes and Carriages, in which be ui* 
tended there fhouid be no abatement j but 
on the contrary, in fone cafes inerealcd 
i^es. \n fixing the criterion for this 
f&x, he faid he would take up the Houfe

»as almoft the whole they paid) farm 
Wics were entirely exempted from the 
tocreafed taxes, and therefore the new 
iocreaie would fall lighter upon them 
than any others.

The Houfe bcltig refumed,* the Clmr« 
man reported progrefs. 

WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 20. 

The thanks of the Houfe were voted 
to the Bifliop of Lincoln for the excellent 
lenuon preached bv him before their 
Majefties at St. Paul's. 

A MeHage from tfie Lords informed 
the Houfe, that the Lords bad agreed to 
the Com Bill without any amendments. 

The Report of the Committiee was re- 
ceived, and feveral refolutidns agreed' 
to. 

The .Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
k was his intention, a* fome of tlic modi- 
fications propofed went to an increaie of 
the proportion of contribution by fome 
of the higher dafle^ to poUpone the 
difcuiHon of thefe points till Thurfday, 
and that as this augmentation was con- 
nected With a Committee of Supply, it 
was his intention to move an inftruftion 
to the Committee to that effeA. * 

After fome converlation between tho 
Speaker, Sir John Sinclair, and other > 
Memben, the Houie refolved itftlf inta 
a Committee to confider further of ihia 
BUI. 

Several Refolutions and Amendments 
vrere agreed to in the Committee, after 
which the Chairman reported progrefs, 
and obtained leave to fit again on Tnurl- 
day. 

The Exchequer Loan Bill went through 
a Committtip of the whole Houfc. 

The Mutiny Bill was read the firft; 
and iccondtirae. 

THURS&AT, DECEMRSk II. 

The Mutiny BiU waa read a iecond 
time, and committed* 

The Marine Mutiny BUI was read 9 
^ird time, and pafled. 

The Slave Carrying Bill was read a 
firft time. 

The Exchequer BiU was reported, 
ordered to be in^olled, and reiki a third 
time. 

Mr. Hobart biroiigfat «p the Report of 
the Committee of Way sand Means ; an4 
Mr. Fitt fl^ved, that it be referred aa 
an InRruftion to the Committee upon the 
AfleRed Tax BiU $ which was aereed to. 

The Houfe then refolved itlelf into e 
Committee upon the AfTeiTed Tax BU^ 
and proceeded to fill up the blanks. 

On the clairfe refpectioff tlie duration 
of the Bill, a converlation took plaoe 
betwecQ Mr. Dundas, Mr^ Carew, Mr. 
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JolHffe, Mr. Wllberforce, &c. after 
which the claufc was agreed to, making 
the duration of the Bill to be for two 
years and a quarter, to wit, from the 5 th 
of January 1798 to th« 5th of April 
fSoo. 

The other claufcs of the Bill being 
rone through without amendment, Mr. 
ritt moved for the Chainnan to report 
profrrefs, and afk leave to fit again. 

Sir W. Pultcncy propofed that the 
Bill Ihould contain a claufe to give 
power to amend it during the prefent 
IcfHon. 

Mr. Pitt thought that fo material, that 
he had it in contemplation to propofe 
filch a claiife in the progfefs of the Bill. 

The Houfe being relumed, the Chair- 
man reported progrsfs. 

FRIDAY, DECEMBER XI. 

The Exchequer Bill was read a third 
time, and paflcid. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
z Committee, to confider farther of the 
TripleAfleflcd Tax Bill, 

On the motion of Sir C. Bunbury, 
taxed carriages were exempted by a pro- 
viib, fubjc6i, nevcrthclcls, to a revifiob. 

Perfons keeping lodging-houfes, and 
. havine (hops or warehou fes, were, by the 
fecond claufe, to be exempt. 

On the claufe relative to horfes em« 
ployed in hulbandry, perfons renting 
farms not exceeding 7cl. per ami. arc 
cximpt from the double duties. 

Mr. Pitt ftated, that by way of af- 
fording fome relief to thofe perlons who 
had complained of ftagnation of trade, 
on account of tiJc Clock and Watch Aft, 
he had agreed that ihe prefent tax fliould 
not extend to fuch clocks and watches 
as (hould be purchaitd after the 5th of 
January 1798. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then 
brought up a claufe, ici;ulating the abate-' 
ttents to be made to perfons having 
large families, in the following pro- 
portions:— Pfcrfons having five children 
to be allowed ten, ci>;lit children fifteen," 
and ten children iwciiry per cent, abate- 
ment on the prefent rax. 

A claufc for the itlief of perfons keep- 
ing boarding- fchools, and inn keepers, 
was next brought up, which, with all 
the preceding claufci, txccpt that relative 
to tne oath, were rerul aiAt Agreed to, and 
the report ordered to be taken into con- 
fidcration on Thurfday. 

SATURDAY, pLCEMBER 23. 

The Report of tlic Committee on the 
Bill for increafe of {]\c Aflelfed Taxes 
being brought up by Mr, Smith, 



Mr. Tierney rofe, and in an tner^ic 
fpeech of forae length, not only difap- 
pi'oved of the tax generally, but oKifcifd 
to the propofed modifications as delufcry. 
He inquired from Mr. Pitt, whether hi» 
propofed modifications wotid or woold 
not increafe the taxes ? 

Mr. Pitt replied, that they would rasr 
terialiy decreaie the amount, which mvft 
be provided for in another way. 

The Report was then poiVponcd till 
Thurfday. 

THURSDAY, bECEMBEli 28. 

Mr. Abbot infotmed the Houfe, that 
the Lords had agreed to the amendment 
moved by him, on thfe Refoluti«n for the 
better Promulgation of the Statutes. 

A Meffage from the Lotxis ftated that 
their Lcrdihips had agreed to the Ex- 
chequer Bill without any amendment. 

Alderman Lufhington bfotight up a 
petition from 476 watch and dock* 
makers, ftating the inconveniences ariiiBe 
from the duty laid upon clocks and 
watches by an z6i of I aft fefltons, and 
praying that the fame might be repealed. 
The petition was ordered to lie on the 
table. 

On a motion of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer^ the order of the day for 
taking into confideration the Report of 
a BiU for granting additional duties oa 
AiTefled Taxes being read. 

Sir Alan Gardner faid, he was happy 
to find that the Bill had already under- 
gone full difcu/Tion, and that the ob- 
jeAions made by thofe who would hare I 
been too heavilvaffefledby its provifions , 
had been completely removed. 

Sir William Milner faid, that he would 
not oppofe any particular claufe of the 
Bill, becaufe he meant to oppofe the 
whole Bill, and its principle. 

Mr. Biagge, Sir William Geary, and 
Mr. Burdon mo\td fevcral claufes, which 
were agreed to. 

Mr. Baker gave notice, that he would 
move a claufc for granting certain ex- 
emptions to clergymen whole incomes did 
not exceed 150I. per annum. 

SATURDAY, DECEMBER 30. ' 

Mr. Secretary Dundas, advertirg to 
the meafiire adopted laft SefTion, for pro- 
viding for the defence of the country by 
the appointment of a Supplementary Mi- 
litia, callqil the attention of thf Houfe to 
a motion he intended to make on the 
/ubjeft of thefe cAps. The objeft of 
the Bill he propofed to introduce wai, to 
enable fuch individuals in the Supple- 
mentary Militia, as weie willing to enter 
into regular regiments, to do fo« It was 
S ' (I ^ 
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%2ib hit intentioh to make a proviiiony 
that in cafes where men enlifted under 
thefe eircumftances, the county or parifh 
ihouid not be calkd upon to raile any 
other in their ftead. The effeft of this 
would be, to relieve counties, and at the 
iame time augment the military force of 
the country, as the plan, he faid, would 
produce almoR immediately to,ooo men 
traujed to arms. He ©included by mov- 
ing for leave to bring in a' Bill, allowing 
a certain proportion of men belonging to 
the Supplemental Militia to enlift in the 
regular regiments. 

Sir W. Pulteney thought the meafure 
was not fufficiently cxteniivc in its ope- 
ration* 
Mr. Dundas replied. 
Leave was given, and a Bill ordered. 
The Bill having been previoufly pre- 
pared, Mr. Dundas brought it in, and 
moved that it (hoHld be read the firft 
time. It -was read accordingly, and 
ordenod to be read a Iccond lime on 
Tucfday. 
i Mr. Pitt moved that the Report of the 

Aflefl'cJ Tax «ill Oiould be brought up. 
The fcheduie was then taken up, and a 
I variety o*^ verbal and literal alterations 
were made in the leveral claufes* 

Mr. Buxton brought in a claufe to 
empower Commiffioneis for building 
churches, gaols, and bridges, to I'ufpcnd 
Ujc ere^ion and payment of the -funds 
payable to the creditors, for three years, 
which was canied. 

After the amendments in the body .<5f 
the Bill were gone through, ihe Bill, 
with the amendments, was ordered to be 
cngro^Ted, printed, and read a third time 
on Wcdnclday. 

TUESDAY, JANuXrY a. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas moved the Or- 
der of the Day for the fccond reading of 
tile Bill for ailowin? a certain proportion 
of the SupplcmentalMilitia to enter into 
the Reguiaii*, under particular pro- 
viiiuns.

The Order of the Dny being read for 
the third reading of the Atlcired Tax 
Bill, 

Mr. Tliompfon opcnetl the dcl^ate. 
The principle and operation ot the mea- 
liirc he conlidcred as objcftionablc in 
every point of view. It was, be faid, 
not a tjix upon property, but on poverty, 
impoGng a contribution more intolerable 
than could be iiiipoled by the molt ra- 
pacious invader. 

Mr. Nicholis, in a long and intem- 
perate rpeech, recapitulated the argu- 
ments he had already urged againil the 
Bill. 

Mr. Dickinfon, jun. in a well- delivered 
maiden fpeech, laid he did not at firtt 
approve of the Bill, but in its modified 
ftate it appeared to him unobje6tionable 
in its operation, and calculated to fave 
the country from impending deitruflion. 
Mr. Andrews v/as convinced that the 
Bill under difcuflion was the hci\ tliat 
could be deviled. It was, it muft be 
admitted, a ftrongmeai'ure ; but th*; con- 
juncture required great facriHces. 
Mr. Roie fpokc in favour oi' the Bill. 
Sir Francis Burdct declared k to be 
his determination to oppole the bupplics, 
bwcaufe they contribu..ed to the fuppoit 
of the war, and thw infamous fyftem of 
corruption adojited by Miniftcrs, who, 
under pretext of maintaining the Conlti- 
tution, had fquandtred the wealth, Ihed 
the bloody and deihoyed the liberties of 
the country. 

Mr. Alderman Lufliinprton approved 
of the Bill in its modi nod Tnapc. 

Lord Stanby, M». Jckyll^ Mi. Courit:- 
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nay, Mr. B. Edwards, and Mr. W. 
Smith, i'poke againlt ihe Bill ; and Lord 
JIawkelbiuy, Mr. Ellifon, and Dr. Law- 
rence, in favour' of it. At half pait 
twelve Mr. Pitt propolcd to adjourn the 
debate to Thuriday, in order td give 
GeKlcmen an opportunity of delivering 
their lentiments. The\ motion was 
agreed to. 

THURSDAY, JANUARY 4. 

The Army Augmentation Bill was 
read a third time, and paifed. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved the Order oi' the Day for the re- 
furaptipn of the adjourned debate on the 
third reading of the Afl'cfi'ed Tax Bill. 

Mr. Hobhcufe renewed his objections 
to the Bill. If it paiTed into a Uw, he 
laid it would be a transfer of private in- 
dividuals' property into the hands of the 
Crown. 

Mr. Lefevre, in a fpecch of fome 
length, fupported the Bill. 

Mr. Percival remarked that thofe who 
cppoild this Bill paiTmg into a law, (iu- 
dioufly avoided entering into the circum- 
flanccs whtch conitituted its expediency. 
After defcanting at large on the merits 
of the Bill, he gave it as his decided 
opinion, that it was the bed and moft 
eligible mode of raifmg the Supplies 
that ecu Id be adopted. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, it was not his wifti 
to withhold the Supplies. Whoever viras 
in Adminiilration, and wheth^ th* war 
was juft and nccefthry or not at the com- 
mencement, our fleets and armies muil 
be fupported. It had been aiked, " Can 
you dcvife any better mode of raifing the 
Supplies ?" Though it did 'not fall 
within his department to bring forward 
fcbemes of Finance, he felt no heiitatlon 
in declaring, that the only conilitutlonai 
aiode was to perfevere in the old way, 
by Loan, with the payment of Intercit, 
with a Sinking Fund kept inviolate and 
inalienable.

Mr. Dimclas faid, he had no hefitatjcn 
in declaring, that if ever there was a" 
mtai'ure wljich of all others dcfervrrl molt 
approbation, and was likciy to bring 
the ccimtr)' cut of its diJhcIs, it was 
the prefcnt one.

Mr. Tiemcy,, after cbndcmii^ig flil 
principle of the Bill genei-ally, entered 
into fome of th« dcfefls, which he argued 
were equally opprefHve and ineffe^toaly 
and contended that the Bill was uni- 
verfally reprobated throughout the coun- 
try; and that carrying it into cffeft 
would produce the moft dreadful and 
ruinous conl'equence&, for which lie rnnft 
confidcr Minilier-j. to be refponiible. 

Mr. Wilbertbrcc obfervcd, that his 
Aipport of the prefcnt Bill arofc folely 
from his convi^Uon of the propriety and 
the necelTity of the meafure. 

Mr. Fox rofe, and, in a fpetch of con - 
Cdei*ablc length, went into a general 
examination of the flate of the countryt 
witli refpe£l to the war and finance. He 
]>ut a variety of cafes, to ihew that an 
unequal prelfun; would arife firom the 
operation of the tax, and that if the funds 
were ib far exhauUed that we could not 
raife another loan, the lituation of the 
country muft be dcfperate. If the tix 
could not be equally and juftly levied, it 
ought not to be levied at all, and inltead 
of a tax it would be a robbery- . Mr. 
Fox expatiated fully on the tendency of 
the Bill, and faid, that he had that night 
attended in confequcnce of the rcquell of 
his conftituents ; but he flill retained his 
opinion, that a general atiAidance upcn 
that Houle would be of no fervice to the 
Countiry> and therefore he Ihould decline 
attending in future. 

Mr. Pitt role, and having replied to 
Mr. Fox in an ingenious ipcccli, ani- 
madverting on the fecefTion of the Leaders 
of Oppoiition, laid he was'^unablc; at 
that late hour, to go into a long detail 
upon the Bill ; he Oiculd leave it to tb« 
decifion of the Houfe, which, he faid, 
would, he wns f\ue, be confirmed by the 
voice of the country. 

The Houfe then divided — For Mr. 
Sheridan's motion, 75 ; againft it, 2o». 
1 hc'oiiginal motion was then put, and 
the Iloufe agrtin divided. Ayes, 196 j 
Noes, ]i. 

FRinAY, JANUARY 5. 

Mr. Ticrrcy moved, that the Houfe 
Ihould rc!"-:ivc itfeif ir.to a Committee of 
Ways and Means. He affirmed, that 
he had given particular notice to pro- 
pofe, as an article towards raifmg the 
fupply, a repeal of the claufet in dif- 
feient acls, for exempting his Maje'fty 
or any branches of the Royal Family 
from contriiiuting to the payment of 
taxes. With rel'peil to the propriety of 
the refvjlution, he thought it highly ex- 
l^cJicat, thou^f^^JijL^iny^aot u^nded ta 
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ht cngraTted on the Bill, that they (hould 
go hand in hand. 

Mr. Wilbtrforcc and Mr. Dundas op- 
pofcil the motion; after which a divihon 
look .place: for Mr. Ticrney's motion, 
9 i againft it, 57. 

On the motion for the further con- 
fideration of the AfleiTed Tax Bill, the 
qucflion was put and carried, and the 
Hciile oroceeded to receive claufes by 
way or riders. After the amendments 
were read, the BUI palTcd. 

THURSDAY, JANUARY II. 

Mr. Mainwaring prefented a petition 
figned by 8000 Watchmakers of London, 
Wtflminfter, and the Borough of South- 
wark, praying a repeal of the Clock and 
Watch Duty. 

Mr. Mainviraring then gave notice, 
that on the 9th of February, the day after 
thcrecefs, as he undcrftood, would end, 
he ihould move for a Committee, to 
whom all the petitions from Watch- 



makers might be referred; and \ipon 
the report of that Committee h« fiiould 
found a motion for leave to bring in a 
Bill to repeal thofe duties. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas prefented a Mef- 
fage from his Majefty, of the fame import 
as the one prefented to the Lords, [See 
page i»3.]

T BEG to acquaint you^ for the in* 
"^ formation of the Lords Commif* 
(ioners of the Admiralty, that in the 
ni^ht of the a 6th ult. I loft company 
wub the Pbcebe, in a very heavy gale 
of wind at W. S. W. which came on 
the Sth, and continued blowing flrong 
without intermiiiioD until the 24ih, 
aad though the violence of the gale then 
abated, ftill it blew from the Weft, that 
with every poiCble exertion wt were 
unable to get farther to the we ft ward 
than 29 degrees of longitude before the 
lift ult. the day on which my limited 
time for cruizing on the ground pre- 
fcribed by their Lordfliips expired. 

On the xft inftant I edged away to 
the eaftward, and on the 5ih, at eleven 
o'clock in the night, Ufliant bearing N. 
^jdcg-E- 94 leagues, eroded a large 
ih p, flanding under eafy fail to the 
N. W. I inftamly gave chace, and foon 
pot clofe alonglide of her ; for it being 
l&ickj hazy weachcff ihc was deceived 



in our ftrength, and ftirunk not from 
the action, b«t had the temerity to ex- 
change feveral broadfides with us be- 
fore the ctlled out for quarter ; in 
which we had one man killed and four 
wounded, and our mafts and rigging 
confiderably damaged. Having ihifted 
the prifoners, and our Carpenter 
plugged up eight ih«t boles fhe had re> 
ceived between wind and water, we 
were about to take htr in tow (for her 
mizen-maft was ftiot away, and (he was 
utterly difabicd to carry any fail), when 
the ofHcpr on board bailed us, and fajd 
ihc was (inking. I fcnt all our boats 
to her afltftance immediately, and find- 
ing no elTorts ceuid fave her, had but 
juft time to draw our men and their 
wounded from her, when Ihe funk 
alongfide of us. She proved tobethe 
Chen, from Nantz,- carrying 26 long 
twelve, eighteen, and twenty*four 
pounders (mixed) upon her main deck, 
and 230 men, commanded by Moiifieur 
Chairin; had been out fourteen day*, 
and taken nothing; flie had twelve 
men killed and twenty-two wounded 5 
among the latter was the gallant CajK 
tain, who, with two others, died of their 
wounds the next day. 

On Thurfday evening, the Eddiftone 
bearing N.K. tif«lvc leagues J captured 
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a little privateer from Rofco, called the 
Efnprijnt Foffe 5 had only two fmall 
carriage gunst fix fwiveh, and i; men 
on board ; (he had been out but one 
day, and h£d taken nothing. 

Ou»- main-mad and fore-maft being

A declaration of the fcvcreignty of tbe 
people between the Meufc, the Rhine,' 
and the Mcfclle, haaJ>e«n puUiAied hca>e. 
The following are fomc or its principal 
paflages : ** The former Sovereigns of 
thcfc countries are the eneinies of the Na- 
tion, and for ever haniflicd from it. The 
inhabitants of thele lands arc free and in- 
dependent. The people, as the guararu<r« 
of their freedom, accept the French Con- 
ftitution ; and to fecure their political 
independence, urrite therafclves to the 
French people, and incorporate i^ieir ter- 
ritory with that of the Republic \ their 
conneolion with the German Empire is 
for ever annulled, &c:" 

On this proclamation, all the fe^icrs 
of this town were allemblcd to give their 
votes rcl.itive to the uninn with France. 
The Citizens declared, that according to 
the declaration they had before made, on 
th<* 4th of 06lobcr 1797, they wi;hfd no- 
thinp^ fo much as to remain under their 
former happy conftituticn ; but if thjy 
were to be ceded to France, they would he 
as good French Citisurns as they h.id 
been faithful iubjefts to their Princes. 
Tlicy added, that they would wait tc-r the 
decLnvn of the Con^re^^t^ (^^^[^^ 
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€milar declaration has been made by the 
Citizeps at Bonn. 

• The Revolution of the axd ult» has 
gilven birth to a new Government in 
Holland, the Executive Directory, which 
conhfts of five peribns, all of whom, ex- 
cept the Citizen Wilderick, who was i\\, 
took the oaths prelcribcd on the a6th ult. 
The Prefidcnt is Citizen Wreede. Six 
Minifters have been appointed. The 
command oH all the troops in Holland, 
both French and Dutch, is, it appears, to 
be given to General Joubcrt. On the 
24th, the intermediary Adminirci-ation of 
the late province in Holland gave in the 
tefignation of their authority, and a de- 
claration of adherence to the decrees of 
tlie Aflcmbly.— Rotterdam, Amfterdam^ 
the Hague, and all the principal towns of 
the Re^jublic, have Tent deputations to 
the Aflcmbly, congratulating them on the 
mcafures of public fecurlty which liave 
been taken. 

The principles of the new Dutch Con- 
vention arc divided into levep articles— 
the Rights of Man ; Civic Liberty and 
Equality 5 Unity and Indivifibiiity j 
Confolioation of the Debts and Finances 
of the Provinces ; the Eitabliftimcnt of 
aneffeftual and rcCponlible Executive ; 
the Right of the People to change the 
Form of their Government j and, laftly", 
the Separation of the Church from tne 
State.

HOCUE^S 'ORDERS. 

Though the authenticity of the fcU 
lowing Orders have been affcfted to be 
doubted we are afFurrd they arc genuine, 
and the originals to be iiscn in the Secre- 
tary of State's Office. 

Extract from ih^- Official ORDERa 
of Colonel Tate, delivered to him 
by General Hocue, preparatory to 
his landing in Wales. 

THERE will be placed under thf 
command of Colonel Tate, a boJy 
of troops, completely organized, the 
number of 1050, all refolute, detemuncd 
men, with whom he may undenakje any 
thing : they are to be called, " La Sie- 
condt Legion des Francs." 

The deitru6\ion of firiflol is of the 
very lail importance, and every pcffiblc 
eifort fliould be made to accomplifh it. 
For thW purpole its will be proper to 
reconnoitre the nv>uth of the Severn in 
the day-time, and to lail up the Avon at 
night-fall within five miles of the town, 
where the landing fhould be made on the 
right bank, in the gvtatelt filence j and, 
the troops being I'ujNplied with cora- 
buftible matter. Colonel Tate is to ad- 
vance rapidly, in the dark, on that iiJe 
of Briftol which may be to windvs^rd, 
and immediately to let fire to that quar- 
ter. If the enterprize be conduced with 
dexterity, it cannot fail to produce the 
total ruin, of the town, the port, the 
docks, and the vedels, and to ttrike ter- 
ror and amazement into the very heart 
of the capital of England* 

The expedition under the command of 
Colonel Tate has in view three principal 
obje£ls : the iirit is, if pcUible, to raiic 
an infurre61ion in the country ^ the feccad 
is, to intercept and cmbaiTafs the com-: 
nierce of the enemy ; and the' third is, 
to prepare and facilitate the way ti)ra 
Deicent, by dittrafting the attention of 
the Englifli Government. 

In all countries the poor are the clafs 
mcft prcrne to iofuweAion riand this dii- 
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» tdttlcD is to be fbrwardcd by dtdri- 
Outing money sind drink, by inveighing 
tpainS the .Government ts the caufc of 
tfaeptiblic diftrefs, by recommending and 
iiiciJitating a rifing to plunder the pub- 
lic ftorei and magazines, and the property 

> of the rich, whole affluence is the natural 
iubjcA of envy to the poor. 

his, Dotwithftanding, to be obferved> 
that however defe^live may be the mo- 
rality of the Englifli people, they have 
*iU a rcfpeft for the Laws and their 
Magiftrates, even in the moment of in- 
furnAion ; it will be therefore advifable 
to fpaie, as much as pofTible, the pro- 
perty of thofe who may be in any civil 
lunaion, and even of tne Country Gen- 
tlemen; and all impofltions (hould be 
laid upon the Peers, the men of rank and 
high fortune, the Clergy, thofe who fervc 
as Officers in the Army and Navy, and 
cfpeci?dly in the Militia j of all fuch, the 
countnr feats, farms, woods, cattle, and 
com, fliould be given up to be plundered 
by the people. Theft predatory cxcur- 
fions fiiould be made m different, and 
even diftant quarters, by detachments of 
two or thire hundred men each. 

The commerce of the enemy in the 
country is to be interrupted by breaking 
down bridges, cutting dykes, and ruining 
caufewavs, which is at the fame time 
tflcntialfy neccfTary for the pielcrvation 
of the army j by plundering all convoys 
of fubfiftence, the public tiages and wag. 
gons, and even private carriages } the 
catting off the fupplies of provisions from 
the principal towns, burning ail veflTels 
and boats on the rivers and canals, de- 
ftroying magazines, fetting fire to docks 
ar.d coal yards, rope walks, great manu- 
fa«^orie8,'&c. It is to be obfervcd like- 
wife, that by thefe means a crowd of ar- 
tjians will be thrown out of employment, 
and of coiirfe ready to embark in^ any 
mestfure which holds out to them fi^b- 
fti^ence and plunder, without labour or 
latieue. 

The fuccefs of the expedition will 
iikewife be materially forwarded by dif- 
arming the militia, by burning the arfe- 
nalf in the fea ports, by flopping the 
couriers of Government, by feJucing the 
enemy's troops to defert, and by the 
• terror which the fuccefs of the legion, and 
the progrefs of the infurre^lion, will 
cirry into the bofoms of the unwarlike 
citizens. 

In order to fpread the panic as ^neral 

9s pofTible, the legion is to be divided 

into feveral columns, havine fettled a 

cujumDn rendezvous, wheix they sut to 
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aflcmblc every four, fix, or eight days. 
The inhabitants mult be obliged t(? ferve' 
as gu'nles, and any who rcfule ar** to 'be 
puniflied on the I'pot j the magi'i rates, 
or fome of their families, are alwivs to 
be employed in preference on ti.u .civice 
that they may not accule or punifti the 
others. 

All denunciations againft thcie<^vho 
join in the let^ion are to be pu-.* iied 
with death. Whenever the ieg«."^n, or 
any of Its columns, is P'^ntd, i rhe 
neighbouring parifhes do n^: give inft^nc- 
nonce of the approach of the enem/, 
whether by ringing of bells, or o. 'icr-' 
wile, they are to be given up to u ^ '.nd 
fword » 

Colonel Tate will not omit to obfer^j, 
that there are in England numbers of 
French, who will be ea^er to jcin him, 
fuch as prifoners of war, Ibldieis and 
faHors, privates in the Engli<:i Emigrant 
regiments, and a crowd of others, whom 
want and the defire of Vengea.ice will 
draw to his ftandard. He may admit 
fuch Frenchmen into ths legion j but he 
will obferve to be on his guard, thr;t the 
new comers may not raile cabnls or 
faflions, cfpeclally if there ftiouM b« 
among them any N^ bles or Pricft %. wiiofe 
ambition is only to be excccikJ by their 
cowardice : fliould any fuch aUtmpt be 
made, he will take care to punifli it mo ft 
feverely. 

Colonel Tate will encourage all de- 
ferters and pri loners to enter into the new 
companies before mentioned ; fhould fuch 
prifoners refufc, he will fliave their heads 
and eye- brows 5 and if they are takeA 
again in arms, tht*y are to be fliot.

with piitols in their hands. The Ladies^ 
nntuialJy in great alarm, aHced them what 
thev wanted ? Upon which they faid, 
•» Your money and watches." Two of 
the Ladies delivered i\p their watches, 
and all cf thein their money. The ruf- 
fians then enqtiircd for' the Colonel (Co- 
lonel VVaugh, who had died in Mrs. E.'s 
boufe about a fortnight before), oni cf 
the villains laying, oiat he owed him a 
grudge for fomething that had happeneii 
in the Weft Indies, and would that night 
be revenged. On being told that the 
Colonel was dead, the favaffe ruffian ex- 
prefled no fnrprile. They then procee«led 
to work. One of the four, with a piftol 
in his hand, was left to guard the Ladies ; 
one .ras hrft in the paffage, to give the 
alarm in cafe or any pcrlon coming to the 
door ; and the tv.'o orhei $ then proceeded 
»p ftairsy whence they brougat down 
into the paflage no lets than fix trunks ; 
four belonging to the deceafed Officer, 
and two to Mrs. Elliott- This occupied 
them about an hour ; after which the 
robbers told the Ladies they mult walk 
down fhiirs. At tlieir requeft they in- 
dulged them with a light, and marched 
the thirc Ladies and their fei-vant down 
to the back kitclien. They complained 
of its being damp, and of their having no 
feats there : upon which one of the men 
obiervedi that the front kitclien was too 
near the frreet, but he would bring them 
chairs ; which he did accordingly. One 
of the ruffians guarded the Ladies 5n the 
back kitchen as before, while the others 
proceeded to rifle Mrs. Elliott^s drawers 
and bureau in the parlours, frofn which 
they took about twelvcor fourteen pounds 
in money, fome rings, and other articles 
of vaJue. Thev next, very coolly, car- 
ried off* the trunts, which occupied them 
a coniklerable time, as it was near twelve 
o'clock bctbre they finally left the houle. 
This they knew from their guard leaving 
them, and the outer door being foon after 
ihut with a noile* Upon coming up 
fiairs, the floors of the rooms were co- 
vered with papers and clothes, which 
they had thrown about in their fearcb for 
money, 

Tlie whole of the four ruffians were 
difguifed, one with a crape over his face, 
and the other three with pieces of linen 
covering their laces, except their eyes and 
nofe. Two of them had a ftrong Irifh 
accent, one of whom was for pitting the 
Ladies to ^cath. 



On the fame night, the villians, with 
their booty, ftopped at a public-houfc 
near Black Friars Bridge, and, knocking 
at the door, demanded of the landlord if 
they could f5e accommodated with a room 
to put their luggagp in, as they had juft 
come out of the countr)' ? Being anlVcred 
in the affirmative, one of them got out of 
the coach, and carried two tninks into 
the houfe. A coal-heaver and a cooper 
happening to be Itill in the houfe, the 
landlord Tiinted his fufpicions to thtm» 
upon which the coal-heaver feized tKe 
man who had alighted by the wri# : 
upon leeing this, the hackney coach, with 
the other thi'ee* drove off j but, as the 
nmnber was ohferved, there are fiopes of 
their being traced and dilcovered. The 
man who was taken was examined on 
Saturday at Guildhall, and committed for 
trial at the eniuing Sellions at the Old 
Bailry. 

Fep. a. At twelve o'clock this day, 
the doors of the Royal Exchange were 
opened, and in lefs than half an (jour the 
fquare waa nearly filled by refpe6lablc 
Merchants and Citizens of London, who 
came to fanflion, bv their approbation* 
the patriotic mealiire for which the meet- 
ing was convened. About a quartfjr be- 
fore one, the L©rd Mayor, accompanied 
by a great number cf Gentlemen of the 
firft rank and commercial confeqner.ee in 
the city, appeared on the fcalfoldingy 
which had been ere£^ed in the form of 
huftings, on the Ealt fide of the fquare. 
At one, his Lordfhip was called to the 
chair, with ioud plaudits. Mr. Bo(an- 
qiTct, in a neat fpeech, propofed the meet- 
ing immediately enteiing into individual 
fubfcriptions, which was received with 
unanimous applaufe. Little more was 
fpoken,or that cculd be heard, except that 
Mr. Brooke Watfon briefly faid, " Gen- 
tlemen, Before we diHblve, let us give a 
cheer for Old England." This fhort 
ad drefs produced an inttantaneous cffe8, 
and " OU England for ^*ver^^ was echoed 
for fome moments with enthufiaftic rap- 
ture. 

The following account of the dreadful 
cataftrophe of the fliip Thomas, of Liver* 
pool, is copied from a Barbadoes paper 
of the 14th of Oftober < 

*• On Tuefday afiernoon laft drifted on 
fhore on the north ead part of this I (land 
a boat with two men and a boy. 

•• Of ail human fulTerings, few, if any, 
can exceed what thefc miferable, ill-fated 
mortals ^jxpcricncev*, nor can dingers 
equal what they encountered, at the 
reciul of whkh our blpodJJ:Qeus^ and 
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our feelings cannot but be deeply 
ili rcffeii at the relation of fuch a fccne of 
huuiaij miJcry, 

" Tlice are part of a crow belonging 
to th; il .i> Thomas, M *Qu ay , ot Liver- 
pel o\ ais middle voyage irom the coaft 
oi A I .€?. t(. t!.i.^ iiland. From that ccaft 
b«:irg iuic jcd with French privateers, 
C .j'^air. rv'»Quay had taught his male 
f.4V{-s the uit ^>t arms, in order that they 
r 04 J aid him to repel the attacks of the 
t;;ictny, fhould any be made, as he had 
fitiji:. At ikirminies with thtm on his laft 
vr . I*;-.. Butinliead ribtcomirg auxili- 
a v : in his defence, they tot k advantage 
01 his i'nii uclio'^8, and icizing his ammu- 
iiiti'.n chefc, on the ad of September, early 
in thi. morning, about two hundred and 
thr.-e i^ t ic.n ap;'earcd on deck, accou- 
tred, aiid fu td on the crew, feme of whom 
Ic'i, r'hcis in di:may leaped overb' avd, 
■who v'».re . Uo fired at, whilll orhersi cut 
a*' V the l>oat lafhed to her llern, ai.d 
took refuge in her by efcaping through 
the cii' M windows, leaving' the Captain 
and thi rtu of the citwerdvavouring to 
quril the mfurgents, by dilcharsjing luch 
ain»s a^ aic uiually kept in cabins j but 
up.n me Captain's ohferving that feme 
wcr? in the boat, and about to defcrt the 
ihip, he remonli rated fo warmly as to 
induce them lo return } but they, per- 
ceiving that they were overpowered, and 
feeing no poflibility of efcaping the dan- 
ger that avaitcd tlicm, again lecured the 
boat, afid quitted the. flilp j of thele 
were twJve, 

" Having fled from the fury offavage 
ferocity, they now became a prey to the 
•winds a id waves, to hunger and thirft ; 
and ai -.r having fufTered the horrors of 
theie Irrfomedays, they providentially 
took a Imall turtle, whiUi floating afleep 
on the lurfaceof the water, which they 
devoured j and agiin being drhen to 
di iJrefs for want ot food, they foaked their 
fliocs, and two hairy caps which were 
among them> in the water, which being 
rendered foft, each part , ok of them. But 
day aftei dj|y having pafled, and the 
cravings of hunircr prefling hard upon 
thtm, they fell upon the hcrrible, dread- 
ful expedient of eating each Other ; and 
to prevent any contention about who 
flioujd become the food for others, they 
cali Iris, when he on whom the lot fell 
with manly ioitituvl? religned his life, 
with the ]>trfiiaiion of his body becoming 
the means at cxi.^nce to l.Js companions 
in diltreis, but foligited that he might be 
bled to death (the iurg^oi^ b^ing with 



them, and having hi« cafe of inftra- 
mentt in his pocket when he left the 
ihip). 

« No fooner had the fatal inftruroent 
touched the vein, than the operator applied 
his parched lips, and drank of the blood 
that flowed, whiKt the reft anxioudy^ 
watched his depaitiog breath, that they 
might fatisfy the hunger that gnawed 
them. Thole tnat glutted ibemfelvcs 
with human fle(h and human gore, and 
whofe flomachs retained the unnatural 
food, foon |)eriflied with raging infanitj, 
• from putrefaflion; as we conceive, fuper- 
feding digeflicn. Thus the dreary prof- 
peft became the more fo to the iurvivcrs, 
from feeing their fellow companions cx» 
pirc before them, from t!*.cvery caufethat 
ravenous hunger impelled them to iiiUL> 
gine wovild give them exlftenge. Tbofe 
that remained attribute the prefcrvition 
' of their lives to having rcjctUd following 
the example of their fellow- fuffcren. 
Indeed they aflert having refu fed rilking 
their liVes to the chance of a ftraw j but 
the majority having detcrpaiiied it, ihcy 
could not r^fufe. 

** On Tuelday morning, iHc lothinft. 
(being the thirty^eighth day), the lonely 
travellers defcried iheftiore j but, having 
no helm to guide their little boat, dcfpiir 
took ponifiion of their almoft exhaufled 
fnirits, and, being hopelcfs, refigned 
themfelvcs to death. That Providence, 
however, without whofe knowledge a 
fparrow doth not fall to the ground, and 
whofe gracious interpofition in favour of 
the two has been apparent, became their 
helm and guide, and dire«5lcd them to the 
Ihore ; which, when having approached, 
worn-out nature could fcaicely permit 
them to leave the boat and embrace the 
earth fo fervently wifhect/or ; the boy 
having fallen into the furT, and imablc 10 
make an effort, was drowned. 

<« The remnant «f the woeful twelve, 
exerting their little ftrcngth, crawled on 
their bellies to the mouth of Joe's Rive*, 
where they flacked their thuit, and being 
difccvered by a Mr. M?.IcoIl, then in th^ 
Bay Houfe of Mr. Haynes, he hofpitably 
gave them that aflfiilance wliich hnmaoity 
dictates, and fuch extreme diftrcfs re- 
quired J but, hearing of two coiounrd 
mtn having taken polfeflTion of the boat, 
he left them in charge of a Mr. Mayers, 
a neighbouring indigent flioem>ker, 
from whom they alfo Yeceivcd that geiw- 
rous hofpitality whi^h his circumfcribcd 
ability would admit vV* 
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A ray dangerous mutiiiy lately broke 
est on boaid the Fleet at the Cape, but 
^2i quelled by the fpirited exertions of 
GrrtraJ Dundas, the Admifal, and Lord 
Vbcirtncy , aflifted by the military . All 
the batteries were mannedf and upwards 
©f a hundrcxl pieces of cannon were loaded 
^aDd pointed at the Admirars fliip : the 
funuces were heated, and red hot balls 
were ready to pour into and fink the 
Tremendous, which was at anchpr be- 
fore the Amfterdam batteries, in cale the 
aiuttneers Qiould refufe to deliver up the 
delegates, with the ringleaders, and re- 



turn to obedience; A Proclamation wat 
iffued at fevcn A. M. and only two hour* 
allowed for the mutineers to confuWr 
whether they would return to their duty 
or not. When they found that it was. 
poiitivcly determined to fmk the (hip, in 
cafe of a retulal, the fignal of fubnuflion 
was hoifted ten mimites before nine by 
the Tremendous, as well as all the other 
ihips, and the delegates were given up. 
Several of them have fince made their 
exit at the. yard arm, and everything 
was quiet*

IN attempting a portrait of this cele- 
brated comic Aarcfs, we lament with 
Gibber, " That the animated graces of 
the player can live no longer than the 
ioftant breath and motion that prefent 
them) or, at lead, can but faintly glim- 
mer through the memory or imperfcft at- 
teftatioQ of a few furviving fpe6Vators." 
In her memoirs, however, we (hall be 
able to hold up to poft^rity the early and 
rapid ftrides fhe inade in her proftiilon \ 
uui, from the various and con trailed 
chancers flie appeared in with unrivalled 
applaufe, they will at leaft be able to* 
conclude with certainty, " That Mrs. 
Abington was the iirli Comic A£lrer8 
of her time." None of the prefent day, 
for inftance, can remember Betterton, and 
confequently can know nothing perfonaUy 
of tSe abilities of this once celebrated 
Tragedian \ but who can read this de- 
claration of Gibber, «« That he never 
heard a line in tragedy come from Bet- 
terton, wherein his judgement, his ear, 
3Jid his imagination, were not fully fa- 
tlified,'* bat muft reft perfectly con- 
vinced of his tranfccndant abilities. 

Mrs. Abington, whofe maiden name 
was Baiton^ was very early in lite intro- 
duced to Theophilus Cibbcr ; who, with 
a few youthful irregulars, opened the 
i««le Thefitre in the Haymarket. Her 
firtt appearance was in Miranda in ^be 
^»Jyho(ij^ to the Marplot of Gibber, and 
here (he gave fucb an early fpecimen of 
her comic powers, that this comedy was 
a^ed twice to numerous and critical au- 
diences, who unaniraoufly teltified their 
opinion of iier rUiog excelleQce, She 



continued at this Theatre the remainder 
of the fcafon, where (he performed feveral 
other chara£lers with unabated applaufe. 
From thence (he was eneaged by Shutcr 
for Mr. Simpfon, Proprietor of the Bath 
Theatre, then under the afting manage- 
ment of Mr. King ; and having gone 
through two feafons with increafmg pro- 
mi(c and reputation, Mifs Barton re- 
turned to London, when (he was inftantly 
engaged jto join a feleftion from the two 
winter Theatres, during the fummer 
months, at Richmond. 

Here the late Mr. Lacey, one of tht 
Patentees of Drury Lane Theatre, faw 
her perform frequently, and was fo ftruck 
with the original vivacity and naivetr of 
her talents, that he gave her a cordial 
and friendly invitation to his family, 
who then rcfided at their beautiful villa 
at Ifleworth, on tht banks of the Thames. 
Here he likewife introduced her to Gar- 
rick and Foote, and one of her earlieft 
performances at Drurv Lane Theatre waa 
lier Lcuiy P/i'aitt to Footers Sir Fau/, a 
charafter, interefting and difRcult as it 
is, which (he performed much to the (a- 
tisfaflion of the audience. 

So far Fonufif afTifted the talents of 
this young Aftrefs, by being engaged at 
one of the winter Theatres, and under 
the management of the beft Aftor of hig 
time : but " (he did not come with Both 
h?.nds full ;" Mrs Gibber, Mrs. Pi itch- 
ard, and Mrs. Clive, were then in full 
pofleffion of the ftage, and as her line of 
playing infome refj^d cla(hed with thofe 
celebrated performers, it was thought 
neceflary that her youth and inexperience, 
ibould yield to maturer and more tried

abilities. The genius of Abington* 
could not brook this cold delay 5 (he 
felt her powers ripened by nature, which 
in others could be only gained by time 
and experience, and ihe was determined 
to give them fair play. Accordingly, in 
the middle of a-feafony we £nd her quit- 
ting her engagements at Drury Lane, and 
ace mpanying her hufband to Dublin, 
where the ftrength of great theatrical 
powtra were exerted in the riTalihip of 
two contending Theatres. 

Mrs. Abington being engaged at Smock 
Alley Theatre, flic made her debut in 
Mrs, Sullen^ in Tbe SUraiagemy to the 
Archer of Mr. Brown, the then a£ting 
Manager ; a performer of very confi- 
derable merit, and in fome parts of co- 
nicdy unrivalled. Her next charafter 
was Beafncf, which was followed by 
thoie of Corinna^ Clarimiay Fiora^ and 
ytoiunte — Lati'y Fanciful, Leant be , Maha 
in the N- njuror, fecona Conjlantia^ Portia^ 
Finr J,aly in Letbe, &<. csfc. and every 
night flie appeared fo added to her repu- 
tation, that long before the clofe of the 
feafon ihe was confidered as one of the 
firft and moft promifingr a^refles on the 
ftage. 

What gave an additional eclat to this 
young a6Trefs*s general merit, was her 
willingnefs to exert herfelf to the utmoft 
for the bene6t of a Theatre which had 
to contend with very confiderable forces 
under the management of McfTrs. Barry 
and Woodward i and towards the clofe 
of this feafon an opportuniry offered, 
which produced both reputation to her- 
felf and much pr» fit to the Managers. 
The farce of H/j^b L/ff Beloio Stairs had 
been brought out fome time before irt 
London with very great applaufe j and 
though Barry and Woodward were very 
indu(tricus in producing the pieces which 
were beft received there, in tlie multi- 
plicity of other bufineis they overlooked 
this : Wilkinfon, who was at that time 
at Smock Alley, luckily feized upon it ; 
he communicated his intentions to Mrs. 
Abington, who not only approved of his 
choice, but contented to play the part of 
Kitty— -the other parts lay within the 
compafs of the Company — and as the 
two Principals had frequently feen the 
farce in London, they were quite pcrfeft 
in all the management of the llage bu- 
iijicis. 

Under thefe favourable ctrcumftances 
this popular farce was brought out, and 



received with unbounded applanie. TII6 
theatricaUrecords of that day, giving an 
account of its reception, thus fpeak of 
Mrs. Abington : ** When Mrs. Abing- 
ton advanced in Mrs. Kitty, the whole 
circle were in furprife and rapture, each 
coRffratulating the other on liich an ac- 
quihtion to the ftage. Such a jewel was 
invaluable, and their own taftes and 
judgments, they fearect, would be juftly 
called in queRion, if this daughter of 
Thalia was not immediately taken by 
the hand, and diftinguilhed as her certain 
and (Ir iking merit demanded.'** 

The audience were as good as their 
word upon this occafion, as Mrs. Abing- 
ton, during her whole fta^ in Ireland, 
was ib gitat a favourite with the ladies 
of the hrft falhion and diftinftion tbere, 
that whenever (he appeared, the hoofes 
were numeroufl^j and brilliantly attended, 
her company lought after by the firt 
families of diftin6tien, whilft her acknbw* 
ledged tafte in drefs and naanncra ren- 
dered her the decided arbitrefs of fafliioa 
and elegant deportment. 

Diftinguiihed merit like this could not 
long efcape the penetrating eye of Gar- 
rick } he accordingly offered bcr foch 
terms as (he could not well refule, and 
ihe returned ^o Drury Lane Theatre, i 
after an abfence of fome years, *• with all \ 
her blufhing honours thick about her." 
Her fir it appearance was in the chara^ler i 
of the Widow Bclmour, in Mr. Mur- I 
phy's excellent comedy of « The Way 
to Keep Him," wherein fbe not ofily 
confirmed the report of her former repu- 
tation, but drew that applaufe from the 
author (as expreffed in his dedication of 
the laft edition), which will be a lafling 
te(t of her intrinfic merit. 

And here we cannot butpaufe on the 
inward fatisfaftion Mrs. Abington maft 
neceflarily feel on her return to Dniry 
Lane Theatre 5 when fhc had to refleS, 
that by her own fpiritcd, yet prudent 
condu^v fhe had been the architea of her 
own fame and growing fortune. Had 
fhe, like other young aflrefles, been 
content to vegetate in the foil where (be 
was iirft planted (and which, perhaps, it 
would have been prudent tor anotber 
perfon to have fo advifed her), time and 
chance migbt have raifed her to an eli* 
gible fituation ; but true genius, gene- 
rally fpeaking, is its beft advifer— fto 
knew beft what fhe could do, and whst 
another might call prefmnpt'wtj fhe iwxA 

• Mifs Barton abtut this tii» was marriodttMr. AMfloO) wdl kii»wii m te mnSs^ 
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httn her lecKngt to be the call of nature $ 
ihehad fpiritas well as judgment to obey 
that call, and her grafeful mtfirefiy' ever 
true to her votaries, did not ncglcft to 
cuitivate the ientimcnts (he infpired. 

It would be going into a detail, which 
the Jinits of this work will not admit, 
to comment upon the feveral character* 
which Mrs. Abington performed at this 
Theatre x her principal onet were Milli- 
mont in The Way of the World, Mrs. 
Sullen in The Stratagem, Clarinda in 
The Sufpicious Huiband, the original 
lady Alton in Colman*t Englilh Mer- 
chant, and Charloti-e in The Hypocrite 
—Beatrice in Much Ado abqut Nothing, 
the fecoDd Conftantia* played before their 
^ Majeilies, in the reTired Comedy of 
Thi Chances, Mifs Prue in Love for 
lore, Eftifania in Rule a Wife and Have 
a Wife, Biddy Tipkin in The Tender 
Hufband, Mils Hoyden, &c. &c. 
• In all thofe parts, and many more of 
equal confequence, fiie was received as 
one of the moft favoured aftreiles that 
ever ftood before the eye of the public, 
and on every night (he appeared was fure 
to draw together NumUr^ Fa/biott, and 
A Critni/m i but what peculiarly diftin- 
guiihcd the merit of tnis accompliihed 
afbcfs, was the uncommon verfatilit^ of 
her talents, which could exhibit fuch 
oppofite parts as MUUmont and Mifs 
rnrr, and give to each fuch a ftri6i and 
•atural conformation of character as to 
be oflrivaUed in both. , 

The late General Burgoyne wai fo 
highly delighted whh this very extraor- 
diuury talent, that in his Maid of the 
t Oaks (a Comedy which he wrote in com- 
pliment to Lord Derby^s firft marriaee), 
he diew the character of La<iy Bab Lar- 
^n exprei'siy for Mrs. Abington ; and 
here was a*teft of abilities which none 
hut herJclf perhaps would undertake, as 
there cannot be conceived two fituations 
in life fo extremely oppofite in ftyle, 
manners, habit, and demeanour, as Lady 
Bab in her real and alTumed charafler : 
hut all thefe difficulties vanished in her 
hands 'j ihe enriched it with ail the va- 
zieties of tafte and nature, and rendered 
• it fo capital a piece of ftage deception, 
that the audience, who faw the tranlitions, 
could fcarcely believe the evidence of 
their own ienies. 

As (bon as Mr. Garrick quitted the 
ftage, Mrs. Abington had fome notions 
of retinng likewifo \ but* at the earneft 
felicitation of Mr. Sheridan, who wanted 
ftch a prop to his ia^iat maaageaienti 



andparticularly to his intended Comedy 
of The School for Scandal, (he was pre- 
vailed on to remain. Hov firft charaftcr 
was Charlotte in Ike Hypocrite^ which, 
with her powerful fupport of Iftdf' 
TtaTiUy foon proved the young Manager's 
dilcernment in retaining fuch an aftrefs 
at any price. In (hort, her fuccefswas 
equal to his moft fanguine expeftations, 
and the author has irequcntly acknow* 
ledged it in the haadlomeft and moft 
liberal terms. 

She continued here for a few years, 
performing in all the firft lines of genteel 
comedy, and now and then giving the 
luxurious treats oiMtfs Frue^ Hoyden^ kfc, 
equally to the delight of the general part 
oi her audience, as to the entertainment 
of the beft judges of dramatic exhibition. 
On fome difhgrcement, however, with 
Mr. Sheridan, ftie left Prury Lane j and , 
Mr. Harris, whofe aftivity and forefight 
in ftrengthening his company can only b6 
equalled by his liberality in rewarding 
extraordinary merit, immediately made 
offers to oiu: heroine, which induced her 
to clofe with him, and ihe appeared at 
Covent Garden Theatre in November 
178*, introduced by a prologue, written 
for the purpofe. 

The lame fuccefs followed here as at 
Drury Lane, and ihe went round the 
whole range of her various and contrafted 
chara^ers with equal applaufe. . 

Whilft in this career flic exprefled a 
wifh to appear in the charafter of the 
Scornful Lauly, in the play of that liame 5 
a part in which Mrs. Oidfiitld had been 
much celebrated, and which fhc is faid 
to have performed with applaufe to the 
laft. This Comedy therefore was altered 
and brought out under the; title of The 
Capricious Lady, in which Mrs. Abing- 
ton undertook the principal part ; and 
though flie had to contraft the cold, re- 
fined manners of the pruile of the laft 
century with the gay tamiliar habits of 
the prefent times, (he fiiewed that deep 
acumen in her profelRon, with the pow- 
ers of exhibition fo forcibly, that (he 
rendered The Capricious Lady highly 
acceptable to the audience 5 who viewed 
it like one of the pifturcs of Vandyke, 
where beauty continues to be ever beau- 
tiful, however varied by the draperies of 
different ages. 

Her reputation was fo confirmed at 
Covent Garden Theatre, filling the boxes 
every night flie perfonned with every 
perf'on who was of rank and faflilon— 
induced the Masager tg offer her, we 
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bnre hm6, no iefs than a thotifand gnu 
Mt'as per annitmy provided (he would en- 
gage with liim for three years \ but the 
fatigue of performing fo many nights, 
a)id in that fucceilion which luch an en- 
gagement would ncceflTarily produce, flic 
declined the proffer, and articled with 
Mr. Daly,' the Manager of the Dublin 
Theatre, for twelve nights, for the Aim 
of fi^f^ hundred guineas. She therefore 
let out for Ireland in the fpring of that 
year, where, after fulfilling her engage- 
nents there with reputation to herfelf 
and profit to her Manager, (he fpent the 
rrmainder of the year in that hofpitable 
kingdoR), paying Yifitt to the feveral 
families of diltin^ion about the metro- 
' poU& who had early patronized her, and 
now continued their friendfhips and ci* 
▼iiitics with unabaling folicitude. 

On her return from Ireland, a few 
years ago, it was apprehended that fhe 
would no more return to the fiage ; and 
we believe it was for fome time her fixed 
determination. She had many allure- 
ments to this choice; a £i(t rate and 
loim edabliihed reputation in her pro- 
feihon ; a genteel independency ; and 
with thefe, a circle of the moil rcl'pe6^able 
charafiers in literary and polifhtd life, 
coiillantly foliciting her fociety. In fhort, 
all the charms of the otium cum dignitate 
prefented themfelves, when accident^ 
which perhaps detei mines lis more in the 
aiiairs of life than rules drawn from re- 
fic^lion, decided othefwife. 

The late Glorious Naval Viftory, ob- 
tained by the Earl of St. Vincent over the 
Spanifh Fleet, at the fame time that it 
nfviveil the well known ardour of the 
Britifh nation, drew forth its utmofl li- 
berality : the widows and orphans of 
thofe men who fo bravely and nobly fell 
in the defence of their country, that 
country felt for, honoured, and rewarded. 
Subfcriptions were immediately opened 
lor theiV relief, when all ranks of fociety 
prcJFcd forward as their benefaftors, 
Amongft the reft, the Manager of Covcnt 
Garden, with his ulual liberality, gave a 
free night, and the firil performers of 
both Theatres as liberally offered their 
lervices. 

In a contefi of generous feeling, it was 
far, very far from the chara6>er of 
Abington to be an idle Ipeftator. 
Tliough ffie had fecmingly quitted the 
field of glory, and her lUipended banners 
triumphantly proclaimed her foimer ler- 
vices, flie could not refift the alluring bait 
ot making her talents ferviccable to the 



caufc of humanity. She wrote to hit 
Grace the Duke of Leeds, as one of the 
truftees for managing the charity, offering 
to fpeak an Epiljgue on the cccaHon, or 
to come forward in any other fhape where 
ihe could be of molt advantage. The 
former was politely and readily accepted, 
and ihe fpoke the Epilogue amidft the 
unbounded applaufe of a moft numerous 
and brilliant audience. 

This circumflauce of courfe occafioned 
an interview with the Manager, who 
took this opportunity to prefs her retuni 
to theilage. Other incidents flrengthened 
this folicitation : the death of the late 
Mrs. Pope (who, as an afirefs or a wj?- 
man^ mufk be ever mentioned with re- 
fpeft), with the retirement of Mifs Wal- 
ks, &c. created a chafm in the arrange- 
ments of the Theatre, which none but 
extraordinary talents could fill up : the 
Manager law his remedy in Mrs. Abing- 
ton J and Mrs. Abington might have 
ieen from this and other circumflances, 
that fhe might accommodate herfeli' more 
in the line oi her bufinefs now than here- 
tofore. Whatever were her motives, 
after fome heGtation, fhe accepted the 
Manager's offer, and foon after the 
opening of the Theatre, fhe made her 
appearance in Beatricey introduced by a 
prologue, written by Mr. Colmao for 
that purpofe, and fpoken by Murray. 

Her reception from the public was 
fuch as did honour to both parties : ihe 
was welcomed with ihouts ol unbounded 
applaufe, which ihe evidently felt with 
refpe6l and gratitude. Thofe who had 
never fecn her before (for fuch is the 
fluctuating flate of human nature, that a 
few jrears make a coniiderabie change in 
the formation of audience) were fur- 
prifed at the appearance of an afireit, 
whom the little pens of malice had been 
previoufly endeavouring to fink into age 
and neceffary retirement, in the full pof- 
fefTion of perfon, health, and talents | 
whilfl thofe of her former dramatic ad- 
mirers hailed her like the mom *• after a 
winter's return of light." They faw 
their favourite comic a£lrefs again re- 
fiored to them in the fiill meridian of 
abilities, with Shakfpeare, Conerewe, 
Vanburgh, Wycherly, and " all the 
mules in her train." 

Of the profclfional merits of Mrs. 
Abington, though much has been already 
laid,* a brief review of them neccfiarily 
demands a place in thefe Memoirs : 

Early directed to the ilagc by the beft 

of all pof&blc adviftfii congenial lalfntiy 

I I nature 
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liiturt did nof leave licr work impcrfeft j 
but ^ve her <* fuch a face and form 
combined/* as beft fuitcd her profefTion 
in ail Its varieties : ber voice pcfTefTes tbe 
iame variations ^ hence (he has been able 
to excel in thofe contrafted charafters of 
Comcdv, fiich as MiUiinont and Mifs 
frmcf Lady Townly and Hoydtn^ Beatrice 
and Lu<y id The Virgin Unmafltcd, Lady 
Bab Lardootif (sfc^ (sc, which no a^reis 
but herfelf (at leaft in our days) have 
been able to atchieve. 

When we fpeak of thefe characters, fo 
much in contrail with the higher lines 
4>f Comedy, let us hope that they will not 
remain as mere records of her former 
taJentSs but that Qie will once more ihew 
B» (if it was only bv way of legacy) 
•' what we may never look upon tlic like 
a^in.** Let it not be pleaded, that her 
time of life and en bon point (hould re- 
ftrain ber from now perfoiming the parts 
of romps and girls : thefe are only im- 
pediments in the way of moderate abi- 
lities, which without the aid of perfiHal 
rrprefentation cannot ftand alone ; but 
talents of fuch fuperior luftre (particu- 



larly as her featuret can (till exhibit ail 
that vivacity and archnefs, and her voice 
found the notes of juvenility, which at- 
tach to thofe charaSers) want not thole 
inferior appendages. Thole who re* 
member NIrs. Pritchard in Eltifania, and 
^'Irs. C live in Philit:>y will readily cor- 
roborate this opinion : with peribns fuU 
ler than Mrs, Ablngtons and at a more 
advanced i^'ate of INe, the audiences (aw 
nothing in thofe celebrated perfbrtners 
but }^<t geniui of their a{img ; and per- 
feftly iatisfied with this, they exclaimed 
with the poet : 

«* Before fuch merit all objections fly, 
<■ Pritchard*s genteel, and Ganric^s £x feet 
high," 

To thefe very dlftingniibed public 
talents, with thole of much reading, good 
fenfe, and agreeable conver&tion, let the 
praile of pri'vate life be added in ail its 
icveral duties \ which has long endeared 
her to her friends, and procured her the 
efteem and orotedUon oi the moft re- 
ipeflable ranxs in fociety*

nPHIS Villa, or Vlllaken (as Mr. 
X Wilkes ufed to term it), is fituatcd 
near the Fort of Sandown \ and, though 
not large, has every requillte to make it 
a deiirable abode. The houfe is rather 
low ; it is however extenfive, having had 
many improvements made to it by its 
Jate proprietor, whofe judgment and tafte 
in all tne elegancies of life are well 
known. It ftunds on an emint^nce, and 
commands the whole profpe^ of San- 
dovm Bay. When Mr. Wilkes pur- 
chaied it, it was merely a cottage, in the 
' earden of which he eredted fome rooms, 
detached from the houle and each other, 
the compoiition of which was merely of 
the floor-cloth manufaflory of Knigntf. 
bridge. Two of thefe rooms are large, 
well proportioned, and fitted up in an 
expensive and elegant ftyle ; the other 
budding contains two bed-chambers. 
Tbe intern^cdiate fpacc between them it 



in one place a little poUflied orchard ; 
and in another, a clofe grove of fliort 
(lunted trees, that refcmBle, both in their 
(ize and mimber, a pafloral fcene on the 
ilage of a playhoufe. 

The afppft of one of the great rooms 
opens to the Ocean, and takes in the 
whole of Sandown Bay \ a grand and 
noble objeft I formed by the clulky cliffs 
of Culver on the Eaft \ and on the Weft 
by craggy rocks of the mountainous 
point of Dunnofe, fix miles diftant from 
each other. 

The other building fronts to the North, 
and opens to the ihade of the dwarf apple 
trees of the orchard. 

The houfe in which the family re* 
Hded is fmall, and at a little diftance 
from thefe whimfical though not un- 
pleafmg erefiions, which are in reality 
the fummer hovfes of the garden. Wc 
ought alio to notice a grand covered 

bench. 
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bench, fonned witKin the bank, and which 
opens from the bottom of the flope, upon 
a kvcl with the bay and the ocean.

THE Copper Coin of our Provirxcs 
has, in The European Magazine 
lod ID Tome other pubiicatiuns, been a 
frequent fubjeft of obrervation> and as 
Eenendly the fubjefl of praile ^ but 
having the misfortune to diner in opinion 
from thoic writers, who have appartntl v- 
taken much pains to confider, and ftiQ 
more to commend, the fubjefts* devices, 
aiui execution of thf.t infinite variety of 
medals, which feem to me to be in other 
refpefts, befides their weight and number, 
s burthen to the country, I ftiall in the 
£rft inftance i2ightly advert to the only 
two gocd realbns which I have ever heard 
for allowing them to pafs current even 
10 a fmall diftridk ; and fecondly, confidei: 
whether thofe reafons are as (olid as the 
diti in which thefe hiftoricai and fcien- 
tiiic fymbols are (truck ? and whether, 
i^they are, the advantage which the en- 
lightened part of the nation derive from 
t&fe copper records of the names, {>er- 
Cons, and dwellings of miners, mechanics, 
>A(i trade(nien, be not more than coun- 
terbalanced by the lofs and inconve- 
nience which the lower orders of the 
peoplii fuftain from this immenfe in£ux 
ef oafe metal coin, while the emoluniewt 
that accrues from it renders it an advan- 
tageous branch of traffic to thofe con- 
terned in its circulation ? 

The firft realbn which I have heard 
tirgcd in favour of thefe fymbols is, that 
tliey will be handed down to future ages 
*« fpecimens of the ingenuity of the 
I«(ent: that they will be colfcfled by 
cornioiiTeurs as yet unborn j and, de- 
pofited in cafes of glafs and velvet, be 
»ewn to polierity as elaborate velliges 
»hidi will fcrve to mark \iy what gra- 
duations the Arts have ainvcd to that 
Ikblime acme^ at which we .bel^old them 
w this country. Their particular ad- 
yifftage to posterity has been alio ftated, 
inafinuch as they will fervc as permanent 
jecords of important events ; and remain 
long after our diurnal produ^ions, an- 
nual regifters, and folios in which are 
eotombol the tranfa£lions of centuries 
^ of focieties, ihall, as well as the 



a6^ors upon the bufy fcene, have mo a. 
dered into congenial duft- 

If, while pondering upon fo grave a 
fubje6l, I might be peimitted to mdulge 
a ludicrous fugseftion, I (hould obferve 
that the latter of thefe oblervations bringf 
ftrongly to my mind the idea of the ftu* 
dent who prefented to the Antiquarian 
Bocicty all the tickets of IJlington Turn'* 
ptke, with the laudable view of iUuftrating 
that part of the EngHfli hiftory *, 

But to recur to my fpeculation, an4 
examine this fubjeft with the gravity 
which it dcferves. Thefe fymbols have 
by their admirers been in fomc inflancef ' 
compared to thofe of the Grecian Cities j 
but muth more frequently, for wha.^ 
rea(bn I am at a lofs even to s^uefs, to 
the copper and brafs Coin and Medals 
of the Komans. Their execution has 
been (tated as far fuperior to the latter^ 
even in the moft flouri(hing ages of the 
Republic or Empire f j and they have, 
like thofe, been quoted as criterions of 
the genius and talle of the nation, and 
as examples of the elevated ftate of the 
Arts. 

It is the property of general aflfertiont 
to (brink from a criticaLdiiquifition. I9 
the long feries of Romaii copper Medals* 
which hath defccnded to us, is to be 
traced, it is true, the progrefs of defiga 
and fculpture, emerging from its rudeit 
efforts under the fii*ft Emperors, untii 
conquett opening a free coramunicatioa 
with Greece, the artifls Were enabled, by 
a clofe imitation of thofe fublime e(Fu-> 
(ions of genius with which that country 
abounded, ahiofi to reach the perfeflloa 
which thofe exhibited. This inquiry 
may be accurately purfued in the feries 
ef Roman Silver and Copper % 9 and tlui 
ri(e.and decline of the Arts will be found 
to be exaftly the; antitype of the rife 
and decline ot the Empire 1 we mar ob- 
ferve them cmeijie, as it were,^om Cnaos^ 
attain their zenith of perfeflioo, andj 
feared by the turbulence of the times, 
relapfe again into their primitive rude- 
nefs and barbarity.

ferent nations of antiquity. 

Provincial and, perhaps, what may be 
deemed domeftic Medals, were not un- 
known either to the Greeks or Romans. 
There were few, if any, of the citief 
throughout the extenfive dominions ot 
thofe once Celebrated nations, but what 
had thek fynnbo^ Upon their money ; a€ 
the iame time it muft be obfervedy that 
that 0oinage» and thofe fymbols» iir- 
icriptions, Set. were fanRioned by Go- 
vernment * : nor does it appear that any 
other private Medals have come down to 
ns than thole tMmtd*Contorniatif fome of 
which, although bearing the names susd 
images of illuftrious Greeks and Romant 
on the obverfe, I'uch as Homer, Pytha- 
goras, Socrates, Salluft, Horace, Arc. are 
judged by Medal ifts to be only tickers 
for leats at the theatres, and other public 
exhibitions j an opinron which isftrength'» 
ened by turning to their reverfc»> whicb 
prefent athlets, a6^0F», mufical trophies, 
or fome infcription alluding to tKe amuie- 
nient to which tliey were the intro- 
du6tion. We do not find, among the 
number of thofe veftiges of art and an* 
tiquity of which we are the pofleflors, any 
that can with propriety be confidercd at 
Jbop.biiisy or trade fmatCs tokens, ' 

The Greeks and Romans were nations 
that had too juft notions of the Hicon- 
venience that might arifc to particular 
ciafTes of individuals, and to the public 
in general, to fufFcr any of the members 
of the cities, provinces, and ftatcs, with* 
in the fcope of their dominion, to afTum^ 
a right, which, for the wifeft and bcft of 
purpofes, had been always confidcred as 
mhcrent to the executive part of their 
Government. 

It may here be objeQed, that this Aate- 
ment is not ftriftly correal } becaufe, iii 
the infancy of both thofe nations, it ^Aras 
their cuftora to ufe pieces of unftamped 
metal of various fixes, and eonfequently 
weight, in their traffic for commodities t 
which pieces were the only monies, till 
the convenience of this circulating me- 
dium pointed out the neccflity of an ac» 
e urate adjuftment of its value, and taught 
thofe who were concerned in commerce, 
by the means of fcales and weights, 
which they carried for that purpolis* 
nearly to deterdune the proportion of 

c • .

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the Coin of many Nations, of whicli 
thofe pieces are perhaps the only vefligesy 
may be confidered not only as fcalev of 
their tafte and genius, but as an uni- 
vtrial biftorv, in which remarkable events 
are, in indelible chara^ers, imprefTed 
upon fubflances the mofl permanent ; and 
arranged in feries, which may be Com- 
pared, the copper and brafs elbecially, to 
volumes, which are not liable to thofe 
accidents of time and chance that have 
fwept away thoufands of tombs whofe 
materials were more frail and more fub- 
je£l to decay, fuch as bark, wood, wax, 
tellum, and other fubttances, upon which, 
%% we may learn from, thofe few that 
remain, the wifdom of philolophtrs, the 
virtues of legiflators, the exploits of he« 
roes, the fublime effufions ot poetic ge- 
nius, and the hifbry of nations, were 
formerly infcribed. 

Coin and Medals having this fuperior 
prooerty of durability, have become {he 
guides of the learned. Their fymbols 
and inCcriptions have been co^ificiered as 
cluesy which have enabled laborious and 
fcientific men to thread the mazes of thofe 
labyrinths of tradition and mythology, 
in which, in many inftances, truth hath 
been imprilbned. They may alfo be 
confidered as being in thenifelves the 
regiflers of fyflems, events, and tranfac- 
tioos, of which the remembrance had been 
buried with them, and was revived at 
their refufcitation \ and the criterion by 
which, upon comparing them with the 
fragments of ancient marbles, and of 
ancient writers, we arc able to form a 
more accui-ate judgment of the certainty 
of aeras, and the concatenation of caufes 
with effefls j and from thofe permanent 
records deduce and difcrimmate the 
aftibns, the principles, the events, and 
even the paffions, of thofe perfons and 
periods, which are by them coitamemo- 
rated. 

Having thus generally f!atcd my opi- 
nion of the ufe which has been, and 
may be made of thefe hifloricaf and chro- 
nological fymbols, I muft renjiark that all 
iny obfervations are founded upon a fyf- 
tem, which is applicable to, and com* 
piehcnds thofe which may be deemed 
fubftc Coin and Medals, by which I mean 
thole pieces that upon any great occafion 
were flruck by their parent Itates, or 
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pUf filvefy t>r copper, tlhat was to be 
given for an ox, a horfe, a mcal'iure of 
com, of oil, &c. • 

This is true, but how long this mode 
of exchange continued is neither very 
certain, nor very material to the prefent 
qoeftion, as thei'e pieces were plain : per- 
haps, as the ftate of fociety improved, 
the difficulties which attendeid its exten- 
fi«n, itndthe tirauds that were frequently 
praiUfed, might render it abfolutely nc- 
coflsry for Government to fan^Uon by its 
authority an inl^niment of commerce, 
fnim vRhkh fuch confiderable advantage 
««s to be deri^ed^ hence ai'ofe the firft 
ftimps or impreiTions upon nsosev, as, 
for inHance, n iortift, which ts believed 
to be the moft ancient, an ok, a cow, a 
nm, or fome other domeftic animal, which 
WIS the fymbol denoting the produce of 
the ftate f , to which the Coin belonged. 
'To thefe were neict added the names of 
the moneyers, and at length the effigies 
ot'the Prince, with tbe<fate, legend, 8et» 
which were probably introduced at firft 
to imprefs upon the Coin a iupeiior im- 
pprtance, and to prevent counterfeits : 
therefore the firft method ot tratficking 
to which I have alluded, by exchanging 
commodities for unftamped pieces of 
netal, cannot he confidered as 4fluing 
thole pieoes as Coin, from ftrfvate per- 
fons ; for there is not a hngle v^ftigce in 
any author upon the fub'etk of money, 
that I have been able to trace, which de- 
notes that the firtl pieces in thofe rude 
^fti as they paifed trom the hands of. 
^«ft dealer into thole ot another, had any 
ftamp or mark upon them $ but were 
only confidered as that kind of medium 
for which the fliells called dowries ^ cnr- 
licnt in HindoftanJ and on tite coaft of 
Africa §, ard the froiit in Mexico, foroa 
perhaps as convenient a fubiUtvte. 



It would b(e extending this fpeculation 
far, very far beyond the limits which a ' 
periodical publication prefcrlbes, in or- . 
der to introduce that variety which is fo 
agceeable, and indeed io ufeful to its 
readers, were I to purfue the fubje^ 
from thofe points upon which I have 
founded it, through the various coun- 
tries, ancient and modern, whoie medal ic 
hiftory forms a part of erudition, at once 
fo entertaining and fo interefting. I Ihall 
therefore conhne myfelf merely to thofi: 
obferv^tions which coincide with the de«> > 
Hgn of this traA, and repeat that the 
coinage of cveiy country has ever beea • 
under the fanflion and infpeflion of Go- 
vernment ; and that the circulation of 
money fabricated by private perfons, 
though perhaps in a few inftancfs to- 
lerated, has not only been generally con- 
fidered as inimical to the ^rue intereft of 
the State, but has, in moft -caies, fub- 
je£ted the offenders topunilhmeot. 

•Of the contorniati \ have already > 
fpoken, as perhaps xhe. only fpecies of . 
•ancient private medals that are to be 
found, as the jetoons oir counters^ are of 
the ffmi-modern, 

Theie pieces, although they are /bme-^ , 
times miftaken for Coin, it is well knov«m, 
were, -in ages when the fcience of arith-* 
metic was little underitood, intended 
merely for calculation. They ai'e marked 
with the names of companies, of abbies, 
and of other Societies and places, whofe 
Vevenues were complex and of difficult 
adjuftment \ but were never in circulation 
as money, except in more modern timer 
around the % card table \ or, uQtil they 
became objefls of dK-ioiky, had any 
value, beyond that of the weight of their 
metal, amxed to them , 

Having ventured thefe few prefatory 
obfervations, which- 1 deemed peceifary

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to elucidate thofe which I fhall makt 
upon the fubje6k in the Aibreqiient lines, 
I come now to the Copper Coinage of 
this country; which, in comparifonwith 
thoie of Gold and Silver, is a modem 
produ£lion : for although in Greece it 
fiad as ancient a date ar the latter, and 
amon? the Romant, by two centuries 
preceded it. Copper, as the authorisKd 
money of Enrland* was abnoft totally 
unknown until the year 1671. 

It has by Hiftorians and Medalifts been 
obfenred, that Queen Eiixabeth had an 
unconquerable averfion to a Copper Coin- 
Age: how fuch an unaccountable pro- 
penfity became rooted iii the mind of fa 
yinik and politic a Princefs, they do not 
feem to nave taken much paina to in- 
quire) which they ought e^cially to 
have done, as from the^inepealed value of 
the metal, xht^lwer halfpenny rauft have 
appeared like the half-crowns of Gulliver 
to the inhabitants of Brobdingnag : how- 
ever, notwithitanding its diminution and 
con(equn\t inconvenience, it continued, 
firom neceflity, in circulation ; and the 
idea of a Copper Coinage, which in the 
^ourfe of her reign was Teveral times 
proposed, was, though Sometimes fup- 



ported by Adminiftntion, alwtyt lkg«« 
lived by the Queen. 

The Royal Parthing tokens of James, 
which were iiliied in May 161 3, itdoea 
not appear were generally circulated i 
although from the narp upon the reverie 
it has been thought that they were in* 
tended to be difFul'cd, not only over this 
kingdom but Ireland, where, though 
there had been a Copper Coinage ab^ 
Aoo years antecedent to this period, an 
univcfial fcarcity of thi« kind of money t 
prevailed. 

Thefe copper tokens wore never coo- 
(idercd by the people as the current coiii 
of the country, notwithRandin? they 
were the produ6tioa of the Royal mintt 
Thofe that received them held them in 
the fame eftimation as they now do pn^ 
n/incial halfpence^ as pledges for whic^ 
Government, like modem companies and 
tradefmen, had frwntftd to give theii( 
other coin, // required • 

It is fuppofed that they continued in 
currency until the year 1648, when that 
unfortunate and difgraceful event to this 
country, the murder of its Monard^ 
floppy their circulation.

WHAT then is Ufte ? The oftener 
I confider the fubjeA, and the 
more I read and hear of the opinions, 
which different perfons, apparently of 
equal abilities to judge, entertain and 
without fcruple declare of the fame 
works ; the more do I find my felf tempted 
to repeat the queftion. 

In the account of the Life, Writings, 
and Charafter of a late celebrated pre- 
late, the R. R\ Biographer notices a littlo 
piece of the Bi(h6p*s in the following

Our re- 
fpeAed fciend, you will well remember, 
to uncommon erudition added alfo an ex- 
quifiic taile, with a quick and lively fetl- 

I ingof every thing either excellent or of- 
JFenfive. You, who knew the man, will 
know how to appreciate his opinion. 
Nor does he ftand alone on this ground. 
♦* Dr. Lowth, in a pointed and polijbed 
fpifiU^ defended himfelf, and atucked 
the fiifliop : and his viAory** over the 
magnified fuperiority of wit and argu- 
ment " was eftabliihed,'' fays a late ce- 
lebrated hiftorian, no mean judge, « by 
the filcnt confufioo of Warburton and 
bn Jlaves •/' How are we to account 
for this contrariety of opinion in two 
iiich men as Dr. Hurd and Mr. Gibbon? 
not only as to the refpe^^ive merits of 
the REMARKABLE DISCOURSE:, 
and the POINTED AND POLISHED 
£PISTL£ 'y but as to the fuccefs alio 
with which they were fcvenvlly atU;«Klill- 
Nor do our diAcuKies end here. The 
R. R. Biographer, in his account, f £c. 
repeats with great folemnity what the 
learned conuncntator on Horace had be- 
fore taken occafion to advance % ' that 
Jh, Warbonon* s edition of Pope*s work s 



was " tbe hefi edition that was ever grtf'e/t 
of any Claffickr^^* Thtf reafon," fay» 
the laft refpeftable Editor, ** of my un- 
dertaking it (an edition of Pope*s works) 
was the univerfal complaint that Dr. 
Warburton had disfigured and difgraced 
hia edition by many forced and far-r 
"etched interpretations, totally unfap* 
ported by the pafiages which they wero 
brought to elucidate. If this,'* he adds, 
« were my iingle opinion, nothine could 
have induced me to have delivered it with 
fo much freedom ^.** Dr. Warton, from 
his education, his early and long-continued 
habits, the caft of his mind, aiM thecourfo 
of Ms ftudies, will be thought in general 
well qualified to judge of a work of this 
foi't. 

What then is tafte ? To bring the 
matter nearer home, I would wifh you to 
confider all I have written above as a 
preparatory apology for the liberty I am 
about to take, in a critique on another 
paiTage in Pope's Tranflation 5 where I 
find mylelf unfortunately again at va- 
riance with the elephant Fitzofbornc, hi« 
ableft advocate ; from whom I never can 
diifeot without pain.

In the genuine work of Homer ao tormentv^ 
a»e poured alone the plaint ^ind thcrs 
divided into a thoufana feparate chan* 
nels ; nor do we trace them roaifing to 
titt maiir*. 

Pope feems to have borroy^ed this lad 
thought from his old friend OgHby. He 
too ^aeries his riv'lets and gutters Xq the 
main J with lefs outrage, however, in 
his mode of conveying them, to the feniS 
of his author.

It will not be cafy to difcover bjr what 
reafons Pope was led, while thele lines 
of Ogilby were before him, to adopt one » 
part, and that the lefs accurate; when 
by dcferting the other he waiiders lb mucls 
the ftjrther out of his way, By this cx- 
, traordinary management, jnned with hiv 
other imftrtwemfmis^ no finglc feature is 
preferved of Homer'*8 painting. In the 
tranlcendent lublimhy, which we are 
called upon to admire, we lolc fight in- 
tireiy of the poet's meaning j and the 
great defign, which he had in view, i» 
altogether overlooked and unacconw 
piiflied. 

Allowing therefore, if you plrafe, ta 
this admired paflage all that true fub- 
lime, which Fitzo(borne thinks he drf^ 
covers in it j with this concelTion, even 
in its utmoft latitude, I cannot bring 
myfw'lf to approve a tranfUtion, which 
retains fo little of the original. I am 
the lefs difpoled to approve this,' as 
Homer evidently fuffers very much by 
having his thoughts thus arbitrarily mil« 
repreiented *, and the order of his compo- 
fttion fo much deranged. 

I am rather inclined to flatter myfcl^ 
that on this point your fentiments will 
very nearly coincide with mine. How« 
ever, if perchance the degradation of 
your favourite irom the high feat of 
nonour,.to which his admirers had inju-^ 
diciouHy railed him, fhould dv^ll upon 
your mind with any lefs agreeable im- 
preHion ; to do it all away at once, let 
me carry you to the great mafter him* 
felf. Here, as at the clofe of the ad- 
mired Night- piece, with equal {kill, and 
an effeft equily happy, he places a fo- 
litary (hepherd on the fummit of a rock;

IN your Magazine for January 1798 
(Vol.XXXin. p. 4.)i is a letter to 
Sir J. Sinclair, refpe^ing the Inclofure 
of Wafte Lands. As a/ ibis pniod^ op- 
pofition to a mcafurc which many con- 
ceive would be of public benefit, natu- 
rally incites a fpirit of patriot ifm in its 
defence, I have ventured to conteft the 
opinions, which the writer of this letter 
has advanced. 

The great principle (he fiift telis us) 
of improving lands for public advantage, 
Is to leave a portion of it fo improved 
** publici juris j" to do which he recom- 
mends << the improvement of waiies and 
'commons by banking, draining, &c. at 
the expence of every individual who had 
« right thereon by parochial levy." 
This right he wiihes to ice extended to 
every houfe-holder paying fcot and Jot, 
and his due proportion to I'uch levy. 
Upon this let Agricola himfelf decide, 
whether the improvers ought not firft to 
ht fecuieoflong leafes, lelt they ihould 
be Compelled to expend hundreds, for no 
other purpofe than to throw a itrong 
temptation in the way of their landlords, 
to appropriate to themfelves that benefit, 
which the tenants conceived themielves 
to have merited. 

Your Conefpondent obferves, " That 
the increaie of inclofures has turned 
country gentlemen and their overgrown 
tenants into arrogant and unfeeling mo- 
nopolies 1** but the very conveffe of the 
Ipirit of monopoly is the natural confe- 
iquence of the mclofure and improvemtait 
of wafte lands'^; for the mote abundant 
the general produce, the greater the com- 
jictition, confequently more difficult the 
praAicabiiity, and more doubtful the 
profpe^ of monopolizing to advantage. . 
licarcity is efltntial to tl^ fuccefs of fpe- 
fulation. 

Agricob next fays, " That there ii 
no roan, or combination of men, with 
cxclufive rights or privileges, who con- 
iider the public in any other light than 
IM an objea of plunder 1*' Thia objca^ 



as it refpe^s commons, hat not occnpid 
much ot the attention of great farmers^ 
thty treat the benefits of commons wi^ 
contempt. 

I am equally an enemy with Agncol 
to th« enlargement of fai nos ^ they throi 
an immenfe burden of population on im 
trading and manufacturing towns, aaj 
contribute largely to the increafe of tli| 
poor rates. In a well- policed ftal^ 
modes of fubnfience, fufBciently elevau 
above poverty to admit of €Hjery fvC 
ciency, and feme of the comforts ofKn 
cannot be tco numerous. . 

**\ would not (continues Agricolajf 
^1 low any man to acquire a duplicatid^ 
of his feparate property by taking fro^ 
others their (hare in the right of paftait 
over all lands in relation $** and be ae« 
cor^lingly wiihes, '< that one tfaiid HL 
other realbnable portion of the wafte lani 
ihould be left open every year to a gcnci^ 
right of common.'* I cannot litppofir 
that t;he I«egiilature would ian<5iiiy s 
fyftem of incloi'ure, which does not reium 
to every legal holder (as far as it be 
poflible; an equivalent for the right be 
iuner.ders. 

Agricola laftly complains of the decaf 
of Tin?bcr : nothing but pure untainted 
patriotifm can remedy this evil ; the 
diAance of the return will ever operate as 
an impediment to planting. 

I have offered thefe few obfervationt 
by way of particular reply to yeur Cor- 
refpondent, who appears to feel iincerely 
for the caufe of humanity ; I aifo profe/s 
myfelf a foldier lifted under the fami' 
banner : we both drive at the fame point, 
though we may diflPer concerning the 
means of arriving at it. Confident wifh 
thefe principles, X ihall adduce feme Ut* 
thcr arguments, in favour of the propo/ot 
Bill. A wide field here prefents itfelf ; | 
but I will be as concife as pcfiible. I 
prefume to declare, that I am not a mere J 
Tbcorifl 6n the queliion ; 'for I have bad ] 
a " f>ra^ical^* knowledge of farming 
moi^ than twenty years> have conftantly 
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of Colnmons prevails, and have noticed 
their cflfefts on the real intcrefts of the 
whole comtniinity with no inattentive, 
and 1 truft with an impartial eye. 

Perhaps there is no iubje6l more intri- 
cate in its nature than the one before us. 
Iti other enquiries we may trace' fome 
leading principles, which lerve as a ge- 
neraj due, to guide us through the 
hbyrinths which prcfcnt themfclvcs at 
every ftep, on political queftions. A 
jencial inclofmg fyftcm comprehends 
rath a multiplicity of diftinft objc^s, 
and bears fo many relations to the civi- 
fited ftate of man, that numerous difH- 
oilties, and thofe of an oppoiite com- 
plexion, occur at every ftep we take on 
this tender ground.

Mo- 
dern difcoveries cannot be applied under 
this old fyftem \ and fuch are the baneful 
confequences attendant upon it, that the 
land every year decreafes in value ; and 
it is a notorious fa£l, that a well-in- 
formed farmer prefers inclofed arable, at 
aos. per acre, to Common- field, at as.6d« 
The increafed quantity of grain which 
will be produced by inclofing thefe fields* 
may be eftimated at nearly double, and 
we may carry at leaft this part of ihe 
fcheme into effect with more confidence^ 
becaufe it is not obnoxious to the ar- 

gunqen^ 
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nent muft vary in its fize. Large open 
paftures may produce as much herbage 
m their pretent ftate, asvit can polfibly 
do under any mode of fuppofed improve- 
ment. Thefe paftures are of various 
defcriptions refpe^ling extent, fituation, 
acd quality } and without doubt local 
tircumftitices may rationally juftify an 
Attempt to amend them. Some of them 
may probably be doubled in their value 
by the proper application of drains, ma- 
bures, &c. &c. 

Yet I muft confefs, that the plan of 
inclofing our large Commons, impro- 
perly ftyled Waftes, is that part ot the 
Ivftem which pleafes me leaft. I ^hink 
they are the leaft fufceptible of improve- 
fiient, and the commercial objeaionsy 
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Cttment which liat 6ecn fo often urgtd 
in the diftuiling the merit* of the quef- 
fion at large-*-" T^tf R/gbts of the Cot^ 
tt^ir.*^ I fpeak from ezpedence, and 
therefore fpeak with confidedce» when I 
adert that the benefit received from the 
cxercife of his rights on thefe fields i« fo 
fmal!, that language knows not a value 
bjr which to appreciate it: thefcanty 
pickings near the hedge, and the rufhjr 
grafs which grows on the divifions of 
the propertv (mears^, being the only 
fuppty whicti they afford- 

In return for the furrender of this near- 
ly abfolute nothingy the cottager will 
receive a confiderable advantage in the 
increaie, not only of temporary, but of 
permanent labour ; foi- the ground being 
cropped every year muft afford one third 
more employment than when it was in a 
ftate of Commonage : this is an increafe 
fixed and certain, without reference to 
the furplus quantity of com which the 
land muft ineviubW produce, and there- 
by requiring more labour in the harveft- 
tng and thrashing. 

I am fatisfied no juft exception ^an 
be made lo this part of the inclofing 
fchcme: there is another part of it, 
which, thoueh circumfcribed in its ex- 
tent, is from its nature more forcibly and 
immediately felt, as far as its influence 
extends $ I mean the cottage, with its 
circumjacent garden, erected on, and 
fenced in from, the Wafte. When we 
recoiled that this borrowed land is from, 
its fituation extremelv unprofitable, bear- 
ing nothing but rufnes and the coarfefl 
grafs ! we mall contemplate with plcal'ure 
the induflry of man, ftimulated by the 
hope of profit, and the conlcioufners of 
propertv, to its utmoii exertions, fuc- 
ceed at length in the placing its pofTeiror 
in a more comfortable flate of exiftence. 
The encroachment made by this {miM 
inclefure on the ideal rights of others 
muft not, ought not to be thought on, 
when fo much a^lual benefit ariles to a . 
portion of the poor but induftrlous com- 
4nunitv« The labour which the cottager 
expends on his little garden feidom in- 
terferes with the daily duties of his fer- 
Vitudc \ he toils with {>)earure early in 
the morning and late in the evening, 
producing at the fame time advantages to 
himfcU and to ficirtj j for the quantum 
of labour which a ftate can produce is 
th^ Jult ftandard of its profperity. 



Let it alfo be remarked, that hod 
cultivated as a garden will produce nearly 
double the quantity of food which ths 
fame land would yield under any other 
mode of huibandry. The good policy of 
increafing thefe produftive fpots is felf- 
evident. 

I am not ignorant that many oh- 
jedlions, particularly fome of a com- 
mercial kind, may be urged to the f)^ftem 
of inclofure j but let the inherent nghtt 
of humanity be ever held more fund 
than the artificial daims of an.grafpipg 
fpeculation, and let us oppofe, at the 
moft deftni^ive potion of national felicity, 
any meafure which may tend to increaA 
the price of prov^fions; rather let us 
ardentlv hope that fuch a fyftem msv be 
adopted, which may render them fo cfeesp 
as to be attainable by the loweft ranks of 
the people. 

It were wafling words to prove the 
felf-evident proportion, *^ that increaie 
of quantity muft decreafe the price." 
The vaft Increafe which muft arife from 
an inclofure of the Commqn-fields majr 
be readily conceived : at prefent tbey 
throw every impediment in tLe way of a 
rpirited courl'e of hnfbandry, the tmpoffi- 
bility of railing the manuring crops of 
clover and turnips (abfolutely neceflaxy 
in many diftri^s^, the damages fre- 
quently fuHained m the fbwing, and ia 
the harvefting $ with many otncr incon- 
veniences too tedious to enumerate. 

If a due regard be paid to the rifhti 
of every individual, and if the land In- 
clofed be equitably apportioned, I tnift 
I am neither morally or politically 
wrong, when I avow the warmeft feeling 
of my heart — when I cordially wifh, that 
a long ieafon will not elaple, ere we he- 
hold every foot of barren land which the 
ifland affords converted into fniitfiu 
fields and verdant paftures •. And i 
fliall then fee the mjth, who now con- 
templates with pleafure, and refignswith 
reluctance, a right which imagination has 
magnified into a benefit, rejoice when he 
finds an ample recompence awarded to 
him } a recompence, which will remu- 
nerate him a hundred fold. Let us 
likewife indulge the pleafing hope, that 
habits of induftry, frivgaUty, and grati- 
tude, will diftineuifh the charaftcrs rf 
the poor, that they may thereby cxpc» 

f'ith confidence the protedion aid bene- 
cence of the rich.

ACCOUNT 

OF 

JOHN WILKi:S, ESQ^ 
(Concluded from Page 88.) 



ON the 19th of January 1764, Mr. 
Wilkes was expelled the Houfe of 
Commons, as the Author of The North 
Briton, No. 4^, which, by a Refolution 
of the 15th of November preceding, had 
been voted ** a. talfe, i'candalous, and fe- 
ditious libel } containing exprelFions of 
the moft unexampled infolence and con- 
tomeW towards his Majeit^, the grofTeft 
afperuons upon both Houles of rarlia* 
Bient, and the mod audacious defiance of 
the authority of the whole Legiflature ; 
and moft manifeftly tending to alienate 
the aiFe6lions of the people from his. 
Majefty, to withdraw them from their 
obedience to the laws of the realm, and 
to excite them to traiterous infurre^ions 
againit his Ma}efty*s Government.'* On 
the zift of February he was found guilty 
of republKhing The North firiton, and 
alio of printing the EA'ay on Woman, 
He this year printed at Paris his cele- 
brated Letter to the worthy £le£lors of 
the Borough of Ayleibury, which if 
dated 0£l. the aid. 

His abfence from England did not 
jKevent the proceedings againft him on 
the vefdi£^s being carried on with great 
vigour. To enlorce his appearance in 
the Court of King^s Bencn, procefs of 
outlawry was iffued againft htm on the 
%A of November, which from that time 
fufpended his aAion againft Lord Halli- 
fax. In that month ne went to Bou- 
loyne, to meet his friends Churchill and 
Humft^ey Cotes \ a meeting which ter* 



minated with the death of Churchill odT 
the 4th of November ». 

Being now an exile from his cotmtry, 
he employed fome of his time in vifiting 
parts of France, Italy, and Switzerland 5 
particularly in Auguft 1765, he paid his 
compliments to Voltaire, as may be feen 
in our Magazine for January laft, p. 6. 
It is probable he was fupported by fome 
of the Oppofition 5 and on the change of 
theMiniftry, in 1765, he made appli- 
cation to be rcftored to his native coun- 
try, which the new Adminiftration did 
not feem willing to permit. He wa« 
offered, however, by Mr. Fitzherbert, m 
the name of fome of the Miniftry, Ihe 
annual fum of loool. to be paid out of 
the income of their refpeftive j)laces. 
But this propofal he rejefted as clan- 
defline, eleemofynary, and pcrcarious. 
" I demand,'* fays he, in a letter to Mr. 
Onaow, «• from the juftice of my friends, 
a full pardon under the great feai— for 
having fuccefsfuUy ferved my country. 
I will wait here till the firft day of th« 
new year. If I fliould not then hav» 
received it, I (hall then have the ftroneeil 
proof that th^refent Mhiiftry are neither 
the friends of Mr. Wilkes, nor of juf. 
tice ; becaufe the letter of Mr. Fitx»

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bf ins; defrauded by a woman, who Itve^ 
witn him in tbe diaraAer of a houlc- 
keeper. This was not the firft appli- 
cation of the like kind. 

In November 1766 he returned to 
England, ex{>e6ling, from the interpo- 
lition of his friends in the Minifiry, that 
his pardon would be obtained j but in 
this he was difappointed. The Duke of 
Grafton, to whom he applied by letter, 
behaved with great cotdnefs on the oc- 
caiion, and referred hina to Lord Chat- 
ham, with whom he appears not to have 
been on ^od terms. He was therefore 
obliged to return to Paris, where he wrote 
and printed his famou; Letter to the 
]>uke of Grafton, which has fince been 
fo mujch celebrated. Finding that no 
dependance was to be placed on his for- 
iner friends, after a twelvemonth interval, 
. he took the refolution, apparently a def- 
perate one, of depending on his own 
exertions only for extricating himfelf 
from his difficulties. Accordingly, in 
|he beginning of the year 1768, he again, 
to the furprife of every one, made his 
appearance in London ; and on the 4th 
of March tranfmitted a fubmiiTive letter 
to the King, requefting a pardon, of 
which application no notice was taken. 
On the 1 6th of the fame month he offered 
himfelf a candidate to reprefent the city 
of London, and at the clofe of the poll 
on the- Z3d was found to have polled 
I247 votes. Not difheartened at this 
failure, he immediately declared his in- 
tention of becoming a candidate for the 
^ounty of Middlefex, and on the 28th 
wics cnofen by a vaft majority. On th^ 
»7th of April he was taken up on a ca- 
pias utlc^atunii and committed to the 
King*s Bench, and on the 1 8th of June 
Was fentenced,on the two verdi6ls againft 
lim, to be Imprifoned twenty-two 
inonrhs, to pay two lines of 500I. each, 
and to give fccurity for his good beha- 
yiour for icven years, himfelf in loool. 
^d two fureties in 500I. each. 

On the 8th of J^ne the Outlawry 
iflued againft him was reverfed, which 
enabled him to refume the proceedings 
ibrmerly begun againft Lord Ha Hi fax. 
He was now confined in the King*8 
Bench, but his partizans were flillaiHvc, 
ind on 'his birth-day there was much 
rioting and diforder. On the z8th of 
November he caufed a petition to be 
prefented to the King, foliciting his 
clemency, and in the courfe of this year 
pnblifti^ .the Introduction to a Hiftory 
of England 3 a work, which it is ima^ 
' ' ' * a ' 



glned he did not proceed in further, npf 
did the fpecimen afford much promife. 

Undepreifed by impfifonmcnt, or the 
rigour of the law, he ftill braved the 
vengeance of Government, and ftill found* 
himielf fupported by his friends. On the 
a7th of January 1769 he was chofen 
Alderman of the Ward of Farringdon 
WitKout", on the death of Sir Francis 
Gofling J and on the ^d of February he 
was expelled the Houfe of Coipmons, 
for publiftiing with an introduflion the 
ti.anks of Loni Weymouth, Secretary of 
Stated to the Officers and Soldiers who 
were on duty in St. George's Fields, at 
the riot on the xpth of May 17^8. On 
the 1 6th of February he was rc-eleftcff 
and on the next day again expelled. Q^ 
the 1 6th of March he wa$ a third time 1 
elected, and on the fucceeding day a third 
time expelled. The Freeholders of Mid- 
dlefex ftill Rrmlyfupported him, and on 
the 13 th of April he was a fourth time 
returned j but on the 8th of May the 
Houfe of Compdons declared his 0D7 
ponent, Henry Lavves Luttereil, the fit- 
ting Member. His caufe a^inft Lord 
Hallifax was at length (i iih November) 
brqueht beforta Jury, who awarded him . 
4000I. damages. In this year a focicty* i 
calling itfelf Supporters of the Bill of 
JRights, inftituted it (elf for the purpofe 
of relieving^ him from his debts, which 
the members of it, after fome difficulty^ 
accomp]ift)ed. 

He at length regained his liberty on 
the 1 8th of April 1770, and took his 
feat in the Court of Aldermen. It was 
foon difcovercd that thei-c was a difference 
of opinion in many points between him 
and ftveral of his former friends. Early 
in 1 771 a rupture between him and Mr. 
Home (now Home Tookc) produced 
hoftilities in the newfp'/pers, and both 
parties exerted their abihties in abuGng 
each other with much acrimony, to the 
great entertainment of the public, though 
little fo their o^n credit. After fome 
tim^ it was found tliat the world was 
perverfe enough to believe b»th the Gren- 
tlemen in their unfavourable repreienta< 
tion of each, other. Mr. Wilkes foon 
faw this effeft of the controvcrfy> V*l 
wifely withdrew from it on being cLoi'ea 
Shcnff on the 3d of July 177^. His 
antagonift alfo, being left to * himielf 
without a() opponent, and feeling the 
difgrace which ne had brought on him- 
felt, alfp prudently and filentjy quitted 
the field, difcomHted and difappointed. 
On the 8th of Odcbcr j773» Mr. 
' ^ Y^ilkci 
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Wlkcf was by the J-ivery ele^ed one 
4f the pcrfons to be felc6ted for Lord 
Kfayor, but was not chofen by the Coyrt 
of Aldermen ; and the fame circumftance 
fcappenrd the fticceeding year. Cn the 
third year (1774) he was again elefted in 
the iame manner, an4 approved by the 
Court of Aldermen. Ou the xoth of 
OAober be was again eleSed Member 
for the (ounty of Middlefex» and was 
Dcrmitted to take his feat without nio- 
lellation. The popuhurity which he had 
hitherto enjoyed was now to fuffer fopie 
diminution. In the beginning of 1776 
Sir Stephen Theodore JanfleA refigned 
the office of Chamberlain, and Mr. 
\Vilkes was a candidate to fuccced him i 
when, notwithftanding every exertion in 

I his favour, and cve^y aiL entpioyed, he 
Jolt his election, and Mr. Alderman 
Hopkins was chofen, by a m^ority of 

I 177* He made another tffort in the 
fpcceeding year with equ^il iU fuccefs $ 
and on a tliird attempt in 177S, .was 
again reje^ed, having only 287 votes 
againft 1216. His fituation at this time 
was tj;aly melancholy ; his int^eil in the 
city appeared to be loit ; a motion to pay 

^ bis debts had been reje^ied in the Com* 
men Coimcilj hewa$ involved in diiti- 
pulties of viu'ious kinds ; his creditois 
were clamorous ; and fuch ^f hi« pro- 
petty whioh could be alberta ined, and 
9jnongft tKe.reft- his bouks, had been 
t^kj:D in execution : thofe who formerly 
fupported him were become cold to his 
Solicitations,, and languid in their exer- 
tion s, and the clouds of adverfity ietmed 
to gather round him on every lide, with- 

, out a ray of light to chear Uim. While 

^ in this forlorn Itatc, fortune again tmex- 
pectcdly took him by the hand. In 1779 

I Mr. Hopkins died, and Mr. Wilkes at 
length obtainttd an cl^ahlifliment, which, 
pf opting by experience, rendered the 
remaincker of his life eai'y and comfort- 
^le. On thp I ft of December he was 
chofen Chamberlain, by a majority of 
1971 votes, and continued to 611 tha 
omcc with credit to himfeify and to the 
iati»f;^6lion of his con^itueots, during 
the reft of his life, in fpite 0/ ibise foebk 
attempts at oppo^tion to him. 

In 1780 he was again ele&ed Knight 
of the Shire for Middlcfex, and the ^no 
Itonour waj^ 9onferred on him in 1784 ; 

' after which he made np Iblicitaticns, and 
|t the next ele^ion pcnaiittd another 
^rfon to be chofen, without intecfering 
^ aoy mannfici In the riot% oi' 17S0 



his cendu^ obtained great applaufe. On 
the 3d of May 1782' his annual motioa 
for refcinding the vote of his expulfioa 
was luccel'sFul, and be from time to time 
publiihed fpeeche's on various queftions, 
which he either made "or attempted to 
make in Parliament, the greater part of 
which he publiihed in 3 vols. iamo« 
1777 and i78i> and afterwards ill 1 vol. 
8vo\ He likewife printed feparate an 
admirable defence of Mr. Haftings, in a 
ipeech on the impeachment. In 1790 he 
printed a few copies of fplendid editions 
of Catullus and Theophraftus, for par- 
ticular friends, and lately, A Supplement 
to the Mifcellaneous Works of Mr. 
Gibbon. 

4n the latter period of Mr. Wilkes*t 
liie he had been very attentive to his 
health, and by avoiding ail excefTes, was 
enabled to extend his exiflfence longer 
than could ^'^eH be expected from the 
turbulent i'cenes h« had paflfed through, 
and the vai iecy of diftreiTes he had at 
times experienced. The powers of his 
mind never failed him, and his fpeech to 
Admiral Waldegrave, not many dayi 
bcrfore his death, is an evidence that h;^ 
faculties were not in the leaft aflFe£led«' 
lie died with great compofure on th<tf 
16th of December 1797 ; and by his will 
gave to John Smith, an oflicer in the 
Eali India Company*s fervice, lool. — to 
Mrs Alnelia Arnold, the houfe in Kcn- 
fington Gore, with all the furniture an4 
ready money in it, and loool.— to Har- 
riet Wilkes, of Kenfmeton Gore, the 
houfe in the lile of WigTit, all the fur-/ 
niture, &c. and 2000I. «— to WilliamT 
Montague, aool. — to^ H^nry Parker^ 
zol. — to James Bowdon,sol.— toCharles^ 
Ion of William Montague, 20). — to 
Richard Keys, James Pyiield, Thomas 
Smith, ici. each— toall his>lervants, jf 
guineas each. His daughter fefiduary 
legatee, and (be, with William Montaguei 
were appointed ei^cutorq. The will wae 
proved as the teiiator dying poflefled of 
Icfs than io,oool. 

His remains were interred fai a vaultr 
in GrolVenor Ch^ppl, Soukh Audky-»' 
ilreet, accor^ng \o the dsreAioiAs of kif 
will, being near to where he died.

THE vanity of Man has treated few 
arguments with more attention and 
fcfpeft, than thofe which tend to enlarge 
the boundariea of human wifdom, and 
fatter him with the profp^f^ of attaining 
mbfolate perfcflion : the enthufiaft haa 
ftrutted in the plumes of fancied fupe- 
riocity, the philofopher has gravely con- 
gratulated his feUow creatures on the 
approach of that period, when rice (hall 
Siakc her final exit from the world $ 
when fleep, that prefent obvious proof 
<»f imbecility, ihall no longer be nedied j 
^nd Man, by his own energiea, ihali 
wotraA life, and fet difeafes at defiapce. 
Even thofe wbofe calm and religious 
icDtiiAents hourly imprefs them with a 
•onfcioufnefs of the real inferiority of 
Itfan, have in fomc fort acquieliced in the 
feigntnjg opinion ^ they have thought 
enuiIatioQ the grand fpring of human 
tadeavour, and that the youth who ep- 
tera the worjd, imprefled with an idea 
•f the excellence of thofe around him, 
will exert all hit powers to attain that 
excellence, and confequently the fyftem 
which bej^ in error, will end in reality. 
It it time, however, to confider whe- 
ther the tS^ be always fuch as thfft 
fricndt to the human race have r^pne- 
lented it? and whether difappointment 
in our darling expedations may not give 
|>irth to many of thofe vices which it 
^ould be the endeavour of the philo^ 
Cipher to endicau irom the humaa 



breaftP Youthis the feafon of romaatie 
attachment ; he enters the world, con- 
vinced of the perfeAton of thofe around 
him ; he rejoices, and expefta eveiy 
bofom to vibrate in unifon { he grieves, 
and is aftoniflied if he find not ever^ eye 
clouded with forrow. Can the writen, 
who have filled him with thefe cxpe£ls^ 
tions, wonder at the depravity or mclao- 
chol]^ which too frequently follow the 
convi£lion of their fallacy, and ought 
they not to reproach themfelves with the 
confequences of thole opinions which 
their works are calculated 16 infpire ? 

Celfus entered the world with every 
advantage ; to fortune he was indebted 
for a liberal independence, and he in- 
herited from nature a pleating form, a 
found conftitution, an excellent under* 
(landing, and a feeling heart. He was 
remarlcable at fchool for his quicknefs 
in comprehending the beauties of the 
Clailics, inforouch that it was propheficd 
on all bands that he would make a briJ- 
liant figure in life. Childhood is per* 
Hl^s the fedpn of all others in which 
excellence biings the fweeteft i:ecompence 
to the poflellbr, being feldom blighted by 
envy, or clouded by detra6tion. But^ 
notwithftanding the apj^aulea which the 
talents sind virtues of Celfut infpired, 
his fchoolfellows could not lail to remark 
the inconftancy with which he varied his 
fdendflups; the intimate firiend ^f to*^ 
d<y beii^ fir«|tt^t]y flightlj noticed on 
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tlw ffloriow, and totally forgotten on the 
^y enAiing : this circumftance, which 
they arcribed to pridcy did not fail to 
dunp the admiration his fchoolfellows 
felt for him. Celfusy in fpite of this- 
hUtngg pafled through his exerciies with 
nnconunon applaufe, which wa» rather 
iocreafed than ieilencd during a refidence 
•f tbrcc years at Oxford 5 and having 
entered himfelf a ftudent at the Temple, 
we are now to confidcr him as tlirown 
ttpon the theatre of the world, to a6l the 
part to which chance or inclination fhall 
direA hlm^ 

During bis fiay at Ichool, Celius had, 
ffom a grandeur and elevation of fenti« 
meat inherent in him^ chiefly addicted 
himielf to the ftudy of thofe authors who 
have reprelented mankind in the faireft 
point of view. The Pallorals of Theo- 
critfia and VirgiJ delighted his- imagi- 
natioDy the Romances of Taflb and 
Ariofto charmed his fancy, and added 
new force to his univerfal benevolence :' 
he ieanit from Homer to equip fleets and 
armies to redrefs private wrongs, and 
was pleafed to fee the Goddefs of Wif. 
dom hcrielf defcend from Heaven to guide 
her fiivourite In his paflage through life. 
; the moderns, Addifonwas his 
: favourite $ and if a paflage* in 
t or 8wift fometimes awoke him 
from his dream of felicity, he quickly 
^umed the ungenerous refleflion, and 
nook it off; <• like dew drops from the 
iion^^maae.** 

The fortune, talents, and vivacity of 
CelAis, no fooner feen than admu-ed, 
dicw a large circle of acquaintance 
anmnd him, each contending for his 
friendship. The choice of a friend was 
the only thing itfr. to contribute to the 
felicity of CeTius, and this, in his opi- 
nion, waa to fix the hftppinefs or mifcry 
of Us future life. In all the works of 
imagination he had perufed, he could not 
fail to remark that his hero was accom- 
panied- by foroe dear and infeparable 
friend, whofe fentimenta exa^lly coin- 
cided with his own ; who» when he went 
forth to battle, fought imdaumed by his 
fide; whofhsired with him the dangers 
of the feas ; and who, in the days of 
innocence and peace, iaf ftretched befide 
hun in the fhade, alternately chaunting 
the praifet of fome favourite fair. 

Imptdkd with this fentiroent, Celfos 
happmd to be in the company of Mrr- 
cator, and flruck with the probity of his 
charaAer, and the concern, he exprefled 
for the welfare of hiS'COuntry,detemiiucd 
to flc^ him the friend of his bofom. It 




was not long, however, befon Calfna 
perceived that Mercator was not the ons 
deftined byvHeaven to participate in hia 
forrowa and his joys } Mercator regu- 
lated his paflions by the dictates of |>rB« 
dence and reafon, was in every reipeSI 
too methodical for the ardent difpofitios 
of Cell'us, and waa therefore quickly 
flighted, and <]uickly forgotten. A few 
days afterwards Celius aLned with a ib* 
ciety of fafhionable men at a tavern in 
St. James^s-ftrcet, and among thole who 
diltinguiibed themfelves by aaerriment or 
noife, could not help being particularly 
f^riick with the elegant appearance* 
fprightly converfation, and brilliant re- 
nartees of Audax ; to Audax, therefore* 
he ?owed eternal friendftiio, ahd this vow 
Audax, in the intoxication of the mo- 
ment, willingly repaid, A league waa 
forthwith formed, tlie two friends ap- 
peared ' infeparable at all the reforta oC 
gaiety and difl^pation, and Celius and 
Audax Ihortly became the Pylades and 
Oreftes of the town. For the fir&. montk 
Celfus fwam in an ocean of delight. 
«< At length,** he exclaimed, « I have 
attained the wilh of my heart, a friend. 
pofrefl*ed of every virtue and every ac; 
compliflunent,V^nofe appearance gratifiw 
my vanity, whole good-humour is m 
never-failing fource of pleai'ure, whofe 
wit exhitarates, and whofe virtue en- 
forces efleem !" A few months were 
fuflicient to awaken Celfus from hia 
dream of felicity ; he found the animal 
fpirits and gaiety of Audax a poor fub* . 
i^itute for the more durable qualities of 
good fenfe and virtue, was fliortly duped 
by his infeparable friend in in amoroua 
adventure, and had juft reafoned hhnfelf 
into a determination to challenge his per« 
fidious aflbciate, when he learnt, to hia 
infinite fatisfa£lion, that Audax had tfodt 
morning been killed in a duel. Foiled 
but not deterred from his purfuit, Celfoa 
fhortly attached himfelf to two fellow* 
fludents, one of whom had obtained the 
charafter of a Bon Vivant, and the other 
that of a Lover of Vertu. Thefe terms 
n/^nts in their literal couftruftion under* 
flood to fignify a Good Liver and ft 
Lover of Virtue : a few days were fuf- 
flcient to convince him of his miftake ; 
the Good Liver died under a diforder 
occafioned by exceffive gluttony, and the 
Lover of Virtue narrowly efcaped an Old 
Bailey profeeution for robbing the ca« 
binetot'his benefactor of fome valuable 
gold and filver coins* * 

It would be a tafk equally fruitlefs and 
tmpdeafantf to< ibUow Crtfua throttgk 
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the Mzh 6f crroi into which his lofty 
<fpinion of himftif md others had brought 
mm. Hfc folitited the friendfliip of the 
cfegant, and Pondered to find them tri- 
fiing and empty 5 hfc courted the regard 
of celebrated authors, and was ftftonifhed 
not to find thfcm equally celebrated for 
graceful manners and polite behaviour t 
' • be flighted artifts becavfe they were not 
faihionable men, and fafliionable meh 
bccauftf they were not artiftsj till tii^d 
snddifappointed, his fpirits forfook him, 
fiis appetite failed, he became a floven 
in his appearance, and feemed pofting 
with hafty ft rides towards chagrin and 
death. In this extremity he determined 
his whole foul to Candidas, the only 
fi'iend who had watched his prbgrefs with 
real concern, without importuning him 
^ith empty profeflions of friendlliip. 
Candidus heard the little ftory of his 
ihisfortune^ iVlth more concern in his 
fieart than he chofe to exprefs in his 
CDuntenince 5 and when he had finiflied, 
Aus addrelTed him : " My dear Celfus I 
Your dirappointm^nt is tne natural con- 
AquenCe of that lofty irritability of mind, 
^bich fteks abfolute p^rfe6);ion in thofe 



about It J and being difappolnted, quar- 
rels like a child with itielf and all the 
world. A very moderate degree of ex- 
perience might convince you, that Per- 
fe^ion is not attainable by Man! and 
that wifdom and policy equally di£tate 
to him rather to be content with what 
nature offers, than wafte his health and 
fpirits in fcekihg that which nature never 
intended him to obtain. You htat your 
imagination with Vifionary exceilcnw, 
and then walk abroad, fecking to embody 
the phantom : you are foiled in your 
fcliemes, fall out with the world, and the 
^orld in its turn tails out with you. 
Life has been frequently and aptly c jn- 
pared to a jouiney in a ft age coach. 
The compariron will gain additional 
ftrength by obferving that chance irc- 
quently throws together men of the moH 
oppofite purfuits and inclinations : how 
much better is it then mutually to con- 
cede, than to wafte our time in idle 
bickerings or lofty pretentions ! cfpc- 
cially as every moment brings us nearer 
to the end of our journey, and the time 
nniil ib6n arrive in which we part to 
meet no more. S.

ani did great honour to the liberality of 
the Chapter, who appear to have rather 
confidcrMl his charity than his faith, and 
his benevolent afliont rather than his 
religious opinions. 

JOHN. MILTON. 

A Writer, nearly contemporary with 
this great Poet, appears to regret " that 
the beat if all and fplendid images con- 
tained in the < Paradifc Loft' will be loft 
to thole perfons who do not underftand 
the EngliOi language.*' This is not ftill 
likely to happen, as by the efforts of a 
nin<^ congenial to his own, that of Mr. 
J^ufcii, his fublime and pleafme ideas 
will be

nrcrberatcd to the minds of perfons of 
every country, by the engravings which 
that great artift is about to publiftii by 
fubfcription,. frsm the pi6lures he has 
painted for his Milton Uallery in Queeii 
Ann^ftrcet Eaft. From the cfForU of 
Mrl Fufelt's pencil, we may. expe£i to 
fee the fame juttice done to the images of 
Milton that is done to thofe of the fub- 
lime Dante, in the more fublime picture 
«rf the* Laft Jud^ent, by Midiacl An- 
gtlo, in the Siftuii Chapel at Rome. 



LORD MANSFI£LD. 

The following anecdote of the defigna- 
tion of this great Judge to the ftudy of 
the Law is told on the higheft autho- 
rity :-<-One day, in company with Mr. 
Mejr and fome other young men ^t 
Chnft Church, he mentioned his inten- 
tion to take orders, and how fmall his 



profpeftt were in that profeJion. Mr. 
Foley expreffed his wonder at this, as he 
was certain, from Lord Mansfield's ge- 
nerally acknowledged taleniB, he would 
rile to the ereateit honouis of the Bar. 
Lord Mansfield mentioned his pecuniary 
embarraffmcnts, and that he had not in- 
come enough to fupport him till he made 
money by his protefllon. Mr. Foley 
immediately aflfured him, that (if he 
would permit him) he would give him, 
out of the income, four hundred pounds 
a-year, which his father allowed him, 
and which was much more than be 
wanted, one hundred and fifty pounds, 
a-year for feven years. This, after 
much hefitation, Lord Mansfield ac- 
cepted ; and to the generofity of his 
friend the Bar is indebted for one of its 
greateft ornament sw Lord Mansfield lived 
ever afterwards in habiti of the greateft 
intimacy and friendfhip with Mr. Foley 
(who afterwards became Lord Foley> 
and was known by the name of the 
Batchelor Lord of that name), and ap- 
pears to have been conftantly atctntire 
to any one who bott the name of Foley. 

NOEL D'ARGONNE. 

^* At are the flowers, fo are the f«uits 
of U&,'* fays this elegant writer. It 
was an obfervation of an acute Noble- 
man, now at the Cape of Good Hope» 
" that every man had in life what he 
wifiied to have.*' • But, alas I when he 
Aiade'his eftimates, he did not take into 
the account the whole extent of it. The 
idle perfon did not forel'ee from his idle* 
hefs ignorance and difgrace ; the ufe- 
leiTnefs of his own life to himfelf or to 
others t the man of pleafure did not 
forefee poverty, and the extent of wrong. 
They have, however, no reafon to com- 
plain of any thing but of thcmfelves, 
who were fo wonderfully ihort- lighted 
as, for prefent gratificatiqn, not to attend 
to the future confequences of the foolifh 
choice they had made.

That great Aatefman Lord Grenviile, 
in a delirium, not long before he died, 
mentioned the many embaAies he had 
performed, the high public Htuations 
he had been in, that he had done fo 
and fo for particular perfons, and that 
he had providedl for the Finchesy &c. 

** Such in thefe momentc as in all the pad,** 

fave that his good humour, his elo- 
quence, his learning, and his love of his 
country, did not appear in them* 

GENERAL WOLFE. 

This intrepid Officer laboured under 
t moft horrid difeafe of his bladder 
during the fiege of Quebec, in which he 
{o nobly fell ; and faid to his furgeon, a 
few days before he died, " I know you 
cannot cure my complainr, but pray 
make me up fo that I may be wichout 
pain for three days, and able to do v>y 
duty ; that is all X want,*' 

LORD CHATHAM 

Had been ill for a long time before, 
unhappily for the country^ he fell down 
in the Houfe of Lords, and was (truck 
with deaths Mrs. Hood requefted him 
not to go to attend his duty in Parlia- 
ment, as ihe was alTursd he would die 
if he did- " That I know very well. 
Madam," replied he } " but I am ftill 
refolvcd to go s for I dcfire to live no 
longer than I can aA, no longer than I 
can attempt to ferve my country ;*' in 
this fpirited e^cclamation imitating Fom- 
pcy the Great, when he told his phy- 
fician, who wilhed him not to embark 
for his celebrated expedition againft the 
Pirates, ** There is no necelfity of liv* 
iog, but there is a neceffity for my 
going." 

Lord Chatham, independent of bis 
fagacity and of his eloquence, had many 
qualities requifite to conftitute a great 
roan. In public his manners were dig- 
tiiiied, in private they were fafcioating $ 
and his public education (that of the 
army]| had given him the knowledge of 
the world, and that intuition into the 
characters of men which 



a confined education can never proctttet 
and which is but too apt to render cvca 
perfons of confiderable talents infulent 
and aCTuming, as having never pafled 
through the ufual gradations of disci- 
pline and of fubordination. 

M0NTES<^IEC7» 

In one of his po ft humous workt^ 
fpeaking of Gothic archite^ure, fays| 
**• This archirediire appears extremely 
varied \ but the confuhon of its orna- 
ments fatigues the mind by their fraaU. 
nefsy which is the reafon that we cannot 
diftinguiih one from tbe other ; and their 
number is fo great, that there is no 
Angle one upon which the eye can refi ) 
fo that it difpleafes even by the means 
that have been taken to mtake it pleafe.'' 
Montefquicu appears lo be miftakea ia 
this pofuion. The fmallnefs and ia- 
finity of the ornaments certainly exhibit 
no particular effc^ of any parr, but 
caufe them to be loft in the general 
tffc€t of the whole, and rather make it 
appear as one rough furface than as 
divided into certain minute portioni. 
The late Mr. Thomas Warton has fume 
excellent obfervations on Gothic archi- 
tecture, in his notes on his * Fairy 
Q^een ;' and left behind in MS. many 
morfe, which we hope wrli foon be 
printed under the infpeCtion of hii 
elegant and claftical brother. 



SIR JOSHUA REYNOLDS, KNT. PRE- 
SIDENT OF THE ROYAL ACADCMV. 

Though thia great Painter, as Dv* 
Raw ley fays of his godlike patron Lord 
Bacon, was no great plodder upon 
books, yet from the ^onrerfation of 
other perfons, from his own wctt-di- 
reded reading, and from the natural 
fagacity of his jnind> he had coHcded 
together fuch a variety of materials on 
moft f objects, that his writings and 
convcrfation teemed with general po- 
rtions, and with abftra£t propofitions, 
that refembled very much the apho- 
rifms of Lord Verulam hirofclf. To 
the ingenious Mr. Malone the world is 
much indebted for printing, in his ^ Lift 
of Sir Jofliua,* fome of his MSS. ob- 
fervations on his own profelSon, ** in 
which one particularly fees that power 
of generalization, the concomitant of 
genius, and the attendant upon great 
and forcible mlnd^.^* Sir Jo&ua fays, 
with that ingenuoufnefs in owning his 
defeats which a mind confcious or fu- 



a private and pcriority only will exhibU,^jNot having 
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^he advantage of an early academical 
•ducatioBy I never poiTefTed that facility 
of drawing the naked figure which an 
arcift ought to have. It appeared to roe 
too lat«, when I went to Italy, and 
began to feel my own deficiencies, to 
cadcavQur to acquire that readinefs of 
invention which I obferved others to 
polTcfs^ I confoied myfelf, however, 
l>y remarking, that thofe ready in- 
Tentofs are extremely apt to acquiefce 
in imperfection ; and that if I had not 
their facility, I (hould, for this very 
reafoOy be i^ore likely to avoid the de> 
fe£k which too often accompanies it, a 
trite and common -place mode of inven- 
tion. How difficult it is for the artift 
^who profeiTes this facility to guard 
againil carelefraefs 9nd cominoo-phce 
|nvcnttOH« is Xr'^Vi l^nown ; and in 
Metaftafio, in a kindred art, is an emi- 
nent initaoce, who always complained 
of the great difficulty of obtaining /cor- 
rcAoeis, in confequencc of having been 
in his youth an improyifitorc •. , • . 
I confidered myfelf as pUving a great 
game in art,*' adds Sir Jofhua, *• and 
inHcad of beginning to lave i.oncy, I 
laid it out faftcr than I got it, io pur- 
chafing the heft examples of art that 
could be procured; for I even borrowed 
«noney for this purpofe. The poflVffing 
portraits by Titian, Vandyke, and Rcni- 
brant, I confidered as the heft kind of 
wcakh. By ftudying carefully .the 
vorks of the great matters, th:s ad- 
•vantage is obtained ; we find that cer- 
tain niceties of cxpreffion are capable of 
"being executed which oiherwife we 
might fuppofe beyond the' reach of art. 
This gives us a confidence in ourfelves, 
and we are thus incited, not only to 
endeavour at the fame happincfs of 
execution, but alfo at other congenial 
czceUenciet. Stiu/y^ indeed, confiAs in 
learning to fee nature, and may be 
called the art of ufing other men's 
minds t- Bythis kind of contemplation 
and exertion we are taught to think in 



their way, and fometimet to attain to 
their excellencies. Thus, for inftaace» 
if I had never feen any of the works of 
Corregio, I fliould perhaps have never 
remarked in nature the expreHion which 
I find in one of his pictures ; or, if L 
had remarked it, I iliouid have thought 
it Xoo difficult, or perhaps impoffible, to 
be executed." 

'< So defirous was he," fays his inge- 
nious Biographer, *' that the Cathedral 
of St. Paul's ihouid be decorated with 
fculpture^vvhich he thought would bo 
highly beneficial to the Arts), that he 
prevailed upon thofe who were con- 
cerned with him in the management of 
Dr. Johnfon's monument, to confene 
that it ihouid be placed in that Cathe*^ 
dral. In confequence of the ardou^ 
which he difplayed upon the fubje6t, it 
was thought proper to depofit his body 
in rhe crypt of that magnificeni church ; 
which, indeed, had another claim alfo 
to the remains of this great Painter ; 
for m fhe fame ground (though the 
ancient building conftru^ted upon it has 
givtn place to another edifice) w?^ in- 
terred, in the midtjlr of the lall ccn* 
tury, his great prcdecefTor Sir Anthony 
Vandyke 5" his inferior in two branches 
of the art, in Ugtit and (hade, and in 
beiuty and variety of back-ground. 
To dep<\fit Sir Jolhua's corpfe in the 
orypt of St. Paul's, is doing very little 
honour to his talents, and by no means 
bringing them into remembrance; un- 
lefs a iTatue or a monument, of fome 
fize and fplendour, indicate where the 
remains of the Britilh J^eWeSy the 
painter of grace and exprcjQions^ are 
depofired.

The power of the French, which, like

"His Lord fill p^s drefs is very noble ; 
the calVock is ct black velvet, the lining 
black with gold edging and taffels, mixc3 
with black, and the gown in the ihapc 
of a Maftcr of Arts' gown, of purple 
velvet. This js his common habit, with 
the Badge or Rcgi(icr of the Order of the 
Garter hanging at his breaft. His ce- 
remony habit (with which he is to ap- 
pear at the Congrefs) is a flowing robe 
of purple, laced very much with gold, 
the train of which is to be bonxe up by 
his pages.'*

THIS Author, in an Advertifemcnt 
prefixed, fays, " The greatcft part 
of theii: Eflays fliouUI be confidered as 
iketches for a periodical paper, which 
was once intended for publication ; they 
arc in conlequenceupoii familiar fuhje^s, 
and treated as liich. The Four Ages, 
and other pieces (eafily diitinguifhtd) 
made no part of the above dcfign j but 
though lefs proper for a paper, they are 
more lb for a book, which may be con- 
fidered as an addition to the thirty 
LETTERS already publiflied by the fame 
Author/' 

The Ancients (he obftrves) held that 
the different ftates of foclety were aptly 
exprciTcd by being termed the Golden 
Age, the Silver, the Brazen, and the Iron. 
They conceived that the firll Itateof man 
was fuperior to all fuccceding Hates, as 
gold is beyond other metals; that the 
lecond age had as much degenerated from 
the perfcdion of the firft, as the value 
of (liver is below gold j that the third 
was lb far removed from primitive ex- 
cellence, as to defer ve the appellation of 
tlic Brazen Age j and that the fourth, 
unhappily for uS; is the la(i ftate of de- 
generacy, and deferves no better epithet 
than what the cheapei^ and molt worth- 
Jcls metal afforded. We live in the Iron 

In contradiction to the opinion of the 
Ancients, and perhaps of the Moderns, 
the Auth^^r inverts the order, and en- 
deavours, plaufibly at lead, to prove that 
th^ firit was the Iron Age, and the laft, 
when it fliall pleale Heaven to lend it, 
will be that of Gold — no Golden Age 
liaviDg yet exifted, except in the imagU 
satioji of poets. 

He then noticei the coincidences to be 



found in various uncivilized countries* 
though dillant from each other, and 
marks the charafteriftics of the fu'fl ftate 
of man i« his favage ftate, which he 
denominates very properly the Iron Age* 
The Biazen Age then iuccteds, which - 
he confiders as that ilate of Ibciety whea 
people begin to refufe immediate grati- 
fication for future convenience. The 
chara<Slcriftic8 of this period are then 
pointed out, which bring on the Silver 
Agtf which is fuppofed to be the prefent. 
The improvements of the prefent times 
in preference to the p?.lt are then cur- 
forily enumerated and difcufiljd, and the 
Author concludes a very entertaining 
difquiiition in the following terms : 

** If the progrefs of human attain- 
ments lead at laft to that Golden Age 
which the Ancients held to be our pri- 
mitive ft ate, the philofopher will con- 
fidcr this as the happy future ftate of 
Ibciety — a ftate of reward to the fpecies, 
not to the individual— a ftate or blifs, 
the natural confequence of fcientific and 
virtuous exertions. 

<« Thus we have endeavoured to fhew, 
that nothing but rudenefs can exift in 
the firft age, that it becomes fmoother in 
the fecond, and more polifticd in the third ; 
but that we are not to look for the laft 
degree of refinement, until human nature, 
having proceeded through all the different 
ftages of improvement, becomes perfedlly 
inftru6ted by fcience, and purified by 
virtue."

*< Gainiborough''s profedion was paint- 
ing, and mufic was his amufement — yet, 
there were times when mufic feenied to 
be his employment, and painting his di- 
verfion. As his (kill in mufic has been 
celebrated, I will, before I fpeak of him 
us a painter, mention what degree of 
merit he poifeffed as a mufician. 

" When I (irft knew him he lived at 
Bath, where Giardini had been exhibit. 
ing his tbtn unrivalled powers on the 
▼iolin. His excellent performance made 
Gain(borough enamoured of that inllru- 
ment $ and conceiving, like the Servant- 
maid in the SpefUtor, that the mufic lay 
in the fiddle, ne was frantic until he pol- 
fefled the 'wry inttrument which had 
given him io much pteafure«-but feemed 



much furprized that the mnfic of it 
mained behind with Giardini * 

** He had fcarcely recovered thia 
(for it was a great one to 0/10} when 
heard Abel on the viol-di-gamba- Tl 
violin was hung on the willow— Abel 
viol-di-gamba wa» purchafed, and 
houfe refounded with melodious tbii 
and fifths from " mom to dewy eye . 
Many an Adagio and many a Miooci 
were begun, but none completeilb— thil 
was wonderful, as it was Abel's ov^ 
inftrumcnt, and therefore ote^bi to har^ 
produced Abel's own mufic ! 

*« Fortunately, my friend's pafifion 
now a frefli obje6l— Fifcher's hautboy, 
but I do not recolleft that he dcpriv 
Fifcher of his inftniment : and tbou]^ 
he procured a hautboy, I never heai 
him make the lea It attempt on it. Pj 
bably his ear was too delicate to hear 
difagreeablc founds which necefiarily 
tend the firft beginnings on a wind in*] 
(trument. He leemed to content himfe 
with what he heard ir> public, and gcttii _ 
Fifcher to play to him in private— D<*j 
on the hautboy, but the violin»-biit thisj 
was a profound fccret, for Fifcher knew 
that his reputation was in danger if be 
pretended to excel on two inttruments*,, 
" The next time I faw Gainiborough ' 
It was in the chara6ler of King David. | 
He had heard a harper at Bath— the per*| 
former was foon left harplefs — and now 
Fifcher, Abel, and Giardini were all 
forffot^ten — there was nothing like chords | 
and arpeggios ! He really (Juck to the 
jiarp lonff enough to play feveral airs 
with variations, and, in a little time, 
would nearly have cxhaulVed all the pieces 
ufually penormed on an inibiiment in- 
capable of modulation (this was not a 
pedal -harp), when another vifit frcra 
Abel brought him back to the viol-di- 
gamba. 

" He now (aw the imperfeflion of 
fudden founds that inftantly die away— if 
you wanted a ftaccaiOy it wax to be had 
by a proper management of the bow, and 
you might alio have notes as long as yoo 
pleafe. The viol di-gamba is the only 
inftrumcnt, and Abel the prince of ©»- 
ficians \ 

" This, and occafionally a little flirta- 
tion with the fiddle, contWucd foine 
years ; when, as ill luck would have it, 
he lieard Croldill— but, by force inrgtt- 
larity of condu£i, for which I cannot 



<* * It was at this tiiaft that I heard Fiicher play a Mo 00 the vMin, snd accompmy 
liimfelf on the fame in(^roment — the air of the folo was executed with the bow, and the 
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icccGiit, ht neither took iipt nor bought 
ittc TioJoDceilo. All his ijaffion for the 
fcs wat v€nt«d in dclcriptions of Crof- 
tfU's ton« and bowing, which was rap- 
^tWDuj and cnthuiialtic to the laft degree. 

" More years now pafltd away, when

*' In this manner he frittered away hit 
mufical talents \ and though poirefled of 
ear, tafte, and genius, be never had ap- 
plication enough to learn his notes. Hv 
icorncd to take the firft ftep, the ftcond 
was of courfe out of his reach \ and thr 
fummir became unattainable. 

'< As a painter, his abilities may b« 
confidered in three di£Fereut departments* 

•* Portrait, 

'< Landlcape, and 

** Groups of Figures— to which muft 
be added his Drawings. 

** To take thefe in the abovementioned 
order* 

<< The firft confideration in a portrait* 
efpecially to the purchaier, is, that ic 
be a perfe^ likenefs of the fitter — ia 
this reipe6t, his ikiil was unrivalled—* 
the next point is, that it is a good 
pi^ure — here, he has as often failed a« 
lUcceeded. He failed by aflft^ling a thin 
wafliy colouring, and a hatching liyle of 
pencilling— but when, from accident or 
choice, he painted in the manly i'ubftan- 
tial ftyle of Vandyke, he was very little, 
if at all, his inferior. It (hews a great 
defe£l in judgment, to be from choice* 
wrong, when we know what is r}ght« 
Perhaps, his beft portrait is that known 
among the painters by the name of the 
Blue- boy — it was in the po^Teflton of Mr. 
Buttall, near Newport -market. 

*' There are three different aeras in his 
landfcapes — his firft manner was an imi* 
tation of Ruyfdael, with more various 
colouring— the fecond, was an extra va« 
gant loofenefs of pencilling \ which* 
though reprehenfible, none but a great 
mafter can pofTefs — his third manner, wat 
a folid firm flyie of touch. 

** At this laft period he poffefled hia 
greateit powers, and was (whnt every 
painter is at ibme time or ether) fond of 
vamifli. This produced theurualeffcf^s 
—improved the pi6Uire for two or three 
months ; then ruined it for ever ! With 
ail his excellence in this branch of the 
art, he was a great manneiift — but the 
worft of his pictures have a value, from 
the facility of execution — which exceU 
lence I iliall again mention* 

** His groups of figures are, for the 
moft part, very pleafmg, though unna- 
tural—tor a town-girl, with htrcloaths 
in rags, is not a ragged country girl. 
Notwithftanding this remark, there are 
numbeilets iniiancesof his groups at the 
door of a cottage, or by a fire in a wood, 
&c. that arc 16 picaling a^ to difarm 
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critic! (in. He {bmctimes (like MuriWo) 
gave intereft to a Tingle figure — hin 
Uhcpherd's boy. Woodman, Girl and 
Pigs, are equal to the beft pi6lures on 
fuch fubjcfts— his Fighting Dogs, Girl 
warming herfclf, and Ibine others, fliew 
his gicat powers in this llylc of painting. 
The very diftinguiflied rank the Girl and 
Pigs held at M. Calonne's fale, in com- 
pany with lb me of the belt pi6Wrcs of 
the belt mailers, will fully juftify a com- 
mendation which might clfe fcem extra- 
vagant. 

*« If I were to reft his reputation upon 
one point, it fliouldbe on his Drawings. 
No man ever polVefled methods lb various 
in producing etfeft, and all excellent— 
•his walhy, hatching llyle, was here in 
its proper clement. The liibjeft which 
is iCarce enough for a piilure, is fufficient 
ior a drawing, and the hafty loofc hand- 
ling, which in painting is poor, is rich 
in a traniparent wafli of biltrc and Indian 
itik. Perhaps the quickelt elFefts ever 
produced, were in feme of his drawings j 
and this leads me to take up again his 
facility ol" execution. 

<* Many of his piftures have no other 
merit than this facility 5 and yet, having 
it, are undoubtedly valuable. His draw- 
ings almoft reft on this quality alone for 
their value ; but poflTcfling it in an emi- 
nent degree (and as no drawing can have 
•ny merit where it is wanting) his works, 
therefore, in this branch of the art, ap- 
proach nearer to perfeflion than his 
paintings. 

" If the term facility explain not itfelf 5 
inftcad of a definition, 1 will illuftraic 
it. 

'* Should a performer of middling exe- 
cution en the violin contrive to g:et 
through his piece, the molt that can be 
faid, is^ that he has not failed in his at- 
tempt. Should Cramer perform the lame 
muhc, it would be lb much within his 
powers, that it would be executed with 
eale. Now, the fuperiority of plea In re, 
which arifes from the execution of a 
Cramer, is enjoyed from the tacility of a 
Oainlborough. A poor piece pcrtormed 
by one, or a poor liibjetJl taken by the 
other, give more plealurc by the manner 



in which they are treated, than a gooj 
piece of muHc, and a fublime iubjed in 
the hands of artids that have not the 
means by which elfefts are produced, in 
fubjeSlion to tbcm* To a good painter or 
muHcian this illuftration was needlefsj 
and yet, by them onty^ perhaps, it will 
be felt and underftooil. 

<* By way of addition to this (ketch of 
Gainlborough, let me mention a fewmif- 
cellaneous particulars. 

'* He ha^no relifh for hiftorical paint- 
ing — he never fold, but always gave 
away his drawings ; commonly to pcr- 
Ibns who were perfectly ignorant of their 
value •. He hated the harpfichoiTd and 
the piano- forte. He difiiked tinging, 
particularly in parts. He detcftcd read- 
ing \ but was lb like Sterne in his lettersi 
that, if it vierc not for an originality tbtt 
could be copied from no one, it might 
be fuppofcd that he had formed his ftyl« 
upon a clofe imitation of that author. 
He had as much pleafure in looking at a 
violin as in hearing it— I have Iccn him 
for many minutes furvcying, in lilence, 
the perte6hons of an inltrument, from 
the juit proportion of the model, and 
beauty ot the workmanftiip. 

*< His convei'fation was Iprightly, but 
licentious— his favourite lubjedls were 
mufic and painting, which he treated io 
a manner peculiarly his own. The com- 
mon topics, or any of a fuperior carf, fcc 
thoroughly hated, and always internipttd 
by Ibme liroUe of wit or humour. 

" The indifcriminate admirers of my 
late friend will coniider this (ketch of hit 
chara6icr as far beneath his merit ; but 
it muft be remembered, that my wifh waj 
not to make it perfect, but juft. The 
fame principle obliges me to add— that 
as to his common acquaintance he was 
Iprightly and agreeable, fo to his inti- 
mate friends he was fmcere and honcft, 
and that his heart was always alive to 
every feeling of honour and generdity. 

«< He dieil with this cxprcflion— * V/e 
are all going to Heaven, and Vandyke is 
of the party'— Strongly expreflivc cf a 
good heart, a quiet confcience, and a 
love for his proteiiion, which only left 
him with his life.'* 



*' ♦ He prefcnted twenty drawings to a lady, who pafted them to the wainfcot of her 
ffrefling-room. Some rime after (he Iclt the houfc : the diawings, of couiic> become ilt« 
temporary property of every tenant." 

Richard Pol whcic •, 
of Polwhele, in Corntt-all, and ^atc of Clvrift Church, Oxford. Vol. I. [Part I.] 
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TO the induftry and talents of Mr. 
Polwhelc the Public have been in- 
debted for much amulement and much 
iniiru^ion. The great obje^ that now 
engogefhis attention mull, when com- 
pleted, fonn a valuable addition to the 
provincial hiitory cf our Country ; and 
viewing it as the work of an individual, 
almost unaided, and (as we gather i'rom 
hints here and there icattered) depreitxi 
by the anch^ritable CDnClniclions of Tome, 
and the parfimohy of otliers, vrt cannot 
withhold the meed of praife due to 
learned labours /o uliifuUy dire£kd. 

The Author^s d^fign extends to Three 
Volumes. Of thcfo tne Second, con- 
taining a portion of the Chorography of 
the County, appeared in the year 1794, 
and was duly noticed by us (Vcl. xxvi. 
p. 197, &c.). It" the reader will take 
the troubie to make the rtfci^nce, he will 
there find Mr. Polwhele*s real'on for be- 
ginning hi% pubiicatioa with the Second 
Volume. 

The Firft Volume is intended to com- 
prixe The Natural HiiVory of Dcvonlhire j 
alio The Government, Religion, Ai*chi- 
leAure, Arts, Manufa^Elurcs, Commerce, 
Language and Learning, Pcrlbns and 
Population, Characters, Manners, and 
Cui^oins of the Danmoniims. 

Theft Aibjejls are defigncd to be 
treated under eight Divifions of Time, 
each Period being complete in all the 
feveral points : viz. 

I. From the Firft Settlement to the 
Arrival i)f Julius Cwfar. 

II. From Julius Cssfar to Vortigcrn. 

III. From Vortigern<o V/illiam the 
Comjueror. 

IV. Fr'^m William the Conqueror to 
Edward theFidt, 

^ V. The Saxo-LancaftrianYorkifli Pe- 
riod. 

VI. The Period of the United Houfcs 
and Crowns. 

VII. The Period of the Rebellion ixiA 
Reftoration. 

VIII. The Period of the Revolution 
and the United Kingdoms, to the Year 
1790. 

Of a deHgn of fuch magnitude the 
Fiffi Period is all that we have now be- 



fore us. But in a Poftfcript Mr. Pof- 
whele fays, <« It is in this manner that 
I have carried the whole of the General 
Hiftory' from the point wheie I now 
break off, through Ac times of the Ro-. 
mans, the Saxons, the Danes, the Nor- 
mans, &c. &c. to the Year 1790. The 
voluminous papers containing thele ex- 
tenfive relearches, all as complete 2a 
thofe here printed (and fume indeed much 
more finifhed) have been for ieveral year« 
depoftted on my (helves. As I proceed 
with the printing, all that remains to be 
done is to retrench exuberances \ other- 
wjlc the Firft Volume ws>uld run out to 
at leaft 1 500 pages. The papers for the 
Third Koltpne are in the lame fiate of 
preparation.'* 

The following remarks of this inde^ 
fatigable Author we read and tr;mfcribe 
with concern : 

** Several of my fubfcrihers have long 
ago fcen this vaft accumulation of papers 
with their own eyes ; having ni:iiccd 
their arrangement, and lament<3that any 
obilacles ixrmained between the MS. and 
the Prel's \ and when I afTert that I fed 
a weight on my mind, which will not be 
removed till I have publiOied the whole* 
no one, I think, poUeAing common can* 
dour, can doubt the truth of my dec la* 
ration. Who indeed, after having de» 
voted his days and nights, for years, to 
fuch arrangements, could acquiefce in 
tfie drcBry prorj>ecl of MSS. diftributed 
along the melves of his library, however 
orderly the diftribution ? After all his 
labours, would he lit down compofedly 
with a view of his qulefcent papers fait 
gathering the dult of obiivicn ? Con- 
vicious that he had done as much, within 
a given fpace of time, as any perP)n in 
bi{» own line of refearch had ever dore ; 
could he enjoy his confciouinefs amidlt 
the retirement of a ftudy ; whilft many 
without {who ** would not believe till 
they law"*) were hardy enough to dfclare. 
thai b£ had done noihing f The caufe 
of thefufpenfion of the work is fu/jicienUy 
c^iious. Every nominal fublciibcr muft 
percc'.vc it ) though, to fmolktr the Jtnl'a 
of his own mtannefs^ he is moft clamorous 
in com/daining of the dtlay ,"

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If (as we fufpefl) the aruthor has been 
made the dupe of men who had cruelty 
enough to hold out fallacious promifes of 
patronage, or of pecuniary or literary 
alFiftanccy without meaning to accord 
cither the one or the other, we cannot- 
wonder at the forenefs evinced in the 
preceding quotation. 

Mr. P. then proceeds to remark on 
fuch gentlemen as have, during the pro- 
grefs of his voluntunous Hiitory, pub- 
JKhed fmallcr works that in'fome degree 
interfere with, and anticipate certain 
parts of his plan. Of one perfon in 
particular he I'peaks with fome afperity, 
accufmg him in plain terms of having* 
deceived him. It feems they vifited to- 
gether the remains of antiquities, and 
mutually communicated their obfervations 
on the fpot without refcrve. Yet the 
gentleman alluded to bns, we find, Jitfce 
*^ JeleQed for the public eye ibofe very 
articles only which evidently interfered 
with a writer (Mr. P. himfelf) to lub'jfe 
purfuits be aliuays pretended to ivijb fuc* 
cefi^ and ivbom be bad- prof fjfed to ferve 
by collsfiivtg ibofe identical materials*** 

^^t have in the early part of this ar- 
ticle given the reader an idea of the pro- 
pofed contents of the ¥irji Volume* The 
Srcond has been already reviewed by us. 
'IThc Third is intended to continue and 
complete the Chorography fo largely 
treated in the Second Volume, with an 
Appendix of Curious Papers, and a Ge- 
neral Index. Mr. P. promifes to pro- 
ceed with the printing of the work ** till 
it (hall be completed. ** For the manner 
(fays he) in which the work will in fu- 
ture be brought forward, let me obilrve, 
that it is the only cne by which juitice 
can be done to the fubjccl . With relpeft 
to the Firlt Volume, for inflance, I could 
eafily print an abridgement of all the 
papers defigned for it in 400 pages. 
Phis would have fatisfied a great num- 
ber of my fubfcribers j but it would have 
been merely an btjlorical outline of De- 
vonfliire- By publiHiing the hiftory in 
portions or numbers, I fliall pay a proper 
attention to every part of it ; but this 
will be neceilanly a flow and tedious 
publication.** 

It is evident enough that our Author 
has fuffered much mortification from 
prcmilcs never performed, and from rc- 
fc6lions ungenerous in themfelves, and 
rendered more illiberal by coming from 
perfons to whole negligence perhaps the 



delay complained of may be principally 
attributable. We cannot polfibly be com- 
petent to judge between Mr. P. and the 
perfons in queftion : but in the lincerity 
of our hearts we declare, that of pro- 
vincial hiftories we know very few with 
ftronger claims to public encouragement 
than the prefent. 

Tl\e Author, we fee, by permi/Hon^ 
dedicates his Firft Volume to a muniiiceDt 
Patron, the King ; who, we ■fmccrely 
hope, will not overlook the following 
paflage in the Infcription : " I (hall pro- 
fecute my undertaking with unremitting 
zeal j nor, amidfi all tbe DIscouRAGfe- 
MENTS luiib ivbicb I ba^e to contendy 
ihall I reft fatisfied with my labours till 
I have laid my whole Coheflion of Pa- 
pers for the Hiftory of Devonftiire at the 
feet of Your Majefty.** ^ 

Thus far of explanation as to the Ka* 
ture and Conduft of Mr. Polwhele's un- 
dertaking; and thus much we have 
thought it neceffaiy to fay in order to 
account to our Readers for the retrograde 
and partial mode of publication that our 
Author has adopted. 

The Volume (or rather Part of a Vo- 
lume) now before us begins with a Ge- 
neral Defcription of the County, which 
is followed by fome ingenious Remarks 
on the Air and Weather, iliuftrated by 
copious £xtra£ls from different writers 
on that fubjeft. In that part which 
treats of Thunder- ftorms, the following 
paflage from Prince is introduced : 

" In the year of our Lord 1638, Oft. 
21, being Sunday, and the congregation 
being gathered together in the pariih 
church of Wydeccmbe, iivthe afternoon, 
in fcrvice time, there happened a very 
great darknefs, which ftill increaied to 
that degree, that they could not fee to 
read; icon after a terrible and fearful 
thunder was heard, like the noife of many 
great guns, accompanied with dreadtul 
lightning, to the great amazement of the 
people j the darknefs ftill cncreafmg that 
they could not fee each other ; when 
there prefently came fuch an cxtraordi« 
nary fiame of lightning as filled 'he 
church with fire, Imoak, am' a loathforoe 
fmell like brimftone j a ball of fire came 
in likewife at the window, and pafted 
through the church, which fo affrighted 
the congregation that moft of them tell 
down in their feats, fome upon their 
knees, others on their faces, and fome 
one upon another, crying out of burning 



• The Second P;»rr of the Firfl Volume (inclwUng tlic Roman, Saxon, and Nornnan 
Periods) Is, we undeiftand, in tlie prefs« 
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and fcalding, and all gWtng up them- 
fclvci for dead. This our Mr. George 
Lyde was in his pulpit, and although 
much aftonifliedv yet, through divine 
j mercy, had no harm ; but was a fad 
I fpeAator of the hurt and fufferings of 
others, the liehtning feizing on his wife, 
and burning her deaths and many parts 
of her body, and another gentlewoman 
hj^ her in the lame manner ; but her maid 
and child iitting at the pew door had no 
hurt } another woman attempting to run 
out of the church, had her ctoaths fet on 
6re, and was lb miferably fco^ched and 
burned, that fhe died the fame night. 
One Mr, Mead had his head fuddenly 
ftruck agaiinft the wall in the feat with 
fuch violence, that he alfo died the (ame 
night, no other hurt being obferved, his 
Ion fetting by him had no harm. At the 
fame inAant, another man had his head 
cloven, hi* Ikull wrent into three pieces, 
and his brains thrown upon the ground 
whole i but the hair of his head, through 
the violence of the blow, ftuck fad to a 
pillar rear him, where it remained a woe- 
ful fpeftacle a long while after. Some 
feats in the body of the church were 
turned upfide down, yet thofe vAxo fate 
in them had little or no hurt. One man 
going out of the chancel door, his dog 
ran before him, who was whirled about 
towards the door, and fell down ftark 
dead, upon which the mafter ftepped back 
and was preicrved. The church itfelf 
was much torn and defaced with the 
thunder and lightning j a beam whereof 
breaking in the mldft, fell down between 
the miniller and clerk, and hurt neither : 
the fteeple was much wrent $ and it was 
obferved, where the church wa* Tioft 
torn, there the lealt hurt was done among 
the people. There were none hurtcd 
with the timber or ftone, but one maid, 
who it was judged was killed by the fall 
of a ilonc i which might eaiily happen, 
fmcc ft ones were thrown down from the 
fteeple as faft as if it had been by an 
hundred men. A pinnacle of the tower 
bting thrown down, beat through the 
c4iurch : the pillar againft which the 
pulpit ftood bfeing newly v/hited, was 
turned hi ick and fulphury. There were 
in ail four perfons killed, and fixty-two 
hurt, divers of them having their linen 
iKirnt^ though their outwaid garments 
were not fo much as fmgcd. The light- 
ring being paffed, and the people \n a 
tenible 'mate, a gentleman in the town 
ftood up and faid, * Neighbours, in the 
name ot God (hall we venture out of the 
< hutch ?' To whom' Mr, Lyde, the 



Minifter, anfwered, • Let |]S make an 
end with prayer, for it is better to die 
here than in another place. ^ But the 
people looking about them, and feeing 
the church fo terribly wrent and torn over 
their heads, durft not proceed in the pub* 
lie devotions, but went out of the church ; 
and at the fame time the bowling alley, 
near the church-yard, was turned into 
pits and heaps, as if it had been plowed/* 
Mr. Prince then enquires into the caufe, 
the effe^s, and the end of fuch occur- 
rences, with the formality of a philo- 
fopher without the fagacity, and the 
zeal of a divine without the fobriety. 
The brains of the man that were dafhed 
out againft the wall, fo deeply funk into 
it (laid the fcxton* who (liewed me the 
church) ihat every attempt to wafti but 
the ftain was ineneflualj and the only 
experiment was to plaifter the ftones. 
Ot this occurrence a long defcription, by 
the ruftic mufe of Withecombe, is hung up 
a^inft the north wall, to the admirat^pn 
or the parifliioners." 

Mr. P. then proceeds to examine the 
fprings, trace the rivers, and defer ibe the 
harbours of the diilriit. He takes a 
view of the external afpeft of the coun- 
try, and is thence led to its fubterranean 
geography, in the latter of which invefti- 
gations much cui ious matter occurs. In 
moft parts of the county we find either a 
blackifh mould, a thin light {hc]fy Ibil, 
or a reddilh or deep red loam. Having 
gone through the mineral, our author 
comes to defcribe the vegetable pro- 
ductions of the county, and notices a 
variety " of plants which grow fponta- 
neoufly in Dcvonihire, generally pointing 
out the fpot where each individual plant 
may* be found. The Birds common to 
the county next engage his attention, and 
a great number ot amufmg and intereft- 
ing fafts are related, in which we find 
mingled among (we had almoft faid 
buried under) innumerable quotations, 
much original remark* Infects and the 
Finny Tribe, Reptiles and Quadrupeds, 
next fucceed j and in our progrefs through 
this part of the work we have been often 
tempted to tranfcribe. The limits of 
our Magazine, however, render it necef- 
fary to be very brief. The following 
inftance of canine rcflcftion (or at leaft of 
reminifcence) is faid by Mr. Polwhele to 
be well authenticated. 

•* A gentleman of the nanic of Ware, 
whofe place of refidence was a few miles 
from Plymouth, poflefTcd an extraordinary 
fine greyhound | and having a vifitor ia 
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his houie, a courfe wtt proposed, which 
was to take place the following day. 
Accordtagly, eaily in the nrioining a hare 
was found, whole feat had been for a 
long time contiguous to the hou(!b ; and 
being turned cut, an excellent courlc be- 
gan. The hare being at length nearly 
exhaufted, and the g^reyhound hard at her 
heels> the inlUnt he was about to (eize 
her Hie turned round, — and at the fame 
inflant the dog deftiled from the courfe, 
bung his tail between his legs, and flow. 
ly flunl^ away. The folution of this 
aenigma is thus given: the hare was 
recognized as one who when a leveret 
had been brought up in Mr. Ware's 
houle in hahiis of intimacy with the 
greyhound when a puppy 5 and whenever 
the dog, from his natural pafTion for a 
•bit of hare, dtalt rudely with her, fo he 
was fure to receive infVant and fcvcre 
correal ion. The conli?qucnce of which 
was, that education got the ma(tei7 of 
the propenfity given by nature, and with 
a fnap at the hare he ever after conne^led 
the iJea of punifliment : in the very heat 
therefore of the courfe, he recolle^ed his 
old chum, and dreading chaftifement^ 
forbore fcizing on her.*' 

Having given a copious account of the 
Natural Hiltory, Mr. P. enters on the 
General Hiftory of the County. In the 
fir ft Section, reipefling the Aborigines of 
Danmonium, little is conjedurtd, and 
itill lefs afcertained : the moft probable 
derivation of the inhabitants is, no 
doubt, from the continent of Gaul. On 
the fubjeft of their refpe^live fettletnents, 
divifions of land, and Government, we 
have a more fatisfa61cry account. 

Among the national peculiarities of 
^Britain, the early rehgion of Danmoiriam 
appears fini;u!arly Itriking. Its cha- 
raclcr of lanflity and wilciom attra^td 
the attention ot the more learned and 
inquifitive among the Gauls. This re- 
ligi n was Druidifm ; among the rites 
ot which it was the human lacriflce that 
chiefly aftonifhed the nations of Europe. 
Mr. Bryant is of opinion, that this myf- 
tical facrifice*was a typical rcprefentation 
of the great vicarial lacriiice tliat was to 
come.

With refpc^ to the architcfiure of tk| 
Danmonians, Mr. P. tells us, thatno* 
thing can be advanced with certainty, 
But if we imagine (fays he) " a ttrosf 
fortified uian/ion-bnufr built on the ide 
tff a hill, and a cKilttr of inferm haStU 
ttttiont rifmg on the bank of a river, ioW 
mediately under the e^-e of a fortrefs, ai4 
a road winding tlirough the valley 7X&\ 
floping away till it gain the highrf' 
grounds, and a beacon on the natural of j 
artificial eminence overlookir.g the wbokt 
and commanding the circumjacent coun-^ 
try, we may conceive a tolerable idea of 
a Britifh town, as rcprefcnted in its pri- 
meval rudenefs." 

We next come to fome ingcnioiw fpe-*' 
culations on the early Agricukuit of 
Danmoniam. The Mineralogy is th« 
treated of 5 the Manwfafturcs and Com- 
merce fucceed to confideration, and in- 
clude fome judicious remarks on tbt 
fhippittg and coins of the country from 
the earlieft times toXIsiar^s invaficn.

In the present pamphlet, whicli may 
be confidered as a renewal of the fore* 
going fubjcft, our author throws ftrong 
light on the internal pofition of France ; 
for the double purpofe of confidering the 
neons Jbt fifftjfes of inflifting farther 
injury in the conCinued profccution of the 
war upon this country j and, the pvoba- 
Siliry 0f a rivtl ivar arifing in her own 

^ bofom, to intercept any part of the injury 



this country may be prepared to inflic): trymen r- 



tainty ; but we giw hiM eafy croSJt, 
when we retrace, combine, ami compare 
events recent and perfectly in our owa 
recolle^ion ; and his infeKiices in general 
claim refpeft. 

After a lenfible dificuflTion of the ftiH-' 
jefl, our Author thinks the probability 
of a civil war not only contradi8ory tw 
our experience of what the French pcopje 
h;:ve endured, but to all juft realbnin^ 
and combination of the futui*c. *** In 
my opinion (tays he) there ai*c wanting 
the feeds and principles of a -civil war. 
All the elements of revolt and infurrefHon 
are in the hands of the ufurper ; and iti 
the people there is neither detire of free- 
dom, nor aftive fenie of oppreffion '* 

He then proceeds to examine the na. 
tural capitals of Fnince,^whi€h he con- 
fillers as the fuel and materials of a war 
doomed never to expire but with the 
fubftancc it confumcs. 

The writer confaders under every point 
of rfew the population, the agriculfure, 
the wealth, the trade, and the conqifefts 
of France j her foreign relations, and her 
commerce ; all which arc fhewn to be 
inefficient ; and he concludes one of tlie 
mofl fpirited brochures we have lately 
feen in the following addrefs to his coun- 



upon herlelf by a pi-emature and inade- 
quate peace. 

" I confefs (fays be) it is not now 
tile French re^uoiution that I dread, but 
the French ^rtfii/if//}."—" It is not the 
form of goivernment in France, it is not 
bcr atheilm, her fpirit of plunder and 
chielty, but h'rancf bfvfiif that I hold 
up as theobje6k of j lift apprehcnfion." 

Throughout this work the author 
bends all his itrength to roufe, not the 
fears, but the fiifit of Britons, He 
fays : " It is not qtiite certain, that we 
bave not too much difclaimed ambition ; 
I "^o not know that the fpirit of the 
people would not be higher, if we had 
announced fomc brilliant enterprife, fome 
proud and lofty conditions of peace, than 
*i appears even now to be for its own 
latl and neccHary defence— now, that we 
bave puihed our moderation to the ex- 
^ttne, and purged, by io many embaiTies, 
<>ur caufe from the iufpicion of any of 
^ofe afpiring views, with which the 
*neniy, upon his part, endeavours to 
arouze and enrage his people." 

He begins with conlidcri ng the pro- 
bability of a civil war in Fr3ncc, that may 
revenge the cauie of Europe and of hu- 
laanity. On many points of fa£l which 
^e produces, he does not rproend to cer- 



" Behold the people whofe prcpoflercmi 
government affecls the empire ot the icas, 
without a fli ip of war that dares look 
out of her harbours, and threatens her 
enemies with her own ruin and calami- 
ties i To me, I confefs, the menaces 
of the French appear like thofc of other 
madmen. The ravings of the Luxem- 
bourg are like the ravings of the Bicctre 
—Do this, or give me that, or I %viU 
flab or drown my lei f. Yield to me, fnys 
France, or— what ? I will come and 
perifh t)n your fhores : — throw down 
your arms, or I will dafh myfelf upon 
your coafU j^worfhip me, or I will de- 
vote hecatombs of my own children j— 
acknowledge my fuperiority, or I will 
tear out my own vitals ! This I confider 
as the real fenfe and m.-aning of her ftatc 
papers, of her publlo declarations, if 
that can be called fenfe and menniiif, 
which is the very paroxylrn of delirium 
and folly.— I cannot dvvatl the madnels 
of an enemy, I think it rat?her our own 
fafety and our own arms. Can I fee 
with trepidntion,or regret his legions 
i-otting in the marfhes of Calais and 
Oltend, or blighted u^>on the bleak hills* 
of Normandy ? Can I regard * the Army 
of England,' but as our glory and our 
griic, if «ver (I know not by wh»t help- 
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from hcaren or from hell) it were to be 
embarked upon the Channel ? Shall we 
hefitate to provoke, and call, with our 
prayers at lea(^, that glorious ifTue of the 
war, in which we may all partake ; but 
which, without fome power above us 
(ball obfcure ajid worfe confound, and 
impel the enemy upon his ruin, we dare 
not hope for ? When the firlt Gaul was 
at the toot of the Capitol, when the fenate 
and the people, the liberty and the gods 
of Rome were befieged in a fingle cita- 
del, and the very name of a nation, dtrf- 
tioed to the empire of the world, hung 
doubtful upon the ifliie, the Roman did 
toot defcend to meet him there ? but 
waited with ardent hope till he had 
climbed the glacis, then drove him down 
the fteep Tarpdjln with refiillefk impulie 
and accumulating ruin; and muft not we 
have -courage to expe6l him on thefe fatal 
ihores, where the armada was wrecked, 
and from every clilF of which we have 
beheld his fleets led captive towards our 
harbours, and the ocean covered with his 
fragments and his fhame ? 

** We hear of Rome and Carthage 
cvei7 day and in every debate, even to 
puerility and pedantry, but without pro- 
wling much, I think, either as to policy 
or magnanimity from their example. It 
feems, however, certain, that if Carthage 
could have anticipated events, or have 
lived over again her own hiftory, (be 
would not have been fubdued and extir- 
pated a fecond time* We, therefore, who 
have the advantage of her experience, and 
can contemplate along with her ruin the 
caufes of it, ou^ht to bring thi^ war to 
a very dtfierent liTue and concluiion than 
fhe did i our enemies too, thofe dottrels 
and apes of Rome, might at leaft profit 
enough by the fame knowledge, to defpair 
of iuccefs by the prefent means : for nad 
Carthage difpiayed that vigour before 
ihc had given up her hoftages, her (fleets, 
and her anns, which (he did after, the 
event of the conteft could not have been 
the fame. The modem Romans, there- 
fore, have afled with impolicv and ab- 
furdtty, in pawning our lands, and ai'- 
£gning our revenues, and raifmg loans 
upon our commerce and our property, 
and dooming our crown and liberty, be- 
fore we have made thofe furrenders which 
Carthage made ^ betaule they have placed 
Ui in the fituation in which Caithage 
Would have been if Rome had made thete 
declarations to her ; in which Carthage 
would have kept, like us, her fleet k, her 
arms, her fortreifcs, and her Hannibal; 
and in which the event of the Caithsginiaii 



war muft have been different from wBat 
it was. 

" Thefe, therefore, are the objefts to 
which I would dire^ the attention of 
Englifhmen at the prefent momept. When 
they hear the loud and lofty threats of 
their intemperate enemy, they (hould hear 
his groans alfo ^ when they fee his hofts 
gather on the hills o{ Brittany, they 
fhouid fee, at the fame rime, the hollow, 
nels of his center : thejr (hould dr/j^Jfi 
ivitb ftrudeJiCfy as their fathers did, the 
vanity and inl'olence of a people, whofe 
coloflal greatnefs has hitherto beea 
equalled and fubdued by the moral great- 
nefs of their own country \ they mould 
confidcr their impotent menaces but as a 
challenge to the folid and fober virtues 
which have fo often defeated thcjn ; and 
contraft once more, with confidence and 
pride in heaven, and in themfelves, the 
lierling ingenuous worth and valour of 
the Britilh charaf^er, to the druiil^en cries 
and fury of a' multitude, dellined to feed 
the fllhes of our feas, or to take nothing 
from us but our prifons and our graves. 

'* Thefe are the points upon which I 
would wi(h to fix the attention of the 
Briti(h public : I think it is impoffible 
to confider them without feeling inilantly 
all thofe proud and confoling lentiments 
which ought to make us bear patiently 
our Jbare in the general calamity whicb 
the amhttion of France has let loofe uj^on 
mankind. That our governors Kave not 
been able to defend us from every attack 
upon every fide ; that we have been in 
this place infefted by the moral pcftilence, 
and m that have fuffcred from the natural 
evil J that here we have breathed the 
poifon of her principles, and there op- 
pofed our treafure and our blood to the 
violence of her fleets and armies \ in 
(hort,'that we are at wrar, and feel ibine 
of the ills infe parable from war, does not 
appear to me, I confefs, to be matter of 
ju(t crimination or reproach againft a 
government of human counlels, and com* 
pofed of human beings. That we have 
not been uniformly prufperous i that we 
have not been entirely exempted from the 
broad com preheii five mifchief ; that we 
too have lutfered in the tcmpcft ; that 
the earthquake has fhaken our cities al- 
io J might be obje£led as a crime to thofe 
gods or iaints, whom the lavages and 
idolators that worlhip them arc accuf- 
tomed to (courge and whip under their 
own i'uffeiing^ and misfortunes j but 
cannot be imputed to jnen by man, nor 
by heaven itielf to ih- counfels of human 
beings, ^nd the li:nitcd faculties of 
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htnnan fcnle. The revolution of France 
is the wreck of the moral world, and the 
conquefts of France are the dliTolution 
and dcltruttion of the political order. 
When I fee what entire and integrant 
maflcs of both the king^s minifters have 
prcticrvcd from the general ruin, I ccnfefs 
my general gratitude, though I too can 
difccrn, perhaps, where to lay the finger 
of blan^e, (»r to direft the eye of enquiry. 
But when I perceive that our arms are 
Yi^orious in every quarter of the globe, 
and that at h^-me wc have (till the bleflTmg 
of '.ur invaluable conltitution j that onr 
religion, our laws, and our property, are 
maintained and relpc^led under it; that 
^0€ are pioU^ltdt and a*e frre ; that we 
are independent as a nation, and, as in- 
dividtinU. en'oy a degree of civil liberty, 
of which I defy the moll learr>ed dilcon- 
tent, and the moft ingenious democracy, 
to (he-.v nic a parallel in any of the old 
repuhiics, at leaft in times of preflurc 
and aniciety ; when I eftimate what they 



have defended and prefenrcd for tis, and 
how great a ihare of our greatelt cala- 
mities the fury of the elements and the 
fcythe of invifibie and refifllefs dtath 
mud divide with their errors and their 
overfights, then I think that I could not 
withhold from them fome cxprefTions of 
apphufe and thankfulnefs, without injurjr 
to the public, as well as injuftice to 
them ; and. though I cannot fupprefs, 
confiilently with what I feel as a public 
duty, my wiHies and my arguments for 
loftier counlels in the termination of this 
dreadful conteft, and for a ft ri 61 er eco- 
nomy in the condu6l of it, it would be 
difingenuous upon that account to with- 
hold the little honour it is in my power 
to confer uj)on them, or to conceal the 
fentiraents with which I imagine every 
unprejudiced mind will compare and re- 
ward their miftakes and their me* its."**

An Authentic Account of aAEmbafTy from the King of Great Britain to the Em- 
peror of China, &c.

EVEN 'in fwamps and moradesv the 
Chincfe difplay wonderful examples 
of agricultural indultry and ingenuity. 
They form raits or hurdles of bamboo, 
which they float upon th& water, or refl 
upon the rooraffes. On thefe rafts they 
fpread a layer of foil, from whence they 
nlfe various kinds of vegetables j as 
froall vegetables are fometimes produced 
' on Osipboard, by laying; feeds on moittened 
■ earth, or even on j ieccs of flannel, fixed 
in frames, and wetted. By thefe means 
the radical leaves of muftard fprout jp 
quickly, and arc p'articularly grateful wO 
perfons long abfent from land. 

From* the Tallow Tree, the Croion 
Sabiferum of Linnaeus, the Chinefe make 
a large proportion of their candles. The 
fruit, in its external appearance, bears 
fome refcmblance 4 • the berries of the 
ivy. As foon as . is ripe, the capfule 
opens and divides in twO| or more fre- 

3uently three divilions, and falling off, 
ifcovers as many kernels, covered with 
a flefhy lubftance of a fnowy whitenefs. 
This fublUnce is feparated from the 
kernels by crufhing and boiling them in 
water. The candles made ot this fat 
are firmer th^^n thofe of tallow, as well 
zi free from all offcniive odour. They 



are not, however, equal to thofe of wax 
or fpermaceti. 

Wicks are made of many different 
materials : thofe for lamps are of the 
amiantkmy which burns without being 
confumable in fire j but for candles a 
light tnflammable 'wood is ufed, in the 
lower extremity of which is fixed a fmall 
tube, to receive an iron pin which is fixed 
on the flat top of the candleftick, and 
thus fupports the candle without (ht 
necefTity of a focket. The Chinefe con- 
fider this formofcandleftick as anfwering 
the purpofe of TLfave-alif which makes a 
difference of about a ttnib in the con- 
fui-nption of that article! 

Sir G. Staunton informs us that the 
names of the Chinele are, independently 
of the addition of their qualities, all of 
one fy liable ; as is every word in the 
Chinefe languas^e. The additions are 
the more ntcelfary, as a name implies no 
diflin6lion in favour of the family who 
bears it. There are but one hundred 
family names known throughout the 
empire. Each family name is borne by 
perfons of all clalVcs : identity of fuch 
names implies, however, fome connefl ion; 
all who bear it may attend the hali of 
their iuppoicd common anceitors. Though 
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mo bereditay tnhtUty cxifts in China, 
p^di^Ttg is there an objed of much at- 
tuaiion. He who can reckon ancei^ors 
Co a dlftantj?ericd, diltinguiihed by piib> 
lie ilr vices, or private vircues, or by the 
Konours conferred on ihem in confequence 
by Government, \i much more rclpei^cd 
tium ntvj nun. The i'uppofed dcicend- 
•»iits af Ccniiiclus are treated with par- 
ticular regard, and immunities have been 
graiired to them by the Emperor. The 
4mibition of an iilujhious dejcent is ib 
gieneial, that the Emperors have often 
granted titles to the deceajtd ancfftors of 
8 living man of merit. This, by the 
way, lliews cither that the fajjion of the 
Chinele for dijhn^uijbed ancejlry ariles 
fometimcs to an akfurd txiravagance, or 
that they have very exalted ideas of their 
•Smpcror^s faculty ot dilcerning and pro- 
ducing virtue ; but they are not the only 
fvoplt; among whom pridt and ambition 
cverUrain themfclvesi liil tidtcuU taka 
fliife cf refpeSf, 

t.'haptei- the Fouith contains a de- 
fcripiion cf the city of HanC/joo-Foo, 
vhcre the travtllcrs remained fome few 
days, while the EmbaHy was dividing 
irto two pa; tics, to take difierent routes, 
The Eriibaliauor, with the Vice-roy of 
Canton, Cbaivft^-ia Zh::iy utre to yvo- 
jcevd t > that capital j whiie tlvc Ma'id.nin, 
Sicn-ta-Zbifiy undertook, to condu>5l to 
flhu-fan^ Colonel Benlbn and the otha* 
Gentlemen wlio vycrc pacing to join the 
Hindoi^an Indiaman. This Chapter alio 
relates the circumftancci of both.thofc 
journeys. 

While the party was at HaJt-Cbo-FoOy 
Mr. Barrow and fome other Gentlemen 
of tlic Embalf)' were invited to lail 
•cjofi the lake Stc-bco, which lay at a 
little dil^ance to the wcftwaixl. A pa- 
godfi, which they faw in ^heir progrefs, 
attra^cd particular attention : it was 
i^tunttd on the verge of a bcld peninfula 
lliiit jnt* into the lake, and was called the 
• 'Lu: fiijHgtay or tcfhpU of the tbundtrln^ 
xvi?i<ts. Four (lories were yet (landing, 
but the top was in ruins. Something 
like a regular order was yet difccrnible 
in the mouldering cornices, that pro- 
je^ed in a kind of double curve. Grafs, 
ft rubs, and mofs, were growing upon 
them, No fvyy the natural produftion 
©f fuch a place in Europe, was perceived 
Vj^on it i nor indeed in any other part of 
China. The arches and mouldings were 
or red, the u^>right walls of yeilow (lone. 
lis present height decs not exceed one 
hundrvd and l\yenty lect. It w confi- 



ciently afTerted to have been crtr^ked 
the time of Confucius, upwards of li 
ibt.u'und yt-an a^o. 

In the route to Chu-fan by water, 
Kippens fcmetimes tliat the waters ol 
higher canal pafs immediately into i 
other of a lower level. This fpccies, 
navigation is not managed in China 1 
locks cr flood-gates \ but a dam is ma 
acrofs the extremity of the upper casi 
by means of a very ftrong and wd 
compared wall*; the top of ^ovbich 
level with the furfaceof the upper watt 
A beam of wood is laid qn the uop 
edge of the vrall, which is rovmdcdi 
towards the water. Beyond the wail 
(loping plane of ftone-wcrk extends i 
the lower canal, in the form of a glacl 
with an inclination of about forty-ft 
degrees, ajid defccnding near ten feet J 
perpendicular depth \ at tlie bottcm 4 
which the canal is carried along as tl 
Iw'vel of the Cbuntry will allow, when a 
other wall and glacis for another caa 
Itill lower arc conftru^led as before. 

In pafiing from an upper to a lo«< 
canal, the veiTel, lifted over the cid 
beam^ Aides down by its own gravity 
and to prevent the water from flu(htn| 
ever the <«lecks, or her pluiiging into tb 
cm\:a 1 clow, a railing is Mxcd at tliebeai 
of ih.' vtiTwl about to be liuinchcd, befon 
uhich is placed ftronpf matting at tii 
timeof the dekent. lodrawupabr« 
vclTel from the lower canal along i& 
glacis into the upper canal, requirw 
ibmetimes the afliftaiiceof near a hundred 
Hjen, v/hofe (trength is appliM by tin 
means of bars fixed in one or more cap- 
ftansj placed on the abutmpits on eacl 
fide of the ghcis. Round the capftaw 
is a rope, of which the opjiofiic extre- 
mity is paiTed round the vclTers fleni, 
which is thus conveyed into the upptf 
canal with Ufi dcla^ than can be dontby 
lockiy but by the exertion of much more 
human force j a force indeed which in 
China is ahvays ready \ of IMt coft 
and conftantly preferred there to any 
other. 

The following account of the 'tartat 
ca'vairy is fupplied by Captain Pariih : 
They carry hows^ which appears to be 
the weapon held higheft in eftimatioD* 
They are made of elaflic wood»ftrcngtheiwl 
by horns, which are conne^ed in the 
centre by their roots, from whence they 
fpiing in diftintfl arches towards the«- 
trtmiries. The llring is of lllk threads, 
laid together and firmly woulded. -The 
arrows aie armed at the poiat« with a 
4 ' /hank 
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§Mk ^xid (pesir of fteeU 60th Chinee 
ftind Tartars value themfelvea on their 
Ik ill in the ufe of this weapon. They 
hold it ibinewhat obliquely in the lert 
haad* The ftring is placed behind an 
agate ting upon the right thumb j the 
iirft Joint of which is bent forward, and 
kept in that pofition by prefling the 
middle joint of the fore-nnger upon it* 
Id this fituatioD the ftring is drawn till 
the left arm is extended, and the right 
hand paflet the right ear. The fore- 
fin^r is then withdrawn from the thumb, 
^hicb inftantly forces the ftring from 
the agate ring, and difchargea the arrow 
with confiderable force. 

Their armour confifted of an helmet of 
iron, in the form of an inverted funnel ; 
the crefty correfponding to the pipe of the 
funnel, ftands fix or feven inches above 
the bead, and^terminates in a fpear. It 
is fun*ounded by a red taflel. The neck 
is iecured by a piece of cloth, ftuffed, 
quilted, and (luddtti with iron, which 
hangs forward round the face. On the 
body is an upper and an under drefs of 
cloth, alfo quilted and ftudded with iron ; 
the latter reaches below the calves of the 
legs, the£brmer only a little below the 
wailJ, The officers had their helmets 
poliibedy and ornamented with gold, with 
a higher creft than tbofe of the men. 
Their bcxlies were covered with purple 
or blue filk, with ftuds of gold or gUt. 
Their boots were of black iatin. 

Some of the troops were armed with 
firords only, and tne tiger drefs. This 
drefs is of yellow doth/with dark brown 
ftripes fitted to the (hape \ the cap, which 
nearly covers the face, is formed to re- 
prefent the head of a tiger. They carry 
a fliield of bamboo, or rattan, painted 
hideoufly to reprefent dragon ^s or tiger^s 
heads, with open mouths and enormous 
teeth i and much ftrefs is laid upon this 
terri/ic appearance. On each flank of 
the parade a trophy of wood was creeled, 
painted, or covered with pieces of iilk or 
cotton of bright colours, in ieftoons. 
Under thefe were the military manda- 
rines. The mulk was in tents fitted 
for the purpofe. The trumpets, appa- 
rently the proper military inftrument, 
were very large. The ufual compliment 
confifted of three diftin6l blafts. 

In an account of China it would be 
thought a culpable omliTion to fay no« 
thing on the fubje^l of the tea^lanK 
The following is the fubftance of Sir 
G. Staunton's information on this vd- 
iuabie exotic I In China, wherever it is 
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regularly cultivated, it rifes from the 
feed fown in rows, at the ditfiance of 
about four feet from each other, in land 
kept free from weeds. Its perpendicular 
growth is impeded, for the convenience 
of colle6ling its leaves^ which is done 
firft in Ipring, and twice afterwards in 
the courie of ^he fummer. Its long and 
tender branches fpring up almoli from 
the root, without any intervening naked 
trunk. It is bufliy like a role- tree, and 
the expended petals of the flower bear 
fome refembiance to that of (he rofe. 
The Icargefl and cldejl leaves^ which are 
the leaft efteemcd, and deftfined for the 
^ower claftes of the people, are expofed to 
iale with little previous maniputation* 
The }"jur\f leoFuei undergo no incon* 
fiderable' preparation bciore they are de- 
livered to the purchaicr. Every leaf 
pailes through the fingers of a femafe, 
who rolls it up almoft to the form it had 
alTumed at its firft appearance. It is 
afterwards placed upon thin pidtes ef 
earthen ware or iron \ much thinner than 
can be executed by artifts out of China. 
It is confidently faid that ito pUUet of 
copper are ever employed for that pur- 
pofe. Scarcely any utenfil in China is 
made of that metal, the chief application 
of which is for coin. The earthen .plates 
are placed over a charcoal fire, which 
renders the leaves dry and crifp. 

The colour and ajhingenty of green 
tea is thought to be derived firom the 
early period at which the leaves are 
plucked^ and which, like unripe fruity 
are generally green and acrid. The tea 
is packed into large chefts lined with 
very thin plates of lead, and prefied down 
by the naked feet of Chinefe labourers. 
The upper ranks in China are notwith* 
ftanding as fond of tea as the people are» 
and particularly folicitous in their choice 
of it. That of a good quality is dearer 
in Pekin than in London, h'^ the way, 
this alTertion of Sir G.. Staunton does 
not feem very well to agree with the 
infoimation derived from Ikeld Journey i 
where we are told, that the price of the 
heft tea at Pekitty iitber green or bobea^ 
is half an ounce of ^filver the Cbinefi 
pound J which is equal to what it would 
be4it twj Jb tilings a pound in England^ 
We are not however to conclude, from 
this inconliltcncy, that either of thefe 
have lit rs ha* gt-ven an erroneous com^ 
puiaiion* Neither, when we read in 
Beirs Narrative, that the Turtar Military 
are itery infolent^ and almoft infupport-^ 
able id the Chinefe^ aad compare it with 
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Sir G. Staunton^s account of the mild- 
nefs cf tU foldiery in the difperfion of 
trowdst muft wc luppofe that one of thefc 
hlftorians has written from an imperfeft 
view of the fubjea. 

No traveller can be an(werable for 
more than he has actually obferved him- 
ftlf } and he is only fo far culpable as he 
makes genexal inferences from particular 
cales. Making the ufual allowances for 
the change that may have taken place in 
China in the price of commodities^ and in 
the temper of Governors in an interval of 
nearly a century ^ and the accounts may 
both of them appear to have an equal 
claim to credit. 

We return to Sir G. S.'s account of 
the Qhinele method of preparing the tea, 
previoujly to exportation: It is fome- 
tiraes made up into balls. A ftrong 
black extraft alfo is fi-equently made from 
it. It is cultivated m feveral of the 
provinces of China, but feldom more 
northwaixi than thirty degrees beyond the 
equator. It thrives beft between that 
parallel and the line that feparates the 
temperate from the torrid zone. Such 
immenie quantities of it are confumed in 
the country, that a fudden failure of a 
demand from Europe would not be likely 
to occafion any material diminution of 
its prices in the Chinefe markets. 

A plant very like the tea flouriihes' on 
the fides, and the very tops of mountains. 
The Chinefe call this plant Cba-wba'Wt 
or flower of tea 5 bccaufe its petals, as 
well as the entire flowers of^ Arabian 
jeilamine, are fometimes mixed among 
the teas J in order to increafe their fra- 
grance. This plant is the amcllia fe» 
fanguaoi t\ithoxzm^%y and yields a nut, 
from whence is cxprcfled an aliculcnt oil, 
eaual to tlte ben which comes from 
Florence. 

On the fubjeft of manure , the manage- 
ment and diliafence of the Chinefe bears 
a f^riking retembiance to that of tlic 
Japanefe, as defcribed by Baron Thun- 
berg. A prodigious number of old men 
and women, as well as of children, in- 
capable of much other labour, are con- 
ilantly employed about the flreets, pub- 
lic roads, and banks of canals, with 
baikets tied before them, and holding in 
their hands fmall wooden rakes, to pick 
up the dung of animals, and oIKus of 
any kind, that may anfwer the purpofe 
of manure^ but above all others, except 
the dung of fbiyls, the Chinefe farmers, 
like the Romans, prefer foil, or the mat- 
ter colle6^ed by nightmen in London j in 
the vicinity of which it is part applied 



to the fame ufet. This manure is mixed 
fparingly with a portion of ftifF loamy 
earth> and formed into cakes, dried after- 
wards in the fun. In this ft ate it is fold 
to farmers, who conflruft large ciftemt 
for containing, befides thofe cakes and 
dung of every kind, all forts of vegetable 
matter, leaves, roots, orftems of plants, 
mud, offals of animals, even to the 
fhavings collected by the barbers. W*i(h 
all thefe they mix a» much animal or 
common water as will dilute the whole $ 
and in the aft of putrid fermentation 
apply it to the plougned or broken earth. 
Near paths and roads large earthen veflels 
are buried to the edge in the ground for 
the accommodation of the pa&nger who 
may have occafion to ufe them. 

The mode of examination of ftudenls 
for degrees fecms well adapted to r»- 
courage literature. It is always pubiiCm, 
The body of auditors who attend, as 
well as the prefence of the Governor and 
Chief Magiftrates of the diflrid who 
prefide, muft cure any difpofitton to 
partiality in the judges. Some oral 
queftions are put, and lome are given in 
writinj;, to the candidates, as In the 
Engliih Colleges . The rewards of tho& 
who fucceed are not confined to the 
honours of the Univerfity ; for thefe be- 
come the afcending fteps which lead to 
all the oftices and dignities of the ftate. 
Even thofe who fail in the main purfnit 
have, in the profecution of the conteft» 
made fueh acquirements as add to the 
genera] mafs of knowledge in fbciety, 
and fit them for ufefiil occupations. 
Though the opulent youth have no doubt 
greater facilities and better opportunities 
of inftru£lion than the children of the 
poor, yet genius may have occafionally 
the ftrength to counterbalance fuch dif- 
parity. "Our Traveller might have ad- 
ded, that nectfllity is the ftrongeft of all 
incentives to exertion ; and the fccurity 
of wealth will cheriftk idlenefs. At any 
rate the poflibility of iuccefs is an en- 
joyment even to thofe who are never 
likely to obtain it. 

In the city of Chan-cboo^fbo, through 
which the EmbaflV pafled in its wa^ t« 
Canton, a finguiar cuftom prevailed^ 
which had been remarked before on the 
7'ai'hoo lake, where men were often ab- 
fent from their families* The boats^ 
which ply from one part of the city to 
another, are chiefly managed by females, 
who are generally young and neatly 
drefled, with an evident intent of at- 
traftine the attention of piaflengers. At 
Cban*3fH'foOi ^ commtixe of two na« 
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vigable rivert oc^fioned a concourfe of 
male Grangers. The frail females in the 
boats had not embraced this double oc- 
cupation withoot the concurrence and 
approbation of their parents > who ieel 
little relufUnce, when they cannot marry 
them advantageoufly, to uevote them to 
a lucratiTe though diflionourablt trade. 

The Fifth Chapter ^^ts of the rtfi- 
dtmce of the Embaify ai. Canton and at 
Macao. While they continued at the 
former of thefe places, they were treated 
with great attention and civility by the 
Vice-Koy, who had accompanied them 
from Hun-cboO'fco, Accident perhaps 
in part contributed towards infpii-ing him 
with refpe£tful fentiments of the fcience 
and acquirements of the Europeans. 
The cultom of inhaling the vapour of 
tobacco, as well as that of taking it in 
powder^ is very general in China, and 
extends to the higheit ranks. The Vice- 
Roy once wanting to light his pipe in 
the ab fence of liis attendants, the £m- 
badador took trom his pocket a fmall 
pbclphoric but lie, whicn opening, he 
loon kindled a match that amwercd the 
purpoie wanted. - The fmgularity of a 
pcrlon's appearing to carry iire about 
liim, without damage, a^tnicled the 
Vice-Roy's attention. His Excellency 
explained the phenomenon to him in 
general terms, and made him a prcicnt 
of the bottle, which was not a little va- 
luable in his eyes. It was iiiHiciently 
apparent fiom this, and other incidents, 
that the Chineie, though flcilful and dex- 
teruus in particular arts, were much 
behind the weltcm nations in many phi- 
Jolopliical and ufeful bi-anches of fcience. 

Though our author enumerates many 
caufes which contribute to augment the 
fepulation of China, yet ftill it appears 
immeufc^ and almoft inert diHe, He af- 
icrts, upon unqueltionable evidence, that 
every ujuare mile contains, upon an 
average, one third mofe inhabitants, 
being upwards of three hundred, than are 
fcucd upon an equal quantity of land in 
the moft populous country in Europe. 
The whole, as appears in the firft table 
of the Appendix, is tbr^e hundred and 
tbtrty^tbuc millions ! 

On the an/iquitj of th^ Chinefe Empire 
we are informed, that the Chriftiaa year 
J 797 anl'wers tor the fifty-fourth year of 
the iixty-eighth Chinefe cycUt which 
aicertains its commencement to have been 
1^0 ib^itftuui iwQ tundrfd and fiventy- 



fi'ven yean bkfore the birtb of Cbriji } 
unlefs it be fuppofed that the official 
records and public annals of the Emuire* 
which bear teiliroony to it, ihould all be 
^Ifified. 

The day is divided in China into 
twelve parts only, as by the ancient 
Egyptians, confilHng each of two Eu- 
ropean hours ) the firft beginning at 
eleven at night. Thefe portions of time 
are meafured with tolerable accuracy by 
means of a lighted taper, made from tKe 
pith of a particular trce^ of which the 
confumption by ignition is fo 'regular* 
that divided into twelve eq\ial parts^ 
each continues burning during the twelfth 
part of twenty- tour hours. 

Our author^s remarks on the language 
of China are new, and muft be interefting 
to every lover of philological difqui- 
lit ions. We ihall conclude our account 
of this work by a felettion of fome of the 
more curious observations. 

The founds of feveral letters in rooft 
alphabets, luch as B, D, R, and X, are 
uucrly unknown in the Chineie tongue. 
The organs of fpeech in a native of China 
arc not habituated to pronounce them. 
In endeavouring to utter one of thefe, 
another to which the fame organ has been 
accultomed is generally founded : inftead 
of the letter R, the liquid L is ufually 
pronounced by a Chinefe, who thus oc- 
cafionaily falls into ridiculous miftakes. 
A Chinefe dealer in nee 9 for example, is 
fometimes heard to offer for fale what 
tew perfons would be difpofed to pur« 
chale. 

A very few particles in this language 
den«te the pafty the prefent^ and tbiju* 
ture \ nor are thofe auxiliaries employed 
when the intended time may otherwile 
be inferred with certainty. A Chinefe 
who means to declare his intention of 
depaning to-morrow, never fays that he 
vjili depart to-morrow { becauie the ex- 
preiTion of the morrow i9 fufficient to 
afcertain that his departure muft be fu- 
ture. The plural number is marked bv 
the addition of a word, without whicn 
the fingular is always implied. The 
language f is entirely monofy liable . A 
fingle fyllable alwavs exprefies a com* 
plete idea. Each fyllable may be founded 
by an European confonant preceding a 
vowel, fometimes follov^ by a liquid* 
Such an order of words renders the lan- 
guage at foft and harmonious as the 
Italian, X

Mr, Dundas rofe i he had to move for 
leave to bring in a Bill to repeal the faid 
Aa. The objea of this Bill partly wa« 
ilib to afcertain how hr his Majefty can 
l»ve the power of calling, out a ccrtaio 
portion oi the militia within ii days. 
That part of the A8t. which had juil been 
Kad, which related to this circumftance^ 
kad been differently underttood by dif* 
ferent perfons, and Goant delay and difii. 
ciilty had arifen in con&quence of it. 
in this Aft his Majefty was oidy cm- 
powered to «all .out one- third of the mi* 
litia I but that body having fmce been 
reduced by a draught of 10,000 men from 
it to the regular regiments, it was now 
found expedient that his Majefty ftiould 
have the power of caJliDg out one -half. 
ft wai found necefiary, for the lake of 
the counties^ that the bufinefs (bould be 
done with greater expedition than hither- 
fb 5 and to effea this, and prevent too 

freat an aftemblage of the nriJitia, he 
lould ipropofe that the men be called out 
In the uibdivifions of the counties, and 
ehere ballot fdr the half that is to lerve. 
It would be remembered, that it was 

Vtowards the cIo(e of the littings before 
the recefs, a Bill waa brought in for 
grafting that 10,000 men from the mi* 
litia, and he had th« latisfaaiqn to iay 
ihat^he meaAire was attended wkh ihc- 
cefa..' ^ttt it neceflarily occaiioned a de* 

■fuMncy in Ibme corps, which it was novr 
intended to fupply by incorporating the 
Supplementary «vith the Regular militia. 
He did not mean to lay, that a larger 
portion than one. half woidd at no time 
jbe called out ^ this would wholly depend 
upon the txtgtti^^% of the country. In 



the pre(ent fitnation of public affaira^

Nation would not be appalled ; Englifc- 
inen would not fubmit themfelves willing 
facrifices to an inveterate, niaraudiBg foe* 
He fpoke it w^th warmth, bccaofe be 
fpoke it to and with the country, that 
IT the' enemy ftiouki ever be fo mad as to 
attempt an invafion» they would find a 
people great and wealthy, prepared and 
able to defend themfelves. •* And (coo* 
tinued Mr.. Dundas) our hieafures will 
be fuch, that every man may lay in peact 
in his bed, on the faith of thole exeitioDS. 
And fure I am, that whenever the enemy 
will make fuch an attempt, they will 
he overwhelmed with conhiiion< and de- 
ftruftion." He concluded with moving 
for leave to bring in a Bill for enabling 
his Majefty to call out inch a portion of 
the Supplementary Milijtia as may at any 
time be found neoei&ry» and to provide 
the neceftary auga»entation of tlie corps 
of the Regular Militin therefrom.-* 
Agreed to. 

. Mr. Dundas bronght.np this Bill in 
pui i'uance of his motion, which w:^s read 
a firft time. 

FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 9. 

The Sheriff's of the City ot London 
brought up a petition from the Loifl 
Mayor and Corporation, praying for the 
ooatinuance of the AB. for preventing 
Frauds in the Metag^ of Coaia, which 
would othcrwife expire with the pceteot 
rdnob.-*Ordered to lie on t^e ubk.

Mr. Aldennan Luihington reqoefted 
that it may beo bfervedj that tlic general 
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ftn6 of the Corporation was by no meant 
agadnft the meafure. The merchants 
v^cit at preient employed in the fonnation 
of a new plan, whether that may prove 
noort acceptable he knew not, but at all 
events foroe meafure was neceflary to re* 
pair the preient dcicAive ftate of the port 
of London. 

The petition was ordered to lie on the 
table, and both parties to be heard by 
their counfeL 

^ Mr. Serjeant Adair brought up a pe- 
tition from Mr. Macklin, of Heet-ftrcct, 
ftating that he had propofed to dii'pole of 
his UalJery of Pidtures, b^ way of 
chances dependant on the enluing State 
I-ottcry. The date of the times was, 
however, fuch that he could difpofe of 
no more than one Jixth of liis whole 
number (2,500).

of the income of, and charges upon, the 
Con foHdated Fund to the fame day,** 
Ordered. 

Mr.' Mainwaring obfcrved, that feveral 
petitions from the workmen and dealers 
in clocks and watches now lay on the 
table.

Thjeiewere many things >vhich 
muft hereafter come before the Houfe for 
difcullion. Many other things had been 
•nder the regulation of £jcecutive Go- 
vernment, and arrangements made, agree- 
ing in general with the opinions and 
fuggcftions of thefe Committees. There 
Were not many points that would require 
the intervention of Parliament to carry 
the fuggeftions of the Committee into 
effect ; at leaft he fliould not have many 
of them to bring forward now. He 
ihould only move Ibme of the points that 
had been fuggefted by the Committee i 
and here he mull obfervc, that after the 
Bills for which he fhould move were 
brought in. Gentlemen would have an 
opportunity of difcufling the points bet- 
ter than could be done at prpient. Th?t 
to which he now chiefly reteired was to 
be found in the Fourth Report : the firft 
fart related to general finance, of which 
lie did not at prri^t mean to take any 
notice* The part to which be wiflied 
to draw the attention of thp Committer 
relatefl to the ncceflity of making ibm^ 
Parliamentary regplations with regard to 
public offices ^ and his chief objeft wa^ 
to give a parliamentary fanAion to the 
(ic^eftioni of the Committee upon that 
fubjeft, many parts of which had been 
alftady cankd into execution by Exe.. 



cutive GoTernmeAt, they haTing power 
to do Co without legiilative authority. 
Miich of the plan of the Committee had 
been put in a tmin during the laft few- 
tiMin years § but there was ibme modi* 
fication of oflices which had been deemed 
adviieable by the Committee that could 
not be carried into effsA without legiT* 
lative authority, aiid therefore it bccme 
neceflary for him to move for leave to 
bring in Bills for thefe puroofea. Pew 
of thefe meafures were expeaed to be q( 
immediate public benefit, but they were 
expeAed to b^ hereafter benefici^ to a 
confiderabie extent. They differed per- 
haps from fome parts of the Reports aS 
the Committee* but in general they weiv 
in conformity to fuch Reports. He 
diould move that leave be given to bring 
in a Bill to abolifh certain offices in t& 
CuHomsy and for regulating others, kc 
He faid it had been long under con- 
fideration to abolifh certain fees, and to 
introduce fome reguktions iniead of 
them at the Cuftoms i but he appre* 
handed that the queftion would be at- 
tended with confideiable difficulty* and 
he was extremely doubtful whether any 
n^cde could be found that would be mere 
fatisfa6tory to the Merchants than the 
mode now adopted. For that rcafon no 
arrangement had hitherto been atteinpicd 
to be made $ nor liad he at prefetit any 
thin or to propole upon that head. He 
had heard a great deal, and many plant 
had been fubmitted upon that fubjed j 
but he bad not yet been able to tof m %, 
decided opinion upon any of them. 

Another meaiUre was relative to the 
Cuftoms and other Offices, upon which 
he had a propofition to lubmit to th( 
Committee, which was, '* That leave be

This, however, was not his 
reaibn for rifing j what he wanted 
!y to know was, whether the Finance 
Biittee was to be revived Or not ? 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
he had not i'ubmitted all he had to 
it to this Committee* The Hon. 
t might have colle^lcd from what 
le laid, that he (hould have feme motion 
t» that eifefty and it happened rmgulail^ 
~ tgh» that he held noW ia his hand a 
■otim to revive that Committee. He 
fated that fiew of the objefts comprifed 
ii the KepOits of the Committee were 
fcch 2M to require Parliamentary pro- 
vi&>o i that moft of them might be well 
Rooaged under the regulation which had 
keen adopted by Executive Government, 
ted that Ibme of thlfe regulations had 
alrtady been carried into effcft. How 
Mothers that had been fuegefted might 
•«d improvement, he would not prefume 
Co determine $ but when they came to be 
Is'td before the Houfe, every Gentleman 
' Would have an opportunity of delivering 
bis opinion upon them> and the Houie 
woula nndouDtedly fupply any unin- 
tentional omiffions of the Executive Go- 
vmunent : and an opportunity would be 
{i?en to the Committee to luggeft any 
wrther improvements that might appear 
to them to be practicable. In order to

There was reafon for thinking 
that leaving this matter open for a time 
may render a Loan leis neceflary than it 
would otherwiic be. The liberality and 
public rpirit which had already difplayed 
itfeJfy and the fpirit which had already 
been manifeded, and which he trufted 
would foon fpread all over the kingdom* 
was of a very flattering nature, and he 
thi ught it adviiablc to give time for the 
operation of that I'pirit before he opened 
tne Ways and Means for raifing the 
Supplies of the year. Another reafoit 
ipras, that by the delay he propofed in 
this refptfl^ an opportunity would be 
had to lee the tfkH of the late Afiefled 
Taxes, by allowing the time for the firft 
inftalment to pals before the Ways and 
Means were opened. He then moved a 
!Refolution> « That three millions be 
raifed on Excheauer Bills.** 
\ Sir John Sinclair faid, he doubted the 
policy of this meafure. If there were 
any circumftances that rendered it pro- 
Isable that money would be lefs fcarce 
lereafter than it was at preient, then the 
poftponing the Ways and Means would 
* De a wife meafure j but he apprehended 
the contrary, and therefore the Minifter 
might have reafon to repent of this de- 
lay. He . complained of the complex 
manner in which the public finances 
^ere brouj;ht forward. In Ibrmer times 
.the whole incotae and expenditure of the 
(Country were brought on togetlier, fo 
that both could be Keen at a view ; but 
by this complex mode of proceeding, the 
finance of the country could not be well 
underiiood. This was a new confufion 
in our accounts^ and he mult object to 
this Refolution. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob- 
ierved, that he believed there never v^as 
a period in the hiflory of this country 
in which the fubjefl of^ finance had been 
TCndered fo acceflible to every under- 
(landing as the prefent period. True it 
was that in former times the matter was 
laid befi}re the Houfe at one timet but 
that did not imply that they were clearer 
on that account j and in reality they were 
fo far from being fo, that they were in- 
telligible only to thofe who had made 
finance the whole iludy of their lives. 
The reafon why he ftated thefe things 
more than once, was for the purpofe of 
explaining each article under its own 
particular head j and it was fmgular that 
the Hon. Baronet, who complained of the 
confufion of our finance*^ ftould be

TRAVELLERS, who have vifited 
this part of Africa for the purpofe 
of inveftigatinor the natural hiftory ot the 
country, fpcak with rapture ot the fa- 
Inbrity of its airland natural productions. 
I think it will be found, upon inouiry, to 
merit the moft favourable oploiun with 
nrfpcft to them. The face of the coun. . 
try, for a confiderable diftance (except 
the land which forms the Cape) is rather 
low, but open and well cultivated, of a 
fandy and marly foil, which foon abforbs 
the rain, thereby preventing thofe noxious 
exhalations, which arc fo produ£live of 
fickAcfs in hot climates. The air, excqst 
a few months, may be called temperate ; 
the atmofphere is feldom loaded with 
moifture, but poflefles a degree of elalii- 
City not often felt in any oUier country. 
And although Farenhcit's thermometer, 
during the himmer months, ranges from 
to to 90, and frequently a confiderable 
variation is fuddcnly experienced, yet 
from the drynefs of the atmofpherlc air, 
and a bn'fk circulation of it being kept 
up by the prevailing South- eaft winds, 
toe conHitution iuffers little from relaxa- 
tion. Invalids from India, labouring 
imder complaints of debility, the eflPe^ of 
great heat, foon recover their ftrength 
here, by the temperate and bracing air of 
the winter montns. And as a further 

nrf of its falubrity, the florid and 
thy looks we perceive in the Dutch 
inhabitant*, cfpecially thoA who live in 
the country, and are not enervated by 
liuniry and indolence. Though it is re- 
maakid that there are not many inftances 
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of longevity among them, in a great mea- 
fure owing to their habits and manner of 
life, yet they are hap|>ily exempt fc&tk 
many of thofo endenuc and epidemic 
difeafes which rage in other partf of the 
world, and annuallv carries oft great 
numbers. Tiie finaU-pox, meaiks, n* 
mittent and intermittent fever, and that 
moil iatal of all difeafes the jail, ho^ttal* 
or fliip- fever, which dcfhx»ys fo- many of 
the human fpecies in every part of £n4 
rope, are never generated nere $ and are 
unknown but when mtroduced, which* 
unfortunately for the natives, has fome« 
times happened. We like wife find that 
neither the inhabitanta or officers are at^ 
tacked with the difeafes which prevail 
among the foldicrs ; and it is a fingular 
circumfiance, that not an officer of the 
army or navy has died of difeafe con* 
tra6ted here, fince the Britifh forces ar* 
rived at the Cape j winch I think clearly 
proves, that jio noxious qualitv exifts id 
the air of this country, whicn has been 
by fome imagined , and erroneoufly blamed, 
as the caufe of the malignity of the 
diforders, and the many deaths that have 
occurred in the General Hofpitaf. We 
mnfi therefore look for other caufes than 
thofe afiigned. 

- The natural productions for the ufe of 
man perhaps exceed in variety moft parts 
of the world. At that feafon of the year 
when great heat prevails, naunne has 
made ample provifion to lef&n its.iitflu* 
ence en the human body, by the abund- 
ance of fweet acid fruits, wnich istftin^ 
and cur reaibn dlAate the vJkof, . Upon 
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the whdiet coniidering its iituatiofly cli- 
mate> and natural produflioni, fo far 
from being deemed unhealthy, it may 
more properly, In my opinion, be ftiled 
tl^e Montt>elHer of the Southern Hemi- 
fphere* 

After enumerating the caufes of difeaiey 
and pointing out the means of prevention, 
he concludes with obferving, that by at- 
tention to cleanlinefs, ventilation, proper 



diet, cloathtng, bedding, and prerenting 
the ufe of ardent fpirits, the moft bene, 
ficial and falutary efiefls would doubtlcfs 
be produced in a country where the cli- 
mate is fo favourable to health ; and I 
think is proved to have little or no Ihane 
in occafioning the difeafes which are io 
de/b'u^ive to the tioops. ^

On the 5th inft. the DireAory com* 
pleted tlie new prganization of - the PrOii 
vincial Adminiflrations. In the pro- 
vince of Holland, not only the 55 Men* 
btrs of the \txt Provincial Adminidia- 
tions, but thea8 Members of the Pro- 
vincial Committee' have been fet alide; 
and in their flead .one body only ap- 
pointed, confifting of 10 Membcri, with 
Citnen Hovens, of Haerlem, for their 
Prefjdent. Theic are all tried men, 
whofe politicar principles are Hnowp to 
be pcrte6lly agreeable to the new fyftem. 
They have received inftruflions from th<{ 
Directory, contained in twenty-five ar* 
tides. iT^eir authority i^, however^ in 
every thing entirely fubordinate to that 
of the DiiietSlory. Their fund ion is tq 
maintain order and, tranquillity in the 
Province of Holland \ to coUeft the im- 
pOfis, which, till the new Conitttutioa 
mall be completed, will remain on the 
former footing; to pay the pcnfions 
charged on the Province until furtlier 
confiderations anddireflions. They aie 
all required to take the oath of hatred to 
the Stadtholderfhip, Ariftocracy, Fede* 
ralifm, and Anarchy, They may em- 
ploy military force m cafe of neceflity, 
But mull give immediate notice to the 
Direftory ; and they may immediately 
fct aiide from their office all Magiftrstes 
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wlio are inaflirc, or-dlfincUDed to the 
preient fyfkcm. The ercat power en- 
tiultcd to them has caufed a confiderablc 
lenlktion, and grtatly alarmed many 
perfons. 

The National AiTembly has decreed, 
thai thofc who have rchened their Icars 
as Reprefentativcs, fhall be co^fidcred as 
having loft the. confidence of the Con- 
llituent Ailembly» and of the Batavian 
people. 

The Batavian Conftituent Aflembly 
has fixed its new Government on Con- 
ftitutional baTw. The bales are as fol- 
lows : 

" The abolition of the Divifion into 
Provinces. The confolidation of the 
debts of the different Provinces. The 
mbolition of the Feudal Syftcm. 

** The ieparation of the Church from 
the State. No Corporation to have any 
regulations contrary to the laws of the 
Kepublic. 

«* The excliiHon of all the friends of 
thc^ Houfe of Orange from the right of 
voting, and alfo ot the enemies to the 
* power of the people, and to the unity and 
lodivifibility of the Kepublic, for the 
ipace of ten years. This exclufion to be 
exaftlv defined, that no fcope may be left 
for arbitrary dccifions. 

** The formation of a Democratic Re- 
prefidUative Republic, by the eftabliih- 
nent of a Legilfative Body, conlilting of 
two Couneils, and by the ertabliftiment 
of an Executive Power, confiliing of Five 
Merobersi afting by their* fubordlnate 
agents. 

** The inVcftment in the National 
Treafury of all the public reveiuies of 
t\cry kind and description. 

*^ The formation of a new Plan of 
Finance, founded on the lelativc abilities 
of every citizen. 

*' The abolition of all the Provinciial 
Quotas. 

" The Exxutlve Power to furnlfli 
every year the ftate of the expences, both 
ordinary and extraordinary. The Lc- 
gidative fibdies to examine into thele 
accounts, for the purpofe of granting or 
rcjefting them by a tormal decree. 

*' The Commiflioners of the Treafury 
to be named by the Executive Power. 
Thole of the Chamber of Accounts by 
the' Legiflative Body. 

" The territory of the Republic to be 
divided into a convenient number of de- 
partments. 

'* There (hall be a diftlnft divifion bc- 
.tween the Executive, the Lcgilliitive, aud 
the Judicial Powers. 



<< Comrai/raries from the Extcutivc 

power to watch over ^he AdminlArativc 
and Judicial Authorities. 

*' A High National Court to be formed* 
to judge of the offences which may be 
committed by the Members of the Le- 
giflative Aflemblies, and of the Executive 
Power, ^in their refpeftive fun6\ions. 

*' The fonnation of a Court of Jvidges 
of the Peace, whofe inter fei'ence may 
conciliate the contending parties previous 
to their entering on a fuit at law. 

'« A reform of the Civil and Penal 
Codes, and new Laws to be framed for 
this purpofe, at the lead withia the terms 
of three years. 

** The right of petitioning indivi- 
dually, to be granted to every citizen. 
The Popular Societies to be united with 
the Ct.nftitutional Circles. 

«' The Revifion of the Conftitutional 
J^ alter the term of five years. The 
fimfequent periods of revifion to be de* 
cidt.4 by the CohiUtution. 

<' The Organization of a National 
Guard throughout the Republic. 

« An annual account to be publicfy* 
given by the Adminifti-ators of tha N;ik- 
tional Funds. 

<< An oath to be unavoidably ta)tea of 
hatred to the Stadtholderian Government* 
to Federalifm, Ariftocracy, and Anar« 
chy, by all perfons employed by the Go- 
vernment. 

'« No power to have a right to Inter* 
fere witn the Banks in the different 
cities of the Republic. They fliali be 
confidered as facred pledges and fu£>- 
poris of the credit of the Republic. 

/* Inftitutions to be eftabliibed for 
pu1)lic inftru»Sion in the arts and fciences, 
and alio for the encouiagemeut of com- 
merce, navigation, agriculture, manu- 
f3i5tures, fifticries, &c.'* 

The lalt article of this Code, which 
confills of twenty- eight, ttates, 

" That there fliall be a ftrift union 
between the French and the Batavian 
Republics, in fuch a manner, that the / 
latter, though conildered as completely 
free, can entertain no political or com- 
mercial connetSlion with the enemies of 
France $ and that, in future, the two 
Rcpublic«i Ihall confider the caufe of 
either as a common caufe.'' 

' Rafuiit, Frd, 3. The following is 
the anl'wer of the French Minlfters to the 
note of the Deputation of the Empire, in 
which they declared that the)r could not 
agiee to the celHon of the left bank oi 
tlic Khi'.:c, and that the indemnification 
pr ^o:VJ lor the povcrs who hi've poi- 
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Mim>t on the left bank of tha Rhine, at 
ahe expcnce of thofe on the right» and 
the fccularisation of* the Eleftoratec or 
Btfhoprict, is impraAicable* It con- 
citxdet with entreating the FVench Mi- 
niftert to propofe more reafonable bafet 
in the Allowing words : 

** The Deputation of the Empire has 
been compelled formally to admit that the 
Repvblic wuM not acquire a co^fiderable 
Mc^ficm of power and greatnefs by the 
acquifition of the Trans-Rhinane pro- 
irinces> either in rdpe£t of their extent* 
their huiffixa^y their cuftoms* and their 
modes of thmking. From this obCerva- 
tion it indift>utably foiiows» that it Is 
Bot from a defire of aggnmdtxement that 
the French Republic £hres the boundary 
•f the Rhine, and that its demand refts 
upon a bails much more forcible, upon a 
motive common to the two powers, that 
of providing by invariable boundaries fisr 
their future tranquillity. 

*« Such is the objeft at prefent to be 
ftttkdy and not that feries of queftions 
which the Deputation of the Empire en- 
deavours to fubftitute in the room of the 
true objea of difcuffion. The under- 
£gned fliail add only a (ingle refleftion, 
and ft is, that the prompt accefllion to 
the demand of the Frtnch Republic, the 
fubfe<^uent estamination of the acce/fory 
queftionsy and the conclufion of a folid 
peace will remove all pretext for mutual 
complaint*. This is the true way to 
prove that we refpeftively wiih in reality, 
and not in appearance, to put a period to 
tile calamities of war.**

RBVOLUTXOK IN ROME. 

The Dircf^ory have fcnt a mcfTage to 
the Councils, on the fubje^l of the late 
events in Rome. This meiTage details 
the events which have chara^terifed the 
prefent Revolution. It expatiates upon 
the crimes of the Popes, Cardinals, and 
Priefts, who have for 1400 years formed 
the Theocratic Government of Rome, 
which in profperity and adverlity was 
uniformly perfidious. 

The Roman people declare, in their 
aft of Sovereignty, publKhed on the 47th 
Pluviofe, that it U their wilh to preftrve 



the religioo which they venerate and 

Jraftifcj and to leave untouched the 
ignity and fjpiritual authority of the 
Pope. They farther declare, that their 
Reprefentatives (hall provide in a fuitable 
manner for his maintenance, and the 
fafety of )iis perfoa ihall be fecured bj 
the National Guards. 

On the ftd Ventofe^ at four in the 
mom in?, the Pope left Rome \ he was 
followed by a guard, and treated with 
the refpeft due to his age. A Provifory 
Government, confilHng of fevcn ConfuU 
(fix of whom had been chofen) was eftab* 
liihedj t|ie Municipalities, Civic Guard, 
&c. had been organized, and the oath of 
fidelity to the new Republic had been 
taken. In honour of this Revolutioa, 
which was cfFefted without bloodihed» 
Te Deum was performed in all the 
churches of Rome, on the 30th Pluviole. 
Fourteen Cardinals joined in finging thla 
hymn in the church of St. Peter. 

The Pope on leaving Rome went to 
Florence, and from thence no one knows 
where. It appears that the King of 
Naples has refuled him an afylum. Tha 
courier who brought the news of the de- 
parture of the Pope, met Cardinal Maurf 
flying from Piza. 

Relative to the entry of the French 
into Rome, the Heda&eur^ and iJl the 
other papers, contain the following ar« 
tide \ 

ARUT OP ITALY. 

" Rome is free. The people have re* 
fumed their rights of Sovereignty, by 
proclaiming their independence -« by 
giving to themfelves the Govermcnt of 
ancient Rome, and by conftituting the 
Roman Republic. 

<* The following are Tome of the de- 
tails refpefting this memorable event : 

" On the 15th of February, the people 
repaired in great crowds to the place 
Campo Varino. It was there that with 
ihouts they proclaimed their liberty, and 
that the Roman Republic was refofcitated 
by an aft (igned by (everal thoufands of 
the citizens. The Tree of Liberty was 
afterwards planted before the Capitol', 
and in feveral of the public places. 

'< At noon a Deputation from the 
people, bearing the colours of the Ro- 
man Republic, went to find the General 
in Chief, Bertliier, in the French camp, 
under the walls of Rome, and prefented 
to him the wiilies of the Roman people, 
and alfo their Provifional Government. 
The Commander in Chief, after haviM 
received the Deputation, proceeded im- 
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mediately to the Capitol. He arrived 
there» preceded by the raufic and by the 
£^enadU:rs of his armyi and followed by 
his Etat- Major, with loo horfcmen from 
every regiment of cavalry. The pro- 
ceilion paflTcd through the city in the 
midft of an immenie crowd of people^ 
who were elcftrified by the moil holy 
CDthuilalhi. 

*' In fine, the Revolution is effefled 
at Rome. The altars of liberty have 
been rai/ed in the Capitol. Five Con- 
fuls arc there invcfted -with the Executive 
Power; The other Members of the Pro- 
vifional Government are inftallcd in the 
place of the Papal Government. Perlbns 
and property aic every where refpe<5led» 
and every where blels the prudent de- 
oieanour of our troops. We here tran- 
fcTihe the difpatch by which General 
Berthier informs the Directory of this 
new faccefs : 

" Head' garters at the Capitol^ 
Feb, 15. 
*' Citizen Direaors, 

«* The French army has been at the 
Capitol to render homage to the great 
men of the fairelt times of Rome. The 
Roman people have declared their re- 
furoptioD of thofc rights which have been 
ufurped from them, and have demanded 
from me the protc6tion of the French Re- 
public — and Rome is free. 

" Health and refpcft, 

"Alex. Berthier.'' 

Some of the laft French papers contain 
a fort of Proclamation of a very extraor- 
dinary nature, addrcffed to the Eini- 
graats. It begins with exhibiting to 
them the mifcries of their prcfent refi- 
decce in foreign countries, and the im- 
poilibility of their return to France ; it 
then endeavours to excite in thehi an in- 
dignation again ll England, and finally 
invites thcro to affemble in America, for 
thepurpofe of invading Canada, wretting 
It Irom England by an union with their 
countrymen there, and of fubmitting it 
to the prote^ion of their mother coun« 
try, who, though it will not receive them 
at home, may alTitt them abroad. We 
fliould fcarcely have thought this Paris 
fpeculatibn worthy of notice, if it had 
pot been drawn up with fome ability, and 
iniertied in their official journals. 

IRELAND. 

Feb. 9. The following is the account 
.of the murders committed on Colonel 
St. George Mansergh and Jasper 
VKlACKy £1(). as pioved at the Coroner's 
loquei^, by the different witnclTes C3ta- 
rained : " 
Vol. XXXIII. March 1798. 



" Mr. St. George Man fergh, who had 
"a confiderabie cAate in Ireland^ which 
moiily lies in the Glyns or Ariglin, came 
there feme time ago to afHlt in quieting 
the country, his tenantry in particular. 
He was very aftive, and from his exer- 
tions, with the aflliiance of t,he military 
and yeomanry, much good was expe<!iled> 
and in fome degree thought to be etfeftcd^ 
but his conduct was in a great meafure 
marked with fool-hardinefs, as appears 
by the laft imprudent a6l. He had a 
confidential ferjeant, who always attended 
him with a fword, a blunderbufs, and a 
cafe of piftols. In general he would n0t 
go from one houi'e to another, without 
this man j he frequently went to thefe 
Glyns, but always had this ferjeant, and 
ufually fome foldicrs with him. One 
day he fet fire to, and burnt a houfe, 
where he wa& informed meetings of thofe 
people called United Men were heldj 
but here he was aififted by fome of the 
military. He declared publicly that he 
would burn and demolifli every houle in 
the Glyns, and that he would fird begin 
with his own tenantry. The day of the 
night he was murdered, he went out to 
thofe Glyns, about eleven o'clock in the 
morningi to view fome depredations th^t 
were committed on his woods' j he took • 
a Gentleman, a Magiftrate, who lives in 
that town, his orderly ferjeant, ami two 
foldiers vyith him, but would not fuifcr 
them to take any arms with them.' He 
met a number at people in a field on His 
own eftate, moftly his ov/a tenantry j 
and after declaring his intention of burn- 
ing, &c. he told them he would £cep at 
Mr, Uniack's that night unprotc«5tcd, 
where he did not fear to meet Captain 
Doe, a title alTumed by the leader of thefe 
inlatuated men) he accordingly came to 
Mr. Ujiiack's, made the Magiitrate re- 
turn home, and lent away like wife the 
ferjeant and Ibldiers. Mr. St. George 
dined and fpent the evening at Mr. 
Uniack's) between ten and eleven o'clock 
Mr. Uniack went up (lairs to (hew Mr. 
St. George his bed-chamber ; foon after 
a number of armed men enteted thehouie, 
pafTed through tne parluur where Mrs. 
Uniack was with her ion, a boy about 
thirteen years of age, ruflicd dire6^ly 
up ftairs, where they met Mr. Uniack 
and Mr. St. George, whom they dragged 
down to tlie kitchen, where they mur- 
dered them in a moil barbarous manner,, 
having frat\ured their fkulls by repeated 
blows. Mrs. Uniack endeavouring to 
prevail on them to fpare her hu{band» 
¥va 4 knocked down at the' parlqrur door,

where (ttt lay till the party had left the 
houlf. Ifn fortunately it Co happened, 
that NFr. Uniack's houfe was totally un- 
provided with arms, which prevented the 
•poflibility of making any defence.*' 

19. The Earl of Moira brought for- 
ward, in the Irifli Houfe of Lords, his 
cxpe^leil propofition for a chan^je of fyftem 
in the internal Government ct that king- 
dom. His Lordfhip, after alluding to 
the calumiMes headed up«n him in the 
Minilierial pj'ints, and lamenting that 
men in ofiici:U firuations fhould dLfceud 
to filch contemptible and degrading ex- 
pedients, prcceeded earneUly to pi ay their 
Lordfliips to put an cr.d, by tneir refo- 
Jutions of that day, to the fylKm of ter- 
ror, of cruelly, and cpprellion, under 
which the nation groaned ; fir he inliiled, 
and would prove, that Governmefit had 
been guilty of the moft wanton and un- 
provoked a5\s of cru^lry. The affection 
of the Irifh people (rtill fixed on their 
Sovcieig.i and his heir) might be yet re- 
covered, even by Gcvernment, if they 
would adept the principles of moderation 
and conciliation. If they did not, and 
thtir prcfer.t fyltcm was continued, he 
predicted the molt melancholy cataftrophe, 
jjct only to Ireland, but to the whole 
iiririlh I'mpire. His Lordfhip con- 
cluded bv nicving an Addrefs to the Lord 
Liv.'utenant, " recommending the adop- 
tion of luch conciliatory meafures as may 
allay the apprehenfionsandextinguifli the 
difcontents unhappily prevalent ii> this 
rcunti-j'.*' 

His Lordfhip's motion was warmly 
oppcfed by Lcrd Glentworth, who was 
convinced his Lordfhip was' much im- 
pjfed on by miireprefentation,- and mlf- 
took the caufcs foretfefts. 

The Biihop of Downe, in a warm 
fpccch, fupported the motion, and con- 
cluded in the following words: "What- 
ever, my Lords, may be the fate of the 
• coimtiy, it will be imputable folely to his 
MaieiW* Minifters/' 

J^ords Dulfa;ney and Bellamont alfo 
fupported it. 

I'he Lord Chancellor (the Earl of 

' Clare) in a mo(t able Ipeech of four hours 

crntrnuance opjwfcd the motion. He 

juftified all the racafures adopted by the 



Legiflature : wMiout them Ireland would 
have been by this time in complete rv- 
bellion. His Lord (hip concluded by ar- 
guing againft the policy of Catholic 
Emancipation and Parliamentary Reform 
at the preient moment 3 and on adiviiion 
there appeared for Lord Moira*s nsotion 
9 — bgainft it 44. 

Dabliny MaithZ. In confcquencc of 
inf«;rmation received, that Mr. Arthur 
O" Connor, the fworn proprietor and pub. 
lifhcr of The Prefs, had been feixed at 
Margate, in the aftual attempt of taking 
his paiTage for France, with Q^igley, the 
Prieit of Dundalk, Alderman Alexander, 
on Tuefday, having received proper in- 
formation upon oath, proceeded to feize 
the materials and papers of Thfe Prefs j 
it became a matter of immediate and in- 
difpenfable nccefRty to prevent a fugitiw 
fiom Ireland, accufed of treafo&able li- 
bels here, and endeavouring to fly frcjir. 
England to France, from exciting an>' 
longer the people to infurrc^lion, whilit 
it was incumbent on Gavernrnent to prt>- 
cure every proper evidence for corrobo- 
rating and fubltantiating the proofs of 
his guilt. 

The Superintendant Magiftrate, in 
fearching the place where the above- 
rientioncd Paper was printed (the houfe, 
No. 62, Abbey- ft reet; feized a quantity 
of feditious papers in manufcript, with 
fome ball cartridges, which a woman wis 
endeavouring to convey out of the houie 
while this Magiflratc was doing his 
diity. Some of the workmen of the 
above newfpaper were taken into cuftody, 
but afterwards difcharged. 

Among the perfoDS in the houft whefc 
The Prels was printed, were found Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald, Counfellor Sampfon, 
and Mr. Switt, fen. whofcpuniihmentof 
imprifonraent in the New Gaol, for a 
libel againft certain of the Fellows of 
Trinity College, fome time agb, had been 
humanely remitted by Government, and 
whom it was I'uppofcn then aAed as di- 
reftor of that paper. 

None of thefc leaders were detatoed that 
night, having pledged themfeWes 10 be 
forthcoming in the morning to anfww 
any charge that might be alledged againft 
them.

March i. Arthur O'Connor, Efq* 
proprietor of a newfpaper called The 
rreft, printed in Dublin, John Binns, a 
celebrated Member of the Correi ponding 
Society, John Allay, James Favcy (alias 
Colonel Morris, alias Captain Jones, a ' 
Komiftj prieft), aad Patrick'Lcary, ferv- 
ant to Mr. O'Connor, were brought to 
town from Mareate, in four poft chaileft 
' ^tlapoft-coacn, by Fugion and Revett, 
two of the Bow-ftreet Officers, eljc^rted 
hyapartv of light dragoons. In the 
I evening they underwent a private exarai* 
I nation before Mr. King, the Under Sc- 
cretary of State, and Mr. Ford ; from 
which it appeared, that they had been 
taken into cuftody on fufpicion of holding 
a^ treafonable correfpondence with tlie 
French Government, and of having an 
intention to obtain a palTage from Mar-

About fixty guineas 
wore found in the pofleifion of the pri- 
foners, together with I'ome fire-arms, cut-^ 
lalTes, and a quantity of baggage \ and 
from Favey, alias Captain Morris, the 
cfiiccri» took a very (liarp dirk or dagger t 
on Binns was found a pair of loaded pii* 
tols, and in the pocket of a coat, fup- 
poicicl to belone to Favcy, a paper was 
found, purport mg to be an Addrejs from 
a Sffcret Committee in Inland to tbej^xr* 
cut I've Dtredoty of France^ and which 
contained many treafonablc expreflions 1 
this, however, the prifoners cfirdaimcd 
any knowledge of, nor woukl they own 
any part of the baggage, except fuch ar- 
ticles as they were lure would not cri- 
minate them. The prifoners all, except 
Favey, declined laying any thing in re- 
ply to the charge ; and he merely faid, 
that he went to Ma^te for his healthy 
from whence he intended to go by a 
trading veffel to Ireland. They were all 
committed for further examination to fe- 
parate prifons. 

The mahogany boxes, part of the hag- 
gage of the prifoners, and in which their 
papers were depoAted, were of fmgulaf 
formation, having, at the bottom and 
fides, feveral concealed drawers for thi; 
fecretien of papers j in other rcfpefts 
they refcmlilcd medicine chefts, and thp 
locks were of fuch excellence, that no 
key or pick could be found to open them, 
and the boxes were nearly broken to 
pieces in order to attain their contents. 

Mr. Arthur O'Connor is. nephew to 
Lord Longueville, whole fortune he was 
to have inherited ; but it Teems, that 
from the violent oppofition of Mr. 
O'Connor. to the Government, his Lord- 
(hip has difinherited him of as much of 
his eftates as the law woukl allow him to 
do. Mr. O'Connor, who is himlelf in 
pofleflion of a confiderablc fortune in 
Ireland, was educated in the College of 
Dublin, where he was diftinguiflied by 
the eccentricity of his manners, and the 
fudden efFulions of his genius.

It appeared that a watch- 
man near the Chapel, between thrte and 
four o'clock yefterday morning, obitrr\'ed 
three men get out of the pri toner's ccach j 
fufpe^ing their defign, he informed the 
patrole, and on their approaching the 
men, they ran off: on fearching the coach 
they found the body of a child wrapped 
vp in fome cloth, upon which they took 
the prifoncr into cuitody ; and in a (hort 
time after, on the appearance of day- 
light, the other bodies were found in 
fjcks in a ditch, neat the burying 
p-ound. The priibner denied any know- 
ledge of the men who were in his coach, 
or that he even knew the body was in his 
coach ', but, after a confiderable invefli- 
gation, it came out that the prifoner 
was nick-named Loujy 'Jnck^ that he was 
conne6ted with Reftiireftion Men, and 
that he had been implicated in the rob- 
bery of Hampftead Church -yard (bme 
time fmce, upon which he was committed 
"for further examination. 

There had been fix funerals on Thurf- 
day- afternoon, and the whole of the 
bodies were in the facks, and among 
them was a woman who died in her lying- 
in, with her infant, who were interred 
together. The great eft fcene of diftrefs 
was exhibited round the Chapel yeftcrday 
by the relatives of thofc who have lately 
been buried in that ground, and the 
whole of the bodies, except one woman, 
were owned in the courfe of the morning. 

The Sexton, who has a houfe in the 
Cli3pel-yard, ilept from home on Thurf- 
Ony night. 

THE HtRMIONE FRIGATE. 

From the account of Fanny Martin, 
wife of the boatfwain, now at New Vork, 
it appears that the mutiny which took 
place on boanl this veflcl on Thurfday 
night, in the beginning of Auguft laft, 
was headed by William Farmer, maftcr's 
mate. That the Captain, nine officers 
(including her hiifband), and two Lieu- 
tenants of Mariues, were munlcred and 



thrown overboait!^ : that a few days af- 
terwards the veflel got into Laguira, 
from whence (he was permitted, by the 
Governor, to go to that city. The 
mafter, gunner, and carpenter, with two 
midfhipmen, were prifoners at Laguira, 
when me left it.

He 
anrwered *< No, as the Dirf.ciory bad in 
its witilom marked out a line of conduiS, 
which he would abide by , ** Lord G«d- 
ville then faid, that if M. Gallois had 
any bullnefs left to be tranla^^ed, he 
might remain in England, until it was 
done i but in the mean time he wiihcd 
him to remove ten miles from London. 
On this, M. Gallois took fire, and imme- 
diately demanded a pafljport.

IN our Magazine for September 17839 
on the publication of the Le^ures on 
Khetoricand Belles Lettres, by Dr. Blair, 
ve prtfented our readers with an account 
of him to that period. Little is now to 
be added. The events of the life of a 
pan of letters afford but few incidents. 

By Mr, Bofwell • we are iftforraeH, 
that at ao early period of Dr. Blair* s 
fife, while he and his coufin, Mr. George 
Baniiatiat, were ftudents in divinity, 
they wrote a poem, entitled " The Re- 
farreflion,** copies of which were handed 
about in MS. No perfon appearing to 
claim the perfonnanceT a perfon, more 
lidiroiis or fame than delicate in the 
neans of obtaining it, publifhed in 17^7 
ao edition of it in folio, to which the 
aaiae of William Douglas, M. D. was 
appended as the author. We believe the 
real authors were but little folic itous 
shout their property in the perfoVmance, 
Uough we trutt they did not permit fo 
grofs an impofition to pafs on the publie 
without expoling the impoftor. 

Tbt following anecdote is extra£led 
from the fame author f : " The Rev. Dr.. 
Hugh Biair, who had long been admired 
as a preacher at Edinburgh, thought now 
of diifufifig his exceUent fermons more 
exteoiivelv, and encreafmg his reputation 
hy piibliming a colleAion of them. He 
tnuiiiutted the manufcript to Mr. 
Strahan the printtr, who, after keeping 
it fer (bme time, wrote a letter to htm 
diicouraging the p«bttcation« Soch at 
M was the unpropitious ftate of one of 
^ moft fttccd'and theologteal books 



that has ever appeared. Mr. Strahan, . 
however, had fcnt one of the lennons to 
Dr. Johnfon for his opinion ; and after 
his unfavourable letter to Dr. Biair had 
been fent off, he received from Johnfon, 
on Chriftmas eve, a note in which was 
the following paragraphs 

" I have read over Dr. Blair's firft 
fcrraon with more than approbation j to 
fay it is good is to fay too little.** 

" I believe Mr. Strahan had vcrv foon 
after this tirtie a converfation with Dr. 
Johnfon concerning them j and then he 
very candidly wrote again to Dr. Blair, 
inclofmg Joimfon's note, and agreeing 
to purchafe the volume, for which he 
and Mr. Cadell gave one hundred pounds. 
The fale vras fo rapid and extenfive, and 
the approbation ot the public Co high, 
that, to their honour be it recorded, the 
proprietors made Dr. Blair a prefent 
firit of one fum, and afterwards of an- 
other, of fifty pounds, thus voluntarily 
doubling the ttipulated price : and when 
he prepared another volume, they gave 
him at once three hundred pounds, being 
in all five hundred pounds, by an agree, 
ment to which X am a fubfcribing wit- 
nefs : and now for a third oftavo volume 
he has reccive4 00 hfs than fix hundred 
pounds."' 

Thus far Mif. Bofwell j and it appears 
from various j>arts of his work, that 
Dx. Johnfon's Uvourablc opinion of Dr. 
Blair fufferedl little if any diminution 
cJuring his life. In the year 1778 hs 
faidt* " I ^*^ ^efterday Dr. BUir'i 
fermon on Devotion, from the text

, «ffed than that of inftilling into my tur* 
bulen£ bofom an unconquerable propen- 
fity to follow my own inclinations : 'the 
ml X^tin diftich I learned by rote was 
the following from Horace :

QgO B* conque npit tempeAas^ deferor 
liofpcss 

vhich I repeated vith all the ardour of 
youthful admiration. I muft however 

V confefs, that in my royiii|; temper I met 
with confiderable oppotation from my 
frther, who in the regularity of his mo- 
tions bore no venr dUhmt rtfiemblanc^ to 
a town clock, ay him I was placed in 
the counting, houie of a refpeAable mer- 

^ chant in the city, but growing iopn 
wesiry of the regularity and confinempnt 
attcsidant on alife of^ bqfinefs, eloped, 
and in imitation of the renowned Gold-' 
Inijthy aAually made the tour of Europe 
on foot. 

On my return J was, by thi; addrefs 
ofmymothcrt ihortly reconciled to my 
h$hefr» who d^ the year following, nor 
did my mother long furrive him. By 
their deathi I bcoune pofleded of a 
handibme fortune, and thus, to my Inex- 
preffible delight, enabled to eratify my 
iwindcring propenfities. To wander, 
indeed, m ever' been the darling wi(h 
.t>f ny heart : the trammels of fociety ap- 
tmrad to me an infupportable burthen, 
mbmucli dttt fince the ^od of my 



father^s deceafe, I have Ti£ted, as far 7» 
my power extended, every part of the 
habitable globe, to which tne accounts 
of travellers or my own cuiiofity invited 
me. I fojoumed a confiderable time 
among the favages of Kcrth America; 
their rambling mode of iii'e plea fed me» 
and I verily believe, ^at had I met witJi 
a fufficient fupply of books, I ihould 
have taken up my abode with thofe pri- 
mitive fons of nature. Ji'rance and Ital^ 
afterwards detained me feveral years, till 
the French Revolution, behind which 
every virtue and every joy is but as the 
track of the fhip in the ocean, drove me 
homeward, and forced me to take (helter 
in this my native land, which I revifited 
with as much delight as the dove felt at 
regaining the ark, after wandering in 
vain over the dark expanfe of waters* 

Nor ihould it be imagined that my 
excuriions have been confined to feas and 
continents. I have carefully perufed die 
human heart, examined with attention 
every vice and every folly that (hoot up 
there to choak the tair fruits of wildom 
and virtue, and the refult of my fpecn- 
lations has been a firm conviflion, that 
as commerce has brought to our ports 
the commodities of every nation, Co this 
promilcuous intercourfe cf our country- 
men with the reft of the world, has made 
England a grand refervoii* of virtues and 
vices of the moft •ppofite tendency. 
Here ferioufnefs and levity, cunning and 
iimplicity, honefty and knavery, eco* 
nomy and dilipation, all ** chaos-like 
together cruflieq and bruifed,** not un* 
frequently unite in the fame chara£ler« 
whdft the ftrange mortal (p^bably cal- 
ling himfelf a philo(bpheO who is fated 
to fuffer this tntenu|i commotion, may 
be leen driving in vain to curb t}^ 
powerful and oppofite paflions that rage 
within him » m appearance not unlike 
^oluf , as defcribed by Virgil : 

hfp viffto Rex Eolus antn^ 
LuAantet ventos, tempeftatefque fimoras 
Jmpcrjo piemit, a^ vinc|is ec carcere iremit; 
|lli mdignantes magno cum murmure monti« 
CfTcum flaulim frem<in(. 

It is from refleAions like the fore* 
going that I have come to the reiblution 
pf commencing author, and pouring 
fome of that knowledge which it has been 
the buiinefs of my life to collea. I am 
aware of the dimcultiis of fuch an un- 
dertaking, and of the obftrufkions which 
critical risour has ever been prone to 
throw in the way of a literary Wanderer* 
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©f a good writer is not Co eafy of attain- 
ment as vanity and prefumption are apt 
to iroagiiK. To tnis I have only to 
reply, that «* to climb itecp hills requires 
iJow pace at firft," and that no man 
0ught to defpair of celebrity who has 
perultd Pope's Juvenile Epililes, or the 
Ode with which Swift made his d:;but in 
th« literary worW. 

Homer acCcrihcs Patroclus fighting on 
the pbins of Troy, under cover of the 
Ihield of Achilles. In imitation of fo 
careful and difcrcet » warrior, I have de-

termined, if it holds out any encourage* 
ment, to iftiie forth fticltcrcd by the ce- 
lebrity of The European Maga- 
zine ) to lend an occafional band in 
hAiing the follies of the times, fome- 
times to lull my readers &nd myfclf in 
the lap of motal refle^ionsy fomettmes 
to cull flowers from the regions of Par- 
nafl'us, and lailly to endeavour, hj cTcry 
exertion in my power, to prove myftlf 
not totally unfit for the employment I 
have undertaken. 



ACCOUNT OF THE SAVOY, 
[with a view. ] 



SAVOY, or Lancafter Houfe, was 
fituated to the wellwaid of Sumerlet 
Uouft, between the Sti*and and the 
Thames. This place obtained the name 
of the Savoy from Peter, Earl of Savoy 
and Richmond, who built it about the 
year 1245, and afterwards transferred it 
to the Friars of Montjoy, of whom 
Queen Elinor, the wife ot King Henry 
in, pure haled it for her Ion Henry, 
Duke of Lancafter. The Duke after- 
wards enlarged and beautified it, at the 
^pence of 52,000 marks, at that time 
;in immenfe i'um. Here John, King of 
France, reCded, when a prii'oner in Eng- 
land in the year 13^7, and upon his re- 
turn hither in 1363, when it was elleemed 
one of the -fineft palapes in England. 

This edifice was byrnt in 1381 by the 
XLentifh rebels, on account of iome pique 
they had conceived again(( John of 
Gaunt, Duke of Lancafter, who was 
then the proprietor. But the ground 
afterwards devolving 'to the crown. King 
Henry VI I.. began to rebuild it for an 
bofpital, for the reception of an hundred 
diftrelled objefts ; but that Prince not 
living to fee it completed, Henry the 
Eighth, his fon, not only granted his 
manor of the Savoy to the Bifliop of 
Winchetter, and others the Executors of 
his Father's will, towards finifhing the 
hofpital ^ hut by his charter of the 5th 
9f July 1513, conftituted them a body 
politic and corporate » to confilb of a 
njatlpr, fiye fecular chaplains, and, four 



regulars, in order of his Je/ms Chrift 
hi J mother, and St, Joha the Bopti)\ 
the foundation to be denominate *IU 
Hcffiiial of King Henry f^lL Ime King 
of Englan/i, of the Savoy. 

This hofpital was fupprefTcd in tlw 
reign of Edward the Sixth, when the 
revenues were found to amount to 530L 
per annumy which that Prince gave to 
the city of Londoiu towards making a 
ptlvifion for the h^itals of Bridewell, 
Chrilt Church, ancT St. Thomas ; but 
Qu^een Mary conyeitedit into an hofpitU 
again, and having endowed it anew, her 
ladies and maids of honour complettiv 
furni(hed it, at their own expence, with 
all necefiaries. Howcvgr the hofpital 
was again fupprefted upon the acccifitfiL 
of Queen Elizabeth to the throne, and 
the revenues applied to the ufos intended 
by her brother. 

Nothing is now to be fecn but the 
ruins of the ancient edifice, built with 
free-ftone and Hints \ among which, a 
few years fince nemaincd part of a great 
building, in wh'ch detachments of the 
King's guards laid, and where they have 
their M^V^aliea prifon for the confine- 
ment of defcrters und other ofieodersy aad 
to lodge tht;ir r$:i;ruits. 

A pant of the Savoy was afligned by 
King William tlie Thir3 for the reii- 
dcnce of the French refugees, who hate 
ft ill a chapel here, in which they confora 
to the Chuich oli England. 



PVITITZERLAND. 



BY the information which we havp 
been able to collect from diflercnt 
quarters, it appears that the whole of tl^e 
interval trom th? time wkcp the prolon- 



^ration of the armlftiee was agreed upoo^ 
to tl e 5th ot March, on which day the 
French entered Benje, watone continued 
icries of intrigue a&d Pf^ii^ OA the part 
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of theFrencli, and of timidity, irrefolu- 
ti«n, and inconfiltcncy, on tnat of the 
Bernefc Government. 

The French had, from the beginning, 
their partiians in the Councils of Berne. 
Some, perhaps, but thofe probably hw 
in number, won over to them by. a6lual 
pcffonai corruption ; others, enamoured 
of their principles, and defirous of inno- 
vating, at all haiards, upon the ancient 
conftitution of their country, for the fake 
of trying the experiment of a conftitution 
founded on liberty and equality ; others, 
igain (probably the largcft number) de- 
Jaded by tbc hope, that if the mcfcnt 
war cookl by any means be brought to a 
termination, they Ihould be able, by fair 
parley and negociation, to bring the 
iFitnch to a fenfe of the injuttice ot their 
attack upon Switzerland, as well as of 
the intereft which France muft have in 
preferving the friendfliip and good- will 
of fo itfpc^able a neighbour, rither than 
in incurring its everlalfing enmity, by a 
* continued and unprofitable aggreffion. 
Afting upon one or other of thcic princi- 
ples, a confiderable majority of the Coun- 
cil oppoicd the manly and decifive mea- 
fures which the Avoyer Steigucr (and 
^ thofe Members of the Government who 
^wwith juft apprchenilon the real, and, 
to (ay the truth, the almoft undifguifed 
deBgns of France againft the liberty, and 
the exiflence of Switzerland as an inde- 
pendent country) would have adopted ear- 
ly in the contelt j meafures which would 
ptobably have checked, in the firft onfet, 
the ardour of the French, and which their 
own people not only would have carried 
through with fpirit and chearfulnefs, it cal- 
> led u()on to do fo, but did them fe Ives call 
wpon their Government to bring forward, 
and ultimately overwhelmed with their 
vengeance, thofe whom ihey fui'pe£led of 
ba-^ing prevented their adoption. 

The majority were for treating, but 
[bey did not prefume to think themfelves 
ia a (ituation even to treat with an invad- 
ing enemy, until they had endeavcuftd 
! t« propitiate that enemy by a facrifScc of 
fo much of their ancient laws and privi- 
leges as they thought might induce him 
toUften with patience to fome modeft 
propodils for the prcfervation of the re- 
ttaioder. They reformed thcrefoie, and 
t^ opened a negociation. The reform 
<Jeftroycd the energy of the GovernTuciit 
ttbome. The negociation gave kmj.le 
'wan to the FrencJi not only to incrcilc 
their force by frcih detachments from the 
Italian army, but alio to regulate ihcir 
I Rations irom wlthodti ia iuch a ma;i- 



ncr as ftiould bcft tally with the prepara- 
tions for their reception, which were bu- 
illy carried en by their friends withit the 
walls of Berne. 

It is unncceflary to repeat here what 
has been publifhed in all the newfpapers 
of Europe, the terms of peace whick 
Fmnce propofed — the modifications un« 
dcr which the daftardly rulers of Bcme 
olfered to accept them. It is fuflficient to 
obfcrve, that the price which France ex- 
z&C(\ for forbearance was precifely, or 
within a trifle, the fame as the penalty 
which fhe has infli^ied for rcnftance — the 
fubverfion of the ancient Government, 
and the fiibflitution of one on the French 
model— Hoftages, profcriptions of indi- 
viduah and of families— and a fum of 
monty. 

While the Council deliberated on thefe 
and fuch like demands, the peaiantry of 
the country were crowding to the gate* 
of Berne with offers^ of fcrvice, and de- 
manding to be led againft the invaders^ 
The fpirit of the troops rofc at times dy 
high, that the Council had not the cou- 
rage nor the power to rcprefs it j and, on 
the 26th of February, General D'Erlach 
received full powers to attack the enemy 
if he ihould fee it right, immediately up- 
on the expiration oi the anniftice on tne 
2d of March. This conceffion was- no 
fooner extorted from the Council, than 
the French General Brune was^appriztd 
of it by the French fa6\ion. He took 
his meafures accordingly, determining to 
make the attack himlelf when the Swifs 
ihould not be prepared for it. He pro- 
pofed a new conference for the amicable 
arrangement of cxilUng dififer^i^ces. The 
French fa^Uon fupported the propofal,a8 
highly likely to produce an advantageous 
and honourable peace— the majority o£ 
the Council were induced to come into 
it 5 part bccaufe they were weary of op- 
pofine to no purpoie, and part ^rieldcd to 
the old argumcBt, that a refufal would 
irritate *Be enemy y and would give him 
an opportuniiy of proving to Europe,^ 
that they were not iincvrrc in their deiire 
for accommodation. Fifty- five Members • 
had the good Icnic to oppofc the meafurc, 
but in v^:k 

The confequerfce of determining upon 
this new coiif;;rence with an armed ene- 
my in the heart of their country, was th« 
withdiawintr thr: authoniy given to Ge* 
neral D'tilach to attacx. on the expira- 
tion ot th.*arnil*-ic5, and tlitis Icavinij the 
Swifs army at the mercy of Frciich gccd 
faith. Fvr a mom.nt, en the ill cf 
Mar«h, the Ccunwu iecmcd to have beta 
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fth/ible of their trnprudcRcty and t rc(bTu- 
tion was haftily obtained, reftoring to 
General D'Erlach the liberty to attack 
tlie next flay. But in the couifeofa 
few hours, the French faAion regained 
ifs afcendancy, and General D*£rlach's 
powers were again withdrawn. The re- 
iblt was what might be expeftcd. While 
the deputies of Berne and Fribourg wei*e 
conferring at the conftrences of Payemc, 
alid the Council of Berne was hugging 
itfelf in the notion of not irritating the 
enemy, and of having put it out ot his . 
power to prove to Europe that they were 
nt}t fincere in their dedre for accommoda- 
tion — the French General Brunedid prc- 
cilely what he had all along intend^ to 
do, and what the fuppo'rtcrs of the pre- 
lent fyllcra in the Ci;uncil perfectly knew 
that he intended. He attacked the Swift 
army on the night of the i!l : the battle 
was obftinate and bloody, but there was 
an Otficer high in command in the Swifs 
army, whb was unwilling to irritate the 
€9itmy. He abandoned his charge— the 
battle was loft, and Fribourg was taken. 
The name of this wretch has not reached 
us. 

General Brune entered Fribourg on the 
fAme night that the army under General 
Schauenbourg entered Soleure. Fribourg 
was given up to every fpecies of excels 
and outrage. The A voy cr Verror, a ma- 
giftrate of hlch character, and who con- 
' dnfted himfelf with exemplary courage, 
was butchered. His body was mutilated 
in the molt Ihocking manner, and his 
head paraded round the city on a pike. 

From the moment of the lofs of this 
battle by the treachery of an officer, fuf- 
picion and difunion wt re propagated 
through the Swifs 'army. The French 
knew now to improve thefe difpofi'tions : 
their emifl'aries Ipreadthemfclvcs through 
the Canton, pointing out as objefls of di- 
i^ruft every man of real chara6ter, honefty, 
and courage — fuggelting to the pcafantry 
the danger of trulting themfelves to the 
conduct of men who were hired to betiay 
them ; and recommending them to enfure 
their fatiety by Handing by quietly, and 
Irttlng things take their courlc. In ma- 
av parts ot the Northern Cantons a Louis 
d'or was ktiown to be the fixed price 
which any man might i-eceivc for merely 
decliiung to march to the afTilUnce of 

The movements of the Swifs army were 
fuch <s to give countenance to thd'e no- 
tions among tlic people, as from the zd 
they were (neceflariiy perhaps, ap<l ine- 



vitably after having milled th« firft op« 
portunity of attacking}* one continued re- 
treat. They fought, however* in re- 
treating. On thi^ ftd» 3d, and 4th, there 
were repeated and(lerp«rateen|;agemeDtS| 
in every one of which the Swifs foldiers 
fought, in the firft inftance, with the 
greateft fury againft the French ; and if- 
terwardsy whoa they were obliged to fall 
back, turned their arm< againft their Of- 
ficersy whom they fufpefted of (lackndt» 
or of treachenr* 

The Council at Berne in the mean tine 
continued Eiithful to the fyftem of cow- 
ardice and felf-betra^al with whldi they 
had let out. They ftill continued rrfonn- 
ingand negociating-*a Prorifional Go- 
vei-nrocnt was ere6led ; and there remain- 
ed but one article left to difpute with the 
enemy, which was the immediate dif- 
batiding of all their troops. 

Yet, however^ the ipirit of patriotifin 
was not extinguiiliednor fuppreued amoag 
the people ot the country. That part of 
the troops which were at Berne demanded 
loudly to be led againft the French amiy 
under Schauenbourg, which was now ra- 
pidly advancing from Soleure towards the 
city. . The Provifional Govcmmcst, 
though it might have the will, wanted the 
power to reiift the enthufiafm of the 
troops. The venerable Avoyer Stei- 
guer put himfelf at their head» and thii 
admirable man perilhed under the walls 
of Berne, true to a refolution which lie 
had long cheriftied, and often expr^bd in 
the courfe of the difcuifions that preceded 
the furreuder of Switzerland to French 
negociation, that if an honourable death 
were to be found, he would not furvive 
the enHavement of his country* ' 

At his fide perilhed in the fame battle 
the flower of the Patrician youth of Berne, 
who, from the age of fourteen, had formed 
tbeinfelves into corps, and fought till the 
laft individual among them was (lain. 
Not a family of diftinflion in Berne but 
has to record the lervices and the lacri- 
fices of a Ton or a brother, on this memo* 
rabie and calamitous day. 
, After the lofs of this battle, all waa 
terror and confufion. The Swifs troops, 
enraged at their defeat, and goaded aM 
inilamed by the agents 6f the DireAocjri 
wreiked their dilappointment upoathor 
leaders j and General D'Erlach, with hi» 
whole Staff, and fuch Members of the old 
Government as vrere moft marked for 
their hoftility to France, fell a iacri/ice M 
their miltaken fury.

the Bench of Biihops, .purfued by the 
Courts of Law, the MiniAers, &c. &c.— 
*nd what, do you calk to me of prudence 
(or? I muft raiie a duft» or ftarve in a 
jail for life!' 

" Weil, bur what are the means you 
mffcnd to purfue ?" < To fet up for the 
City of London.' « Good G— d, Mr. 
w'ilkcs, whene is your qualification ?

When his turn for jocularity uibd 
fometimes to induce him to fay ftron^ 
things to the people about him, fome of 
his intimates ufed to femonftrate by afk- 
ing him, '< Whether he wa^ not afraidf 
of lofing his friends ?** * Frinndi ! Where 
are they ? Thefe fellows are my foi* 
lowersy and they arc now fomfbody \ bulf 
they very well know what they would 
be, were tbey once out of rny/mic** 

WVn he wa< in Paris, a French No- 
bleman, wlio had got the liberty mania 
ftrong upon him, expreflfed 4 ^reat denre 
to be acquainted with him ) and hearing 
he dined occa£onaIly at a certain ordi* 
nary, he made it a point tq attend for 
that purpofe : he at length fucceeded^ 
and fome degree of intimacy commenced 
between them. One day, talking of the 
Conftiturion of England, the Marquia 
aiked him very ferioufly, " What lengths 
he thought an Englithman could legallf 
go in arraigning the condufb of his 

S n?" U|>on this, Wilkes, af- 

fefling to paufe for fome time, replied^ 
** Why as Co the precife length I cannot 
e3ca6):ly fay at prefent \ but I am now 
making the exfrrimenty and when I havo 
proved it, I d\all be proud to have the 
nonour of ihforming your Lordfliip.'* 

When Forbes met him at a coffee-houTe 
in Paris, fie firft alkcd him, "Whether 
his name was Wilkes ?" To this h^ 
made no anfwer. The other however, 
foftening his tone a little, alked hixn^ 
«< Wheuier he was not the celebrated 
John Wilkes?" This took him in; 
but did not entirely take him off hlo 
guard : fof , when the other immediately 
challenged him, Wilkes told him he did 
not think himlelf engaged to fight every 
adventurous Scotchman, mei*ely for giv* 
•ing general opinions on particular coun- 
triea : and when the other faid he would 
not be trifled with| butthat helnufi meet 
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him direflly, Wilkes again parried the 
attack by gravelv pulling out his pocket 
book, and feeoiing to look over foine 
memorandumsy told him he mud wait for 
his turn, for that he had ntneUcu upon 
hit lift before him. 

. This raifed the laugh againft Forbes, 
^hen Wilkes quitted the coffee houfe, 
and very prudently kept out of his way 
ever after* 

During the pendancy of Burke*s Bill 
of Reform, he met a friend to that roea> 
iiire, whom he aiked, «< What they could 
be about by the introdu6lion of I'uch.a 
Bill?" 'Why to weed corruption out 
of the Houfe of Commons,* fays the 
other very gravely ; * but the matter is 
net at prefent fufficiently digeftedJ" 
" Then/' fays Wilkes, " you bad bet- 
ter let the Bill alone, for you know 
corruption always follows digejlion."'* 

He admired in general Burke's ora- 
tory, but very juftly obfcrved it was 
ibmetimes interlarded with coarfenefs : 
as it was obferved of Appelles Venus, 
that the flelh of it appeared to be hA. on 
milk of rofes, fo Burke^s fpeeches feemed 
to partake of potatoes and whiikey. 

Dining one day at the Prince's table, 
fomc of the young men began quiy.'zing 
him about women, politics, &c. when at 
laft he was aiked to fing a fong. A re- 
Cjueft in fuch a place being always con- 
ndered as a command, Wiikes, who was 
a perfeft mafter of good breeding, imme- 
diately ftruck up " God fave great George 
bur iting :" The company began to 
Aare { aim after he had done, the Prince 
aflced him, " How long he had been in 
the habit of finging that fong." * Ever 
fmce, Sir,' fays Wilkes, making a re- 
fpe6lful bow, * I had the honour of 
knowing the Prince of Wales, ' 

Nearly about the fame time, it being 
talked of at table that the French cabinet 
tJtfork at Carieton Houfe coft the owner 
above twenty -five thoufand pounds \ and 
it being remarked at the iame time, what 
a ftim of money it was to give to fo- 
reigners^ Wilkes drily replied, *« And 
pray, Gentlemen, don't you think his 
Englifb cabinet has coft him a great deal 
more?" 

When the improvements were made 
near St Sepulchre's Church, whei'e a new 
compter was ere£led, one of the aldermen 
was obferving how convenient it w^ould 



be in its corref^ndence to Nfwati* ** I 
diflike it for that very reafon," fays 
Wilkes, << becauie it is encouraging a 
criminal correfpondence . ' ' 

He was aiked by a Gentleman in Paris 
to take a fupper with him along with a 
girl whom he wa» on the eve of quitting, 
and to whom he propofed giving v&o 
hundred Louis, Whilll they weit at 
table the girl feemed very difconfolate, 
and ibmetimes wept, but IHU continued 
eating till flie had finilhed three large 
partridges : npon which Wilkes obferved 
to his friend in Englifti, " That though 
he always underftood farrow to be dryy be 
never knew it fo hungry as at that mo- 
mept." 

The gallant took the hint, and gave 
the lad/ but half the fum he originally 
intended. 



Being one day a(ked by a Gentleman, 
whether he took fnulf ? lie quickly re- 
plied, <« No J I never dealt in Uttle 
vices .^^ 



The late Mr. James Bofwell dining | 
one day at an Old Bailey dinner, when 
Wilkes happened to be prefent, he com- 
plained to one of the Judges that he had 
his pocket picked of his handkerchief, 
as he was coming out of court. •* Poh, 
poh 1" fays Wilkes, ** never mind himi 
^ly Lord ; it Is nothing but the oftefl- 
tation of a Scotchman, to let the world 
know that he had been in poflefliou ol a 
pocket handkerchief." 

During the firft city poll for Lord 
Mayor, when Wilkes was a candidate 
for that office, a livciymau came to 
Guildhall in a fcdan chair to give his 
vote. Wilkes, feeing the chair come 
into the hall, jocularly turned about to 
Alderman Halifax, and faid, " This ii 
not for me, I'm lure j for I am a beggar, 
and can't afford it.** * Nor for m 
eiiher,' favs Halifiuc, * for I am a bank- 
rupt, anci can Icfs afford it/ " Aye 
but," replied Wilkes, " the Minifiry 
can." 



Being roaftcd a good deal one day at \ 
the Beet- (leak Club about his deiciiirg 
the caule of patriotifm, he obferved with 
his ufual pleafantry, «« Why what would 
you have me do ? Fomierly I emittod as 
m\XQ\i flame ^wiSfire as the Weft of you j 
now you mutt look upon me as a hurnt- 
out volcano J*"* 

( ■ I The 
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The Bench of Juft ices having denied a 
licence to a publican, which he fuppofed 
to be only tor putting up the (ign of 
John Wilkes, he aiked Wilkes what he 
ihould do in the matter ? *« fell them," 
fays the other, <• you only hung me up 
'» ^£*iy ; and if that wont fatisty them, 
fay you are ready to pull down John 
Wilkes, and han^ up the whole Btncb of 
Jujitces in his place. 

When rallied about his uglincfs he 
ofed to fay, " The only diflPerencc be- 
tween him and the handfomeft man in 
England, when in company with a wo- 
nan, was the latter havkig the advantage 
of him for the firft hour." 

A iilly young Common Councilman, 
it one of the city dinners, talking of his 
birth-day, ohferved how fingular it was 
that he fhould be bom between twelve 
and ten o'clock on the firft day of Janu- 
ary. " Not at all, Sir," fays Wilkes, 
« confidering you mull have been be- 
gotten tbejiiji ofApvti:* 

^ When a certain Bookfeller (who had 
been remarkable for his ftrong publi- 
cations againft Government) had left off 
bufincfs, he took a fancy to wear his own 
hair : Wilkes meeting him in the ttreet 
thus dofcly cropped, exclaimed, *« Good 
G— d- Mr. — , How can you be fuch 
a fool as to appear thusmetamorphofed ?** 
• Why I don't know,* fays the other j 
'every body, I think, does fo now.' 
" But, my dear Sir, what's every body 

J to you ? Some arc led by convenience, 
' others by fafliion or folly, &c. but what 
will one day conceal jour want of ears fo 
Well as a wig ?" 

Dr. John Ton fubfcribes to the very 
great popularity Wilkes early had in the 
city when he lays, ** It is wonderful to 
think that all the force of Government 
was required to prevent Wilkes from 
being chofcn Chief Magiftrate of Lon- 
don, though the liverymen knew at the 
fame time he would rob their Ihops and 
debauch their daughters/' 

Notwithftaoding this fplenetic effuiion, 
Dr. Johnfon was afterwards fo reconciled 
to Wilkes, that he dined with him at 
Mr. Dilly*8, in the chy, and totally for- 
got the farty man in the charms of his 
agreeable convertatlon. 



Wilkes' • knowledge of human life 
was equal to his tafte for books and lite- 
nry coavcriation : . being one day aiked 



by a fHend, how he would like to go 
over his political life again ? he replied 
with great force of obfcrvation, "Not 
at all : adverfity may be a good thing 
to breakfaft on \ nay, a man mav dine 
upon it \ but, my good friend, believe 
me it makes a confounded bad fuppcr." 

Differing with a friend upon fome 
jKHnt of politics, the other obferved that 
he did not always think, fo. " Very 
probably, Sir) but then it muft be when 
I was a mikiter 

Jcfting one day very liberally with a 
well-known knight and aldeiman, with 
whom he had run a great part of bis po- 
litical career, the other good-humouredly 
faid, «« Aye, aye, Wilkes, go on ; you 
always make a butt of me.'* < By no 
means,' laid the other, < I never ftuck to 
an empty butt in my life.* 

His prefence of mind feldom or never 
forfook him \ and he had the felicity of 
faying things, and timing them in a 
manner, that none but a man fo intimately 
acquainted with the world could attempt. 
Being at a public dinner, where Sergeant 
B— n was prefent, Wilkes let off fome 
pleafantries on the profeilion of the Long 
Kobe, which tHe Serjeant imprudently 
applying to himfelf, he fell inte fuch a 

f>affion, that he began to be very per- 
bnal ; infomuch, that there was no in. • 
cident of Wilkes's life, whether true ar 
filfe, that he did not retort vpon him 
with much acrimony. This changed the 
converfation, which before had been very 
fprightly, into a very embarrafling fcene \ 
a part of the company attempted to turn 
it off with a laugh, whilft others predi6te4 
fomcthing more ferious ; but Wilkes foon 
put an end to all their anxieties by tellinr 
the Sergeant with great fang froid, 
♦• What a wretched memory he muft 
have, that in attempting to calumniate 
his chara£ler by a liftot imputed crimes^ 
he had forgot fo capital an inftance as 
the ftory of the Foundling Ho/)>ital,** 
This turned the tables completely on the 
Sergeant, who was obliged to join in the 
laugh, and to beg pardon for entering 
the lifts with fuch an invulnerable cha- 
raiUr. 

When he firft went to Court, after all 
that had happened about * Wilkes and 
Liberty,' fome of his friends rallied him 
about the ir.confiftency of his conduct. 
" Not at all," la/s he 5 <» That I did not 
go to Court fb/merly waithat Iwpuld 
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jiot enter amy Gentleman's hou&, where 
I knew I was not welcome : I now go 
there as ^/i^jk^/* 

' Though the prcfpea of Wilkes's for- 
tune throughout his political Hfe was 
rather gloomy, it fccmed to have com- 
pletely vaniftied on the late Nf r. Hopkins 
being coniiinuid Chamberlain of London. 
This was the place WiJkes fct his heart 
tipon I an office of emolument and dig- 
hity,. and which he had ptrhap« a rirht 
to expeft from his fellow citizens for his 
long and perilous political waifare : but 
this place he loft, after every flrug^e 
that could be made by the comblnecT in* 
tereft of all bis friends and followers. 

He was at this period turned of fifty 
years of age, with a /battered conftitu- 
tion, a ruined fortune, without prcfef- 
fion, or the leaft profpeft of being pro- 
vided for In any fuitabie department in 
the difpolal of the city. This was fo 
•truly a pi^lure of defpair, that his beft 
friends could not offer him any confo- 
lation ; he had, however, " his own good 
Spirits to feed and clothe him/* When 
they aflted him. What he intended to do ? 
he anfwci-ed, «« Nothing ; I muft ftiU 
hang upon the chapter of accidents, and 
wait to drive the firft nail that offers." 
Moil fortunately for him that- nail did 
foon prcfent itfelf, by theyiy</^^'»' death of 
Mr. Hopkins J when returning to the 
charge with unabated fpirit, he an- 
nounced himfelf a candidate for the office 
of Chamberlain, which he cairicd aixi 
enjoyed to the laft hour of bis life. 

With all his wit and pleafaatry he 
waiS in many refpe^s a man of ma bed ^ 
particularly in his poliucal lin^Sf the 
n^anagement of which he underftood 
better than any man of his tlnie. He 
was the firft who introduced thepra^ice 
of a candidate's fending a card of thaaks 
to his voter in an hour's time after giving 
Tiim that vote i a circuraftancc which in 
the proportion as it fbtters individual 
vanity r fets it at work to repay the flat- 
terer by frefti exertions in his caule. 

He Hkewife kept a book wherein he 
carefully and alphabetically arranged the 
names of all thofe who either voted tor 
him, or whom he knew, or thought^ 
wiftied well to him, or who had written 
any thing in favour of hts party. An 
Uifance of this occurred to a Gentleman 
who had called upon him one day about 

S articular bufmefs, and who imagined 
imfelf totally unknown to him ; but 
Wilkes (boo Ipt him i(iu>fr the contrary. 



by politely teUing him he believed h^ 
had the honour of his acauaintance i sod 
tlien turning to a port rolio, he fhcw«d 
the Gentleman his name, the place of iitt 
abode, with the title of a pamphlet he 
had written fonie years before on a po- 
litical fubjed. 

It feems to be the lot of moft politicui 
managem*:ntst that they are not always 
conducted on the moft moral primcipUi j 
where the object is to be attained, the 
meavs feem to be noadc uie of as tkcy 
can be found, and thefe fon^timcs are 
fuch as cannot be juftified on the general 
principles of integrity. Wilkes wast 
politician on this lax principle: when 
perfonal influence flailed, he had not 
money, like others, to fecond his per- 
fuafion j be therefore had recourie to /«- 
li/iia/ managemfnt^ and in this he net 
only was equal to mofi of thofe who bad 
g'tne before him, but had the credit of 
being the in*Vt«toT of fome newfyftemsi 
fuch as raifuig reports in the moming 
which he knew muft be contradicted in 
the evening, and calculating on the valve 
of their temporary credit ; charging his 
Majefty's Minifters with proceedings, 
which, from their oath of ofhce as Privy 
Counfellors, they coukl not exafily ftate 
to the public in refutation, &c. &c« 
ail theXe he confidercd as the warrantable 
weapons of attack, which he was at no 
pains to conceal when the aiiair was over i 
but on tiie contrary often ooade them the 
fubjeCls of bis wit and plcafaotry. 

From his talents^ education, natural 
good fpirits, and o{^pofition to Lord 
Bute's Adminiftration, Wilkes lived 
with the firft perfons for rank and abili* 
ties of his time. When he origintUy 
went on his travels, he was detet mined 
to fill no fub ordinate fituation in the 
company he mixed with { and as tbefe 
for the moft part confifted of the prime 
Nobility of £nglaiul, bis expences ran 
very high. We have heard them efti- 
mated, by a near relation of Mr. Wilkes, 
at not leis than ten thoufand pwndi ; asd 
this was one of the firft objeS« of diffe* 
rence between him and his father, wbes 
he had ran through hie paternal pra» 
perty. Gimrfil Warranti^ aixi his per- 
ievering fpirit of oppofition to the theft 
e^ifting politics, rendered biflu conii* 
derable amongft the head» of bis party^ 
and the idol of the populace. The eter- 
nal topics of convcr&tion which his very 
name gave birth to in all aflbciations 
are w«l ncmcmbered by many »t this 
c|ay : general illuminations have wicoefied 
his political vi6loric» j (rowdy hai^ traa^ 
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hill wjtii admiiation in the ftreets ; and 
MiniAers ami AmbaHadors have been 
•Jten forced to difplay the words • Wilkef 
ajid Liberty' chalked upon their (hoe« •. 

He lived to fee all thefe gawiis pafc 
awaj, with moft of the principal aftora 
in thoie rumultuoos times. " He coiiM 
not however but remember that fuch 
things wece -y" and he frequently amufcd . 
his private circles with many an entcr- 
fainingr anecdote^ which he generally in- 
troduced by faying, *< Mow VM teli you 
a ftory which nappened in the late John 
Wilkes's time." 

He bore another teftimooy to the high 
chaxader of the late Lord Chatham, whom 
be always diitinguifl^ as one of the aioll 
I iUuftrious patriots of his tim«|for vigour 
of mind, and unihaken integrity. He 
onie reUted an affair of gallantry, which 
this Npbleman had in his early days with 
a certain lady of high rank, celebrated 
by Prior^s mule, with lome circuroiiaaccs 
of a very extraordinary nature, that can« 
not be to well related. 

With a variety of mental qualifications, 
Wilkes was reckoned one of the politeft 
men of his time j and, very much to his 
^ credit, this politenefs, mixed with a fin- 
cere affe6lion, he Viewed to his daughter 
upon all occafions. In all his trials of 
advcrfity, in all the burits of popular ap- 
plaule, he never fwenrcd from this duty ; 
ihe was the conftatit obje£lof his attention 
and paternal regard. Thofe who knew 
him moft intimately have obferved, that 
the topics of converlation which he" in- 
troduced in her preience were of the befi 
kind, and that he always fpoke his beji 
upon thoie occafiops. Let this praiic- 
worthy cood^^ balance many of his de- 
fied s i and let it be followed as an 
example by all parents ! 

Wilkes might literally be faid << to 
have lived all the days of his life \^ not 
that he was either a gourmard or a great 
drinker, but he enjoyed the pleafures of 
fociety (of which he formed fo conl'pi- 
cucrus a part) to the laft. He dined on 
the 30th November (St. Andrew *s Day) 
at The Crown and Anchor, with the 
. Gentlemen of the Scotch Society ; and 
thi'Ugh he died on the a 6th December 



following, he bore his part in the plea* 
fantries of that day wiUi his ulual wit 
and good humour. 

He was not conBned to his room aboyc 
a fortnight before he died » and though 
he was very fentible of hi^ approachiug 
dilTolutton, he ieemed neither to dread oc 
wiH) for the event $ philolbphically con- 
sidering death as one of the conditions of 
human nature, which (according to Da- 
vid, found from long experience to be 
the beft calculator on lives) man generally 
muit iubmit to at the age of ihrecjc^t 
ytars and ten. 

As it may be a matter of curiofity te 
know what topic might have engaged 
£)me of the latl moments of fo extraor- 
dinary a mail, we are weli informed that t 
topic was <« The Purfuits of Literature.** 

To give a full length political cha- 
ra6^er of this veiy extraordinary man 
would be nearly detailing the hiitory of 
four Admimftrauons \ the fa^ls are like- 
wife too recent in almoft every bodya 
memory \ and yet we cannot fuiffer fuch 
a man to defcend into his grave without 
fome deIir.eation. 

The prominent feature of his charafler 
was that of a Patriot, and though alTumiug 
this character, a& he himielf ui'ed to^ de- 
clare, by itcadentf may Teem to challenge 
its linccriiy, yet when we confider how 
many great and virtuous men have taken 
thtir designations in life from the lame 
caufe, and that ** genius iticU'isdclcribcd 
to be a mind ot large general powers 
accidentaliy determined to Ibmc parti- 
cular dircftion/* we have a right to fiip» 
pofe ^particularly as his fublequcnt po- 
litical life dill not contradict it), that 
having once tnken his line, he prccceded 
on it trcm principle. Whether his long 
political ftru9;i:^'.«.s have extended the 
circle of civil liberty, is a ijucilion that 
ibme doubt, and many flatly contraJid 5 
however all difpaiiionate people muft 
agree that he was the ocCalion of era- 
dicating Gt-nerol IVurrnntst which had 
{o long remained in the hands of bad or 
weak Mini Iters as an engine of uncon- 
ditutional oppreilion. It' it is alked, 
How he came to acquire lb much popu- 
larity as he did, and enjoy it lb long } 



* The popularity of Wilkes ran fo high at one time that many people thought him a 
htmdfrme man, and that his fqu'mttng became him ; a Uughable inlUnce of this is recorded t 
In a eonverfatton between two of his foUowers at Guiklhall one d^iy, after he had made a 
fonfiderabk'fpeech, <* Tom," fays the one to the other, << What a d d fine haodibnie 
f(lk>w M^fter Wilkes is !'* ' Handfome !* fays Tom, * Nay, not much of that, for he 
ffumii moft horribly.'* •* Squints !*' iays die other, Uking a Acadier view of htm, *< Why 
yes, to be fuie he fquin&s a little 5 hut^ d<*mn my eye*, not more than a Gentleman IHould 
do I*' 
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nrucfa of it wiil be found in the weakneft 
and perlbnal relentments of Minitiers, 
who attempted to cruih him by lega} 
lubtktits and unwarrantable drains of 
power. In fkort, he wifhed to be the 
idol of the populace, and bis enemies 
cre£Vcd the altar. 

As a political writei^ he (lands in a 
very refpc^lable line : he was firft known 
in this capacity by a publication en> 
titled «« Obfei-vations on the Papers re- 
lative to the Rupture with Spain, laid 
before both Houicsot Parliament, 1762,'* 
which was wtll received j but he ibon 
became the obje6k of more general at- 
tention by being the principal writer in 
that well-known periodical paper calleil 
•« The North Briton,'' which appeared 
5th July T762. In thefe, as well as in 
the various other papers, letters, fseeches, 
&c. &c, which he has written, tnere is a 
neatnei's, a preciiion, a degree of wit and 
pleaiantry, that evidently exhibit the 
Scholar, the politician, and the poli/hed 
man of the world ^ but we cannot think 
be policded great and commanding ta- 
ients, nor was he formed for great oc- 
calions ^ that is to fay, to ^uide on great 



occafioni : lively and entertaining parts, 
fagacity, a perlevrring I'pirit, and above 
all a mind made fertile in rclburccs rroin 
his wants, formed the prcdominani fea- 
tures of his charafler : time and acci- 
dent drew thole talents out to full length } 
the public have feen what he attained j 
perhaps he could be no nK>re. 

When he matured into the charaflers 
of Magijlrate and Cbtxmberlain of the 
City of Londoff, no man could have ful- 
filled thofe duties with more attention 
and integrity. His inlormation, joined 
to an excellent underftanding, rendered 
him perfedlly acquainted with the nature 
and duties of thole offices, and he ful- 
filled them in a very beconning manner. 
In fliort, t]»)ugh John Wilkes had many 
failings, and ibme that his necejjiuts 
fwellwl into fauits, he will occupy no in- 
confiderable niche in our hirtory as a/s- 
^u/ar leader. In the Corporation of 
London he will be recorded as an aAive, 
intelligent, and upright Magiftrate, 
whilft convivial circles will long bear 
teftimony to his wit, his pleafantry, gouL 
humour, and eafineis of manners. 



ACCOUNT 

or TH« 

KITCHEN FITTED UP AT THE FOUNDLING HOSPITAL^ 
Under the Dire^ion of His Excellency Count Rumpokd. 



THE fize of the Kitchen is ai ft&t 
7, inches by 17 feet. In the center 
of the wall, oppoAtc the windows, is rhe 
roalUng machine, which is let into the 
wall, and is 5 teet deep by 2 feet wide, 
and 15 inches high. In this the dinner, 
on the roall meat days, being i ti lb. of 
beef, for x\\t officers and children, is now 
dreft (the time required being four hours 
and a half) with a peck of coals and a 
peck of cinders mixed together 5 the 
cinders being laved From the confumption 
of the former day : inllead of which the 
average con Turn pt ion on the roafting 
thvs, in the tormer and common mode of 
n alUng, was above ten times the quan- 
tity of cca!j», beipg from two and a half 
to three bufheJ. Communicating with 
the roaltcr there are two pipes, by which 
the hot air may he forced To as :o make 
the meat more or Icfs brown, at the dlf- 
cretion of the cooic. For the convenience 
oi taking out the meat, either to turn it 
in the courl'e ot the drclling, or to take it 
up when diLlt, there is a table on caiiortj. 



which is ealily moved to or from the front 
of the roaifer, and which in height and 
fixe correiponds exactly with the bottom 
of the roaltcr. 

On the right fide of the roaiber is the 
fleam box, 3 feet % inches by % feet, and 
the large oblong iron boiler, 5 feet by % 
feet 4. inches, divided into two parts ; 
one containing S2 gallons for boiling the 
child ren''s meat, the other 4.1 gallons for 
boiling greens. The fire place that fup- 
plies this boiler and il^eam box is fnnk 
into the floor, io as thsit the upper part 
of the boiler is not higher than is con- 
venient for the cook to reach over ; the 
(pace occupied by this boiler, and by the 
flues belonging to it, including the part 
on which the Ifeam box ftands, is % feet 
^ inches by 5 feet 2 inches. This double 
boiler and the fleam box, in which the 
potatoes of the Hufpital are dreflcd, arul 
which is capable of boiling »oo lb. 
weight of potatoes at once, aie fupplied 
by the licat of one iin^pll hrc; the con- 
iumption of wlucbf fur drcffing all this 
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^f, greens, and potatoes, is at prcfent 
ttafljy one peck of coals, and the Tame 

3uantity of cinders. The fteam is con- 
M^cd by a fmall pipe into the bottom of 
the Acram box, and by another pipe at 
the top of the fteam box into a cninuuy 
flue in the waJI. v In order to prevent the 
evapoi-aiion of fteam from either the 
holier or the fteam box, an obje^ of 
aJmoft a* much faving to food as to fuel, 
there is to each a double rim that re- 
ecivcs the edge of the cover, and which 
being kept iupplicd by a little water, 
makes it jmpeivious to the fteam. 

The ft<ram box is a common deal box, 
guarded at the corners with iron, and 
fined with tin j in it there is, at the 
height of 5 inches above the bottom of 
*be box, a falfe cullender bottom, which 
permits the fteam to pals equally under 
erery part of the potatoes. 

On the left fide of the roafter, next the 
<orner, is another oblong dc uble boiler, 
3 feet 4 inches by 2 feet 3 inches, con- 
fining in one part 35 gallons, and in the 
other 1 7 gallons, for the purpofe of dref- 
£ng a leUer quantity of tbod, when tlie 

|» larger boiler is not wanted. This has 
the fame double rim as the larger boiler, 
for preventing the evaporation of fteam. 
The average Quantity of coals that is 
wfed for this Lfler boiler, for a day's 
dinner, is lather but very little lefs than 
what is ufed for the great boiler. Next 
to this is a round iron boiler, of 53 
gallons, for boiling milk- porridge, and 
for boiling hot water occafionally ; this 
confumes, on an average, about half the 

I' fuel that is ufed in the larger boiler. 

I The fpacc occupietl by thele two boilers 
and their flues, and the ftiape and height, 
«t made to correfpond exa*^\ly with the 
Mhcr fide of the room j fo as to have a 
Pillage of 6 teet 8 inches dear between 
tlwn, and to leave in the front of the 
foom, next the windows, an unoccupied 
fpace of 1 3 feet by 1 7 feet. 

Such is the general account of the 
^ork. It remains to add, tor the in- 
fomation of thofe who may incline to 
benefit by the example, a few oblcrvations 
00 the advantage ^he Foundling Hoi'pital 

' derives from it, tlw amount of the ex- 
pencc, the ufcs to which it is generally 
applicable, and the degree of attention 
and care required in the management of 
It. 

The moft iioportant benefit to the 
ftofpital is the faving iu point of fuel. 
How much that may eventually be, can- 
not yet be precifdy ttated } at prelent, 
utt coft of the peck of coals, which is 



ufed in boiliPg the 11a lb. of btef, a 
propci tionable quantity of greens, and 
aoo lb. weight of potatoes (iuppoilng 
coals at the high price of 2I. iis. a 
chaldron) is Four-pekce j a lefler 
quantity of coals than U now ufed will 
prubabfy be fufiicient ; but it will re- 
quire Ibmc lime and experience to alcer* 
tain the exa^l amount ^ and it ftiouid be 
obferved, that in cold weather it is very 
likely that the draught of the fire', aiid 
the conlbrnption of the fuel, may be in* 
creafed. For four chaldron con fumed in 
the Foundling kitchen, in the former . 
mode of cooking, there is, as^eaily as 
can be eftimated, but one chaldron now 
ufed with Count Rumford's apparatus. 
Befides this, the food being dreft more 
gently, and with lefs evapoiation, there 
js iels wafte in that rtlpc^t } and the 
food of the Holpital is better dreft than 
heretofore, and (now the cook is uied to 
it) with much lefs trouble to her, and the 
other perfons employed in the kitchen. 

As to the expence, the original coft of 
the roafter was 1 6 guineas j to which is 
to be added, tor dripping pans, gridirbns, 
&c. belonging to it, near 6 guineas more. 
The coft of the large double lK}iler was 
25I. of the fteam box 2I. 8s. and of the 
lefTer double boiler 111. To this, whea 
there is added the amount of aboat lot. 
more, for a variety of incidental charges 
for iron work, in the courfc of fitting up 
the kitchen, it will appear that the wliolc 
bill fcr iron work is between 70]. and 
Sol. The bricklayer's, carpenter's, and 
ftone mafon's bills, amount to near at 
much more. Thcfe however rauft have 
been fouicwbat increafed, by the c ire urn- 
ftance of this having been the firft ex- 
periment of the kind tl^.at has been made^ 
on a large fcale, in England. 

With regard to the general ufe of the 
invention (I have now no reference to 
the Count's fire places, the expence of 
which is trifling, and the advantage 
equally applicable to the fmalleft family, 
and to the humbleft cottage) it will ap- 
pear that the benefit of thele kitchens is 
in proportion to the magnitude of the 
fcale I and that in private families, the 
advantage will be of icfs confideration. 
To fay nothing of the application of hit 
principles to the burning of lime, or to 
engines or manufaf^cries, where' fire ie 
(he inft rumen t of operation ; or of the 
ufe to be made of his boilers in hufl>andry 
and in breweries } it is worth notice, 
that fo fimple an invention as the fteam 
box, for preparing potatoes for cattle, 
may be applied by iamert witii hardly 
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fcny expence or frouble, and with the 
greateft advantage : and in the cookery 
of all large ^ftabftfbmems, where a num- 
ber 6f per font is to be fup plied from the 
lame kitchen, the benefit is of the utmoft 
importance. In lol^icrs' barracks, pub- 
lic fchools, hofpitalsy ma«uia6)orie», 
ijfrorkhoufes, and cook ihop«, the laving 
in fuel, and in the mode of prepfaring 
food, and the confequtnt incicaie of the 
comfort and accommodation of the poor 
»are ib great, as to make the encourage- 
ment and promotion of thefe valuable 
Inventions of Count Rtimford a national 
©bjcft. 

As to the requifite attention atid care, 
it is cffential that the floes of the boilers 
and roafters (hculd not he too fmall, nor 
.fo conitnifted but that every pait of 
them may be cleaned thoroughly out 
once a month. The expemce ot this, 
which from caution has been hitherto 
done at the Foundling by the bricklayer 
bimfclf, has been as. a time for the three 
lets of flues j v^hich would amount to 
«4». a year. Care Ihould alio be taken, 
in uCng the pipes of the roafter for forcing 
the hot air, not to open them ^fb too 
haftily, sis the efTc^ may be fo ftrong as 
to fi-t fire to the meat. It is in tnis, 
and it is prefumed in all kitchtns, better 
for the toed, and a faving both in food 
and fuel, and alfo lefs prejudicial to the 
ilues, that the fire ihould not be made 
too fierce, but that the cookery ihould 
take rather more than lefs time^ and 
therefore, though water, without forcing 
the fire, will boil in the great boiler in a 
hour and a half, yet it has been found 
better to modeiate the fire fo as to allow 
two hours and a half. When the boiler 
13 jult opened, the heat of the confined 



rteam is fo great as to fcald morcvSl 
lently than even hot Viater, if carcleCd 
approached : the covers therefore of m 
Foundling boilers arc all opened ^ 
balanced puUies. To thefc ofily <» 
caution need be added, neCelTary in ai 
kitchens, butmoft in thofe families wboq 
the cook wears mujlitiy that <he ihould 1^ 
careful in opening the doors of the gn^ 
to ferve the fire, that the draught, ^hiq 
is very ftrong, does not draw in and fl 
fire to her cloaths. j 

N. B. At the porter's ledge of d^ 
Foundling, the fire place had been voj 
fubjeft to fmoke, on account of tlie ii«^ 
favourable fituation, and •v-ant of hetgl^ 
of the chimney flue. This has b 
altered on Count Ruraford's princl[ 
at the expence of a few (hillings, and i 
dWeft M thereby in a great meaaiiie, i 
not entirely remedied ; and at the iaa 
thnc neither the grate or room will nod 
allow the confumption c^ above half tM 
ftiel that was bcfii*e neceflary, ] 

In a cook's (hop, on the Fouikfli^d 
Eftate (in the Colonnade North of Upoj 
Guilford-ftreet), there has alio bctn iWb 
ted up, in a room only 15 by ii fect,« 
kitchen on Count RumfoKTs plan, whaci 
id capable of drtiling food for 300 pepj 
Ions : this kitchen, the whole expence «^ 
fltting up which has hardly exceeded ^| 
is intended for orotiding good and wholthj 
fome food for the poor, at a very modera£i{ 
price in money, or upon tickets givoi 
them by their opulent and diaritabk 
neighbours, who purchafe the tickets at" 
Hil Iyer's (hop, in the Colonnade, and b». 
direfting their charity into that channeV 
prevent, in a confiderable degree* the 
ah life of it.

THOUGHTS ON THE PROVINCIAL COPPER COIN.

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mother, attended with Aich confufion 
and incoovenience to the* people in ge- 
neral, that when the ftonns which had 
a^tated the country had fubflded, upon 
tbiMxturn of the public to realbn and 
royalty, it becanne neceflai-y for Govern- 
ment to turn its moft feriout thoughts 
toward the difcountenancing this ba(e 
and nefarious traffic, and authorifing a 
copper coinage under its own infpeftion. 
Accordingly, in the year 1671, halfpence 
and farthings, Itruck at the Tower, were 
iirft nublifhed under the fanAion of the 
Legiuature. 

In the courfe of this brief inquiry into 
the ftate of the ancient and modern cop- 
per coinage, it will be ncccflafy for me 
to dinSt the reader's attention once more 
to Ireland. Upon turning our eyes to 
that kingdom we fhall m\d that, as I 
have fainted in a preceding note, halfpence 
and farthings ot that meial had a circu- 
lation from a period coniiderably ante- 
cedent to their publication in England ; 
and from the licence given to individuals 
to become coiners, an immenfe number 
of tbefe kiod^f tokens, under the appel- 
Utions of G^/Iry balfpence^ Butcber*s 
baifptnce^ Black-do^Sf JcwSf and ^. 
fmrick's Raps J had been circulated 
through the kingdom : and as they con- 
tinued to increaie, while the gold and 
i^l^cr coin in a certain proportion di- 
nainilhed and difappeared, the Adminif- 
tration of the country thought itneceffary 
to check their circulation, by granting a 
patent for the coining halfpence, which 
ftould not be liable to the depreciation 
of die former, as the perfon who held it 
fliould be obliged to give ftcurity that he 
Would ufon demand exchange them for 
gold or lilver. 

Under thefc rtftri6>ions Mr. Knox, in 
'^e >car 1690, obtained the fald patent, 
and began to coin ; but it does not ap- 
pear that this fpcculation was attended 
*ith much fuccefs, for a ihort time after 
he transierred his paunt to Mr. Moor, 
who wai obliged to difcontinuc the 
Operation from the difficulty he found in 
tiie performance of the condition of the 
obligation which he had enteied into j 
a* he had contracted, not only to fuilain 
the lofs that had, and might accrue from 
h>» being obliged to change his own 
halfpence into gold or filver loon after 
^hey.were iffued, but was called upon to 



make good the deficiency of an imipenfe 
quantity of rapi or counte^eits which 
bad got into circulation. In this fitu* 
fttion Mr. Moor abandoned his proje^t^ 
and the rapSy which I have Juft men- 
tioned, having obtained this triumplt 
over the halfpence fanftioned by Govern- 
ment, continued to be ahnoit the only 
copper coin circulated to Ireland unta 
the year 1724. 

At this period Mr. Wood obtained a 
patent under the broad feal to coh) om 
hundred and eigb/ thovtfind pounds worth 
of copper, for the ufe of the kitigdom of 
Ireland ; a tranfaftion which gave rife 
to the Prapier's Letters, and, in other of 
his publications, excited that keennefs 
of irony, and afperity of obfervation, for 
which that eccentric genius Dr. Swift 
was fo remarkable. 

** The itinerant Brazier,*' fhielded as 
he vras by his patent, and guarded by the 
fword of^ the Legidature, had to contend 
vith an enemy by much too powerful 
for him ; an eneitay who could give dig- 
nity and importance (I will not, in other 
inftances, lay fuccefs) to any caufe which 
he choie to efpoufe ; and who had, in 
this difpute, lo artfully applied himfeif 
to the paflionsi the prejudices, the in-^ 
tcrelt, nay to the very exiftence of the 
middle and lower orders of the people i 
who had fo well calculated the means 
neceflary to obtain his end; that he 
gained a popularity by far more grati- 
fying, as it was by far more ample, than 
Had attended any of his former political 
exertions, or had accrued from any of hta 
former publications. 

The periecution that attached to the 
printer of the Drapier's Letters, and the 
reward that was offered for difcovering 
their author *, caufed the Dean, who 
was perhaps more than fufpeftcd, to be 
confidered as the tutulary genius of the 
nation. Whltihed, the Lord Chief Juf- 

'tice, and all that were concerned in the 
proiecutiofl of the aforeiaid printer, were 
conftraincd to *< hide their dimintflied 
rays,*' while Mr. Wood was forced ta 
withdraw his patent, and with empty 

' pockets retire from a country which he 
had entered with the expeftation of find.i 
ing it to him zn Ei-dorado i m yvhich, 
like Midas, he fhould with a touch cot- 
vert fliip- loads of copper into the moft 
precious of metals. 



• It has ahivays appeared to me that there was fometbing In this tranfaftkm that Wit 
further below the fvrface than is generally imagined. It certainly was not merely at i^ 
•whor of the letters in qucftion, that Adminillr^ilion wlAicd to Uy hold of Xke Desft. 
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It might, if fuch a difquifltion were 
ntceflkry, be an ainudng fpeculation to 
enquire whether the motives which 

Srompted Swift to fo efficacious an oppo- 
tion to a meafure, which has, now party 
virulence hath long fince fubfided. been 
on all iides deemed inimical to the true 
interefts of his country, was purely pa- 
triotic. Perhaps, if we were accurately 
to examine, we ihould difcovef through 
the whole of the conteft, on the part of 
the Dean, traces of the operation of that 
difappointment whi^h infufed fuch a 
portion of keennefs and acrimony into 
the productions of his pen, after he had 
been forced to relinquiih that ihare, whe- 
ther principal or fuoordinate, which he 
had had in the tranfa^ions of the iatter 
years of Queen Ann. 

Conceivmg that the Tories had re- 
ceiTcd their €oup de grace from the Whig 
Adminiftration, which came into office 
upon the acceflion of the Houfe of Brunf- 
wick to the throne ; that they had fallen 
never to rife again ; and, as he alio 
thQught, that the political offences of his 
friends fhrunk to nothing when compared 
with his own, which that anxiety and 
irritability that are the concomitants of 
genius whilpered him were in magnitude 
as much fuperior as their effurioas were 
in wit and humour, he rightly judged 
that he was, by the faid party, confidered 
as a perfon the mofl hoflile to their mea- 
fures, which he certainly, though fe- 
crctly, endeavoured to thwart. 

The patent for the copper coinage in 
Ireland, denominated \Vood*s halfpence, 
was a Whig meafure ; and although it 
wouM be too much to aver that the cir* 
culation of its produ6l would have been 
attended with all thofe evils which the 
Drapier prophecied, it certainly, upon the 
face of it, was fufi^ciently maikcd with 

the appearance of a joby to alarm the 
people, and to give to the Dean of St. 

Patrick, who well knew how to take ad- 
vantage of the irritability of the public 

mind, a celebrity and popularity, perhaps 
far greater than even his ambition had 

led him toexpeA *. 
This digreflion would indeed have been 



ufelefs in this fptrculation, and written to 
little purpofe, did I not endeavour to 
apply the preceding hiAory of the Jraud^ 
for io it appeared to be, which under the 
colour of afllding commerce was at- 
tempted to be committed upon the 're- 
venue, and ultimately upon the people 
of Ireland, to a number of recent at- 
tempts of the like kind, but infinitely 
more flagitious, becaufe the perfons coo- 
cemed in them do not even a Hedge that 
they aft under any authority, however 
obtained ; but with the fame preter.cc, 
namely, to aflift the retail venden oJF 
commodities with that kind of fmall 
change which every one knows to be fb 
nece/Tary, and to promote the general pur- 
pofes of trade, proceed to levy contri- 
outions upon the public to an almoft in- 
calculable amount. 

The reader will now fee that I am 
anived at the period when the provincial 
copper tokens, which I obferved at the 
beginning of this treatife have been, by 
thofe that have written on the fubje^, 
generally commended, had obtained a 
confiderable circulation : and I will 
freely allow, that when I firfl law the 
Apglefey penny, I joined the multitude 
in admiration of the venerable ccunte- 
nancc which the obverie exhibits i and 
without ref)e6ling that the circulation of 
a coin, of which the firft dies were ex- 
ceedingly well executed, could ever be 
attendi\i with any inconvenience cither 
to the communitv in general, or to par- 
ticular individuals, confidered it only as 
a handfome medal, intended to perpetuate 
the memory, of a Company, who had re- 
vived a branch of commerce in a remote 
{>art of the ifiand, which had been neg- 
efted pel haps from the time of the Ro* 
-mans j who, owing to laudable induthy, 
had arrived at the height of opulence, 
and confequently importance ; and whofe 
exertions and fuccels were equally a be« 
nefit to their country and their neigh- 
bourhood. 

But although I confidered the coin io 
queflion in this point of view, and it 
was probably the light in which the 
Company who promulgated it intended 



• The Parliament of Ireland, which met on the 5th of September 1723, came to thefe 
refolutions, viz. '< That the importing and uttering of copper halfpence and farthings, by 
vircue of Wood's patent, would be prejudicial to the revsnue, deftruaive of trade, and of

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t%at It (hould be conrides*ed, it foon ap- 
peared that the fabricators had given a 
nint which wa« feized with avidity and 
proiecuted with fuccefs, and that a let 
of ingenious men had combined, I mean 
combined in principle, to iave Govern* 
ment the trouble of a copper coinage, 
which, every one allowed, next to one of 
filvcr, was much wanted (crpecially, as 
the realbns wrhich cauled the aclay of the 
former did not operate againit the latter) : 
and ioftead. of the portrait of his Ma- 
jelly, fpread thoie of merchants, me- 
chanics, manufadurers, and tradefmen^ 
iar and wide, upon a fubltance fo per- 
manent, that thefc tokens in their cir- 
cuUtion fliouid not only excite the ad- 
nuTttt'wn of the prefent aj?e, but bid foir 
to defcend to the remoteft pofterity. 

This idea of the permanence of the 
materials which they Had to work upon^ 
leems to have introduced another into 
the minds of the ingenious fabricators 
of thefe halfpence v they knew that by 
the coinage laws, however defective they 
might be in general, and by two l^atutes 
in particular •, they were rcftriftcd from 
counterfeiting halfpence and farthings ; 
bat they knew, at the fame time, that in 
the naim of thefe fpecies of coin lay the 
greateil objection ; they alfo knew, that 
coone had ever yet thought of framing 
promiilory notes of any i'ubftance more 
iblid than paper > Plcafed therefore to' 
£nd that their former fllmfy materials 
might, with great advantage, be changed 
for one of a much more intrinfic 'vcuutf 
they leized this hippy opportunity, and 
Jitei'ally became the comers of notes, 
which certainly exceed thofe of many of 
the country banks as much in real worth 
as they do in durability. 

From this circumdance, it is probable, 
has been derived the creation or fuch an 
imraenfe variety of forts and fpecies of 
this coin as is now difperfed through our 
provinces, and which are fo various in 
their defcriptions, and indeed fubftances j 
f«r although a few may be of pure cop- 
per, the iar greater part of them are of 
^/? mriaif or in other words, compofed 
of the drois, filings, and fweep, of the 
Birndngham, BHflon, and Wolver- 



hampton manufa6lories. Thefe tokens* 
though (as I have obferved) of morevalud 
than paper, are certainly not of the value - 
that a Halfpenny ought to be. Indeed 
fome of them are fo thin, that according 
to the calculation which I have made* a 
pound of this metal, which unwrought 
18 of about the value of fevenpence half- 
penny* may be made to produce from 
Jeventy to eighty of thefe pieces 5 thit 
buAnefs therefore, if only confidered as a 
fpeculation, is, it feems, a pretty pro- 
fitable one. But there is another con- 
fideration annexed to the circulation of 
thefe pieces, which has fometimes been 
known to have a flronger operation upon 
the human mind than even avarice, or is 
perhaps in thefe commercial adventurers 
clofely conne^ed with that pafTion* I 
mean the love of fame: the defire of ce- 
lebrity, of notoriety } which has led 
many of thefe perfons* while they have 
thought it necelTary to oblige the world 
with their portraits on the face of their 
domeflic medals, to give, on the reverfe* 
the arms of their illuftrious family, or a 
view of thofe fhops in which the cheapeft 
books, hats, candles, foap, linen* &c. in 
the f^id world* were to be fold. 

I have now before me above an hun- 
dred different impreflions of thefe kind 
of halfpence* of which I will jufl enu- 
merate and obferve upon a few, viz. 

The London and Middlefbe 
halfpenny, two ImpreiTions* with the 
head of the Prince of Wales, front and 
fide face ; a third, with his buft and 
feathers on the reverfe. 

4,5. The Duke of York halfpenny* 
two imprefHons ; reverfe of one, a fhip ; 
of the other, the figure of Fortitude. 
Motto of the latter, " God fend peace." 

6. The next, taken in the order that 
the^^ lay before me, is the Liverpool 
halfpenny. Front, a fhip : reverfe* 
arms. Motto* " Deus nobis h^c oiia 
fecnr X 

7. The Birmingham ^rww^ry half- 
penny, with the portrait of that truly 
benevolent and philanthropic charader* 
the late John Howard, F. R. S. f on the 
front. Cypher on the reverfe. 

8. Leek commercial halfpenny* 1791s

I THINK it it univerially allowed, 
that nothing can add a greater weight 
to any afili^tion incidental to humanity, 
tKan to rcfk£l that one has formerly been 
in a fit Hat ion which feemed to pronoife an 
arf>ibbDte impoflibihty of being ever fub 
jett to Ibch an evil. The recolle6liop of 
any paft enjoyment is always an aggnr- 
¥atioB of the pain we endure at prelent. 
i^nd as the ccniiant victfTitude of human 
affairs Iraves the mol^ flouriftiing fortune 
ii> perpetual dread of its reverfc, a reverfc 
more dreadful from the more proniidng 
afpe^ of its prefent appearance! it is 
jorpo^ible ta pronounce any man com- 
pletely happy (however he may now be 
diftingutfheci by fucceCs and honour) be- 
ifbre the conctufion of his life, the ^nal 
period of his exigence here. 

An unlucky cloud may overcaft the 
very twt of age \ Some fatal cataftrophe 
may overtake a man in his Iaft icene of 
life : We need not raiie up the Pompeys 
nnd the Csefars from the dead, nor dif- 
ffurb the a/lies of men lefs ancient, but as 
well known as they, to evince this truth. 
The cxjicrienced autlwrof that inftruftivc 
entire, from whence I took the fentence 
which ftands in the title of this paper, 
lias • fupplied us witii icme memorable 
initanccs which preceded his time. We 
ourfelves can remember many, and i-e- 
colh:^ more, which come nearer to eur 
ov.'n days. I fhall name, and only name, 
a Btlizarius and a Bacon ; I may add a 
Raleigh and a Buckingham : cbai'a6tera 
indeed extremely different, but all conw 
ipiring to confirm the truth of that 
aiStttion. 

If that unfortunate Prince, whofe pro- 
trxcl<^d troubles and unprecedented death 



fill up the btackeft page in EngKfh fiory, 
had ended his reign *before the opening 
of that melancholy fcene, fucceeding 
generations might have called him l^leiled. 

And if the lite of a Princess, who io> 
herited from him (let the refiefiion fall 
on any head but hers, whofe fovereignty 
and whole fex fhould fecure her from 
infult), had not been prolonged beyond 
her wars, fiie had left behind her an un- 
blemiAied name j and the brightefi reign, 
tor the term of its duration, that had 
ever been recorded in Britifli annals. 

In ihort, one need^but caft a curibry 
eye over the public and private revo- 
lutions of the world, to iee the rapid 
mutability of fortune ; how it is perpe> 
tually ihifting the fcene in every circum- 
ftance and degree of life. 

To iee the entiie enjoyment of health 
overcome by ficknefs and infirmity ; the 
mof( exalted underltanding clouded with 
diftraftion, or loft in dotage | p^ons 
who have been fitting in the ftill blaxe 
of honour, in an inflant covered with inr 
delibie ignominy ; foroe pleading their 
caule as criminals before that very Bench 
where they once fat as Judges j con- 
querors caft down into captivity, and 
princes hurled headlong from their 
thrones into prifons, or into exile ! 

In all thele cafes -the nnfery that is 
fuftcred is made leCs tolerable, by an un- 
avoidable compaj"ifon with the moit 
pleafmg circumttances which preceded 
it i lb that a man can' never be denomi- 
nated truly happy till he has pericvered 
in one conltant tenor of aft ion and fucceft 
through the whole of lite : but few are 
the charafters that arc chequerwl with no 
ftiadc ! Few ^ir. the Uycf^Ujat have prt- 
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&nred one colour from their commence* 
iDcnt to their conduiion. 

That great per Ion who hais now wound 
up his lalt thread of life, who haft juft 
fintihed his courie, and completed hit 
race of glory, was one of thoi'e happy 
few, whofe fetcing rays were, at leaft, as 
glorious as thofe of his firlt appeai^nce. 

That favourite fon of nature and of 
fortune! endowed with every internal 
difpofition, and blefftd with every out- 
ward circumftance, which were capable 
of promoting hia own happinefs, or the 
common good. 

It is beyond the defigh of thefe ihort 
reflefliona (which were not intended as a 
mcnuRMfnt to his honour, but as a pleafing 
> fpeculation to mylelf) to enter upon an 
accurate difcuffioo of any part of that 
glorious life ! 

His public tranfa£lions will hereafter 

be recorded with aftoniihment, and read 

with rapture. And thoie who have had 

the happinefs of a nearer view into his 

retirement, will recolle6l with a mels^n- 

choly pkaifure the eafy enteitainment of 

his moft private hours. 

1 (hall confine myfelf to that one ge« 

I > neral obfervation which firft led me into 

' this train of thought : that taking in the 

whole of his exiSence here at one view, 

and conitdering this point of time as the 

termination ot it, he feems to have been 

as completely blefled as humanity is ca- 

eble of being on earth : that whatever 
fs the public, or his own private friends 
may fuftatn by the death of one fo va- 
luable to both, yet everv man who truly 
' lovttl him may confole himfelf with this 
|) confideration^ that how unfortunate fo- 
I twer his death may be to others, it muft 
be allowed to have been mott glorious to 
himielf) glorious to an uncommon de- 
gree, to (ee fuch a life prelerve its tenor 
to the end : no variation of principle 3 
no diminution of honour $ not the leaft 
oblenrable inequality of temper* 

His Hfe was of a piece ! a confiftency 
and ttniibrmity of conduct and fuccel's 
ran from one end of it to the other, as if 
Heaven had intended him for a pattern 
of fuccefsiiil refolution to a moft fluf^u- 
atin^ and irrefolute age. 

His great political principle was love 
of liberty. His firft ftruggle was for 
liberty, and he ftruggled with fucceis. 
Nor did his patriotiim Ank in his place, 
the common burying- place of modern 
patriots. He continued to maintain 



thofe very principles in the fcrvicc of 
two fuccellive KingSi^ which he had be- 
gun to defend in opposition to two de- 
iigning ftatefn^en, to the eternal honour 
of his royal matter^s reign, and of his 
faithful MinitLry y it mult be owuui, 
that the people of Englaiui have at no 
time enjoyed a fuller i'cope of every li- 
berty, even to the border of its bad ex- 
treme. 

His fucceit too was as invariable as 
his principles. He ftood for twenty 
vears together (an inftance unparallctlol 
in any hiltory) the moft formidable op« 
pofition that was ever known. In fuc- 
cefTive repeated (kirmilhes and ^ngngc- 
ments, he triumphed withotit infeknce, 
and was at laft defeated without de- 
je^ion. That whicn was confidcrcd as 
his overthrow, was, in fad, the univcr£d 
eftabliihmtnt of his fame, and the entire 
confufion of his perfonal antagonilts. ( 
will not rake up a dying iire, nor think 
of heightening that chara^er' by com- 
parilon, which needs no foil t» fliew it 
to advantage. The refiiU of a Com- 
mittee appointed to infpefl his condo£(,' 
the conftant attachment to his peifba 
after his recefs from public bufinels, and' 
the TtCpc&, which has been paid, even 
to his death-bed, are fuch amaring in* 
ftances of continued honour a« so paft 
age has feen, and as the ^ture will 
icarce believe. 

To crown all, that equanimity, that 
vndifturbed compofure of mind, which 
ealed every public care, and iWeetened 
evei-y private joy, was in him uninter- 
rupted to the laft. It waa the beft 
medicine in his ficknefs, the powerfnl 
cordial that fuppohed him under the 
decay of nature ; from hence he drew 
freih refources of comfort in thofe trying; 
hours, when every external' affiitance 
fails. When he faw death before him^ 
he feemed to meet it, as he was uled to 
meet thofe who threatened to purfue him 
to it, with an artleft fmile. That ie- 
renity, that intrepidity of foul (which is 
the efFeft and ornament of inteerity) was 
the conclufton of his prefent happinefs, 
and a pleafing prelude to futurity. 

What more can be wiftied for by man, 
or beftowcd by Heaven ? What can 
thofe who fucceed him in his honours* 
or emulate his conduA, wiih more for 
themielves, than that they nKiy die the 
death of this great, this happy man, and 
that thf ir latter ctxi may be like his f 
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DR. WARREN 

WAS the fon o4' a clergyman of 
imail fortune, who expended much 
of it in the education of himielf and of 
bis brother^ and died fomething in debt. 
The brotliers, as foon as they began to 
fucceed in the world, very nobly paid 
their father^ s dtbts, and ere^^ed a monu- 
ment to his memory. 

A Lady one day aflced Dr. Warren to* 
which univcrfity Aie (hould fend her fon ? 
** Madam, I believe they drink an equal 
<|uantiiy of Port wine at each *,'* was 
his reply. 

This acute pra£litioner made more 
money than any phyfician erer made in 
London, except Dr. Mead. He would, 
however, never tell what fees he made 
a day during the prevalence of the influ- 
enza. He ufed to lay that Bath had 
never produced a phyiician of talents, 
except Dr. Moyfey j and that if a phy- 
fician had common fenle when he fit It 
iettted there, he foon loft it ail in looking 
out for bile, and giving into the mediciU 
cant of the place. When he honoured 
that city fome years ago with his pre* 
lence, he was much perplexed by the 
phyficians of the place, who wiflied al- 
vavs to give him their theories of dif* 
orders. *< Pray, Gentlemen,*' replied 
he, archly, << let me prefcribe firft, and 
then 1 will hear your theory if you pleafe. 
Itmuft be a ftrange thing indeed, allow- 
ing me common lenle, and recoiled ing 
the habit I am in of feeing patiencs of 
different kinds, if in ten minutes time I 
cannot prescribe as efiicacioufly in com- 
mon cales as if I took half an hour to d^ 
it in.^v When, alas! will Dr. War- 
ren's iofs be repaired to the world/ 
When will the art of medicine have again 
fo boalt fo wife, io acute, and lb bene- 
volent a phyfician as himfelf ? one who 
completely gained poflTeQion of the minds, 
and cured the bodies of his patients. 



DR. BLACICWKLL 

fays, in his « Coiu-tot Auguftus,' " Time 
was, and not very long ago, when every 
Gentleman in Great Britain thought 
himfelf obliged to be good for fametbing^ 
and believed that a knowledge and de- 
portment becoming his rank was nMMe 
necelfary to diftingutfli him than lircrics 
or tinfel equipage.

This 
made Madame de Mcrcilly, the wife of 
Lord Boiingbroke, fay on the fubjefV^ 
** You Englifh, I believe, know every 
thing by infpiration.*' From this im» 
putation the late Sir James Porter muft 
be exempted ; of whom the great King 
of Prufjia, no inc^-mpetent judge, faid to 
Sir Andrew Mitchell, ** Voui grje% uk 
Minlftre a la Forte Otiomane qui y fait 
la pluie <if U bean tempi''* — You have a 
Minifler at the Porte who can do any 
thing there.— Cardinal D'Ofoat's Letters 
Were a very favourite book with Sir James 
Porter; he thought them the models of 
diplomatic correlpordence and commu«. 
nication. His own book on the Turks 
will ever be highly efteemed. The po- 
litical efforts of Sir James were well 
feconded at the Court t>f BrufTels by his 
excellent and well informed Secretary, 
the prefent Mr. Planta, of the Britifh 
Muleum, whole talent* feem now em- 
ployed accoidlng to their proper deH^i- 
nation, in commemorating the intereft- 
ing hifiory of the ancient Helvetic Ccn- 
federation. 

DR. PRIESTLEY. 

This acute mai has written lb much, 
that, not long before he fet out for Ame- 
rica, being aiked if he could tell the 
names of all his writings, aiTured the en- 
quirer that he could not, but that tha

CBSSRVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE FORMATION Of 

IRON. 



BY MR. SMITH. 



HAVING ftcwn in the foregoing 
papers, that calcareous and argil- 
|aceeus earth, and vegetable fuils, ibl- 
phur and phofphorus, are all obtainable 
from air } and that animal and vegetable 
]ife are the great powers by vrhich nature 
forms thc:c fubiianccs, I (hail now ob- 
ferve that decompohiion, or the different 
modes of deco,! pofition, has a great ef- 
fcft in the formation of the immenfe va- 
rieties of matter j and it is by the dif- 
ferent decompofition of air and water, 
that animal and vegetable life form all 
terreftial iubftances whatever. 

Iron is too well known to need a 
defcription : it is the melt common and 
the moft eafily decompoied of all the 
metals : it exifts in ahnoft all fuhllances, 
at Icaft it may be obtained from them by 
certain chemical proceHes : her.cc, the 
£rft queflion that preicnts itfclf is, Whe- 
ther is this Iron lo found the pr< du6lion 
of life, like clay, or is it formtd during 
the depcrnpojiticn of thefe fuhflar.ces } 
I am inclined to adopt the latter, from 
the following Experiment, and namely, 
that the Iron, which is found in thcfe 
chemical prcccflcs, is formed during the 
decompofition of animal ard vegetable 
fubilanceSf in the fame manner as lul- 
phur, &c. 

EXPERIMENT THB FIRST. 

One pound of white clay, mixed with 
an equal quantity oi filicic us earth, and 
Jincaded with water, when heated red 
lioty was reduced by the cyapgratLon of 



the water to nearly one half of its former 
weight : oae quaner of a pound of this 
earth being put Into a fmall vefTel, and 
reduced to a proper degree of moifture, I 
fowed in k Iix crefs feeds, five of which 
cankr up: in about two months time 
they were grown fo large as to weigh, 
w'^en newly gathered, four ounces and a 
halt : I then reduced thefe plants to 
afhes, and they yielded feven gprains of a 
white- coloured afh : I diflblved them ia 
rain water 5 and, when all the earthy 
part? of the afhes werefublided, I poured 
off the clear liquor On dipping two 
fmall Aips of paper ftained with the juice 
of the red radifti into it, they were 
changed to a green colour : twenty-four 
drops of the marine acid being added, a 
(low effervefcencc took place : after this, 
a fmall portion of Prumated alkali being 
added, a quantity of Pruffian blue was 
produced : I afterwards added foroe 
cauftic alkali, and a large precipitation 
of lime to« k place. The earth was 
heated red hot and weighed, as at firit, 
and had not loll any thing of its weight. 
This Experiment not being latit- 
fa6>ory, as the plants might be fup- 
poii:d poffibly to extraft the iion irom 
the earth in which they grew, I made 
the following Experiment, which would 
be, as I thought, free from this ob< 
jeilion I 

EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 

I took one quarter of an ounce of horfe 
hair baked^ fuch a« is uled in ft\ifin|^ 

chairij 
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chairs; and after having kept it m a 
Jieat of 105 degrees for twelve hours, by 
means of a fpirit lamp, I weighed out 
£xty grains of it. My reafon tor chufing 
this fubftance was, tnat the root of any 
plant which I planted into it might bie 
difengaged, without the danger of being 
broken, that would have attended the ule 
oi cotton, flannel, or linen ra?s. Having 
put this hair into a flat vefl^l, I covered 
It with fixty grains of moitard feed, and 
placed it in a boi-boufe: in eight days 
the plants had run up to a great height, 
b^ realbn of the heat and want ot freOi 
air. I then took out the plants, with 
the hair adhering to them j and after 
having carefully difengaged the roots, 
one by one, from the hair^ I replaced 
the hair in the air, and applied the fame 
degree of heat, and upon weighing it I 
found it had neither lott nor gained. On 
weighing the plants | found that they 
weighed two ounces and a quarter \ the 
quantity of rain water that they had been 
iupplied with was four ounces and a 
half : I took one ounce of thefe plants, 
and reduced them to aihes as in Kxpe- 
riment the Firil : to fix grains of the 
aflies I added one Quarter ot an ounce of 
didiiled water : after the fcdiment had 
fubfided, I poured off the clear water, as 
in Experiment the Firit. This water 
turned the blue extract of violets to a 
green. To this water I added twenty 
drops of the marine acid, which pro- 
duced an effervefccnce as in the foregoing 
Experiment. I divided this liquid into 
two equal parts ; into the one I poured 
a folution of the PruflTiated alkali, and 
a copious precipitation ot Pruflian blue 
took place ; into part of the other I put 
a few drops of Itrong extraft of galls, 
and a flight black ne is enfued. The re- 
maining part of the liquid produced* 
when iatuiated with caultic alkali, a co- 
pious precipitation of lime, in the form 
of white flakes, but ftiil a refidue was 
left. That I might be informed what 
this reiii-lue was, I prepared a larger 
<)uantity of the planu, and treated them 
io the fame manner ; and having col- 
lected them as free as pcjflible trom all 
other fubltances, Mo-m a proper invefti- 
gaticn of the reia.lue, I found it to be 
mohly iiiicious earth *. 



From the foregoing Experiments we 
fee that vegetable life has a power of 
producing filicious earth and Iron i 
Whether is this Iron exiftent in the 
plants before calcination, or was it 
formed during the ptocef^ ? To afcer* 
tain this, I made the following Experi- 
ment : 

EXPERIMENT THE THIRD* 

I took haU an ounce of the frefh muf- 
tard plants, and poured half an ounce of 
the nitrous acid upon them ; but after 
flanding fome time, it took up neither 
iron, argillaceous earth, nor lime. Upon 
a fmall quantity of the fame plants I 
poured nitrous acid, and applied heat, 
but with the fame negative efled. 

EXPERIMENT THE FOURTH. 

I next treated one quarter of an ounce 
of thefe plants with the marine acid^ but 
could procure no Iron, 

From thefe Experiments wc arc led 
to conclude that Iron is formed during 
the decompofition of the vegetable fub- 
ftances, and that thisdecompofiiion mud 
be by means of fire, as we fee that nd 
Iron was produced when the plants were 
decompoled by means of acid. I do not 
mean to fay that fire is the only means 
by which a plant can be decompofed, to 
obtain Iron ; on the contrary, I am con- 
vinced that there is a proccls every day 
going on in nature, which decompoies 
vegetable matter fo as to form chalybeate 
waters. From thefe Experiments it is 
very eafy to conceive how large quan- 
tities of Iron and chalybeate fprings are 
found on this globe. This likewife ac- 
counts for their mnre generally being 
found in coal countries, and by the de- 
compofition of the<wood which goes to 
the formation of coal. Cuu'tiies iu 
which there are large quantities of de- 
caying vciTctables are in general furni(he4 
with chalybeate fprings and Iron, 

For it their origin be cirefully exa- 
mined, they will be generally found in 
countries where thtre is large beds of 
decayt J vegetable matter J a tacl whicU^ 
I believc> is generally known.

Realon, 
fociety, honour, Iriendfhip, marriage, ar* 
the perpetual fnbjefis ot their ir.fipid 
raillery/* If the complaint could have 
been then made with jultice, the times 
liave fmce not improved : to the to picks 
cmimerated by Mr. Hume may be now 
added the facred dutifs of religion, the 
^n6\ions of a future itate, and the obli- 
gations which bind fociety together. 

The Lady whofe memoirs are now 
before us appears to have pofleflld good 
abilities, and originally a go( d diJpo- 
(ition; but, with an overweening con- 
ceit of herlelf, much obftinacy and fclf- 
will, and a difpoiition to run counter to 
cftabliihed practices and opinions. Her 
conduit in the early part of her lite was 
blameler*, it not exemplary j but the 
Jatitr part of it blemi(hed with actions, 
which mult confign her name to polterity 
(in Ipitc of all palliativcji) as one whuie 
example, if toUowtd, would be attended 
with the moll pernicious conlcqucr.ces 
to fccicty ; a female who could brave 
tlie opinion of the world in the ir.ult 
delicate point j a philc Icphical wanton, 
breaking d^ wn the bars intended to re- 
train licention fuels J and a mother, de- 
ferting a helplel's offspring, dilgr.iccfully 
brought into the world by htrielt, by an 
intended a^ of fuicide. 

Acctirding to N.r. Godwin's account, 
(he was born the 27th of April 1759, 
and wa« treated in her infancy with great 



and unmerited harftincfs and feverity by 
her parents, who appear to have brcn ill 
qualified for the bufmefs of educating 
their children. In one of her worki, 
when Mis. Godwin fpeaks of the petty 
cares which obfcured the morning of her 
heroires life ; continual reftraini in the 
moft triviat matter 5 unconditional lab- 
milfion to orders which, as a mere child, 
fhe foon difcovered to be unrealonaMe, 
bccaufe inconfiftent and coniradiftcry; 
and the being often obliged to fit in the 
prefencc of her parents three or four hours 
together, without daring to utter a word; 
flie is to be conikiered as copying the out- 
line of the lirit period of her exilttnce. 

Her father was perpetually removing 
his pKicc of refide'ice, and by degrees 
emhiuralicd his circumftances. Abrat 
the year i'?76 he refidcd at Hoicto:i,and 
his dauohrtr became acquainted with a 
fe-male friend, named Frances Blocd, 
who then lired at Ncwii gtcn Buff. 
Partly by example, find partly thicugh 
emulation, cur a^itharcfb was led to cul- 
tivate her talents. <• She had hitherto,'* 
fays Mr, Godwin, " paid but a lUpcr- 
licial atteritirm to literature : Cic bJ 
read to eiatify the ard^^ur of an inex- 
tinguiOial ie rtiirft of knowledfrf, 'ovit li.5 
ha<l not toou;;ht of writing a* aji art. 
Her ambition to excel was now uwakcrti, 
and (he a]>piied herl'.lf with pafTion anil 
c:irne(lnels." Sor;n after thi& purled Ihe 
bej;;ui to be diflatisfied wnth her Itluation 
at liome, and deternuncc^ to (]\nt it. ^^^ 
accordingly, in 1778, became the ccni- 
pan ion ot a Mrs. Dawfon at Bath, with 
wiv m fhc lived two years, and only lit 
her from being fummoncd by the intlm- 
chvly ciicumSances of her mother's n- 
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pidJy dcclkiir.g health. Wc«ctra£V the 
Allowing paffage with great l'atist'a6i ion: 
«* The illneli of Mis. WolKtoiiecraft 
wa* lingering but hopelefs. Mary (fiich 
is th'.- ;uanncr in which (he is invariably 
incmigned in this work) was aBiduous 
in her attendance upon her mother. At 
Erli Lvery attention was received with 
acl^nowlcdgtncnts and gratitude ; but as 
the attentions grew habitual, and the 
beilth of the mother more and more 
v.T«.iched, they were rather exa6\ed than 
nceivcd. Nothing could be taken by the 
wr,f<Ttanatc patient but from the hands 
ci' M.iry i reft was denied niglit or day, 
a:.'i by the time nature was cxhaufted in 
t.^; parcJit, the daughter was qualiritd to 
afi .:n« her place, and become in turn 
hiTi'Af a patient. The lalt wt rds her 
r.ijtLer ever utitied were, * A little pa- 
titrnce, and all will be overP and ihelc 
Wuids are repeatedly referred to by Mary 
in tliC courfe of her writintrs." 

She now bade a final adieu to her 
father's roof, and went to live with her 
tricnd Fanny, and nftcrwaids attended 
her fiftcr in a dangerous liate for fevcral 
months. She tliLn, affilicd by her friend 
3:4 iwo fiuLfs, opened a fchoul at llling- 
ttn, but at'terwards removed it to Ncw- 
in^ron Grten. She here became ac- 
qu^iinted with Di". Price, and " Ibmetimes 
attended his fermons, but not with a 
faperftiticus adherence to his do6)rincs. 
The fa£t is (adds our author), that as 
far down as the year 1787 fhe regularly 
frequented public worrtiip, for the molt 
part ;iccor(lingt()tl:e formi of the Church 
o( England. Alter that period her at- 
tendance became lels conrtant, and in no 
long time was wli'.j'.iv tHitvintlnutd* I 
rt/icve it m:iy be adiiiirted as a maxim, 
t.:at i.o pc;lon of a wtll lurnilhed mind, 
that ha^fliaken off the impl.cit fuhjeilion 
'^ youth, and is not the zealuus partizan 
®f a fc,*t, can biing himltlf to conform 
to the public and re';alar routine of Icr- 
nions and prayers. '' We ihali only re- 
n^ark on this pad-igc, that at the time 
above afcertaincd, commenced thole ec- 
centricities in Mrs. Godwin's conduft, 
^jiich ihim-d the latter part of her life 
^ith ignominy. A female, un re (drained 
hy the obligations of reli»:;ion, is. foon 
'ipe for licentious indccorv.ms. 

The plan of Ii!c adopted by our 
a^ihorefs did not laU long. The health 
^ her friend and partner declined, and 
fte was adviied to go to Lilhon in the 
nope of a recovery. As flie gre-.v wv.ne, 
.^»is. Goawirrs regard and anrlety lor 
*« incrcafvd; ihc Vrus imprtil.d v.'ith 
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the idea that her friend would ^fic in this 
diHant country, and (hocked with the 
recoUeiUon of her feparation from tlie 
circle of her friends, determined to pal's 
over to Lilbon to attend her. She had 
not money to defray the expences of the 
journey, but was fup plied by a friend, 
and in a ibort time after her arrival at 
Lifbdn, had the melancholy confolation 
of attending to the grave, in December 
1785, the companion of her youtli, whole 
memory flie appears to have cheriihed 
with unabated tondncfs. We arc glad 
of an opportunity of bellowing vnqua. 
lifted piaile on this inltancc or her ai» 
fcttionare attention. 

'J he ichowl in her ab fence had fuffered 
conliderably, and fhe ibon jadc;ed it pro- 
per to rclinquirti it entirely. '1 he rather 
and mother of her decea:ed frieiid wilhed 
to tranl'pcrt thcmlelves to Irchnd, and 
Mrs. Godwin undertook to ftippiy thcni 
with the means. She accorc'.i'-.£;ly wrote 
her * Thoughts on the Kd'jc:i:'ion of 
Banrjiteis,' which flie fold tor ten 
guine:is. With this lum fHit was en- 
abled to effect the purpofe for which \t 
wivs procured. There dues nut apptar 
to have been much harmony aiiion*-ll 
the filters whilft the Ichool hitcJ. "^ 

She then, as a temporary lii nation, ac- 
cepted the olrice of Gcvernefs to the 
daughters of Lord Vilcount Kingfho- 
rough, elded fon to the Karl ol King- 
fton, in the kingdom of Ireland, and 
wonders are told of the falutary effecis 
of her I'yftenx of education ; but when we 
refieifl on what Mr. Godwin is fiient 
about, the mile ;ndu6t of ore of h^-r 
pupils, who has lately brought di! grace 
on hevlcU, <icath on her paramour, r!lic 
to the life of her brother and fatJier, a..<l 
milery to all her relatives ; when we 
conlider alio Mrs. Godwin's own fuhfe- 
qiicnt conduct j we helitate in giving 
implicit credit to the euloglum. \Vc 
ftar the pupil was too much influenced 
by deference to the example of tlie Go- 
veincfs. 

The family of Lord Kingftorcugh, In 
the fummer of 1787, came to iJril^oI, 
wheie Mrs. Godwin compofed a little 
b-ok, which bears the title of * Mary, a 
FIdtion }' a ftory, of which a conlidcrablij 
part ccnlilh, with certain modilications, 
of the incidents of her ov.'n Iriendlhip 
wiih Fanny. . At B.iKol, lier conne.!r^iwa 
as Govtrneis in the Kinglborougli fa- 
mily ceafcd. 

She then devoted her attention entirely 
to literary inl«',Ly5ts,and refidcd InGcorge- 
ttrvjt, oa the Suriy f*dc of Biacklriars- 

biidge. 
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bridge. Soon after (lie produced a little 
work, entitled * Original Storits from 
Real Life, intended U r the Vic of Chil- 
dren," At the ccmmenctment cf her 
literary carter, (lie is faid to have cc n 
teived a vehement averfion to the being 
regarded by ber ordinary acquaintance 
in the charafter of an anther, ar.d to have 
eroplojed fonie precautions to prevent its 
cccurrence. She now produced itveial 
tranllaticns frcm the French, and tO(^k a 
conliderable (hare in the Analytical Re- 
view, inltituted about the middle of 
17S8. She alfo inteiefted henelt in be- 
half of the irdiviJuals of her family. 

•*At this pericd (Mr. Grdwin cb- 
ferves) the Iiench Revcluticn, while it 
gave a fundamental (h. ck to tho human 
intellect through every region of the 
globe, did not tail to produce a confpi- 
cu(usei!e£l on the progrels of MaryV 
refle^ticns. The prejudices o\ her early 
years iufFered a vehement concufiion. 
Her relpedt for efiabliftiments was un- 
dermined. At this period cccun^d a 
mifundcrflandlng upon public giounds 
with ore of her early friends, v hole at- 
tachment to muliy creeds ard exploded 
abfurditiis had been incrcaied by the 
cperaticn of th'»fe very circumftar.ces by 
which her mind had been rapidly advarctd 
in the race of iidependence." At the 
latter end of 1790 me wrote her anfwtv 
to Wr. Buike's celebrated book, and 
foon after compoltd * The Vindication of 
the Rights of Woman.' 

Having quieted any alarms which 
might be excited by an attendance on 
public woifhip, flic prcceeded in her 
anti-rcligicns plan ol irdcpcr.4icncc on 
fyftems with great rapidity. She had 
imtil this time we are to prefume, as 
"Mr. Godwin fays nothing to the con- 
trary, not erred in the article of chaflity ; 
but at the age of mere than 30 years, flie 
diverted herlclf of that old fafJ.icntd pre- 
judice, and fell in love with Mr. Fuicli 
the painter, «< She conceived,'' fajs her 
liuiband, " a perfonal and ardent af- 
^6\ion for him Mr. Fufeli was a mar- ' 
ried man, and his wife the acquaintance 
of Mary. She readily perceived the re- 
Ari^Uons which this circumftance leemed 
to impoie upon her ; but ihe made light 
of any difficulty that might arile out of 
them." This platonic regard loon dif- 
fatisfied her. ** It was in vain that ihe 
enjoyed much pleafure in his iociety,and 
that (lie enjoyed it fiequectly. Her ar- 
dent imagination was continually con> 
Turing up pictures of the happinefs ihe 
ihould have founds if fortune had iavpured 



their more intimate union. Sie felt lirr- 
felt formed for domefiic aflPeftioa, and 
all thofe tender chatities, which men of 
fenfibility have conftantly treated as the 
deareft band of human foe iety. General 
converfation and fociety cculd not iatisfy 
her. She felt herlelf alone, as it were, 
in the great mafs of her fpecies, and (be 
repined when (he reflefled, that the heft 
years of her life were fpent in this com- 
fort Icfs lolitude." She therefore went 
to France, -apparently without any fettled 
plan, and '* four months after her arrival 
at Paris, in December 1792, deliberately 
entered (as Mr. Godwin expreflVs it) 
into that Ijptcies of cornefticn, fcr which 
her heart iecretly panted, and which had 
the effefl cf diffufing an immediate tran* 
quiility and chearfulnefs over her man- 
ners." The perfon with whom Ihe 
foimcd this conneflion v as Mr. Gilbert 
Imlay, a native of Korth America, and 
Mr. Godwin is minute enough, though 
iomethirg incompatible with the tenner 
dale, to mark the time of the ccnlum- 
mation of this intrigue to be the middle 
of April 1793. 

Bur this tranquillity and chearfulrels 
was not to laft long. The illicit con- 
nection puniihed itlelf: Imlay, vho is 
delcribrd as a vulgar fenfualilt, after be- 
ct-ming the father of a child by her, grew, 
as might be expe£led, negligent and in- 
different towards her. He left her ia 
France with her child ; and the lady, 
impatient at his ablence, followed him 
to England, and loon after tock a jouroty 
to Norway, to lettle iome buiineU for 
him. 

In the early part of this volume (p.38.) 
Mis. Godwin is laid to have pDlTeiltd 
** a firmnefs cf mind, an unconquerable 
greataels of foul, by vhich, after a (hoit 
intern?! ftriigrje, flic w^is accu loomed 10 
rife above difScuhies and luf!cring.'' 
Whatever fl-.t ui.dertook flie perhaps in 
all inliar.ces accompli Died, ar.d to her 
lolty Ipirit Icarcely any thing fhe defircd 
appeared hard to perform. But the dc- 
fedtion of Mr. Imlay was too much for 
her, and ihe became fubjeft to fuch weak- 
neis, as the wcakeii of her fex would have 
avoided. 

"It was not long after her arrivsl In 
London, in the commencement of OAo- 
ber, that ihe attained Ihe cenaioty (be 
fought. Mr. Imlay procured her a 
lodging. But the neglect fhe experienced 
from him after Die entered it, flafbti 
convi6Hon upon her, in fpitc of his af- 
feveratiotts. She made farther enquiries, 
and at length was infoniKd by a Imant, 
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of the teal il&te oJT the cafe. Under the 
immediate (hock which the painful cer- 
tainty gave her, her iirft iiiipuile was to 
repair to him at the readv-fumiihed 
boufe he had provided for his new 
miftrefs. What was the particular na- 
ture of their conference I am unable to 
relate. It is fufficient to fay that the 
wretchednefs of the night which fuc- 
cceded this fatal difcovery, imprefled 
her with the feeling, that ihe would 
fboner fufTer a thoufand deaths, than pafs 
another of equal mifcry, 

•• The agony of her mind determined 
her ; and that determination gave her a 
fort of defperate ferenity. She reiblvcd 
to plunge herfelf in the Thames j and, 
not being fatisfit-d with any fpot nearer 
to London, (he took a boat, and rowed 
to Putney. Her firft thought had led 
her to Batterfea- bridge, but ihe found 
it too public. It was night when (he 
arrived at Putney, and by that time 
had begun to rain with great violence. 
The rain fuggefted to her the idea of 
walking up and down the bridge, till 
her clothes were thoroughly drenched and 
heavy with the wet, which (lie did for 
half an hour without meeting a human 
being. She then leaped from the top of 
the bridge, but ft ill feemed to find a 
dilHculty^in finking, which (he endea- 
voured to counteraA by preffing her 
clothes clofely round her. After fome 
time /he became infenfible 5 but (he al- 
ways fpoke of the pain flie underwent 
as luch, that, though fhe could after- 
wards have determined upon almoft any 
other fpecies of voluntary death, it would 
• have been impoHible for her to rcfolve 
upon encounteiing the fame fenfations 
again. I am doubtful, whether this is 
to be afcrlbed to the mere nature of fuf- 
focation, cr was not rather owing to the 
preternatural a^ion of a defpeiate fpirit. 

" After having been for a confiderable 
time infenfible, Ihe was recovered hy the 
exertions of thofe by whom the body was 
found. She had fought, with cool and 
deliberate firmnefs, to put a period to 
her exiftence, and yet ine lived to have 
every profpcft of a long poflcffion of 
enjoyment and happinels. It is perhaps 
not an unfrequent cai'e with fuicides, 
that we find reafon to fuppofe, if they 
had furvived their gloomy purpofc, that 
they would, at a fubfcquent period, have 
been conhderably happy. It ariles in- 
deed, in fome meafure, out of the very 
nature of a fpirit of felf-dcttj:uftion 5 
ivhich implies a degree of anguilh, that

fhe conftitution of the human mind wiU 
not fuffer to remain long undimim(hedw 
This is a ferious reflection. Probably 
no man Would deiiroy himfelf from ati 
impatience of prefent pain, if he felt « 
moral certainty that there were /years 
of enjoy njent ft ill in refer vc for hiok. 
tt is perhaps a futile attempt to think 
of reaioning with a man in that flace of 
mind which precedes fuicide. Moral 
reafoning is nothing but the awakening 
ofcertain feelings ; and the feeling by 
which he is d6iuated, is too (Irong to 
leave us much chance of imprefTrng him 
with other feelings, that fhould have 
force enough to counterbalance it. But* 
if the profpefl of future tranquillity ami 
pleafure cannot be expected to have much 
weight with a man under an immediate 
purpofe of fuicide, it is fo much the 
more to be wiihed, that men would im- 
prefs their minds, in their fober moments^ 
with a conception, which, being rendered 
habitual, leems to promife to a£t ay a 
fuccefsful antidote in a paroxyfm of des- 
peration. 

" The prefent fituatlbif of Mary of 
neceflity produced fome fartiher inter* 
courfe between her and Mr. Inala^* 
He fent a phffician to her$ and Mrs. 
Chriftie, at his delire, {prevailed oft her 
to remove to her houle in Fiivfbary* 
fouare. In the mean time Mr. Imisiy 
aflured her that his prefent was mtuiy 
a cafual, fenfual connexion j and, df 
courfe, foftered in her mind the idea 
that it would be once more in her choice 
to live with him. With whatever in- 
tention the idea was fuggefted, it was 
certainly calculated to increafe the agi- 
tation of her mind. In one refpeA how- 
ever it produced an effefl unlike that 
which might moft obvioufly have b«mi 
looked for. It roufed within her the 
character i ft ic energy of mind, which (he 
feemed partially to have forgotten. She 
faw the necelTity of bringing the ailair to 
a point, and not fuffering months and 
yeais to roll on in uncertainty and fuf- 
pence. This idea infpired her with an 
extraordinary refolution. The language 
ihe tmployed was^ in efie6t, as folfowi s 
* If we are ever to live together again^ it 
muft be now. We meet now, or we 
part for ever. You fay, you cannot 
abruptly break off the connexion you 
have formed. It is unworthy of my 
courage and chara^er lo Mrait the un- 
certain ifliie of that conne^lion. I am 
determined to come to a decifion, I 
confent then^ for the prelent, to live with 
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you, and the woman to whom you have 
aflTociatcd yoiirfelf. I think it important 
that you mould learn habitually to feel 
for your child the afFcftion of a father. 
But if you rejcft this propofal, here wc 
«nd. You are now free. Wc will cor- 
refpond no more. We will have rvo in- 
tercourfe of any kind. I will be to you 
as a perfon that is dead." 

But Mr. Imlay was not to be re- 
claimed, and Mrs. Godwin, after many 
ineffe^lual efforts, gave up the purluir, 
and fccms to have refumed fome thing 
4ike tranquillity. In January 1796 the 
acquaintance took place between her and 
Mr. Godwin ; the progrefs and com- 
pletion of which, as it is curious, we 
fliall give in that Gentleman's own 
words : 

** The temporary feparation attendant 
on my little journey, had its efFefl on 
the mind of both parties. It gave a 
fpace for the maturing of inclination. I 
believe that, during this interval, each 
fumifhed to the other the principal topic 
of folitary and daily contemplation. 
Abience bellows a refined and aerial de- 
licacy uponaflfeion, which it with diffi- 
culty acquires in any other way. It 
• feems to refemble the communication of 
fplrits, without the medium, or the im- 
pediment, of this earthly frame. 

«* When wc met again, we met with 
new pleafure, and, I may add, with a 
more decifive preference for each other. 
It was however three weeks longer be- 
fore the fcntiment, which trembled upon 
the tongue, burft from the lips of either. 
There was, as I have already faid, no 
period of throes 'and refolute explanation 
attendant on the tale. It was friend fhip 
melting into love. Previoufly to our 
mutual declaration, each felt half af- 
fured, yet each felt a certain trembling 
anxiety to have aflurance complete, 

*« Mary refled her head upon the 
(houlder of her lover, hoping to find a 
heait with which (he might fafely treafure 
• her world of afFeflion ; fearing to com- 
mit a miftake, yet, in fpite of her me- 
lancholy experience, fraught with that 
generous confidence, which in a great 
wul is never extinguiftied. I had never 
loved till now j or, at leaft, had never 
nourifhed a pafTion to the fame growth, 
or met with an objeft lb confummattly 
' worthy. 

«< We did not marry. It is difKcult 
to recommend any thing to indifcriminate 
adoption, contrary to the eflablifhed 
rules and prejudices of mankind ; but 
certainly nothing can be fo ridiculous 



upon the face of it, or fo contrary to tlic 
genuine march of fentiment, as to re- 
quire the overflowing of the foul to wait 
upon a ceremony, and that^ which, 
wherever delicacy and imagination cxiA, 
is of all things moft facrcdly private, to 
blow a trumpet before it, and to rtcord 
the moment when it has arrived at its 
climax. 

" There were however other reafoni 
why we did not immediately marrv. 
Mary felt an entire conviftion of the 
propriety of her condufti It would be 
abfurd to fuppofc that, with a heart 
withered by delertion, fhe was not right 
to give way to the emotions of kindncfs 
which our intimacy produced, and to 
feek for that fupport in friend fliip and 
afleftion, which could alone give pleaJurc 
to her heart, and peace to her medi- 
tations. It was only about fix months 
fmce (he had refolutely banifl-.ed every 
thought of Mr. Imlay ; but it was at 
leaft eighteen that he ought to have bcca 
banifhed, and would have been banilhed, 
had it not been for her fcrupulous per- 
tinacity in determining to leave no roea- 
fure untried to legain him. Add to 
this, that the laws of etiquette ordinarily 
laid down in thefe cafes, are efTentially 
abfurd, and that the fentimenls of the 
heart cannot fubmit to be dire£Ved by the 
rule and the fquare. But Mary had an 
extreme averfion to be made the topic 
of vulgar difcuffion ; and, if there be 
any weaknefs in this, the dreadful trials 
through which fhe had recently j'aiTtd, 
may well plead in its excufe. She felt 
that fhe had been too much, ar*d loo 
nidelv fpoken of, in the former inftar.cc; 
and fne could not refolve to. do any thing 
that fhould immediately revive that pain- 
ful topic. 

*« Formyftlf, it is certain that I had 
for many years regarded marriage with 
fo well grountltd an apprchcnfion, that, 
notwithlianding the paitiality for Mar)' 
that had taken poficfUon of my ftui, I 
fliould have lelt it very difficult, at leati 
in the preiVnt itage of our intercou) fe, to 
have relblved on inch a meafure. Thus, 
partly from fimilar, and paitly from dif- 
tercnt motives, we felt alike in this, as 
we did perhaps in every other circum- 
ftance that related to our Ir.tercourlc. 

«« I huve nothing fVirther that I hnd It 
neceffury to rtcord, till tlie ccnuucnce- 
ment of April 1797. We then judged 
it proper to declare our marriage, which 
had taken place a little before. TIk 
principal motive for complying with this 
ceremony, was the tircumllancc tt 
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Maiy*s being' in a ftate of pregnancy. 
She was unwilling, and perhaps with 
reafony to incur that excluiion fronn the - 
fociety of mafiy valuable and excellent 
individuaUy which cuftora awards in 
caies of this fort. I fliould have felt an 
extreme repugnance to the having caufcd 
her loch an inconvenience. And, after ' 
the experiment of feven months of as 
intimate an intercoiirfe as our refpe^lve 
njodes of living woa4d admit, there was 
certainly lefs hazard to either, in the 
fabjeAingourfelves to thofe confeqxi'ences 
which the laws of England atinex to 
the relations of hufband and wife. On* 
the (ixth of April we entered into pof- 
ieilion of a houfe, which had been taken 
by us in concert." ^ 

Mr. Godwin then cenfures thofe ladies 
who, attending to the opinion of the 
worid, declined the acqaamtance of his 
wife, when her condu6^ was not con- 
fidered fo corre6( as it ought to have 
faeen» and had become matter of "kioto. 
riety. For the honour of the fex, the 
extravagances of the new jphilofophy 
have not yet taken root fufhciently to 
obliterate all fenfe of decorum. Mrs. 
Siddous and Mrs. Inchbald will be ac- 
quitted in the court of propriety. 

The courfe of the narrative now draws 
on to the iaft fatal fcene of her life. On 
the 30th of Augult ihc was taken in 



labour j and a verjr minute, 'and in fome ' 
particulars a dilguftin?, narrative is 
given of her illnefs, which, after ten 
da3rs continuance, left her children with- 
out a mother. She died the loth of 
September, and her hulband boafts that 
during her whole illnefs not one word of 
a religious raft fell from her lips. Rare 
philofophyl On the 15th flie was in- 
terred in the church yard of St. Pancras, 
Such was the cataftrophe of a female 
phHofopher of the new order 5 fuch the 
events of her life ; and fuch the apology 
for her condu6l. It will be read wita 
difguft by every female who has any 
pretenlions to delicacy ; with deteftati«n 
fey every one attached to the interefts of 
religion and morality \ and with indig- 
nation by any one who might feel any 
regard for the unhappy woman, whole 
frailties (hould have been buried in ob- 
livion. Licentious as the times are, we 
truft it will obtain no imitators of the 
heroine in this country. It may a^, 
however, as a warning to thofe who 
fancy themfelves at liberty to difpenfe 
with the laws of propriety and decency, 
and who fuppofe the polieflion of per- 
verted talents will atone for deviations 
from rules lone eftabliflied for the well- 
government ot fociety, and the happi- 
Beft of mankind. 



The Old Engliih Gentleman. A Poem, by Mr. Polwhclc. Cadell and Da vies.

" »Tr*HE idea,'' fays Mr. Polwhelc, 
JL of a cbara£ter now almoft extin^i 
in this iiland, gave rife to the Poem now 
under our confideration, in which the 
Author conceived thedefign of exhibiting 
the manners of the lait century in a 
country gentleman of family, contra - 
difiinguifiied* from thole of borough- 
mongers, merchants, and miners.'* 

To this defign Cornwall appeared pe- 
culiarly favourable. So great a revo- 
lution in the little moralities of life has 
lately taken place, that we are anxious 
to catch a few traits of the laft age 
whilft yet they remain vifiblc, and to 
preicrve them at lealt as curiofities. 

In delineating or illu ft rating the dif- 
ferent chara^ers in the family of An- 
dartoQ, the Author profeflts to have in- 
troduced a variety of little domeitic oc- 
currences and iqcidents of different forts ; 
fome of which may appear too trifling to 
dclcrvc a plape in the Poem. •< But it 
0io;^ld be coplldered (he adds) that many 



trivialities which, from our familiar ac- 
quaintance with them, feem too con- - 
tempt ible for notice, will wear a very 
different afpe^l hereafter, whilft they no 
longer exift in common life. If this 
Poem Ihould defcend to pofterity, they 
will then excite attention as curious mi- 
nutiae ) fuch as the prefent generation, 
obferving in the houfehold economy of 
their anceftors, would regard with plea- 
Aire, or fuch as a lover of clallicaJ an- 
tiquity would contemplate with the 
keeneft delight in the private lives of the 
Greeks or the Romans. Thofe few 
glimpfes of the domettic manners of the 
ancients, which we perceive in the wri- 
tings of Ariftophanes, or Plautus, or 
Aulus Gellius, or Pliny, are lb extremely 
pleafmg, that we eagerly wi/h for ad- 
ditional light : we regret the want pf 
fuch particularities as might aiford us 
complete gratification on the fubjeft."

OF this Work the Title Page is it- 
feif fo explanatory, that little more 
fecms neceflary to fay, than that it ap- 
pears well adapted to the purpole tor 
which it is intended. To gentlemen of 
the profeflion, we conceive, fuch a book 
Diuft be of coniiderable utility. Among 
the articles of which no mention is made 
in the Title Page, we find Tables of 
Property and EffeC^s fubjeft to the re- 
fpe^tive Duties of Sixpence and Tenpence 



in the Pound ; Table of Goods, ice. 
exempt from the Auflion Duties ; Forms 
of Notice, and other Documents neccffary 
for pafling the Accounts ; Table of tw 
Limits of the Chief Office of Excife, with 
an Account of the Origin and Progrefs 
of thofe Limits, which arc the Cities of 
London and Weftminfter and the Bills 
of Mortality ; fome ulefiil Tables of the 
Auftion Duties, computed as charged at 
the Excife Oftce, viz, the old Duty, at

The Woik clofes with a number of 
legal decifions and fummary judgments 
in different dil'putedr^j that have arifen 
from the complex nature of the Auction 
Laws. Thcic arc ftated with a perlpi- 
cuity that renders thtm clear in their 
merits, though not reported in the lan- 
guage of the Courts. 
" The Au£lioncer8, in general (fays 

' Mr. P.) may, I believe, be confidered 
as coming under that dei'cription of prrople 

' known at the Excife Office by the ap- 
pellation of Fair Traders ; but I do not 
imagine I ffiali run the ri(k of giving 
any offence to the majority, by ackncw. 
Icdging that there are fome tew among 
them, as well as in every other profeffion, 
^ho make no fcruple of taking advan- 
tages as often as opportunity oHers : and 
there is no doubt that under the idea of 
checking the unfair trader, tli£ Com- 
miflloners of Excife have made the orders 
aod regulations which have occahoncd i'o 
much trouble and inconvenience to the 
fa'u" trader J but the misfortune is, that 
the very regulations which fo imicli 
harafs and perplex thofe who mean to ad 
uprightly, open a door to thofe who 
mean to do wrong, to pafs theii accounts 
without the fame trouble and difficulty ^ 

I for, can it be fuppofcd, that a trader of 
any defcription, who comes with an in- 
tent to pals a lalfe account, will be very 
icrupulous about the means of Aipplying 
the jplacc of a few ncceflaiy forms ? I 
think I may venture to ailert, that in. 
ninety. nine inftances out of an hundred, 
where Auflioneers have been obliged to 
petition the Board, the C'ommiliioncrs 
tbemfelves have not even prefumed tliat 
there was any intention in the Petitioners 
ofdefrauding the Revenue; and I know 
Jt to be the lame in many cafes where 
fines and penalties have been inflifted., 
*' But as the Board of Excife have 
made fuch orders and regulations, it will 
be found that much trouble and lofs of 
lime will be favcd by a perfc<^ kncvv ledge 
of, and a ftri<5l compliance with them. 
The trouble and inconvenience is trifling 
compared with the real lolfts which fonie 
<^cn of the moil regular of the profeffion 
have fulbincd by falling imwuiily into 
the hands of thofe ptlls of itticty the 



conunon informers, who, upon laying 
informations before fome of the country 
juftices, obtain a fummons for the 
Au^ioneer, who is mul£\ed in the pe- 
nalties before he has any knowledge of 
having fubje^lcd himfelf to them. 

*' It is a known fa£l, that there arc 
various fets of people of that defcription* 
who live as long as thty can upon one 
clafi* of dealers ; and when they have 
plucked them fufficiently to keep theia 
on their guard againft their extortion* 
they refcrt to another delcription of 
deakrs, whom they purfue in tlie fame 
manner till they are no longer worth fol- 
lowing. Alter having long lived upon 
the pawnbrckei's, glovers, perfumers* 
&c. Sec, they have taken it into their 
heads that the Auctioneers aic fair 
game ; and having fucceeded in ieveraJ 
inllanccs at their outfet, feem elated with 
the hopes of bringing down at Icaft two 
or three brace a week ; for they are in 
general keen fportfmen, and having their 
fftten as well as their lurcbersy leklom 
mifs their mark when they have once 
found their game. 

*' They, in general, have fomething 
like an attorney as their leader, who* 
having no reputation at ilake, and con* 
fequently no profpc6l of getting employ- 
ment in a refpe6lable line, makes it his 
iiudy, upon the appearance of any a*^ 
of parliament where penalties are an- 
nexed, to pick out thofe claufes which 
aie btrt adapted to the purpofc, and then 
Icis his agents to lie in wait for thoic 
who, through negligence 01 inattention, 
may cxpofe ihcmlclves to their vulture- 
like talons."' 

Mi\ P. here makes very fevere remarks 
upon the condu6l of fome of the country 
magillrates, and flops little (hort of in- 
finuating that they mull have an interefl 
in the profits of thele depredations. He 
pi]t<> a cafe of fo extraordinary a nature* 
that we think the magiftrates alluded to 
ffiould have been boldly mentioned, as 
they difgracc the refpe6\able members of 
the commiflion. 

•< A London A u (.Pioneer (fays he) had 
a iale in a neighbouring county, and had 
actually complied, as tar as appearM to 
him necelfary, with all the forms diieCled 
by the a6\ of Parliament refpefling the 
nctlcis. Shortly after the iale he re- 
ceived a funiiiions to appear before the 

juftlccs at . Inconvenient as it was 

for him to leave his bufincfs in town, 
and cor.fcious of not having com.mitted 
nny olfence, he app»;3red before them on 
":ht Jay appointed in the fi^mons. when 
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after the informcrt had ftated their cafe, 
he replied by a real ftatement of h^s, 
foasto convince the juflices thai be had 
in HO wa^ offended^ and they were about 
to difmifs the matter, when one of them 
obferved, that thefe people (meaning the 
Informers) had come a great way from 
their refpeftive homes su>out this bu- 
finefs, and therefore it was but right 
that they fiiouid be allowed their expences 
and lofs of time. Upon this fuggeftion, 
the juftices aAually fined the An&ioneer 
fifteen pounds^ which, together with his 
own expences » made feventeen pounds ten 
killings, bcfidc bis lofs of time." 

Mr. P. then remarks^ that though the 
ignorance of any particular law is no 
plea for a breach of that law ; yet that 
a perfon offending through ignorance or 
inadvertence cannot de&ve the fame 



degree of puntJUment as he #ho doei It 
knowingly and- with an intent to de- 
fraud. 

" It certainly (ftys he) is incumbent 
on every man to make himfcif maibr of 
thofe laws particularly which rehte to 
his own buiincfft or calline : and to place 
the whole of the afts of parliament hi 
one point of view, with the variocs or- 
ders and 1 emulations which have beca 
made rerpe6lmg them, is the intention of 
this work." 

At firlt fight the book before us will 
appear to be ufcful only to the Oentlonea 
ot the Hammer j but to brokers, filvcr- 
fmiths, bookfellers, and others who ait 
much concerned in fales, a clofcr in- 
fpeftion will (hew it to be nearly of equal \ 
utility.

An Authentic Account of an Embafly from the King of Great Britain to the Em- 
peror of China, &c.

■T»HE Chinefe alphabet is fo numerous 
-'- that the acquiiition of this alone has 
been ufually confidered as the bufmefs of 
a large portion of human life, even with 
verv clofe and diligent itpplrcation. Our 
author makes fome acute remarks upon 
this fubjcft, which (hew that the ftudy 
IS not fo formidable as it has been com- 
monlt fuppofcd. 

InChinefc, there are fcarcely fifteen 
hundred diftin^t founds. In the written 
language there are at ]eaf( eighty thoufand 
chara^ers, or different forms of letters ; 
which number, divided by the firft, gives 
fifty fenfes nearly, or charaftcrs, upon 
an average, to every found exprelTcd : a 
clifproportion that gives more the ap- 
pearance than the reality of equivocation 
and uncertainty to the oral language of 
the Chinei'e. Johnfon's Kngliifa DiSion- 
ary affords inflances of words taken in 
upwards of one hundred different fenfes, 
without any doubt being thereby felt in 
Englifh converfation ; where indeed, if 
therq were, no recourfe can be had for 
afcertaining its jpreciie fenfe, as in the 
Chinefc, to the form of the written cha- 
ni6\er peculiar to each fenfe in which the 
word is received. 

The number of words, or meanings of 
words, in any language, mult depend 
chiefly on the ftate of civilization to 
which the people that ufe it are arrived j 
and on the arts flourifliing among them. 
It is not liirprifing, therefore, that the 



Chincfe diftionary fliouW contain at fcaft J 
eighty thoufand Chara^ers. Peihaps, If 
every fenfe in which aft Englifh tcnn is 
received were confidered as a diftinft 
word, and the vaft variety of thofe em- 
ployed in the diflfercnt occupaiions of 
life were taken into the account, the 
number would not be much fewer than 
that of the Chineie. 

A certain order or connexion is fo be 
perceived in the arrangement of the 
written charafters of the Chiode, ss if { 
it had been formed upon a fyftem to take 
place at once, and not grown up, as other 
languages, by flow and diftant interriis* 
Upwards of two hundred chafafters, coo- 
fitting each of a few lines or ftrokWi 
mark the principal objefts of nature, in 
the manner of Bithop Wilkins's inti- 
fions, in his book oft the fubjcft of imi- 
verfal language. Thcfe may be con- 
fidered as t^t genera or roots ot langua^i 
in which every other word or fp^cies, w 
a fyftematic fenfe, is referred to its pro- 
per genuT. The heart is a gentt»> <>* 
which the reprefentation of a currc ^ 
approaches to the forms of the object ; 
and the fpccies nfferable to it incb* ai 
the fentitnenisy pAj/ions^ and afe^f^-* | 
that agitate the human breaft. Eacn 
/pedes IS accompanied by fome mark, ae- 
' noting the genus or heart. Under tw 
genus ban J are arranged moft trades an J 
manual cxercifcs. Under the gcB«» 
wrd, every Ibrt of fpecch, frndy, wntinj^ 
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tn<) debate. A homontal Hne marks a 
tinit ; crofTed by another line, it ftands 
^r ten, as it docs in every nation which 
wpeats the units after that number. 

The co'mpofition of m^ny of t\\t Chl- 
*efe characUra dlfpfiys confidcrablc in- 
genuity, and ftrvcs alfo to give an in fight 
into tne opinions and mnnncrs of the 
people. The charafler expiefTivc of hap- 
pinefs imrludcs abridged marks of land, 
*he fgurce of their phyHcal j and of chii- 
dren, that of their moral enjoyments. 
This charaftcr, cmbeililhcd in a variety 
tof ways, is hung up almoJl in every 
Iiouie. Sometimes writt»;n by the hand 
of the Emperor, it is Irint by him as a 
compliment, which is v<;ry highly prized, 
ami luch as he was pleafed to fend to the 
fembailmior. 

The Sixth and taft Chapter of this 
Work contains an account of thcpaffage 
to St. Helena, and home. From this 
we have nothing to cxtrafl. In the 
Appendix ale feveral tables of different 
degrees of Importance and utility. The 
firlt cxprefl'es the po'^^ulation of China 
\ and its e::tent; the fecond, its annual 
I revxnlic in money, rice, and other grain j 
the third and fourth fupply lifts of the 
chief civil and military officers ; the 
fifth gives an account of the trade to 
China of the Englifli and other Euro- 
pean nations ; the fixth ftates the amount 
of the tea annually exported, beginning 
ft'om the yea;- 177Z. In this article is 
I included a plan to prevent fmuggling 
I tea, by laying a fmall tax on houfes, fub- 
\\ mitted to Gcvcrnmentin i;83. By this 
I it appears that the tax, known by the 
name of the Commutation-Tax origi- 
bated from the Author of thefe Travels. 
There are thi-ee other tables, making in 
tlil niTTe, relative to the fame trade. 

We have now finifht-d our account of 
thefe l^i-avch, hnving exrrnfled or 
'abri^lged wh'itcver we thcu^lit molt 
likely to inftrufl or entertain oui readers. 
We do not mean to inUnuite that we 
have cxtraftcd every thing that can in- 
ftroft or entefvain them j this would 
have confiderably exceeded the llijnits of 
our plan. Undoubtedly much remains 
tinnoticcd by us, for the gratification of 
turiofity. It rauft however be confeflcd, 
that though this Work is upon the 
whole ingenioMfly and elegantly w: itten, 
there is much matter that is in dative to 
the fubjeft in har.d. Sir G. Staunton 
Certainly excels in perlpicuoitlk and fci* 
entire deicription j but this will haulty 
bear him x>ut in the diicuflion of topics 
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which have bcc!\ long ago ftilKciently 
explained. Though words are i'wift 01 
flight, and therefore termetl winged by 
the great father of poetry, they cannot, 
unlefs animated by new ideas, mount .to 
fame and foitune. The ancient- fable of 
the Sibilline volumes may convey ufcful 
(touniel to an author; who tommonly 
enhances the value of his compolition in 
proportion as hecontrafls itsdimenfion^ 
Of the wi'dom, and of the ultimate 
fuccefs of this Emhatfy, we prefume not 
to fpeak : we arc not placed on a fufficicnt 
elevation to view all the bearings and 
circumftanccs of the qucfUon. We may 
vent\ire, however, to pronounce that 
Lord Macartney* by making' out hU 
arrangements for a refiJencc of fome 
duration at Pekin', feems to have pro- 
mifed himi'elf more th'an a reafonable 
expc£lation would Juftify. To have had 
his charges defrayed by the Emperoj* 
would have been burdenfonie and uii- 
pleafant : to have been permitted to de- 
fray thcrrt from his own funds* the 
Prince mwft have departed from an eftab- 
liihed cudom for a ftranger's accommo- 
dation and (ervice. And for what uie- 
ful purpofe to his country? China has 
neither the wants, nor the fears of the 
nations of Europe. No ftates exitt 
within reach ot communication, to whom 
flie would deign to fend a Minifter j and 
the Chineii: are too (kilful and vigilant 
politicians to receive a fpy among them* 
felves, veileil under an honouiable names 
Dl their extreme cau'ion in admitting 
into their country impertinent and un,- 
brofitable foreigners, a hughableinllancC 
IS related in BclTs Travels. 

The Mandarine, who was to tondU^ 
the Ruflian En.buTy to Pekin, having 
feen, on his .inlVal at the borders, fome 
wo»v-n w.ilkii.jj^ in the fields, alkcd the 
Arrbainulor, who they were, and whither 
they were g 'Ipg ? He was to:d» they 
bclong^rd to t!i»i rctlnUe, and were going 
along with it to China. The Mandarine 
replied, thai they had women enough in 
Pekin already j and as there had never 
been an European woman in China, he 
could not be anl'werable for introducing 
the firft wiih'.ut a fpccial order fr m the 
Emperor Jiut if his Excellency would 
wait for an anlwer, he would fend A 
courier to Court for th:it purpofe4 As 
tlic return of this nic-dt.^i^er c^uld not be 
fooner than fix wecKS, it wts thought * 
more expedient to frnd back the women 
to !i thi^nfjkyt ^i^h the waggons that had 
brought the baggage from that place. 

:.$ut 
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But though we do* not wi(h to detain 
our readers with our own opinion on tHc 
expediency and advantages of this Era- 
baiTy, Come weight may be due to an 
cxtra£l from a letter, which a correfpond- 
cnt Jhas tnmfmittcd- to us, written ori- 
ginally by a miflionary fettled in China, 
and received at Canton in December 
1793. The fate of the Embafly is there 
ftated with fufficient impartiality, and 
in fome raeafure explained.. We will 
give the fubrtance 01 it as briefly as we 
can, and conclude pur review of thefe 
ToKmies. 

The miflionary aflerts, that tlie four 
objefts that were fought by the Brilifli 
Government, were i. An Eftabliflimeut 
at Pekin-, where the Kcfident might keep 
a watchful eye over the trade of the 
Englifh nation. z. An Eftablilhment 
at Chufan, where the Lion and Hindoftan 
lay in the yellow fea. 3. A i'rte trade 
to every part of the kingdom of China. 
This requcft was not to be und^rftood as 
extending to an exemption from the ufual 
duties, bir oily that the trade was not 
to be confii ed ro the fingle river of Can- 
ton ; a limitation which had taken place 
within tlie laft fifty years, during the 
reign of the prefent E)nperor. 4,. A 
fettled rate and law of duties and cuf- 
toms at Canton j which have been here- 
tofore fubjeft to the caprice and aibitrary 
impolitions of the Mandarins. 

Thefe requetts were made in various 
conferences both crally and in wi iting, 
and were ali frrmatly refufd\ the firlt 
limply and' without conmient ^ the itit 
with feme reflexions annexed of no 
pleafing or favourable complexion. The 
jBritifh prelents were confiderc-d as coftly,- 
and the behaviour cf the Enibaflador a:>d- 
his whole fuite was extremely circum- 
fpeft. The character and manners of 
Lord M'acartncy in particular were aflable 
and liberal. He has failed notwith- 
ftanding in the main purpofe of hi? 
xnifllon } and the Allowing reafons are 
aflTigned tor it by our Chinefe corrc- 
fpondent. He fays in the firft place, 
tfiat there appeared great ignorance of - 
the etiquette and cuftoms ot the Court 
of Pekin 5 and the Embafly was at- 
tended by an interpreter as uninformed 
as themfelves. They omitted alfo tto 
bring prdents with them for the Ions of 
the Emperor and the Miniliers of State. 
They pcrfifted in refufmg to comply with 



the ceremonial in pay tng homage to tW 
Emperor, and gave no fatisfa6bory reafoa 
for their fingularity. This by the way 
appeared to us non(enficalfcrupuloufiiefs» 
as we have already i-emarked in its pro- 
per place. The Embafly moreoTer pr«- 
fented itfelf at Court in apparel tooplaio 
and- fim^le for the tafle of the country 
into which they wwc fent. They went 
inattentive to the necefliiry diftributioa 
of douceurs to the various Mandarins, to 
whom were committed the care of their 
aflairs and- the provifion for their waotfr 
To thefe. caufes of fa lure another is fab- 
jbined, moK extenfive probably and <ic* 
cifive in its operation than any of the 
others : the unfavoumbic reprefentatioos 
made of the Englifli nation by a miflioti- 
ary of ereat weight with the Empaor^ 
who had confldered this Embafly as very 
inimical' to the commerce of his own 
country^ 

Our readers will' cWewre in thefe 
ftri6lure* of our corre fpondent fcroe 
marks of partiality and prejudice \ it is 
To much the more likdy that thev wca 
the fentiments of multitudes at Kj^io, 
who Were, able, openly or covertly, to ' 
obftnift Lord Macartney. But ho^rever 
fmall the commercial profits accruing 
from this Embafly may prove to our 
own country, the advantages to Europe 
muflbcconiiderable. Large importatioDS 
of intt:lleclual wealth have been conTcyftl 
by the returns of this voyage to 't\ii^ 
ftores of literature and the arts, whicb 
excited neither the fears of poIitici&r>&, 
nor tbe jtalbufy of traders ; and th«ift ^ 
will gradually fpreadwith prolific vigour 
o\»er the weftern hemifphere, in defiance 
of the intrigues of ambition, and the 
rapacity of avarice. In particular, the 
ex JUT pie of this mighty Empire will 
teach ^t fmaller nations of the globe 
the quantity of gfood which they prcFcnt 
by their rivllfliips, fufpicions, and ani- 
mofities ; that public happintfs is not 
obflrufted by a eonfuraption limited to » 
native beverage and native mannfaftureS'f 
that agriculture compenfate» for the 
want of external commerce $ and that the 
certain offipring of perpetual peace, Aib- 
ordination, frugality, and induAry, vt, 
what have hitherto been thought the great 
objcfts of government, an overflo*i»& 
revenue* and a multitiidiaotts pop^'

^e Royal Academy of Sciences of Lifbon, 
Jo^hom it waa prefcnted by his Exjccl- 
KOcyMr. Pinto, her Majefty^s Secretary 
^ State, 5tc. 

The Academy has ordered tranflations 
*o be made into Arabic, French, and Por- 
^^jefc ; and t^is cxtraft in Engiifli is 
panicularly intended for the u(c of the 
numerous bodies of Britilh fubjeAs at 
Jftfent cmpioye<i on theii" country's Ccr* 



vice in this part of Europe 5 as fhegar- 
rifon of Gibraltar, the Aect at fea, the 
troops on ihore in Portugal, and the raaf* 
ters of Britiih veflfela in its harbours. 

The Compiler lias no other information 
concerning it whatever, than that coir* 
tained in the pamphlet, nor does he kn^w 
if any thing upon the fi»bje<5l hay yet been 
publifhed in England. He leaves the 
Reader to btlieve or rejcft, according to 
his judgment; heartily wilhlng there may 
ne^'er be a neceflity for putting it to th« 
trial. 

Count Berchtold fays, that the method 
was firil piopofcd byG. Baldwin, Efq. his 
Britannic Majcfty** Agent and Confiii 

General 
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General at J&lo^ndria in Egypt, who, 
during a long refidence in that country, 
after much thought and obfervation, was 
induced to believe that the u(c of fwcet 
olive oil applied to the ikin, mi|htprovt 
beneficial in the treatment of thi$ dread* 
ful and hitherto incurable malady. 

Mr. Baldwin communicated his ideas 
to the Rev. Lewis de Pavia, Chaplain and 
Agent to the hofpital called St. Anfho- 
ny's at Smyrna ; who, after five years 
experience, pronounces it to be the mod: 
efficacious remedy hitherto made uie fiU 
for the fpace of twenty-feven years that 
the hofpital had been under his manage- 
ment. He acquainted Count Bercbtold 
with the fuccefs and the mode of appli> 
cation ; and from his communications the 
pamphlet leems principally to have been 
compofed. 

Count Berchtold further fays, that it is 
Mr. Baldwin's intention to publi/ha more 
full and philofophical relation of his ob- 
fervations and experiments } that he fa 
"voured the Count with the perufal of the 
manufcript, and permitted him to tran- 
fcribe any part ot ir^ and he apologizes 
to the world and to Mr. Baldwin for this 
iceming anticipation of the work j at the 
fame time oblerving, that he feds it an 
indifpenfablc and facred duty, to Jofe no 
time in making known a difcoverjr of 
Aich importance, particularly to tnofe 
countries that are nearer, and have more 
frequent commerce with the Barbary 
States and Ports of the Turkifh Empire. 

The dire^ftions are fimply thefe. Im- 
mediately that a perfon is perceived to be 
infe6led with the Plague, he muft be ta- 
ken into a clofe room, and over a brazier 
cf hot coals with a clean fponge dipped 
in warm olive oil,- his body mull be very 
brifkly rubbed ail oyer, for the purpoic 
t)f producing a profufe fweat. During 
the fri£^ion, fugar and juniper berries 
mud be burnt in the fire, which raiie a 
denfe hot jDoioke, that contributes to the 
effeft. 

The friflton ought not to continue 
moi^e than four minutes, and a pint of oil 
is enough to be ufed at each time. 

In general, the firft rubbing is follow, 
ed by a very copious pcrfpiration j but 
ihculd it fail of this ene^l, the operation 
may be repeated, firft wiping the body 
with a warm dry cloth ; and in order diil 
further to promote pcrfpiration^ the pa^ 



tient may take anjf trartn fudorific irinif^ 
fuch as elder- flovtrer tea. Sec. 

It is not neeefTary to touch the eye 9^ 
and other more tender parts of the bodf 
may be rubbed more gently. 

Every pofTible precafilion muft bt made 
ufe of to prevent the patient from talung 
cold, fuch as keeping covered thofe par if 
of the body not dire£Uy under the oper9« 
tion, Dor muft the linen be changed till 
thejperfpiration has entirely fubfided. 

The operation fhould be repeat«d once 
a day, until evident fymptoms of recovery 
begin to appear. 

If there are already tumours upon the 
body, they fhould dc gtntly and more 
frequently rubbed, till they appear to be 
in a ftate of iuppuration, when they m^ 
be di^fTed with the ufual plafters. 

The operation ought to be begun oa 
the appearance of toc iirft fymptoms of 
the diicafe; if negleded till the nerves 
and th? mafs of the blood are atteded, «r 
a diarrhoea has commenced, little hopes 
can be entertained of cure ; but Itill the 
patient ihould not be jdefpaired of, as by 
an adidiious application of the means 
propoled, Ibme tew have been recovered, 
even after the diarrhoea had commenced. 

During the firft four or five days, the 
patient muft obferve a very abftemious 
diet : the author allows only a fmall 
quantity of vermicelli fimply boiled in 
water. Nor muft any thing be taken fcf 
the fpace of thirty or forty days, except 
very light food j as, he fays, an indigef- 
tion in any ftage of the diforder might 
be extremely dangerous. He does not al- 
low the ufe of wine till the expiration of^ 
forty days. 

There is no inftancc of the perfon rub- 
bing the patient having taken the infec* 
tion. He fhould prcvioufly anoint him- 
felt all over with oil, and mull avoid re- 
ceiving the breath of the inftfled peri'on 
into his own mouth or noltrils. Thc^irt- 
vention to be uied in all circumftances is, 
that of carefully anointing the body, aud 
Jiving upon light and eafy digcftable food. 

One of the many ingeniouf» obferva- 
tions made by Mr. Baldwin is, that 
amongft upwards of a million of inhabi- 
tants carried off by the Plague m Upper 
and Lower Egypt during the fpace ot for- 
ty years, he could not difcovcr a lingk 
oilman or dealer in oil.

The fecond nsading of EltenTs Divorce 
Bill being moved, 

Lord Auckland rofe to give it his op- 
po6tion. He faid it was evident, from 
the printed Bill then before the Houfe, 
and from the proceedings which lately 
took place 4n a Court below, that the 
perfon whd then applied to their Lord- 
fhips had countenanced the crime, for the 
CMi(equence8 of which he was feeking 
relief $ and therefore he was not entitled 
to any from Parliament. The pra^^ce 
of obtainine divorces had lately increafed 
to a moft alarming degree, notwithttand- 
ing the efforts made by a noble and 
learned Lord, who prefided in one of the 
Courts of Juft ice, to auniihthe crime of 
adultery. This praaice, among others 
imported from France, had become hnore 
frequent fince the rejeftxon of all virtue, 
religion, and morality, in that country. 
He ^d not wifh to prevent the hearing 
of counfel on the prefent ' Bill, but hd 
certainly would vote for its rejection. 

The Puke of Athol faid, that if even 
all the obligations in the Bill fliould ap. 
pear from the ftatements of counfel to 
be true, it ought not then to be fuffered 
to pafs through that Houfe ; and for that 
reafon he thought it might be rejc^ed at 
once.

The Lord Chancellor faid, that befere 
any decision was come to on the Bill, it 
would be proper to hear what the coun- 
fel had to fay. 

The Biihop of Durham faid, he would 
not oppofe tne hearing of counfel after 
the recommendation which had juft come 
from (o high an authority. He could 
not', however, avoid complaining of the 
frequency of applications fimilar to the 
prefent. He confidered it a confequence 
of the grofs immoralities imported of late 
years into this kingdom from France j 
the Directory of which country, finding 
that they were not able to fubdue us by 
their arms, appeared as if they were 
determined to gain their ends by deftroy- 
ing our morals. They had fent over 
perfons to this country, who made the 
moft indecent exhibitions on our theatres } 
exhibitions v4lich would not have been 
allowed even Ih France ; and which,^ lb 
far firom being allowable in a Chriftian 
country, would have difgraced the ancient 
theatres of Athens and Rome, it was 
his intention to move, on fome future 
day, that an Addrefs be prefcnted to his 
Majefty, befeeching him to order all fuch 
peribns out of the kingdom, as people 
who were likely to deftroy our morality 
and religion ; and who were very pro- 
bably in the pay of France. He hoped 
that the noble Lord on the woolfack, 
with the afliftance of another noble and 
learned Lord, would confider whether 
ibme regulations might not be adopted 
to prevent that frequency of divorces 
which was a difgrace to a civilized 
country. 

Their Lordflitps then heard Mr. Dallas 
in fupport of the Bill. He ftated, that 
the only objeftion againft its paifing into 
a law was the circumftance of Mr. Eften 
havinfl^ {i?ned articles of feparation fTx>m 
his wife in the year 1789, which he did 
with great reluaance, and to which he 
was induced by the mother of Mrs. K. 
who on that account furniHicd him with 
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the means of efctping horn his creditors. 
But after Mr. £. ha^ been appointed to 
a (hip> and made fome money in the Weft 
Indies^ he wrote home, expreiTing the raoft 
ardent wiflies to be re-unjted to his witie, 
and to ihare his fortune with her ; but at 
that time Ihe was living with the Duke 
of Hamilton. All thele faas Mr. Dallas 
called witneHTes to prove. 

The Bifhop of Kochefter, having read 
over the Articles of Separation, pointed 
out certain paifages which he dehred to 
be ready and which ftated that Mr. Eften 
had agreed never to fue any perfon in any 
Common Law or Eccleftaliical Court on 
his wife^s account, or in confequence of 
any conne^^ion* between fuch perfon and 
his wife. His Lordfliip then obferyed, 
that this aci on the part of the hufband 
towards his wife was a traditio in nta* 
mem of every adulterer who walked the 
ftreets. 

The Lord Chancellor exprefled his 
furprife, that the Ecclefiaftical Court 
hail granted a feparation a mensd et tboro ' 
after what was contained in thofe ar- 
ticles. 

Mr. Dallas faid, that the Court had 
frequently granted divorces in fimilar 
^fes. 

The Lord Chancellor then rofe and 
told their Lordlhips, that previous to the 
motion he was about to make he would 
inform them, that in confequence of the 
fuggeftion of a noble Loi^, it was his 
intention to bring forward certain pro- 
portions, the obje^s of which would be 
to ftop the frequency of divorces, which 
had lately been as common, and as eafily 
attainable, as it was for a man to fuffer a 
iwovery in the Court of Common Pleas 
to bar an eftate tail. In the firft place he 
would recommend as a necelTary mea- 
fure, that a copy of the fentence'of the 
Kcciefiaftical Court iliould accompany 
every petition to thit Houfe for a di« 
vorce. Secondly, that a Committee 
ihould be appointed with power to exa- 
mine the parties who had been plaintiff 
and defendant on *Dath, in order to dif- 
cover whether there had been any col- 
Juiion between them. And, in the third 
place, he (houid propofe that an enquiry 
might be niade in order to afcertain whe- 
ther the adultery had been committed 
duiir.g the cohabitation of the hufband 
and wife, or after they were feparated. 
He would lay thefe points in the ihape 
of Refolutions before their Lordfliips on 
Monday next : and then a day might be 
£xcd upon for the purpole of taking them 



into confideratloHy that a Bill might be 
brought in grounded upon the fame. 
His Lordftiip then moved, that the Bill 
then before the Houfe be reje^ed. 

This motion was agreed to nrm^ dif, 
and the Bill was accordingly rejected.

The Royal Aifent was given bv Corn- 
miflion to the Exchequer Bills Bill, 
Lords St. Vincent and Duncan^s An« 
nuities. Gold and Silver Watch Cafe 
Bill, the Mutiny Bill, and feveral of a 
private nature. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 13. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee of Privileges, Lord Wal- 
fin^hara in the chair, and the confide- 
ration of the claim of Tho. Stapletona 
Efq. of Carlton, Yorkfhke, to the Ba- 
rony of Beaumont, being refuroed. 

The Lord Chancellor rofe, and having 
at fome length taken a compreh^Hve 
view of the fubje^ before the Committee, 
obferved^ that his opinion was generally 
contained in three proportions which he 
ihould have the honour of fubroitting to 
the confideration of the Committee} and 
in concluding, he moved thiw Relo- 
lutions, which were generally to the fol* 
lowing effcft : 

** That the Barony of ^eaumontvefied 
in Wm.

Mr. Hobart prefented from the Houfe

THURSDAY, MARCH 22. 

Mr. Perry and Mr. Lambert, the pro- 
prietor and printer of The Morning 



Chronicle, attended in obedience to the 
order of the Houfe, and having fur- 
rendered themfelves into the cuftody of 
the Gentleman Uiher of the Black Rod, 
admitted the charge againft them, and 
apolorized for having unintentionally In- 
curred their L.ordihip$* difpleafure. 

Lord Minto expatiated with feverlty 
on the offence, ana, moved, ** That they 
be committed to prifon for three months, 
and pay a fine of 50I. each,*^ which was 
carried in the affirmative 

The Duke of Bedford then rofe, and 
after a fpeech of fome length, in which 
he reprobated the conduA of Minifters,

The Solicitor General brought in a 
Bill " to prevent perfons refident in this 
country from advancing money for Bills 
of Exchange or Debts due to the Go- 
vernment of the United Provinces, or to 
any Bodies Corporate or Politic, exer- 
cibsg jurifdi^Ion within the lame, du- 
ring the war, without a licence for that 
purpofe previoufly had/'^-It was read a 
brft time, and ordered to be read a fecond 
time* 



The County Jurifdiaion Bill, after a 
converfation between Mr. Wigley, Mr. 
Burton, Mr. D. P. Coke, and Mr. Jcf- 
fery (the latter wiftiing to have the town 
of roole exempt), was read a third time, 
and paiTed. 

TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 27. 

Key worth and Great Leeke Inclofure 
Bills, and Gloucefter Road Bills, were 
read a third time, and paffed. 

Mr. Alderman Lufliington moved for 
the appointment of a Committee to revlfe 
fo much of the A£ls of the x 3th and 
I4.th of Geo. III. as relates to the ad- 
ditional duties to be paid at weighing 
engines, and to the number of horfes 
employed in drawing carriages and wag- 
gons on turnpike-roads ; and to report 
their opinions on the fame to this Houfe. 

Sir J. Sinclair wiOied that the enquiry 
ihould he extended to all the roads 
through the country, as a circumftance 
neceftary to the improvement of agii« 
culture, and one which had already em^^ 
ploved the attention of that Board. 

Mr. Alderman Lufhington was of opi- 
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nton, that the enquiry Diould be confined 
to the object which he had in view, name- 
ly, to facilitate the accefti of proviiion to 
the metropolis. 

Mr. Mainwaring faid, that the objeft 
of the Hon. Aldtiman was toincreale the 
toll en carriages and waggons, and thus 
by a fort of paradox to relieve the 
farmers. 

Sir J. Sinclair moved to omit the words 
of the motion after the Afts of the 1 3th 
and i4.th of Geo. III. This motion, by 
which the enquiry is made general, was 
agreed to. 

WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY iS. 

The Houle l»aving lefolvcd iticlf into a 
Committee on the Election Treating A&, 
Mr. 8. Smith in the chair, 

Mr. Simecn rofe to fubmit to the Com- 
mittee the daufes which he had before 
cxprcflcd his intention to bring forward. 
It would be for Gentlemen to adopt or 
rejeft them, after they bad confidtred 
their tendency, and this might be dif- 
tin^lly and generally underftood. If the 
Committee (hould agree to his bringing 
them up, he hcped they would be printed. 
Hi» object was biiefiy to make the law 
of Ele6Hons known to the Ele6\ors, to 
people engaged in the conducing of 
Eleaions, and to Members of Pailia- 
ment ; and he believed this could only be 
eflfe^ually done, by declaring what the 
law ought to be. He next brought up 
leveral clauies, which were as follow : 

** That betveen the time of ifTuing an 
Ele^ion Writ, and the return being made 
to Parliament, no Elector is to receive 
from any Candidate, or perfons employed 
by him, either Meat or Prink : and any 
carriages or other conveyances ufcd by 
the Electors mull be paid for, not by the 
Candidate or any other perlbn connected 
with the Ele6li<5n, but by the Voters, 
who are to receive no money for Ibfs of 
time ; and the fee to enable a perlbn to 
acquire the right of voting mult, in all 
cates, be paid by the perfon applying for 
it. That the votes of perfons violating 
the above claule in any of its provifions, 
'ftiall be null and void.'* 

The Mafter of the Rolls here remarked, 

that as he took it for granted the claules 

were merely propoicd to be printed, and 

vrconfidered, he would not then make 

« any oblervations upon them. 

Mr. Simeon next brought up a claufe, 
which ftated, 

«' That Candidates who fliould be 
proved guilty of ufing any of the means 
forbidden in th«. tirit claiifi: (hcuid be 



confideiTd incapable of beinff eleAcd for 
the place for which they ftooa» or for any 
6ther place in that Parliaioent, or during 
the term of fix years. 

«< That it Aiall be lawful for Caodi. 
dates to fupply with meat and drink, and 
pay the expences of a certain mimber of 
the perfons ferving on Committees, not- 
with/landing that they may be voters. 
The number of vot<irs on a Committee 
for a County Ele^ion toljc xz, and for 
a Borough 6. 

" That an oath ihall be adminii^crtd 
to er.ch voter at the time of poUJog, 
agreeably to the firft claufe.*' 

Lord Belgrave brought up two claafes, 
purporting, 

•* That during the time of an Eleftion, 
no Candidate or his agent (hould give to 
the Ele6lors ribbons or any other badge 
of diliindion. 

** That the election of any Member 
returned to Pailiament is liable to be 
queftioned on the gronnJ of having do 
icrmtr £le£%ions infringed the Ad. of 
William III. which difqualiiicatioD i;» 
to extend alike to the unfiiccefsfiil Can- 
didate during the term of 6 years." 

The Hduie being refumed, the Report 
was ordered to be taken into confide- 
ration on Tuefday the 27th of March; 
in the mean time to be printed with the 
amendments. 

THURSDAY, MARCH I. 

Mr. Grant preiented a petition from 
the Farmer* 8 Society of the county of 
Bamf, in Scotland, ftating the lofles 
fuftained by farmers in confcqucnce of 
the low price of corn, which they con- 
ceived to be owing to the importation of 
foreign grain. They prayed that means 
might he adopted to prevent the lamej 
and alfo, that no additional duties migbt 
be laid on dilHUeries. — Ordered to lie 
on the table. - 

Mr. Alderman LuOiington brought up 
the report of the Committee on whom 
was referred a petition from certain 
/hip owners, praymg for relief fromre- 
fponfibility j and obtained leave to bring 
in a Bill to tliat effea. 

Mr. Hobart brought tip the report of 
the Committee of Supply and Ways and 
Means, which was agreed to. He alfo 
brought up the report of the Scotch Dif- 
tiilery Bill, which was ordered to be re- 
committed on Tuefday next. 

The Exchequer Loan Bill was tead a 
third time, and pafled.. 

A Melfage from the Lorda informed 
the Houfe, that their Lordihips had 
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agreed to the Mutiny BUI and fome pri- 
▼Bte fiiilsy without any amendment. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 2. 

Mr. Wilbert'orcc rofc to make a mo- 
tion of which he had given notice a tew 
days ago. The object of it he would 
briefly explain. U was, he faid, well 
known that vices every day acquired 
dominion over minds una wed by autho- 
rity, and unchecked by falutaty re« 
ftraints. The objeft of his motion was 
to ftrengthcn the hands of Magiftratct, 
which, at this period, he thought more 
than ever necefliary. This could only be 
done by rendering their power more 
clear, and fubjefting the counties to the 
payment of expences of aftions for mif- 

' deineaDour&. lie wifhed to bring in a 
Bill of as general a nature as poiTible, 
that Holt. Gentlemen might have an op- 
portunity of making fuch alterations in 
It as they might wifli, and full time 
would alfo bt afforded them of exercifing 
their judmients. His Hon. Colleague 
and himiclf had been able to collet ge- 
nerally the fentimcnts of the Magiftrates 
of the United Kingdoms. Having made 
thefe general oblervations, he had no 
doubt out it was the intention of the 
Houfe to zive fupport to the Magiflratet, 
and would therefore funply move, «• That 
leave be given to bring m a BUI to em- 
power certain Courts to order expences 
of anions of mifdemeanours to be paid 
out of the county-flock.** 

Mr. Maiowannsr faid, it was with ex- 
treme reluflance he rofe to oppoie any 
motion made by the Hon. Gentleman, 
who never propofed any thing but what 

* wat evidently intended to benefit the 
community ; but he believed the prefent 
motion was not his own ; it mull have 
been founded en the reprefentations of 
interefted individuals. Had the Hon. 
Gentleman coniidered the fubje^l of his 
motion, he would have known that a Bill 
of the fame nature was brought in fome 
time ago, and had been amply difcuflfed ; 
but the Houfe had not thouzht fit to 
adopt it. He therefore expeWcd to find 
the reafons ftated why the Houfe ought 
not to reject the preient motion. The 
Gentleman who advifed the Hon. Mtrm- 
ber to bring this matter forward now, 
had lent letters to the different bounties ; 
and Mr. Mainwaring himfelf, as a nerfon 
officially interdted, received one or thefe 
letters, the propofals in whjch, afcer 
being very fully conlidered at the Quar- 
ter SefHons, were pronounced unnecetlary 
and improper. 'Thi» decifion was founded 
on the notorious incapacity of the county 



to bear any further afleiTment, and that 
the perfons, principally liable to the rates, 
were thofe who could leaft bear them. 
Under all thefe circumftances, he ihould 
deem it his duty to oppofe the Bill when- 
ever it was brought in. 

Mr. Henry Lafcelles obferved, that hy 
a late verdift of the Court of iCing*s 
Bench, Magiftrates were placed in a new 
iituation. Formerly, their expenccs were 
awarded to be paid by the county, but 
now they muft pay their expences them- 
felves. He fhould therefore fupport the 
motion. 

Mr. Rofe concurred in the fentiments 
of the laft Hon. Gentleman. 

Mr. Mainwaring contended, that the 
A£t of Parliament refpe6ling the power 
of Magiftrates was clear, and exprefsly 
prohibitory of the payment of expences 
out of the county rates. 

Mr. Buxton (iated, that Magiftrates 
were not fafe in the execution of their 
office. He was a Ma^iftrate ; and though 
a violent mob recently aifembled in his 
county, which had endangered his life, 
it had fallen to him to pay the expences 
of profecuting the offenders. Thus, 
when Magiltrates, appointed by the law, 
are endangered for tne execution of the 
laws, they muft pay the expences attend- 
ing the correction of crime, and fit down 
with empty purfes. 

On the queflion being puty leav^ was 
granted to bring in the Bill. 

MONDAY, MARCH 5. 

In a Committee on the Dutch Inter- 
courfe Bill, the Traitorous Correfpond- 
ence A&. was read, and on ihe motion of 
Mr. Solicitor General, it was agreed that 
the provifions of the faid A6t be extended 
to the prefent Bill.. 

In a Committee of Supply the petition 
and other papers prefented from the Board 
of Agriculture were taken into con£- 
deration. 

Sir J. Sinclair fbted, that the infti- 
tution of the Board of Agriculture was 
of fuch great national importance, that 
he could not anticipate any objections 
that could be urged againft his motion ; 
he fhould therefore content himfelf with 
moving that a turn, not exceeding 3000K 
be granted to the Board for the fervice 
of the year X79S. 

Mr. Baker faid, he thbught the Houfe 
ought to have a more fatisfaf^ory ac- 
count of the appropriation of the money 
already voted, particularly of lad year, 
before they agreed to any further grants. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he had no obje^ion to 
the motion. The Houfe would Teferve 
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to iifelf the power of judglog whether 
tbe iniiitutiou had or had not been of 
oational utility. If it had not, they 
might inq^uire into the realbn; and if it 
had, they wouid derive a latistaftion from 
iiecLng that the objeA propoi'ed bad been 
attained. 

Tkt motion w^as agreed to. 

TUESDAY, MAKCH6. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Reports 
of the Committees, of Supply and Ways 
ajid Means. 

On the motion of Mr. Hobhoufe, the 
accounts from the Bank, relative to the 
advances to Government, were ordered to 
be printed. 

Sir. Alderman Lufhington brought up 
the Sliip Owners* and Mailers' Relief 
£iil, which was read a firA time. On 
account of its great importance, the Hon. 
Xlembcr faid he Ihould propolc the fecund 
reading to he poiiponed to a diftant day, 
to ^ive Gentlemen an op})ortunity cf 
conhdering the iubje^l . Wcdncfday, the 
6th of April, was £^ed for that pujr- 
poie. 

THVRSDAY, MARCH S. 

Mr. W. Dundas brought tip a Bill for 
enlarging the powtus of the Company of 
Merchants ot Kdinburgh, which was 
.read a tiiit time. 

The c( mmiiment of the Slave Carry- 
i jng Bill >vas dtierred. 

The Miiiiia Pay ajid Cloathing Bill 
was brought up and read a firll time, 

Tiie Bill foi* dilcontinuing the Bounty 
nn 5ail Cloth and Canvas exported to 
Itelard, was read a third time and pailed. 

7'he Dutch Initrcourle Bill was read 
a third lime and p;iiied. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 9. 

A Meflage from tlie Lords acquainted 
the Houi'e, that tlwlr Lordfhips had 
agreed to the Land Crmmiflioners Ap- 
pointment Bill, the Watch Cafe Duty 
. Repeal Bill, the Salt Importation Bill, 
, and itveral others of a private nature* 

MONDAY, MARCH 12, 

A perfon from the Tax-cfficc prelented 
an account of the amount of the duties 
on decks and V/atches to the lateit 
pericd to wh.ch the lame could be made 
up. 

Mr. Ktt fuggcfted the propriety of rc- 
fisrriiig this account, to the Committee 
to whom the petitions upon this fubje^ 
had been referred. That Repoit^ he 
faid, he wifiied to be taken into confi- 
deration on Weduefday next, when he 
ibould propofe a doty in lieu of the pre* 
lent {iiuty qu Ckckft and Watches. 



Mr. Jones intimated his intention ta 
bring forward a motion on Friday next 
relative to the Emigrants ; which notice 
he afterwards withdrew, on an cxplv 
nation from the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. He wiihed that fonne fteps 
(houlii be taken to afcertain the nimes^ 
ages, fex, and number of the Emigrants 
in this country. 

Mr. Pitt admitted the importance cf 
the fubje£l, but he aiTured the Hon. 
Gentleman, that a learned friend of his 
had it in contemplation to propofe a re- 
viial of the Alien A£i, in which fome 
regulations would be propofed, which 
would probably meet the ideas of the 
Hon. Gentleman. i 

On the motion of Mr* Hobart, leave 
was given to bring in a Bill to incieare 
the rates to Innkeepers and others, for 
quartering foldiers. 

The Committee on the Finance Com- 
mittee Reports was deferred. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 13. 

Mr. Wilberforce gave notice of his 
intention to bring forward, on Wednci- 
day fe'nnight, a motion on a fubjcft (the 
Slave Trade) which had often been be- i 
fore tlie Houfe. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Innkeepers 
Relief Bill in the quarteiing of foldiers. 

Mr. Pitt faid, tie yellerday intimated 
his intention to go into a Committee to- 
morrow op the duty on Clocks and 
Watches. He ihculd now propofe to 
reter to the conlidcration of the fame 
Committee the duties on (everal other 
article's. He tlien moved, «* That it he 
aninliiu^ion to the Committee, to whom 
the ieveral petitions from the Clock and 
Watchmakers are referred, that they 
ihculd likewife take into confideration 
the aifciled duties on inhabited Houfes, 
Window-lights, Horfes uied in Haf- 
bandry, and Dogs.'* Agreed to. 

WEDNESDAY, MARCH I4.. 

The Innkeepers Relief Bill was reads 
fecond time. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he had on a former day 
intimated his intention to propofe a tax 
as a i'ubUitute for the tax upon Clocks 
and Watches, which it had been deemed 
expedient to repeal j but he iliould defer 
to Friday next the detail of the fubjcd 
which flood for this day's difcuilion, be- 
caufe it was neceilary to have a littk 
more time to clafs and arrange the heads 
ot the plan he propofed to iubmii to the 
Houie. At prefent he ibould confine 
himfelf to a nmple vote for the repeal of 
the Clock and Watch duty. He il^uld 
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liowcver Rate to the Houfe, that he meant 
to propoie fomc augmentation of the 
duties on inhabited houfes, Windows, 
carriages, horfeSf horfes ufed in hiii- 
bandry, and dogs. That augmentation 
would perhaps amount to one leventh, or 
an eij^hth part of the prefent duty, and 
fupply the deficiency that would be oc- 
cafioned by the repeal of the Watch 
Duty, which had been eftimatcd to pro- 
duce 200,000!. He likewife ftated it to 
be his intention to propofe fome alteration 
of the rate of AflTcflcd Taxei, independ- 
ent of the augmentation he intended to 
propofe. His chief reafon for deferring 
the detail of the refolutions fo Friday, 
was, that the various rates of duties on 
windows, accordh)g to their number, 
were of a complicated nature, which the 
interval would afford him an opportunity 
of fimplifying. In the Committee, there- 
fore, he (hould propiofe a refolution for 
the repeal of the duty on Clocks, 
Watches, and Time- pieces j and that 
the Chairman /hould be directed to re- 
port progrefs, and a(k leave to fit again. 
He then moved the Order of the Day, 
for theHoufe to refolve itfelf intoa Com- 
mittee to take into coniideration the 
<!iffcfent petitions from the Clock and 
Watch Makers, praying a repeal of the 
duties, &c. and that the feveral papers 
prefented vefterda)r and Monday, ihould 
be referred to the laid Committee. 

The Houfe having refolved itfdf into 
H Committee accordingly, 

Mr. Pitt (aid, it was, ashe^had al- 
ready ftated, his intention to fimplify 
Ibme of the Affefled Taxes, and at pre- 
knt he ihould only move ik refolution for 
the repeal of the Watch. Tax ^ but to 
prevent mifapprehenfion, he begged leave 
to ftate, that the repeal of the tax only 
anplied to the aft ot laft feilion impofing 
tne duty, and that it had no reference 
whatever to the aflfeflments, which had 
fince been a criterion of the property of 
tfaofc by whom fuch afleflnaents Were to 
be paid. He concluded by moving, 
*« That it is the opinion of this Com- 
mittee, that (he duties on Clocks, 
Watfhes, and Time pieces, fhall eeafe 
and determine. 

The Refolution was put and carried. 
On the refum|Kion of the Houfe the 
Report was ordei-ed to be received to- 
morrow, and the Committee to lit again 
on Friday next. 

Committee of Supply and Ways and 
Meant deferred to Frid^. 



THURSDAT, MARCH 15. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the report of 
the Committee, v/hich relblvcd that tlie 
duties on Clocks and Watches ftiould 
ceafe and determine. 

The Houle refolved itfelf into a Com« 
mittee on the pill for reducing the num« 
ber of holidays in certain public offices, 
and enforcing the perlonal attendance of 
the officers. 

Mr. Rofe brought up feveral claufcs, 
which were agreed to. 

The moft material were for enabling 
the CommifTioners, after the 5th of July, 
to regulate the hours of attendance at • 
the different ports, fo as to prevent trade 
fuftaining any inconvenience from delay, 
to allow a compenfation to olHcers tor 
extraordinary attendance or lof*, aiid to 
exempt the perfbnal attendance of ihofe 
who are authorifed by patent to do their 
bulinefs by deputy. 

The Innkeepers' Relief BUI went 
through the Committee, and was ordered 
to be reported to-moirov/. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 16. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that from the variety of 
details necelfary in the new duties which 
he ii^tendcd to propofe in lieu of the 
Watch and Clock Duty, the k^c of 
which would neceflarily go into as great . 
detail as the variety of the ch^-get, upoa 
the number of windows, and the various 
proportions to which it related, he muH 
be under the ncceility of poftpontng the 
Committee on that fubje^ to Mondav. 

The Report of the Holiday Abolition 
Bill was read, and the Bill ordered to be 
engrofled. 

MONDAY, MARCH 19. 

Mr. Wilbertorce put off his motion on 
the Slave Trade to this day fe'nnight. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob- 
ferved, that he had on a foi-mer occafioa 
ftated the general outline of the plan he 
intended to fubmit for fupplying the de- 
ficiency that would be occafioned by the 
repeal of ^e duties on Clocks and 
Watches. It confided in a confolidatioa 
of rates, and chiefly in a confolidation and 
augmentation of the rates on inhabited 
houfes, according to the number of win« 
dows. It was intended to. include all 
thefe in one table, and to itrcreafe moli of 
the articles, in order to make the genera^ 
fcale more regular, to avoid iTai-lions, 
and to prevent any fudden rife, and Hop* 
ping up of a great number of windows. 
The prefent amount of the duty he ftated 
to be 1 ,259,000!. and the increaled amount 
at I S 6; wool. It waft likewife propofed 
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t» confolidate other duties upon houfe- 
keepers, in the articles of fervants, horles, 
4ogs, and carnages. He did not pro. 
pole to make any regulations in thefe, 
except wiih a view to avoid fraflions. 
The increafe that vvrould occur from this 
confolidation^ added to tlie fura of 
I<6,oool. would produce a total of aboivt 
ao5,oool. It would appear to the Houfc, 
he faidy that very detailed relblutions 
muft be propofed in the Committee of 
Wavs and Means. He (hould move tbcfc 
refolutions to-day, and afterwards pro- 
IKsfe that the table of the old and new 
rates, which he held in his hand, (hould 
be printed, in order that it might be de- 
livered with the votes, before the con- 
fideration took place, which would per- 
haps happen on Wednefday. He then 
moved} that the Speaker ihouki leave the 
chair.— Agreed to. 

The Houle having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee of Ways and Means, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved his fiift refolutlon, ** That it is 
the opinion of this Committee, that the 
duties on inhabited houies, impoied by 
the 2 9th of the prelent King, do ceale 
and determine.*^ — Agreed to. 

The heads of the other refolutions 
were likewife read, agreed to, and the 
ttport ordered to be brought up to. 
morrow. 

Mr. Ryder called the attention of the 
Houfe to a fubjedl of confiderable im- 
portance. Great inconvenience had been 
iultained by tftnners, from the fcarcity of 
oak-bark, occafioned by the immenfe 
quantity of oak conveyed to the dock- 
yards, and the prafllce of (hipping trees. 
Experiments had been made on elm- bark, 
ana it was found that it would anfwer 
the purpole nearly as well. He moved 
that an At\ of James I. fpcci lying the 
articles to be ufed in tanning, ihould be 
read j which being done, he gave notice 
of his intention to move for leave to 
|}ring in a Bill to repeal the (aid A6t, 

TUESDAY, MARCH 20. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the report of 
the AlTefled Taxes Committee, which 
was read, and ordered to be taken into 
farther conftd^iation to-morrow, 

Mr. Ryder brought up the Bill for 
rejijealing the A£l of James I. relative to 
tanners, curriers, &c. which was read a 
firft time. 

The Honfe having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee on the Bill for aboli/liing 
certain Offices in the Cultoms, &c. 

The * Chancellor of the Exchequer 
t>rc light uj> icveral claufes, whi^h were 



adopted, and the report was ordered U 
be received this day fe'^nnight. 

WHDNE5DAY, MARCH 21. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the further confide&tion of the Al« 
fefled Taxes. 

On the queftion for the refolutlon beli^ 
read a iecond time, 

Mr. Huflty fubmitted the propriety ol 
pollponing the motion. The reiblutioi^j 
he remarked, had not been read in da 
Committee, the repcrt had been receivfl^ 
without a (ingle comment, and the fonati 
of the Houfe £0 multiplied, that it waj 
impo(rible to know in what ftage it w^ 
intended to difcufs thofe fefblutions. 

Mr. Pitt faid he had no objeAion to 
delay, if any Member wiflied the relb- 
lutions to he po(fponed. He fhouldy 
however, confider himlclf obliged to brj] 
Gentleman who would have the goodneiS; 
to exprtfs his doubts, as a very fc», 
words might perhaps remove tbem. ' 

Mr. HulTey contended, that the Rigkt| 
Hon. Gentleman had not adhered to the; 
principle he profefled ; for on examinii^ 
the fcale roiiHitely, it would appear thatj 
it fometimes lofe and fometimes fell. He i 
therefore wi(hed to fee the printed reft* 
lutions— -170 windows amounted onlyt» 
3l.6d. whereas, after the fcale left oC. 
180, an additional duty of zs 6d. was to*' 
be impofed upon eveiy window 5 fothat! 
the addition of 80 windows to i So woalj I 
make the increafe lol. Another radot j 
why he wiihed the relblutions to be poi«^ i 
poned was, that an increafe of i»,oeol.'^ 
was iiated upon inhabited hou fes, which 
was not even alluded to in the pnntoi 
table. '^ 

Mr. Pitt faid, it was his objeA to cf- 
tablifh an uniform increafe upon a fcak 
that would obviate the inconveniences 
and in egul vities of the old fy item. With 
refpe^ to the inhabited hou fes, the rate 
was 6d. upon houies under sol. a year 
rent, 9d. under 40'!. and is. upon all 
above 4.0I. but in addition to thoie rates', 
there was aol. per cent.

« The tapad maith of the Army of 
Italy to Rome» to avenge the murder com* 
tnitted upoa the perfon of General Do« 
phot, is an undoubted proof of the ea- 
gemcfs with which every Frenchman is 
ready to facrifice hia life for the liberty 
and happinefs of his country. Never- 
thclcfs, certain individuals, inveiloi with 
authority, fo thit>ugh all the riched 
houles in this city, and carr^ off the moft 
valuable effe^s without giving anj re- 
ceipt. . Such ofiences ought not to pail 
with impunity i they cry for vengeance 1 
they difgrace the French name, which 
now in a peculiar manner is calculated 
to infpire refpeil throughout the uni* 
verfc. Yes j we fwear by the EtcrnaJi 
in whoft temple (the Aotunda) we arc 
aflembled, that we difapprove of all the 
fpoliation* committed in the city of Rome

On the t tth inft. died at EiigKih Har- 
bour, Charles Feterfon.Efq. Firft Lieu- 
tenant of his Majefty^s A^ip Ferdrix* 
This event was occafioaed by a difpute 
between the decealed and Lord Camel- 
fold, upon the right of commanding at 
Englilh Harbour.' Lord Camelford com* 
manded his Majefty's (loop of war the 
Favorite* by virtue of an order or war-> 
fant from Adaiiral Harvey} and Mr. Fe- 
terfon, though an older lieutenant than 
Lord Camefford» had lately lerved on 
boai|d that ihip under his command y but 
hayioe been removed to the Ferdrix, and 
Lord vamelfotd not having a conimiffioii. 
aa malter and commander, Mr. Peterfoa 
being then at Engliih harbour, fuppof. 
ing bimiclf to be the commanding o£. 
ceri and, under that idea, SfTued fome 
order! to Lord Camelford, which weru 
anfwered by other orders from Lord C. 
to Mr. Pererfon. Upon Mr. Fetcrfon's 
refulal to obey thefe orders, aLieutenanti 
with a party of marines, were fen t to put 
him under arreft, and Mr. F. prepared for 
refinance, and ordered the crew of the 
Pcidrix to arm in his defence. But be? 
fore any confli£t took place, Lord Ca- 
melford arrived, went ub to Mr. F. and 
demanded if he would ooey his orders or 
not, and upon being anfwered in the ne- 
gative, he immediately (hot him dead up* 
on tl^e fpot. 

An inc^ueil was taken by tlie coroner 
the neat dayj byt the jury, not being 
willing to take upon themtelves the de- 
termination of the ouetticn upon whom 
the command at Englifh Harbour had de- 
volved, foupd oD.ly that the deceaied had

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been (hot by Lord Camelford In confe* 
^ucnce of a mutiny. 

The fottowing it an Extraft of a Let- 
ter from an Officer in his Majefty'f (hip 
Vengeance, datetj Antigua, Feb. 9. 

•* No doubt you have heard of the 
death of Lieutenant Ptterfon, of his Ma^ 
jetty's Ship Perdrix, who was (hot by 
Lord Camelford. The circumftance's are 
as follow i 

•* Lord Ca«Yflford has the rank of ma- 
fler and commanderi and has the conn- 
sand of his Vfajeiiy*s floop of war tho 
Javoirit*. The Favorite and Perdrix were 
lying ia Eogli/h Haib^vr on Saturday 
the ii\U of January, at which time 
Captain Fahie» of the Perdjrix> was ab- 
lent in ^t^ Kitts. Mr. Peterlbn was Firft 
JLietttenant of the Perdrix. Lord Cancel - 
fid, at being commanding officer at that 
time in Englifh Harbour^ ordei'ed I^ieu- 
tenant Peterfon to row guard in the 
iarbour for that night. This order 
Lieutenant Peterfon refufed to obey. 
Captain Fahie being Lord Camelford's 
lemor officer, and his Lord(hip having 
thertfore» in his opinion, no rieht to 
Ipve the order. Both (hips were hauled 
along-fide the dock- yard, repairing, and 
the companies of each iliip coTleSed 
^und the party in the dock yard> whera 
the altercation began. Many words 
faffed between the Lieutenant and his 
jLordOiip, but ftill Mr. Peterfon rcfufed 
to obey. About twelve of the crew of 
the Perdrix came to the fpot armed in p. 
hw mtnates afterwards, and Loid Ca- 
'melford brought fix of his marines to 
the place, armed alfo. Mr. Peterfon 
BOW drew up his men in a line, and 
he ftood at their head with a (Word 
by his fide ; Lord Camelford alfo drew 
up his fix men in a line fronting the 
Pcrdrix*s people, and diftant about four 
yards. His Lordihip then quitted the 
place for about two minutes, and re- 
turned with a pillol in his hand, which 
he had borrowed of an officer of the yard. 
Mr. Peterfon was ftandinjr at the head of 
his men, as before, with his fword drawn, 
. the point of it reiiing on the ground. In 
this pofition Lord Camelford went up to 
him with his piftol in his hand, and 
faid, «< Do you ftiU perfift in refufing 
to obey my orders ?" ^T® which thf 
Lieutenant anfwered, " Yes, I do r?- 
fufe." On w4iich Lord Camelford in- 
l^antly clapped the piftol to hi« right 
breaft, and fired. Mr. Peterfon fell on 
his back immediately, and nev^r fpoke 
a word more, or moved, as the ball wcnf 



entirely through his body. His coiple 
was then carried into the capftan.houfc, 
where Lord Camelford attended and exa- 
mined the hftiy • The armed part of the 
crews of tne two (liips quietly went oa 
board their refpe^ive (hips, and Lord 
Camelford gave himfelf up as a prifo* 
ner to Captain Matfon, of the Beaver 
floop of war, in which (hip be was car* 
ried up to the Admiral in Fort RoyalBay, 
and there tried and acquitted. His 
Lord(hip gave in a very admirably writ- 
ten defence, containing eighteen pages, 
very clofely written. He is now re- 
turned to this place, and is again in 
command of his tnip. Lieutenant Peter- 
fon was a native or Nevis, of ^. very rr* 
fpeflable family there, imd quite a 
youth. 

The foUowiflg is the fentcnce of a 
Court-Martiai aflTembled and held on 
hoard his Majefty's (hip Invincible, in 
Fort Royal Bay, Martinique, the zothof 
January 1798, and held by adjoummcnt 
everyday afterwaids (Sundays excepted) 
until the 15th.

THIS morning Mr. Barrett, of No. 
72, Cheapfide, a wholeiale dealer 
ID the Manchefter line, was apprehended 
by Lawrence, a City Marihalman, at the 
Crofs Keys, on the Surry fide of Black- 
friars Bridge, on a charge of having 
forged, or being concerned in forging, 
fcveral bills on the houfe of Mr. Stan- 
fitld, in Watling-ftreet, who is allb in 
the Manchefter line. On his being fjrlt 
apprehended, he denied his name, but on 
being identified by a perfon who knew 
him, he refigned liimi'clf. When he 
arrived at the Poultry Compter, he fcnt 
to the Lord Mayor, i-equelting he would 
iwiulge him with a private hearing, to 
which his Lordfhip immediately confent- 
cd. His examination came on at. feven 
o'clock in the evening, previous to 
which, two officers were lent to his 
houfe bv his Lordfcip, to fcize all pa- 
pers and letters, as it was expeftcd that 
'dmc important matters would be deve- 
loped refpci^ing the forgeries in which 
Mrs. Adamfon, Wilkinlbn, and Ka- 
^na, are involved, which turned out to 
^ the laft. Several letters were found, 
yhich have been received from houfes 
'nd liferent parts of the country, threat- 
ening him with immediate apprehenilon 
if their bills were not taken up, as 
^^y had fome fufpicion they were for- 
geries. Thefb bills were paid. 

It is dreadful to relate the many bills 
that appeared to be in circulation, pur- 
portiog to be drawn at Guemfey, Ame- 
rica, and various places, payable and ac- 
cepted in the names of perlons who have 
»o exiftence, the moft part of which are 
<iireaed to be paid at No. 14, Old 
Change, the late refidence of Kavana ; 
hilt almoft every bill is accepted by a 
<*ifferent nanrie. 

At the time appointed he was brought 
htfere the Lord Mayor at the Maniion- 
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Houfe^ when Mr. Stanficld attended his 
examination, and the bill of 54I. is. 
was produced on which the proiifcu* 
tio'n was brought, and which bore the 
indorfement oF Mr. Barrett, fcom vvhom 
Mr. Star.fieid fwore he received it. 
The bill purported to be drawn at 
Bri/lol in America, by Andrew Moxan), 
on Richard Griffin, No. 24./ Old Change, 
in favour ot Samuel Rci's and Son. Pro- 
per enquiry had been made, but no fuch 
perfon could be found. Mr. Stanfield 
further depoi'ed, that he was the holder 
of two other bills which had been (hewn 
to Mr. Barrett, who informed him they 
would net be honoured, as they were ail 
fiflious names. He was accoidingly 
committed to the care of two officers, 
who each took hold of an arm till they 
arrived at the gate of the Compter, when 
tlie turnkey went forward to open it, and 
left the prifoncr with his partner. Mr. 
Barrett availed hirafelf ot the moment, 
made a I'udden fpring from under his 
arm, and effe^ed his efcape. 

Aakil 6. A fmall party of Gentle- 
men from the citv, codipoied of MelTrs. 
John Mellifti (or the houfe of John Gore 
and Co. of Bilhopfgate-ftreet), Mr. Wil- 
liam Bofanquet, of Bifhopfgate-ftreet, 
and Mr. Peter Pole, of Mansheld-ftreet, 
Portland -place, quitted town for Wind- 
for, with a view of taking a few days 
hunting with his Majefty*s ftag houncls, 
thefe Gentlemen accompanied the hounds 
on Saturday. His Majefty, underftand^ 
ing they were from the city, and gentle- ^ 
men who ranked highly in the commer- 
cial world, dire5led that a deer of much 
fpeed and bottom (hould be turned out 
on Tuefday for tlieir diverfion at Lang<> 
ley Broom . A chace of many hours was 
the confequence of this arrangement : the 
deer was turned out about nine oVlock 
in the morning, and was taken at tliyee 
in the afternooA,. after a mn of an un- 
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qfual didance, between Chertfey and 
Stainei. 

After the chacc had ended, the ffcn- 
tlemea rctuin«it to the calUe at Snlthill, 
whei^ Mr. Mcllilh had kii his caninge, 
for which place tht ^^arty let off for 
London iinmedhtely after dinmr. Potl- 
horicft were put to the cnniage, and 
tliey wers pioceedlng on thcii' way to 
town, when, about half an hour pall 
eight, and within a quarter of a mile of 
the Magpies, on Hounflow Heaih, they 
were attacketl by two footpads, who 
ftarted out of a hedge, one of whom flood 
at the heatis of the h'^rlirs, while the other 
went to the fide of the carrisfge, and, 
ijrithv'Ut any previous intimation, inftant- 
ly tireit a pittol, the contents of which 
pafltrd through the window en the left- 
i:aT,d fide, thi-ough the frame of that on 
tlie oppofile fjde. On the windows be- 
ing put d^wn, tlie affaffins demanded the 
fii-e-arms in the chaiJe j they were in- 
formeil by the gentlemen there were none, 
whereupon a fecond piftcl was dilcharged 
into the cai'riage, and their mi'nty de- 
manded. Mr. MtUiHi gave.his watch, Mr. 
Pole a notc-cirle, containing fome Imall 
bank>notes, and Mr. Bcia-.iquet gave 
them all the money h»; had in his pocket. 
Neither' of them exprelied a de'uc of re- 
ffltance, but immediately fui rendered 
their property. After the mbbers had 
obtained their booty, and before the cai- 
riagc was allowed to proceed, a third pi- 
ftol was difcharged from the right-hand 
fide of the carriage, the contentJi of which 
entering the window in an oblique direc- 
tion, and, Mr. Mellifti being Icated in the 
left corner of the carriage, unfortunately 
ftruck him in the forehead. Mr. Pole, 
who wis ieated in the oppolite corner, re- 
ceivtd the g^inpowder in his face and 
eyes, whtere it lodged, and for a fhort 
fpace oi' time deprived him of his light. 
The perlbn who fired rhis laft pillol, af- 
tdr utteiing a nwfl horrid oath, direfled 
the boy to drive on. They had not pro- 
eeccWd mat^y yards when Mr. Bolanquet 
aiked his companions if they had received 
any injury. To which Mr.Mdlifti itplicd, 
tnat he feared he was hit en the head ; 
.and , on coming upfo the light at the Mag. 
pits, his face and clothes were j»erceived 
to^be covered with bloo*l ; the ball from 
the lalt pillol had entered his forehead 
about half inch above the right eye. He 
was much cxhaultcd from the loTs of 
Mood, and was carried up flairs at the 
Mrigpies, and laid on a bed. A ;iiel- 
fen^r was difpatched inflantly to Houn- 
Uow tor ^lutar.oc, and Mr. Frogkry, ah 



eminent furgcon and apothecary of that 
place, in proceeding tliither, was (top- 
ped and robbed by the (iune gang. The 
feat of the wound was too com plicated 
and difficult perhaps for Mr. Frogley's 
Angle interference, and accordingly a 
rutienger was difpatched toLondon« who 
brought down Meflra.. Bliaard, Jones, 
and Ku(h: by whole united aid, bow* 
ever, the fituaticn of the bullet couSd Dot 
be difcovered. Mr. Mcllifh died on Sua- 
day. 

1 1 . The CommiiTion for the trial cf 
the perfons in cuftody for High Treafon, 
was opened at Maidilonr before the Jni- 
• tices Buller and Heath j and on Thurl- 
day morning Mr.O*Conncr,Mr. O^Coig. 
ley, Mr Binns, Mr. Alley, Jeremiah 
Leary (Mr. O'Conner's fcrvant) were 
brought to the bar. 

Mr. Jullice Bullcr informed them, that 
the Grand Jury of ihe county had fou! J 
a bill of indictment againfl them tor 
High Treafon ; that the Court intended 
toadjcuiTi to the 30th inftant, when they 
would be arraigned, and that probably 
their trials would come on the next di?y. 
He then ^fked if the prifoners had any 
thing to pray of the court. 

Mr. O'Ccnnerfaid, he wifhed to knew 
if he was informal in afking whether hi* 
trial could not be put oft' till a later day, 
as he might have occalion to bring wit- 
ncfTcs from Ireland. 

Mr. Jullice Buller anfwcred, that t^^ 
Court could fay nothing to that j hut 
that, if he wifhed *to have counfel afl^gn- 
ed him, it could noW be done. Mr. Pio-

The opening of the commiflion brought 
a great number of perfons to Maidftone.

The following is an extra6l from the 
Charge of Judge Buller : 

•< Onr cmjuiries, as appears by our 
ccmraiflion, arc to be confined to High 
Treafon and Mif-prlfion of Treafon. It 
was. tlie happinefs of this country, for a 
feries of yeait, to be almoft flrangef* 
to the crime of Treafon, until new prin- 
ciples and opinions were adopted in 
l^^rancc, and which have onfortunatdy 
mifled the minds of unthinking peopk, 
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•nd which were broached by the difcon- 
(cnred in this Country, who hive purlued 
nieans which tend to the introdu^ion of 
the fame kind of anarchy and confuiion 
vrhich lately prevailed in France. Pow- 
erful at thefe opinions have been in 
France, and cxtenfive at have been their 
isfluence, they cannot make way in the 
mindt and affeaiont of the fteady and the 
iober part of the people of thit country ; 
becauiis our Conftitutton fliews us, that 
men may, with ut, live happy if they 
plea/e ; and the Law ftiowt equal protec- 
tion from the bigbeft to the loweft, to 
M the meinbert of our community. In 
the prefent ftate of our conttitution and 
fforernroenty we have nothing to fear 
irom power and authority, for the civH 
magiftiate can only a6l on the advice of 
others, . and they are refponfible for their 
coodvA, and cannot give any advice but 
Atch as the law' of the realm fan£tioot. 
We have full fecurity for our freedom^ 
(or no law can be enaSed which will not 
render every member of the I,effinative 
Body liable to its effea, as well as the 
pooivft iob}ea in the realm; and the law, 
while it raftrnns vice, it alfo the (ccurity 
of virtue. There it not in thit counh'y 
one rute or meafurcof aAion for the rich, 
•ikI another for the poor$ both are 
equally governed by the law.' rank, 
fortune, and authority have> with ut, 
w power to oppreft the needy j every 
crime which one man mav commit to- 
wards another is prohibited, and the ag. 
grcttor it punifll<^d by the law. Every 
p-ievance which a man feelt, every in- 
jury he fuftaint, it redi^fled and repaired 
by the law. It is in thit fyftem of human 
fociety, that true and valuable equality 
conliftt. Difference uf rank and ftation 
is the certain efFcft of fucti a fyftem j 
men, by fuperior talentt and I'uperior ap- 
plication, excel their neighbourt, ami 
vlnue itfelf would be left without on; 
of its happieft incentives, if the prudent 
and induftriout were put upon a footing 
with the diifipated and idle. 

^ It may, perhapt, ieem ftrange to 
ibme, (hat a niraiber of men (hould wifli 
to adopt another form of Government ; 
but it wat the obfervation of a verv wife 
man, « that he who goet and tells the 
people that they are not fo well governed 
at they pught to.be, will never want 
hearers.*' The reafon for it it a very 
plain one ; the fecrett that belong to a 
Government, the dtfficuttiea and per- 
plexities of it are great, and almeft in- 
numerable ; they are alfo, many of them 
H kail; lApvitablei and t]M people at 



Jar^e have not fuffidtnt jiiHgmenf to con- 
fidtr duly of thvi't tWngt. Among there 
difhdvantagct, that are inftparahle from 
every Stare, much mifchicl may be done 
by defigning men j much mi (chief bat 
been dene by dweliing on imperfefliuilt 
Which are in le parable from every human 
fyltem, and by imputing all the evils 
which happen to a Suie, to the |;eneral' 
corruption of its rulert $ by which ar. 
ti6ce the people are taught that they 
ought, for their o^n fafcty, to take the 
Government into their own hands. They 
wouki do well to confider, whetHet any 
change of Government could lerve them. 
They would do well to remember, that 
Government, even if Monarchy were b6 
part of it, mult, from the nature of the 
thing, foon fall into the bands of a few, 
and the condition of the maft of the 
people would not be In the leaft improved^. 
Under our prefent fyftem, we lee daily 
that private individuals, by the due and 
diligent application of their talents, ac* 
quire large fortunes, and obtain the 
hi^heft ranks and honours j of the truth 
of this, the inftances are numerous in 
every department. But as no State ever 
did) nor ever could, fatisfy all dcicriptioM . 
of men, we have had, and we Itill have, 
thofe.who are diicontented. Ope man 
thiokt hls.meritt are negle^ed, and 
imputes the fault to the Government un- 
der which he lives, although, in truth, 
lie may over-rate his value. 

*' Orhert have brought tbemfelvet to 
indigence, cr embarrairment, by theic 
own imprudence, and conceive that a 
general change of things will better 
their condition { fuch deicriptions o^ men 
look to anarchy and confuiion as (ht 
chance of their relief. In the due ad* 
miniilration of the Law, and the regular 
couric of Government, they can hope for 
no advantage. TIcy are in hafte to bet- 
ter their condition j they therefore wifh 
for that diibider in the State,, by which 
they Iiope, but they vainly hope, to ob» 
tain in a dny, and on the fudden, that 
affluence and honour, which is properly 
the reward only of a virtuous and long 
K^e. Such^cn have exifttd, more or Icls 
numeroufly, at all timet, and it has been 
the policv of the Law of England to 
check ana thwart their viewt. To guard 
againft fuch turbulent fpiritt, the cpk»- 
mon Law,' and alfo the Statute, have 
made variout provifient.** 

His Lordihijj then went into « de- 
fcriptipn of the variout a6^8 and intents 
which conftitute High Treafon, and eon- 
eluded with aJuring the Jury, that the 
O o a Court 
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Covrt would be ready on every occa-fton, 
when they were \n doubt> to aid ihem 
with their advice. 

13. This evening, at fcven o'clock, 
Mr. Sylvefter, and three other mcffengtr^ 
belonging to the Duke oH Poniand's 
office, together with three Bow-It reet 
officers, and Emmeri'on, beadle of Man> 
/chefter, arrived in town from that place 
with the following perfons apprehended 
by them on Tuelday night and Weduef- 
day morning, on fufpicion of High 
Treafon, viz.

Thomas Towle, a fpinncr ; and William 
Chetham, a cotton-manufa£lmcr. They 
sreic all fafely lodged in the Houfe of Cor- 
rection in Cold -bath fieldsl They were 
elcorted to London by different parties of 
the military. An attempt was made at 
Msinchefter to refctie Hiighes, which, by 
the vigilanpe of the officers, was de- 
feated. The papers found upon the 
prifeners are left in the pofleiTion of Mr. 
Floud. . 

The brother of Cowdrcy was alfo ap» 
prchended, but nothing appearing to cri- 
minate him, he wastlifcharged at Man- 
chefter. ' All the above priloners, expept 
Chetham and Cowdrey, are Iriihmcn. 

It is afferted, that the perfons brought 
from Mancheder are accufed of having 
adminitlered an oath, fuppofed fimilar to 
that of the United Iriih, to j 50 foidiers, 
and many others. 

One of the Cowdreyg was lately em- 

Soyed as a compofitor on one of the 
Midon anti-miniftorial prints. His fa- 
ther, if we miftake not, is in cuftody for 
having printed a libel. 

19. The moft fprtunjite difcoveries of 
the defigns of the traitors to their coun- 
try have refulted from the apprehending 
of the perfons at Manchefter. Sixteen 
perfons belonging to the London Cor- 
rtfpondlng Society were the night before 
)aft taken into jcuftody, and at twelve 
o'clock laft night, another divifion of the 
S«iciety (and we believe the head of it) 
I called the Executive Committee, whilit 
fitting -in high confplt. 

This poinmittee had long met, very 
fecrctly, in a large old building in the 
palTagc leading out of Newtuftic-fticet, 
Strand, into Craven-bviildings. Sixteen 
piembers of the Society were laft night 
found fitting, with a box, boo|cs, papers, 
&c. and fcvcral delk», as if the lecrji- 



tariet of the different dirifions were tliele 
to take down the minutes of the refo- 
lutions of the Executive Cominittet. 
There was alfo an elevated feat like a 
pulpit. Eight of tbefe democrats were 
firft conveyed to Carpmears, in Bow- 
ftreet, while the other eight remained 
uxider guard : the fecond eight were af- 
terwards taken avray, and all of then 
were lodged in Iccure cuftody. The boi» 
with the papers and the books tied cm 
the out fide ot it, was taken away by the 
King's MefTenger. 

Ainong the various papers that have 
been found in poflTtflion of the confede- 
racy, is a letter from the Correfponding 
Society to their coadjutors at Mascbcl^ert 
complaining that ibey have no armsf ani 
that for. want of them they cannot a& 
with any confiderable efFc^. In acfwer 
to this application, they are told by ibnc 
brethren at Manchefter, *** The belt arms 
you can employ is FIK£ !*' 

Further arrefts of members of the 
Correi'ponding Society were made the 
next day, both in town and couqCnr. la 
a houft in Cow Crois, whcr^ tome of 
them were taken, 500 pikes and daggas 
were found. 

Among thofe arrefted in Craves Houfe 
were Lem^itre, who was implicated ia 
the plot f(M; attempting to kill the King by 
means of an air-gun i GaUoway,Secretaiyj 
and Hodgfon, the hotter, of WeftminHer. 
They had long ailcmbled in the room. 
The houfe viras kept by an old woman, 
and is inhabited by other perfons. This 
old woman, in fweeping tne floor, picked 
up a card, which, uppn ihewing to ibn^ 
perfons, diicovered the buAneU of the 
meetings. It is fuppofed that Ibme 
very important inforxpatipn h^s been ob- 
tained. 

Among the papers feized belonging to 
the Committee of the Correfponding So- 
ciety, was one called " The Torph, or a 
Light to enlighten the Nations of Eurojw 
in theif way towards f ea^e and Happi- 
ncfs," partly extracted from a blaf- 
phtmoqs Frenph publication, tending to 
excite, by way of dialogue, the middling 
and lower orders of the people, and (be 
foldiery, againft the Legiilatiyc, Ecck- 
liafiipal, anq MagiiUpal authorities. 

Bone, the Bock It 11 er (who kept in 
Lower Holborn a Keying I^oom tor tbe 
Democrats), and Spence, in Little Tum- 
l^ile, who publiihed P/^j* Meatt or Food 
for Swinf^ are among the perfons it* 
relied*

The Pallas arrived in Aymouth Sound 
00 Tueftiay moningy from a cruize oiF 
the coatt of France. Soon after (he an- 
chored, a heavy gale of wind came on 
from the S. by W. attended with a inoft 
trnnendous fea^ which continued with 
iacreafing violence until about feven 
oVlock on Wedneiday momisg^ when 
file parted with one ot her anchors, and 
^ovc much nearer to the (hore before 
her other anchors could bring her up. 
The yards and topmafts were then Aruck, 
and flie rode with an apparent degree of 
fafety until half pall eight, when Ihe 
^ again began to drive. The crew now 
cut away all her mafts, to prevent her 
holding fo much wind ; but, notwith- 
ftaoding all their exertions, /he did not 
bring up, though with three andiors a- 
bead» until the aKer part fti uck upon the 
rocks in the Bay, between Withy Hedge 
and Mount Batten Point. The tide, by 
this time, was at ftrong ebb» and the (hip 
remained with her head to* the lea, being 
kept in that fituation by means of her 
fables and anchors until a quarter paft 
three o'clock, the lea making a free and 
tremendous break over her. Though 
Jiow quite aground abaft, the fea railed 
her fore- part fo much, that the cables 
parted, and the furf heaving her broad- 
ikle rovnd> beat againft her with fo much 
fury, that (be was every minute com- 
pletely hid fropi the yiew of the fpeda* 
t9n* Whilft in (his itruatioii> every 



hope of the crew being faved Teemed at 
an end j but providentially, from the 
circumftance ot her drawing lefs water 
forward than abaft, every fucceeding furf 
forced her bow round nearer to the land* 
until flie got again nearly end on with 
her ftein to the iea. The (hip being now 
quite aground, fore and aft, me was thus 
made to- heel towards the ihore, and by 
the latter fortunate circumllance, the 
crew were Iheltered from the violent beat 
of the fea, and expofed only to the fpray, . 
which every minute formed a cloud over 
them. In this ftate the ihip lay till eleven 
o'clock, when the crew were out of dan- 
get, and by noon the tide had left her 
io as to enable the officers and men to 
get aihoie with fafety. The gale abated 
about one, and the crew^ with the peo]4e 
from the dock yard, began to get out the 
ftores, the greater part of which will be 
faved. .A more melancholy fcene, for at 
leaft two hours, could not be witneiTed, 
as no other profpc6l appeared during that 
time than the lofs of the whole crew, be- 
caufc, in their then fituation, no aflift- 
ance could pofllbly be givea to them, 
cither on the land or fea fide. On boaid 
the Pallasy one man only ioil his life, and 
he was killed by the fall of the main- 
mafi. The ihip was reduced to fuch a 
ilate of wreck, that (he could not be g«c 
cif, and it was expected ihe would tail 
to pieces the next flood tide. 

A boat belonging to the Canada, in 
attempting to go to the relief of the 
Pallas, was upfet, and Mr. MalTey, aA- 
ing Lieutenant of the Canada, and three 
feamen, were unfortunately drowned*

IT bat been well obfervcdof Bl6- 
gi-aphy, ** That every fife of ao il- 
luftrious perfon contains lomethingwhich 
is yaJuabie to that art>. that fcience» or 
thoCt virtuesi in which he excelled/* 
It becomes, therefore, not only the life 
of the artift, or the profeilional man, but 
R portion of that art, or that profeflion ; 
not only a tribute to individual virtue, 
l»ut to virtue itfelf. 

Few men, upon this principle, h^ve 
deferved more a niche in the Temple of 
Worthies than the fubjeA of thefe Me- 
opotra. Of tlie profeflion he was bred 
ia, he was long a refpe£lab1e member, 
j^ the trudl (enfe of the word ^ — refpe6t- 
Hj^k 10 the l^nowledge of his art, and 
itfpefiRbie in t^he /jumau^ applicaition of 
It ; he wUf heiide, a man of genera] and 
active virtue, accomj»anied with a natural 
Qiildnefs and foftnels of manners, at once 
toth pkafing and exemplau-y.' 

Dr. Richard Brockleiby was the only 
ion of Richard Brocklefbj^, Efq. of the 
city of Cork, who pofielTed a landed 
cftate in that county, on which he lived 
to cooiUflrable old age with much boAn- 
talitY Rod refpefl. Being educated a 
qnakefv ^ married a MiU Mafy Alio. 
way» of Minehead, Somerfetftiire, who 
was of thf iamc: profeflion | and he and 
his wife being on a vifit to her parents, 
on the fir ft y^ear of their marriage, 
Richard, the fubjeft of thefp I^Iemoji-s, 
was born there on the 1 tth pf Aug«ft 
1711, O. S. We notice thefe particuTarp 
wink mciisuy$ becRuie it «a» grncrally 



underftood tbat Dr. Brocklefby was un, 
Iriybman\ and from his being partly 
educated in that country, his manners 
and eairly dialect may have Quetigtbencd 
this fuppofition 5 but the fa£t is (and we 
ftate it trom family records, RS well as 
his own freouent affirmation), that he 
was bom at Minehead, and remained to 
that towa till he'was three years old. 

On his being brought over to Irfljand* 
be was privately inftrufled, in his fiither'e 
houie at Cork, in the ru^im^nts of the 
£r\glilh tongue, writing, arithmetic, &c. 
and from tmnce, at a proper age, fent to 
Bailytore ichool, in the North of Ireland { 
the fame.ibhool where Edmund Burke 
was educated, and which had the credit 
of giving to the learned profefllons ia 
Ireland ibme of the moft diftincuiflied 
perfons of the prefent times. The Doftor 
being above (even years older than Mr, 
Burke, they werp not of courfe ftudentg 
at the fam^ time \ bu( the latter, treading 
upon the heels of the former, knew him 
by report as well as by many traditiooal 
anecdiotes, in common with all great 
(chools, which many years aften^uds 
produced an RcquRintance that ended in 
R friendihip honourable to both parties, 

Having finiQied.his c1aflic4 «lacRtiott 
at Bailytore fchool, which he wenR 
throueh witb very becoming diligence 
and luccefs, his nther, intending bins 
for a pbyfician, icnt him to Edinburgh } 
where, after continuing the ufual tinie> 
he proceeded to Lcyden ; here he ^* 
duated under the celebrated Ganbius, 
who save fuch a fanftionrto hit younc * 
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pupiPt progrefs in hit ftudieff, that he 
corrcfpondcd with him for fcvcral ycari 
afterwards ; a circumftanpe no lefs ere- 
ditabli to the Do6tor*s merit, than ufc- 
ful to him ia.the eourfe of his profeffion. 
His diploma is dated aSth June i^4<i; 
and the fame year he mibliftied h'u iiii 
literary work, entitled <« Dijpsrtatio. 
Jnau^. dc Sali*va Sana ft MorbofaJ''* 

The Doctor's firft refidcnce in London 
was ill BioaJ'ftre^t ; and as the pro- 
feilion was then filled with many men of 
eminence, lone praflioe, and family con- 
ne6tions, he had to ftmgglewith his 
iituation fingly. •* A phyfician in a great 
city (fays Dr. Johnfon) fecms to be the 
mere plaything of fortune \ his degree oT 
reputation is for the moft part totally 
cafual. They that employ him, know 
not his excellence ; they that rejeft him, 
know not his defieiency." Dr. Brocklelby 
for Tome time r and in ibme degree, Glared 
this fate. He had firft to make ac- 
quaintances, next to wait the cafualty of 
their requiring his alTiftance, and laftly 
tlte chances which -may be againft him of 
their being piTvioufly engaged from in- 
clination or family habits. Diligence, 
integrity, and oeconomy, joined to very 
eenciiiatory manners and addrefs, how. 
ever, foon overcome thefe difficulties. 
He was aided in thefe, likcwiie, by an 
allowance from his father of one hundred 
and fifty pounds per ycar^ but, as he 
often faid (and which, coming from a 
man of integrity and Ibund experience, 
ihould be told for the benefit of pofterity), 
his great fecrct of getting forward in (iff 
was, Nrvcr fuffering himftif to bavi a 
'suant that was not accommodable /• bii 
fortune ; a leflbn, though diificult to 
learn where vanity, oftentation, and bad 
example have formed contrary habits — 
eafy, as 'tis delightful in the pra6^ice, to 
all thofe who have a proper fenfe of 
internal comfort:^ real dijiin^ion^ and 
honourable independence. 

In 1746 he publifhcd an Eflay con- 
eerning the Mortality of the Homed 
Cattle, and in the beginning of April 
J 751 was afdmitted a Licentiate of the 
College of London. The Doflor had by 
this time rifen into reputation \ and, as 
his manners v^^ere naturally mild and 
conciliating, his knowledge well founded. 



and his talents fomewhat known as a| 
author, he foon became acquainted will 
the leading men in the proieilion — partli 
cularly the celebrated Dr. Meade, Dr« 
Leathcrland, the prefent father of th< 
Medicinal Art, the good a^nd learned Dr. 
Heberden, Sir Geor^ Bakcr» &c. Hi 
added another testimony to the tame d 
D/. Meade, by always praifing hit flciil| 
his learning, urbanity, 5rc« auid amonH 
many other aiiecdotea of this extraorai- 
nary man, uled to relate the circumftaad 
of his giving that aelcbrated ioipollori 
Pfalmanaazar, an opportunity of eati]q| 
nearly a pound of raw human fledi at hi| 
table, to prova that this was the cooftaol 
food of the inhabitanU of Fonnofa *. 

On the aSth of September 1754, he 
obtained an honorary degree from tha 
Univerfity of Dublin, and was admitted 
to Cambridge ad eundtm the i6tfa of 
December following. In Virtue of this' 
degree.at Cambridge, he became a Fellow 
of^the CoRege ot London the a5tb of 
June 1756 ; andt oo the 7th of Odabtf 
1758 (on the recommendation of Vt^ 
Shaw, favoured by. the patronage of the 
late Lord Barrington), he was appointed 
Phyfician to the Army. In this caii* 
pacity he attended in Germany the heft 
part of what is called *' the fcv^ y^^ia* 
war,** where he was foon diftinguilbat 
by his knowledge, his aeal, and hoV 
manitv} and particularly recommended 
him&lf to the notice or his Grace Uic 
Dvke of Richmond, the late Lord Pem- 
broke, and others, which with the for- 
tner mellowed into a fricndihi^» only 
terminated by the Doctor V life. Ontlic 
a 7 th of October 1760 he was appointed 
Phyfician to the Hofpitals for the Britiih 
Forces, and returned to England fame 
time before the Pea^e of 1763. 

On his return he lettled in NorfclItT 
((rect, in the Strand, where h^ was con* 
fulered as a Phyfician of very extenuvc 
experience, particularly io all di^^s 
incident to th^ army. His pi*aAice 
rpread in pfoport jon to his repiitaticn y 
infomuch, that bcfidc the ordinary pro- 
duce of hi5 profeffioHi h? had ihe care 
of fix noble families, at the ftipulated 
income cif one hundred pounds each j 
which, with his half.pay, and an cfiaCc 
of about Jix hundied ^uuui fer jftof ' 



• Arrongft many other impofitlons 6f Pfalmanianr, he related that the inhabitants d 
Formola conftnnrly cjt human fl«fh, of which he as frequently partook, and which l>e caJi«l. 
«* drtic^OiJA ca:ing.*» Dr. Meade, to try hJm, obtained a pound of tviman ^c(h of one of the 
diflV^inv. Suu;eons of the hofpital from th. poittriors of a man who had be CD lianged i^*? 
morning, which hf* bad ferved up at his table, and which PCilmanaazar a^ual.'y ca(y fcctn* 
i«g»y wuh a giod iikiP|, bcfcrc a large party ftkaed for that pyr^H^fc. 
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(now def olved to bim by the death of 
his father), enabled him to live in a very 
handlbme manner j and his table was 
frequently filled with fomc of the mcft 
diftinffuiJhed perfons for rank, learning, 
and abilities, in the kingdom. 

In 1763, the late Mr. Wilkes having 
a duel with Samuel Martin, El'q. the 
Member for Camelford, wherein the. 
fomocr was wounded in the belly with a 
piftol (hot, Dr. Brockle/by was the phy- 
fician called in by Mr. Wilkes, and con- 
firmed by the Houfe of Commons i but 
the Houte afterwards becoming impatient 
for \^ilkes*s appearance (in confcquence 
of a previous complaint urged againft 
him as the Author of The North Briton, 
^^- 45)» thtry onlered Dr. Hebcrden and 
Mr. Hawkins Hkewife to attend him, in 
©rdcr to obfervc the progrd's of his cure, 
and rrport the fame to the Houfe. Dr. 
Htbtrden, with his ufual politenefs, 
wrote a note to his friend Brock Icfby, 
acquainting him of this circumliance, 
9ind Dr. Brockltfby inclofed the fame, 

[ with a copy of the order cf the Houfe, 
to Mr, WilkcY, dcfiring him to appoint 
^ hour for their joint attendance on the 
Mooday following j but Wilkes, attached 
to his favourite phyfician, and of too 
pTDttd a fpirit to be dictated to in a 
inatter of private concern, wrote the 
foUowing caixl to Dr. Heberden, which 
we hiiert as a proof of the good opinion 
Wilkes had of the Dodor^s abilities, 
independent of all party conneflions ; 

I ** Mr. Wilkes prcicnts his compli- 

inents to Dr. Heberden, and is duly 
lenfible of the kind care and concern of 
^e Houfe of Commons,, not only for his 
health, but for his ipeedy recovery. He 
is attended by Dr. ifockleiby, oi who^ 
integrity and ability he has bad the ex* 
pericncc of many years, and on whole 
VllII he has the moft perfect reliance. 
Mr. Wilkes cannot but (till be of opinion 
that there is a peculiar propriety in the 
irhoice he at firft made of Dr. Bfockkiby 
lor the cure of what is called s^ gun-fliot 
wouitd, from the circu|nllance of the 
Poflor's having been feveial years Phy- 
sician to the Army ; but at the fame 
time entertains a real eftetm for Dr. 
licbcrden's great merit ; and though he 
cannot fay that he wiflies to fee the 
potior at prcicnt, he hopes In a few 
wtrcks be fliall be well euough to beg 
that honour, to cat a bit of mutton ii^ 
Creat George- Itrcet." 

Wnkes wrote fomewhat of a fimilar 
liotc to Mi . Hawkins | but ip juHili? 
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cation of the charaflers of Dr. Brockleib]^ 
and Mr. Graves, he fent for Dr. Dun- 
can, one of his Majefty's Surgeons in 
Ordinary, and Mr. Middleton, one of 
his Majefty's Sergeant Surgeons, who 
attended him accordingly : the reafon he 
humouroufly gave for fendiirg for the(« 
two Gentlemen was, *«.That as ht 
found the Houfe thought it proper he 
ihould be watched, he himfelf thought 
two Scotchmen moft proper for his fpies>'* 

Wilke«*s fudden recovery, and th# 
^r»;/ which this tranfa6lion occaiioned in 
the political world, gave great increaA 
to the Do^oT** rifing reoutation ; an4 
what perhaps llill rendered his popularly 
of a more permaneht nature, was hie 
well known and iincere attachment to 
his country ; for though he was a mem- 
ber (in common with fome of the moft 
diftingullhcd charaAers in the kingdom) 
of '* The Conftitutional Club,'* and a 
warm proteftor of Wilkes refpefUng 
Genera/ If^arrants and ibe MiddUfex 
EUSiofiy he never once deviated from 
the refpc£l he owed his Sovereign and the 
Laws \ and, as one proof out of many of 
this fmcerity, he quitted that Club th« 
moment it branched out into other doc- 
trines, and under otiier leaders. 

Though the events in the life of a 
medical man, particularly after he has 
arrived at the top of his profefilon, in 
general excite little curiofity \ having a 
bufy uninterrupted praftice to fill u|» 
almoft the whck of his time j yet ther« 
are incidents in his private life which, 
might produce fome good impreifions s 
and let it be recorded to the memory of 
this worthv man, that although he wai^ 
fcruDulouily attentive to ^vpry call of 
profcOion, and felt the cicrue of manual 
pra&ice in common with the moft at^ 
tentive and indufirious of his clafs, hif 
medical advice, as well as his purfe, wa% 
ever open to the poor, as well as to men 
of merit or thofe in profellional lines wbo^ 
were narrowed in their circumftances | 
and this he did not only when his for* 
tune was at the flood, but proportionably. 
in the outlet of his profeflion, when his. 
ipeans were fmall, and his pra;Bice little. 
Thus a well-timed oeconomy, amongft 
other comforts, enables a num to be goo4' 
to others as well as to himfelf; and adds 
a luftre to benevolence, " which not only 
bleOes him that gives,*' but lets an en- 
couraging exam fie to him who receives. 

We could give many inftanfes of hit 
a6ls of benevolence, were it neceilary to 
detail them here ; but though his own 
{nauDcc of doins; good has fet us the 
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exajnple <i^Jiience on this fubje^, juttlcc 
to departed worth, as well as the benefit 
of emulation, require the ftatcmcnt ot a 
fetv particulars. 

Beiide giving bis advice to the poor of 
all defcriptiisns, which he did with an 
a^Uve and unwearied benevolence, he 
had always tjpon his lift two or three 
poor widows, to whom be granted fmaJl 
annuities; and who, on the Quarter day 
of receiYing their iVtpends, aivvays par- 
took of the hofpitalitieft of his table. 
To fuch of his relations who wanted his 
afliftance in their bufincfs or protcffions, 
lie was not only liberal, but lo judicious 
in his Uberahties as to fuperfede the ne- 
ceflity of a repetition of them. To his 
friend Dr. Johnfon (^when it was in agi- 
tation amongft hit iriends to pr(i|ure an 
enlargement of his penfion, the better to 
enable him U travel for the benefit of his 
tivaith), he offered an eftablifhment of 
0ne bzatdred pounds per year during his 
life : and, hpon Do£lor Johnfoo's de- 
clining it (which he did in the moft af- 
leftionatc terms of gratitude and fricnd- 
Aip), he made bim a fccond offer of 
apartments in his own houle, for the more 
immediate benefit of medical advice. 

To his old aud intimate friend Ed- 
pound Burke, he had many years back 
fcequcaihcd by will the fum of one tbou^ 
fitnd pound s\ but rccoliefting that this 
•vent might take place (which it after- 
wards did) when I'lich Jl Wgacy could be 
of no tcrvice to, him, he, with that jiw 
Vicious liberality for which he was al- 
ways diftinguifhed, ga*ve it to him in 
advance, ut pignus amicitite : it was ac- 
cepted as fucli by Mr. Burke, accom- 
panied with a letter, which none but a 
man feeling the grandeur and purity of 
fricndihip like him, could dictate. 

Faffing through a life thus honourably 
0ccnpted in the liberal purfuits of his 
profeHlion, and in the confidence and 
^endihip of fome of the fir ft charafters 
of the age for rank or literary attain- 
ments, the Do^or reached his 73d year; 
and finding tbofe infirmities, generally 
attached to that time of life, inci-ealc 
upon him, he gave up a good deal of the 
hu^lt of bufinefs, as well as his half- pay, 
on being appointed, by his old friend and 
patron the Duke of Richmond, Phyfician 
General to the l^oyal Regiment of Ar- 
tillery and Corps ot Engineers*. This 
was a iituation exa£lly fuited to his time 
of life and inclinations } hence he em^ 
ployed his time in occafional trips to 



Woolwich, with vifiti to his fri«nd« axkd 
patients. In this laft lift he never forgot 
either the poor or tUofe few iriends whom 
he early attended as a medical man con 
amore. Scarcely any diftance, or any 
other inconvenience, could reprefs this 
benevolent cuftom \ and when he heard 
by accident that any of tlus latter de» 
icription of his friends were ill, and had 
through delicacy abftaiocd from fending 
for him, he ufed to get peevifii and fay, 
" Why am I treated th«»? Why was 
not I lent for >" 

' Though debiliUted beyond his yean, 
particularly for a man cn^ his conftant 
exercife and abftemious and regular man- 
ner of living, he kept up his acquabt- 
ance and friendfhips to the laft, and io 
a degree partook of the pkaiantries and 
convivialities of the table. The friends, 
who knew his habits, fomecimes indaletd 
him with a nap in his arm chair vter 
dinner, which greatly refrefhed him i he 
then would turn about to the companvt 
and pay his club of the convtrfatioD, 
either by anecdote or obfervation, en- 
tirely free from the laws or fevei'itics of 
old age. 

In the beginning of December 1797, 

he fet out on a vifit to Mrs. Borke, at 

Beaconsfield, the long frequented feat of 

friend (hip and hofpitalitv, where the 

mafter fnirit of the age he lived in, as 

well as the mafter of that manfion, bad 

fo often adorned, enlivened, and improved. 

the convivial hour. On propofing this | 

journey, and tinder fo iannn a ftateu *l 

he was in, it was hinted by a friend^ 

whether fuch a length of way, or the 

lying out of his own bed, with other 

little circmnftancesy might not fatigue 

him too much ; he infbintly cau^t the 

force of this fuggeftion, and with his 

ufual placidity repliedt ** My good 

friend, I perfe^lly underlland 70ur bint, 

and am thankful to you for it ; but 

wheie^s the difference whether I die it 

a triend*s houie, at an inn, or in a poft- 

chaife*? I hope I'm every way prepared 

for fuch an event, and perhaps it woold 

be as well to elude the expeflation of 

it." He therefore began his journey the 

next day, and arrived there the £une 

evening) where he was cordially receivol 

by the amiable miftrefs of the noan^on, 

as well as by Do£lors Lawrence an4 

King) who happened to be there on s 

vtfit. He remained at Beaconsfield *tiU 

the nth of December, but recollcfting 

that bit nephew Dr« Yaung was ta 
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tfCurn from Cambridge to London on 
tVe next day> he inftantly fet out for his 
hoaCe in town to meet him. On his 
arrival he Ibund his two nephews, Mr. 
Bceby and Dr. Young, before him ; and 
be had the fatisfaQion of eating bis laft - 
dinner under his own roof, with his 
scareft friends and relations. He fetmed 
to feel a particular fatlsfa^lion at this 
iaterriew ; and, though fomewhat fa- 
tijrued from the preceding day^s journey, 
be fupported himfelf with chcarfuir.eis, 
and repeated feveral lines from Juvenal 
(bis favourite Author) in the couric of 
the evening. 

About nine o'clock he defired to go 
to bed ; but going up flairs fatigued him 
ib much, that he was obliged to (it in his 
diair for fome time before he felt himfelf 
fufficiently at eafe to be undrefled . In a 
little time, however, he recovered him- 
HAf } and, as they were unbuttoning his 
waiflcoat, be faid to his elder nephew, 
** \¥hat an idle pieee of ceremony this 
Vttttoning and unbuttoning is to me 
BOW 1" — When he got into bed be feeroed 
perfedJy compofed, and gave orders to 
bis man relative to fome domeflic affairs, 
which were to be executed the next day^ 
that day to him, however, was an eter« 
iiityr as in about five minutes after- 
^Iraids he yielded to the gentle gradations 
of decay, and expired without a groan. 

On Monday the i8th of December fol. 
lowing be was buried in the Church -yard 
frf St. Clements Danes (according to his 
own panicular requeft), in the moft 
: private manner poifible } blowing no 
trumpet before his fame, but leaving the 
£]ent virtues of a good and welMpent 
fife to be his belt and only monument. 

Hit fortune, which amounted to near 
thirty thoufand pounds (after a few Je- 

rie« to friends and diftant relations), 
has nearly divided between his two 
nephews, RolKrt Beeb^, Efq. ancUDr. 
Thomas Young. He m a great meafure 
fducated them both ; the firft he early 
lent out to India* where he arrived to a 
juridical iiruation, which he filled for 
ibnoe years with honour and ability, and 
now livet lijpon his eftate in Suflex ,: the 
other be allowed three hundred pounds 
ner year, to enable him to travel and 
finiOi hit education. He is juft returned 
from Groningen, where he has taken his 
degree^ and is now at Cambridge, in 
ArSer to qualify himfelf for a l^ltcw of 
the Ccdiege of Phylicians, London. He 
it coii1^.dered as one of tlie beft Greek 
ftbolan of his age ; ard from his par- 
licslar attachment to fkudy, and hit 



ardent ambition to excel in all parts of 
general knowledge, there is every pro- 
bability he will refle£l great credit .on hia 
uncle's judgment and libeiality. 

Though Dr. Brockle^y had nc» 
brother, he had fcven fifters, fonr of 
whom died young. One of the furvlvin^j 
three was married to Mr. Davis, of 
Minehead j the other to Robert Bceby^ 
Efq. a rel'peClabie merchant in Cork ; 
and the elder, who never married, lived 
with the Potior till her death, whicfi 
happened about eleven years ago. Slie 
was a very prudent ieniible woman, and 
did the honours of the Do5lor's table io 
fati^fa^ory to his guefls and creditabk 
to him, as perhaps wu one of the reai'ona 
why he never married. On her death?, * 
many hints were throwiv out to him /« 
(bange bis condition j but the Do5lor 
very prudently replied, " he thought 
Jixty-five too advanced an age to try 
fuch an experiment/* 
- *^ As a ptiyfician Dr. Brockleib^ roufi 
be placed in the firft forum f if he is to be 
jtidge<l by the regutaiity of his edu- 
cation, his long and exteniive praflicct 
the many noble families who patronifed 
him, and his high medical aflbciation. 
To the knowledge of a phyfician he ad« 
ded that mildnefs of behaviour and be- 
nevolence of heart which conciliate eiieera 
in no one line more than that of the 
medical profefFion. 

His general literature was refpc6lable, 
and his tafte for it ftill more fo, as he 
not only drew about his table fome of 
the firit chara6lers for learning or genius* 
but always fupported the caul'e of art 
. and literature either by his aid to public 
works, or by his private benevolence to 
men of genius ftruggling with diflrefs. 

As a man and a good citizen, no one 
could fill thofe duties with more credit ; 
and in his friendfliips he pofieffed that 
aifi'oe Jpirit^ which confidered neither 
time or afiliduity any obflacies to its pur- 
fuit. He feemed to have a pleailire in 
being thus employed, and it may be 
truly faid of him in a moral as well as a 
medical line, "That he dally went about 
doing good.** 

As a companion he was polite, chear- 
ful, and entertaining ; he often quoted 
from the beft authors, antient and mo- 
dern, with great propriety, and had a 
. .fund of agreeable anecdote, which he 
told with fimplicity and without in« 
trufion. 

In (hort. take Dr, Brocklefhy " for all 
in all,** he was a nio(t honourable and 
ufeful member of Ibciety.j whether we 
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tftimate him by tbe good deeds he has 
4oDc> or the good extLwple he has left 
Mund'him.

The ramily of PrOgeh is very ancient. 
The firlt traces of them are to be foOnd 
at a refpeflable manfioR-houfe,^ called 
Wekn t DDU, near Abergavenny, in 
Monmouthihire. Tliey were numerous 
yod widely difperfedy and we find that in 
i6zo a Philip Progcr was one of the 
equerries to King ^mes the Firft. He 
had iflue James, who left a Ton Wroth, 
who either fold or bequeathed the manor 
and eilate of Gwemvale, near Crick* 
howell, in Brecknocklhire, to Henry 
Proger, Efq. (afterwards Sir Henry) fon 
to Philip before-named, and one of the 
equerries to King Charles the Second. 
tir Henry PrOger dying,* left his eftate of 
Gwemvale to Charles Proger, his only 
Ion, t Colonel in the foot- guards, who 
mortgaged it to Samuel AwSrey, coach- 
maker, at Charing- crofs, London) and 
upon the death of Charles (whtch hap* 

Eiied a few vears afterwaitls), Alice^ 
9 widow, fold it to Edward Prmrer, 
who had been paee of honour to King 
Charles the Firu, eroom of the bed' 
chamber to King Charles the Second, 
and ranger of the middle park of Hamp- 
ton Court, in which office he died, in 
the r<i?n of King George the Firft. 
EdwardProger died towards the end of 
the year 1713, leaving all his eftates, 
real and perfonaU to his three daughters 
Philip pa, Catherine, and Fi'anccs. In 
the partition of the property Philippa, 
the eldeft daughter, poifeued the eftate of 
Gwernvale, juft as Sir Henry left it ; 
and, on her marriage with Samuel Croxall, 
D. D. (Author of The Fair Circa/Iian 
and other celebrated works), on his fur- 
viving her, this eftate, under a iettleraent 
made previous to.their marriage, became 
hit property. Dr. Croxall died in the 
veari75i, making a will, and giving 
his peribnal eltate to a lady who was a 
diftant reUtion* and fince dead, who gave 
thefe papers in her Ufie-timetothepr^ent 
foiieubr, 1 

« Edward Proger, Efq." iays the 
writer of tlio Notes to the laft edition of 
Grammont^f ^Memoirs,. '* was, in the

vear 1669, one of the grooms of the 
bed-chamber to the King. By a letter 
front Cowley to Henry Benilet, dated 
t% 0£l* 1650, Mr. Proger appears to 
have been then a^ive in his mafter*s 
ffrvice (Brown*s Mifcellanea Anlica 
170s, p. 153)* In the lampoons of the 
times, particularly in thofe of Andrew 
Marvell, Mr. Proger is defcribed as one 
devoted to aflSfl his mailer's pleafures. 
In 1660 he was named, fays Lord Or* 
ford, one of the knights of the Royal 
Oak, an order the King then intended to 
inftitute. By the fame authority we are 
informed that he'had permiflion from the 
King to build a houle in Bttftiy Park, 
near Hampton Court, on condition that 
after his death it ihould revert to the 
Crown. This was the houfe inhabited 
by the late Earl of Halli&x« Mr. 
Proger died, fays Le Neve, *< December 
31ft, or Januarv ift, 17x3, aged 96, of 
the anguifli cuttmg teeth $ he havine cut 
four new teeth, and had feveral ready to 
cut, which fo inflamed his gums that he 
died thereof,*' (Menumenta Anglicana 

«7X7» p. 473) 

From the papers now before ut we 
learn that Mr. Progcr was fwom groom 
of the bed-chamber to the Prince at Paris 
in 1646, and in the ^ear 1650 had a 
warrant made out tO him, granting him 
aooo acres of land upon the continent of 
Virginia, next adjoining unto the colo^ 
nies and planutions'then already fettled* 
On the 14th January 1670 he was fwom 
houfekeeper of his Majeity*s palace at 
York. On the 21ft of March 1678-9 he 
had a grant of the office of chief Marcher 
o&the poit of London, to takeeife^ from 
the death, furrcndcr, forfeiture, or other 
determination, of the eftates and interefts 
of Peter Percival and William Fowlys* 
Efq. 

At the beginning of the rei^ of Queen 
Anne be prefented a petition to her 
Majefty, in which he ftated that King 
Charles the Second, by letters under his 
iign manual, dated the 17th of Augul^t 
in the fifteenth vear of his reien, ha4 
granted to him tne fom of five tnoufamk 
pounds fterling, payable out of the fun4 
gi?en by the adventurers and fokliers of 
Ireland, to reward iuch as had fenred 
the Crown, of which fum he received 
only one thoufiwd pounds. This iecurity 
failing, he received finom tilt King, by 
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letters patent under the Great Seal of 
Ireland, dated 19th March, in the 19th 
year of his reien, a penfion of. 400I. pe;f 
annum, payame out of the rerenue of 
|h|tt kinjpdom by half yearly .payments, 
«Dtil 4«ool. (hould be received^ Of this 
be only received lool. The petition then 
flates, that at June next he ihould hav« 
{brved the royal family threefcore anil 
9ine years, and that he was expoicd to 
nore dangers in the time of the rebellion 
than any rtfovmed ofHcer that had half 
pay to mbilft on. He thrretbre prayed 
M^at fuch a fund mi^it be fettled on him 
as might preferve him and his family 
from^ extreme want. The effed of this 
petition is unknown. 

The fcliowing epitaph feems to have 
been dcfigned to be infcribed on his 
tomb i but whether executed or not, does 
not appear* 

*' Here lies, in hopes of a happy re- 
fujTe6lion, the body of Edward Fro- 
0£R, £fq. dei'cended from the Proccrs 
of GwernvaV:, in MonnKAithibire. He 
was page of honour to King Charles the 
Firft I and, though very young when the 
civil wars broke out, behaved himfelf 
with fo much courage, and acquitted 
. himiclf of many fecret and important 
employments with lb much judgment and 
fiiklity, that that prince, during his im- 
prifonment at Hampton Court, found 
means to fend an order to have him 
fwom one of the grooms of the bed* 
chamber to his fon the then Prince of 
Wales, afterwards King CharWs the 
Second, in which poll he continued du- 
ring the lifcW that prince, having lerved 
his country feventeen years as a Member 
tf the Houfe of Commons for the county 
of Brecon: upon the death of Kinff 
Charles the\Second he retired from ail 
pu))lic bufinefs, fpending the remainder 
of his days in zealous prayer for the 
good and profperity of his church and 
^untry*

and courteous to his fervants and infe- 
riors, and good to all people.

This fwy and tfnA J^ecb of Logan, 
k»fipg been fdefted by Mr. Fennel, in 
his ^ Readings and Recitations, Moral, 
Critical, and Entertaining,** induced nx 
to addrefs to that Gentleman a letter on 
the fubjefl, which perhaps you may not 
bare feewf for I know not whether yon

A variety of 
cincumfiances have combined to g^ive an 
mnrntrited celebrity and eictenfivenefs of 
dlffnfion to an unfounded palumny. This

By the late Philadelphia papers I ob- 
ferve, 8ir, that in your *< Readings and 
Reciutions, Moral, Critical, and Enter- 
taining,** among your other ielef^tons, 
you have introduced " The Story of 
Logan, the Mingo Chief/* In doior 
this, I am fatisficil you were not a^uated 
by a defire to wound the feelings of a 
refpe^lable family in the United States* 
or by a wifli to give a greater publicity 
to a groundlefs calumny. 

You found that ftory and fpeech in 
Jefferfon^s Notes on Virginia : you 
found it related with fuch an lur of au- 
thenticity, that it cannot- be furprifing 
that you Aiould not fufpeft it to be a 
fiSion, 

But, Sir, phtlofophert are pretty much 
the fame, from old Shandy, who in i^v^ 
port of a fyftem facrificed his aunt Dinah* 
to De WarviUe and Condorcet, who for 
the fame purpoie would have ikcrificed a 
world. 

Mr. Jefferfen is a philofopher ; he too 
had his hypothecs to eftabliin, or what ia 
much the fame thing, he had the hypo- 
theirs of BuiFon to overthrow. 

When we fee him employed in weigh- 
ing the rats and the mice of the two 
worlds, to prove that thofe of the nevf 
are not exceeded by thofe of the old* 
When, to eiiablifli that the body of the 
American Sarjage is not inferior in form 
or in vigour to the body of an European, 
we find him examining minutely rveiy 
part of their frame, and hear him declare 
that, though the wrift and the hand of 
the former are fmaller than thole parte 
of the lattery yet **fes organes de la 
generation we font plus foibles ou plus 
petit s ;'* and that he hath not only as 
many hairs on his body, but that tlie 
fame parts, which are produ^ive of hair 
in the one, if left to themfelves, are 
equally produftive of hair in the other.— 
When we lee him fo zealous to efliabliAi 
an equality in iuch trifles, and to prove 
the body of bis favage to be formed on 
the fame module with •« the Homofapieni 
Emopaus j" how much more folicitous 
may we fuppole him to have been to 
prove that the mind of this favage was 
alio form^ on the fame modola. 

Than the man whom he has calum- 
niated, he could fcarcelv have fele^ed a 
finer example to eftablim the pofition that 
the human race in this wefkem world ane 
not be-tittled in body or mind ; but that 
unfortunately that nan was not bom in 
America. , , 
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For the want of better materials he 
was obliged to make ui^ of futh as came 
to hit bands j and we may reaibnably 
conclude whzttvtr Jfofy or //ffg£b he couid 
pick up, calculated to deftroy the hypo- 
thefis of BuiFon^ or to eftabliih his own, 
ti'pecially in fo important a point, inftead 
oi being fcrutinized minutely, would be 
welcomed with avidity. And ereat and 
Rtfpeftable as the authority of Mr. Jef« 
ferfon may be thcnight, or may be in 
reality, 1 have no hefitation to declare, 
that from an examination of the fubje6^ I 
am convinced the charge exhibited by 
him againit Colonel CR£SAP is not 
founded in truth ; and alio that no fuch 
Specimen of Indian, oratory was ever 
exhibited. 

That fomc of Logan*s family were 
killed by the Americans, I doubt not $ 
whether they fell the viaims of juftice, 
of miftake, or of cruelty, refts with thofe 
by whoa) they fell. But in their death 
Colonel Crejap^ or any of his family, had 
no fhare* And in«kip}>oit of this af- 
fertion I am ready to enter the iiiis with 
W>e author of the Notes on Virginia. 
. No oian, who really knew the late 
Colonel Crefap, could have believed the 
tale. He was too brave to be perfidious 
w cruel. He was a man of undaxinted 
reiblution. A man of whom it might 
be faid, with as much propriety as I 
believe was ever faid of man, '< that h^ 
knew not fear." 

Courage, hofpitality, candour> and 
lincerity, were the prominent features of 
bis cbara6ler ! Thefe alfo are the lead- 
ing traits in his defcendants. 

Immediately after the peace of Aix- 
la-Chapelle he eitabliftied himfelf at Old 
Town, OD the North Branch of the Po- 
tomaek, only fifteen miles this fide of 
Fort Cumberland, and one hundred and 
forty miles to the weftward of Baltimore 
town. What muft have been the fitu. 
at ion of himfelf and his family on fo 
diftant a frontier, during the war which 
terminated in the year 1763, and during 
the troubles which preceded that war, 
may be cafily conceived by thofe who 
have any knowledge whatever at that 
time of the fettlementsof Pennfylvania, 
Maryland, and Virginia. 

After the defeat of General Braddock, 
a company, raifed and commanded by his 
oldeft ion, Thomas Crefap, and in a great 
tneafure iiipplied with arms and other 
tieceibries by the Colonel himfelf, at- 
tacked the invading favages, and drov^ 
them over the mountains; but this vic- 
tory was embittered by the lofs of their 



j^alltmi leader $ fae Ml one of die f «ik«f 
Chiefs fell by wounds, mutually iniiaii^ 
and expimi together. Soon after thii 
event Colonel Crefap and his tbeRcldcft 
fon raifed another company at their o«ia 
expencCf croHed the mountainsi and ^ 
feated the Indians with confiderahk 
(laughter. After the inhabitanu of that 
part of the country where he refided faai 
generally fled from their houies« and tf 
tired to the neighbourhood of Coiuga» 
cheaque, he remained with his family al 
his hcufe, near Old Town, which he bal 
iurrounded with a flockade, for tweivt 
months or upwards ; when at iaft he mm 
induced to withdraw from fo dangcroM 
a fituation*, removing with his books 
and papers, aceompaaied by a few of (bt 
former inhabitants, who had been is his 
neighbourhood coliefling their cattle^ 
and were driving them down the couotrfi 
he was attacked by the Indians, «ka 
lay in ambu/h for him, and four of his 
party were killed on the fpot; thela- 
dians were however repulled with coi^ 
fidei-able lofs, and he had tiie good for- 
tune to efcape unhurt. 

That Colonel Crefap and his fannly 
were frequently and aftirely engaged ia 
the confii^^s which took pface betwces 
us and the Indians is well known. Tbst 
fome of the Indians have fallen by tbeir 
hands is not denied | but thofe vroe nflC 
in the number of our friends. 

To the Indians, who were attached fe 
our caufe, his doors were ever open. At 
his houfe was their frequent relKiezvoiiS{ 
there often they met meileng«rs from the 
then Governors of Virginia and Maiy* 
land : there tbiey were often fumifhed 
with arms, with ammunition, and with 
provifions, and not unfrequently out of 
his own ftores, and at his own expence. 

It was to thole (ayages, who weft 
employed by the French nation (bcfoc 
it became our very good firiend and ally) 
to ravaee the froq^s and butcher the 
peaceful inhabitants, that he and his fa- 
mily were tfrribU. And to thofe they 
^vere terrible^ though not " as .the fires « 
Heaven.'* 

But perhaps it was frooj the fafii 
which I have here Itated that MrJef- 
ferfon confidered himfelf auihorifed to 
fay « Colonel Cretap was infam^ns f<T 
the many murders he had couomittcd ca 
the much injured Indians.** And kft 
^me future phtlofopher, in fbme fvtuit 
notes on Virginia, might be tempted to 
f:all him alfo <« infanNns for bi4 many 
murders of the much injiittd*^ Britont, 
noy perhaps Inta keen his motive for 
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iyinf with Tuch pRcipitetioD from tbt 
mc of bit Government^ not many ycart 
fincc» wfacn the Bzitidi army iniraded' 
thatftate. 

At to Logan { lightly would I .tread 
nwtr the grare even of the untutored 
^▼sgt* but juftice obliget me to fay, I 
am well aflored that the Logan of ibe 
widtrnefsy — the real Lo«m of nature 
lud but little, if any more likeneft to the 
jSffiiioMs Login of J/:jf(trJbtt*s Notesythan 
the bruttfied Caffree of Africa to the en- 
fightened philofbpher of Montecello. 

In what wildernei's Mr. Jeiferfon cuiied 
thie fair flower of aboriginal eloaucnce } 
whether he hat preferred it in the fame 
ftafe in which he found it, or by <r/i»/l 
flaniimg it into a more genial foil, and 
expofing it to a kinder fuu» he has given 
it the embillijbmcnts of cultivation I. 
know not. 

There are many phibfophers fo Tcry 
fond of reprefeniing favage nature in the 
moft amiable, and moft exalted point of 
riew, that we feel ourfelvet left furprtied 
when we fee them become (avaget them- 
iel vet. To foroe one of this dais of philo- 
ibphert, I doubt not it owes itt existence. 
Yet» but for Jeiferfon, <' it would have 
bceathed its poifons in the defart air.** 
Whatever was the foil in which it firft 
fpnm^ up, i^ foon would have withered 
and died unnoticed or forgotten* had not 
he prefemted it in hit colUBi^tt* Prom 
thence the authors of the Annual Regifter 
have given their readert a drawing at 
Jarze at nature. The Rev. Mr. Mode 
in nit Geography, and Mr. Lendrum in 
hit Hiliory of the American Revolution* 
have followed their example 3 and you. 
Sir, are now increaiing itt celebrity, bv 
exhibiting it to thronging fpe^latort, with 
all itt colouring retouchoi and heightened 
by the towing pencil of a mafter. 



' Do you afk me, how f am ibterefled 
in thisfubjea f—I anfwer. The daughter 
of Michael Crefap wa$ the mother of my 
children. I am influenced alfo by an« 
other motive not left powerful. My 
much lamented and worthy relation* who 
died on the expedition againft the weftern 
infurgents, bequeathed to me at a facned* 
tnift, what had he lived he intended to 
have performed himielf, to refcue his 
family from this unmerited opprobrium. 

Do you a(k me, why have I fi> long 
negle£)ed this duty ? I anfwer, becaui'e 
for a long time paft every feeling of \nf 
mind lias been too much cngroffed by the 
iblicitude, though an unavailing iolici- 
tudc, of prclcrving the valuable life of one 
of that family, to attend to any objei^e 
which could bear a poftponement.

Mcnraiely 4hftiAgaifhcd. Thty have frequently mentioned coin and- medata as of bralW, 
k it certain lial they contain n BMcb greacsr proportion of copper, and mc* ^«/^. 
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the fohjiCt of this dtTqui^tioii} havifi? 
defcribed a number of tiiefe Coins, fmaU 
indeed if compared to the vaft multitude 
which are in circulation^ but fuch at 
ftruck me a$ beinj; from their publicity, 
or fome other particular, moft worthy of 
Botice : it now becomes neceflary, in or- 
der to profecute my defign to its eom- 
pletion, to cany the reader a little out of 
the track in wliicb we have hitherto tri« 
▼elled ; and, before we determine 'upon 
the particular rltconvenience and the Mis 
accruing from this fpecies of fraud upon 
the revenue, and cooiequently upon the 
j^ublic, adveit a little to the evils arifing 
from bafe and counterfeit copper coin in 
general. 

It is a pleaiing cireumftance to me^ in' 
this part of my labouri to find the ground 
cleared, and the prolpe^ opened, by a 
Gentleman whofe I'uperior experience as 
a Magiftrate has made him much better 
acquainted with the fubjedt $ and whofe 
acute and penetrating mind has led him 
to thofe re^rches which have enabled 
him to trace the evil to its fource, and to 
delineate, with perfpicuity and truth, that 
infamous traific which has long liibtifted, 
and deluged the land with thofe bafe 
metal halt pence, known by the appellation 
•of Birmingham's. 

The Provincial Copper Coin I take to 
be a branch from the fame ft ream, di- 
verted from^ts original channel $ or, in 
other words, a traud more cautioufly 
concealed, under the fpecious (otm of en*

evils that accrue, when we coniider that 
many of thefe provincial nieces conceal 
an impofition upon the public in general, 
and the lower clafs of fociety in particu* 
lar, under the patriotic and fpecious pre- 
tence of traniiuitting to poAerity thof« 
occurrences which, though bigb/y im- 
portant to us who at prefcnt e^fift, would 
riaps, without fome fuch mementos, 
obliterated, and their remembrance 
confequentiy loft to the next generation. 
How would it be to be lamented if there 
was any reafon to fuppole that, perhaps 
a century hence, the world would be in a 
itate of. ignorance of fome things that 
have fiignified the clofe of the pi-efent ^ 
fuch as, that in the year 1792 an eminent 
tailor lived in one of the principal ftreets 
in Birmingham : that a panorama was 
to be feen near the fame fpot : that a 
large coUe£tion of wild beiids was exhi- 
bited at Exeter 'Change, London : that 
it was neceflary to ftrike a medal to an-, 
nounce that tea, coiFee, and chocolate^ 
might be purchafed in the maiket-place 
of one town, and foap and candles in that 
of another : that the cheapell hats in the 
world were to be fold in one part of the 
metropolis j the cheapeft books in the 
world in another : that it was thought 
neceflary to obtain a patent in order to 
fecure to a trufty and well-beloved flioe* 
maker the right to make a pair of boots 
of a certain conftru^ion ; 'max beautiful 
lace might be purchafed in Bond-ftreet ; 
and ribbands at Coventry* 

Thefe intimations, engraved on per^ 
manent fubftancesj on fubftances, the 
'valui of which cannot, as has frequently 
happened to medals of gold or filver, 
cauie their diminution ur diffolution $ 
will be difcoverits to thofe that engage 
in the nnmiimatic lludy, perhaps a thou- 
fand years hence : though no one will 
pretend to fay that the poiterior advan- 
tage, which the mind may contemplate 
from thefe tokens of our domeftic purfuits 
and avocations, can be of fufficient con- 
fequence to us to make us blind to the 
fraud that is concealed under the fpecious 
pretence for the circulation of thefp apd

^at whefi a new mint has been eftab- 
llflied, and there has been a great defire 
to circuhtp its produce, five for a penny > 
and even a difcount for promfft upon 
them, has been allowed : my naden will 
rhercfore judge that where the profit has 
been fo immcnfc, the temptation to en« 
^ge in this nefarious traffic has borne an

tion t and the evils that attend fuch cir- 
cubtion will then be an objeQ of inquiry. 
With refpcft to the firlt, I am forry to 
ob^rve that this fpecies of traffic could 
not be carried on to any great extent, or 
confequcntly with any rffeft, if it bad 
not its rife among, or was countenanced 
^d affifted by, per/bns in confiderable 
bi^finefs, and of great opulence, either as 
manufa^urers, tradefmen, ihopkeepers, 
or thofe engaged in public worka, where 
sr number of men are employed. 

Thefe pcrfons, who have in the exifting* 
fcarcity of filver a pretence, though not 
an excufe, either make or contraft for 
large quantities of thefe Provincial half- 
pence, at prices feldom higher than thofe 
i have ftated : and the two firft and the 
laft difpcrfc them to their workmen and 
labourers, in the proportion of five fhil- 
Kngs in filver, and five (hillings tvortb of 
f opper : though it frequently happens 
thaf thefe poor mechanics, and the la- 
bourers that are, in particular, employed

come within the fcope Of my particolar obfcrvation ; but I brieve the evU is general. 

\ This circumilance I experienced at Chefter, where 1 offered three gemiioe Tower 
balfjpence in payment for half an ounce of Ihuff. The fliopkeepcr refoM fliBa» ifif*^ 
t)iat he mul^ h^stjix Qi tbofe« or tbne of the Provinoial I . 
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Ipeeulationf, are pfti4 their ten ftilluigt 
fct week whoUy tn tlsfe kind of tokens*. 

The fiiopkeepers in provincial cities 
and coantiy townsy who fraok farmers 
receive more gold and filver than circu* 
jktes through any other medium, pay 
thefie halfpence in the fmail change for 
which they fo frequently have occafion } 
therefore, if they have a confiderable 
tradci thqr otter them in fufficient num- 
bers to make this a profitable branch of 
traffic to themfeives. And that it is fo 
may be conjeftured by the indoftry and 
iedulous anqpiety with whicb they sppar 
to encourage their "Circulation. Th* 
Confequence of this has been the deprel 
eiation of thofe which ufed to be current, 
namely, the Birmingham or counterfeit 
halfpence, which are now called, and 
will only, in the cottntry, be taken 4^ 
fanbings* 

It does not to me appear fingukr^ that 
one fpecies of fraud mould wear out and 
give place to another, becaafifr experience 
has convinced me that it it fb in more 
inftances than this : but it certainly doej 
feem ftrange, that a bafi flioukl be pre- 
ferred to a genuine commodity ; yet h 
it is with reipe6l to tradefincn'a tokens, 
which are not only held in tkMt the 
eftimation of the counterfeit, byt art 
really preferred to the true Govemnnt 
halfpence in many, perhaps in afl tb^ 
counties north f of the m etropolif : 
where the authorized copper coin of cjie 
kingdom is frequently, and certainly iW 
kgally, refufed, ^cept it is paite4 vidf 
at lefs than it$ real value {• 

With refpea to the authorizftl copper 
coin of the country, it is gcncrallv known 
that three Tower halfpence will wcKh 
an ounce : they are very frtquentiy nfed 
in this way in* retail fliopa, if the ounce 
or two-ounce weight happens to be nif^ 
hid; therefore Ujc pound of copper 
(Averdupoiie) products fertj-etgbtf 
which, taken at its medium price of ieven- 
teen pence, flatted and in a fbite fit for 
coining, leaves a profit of fevenpence, 
fubjedl indeed to the expenct of the pre& 
labour, upon every pound* The vay 
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kftutifal fmny piecel, latelj pabliiwd» 
are |Miopoitionably heavier, and cmfe- 
«|iientl]r not fo profitable to Government. 
jKlany of the Provincial halfpence pro* 
dnictyhfentf'iwt from a pound of metaJ» 
not tntrinfically worth, in a ftate fit for 
coining, more than ile^enpence \ leavjng, 
therefm, a profit of tv»o flitllings'aad 
one penny per pound, more than two 
hundred/^ cenk* to the original/ovj»^/r/ } 
they can, confequcntJy, well afford a 
UarVe dijtwni \ or, in other words,' to 
male tne uttennfr of this bafe and illegal 
icoin a matter of confiderable importance 
l» maauftftnrers, canal-undertakers, 
-tradeiinen, and ihopkeepers, efpecialiy 
^bcn to Jargt profit is joined another 
'inducement, which is perhaps, if we even 
confider them as in fottie degree con- 
AeAed, a ihU ftronger ftimulus to the 
human mind) I mean notoriety, fiime. 
Celebrity, avarice* or by whatfoever ap- 
pellatioii that pafiion, whibh leads a mah 
to pobiifii his own works, or his own 
ibop, isdiftinguiiheds it is tberefbreno 
Ivonder that their rinculatton is immenfe* 

Having now tonfidered our Provincial 
halfpence in feveral points of view in the 
former, pages, and the particular mode of 
Circulating them in the ' latter, I fliall 
conclude this treatiih with a few ob- 
iervations upon the evils and inconve« 
niences which arile from fuch circu- 
lation. 

TheDrapier, in his Addrefs to the 
People of Ireland, afks this queftioh t 

<« Do you think that I would give you 
a yard of tenpenny ftuff for twenty of 
theie (Wood's) halfpence?" and then 
anfwers himfelf, «« No ! I muft have two 
hundred at leaft/* 

So do 1 1 fo does the people of the 
hietropoHs fav : that they will not take 
Provineial tokens at a greater than the 
intrinfic value of the metal \ and that, I 
have fiiewn, is fcarce of any.

Or Manchefter on the oihcry 
or indeed to any town at twenty or thirty 
inilet diftante, he wiU find more than 
half the coin which he took at thie fiMnor 
city of little u(e to him upon the R>ad. 
and of none when he gets to the end ot 
hiijouiney. At one plane he will leant 
that they are people of fuch taile thac 
they will not take a wig halfpenny t at 
another, % btu^ offends them. In fomlB 
towns they diflike the monos, in other* 
the portraits, which thoib pieces exhibit* 
One man, they lay, hai brought jfo m^uiir 
children Ocoth dUtant parts, that he haa 
deprefled the price of labour, and nibi 
that of provifions, therefore they will 
have nothing to do with hift imaffe. Tht 
laachinery of another has, tbey ftat^, da- 
prived the poor of employment, tbcrefooa 
they will not fuffer hia face to be torrent 
amongft them. Of the politics of fome 
th^y difapprove, of the principles of 
others ; in fhort, thefe pieces are the (pott 
of captiee, the unconibious objects of^ap- 
plaule or of deteftation, fubjeft to all tne 
various operations of paflion, of intereft, 
of malevolence, of commercial op^fition^. 
and of party prejudice i all wnith, if 
they are even tarried no filrthef than td 
fharpCn the invention, and awaken the 
mental powers, of their cirtulators or de« 
preciators, are, with refpedl to thit coin^ 
of ferious tonfequence to the poo^ j many 
of whom, owing to the circumftancei 
Juft ftated, have large quantities by them^ 
or have been obliged to fell to the iinkert 
for the mtfreft trifle, that traih wKicb 
they had been weak enough to receive aa 
the reward of induftry and ingenuity. 

In the courie of a tour of near five 
hundi^ miles throileh the Northern 
counties I experienced the operation of 
that caprice, with refpeft to thcfe tokena« 
which 1 have Jtift macle a fubjeft of ob« 
fervation* The change, which I had 
received at one tumpil^ gate, was very 
frequemly refufed at the next. The 
Provincial halfpence, which «rcrt in ooe 
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Ufwtk of fgnenl ctiiTCDcy» were in an- 
other fcnipuloufly examined^ and per* 
hapt half of them receded ; or only 
deemed pailable at a diminiflied valuation. 
I remarked the operation of this ca« 
pricious fyftem in many places, particu- 
larly in markets, and faw that it was 
produ6live of confiderable contention, and 
confeqoently hindrance of bufmefs; of 
fraud in the original promul^tors, and 
loffl and inconvenience to the poor : I 
therefore determined, through the medium 
•f The European Magazine (a ve- 
hicle in which they weise the mod likely 
to attrafl the attention of the public), to 
ftate my thoughts upon the fubjefV. 
This I ihould much fooner have done, 
had not a number of avocations precluded 
me ; but it is not yet too late ; the evil 
Kill continues, and indeed, as I am in- 
formed, increafes: therefore, although 
the Legiflature has not anned the hands 
of the Ma^iftrates with very ftrong wea- 
pons^ I iliU think that they are equal to 
the uippreiHon of this illicit kind of 
traflfic, which, if fuffered to prevail^ muft 
not only caufe a further depreciation of 
•the authorized popper coin of this king- 



dom, and that too in a moment wfacn» 
from the exertions of the artifts con- 
cerned, it has acquired an elegance and 
beauty unknown to that of former ages ^ 
but will total Iv impoverifli the lower or- 
der of the people, to the burthen of their 
refpeflive pari(hes, by inducing them to 
exchange their commodities, their la- 
bour, their time, and talents, for a vile 
kind of drofs, of no value in itfelf, aod 
iubjefl to the capricious eftimatioB of 
thole who may, for fmifter purpofes, find 
it convenient to depreciate in one coonty 
or town thole tokens, to which they art 
feduloufly endeavouring to gite an arti- 
ficial currrncy in another. I there6)re 
-xio ferioufly recommend to the (aid Ma- 
giftratcs, in every diftrifty tor pay thit 
attention to the fuppreifion of theie in* 
itrumenta of fraud and oppreffion whicJi 
their duty demands, and which the pub- 
lic expeas from them ; convinced at the 
fame time, that they only seeded tk 
flighteft hint to (Hmulate their a^vity, 
efpecially, as while it will have in view 
the prote^ion of the revenue, it will alfii 
be exerted in the ferricei and for the re- 
lief of the poor.

wifdom can effef^, is to coniider tbcftate 
of learning in remote times ) and, by 
comparing the probable cauies of its 
do\nifall with thoft «ppcwance$ that st 
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leient exift, eadeavonr by analogy to 
inent thole coniequences which hiltory 
I fimilar caiea has recorded. It baft 
ma well obienred that a palTion for the 
Birrellous is the diftinguifliing cha- 
ificriitic of a nation emerging from> or 
■king intOy barbarity ; as man, in the 
fpofite extremes or childhood and old 
it, requires rocking in a cradle. If 
msiatemcnt be true, and hiftory cer- 
lainiy confirms it, the profpeflsof the 
fnieat age are of a nature extremely 
ibrming ; for perhaps there never was a 
period, iince the days of Charlemagne, 
tbt teemed with fuch extravagant ro- 
B»aces» I have, during my percgri- 
MioDs, watched with fome attention the 
decline and fail of novels in the prefent 
Ht> I remember the time when ge- 
Miiie nature was the tafte of the town ; 
vHcn we condcfcended to be pleafed with 
^ tran&dions of an inn, or a kitchen 
^-fidc, delineated by the mafterly pen 
tf a Fielding or a Smollett s wit was tben 
t^ght a neceflary appendage to a writer, 
ImI the, fimple defcriptions of real life 
Vre penifcd with avidity and fatis- 
^on. This period, however, vaniflicd ; 
>k1 ** Britain, changeful as a child at 
P^y»*' grew fo luxurious anil dainty, 
^w common life ceafed to intereft her. 
Sentimental delicacy fucceeded next, and 
> whole hoft of figning fwains, with the 
voluminous Richard (on at their head, 
wntinued to entangle the town indelicate 
aiftreflei, errors of innocence, and ex- 
ceffiv^fenfibility . Nature, though thrown 
|n the back ground, was yet not totally 
^ferted J but was occafionally brought 
rorwud, like inferior obje<^s in a pi^urc, 
^ increafe the ctFeft. It was rcicrved 
Jor the preQrnt times to ** cut-hercd 
Herod,'* and introduce extravagancies 
hitherto unheard of, and catallrophies 
*Wch the moft fertile imagination could 
*>« have conceived. Not that the Icnti- 
J"«ifal clafs is totally excluded 5 we have 
ftill a flying fqoadron (as any one who 
takes the trouble to perufc Mr. Lane^s 
catalogue may perceive),' compofed of 
embarraffed attachments, exalted attach- 
ments, errors of fcnfibility, excefiive fen- 
nbUity, &c. &c. but the main body is 
P**^ 5* ^}K^U and in their ftead a race of 
*?^»c» i«[ introduced, incumbered with 
toe Gothic pomp of GtTrman armour, 
^">ch I fincerely hope, for the credit of 
^f nation, will not be long- buffered to 
*«P their ground. Wc have generally 
*^ja% been reckoned an honcft and 
"I**ght people 5 but (hould a foreigner 
^<*inary nerves take up a catalogue of 



our prefent publications, he wt)uld cer- 
tainly luppole us a fet of the mott in- 
fidious and fanguinary creatures that 
ever infefted the world. The Danifti' 
MaiTacre, The Myfteries of Udofpho, 
Myfterious Warnings, Phantoms of the 
Ci jirters, or The Myftcrious Manufcript, 
interfpcried (as the fair Author kindhr 
informs us) with beautiful pieces of 
Poetry, The Myfteries of the Black 
Tower, The Sorcerer, with a count lefs 
et eatera of books of the fame tendency, 
would certainly deprive us of all claims 
to openneis and candour, if the manners 
and difpofitiuns pf a people are to be 
difcovered from the ftate of Literature 
among them. 

Thus it appears that the Literature 
of our country has been divided -into three 
clafleSy the natural, the fentimeintal, and 
the marvellous, anfwering precifely to 
the periods of profperity, decline, add 
fall of the Roman Empire \ and perhaps 
the caufes of both may be traced to tke 
fame fource, namely, an enormous ia- 
creafe of luxury, and the repeated inroads 
of Gothic barbarians . 

It is worthy obfervation, that moil of 
the romances above enumerated are the 
produ61ions of female pens ; and it will 
be difcovered, that Mr. Lane is obliged 
to the female fex for fumifhing at leaft 
three-fourths of his ample library, where, 
to quote his own words, " the foft, 
tender, fympalhetic foul, who wifties 
poetical amufcments, will find folacc ;" 
and where, ** for his gay, volatile friend 8» 
whofe deiires center in a chearful amufe* 
ment of their leifurc hours, .an alfiduous 
collection has been made of every nonjet 
and romance thai has ever been pub- 
l./bedr^ Heavens, what a (lough of 
defpond to wade through ! how inex- 
preffibly is the world obliged to him for 
his care and attention \ What praifes are 
fufficient to celebrate this Maecenas of 
the age j and how much more (hould we 
be delighted, if, tnftead of the prefent 
emblematical device in the frontifuiece 
of his catalogue, of Minerva protecling 
Literature, he hod depi6led himiclf, like 
anotha' Jupiter, fictinfir in iUt^, with his 
inferior deities around him, and Mineiva 
Ufuing from h'ls head. 

I was led into this train of thought by 
a converiation which I lately overheard 
in the library in Leacienhall-ilrect. I 
had not bet n many minutes there, when 
the appearance of two very pretty women 
drew my artentlon, between whom the 
'following converf'ation paCTed : •* My 
deal LauU} have you read the new novel 

I re- 
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I recommciided to yoli» The Animated 
Skeleton f I aflure you it it the pro* 
dnfkion of a very young lady, and is her 
firft appearance in that clurader.** — 
X. < Heaven grant it may be her Jaft ! 
Wbat« a yobnp; lady in the 4bharaAer of 
an animated Skeleton ? I proteft I ih ud- 
der at the bare idea.'—** Pooh I You 
m'lU know better foon I To be fure they 
toied to frighten me a little at Brft, biit it 
ia nothing when you are ufed to it j 
there is nothtns elfe read now, and for 
my part I would not give a farthing for 
m novel that had not fomething about 
• ghofts, and fkeletons, and hobgobiinsy 
and Emily walking* alone with a great 
lamp in her hand through a parcel of 
damp cellars, in iearch of fomething to 
teirify hcr^ lO her heart's content.*'— 
L* < Well,^ it is furpriftng to me what 
f leafure you can take in fuch (hocking 
books, that ought to infpire you with 
horror ; for my part I never touch a 
novel that is not recommended by Cap- 
tain O^Brien, and he always fends me 
Diiinterefted Love, Excefftve Seniibflity, 
Dclufions of the Heart, and all thofe 
charming books that melt my vary foul, 
and make me weep while fitting under 
the great Oak in our garden.* Here the 
converfation funk to fo low a whifiper 
that I could not overhear wliat paned, 
but retii-ed, convinced of the error of the 
kace of fnsrling moralilts, who find fault 
with the tendency of thole innocent re* 
creations. 

To fpcak ferioufly, I cannot approve 
of the prefent rage for writing that in- 
ftils our fair countrywomen $ the pen in 
the hands of a woman (when thus ap- 
plied) isalmoftas uncouth an inttrument 
as a lance cr a mufquet $ and if, like the 
Amazons of old, they are determined to 
%uield the arms of men, they will, like 
thofe warlike virgins, be obliged to dif- 
£gure themfehes in order to be qualified 
tor the undertaking. Aurhorihip is at 
beft but an idle trade, and all the private 
anecdotes I have been able to collet of 
thoie females who have devoted them- 
leives tb its perils, have not induced me 
to alter my opinion. The fate of many 
a female writer may be confidered in two 
t>ointi of view. In routh ihe is petitaps 
nandfome in her perfon, and poncflcd of 
tA ardent imagiaationi llrong paffiom^ 



and weak jodgn«nt« Sfar ftta out wftil 
a determination tck diftineuilh herftif ill 
the world, but unluckily is not v«iy nice 
with regard to the manner. Fr«m her 
eccentricities ihe it Jhut out from the 
few modes by which a woman may ifs* 
der herfelf independent, and thus atai 
early age relics on the exertions of her 
pen for fupport. If fueh a woman be 
any way attraftive in her peHbn, Ae 
cannot iaij to fall a facrifice to ioltie srt* 
ful Alitor, who, attacking her with hn 
own ai'gumcntt, perfoadet her to life 
with him unfliackled by the marriage 
. tie. The confeqaencea of fnch an uaioa 
are eafiiy forefeen i a lew months of joy, 
then indi&rence on the tone fide, aot 
frantic upbraidings on the other : a ie- 
paration enfues, ind if the lady be t 
tbcrougb'bred moderu' fhiUpfhery fte 
claims the liberty of diuog as (be pMiFi 
with her own perfoe, and quits the 
world in a rage. If thia event does not 
take place, flie in her eccentric toaiie 
attaches herfelf to fame nuuH who, having 
Jike her tafted of the fruit of perverted 
knowledee, it, like her» felf-esdled 6tm 
the paradife of ibcial pleafure. Witk 
him flie labours in the vineyard of ia- 
novation', and rails at ber fejt for not 
adopting maxims, which to her have 
brought nothing but difappolntment and 
mtfery. Such are her purfuits whik 
youth and beauty in ibme fort extenuate 
her foibles; but when old ace ap- 
proaches, that time in wihicb fingiilaritieK 
of any fort are lefs ealily tolerated, ber 
fituation becomes much worfe. She is 
now negligent in her appearance, iligbtd 
by her acquaintance, and ridiculed bv 
the world ; and fits like the fenitk 
Writer of Tragedy^ fo well defcribcd by 
Smollett, in all the confufion of geaiiis 
and literary dilhabille, <^ while hens snd 
dogs and hogs are feeding by.** Happy 
the woman who is content with the M 
in which Prof^ence has placed ber; 
^ho can impro^e'^herfelf by the literary 
labours of others, without wifliing to 
become one of the fraternity { and who^ 
in old age^ looks back with tranfport oo 
her paft life, conicious that the well- 
educated family uound her are indcbfed 
to ber fteadinefs and proden«e for tfef 
various advantages they enjoy.

Nearly the lad words this unfortunate 
Prince uttered, whofe death was occa*. 
iioned by dilappQintment and «hagrin at 
the invafion 01 his territories by the 
French Republic, and the faithleflnefs of 
his own fubje^s, were, " How hard is

Pafquin (aid of him 
on the occafion, in alluiion to two paits 
of the Mafs, ** Our Pope is gone with- 
cKie Qlory to vifit a man who has not the 
Creed ;'* and our Dr. John Ion was much 
difguded and indignant at the pertgri- 
iration of the Head of the Weftern 
Church. Some of his pla'ns were mag* 
irificent, particularly that of draining 
tlie Pontine marOies, and redoring fa- 
Jubrily to a great tra6V of territory. It 
failed by the excefirvc rainy weather, and 
from want of money, that (ad dc(troyer 
of many an excellent proje6V in a State. 
The Pope was reckoned a man of fome 
vanky, and anxious of didinguifhing his 
Pontificate by crcfling buildings, fome- 
times without neceflity, fometimes with- 
out tafte, and fometimes to the detriment 
of very beautiful edifices which had been 
built. His arms are lilies, an eagle, and 
poreas blowing, and fome liars. Some 
Latin lir.w were made upon him, which 
nay be thus tranilaud : 
Let Gallia*s King his beauteous lilies wear. 
Nor from ifte Pole its glories longer tear j 
Kel)ore to Auftna^s race Iver plumed creft, 
Then for thyfclf, gocd Brafchi, keep tlic reft. 

Yet what events have happened fince 
tiiei'e lines were made ! Gallia has no 
longer a King, the proud creft of Auftria 
is ci*uellydebafed, and the Pontiff himfc if 
is an exile and a wanderer ! With what 
other difa(lers the worob of fate teems 
tor Europe is known only to Him in 
whole almighty hands are the iflTues of 
life and of Aieach, the lot of mankind, and 
the fortune of llates and empires.

The Proclamation refpe^ing the al- 
lowance of Sports, made in 1633, reftoitd 
to our countrymen the falutaiy ufie of 
the Lord's-day, which before that time 
had been made a day, not of reft, nor of 
leifure, but a day of mortification, and 
of too laborious devotion, by the Pu- 
ritans.

yncanc of earning a livelihood, than in 
Reaving them to be opprefled by poverty, 
and by that lanvuid amd defponding in- 
dolence, which IS often rather the mif- 
fortune than the vice of the Poor ; with 
the^ confequence of ' being obliged to 
inamtain the ^mily afterwards, at ten 
times the ezpence that would have been 
iacurred at firft by a timely fupply of 
teltef to tfaemlelves. Upon this head 
We have one earneft requeft to makei 
that' whatevier is made by t)ieir labour, 
|hey may have the wb^fs produce of it^ 
yithout any 'deduction, on any pretence 
whatever.' The earnings of tfte poor 
^uld be iacred and inviolate, in order 
to cdcoiirage them to work, and to 
exempt the character of their employers 
6nom the impiitajUon of interelfted mo* 
lives. 

• Upon the authority of the cafe of 
fhe Ki'gg and Nonb SbUlds (20. Geo. 
III.) we have, where parents have ap« 
plfcd for fupport for their infant chU^^ 
dren under ieven years of age, ordiered 
^em relief it home, without removing 
the parents or children into the partfS 
workhoule ; adopting the humane and 
jodicib^s fentimentf , which Mr. Juftice 
Buller delivered on that occafion : -U 
.That it would be injurious to pariflies, 
if, <^ when dke of a numerous family 
vrants relief, the tuboU mia^ go to the 
pariOi workhoule $^* am) th^t it would 
be very unjuft « that the paHlh ihould 
be inticled 'to the labopr of a wkoie 
•family, becaufe one of them might want 
relief. '* Any difficulties, however, that 
)>ave remainea on this fubjeft, have been 
removed by the Aa (36, Geo. III. 
cap. 13.), which enables Magiftrates 
lomake 'fpeciar orders for the relief of 
^nduftriou^'^oor perfbns at borne. 

It is your dti^, ^^, to ice that tj^tt 
are proper habitations for the poor of

the Encouragement |md proteftfoo of tfav 
delerfing poor, there remains another 
dafsy which it will be ueceflary to re* 
form by ' puniihraent : I mean thole 
drones of ibciety, iate and dijirrder^ 
pcrfoat, whom the law has ^efcnbed aa 
nfograntt^ rogues ^ zod vagabonds,' It If 
dae to ^he ^oneft exertions of the in* 
duftrious cottager, that, while he re« 
ceives aid and encouragement, thejf 
Ihould not efcaoe correAion : that vtuf^ 
diilin^Uon ifiouid be made between hic» 
and choliip who wander about, cndea^ 
vouring to fubiift, without labour, %m

THIS Work, which is not to be read 
as a mere book of entertainment, 
contains an important period of the Hif* 
iory of England, accurately and im* 
partially written from documents to 
which no former hiftorian of the times 
has had acceis. The Author is well 
known to the public by his formef pro. 
duflions, and the reputation he has ac- 
quired will not be diminilhed by the 
prefent performance. 

From the precise we learn that Mr. 
Coxe, having undertake to write " The 
Kii^orical and Political State of Europe,** 
in- the proiecution of that work, obtained 
JX^efs to vaiious collc^ons of original 



papers, particularly thofe of the Eirls of 
Hardwicke, Harrington*, and Peter- 
borough, aftd of Sir Benjamin Kcene. 
He had made fuch proffrefs in this work 
that the hiftories of Spain, Portu?sI» 
Auftrta, the German Conftltutton,Rottia» 
and part of PrufTia and* Sweden, wert 
prepared for tKe prefs. He hod ahb 
(ketched the hiftories of the Italian States* 
llolland, and li'rance ; when, iindin^ it 
impofTible to obtain fumcient infonuation 
in £nglan({ refpe^ug foreign countries* 
he viUted Germany in 1794, with a view 
to obtain accurate knowledge of recent 
events. 
On his return to England he went to 
Woitcitosi* 
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WoIt«rtmi» to lafpea th^ papers of Lord 
Walpole during hit etn)>a]Sie« in France 
fend Holland^ in which buiincf's he em- 
piojred hirofelf feme time, and in the 
cottrie of hit occupation 'tnced motivev 
of aftion unknown to hiftoriant, which 
placed in a new light the foreign and 
doneftic tianfa6iion« of the Cabinet. 
The French RcYolution, and the un- 
•certain polition of £urope at this period, 
• induced him to forego his deiign until 
the return of more quiet and favourable 
times. 

He then propofcd to Iele£l and arrange 
Ibme of Lord Wal pole's papers £ot toe 
public eye | when» finding feveral of Sir 
Robert W^ipoleU letters and napers, he 
became folicitous to obtain further in- 
formation concerning his character and 
admimllration. This led to ttilt fortlier 
information ; he was permitted to fee 
the papers oH Lord Orford, Lord Town- 
iend» Juord Grantham» Lord Waldftgrave> 
and Mr. Poynts. 

With thele fources of information the 
work gratlually expanded $ and Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole, from being a lecondary, 
became the prin^pai objeA. He de- 
termined to give the worki Memoirs of 
the Life and Adminiftration of this great 
MioiAery drawn trom theie copious and 
original fources, and to illultrate, by in- 
terefting and authentic documents, the 
tranfaftions of the bufy and eventful pe- 
riod in which that Minifter aded a con- 
fpicuous parr. In the execution of his 
plan he alio obuined the ufe of the 
Stanhopei Midleton» Melcombe, and 
Egrcmont papers. 

The plan of the Work is to |rive an 
uninterrupted narrative of the life and 
adminirtration of Sir Robert Walpole, 
illuftrated by original correl'pondence and 
authentic papers i divided into eight 
periods, comprehending a term of iixty- 
nine years, from his birth in 1676 to hit 
death in 1 745« 

Mr. Coxe then gives an account and 
chara^lerof the materials he has employed 
in his Work, and adds» <« With the 
a/fiftance of thefe extenfive fources of in- 
fonnationy I have been enabled to eluci- 
date many parts of (ecret hiftory either 
totally unknown or wholly mifrepre- 
i'enttif and to trace the motives of aaion 
which influenced the conduft of the 
Minitbryy and directed the condu6l of the 
Britilh Cabinet. I havenotbeenbiafled 
by the j^judices of party hatred or parcy 
affe^iion. I have always confiderea the 
conncdiona and principles of the pcrfoi 
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from whom t dcnrd political ihfbhns* 
tion; and» after duly weighing all the 
circumftances, have equally avoided the 
extremes on either fides.'' 

The firlt period of the Hiftory is froA 
the year 1676 to i7i4» which includes 
an account of Lord Orford*s family. 
He was the eighteenth male, in a lineal 
defceot from the Conqueft, of a refpeA* 
able family, which took its fumame from 
the town of Walpole, in Norfbllc He 
was the third ion of Robert Walpole» 
£fq. and virat born the a6th of Augoft 
16769 at Houghton. He received the 
firft rudiments of learning at a private 
feminary at MafUngham in Norfolk, and 
completed his education on the foundation 
at £ton. On the asd of April 1696 He . 
was admitted a fchohur of ICitt|;'s Col* 
lege, Cambridge, but refigned his (cfao* 
larihip on the a5tb of May 16^, on 
becoming the heir of his father's eftate 
by the death of his elder brother. On 
leaving the Univeriity he returned home» 
and a&i£ted himlelr to purfuits whick 
had no reference to learning or politics. 
On the 30th of July 1700, he married 
the daughter of Sir John Shoiter, Lord 
Mayor of X«oQdon» a woman of exquifite 
beauty and accompli(hed manners $ and 
the amufements of London fuceecded the 
more adive employments of the country* 
Soon after his marriage his father died, 
and he inho-ited the £simily eftate» the 
reiii-roll of which exceeded aoool. a 
year. 

On the death of his father he vras 
elected Member for Caflle Rifmgt and 
fat for that borough in the two (hort 
Parliamcnu which aflcmbled in the two 
laft ^ears of the reign of King William. 
He foon became an aftive Member, pnr- 
ticularljr in what refpe^ed the county 
of Norfolk, and joined himfelf to the 
Whig p*rtv, to which he mlhered during 
life. Oifthe accefiion of Queen Anne be 
was again returned for (JaiUe Rifinf^ 
which he reprefented until he was ad* 
vanced to the peerage. He now became 
a confpicuous figure in the Houfe of 
Commons, and was noticed by Lord 
Godolphin and the Duke of Marlborough* 
In 1705 he with feveral «f the Whig 
party was brought into office as one of 
the Council to Prince George of Den* 
mark. Lord High Admiral of England. 
In the year 1705 he was inftrumenul in 
reconciling Lord Godolphin to the 
Whigs, and. in 170^ fucceeded Sir John, 
afterwards Lord Bol'mgbroke, as Secre- 
tary at War. na the rccommrndaiion of 
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llieDiiie of Marlborough. On the de* 
ccafc of Sir Thomas Lyttelton he was 
sppoiotcd Treafurvr of tne Navy, which 
oiuce foi- a (hort time be held with that 
,of Secretary at War. 

In 17 ID he was a mam^er for the im- 
peachment of Sacheverel, and principally 
condufled that imprudent buiinefs in the 
Houfe of Commons. The event of this 
trial was different from what was ex- 
pected, and the Mimilry, in confequence 
•f intrigues and cabals, was Toon after 
diimiired. Mr. Walpok might have 
continued in his office, to which he was 
foHdtedby Harley ; bat he reje£ied every 
advance made to him, and treated with 
contempt the thfeats thrown out againft 
him . So unwilling was the new Miniftry 
to come to hoftilitics with him, that he 
was iiifFend to continue in his poft of 
Treaiurer of the Navy feveral months 
-after his friends were completely dif- 
xnifTed. 

His oppofttion to the new Miniftry 
was (o violent and determined, that it 
was thought adviiable to (ilence him by 
any means whatever i and Bromley, a 
Tory Member* declared, that his expul- 
fion was me umum nrcefmriumf as they 
could noi^earry on the buiinefs, if he 
was fniFerel^ to conttntie in the houfe, 
•* It is no wo<nder, therefore," fays Mr. 
Coxe, *< that his enemies, who could 
command a majority, fliould find a plau- 
iible pretext. Tne Commiffioners of 
Public Accounts laid a charge of vena- 
Ihy and corruption againft him for forage 
oontrafls in Scotland, while be was So- 
cretary at War. They accufed him of 
having taken in two contrafts, two notes 
of haiM, one for 500 guineas, the other 
for 5ool. the iirlt of which had been 
paid, and a receipt given in his name, 
and of the other 400I. was paid. It ap. 
pearcd on enmination of tM witneflTes on 
oath, that the contra^ors, rather than 
admit into their partnerlhip Robert 
Maan, agent for Walpole, who, accord- 
ing to the tenour of the original agree- 
ment) referved a (hare for a friend to 
have a benefit of the fifth part, if not 
redeemed bv the contraAors with a fum 
«f money, had preferred paying the 500 
guineas and 500I. and that Malm had 
received the money for the ^^ note, and 
had obtained the iecond note as a depofit 
for the fttffl fpecified to be paid. 

** In confequence of thefe reports, 
Walpole was heard in his own defence, 
Ihough no particulars of his fpeech are 
prefervcd in the proceedings of Farlia- 
nient s after he had withdi^wa> a warm 



defante took place, which l^iAwl tUl ^ 
ten at night. His friends on this occafioi) 
fupported him with fo much aemU that 
the Houfe was divided four times in the 
iame fitting ; and the Minifbert, wiio 
carried all political queftions in this Sief' 
fion with only a trifling oppofition, gained 
the motions for his condemnatien and 
expulfion by a fmall majority. On the 
. firh divifiour in which Pultncy (then his 
intimate friend, afterwards his moft bit« 
ter opponent) was teller, to leave oat the 
words "and notorious corruption," was 
negatived by a majority ci 52. The 
main queftion pafied in the affirmative by 
5 7 . The motion for comm itt ing him^ to 
tlieTowetfby only l^\ and his expuUimi 
was decreed by ii. Thefc fmall ma- 
jorities fufiiciently prove, either that 
Walpole poiTefied great perfonal influence 
in the Houfe ^ or, that many of the 
Tories confidered his aceufation a fcan- 
. dalous profecution, and vrouid not gi%e 
their votes againft him* The Ho^'c 
however refolvcd, " That Robert Wal- 
pole, Efquire, was guilty of a high 
breach of truft and notorious corniptioo ; 
that he (hould be committed prilbner to 
the Tower of London j'* and on a fub- 
fequent motion, which was carried oniy 
by a majority of 10 votes, *• That nc 
ihould be expelled.** 

" On the next morning Walpole for- 
rendered himielf a prifoner, and was com- 
mitted to the Tower. It was expcded 
that he would have petitioned, and fub* 
mitted himfelf to the cenfure of the 
Houfe ; but he refufed making any con- 
ceflion, which would imply a conkiouf- 
nefs of guilt, and he therefinc remained 
a prifoner until the prorogation of Par- 
liament. In tlie mean time a new writ 
being ilTued for Lynn, he was re>choftai 
for that borough \ but a petition being 
^referred againft the return by Samuel 
Taylor, the oppofmg candidate, the 
Commons refolved, " That having been 
e3C|)elled this Honfe for an high breach 
of truft in the execution of his cHnce, and 
notorious corruption, when Secretary at 
War, he was incapable of being re« 
ele^ed a member to ferte Jn the prtkot 
Parliament. 

«* While he remained a prifoner he 
was confidered as a martyr to the caaic 
of the Whigs, and repeatedly vilited by 
perfons of the higheft diftin^ion sod 
abilities, particularly by the Puke and 
Duchefs of Marlboraugh, Godolphin, 
Sunderland, Somers, and Pultney, and 
his apartment exhibiiedthrappedrance of 
a crouded levet. 
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^< During hit confinement he had fuf. 
ficient leil'urf t« compofc a clear and 
judicious vindication of himi'elf, which 
was publi/hcd under the title of «* The 
Caic of Mr. Walpolc hi a letter from a 
Torjr Member of Parliament to his 
Frit^d in the Country/* In this mafterly 
defence he fully juitihes himtelf, and ap- 
peals to evidence taken upon oath, from 
the two principal charges, high breach 
of tniH, and notorious corruption. In 
regard to high breach of trult, he /hews 
that he had no advantage in the con* 
trafls J that he was not the only perfon 
concerned in making them i and that 
they were iettled on the bed and moft 
advantageous terms to be obtained at 
the time : in reply to the charge of no- 
torious corruptions, he proves that a 
ibare in the contrail being given to his 
luend Robert Mann, the contrafVors 
preferred paying him a Aim of money in 
recomuence for giFing up hit fliaie] 
that the contrador who had negotiated 
this bargain with Manndying, toother, 
&ot igiowin^ his name, made the note of 
hand payable to Walpole, or order, for 
the uie of his ft-iend } that the note was 
indorled by himlclf only for form, and 
the money received by Nlann was for his 
own uie and benefit, and that Waipoie 
had not the iealt intereft diredily or indi- 
rc^ly in this alfair/* 

. The Sefiion was prolonged beyond the 
«)fual time for the purpole of i^taioing 
him in prilon, from whence be was not 
fclealed until the 8th of July 1 7 1 3 . The 
remainder of this firft period of his hfe 
was einpioyed in writing, and otherwiie 
oppofmg the Miniilry* in every >ifay 
which oflfeied itfelf. 

The next neriod commences with the 
acce^Hon of George the Second in i7i4» 
and ends with the conmiencement of the 
$outh Sea fcheme in ryio. ' On the ele- 
vation of the new Sovereign, the Whigs 
imiaediately expelled their opponents, 
;ind tool^ their places, and Mr. Waipoie 
was appointed Payinaiter of the Forces. 
The Minifter, who at this period took 
the lead, was Charles Viicount Town* 
iendy of whom Mr. Coxe gives the fol- 
lowing account : 

<< He was the eldeft Ton of Sir Horatio 
Townfcnd, who was lb highly instru- 
mental in forwarding the Keltoration of 
Charles the Second, that in 168a he was 
created a Peer. Ciiarles took his feat in 
the Houic of Peers In 1696, and, being of 
a Tory family, stttached himfslf fo 
ftrongly to that p^ty, that he figoed the 
pr9tctt refpcfting the iiiipeaichiocB:cif tbe 
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Whig Lords. But his zeal for the 
Tories iboo abated » and even took a con* 
trary dire6lion, to which the rcprefenta- 
tions and eondu^l of his friend Walpole 

freatlv contributed. He then attached 
imfelf to Somers, and a^ed fo cordially 
with the Whigs, that when William 
formed a new Adminiftration, princi* 
pally compofed of that party, a rumour 
was confidentially circulated that he was 
appointed Privy Seal. In 1706 he was 
nominated one of the Commiffioners for 
ftttiing the union with Scotland } in 
1707, Captain of the Yeomen of the 
Q[iieen*s Guard } and, in 1709, accom* 
panied the Duke of Marlborough to 
Gem'uydenberg, lis joint Plenipotentiary' 
to open a negotiation for peace with 
France : he was deputed in the fame 
year Embaflador Extraordinary to the 
Stares-General, and corxluded with them 
the barrier treaty. Soon after the change 
r of the Whig Adminift ration herefigned 
his Embafly, was removed from the poft 
of Captain of the Yeomen, and cejfured 
by a Tory Houie ot Commons for having 
figned that treaty. During the early 
part of the reign of Queen Anne, on ac- 
count of his youth, he had a£led only a 
fubordinate part, and* was not conHderec^ 
as ode of the great leaders of the Whig; 
intereft i but towards the clofe of t hat- 
reign, his fervices and decifive conduA 
raited his confequence, and he gained 
great acceflfion ot charafler with his partv. 
on being profecuted at the fame time with 
the Duke of Marlborough. 

" Though naturally of flow parts, be 
had acquired from long experience the 
talent that rendered hhn an able man of 
bufinefs, which was the fole object of his 
ambition s he was rough in manners, irn* 
patient of contradiflion, of a fanguine 
dilpofition, impetuous, and overbearing ; 
though inelegant in language, and often 
perplexed in argument, yet be fpoke fen* 
libiy, and with a thorough knowledcre 
of his fubjea. He was generous, highly 
difinterefted, of unblemiflied honour s 
initiated in diplomatic tranfa^ions dur* 
ing the Consrefs at Gertruydenberg and 
the Hague, be cherilhed too great an at- 
tachment to negotiation $ and, fond o( 
vifionary fehemes, was too apt to propofe 
bold and decifive meafures, which the 
more temperate and pacific difpofition oC 
Walpole was continually employed ia 
90untera£Ung.^* 

With this Minifter Mr. Walpole aacd 
for two years, and durinj^ that bulj 
poifld was very adive agamft the Mi- 
^iftera of the tour iaft years of Q^^^

IN this revolutionary age, an Author 
hazards much who profeflfes to de- 
fcribe the prefent flate or a Country on 
the Continent of Europe 1 for, in pro- 
bability, the very Syftem of Government, 
<>r of Uuftoms and Manners, which the 
writer is painfully labouring fo analyze 
s>nd explain, may, by the day of "^jubli- 
cation, be entirely overthrown; and a 
ftate of things have taken place, to no 
part of which the remarks that are offered 
to the reader may be applicable. 

The fubjugation of Switzerland by 

France, and the impofition by that over- 
bearing power of a new fcrm of Confti- 

lution on the Helvetian Republic, are 

very important circumftances that might 

indeed have been forefeen, but certainly 

could not be difcufled by our fair Tourilt. 

The Reader of thefe Volumes, therefore, 

will bear in mind, that it is Switzerland 

on the eve of a Great Revolution, and 

not under its operation, that is the fub* 

jcft of her pen. 

Mifs Williams in her Preface pro- 

fefles to be aware that the paths which 

ihe trod had been trodden before, and the 

obje6ls on which die gazed with aftoniili- 

ment had been already defcribcd : but 

ihe adds, 

<* It is true that the iketch I have 

pencilled of that fublime kenery, how- 
ever rude, will be found to be an original 

drawing, copied irom nature and not 

from books j yet I (hould fcarcely have 

firei'umed to obtrude that unfiniflied out- 
irie on the public eye, if the other parts 
of my journal offered nothing new to its 
obfervation. It is the prefent moral 
fituation of Switzerland that juttifies the 
- appearance of thefe Volumes, in which 
an attempt is made to tra^c the im* 
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in tier iiurcl» but which are not of fnffi- 
cicnt importance to amcft our attention.

cuftom to which the love of equality tloubt many a fair member of thele young

to be extremely prejudicial tO the man- 
ners of the young men of Bafil, by ex- 
cluding all forms of deference and po« 
litenefs, as well as all means of improve- 
ment.^ With refpea to thcic things, 
there is indeed nothing peculiar to the 
clubs of Bafil i fince ^rom Broofcp^f^ 
comvoied of the honourable members of 
the Britilh Parliament, to thefe tabaeicf • 
filled with the fenators of the laucUble 
Helvetic Body, a man who has long fre- 
i)iientcd fuch meetings becomes entirely 
unfit for all other fociety ; he foon thinks 
it an hardfliip to pafs an evening elle- 
wh^y and terms all other company con- 
Itniinty becaufe it wants the eafe of a 
taTeroy where tumult is miftaken for 
caiety, and familiarity for friendfliip. 
But while in other places the tafte for 
(Jobs is confined to a few perfons, Bafil 
is a town of dubbifts, conuining no 
left than twdve fmoking focieties, each 
(ompofed of about fixty members, who 
meet every afternoon at an early hour, 
drink tea amidlt the exhilaratinjg fumes 
of tobacco, difcufs the political fituation, 
but far more indefattgably the com- 
oaerciaJ affairs of the town, calculate the 
gains and loffes of the day, form new 
ichenics of acquiring virealth, and fepa- 
rate at the hour of fupper before they 
have fiud one word on any fubjeft of 
Uttcy or literature. 

«< The IfKlies of Bafil, abandoned by the 
vncn, have recourfe to clubs alfo, and 
^bmetiffles twenty ladies aflKsmble together 
without one man being of the party, 
although to fuch as prefent Uiemlelves, 
«dmi|taace, hr from being refufed, is 
jTven gratefully accorded s and fometimes 
a ftrangen taking ad-vantage of the 
poffure of affiurs at Bafil, whicR leads a 
coterie of yomg handfome women to 
iconfider hi| ^ompaxiv as a favour, pays 
his homage to the ladies, while clcuds 
of other incenfe are ridng in every quai* 
fcr of the town trerni tt^e tabagies where 
$heir ahfent hufbandf are convened.

focieties, when affailod by thoie llorms 
of misfoitune, which ofttn beat with the 
moft pitilefs fury againft hearts that caa 
leaft refift their violence, recalls with 
tender regret the focial circle of her child* 
hood I and perhaps finds in the fympathy 
of fome female companion, to whom ftc 
is endeared by the charm of thofe early 
recollections, a fource of confolation and 
relief. The yonne unmarried women, 
and the dowagers, have all their diftin^ 
circles, foou^times increalcd by the ad^ 
million of fillers-in-Iaw, who become 
part of the fiuniiy, and ibmetimes by the 
mtroduftion of accidental acquaintances. 
<« They allemble Jby invitation fuc- 
cefiively at each other*s houfes, ufually 
at three in the afternoon ; an hour 
which, though morning with refpeft to 
dinner, and all the buiy occupations of 
)ife> at London and Paris, finds the day 
lar advanced at Bafil i where dinner is 
iervcd when it is noon by the clocks of 
that city, which, for fevenfl centuries 
paft, have kept the van-guard of time» 
and for foxae reafon, forgptten in the 
laple of ages, probably becaufe not worth 
being remembered, ftrike twelve in de* 
fiance of common fenfe and convenicnccy 
when the fblar (hadow points eleven. 

" The ladies prefent themfelves at 
their coteries with their work 'bags upon 
their arms, and work and converfatioa 
begin together ^ the latter turns, as in 
other uninftruCted minds, upon the 
every • day solli p of ordinary life. When 
the domeftic detail of houfnold anecdote^ 
and the tattle of town fcandal fail, the/ 
haften to cards— what other refource is* 
left? Time cannot be filled up, as it 
of^en is in mixed focieties, by the flutter 
of coquetry and the arts ot affe^ation 
on one lide, and by the offices of gallantry 
or the ftare of libertinifm on the other. 

** Where none admire, *tis ufeleft to excel | 
** Where none are Beaux, 'tis vain to be a 
Belle." 

« At thefe affemblies the. place of 
honour is at th^wj^c^w^tjo^^Jicb^ jn 
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crery boufc at BiffU cmiycx mlrron are 
Ibccdy and givt a view of all that is 
fiaflmg in the ftreets to a conliclerable 
dilUnce. T^ieie mirrors, coiiliilted every 
Aoroent by the ladies of Balii, not to 
▼lew themfelves but their ncigiibours, 
would have furnlflied Thomfon, had he 
lived in tliat city, with another image in 
bis Cal^ie of Indoience, of the mtaas of 
murderinff time* 

. ** Tei IS brought at four in the after, 
noon, accompanied by an handlbme col- 
lation, confining of paftry, fruits, cireBms, 
and fweetmeats, and oiten of ham^i and 
ether cold meats. This fubltantiai kind 
of refrefliment is not found unacceptable 
after a very copious dinner, and with the 
perfpeAive of a folid iupper ; the Swil's 
tp general being poiTeiTed of a moft powr 
crful appetite, perhaps arifmg from the 
keenneis of their mountain air. A dull 
game of commerce dragb on the lingering 
hours till eight in the evening, when the 
ladies feparatc, after a profulion of com- 
pliments, which they have not yet re- 
linquiftidd for the French mode of.gUding 
l^ut of the room. 

•« Sometimes their Liege- Lords, ^he 
dubbifts, make a facri6ce of one dear 
cveniilg of fmoke and ftock-jobbing, to 
the women -y on theti: gala occaftons, the 
card. party concludes with a fupper, fuf- 
^ciently luxurious, but which might be 
Dlore amuiing; and as the bw forbids 
any carriages to roll through the ftreets 
after eleven, the company ufually feparate 
at that hour. 

** Fathers and mothers of families, 
^ho have children married, fix one day 
rf the week, which they call Uur jour de 
famitle^ when all their ofTsprinflr af* 
iemble at their houfe at dinner, lome* 
tames to the fourth, Afth, and even fixth 
generation ; for the women marry very 
young, and not long fmce there were not 
tefs than fix ladies in Bafil, whofe grand- 
children were grandmothers. There is 
/pmething refpe^able, and even affe^ling 
in thele patriarchal meetings \ they feem 
a means of drawing clolcr thofe ties of 
confanguinity which are the beft refuge 
againil human ills \ in which the pareft 
ane^ions of the heart mingle themlelves 
with the wants and weaknefs of our na. 
lure ; guiding with watchful tendernel's 
the wanderings of youth, and fupporting 
with unwearied care the f^eblenefs of

dearneis of provifions : an evil the moris 
eafily to be oorne, as the (own was then 
reaping; an abundant harveft of gold from 
the calaniities of other countries. Once 
a week indeed, the dulnefs of a caxd 
alTembly was permitted to replace that 
of the coteries 3 and an occaiional con- 
cert harmonized the foul ; hut dancing 
was a diverfion too light for the times, 
and even a fet of dancing-dogs, otfend* 
ing againft the ftatute, were formally 
expelled by the Cbajfe-Coqmn^ probably 
in confequence of the general order of the 
CommiHion of Six, inftitutcd at that pew 
ricd for clearing the tovvn oi' unprofitable 
ftrangers.'* 

Mifs Williams then draws a compa- 
rative view of the Spiiit of Commerce in 
France ^before and fmce the Revolution, 
making fome fllrewd and feixliblc remarks 
on the fyllem of paper- money, which 
contributed to raife and cherifii a new 
Ipirit of rpeculation in that country; 
and concludes her fecond Chapter wjth 
the following account of female tradcas, 
contraflors, afid* negotiators ; 

" Themoft trifling purcliaie or tran- 
fa£iion, at that period, had fomethingin 
it of founding gfeatnefs i a pair of &x% 
cofta thoufaiKl livres, an eil of ribband 
five hundred ; and as the women is 
France have even more aflive fpiritt 
than the men, every lady who had fifty, 
or a hundred thoufand Uvres in her 
pocket-book, confidcred herfelf as a Itit 
of capitalift ; and hearing ince0antiy 
from siil parts, and in all directions, that 
commerce was the infallible road t9 
vveaith, immediately fet up with thole 
(olid funds^ fome i'pecies of trade. One 
larly provided he^iclf with a cargo of 
pocket handkerchiefs, another with an 
aiTortment of (hoes } fome ibid tallow 
candles, fome wax; fome dealt in 
powder, and others irt fnu^Tj but all had 
their little traific, all were animated by 
the fame reftlcfs fpirit of gain. This 
(pecies 'of conmierce, however, was of 
fleeting duration. Sterne has' observed, 
that Frenchmen conceive, better than 
they combine \ ftill more joftly may this 
obiervation be applied to French women j 
who, when they became adventurers ia 
the new world of traffic, exulted i» the 
rapid augmentation of tbetf wealth ; anj 
were alionifhed to find that the mcr* 
chandiae, ^hi^h was to j-eplace the ftock, 
could no longer be purchafed with tbs 
Xanve capital ; till at length tbey dif« 
covered, that their magmficent com* 
iBcrcial piofit4.^«re a 6>it of Uiv$'f^^% 
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.vhich, ^Anen, tbuchedy turned to fanils 
Aod that k was not. [the merchandije 
which ind incrcatTed in price, but the 
.affignats that had diminiihcd in value-. 

«<.A i«w of the mofl heautitVil, and 
thtr moft intriguing of the fair Parilians, 
became the agents and emiflarics of their 
frieods, lovers, or halbandt, in the pub- 
ik offices i and the marine, the war, and 
the bpme departments, were filled with 
Ibnai&contraAors and negociators, who, 
Sm the moft part, found that Republican 
Committees made no better deft nee than 
poiiflMd Courts, ^gatnft the formidable 
•niJlecyof bright eyes, gay fmiles, lively 
.£Ulics, and animated graces; artillery 
which French women know better how 
to wieid, than the women of any other 
country. Minifters and commiflaries 
iclt the energy of arguments uttered by 
ruby lips, and the claims of a petition 
«»ffcrtd by a foft hand, of which the 
Slaked well-fhaped arm was gracefully 
ifcretched out ; and, upon the whole, the 
women of France, to whom, by the Con- 
tUtutionai A£l, ail rights have been de- 
nied,' And that they ftill hokl a tolerably 
dri'potic empire over their lords and 
roiiliers, the lovereign people. 

«< Of a dilferent dafs fr<^ thefe fe- 
male negociators and merchants were 
thoie wi men, who, once poflctfed of all 
that rank and fortune could beftow, were 
now reduced to fupply the preiT&ng wants 
of the moment, by a melancholy fpecies 
cf traffic i by felling various pieces of 
ornamental needle-work, which they had 
once been taught toeieecute as an amufe- 
ment, or by making a profeiTion of thofe 
arts which they had once acquired as the 
accomplifhments of an elegant education. 
uVbcve all, drawing: has proved an uleful 
reiburce in thele circumftances. Many 
a lady has found in her pencil, a means 
of fublidence. for hcrfcif and family j 
mapy a finiihcd landicape, delt^ned to 
.^:ice a cryltal boiutotr^ w decorate a 
gilded pavillion, has ierved to turnifh the 
i^ aitid with.the crull ofbreari which, 
in Ibroe lonely gariet, ihe moiitens with 
licr tcajs." 

We pafs over her Third •Chapter, 
wherein Ihe defcribes thcamufemeats of 
Paris ; as we recoiled to have feen it 
repuUUhed in newi'papccs and other pe- 
riodical works ; and procet^d with her 
^o.her ijqad from Badl to Sy^leuu» and 
thence to Baden and Zurich. Her de- 
fcripUMis always betray (he pen and 
mind «f .a pKt. iit Zurich ihe ytii, a 
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vifit to its firft Uterary ornament L4« 
Vateil, of whomwehatte Uie foUowiqg 
^etch : 

«< He received us'in his library, whidi 
was hung thick with portraits and ««• 
|;raving«, of which he has a confiderafale 
CoUe£lion, Conning a complete lludy of 
the ever varying expreflion of the humaa 
face divine. Some very wife men, who 
admit of -no fcope to that faculty of the , 
mind called imagfination^ and axe for ever 
bringing every theory to the fquare add 
the compafs, confider his fyAem of pby* 
fiognomy as the fantaftic vi(ion of aa 
heated brain ; but though it may be 
difficult, it is furely ingenious and in* 
terefting to attempt reducing to rules a 
fcience, which feems to be founded in 
nature. It is furely curious to analyfe 
what it is fo eafy to feel, the charm of 
that exprcffion, which is Ihe emanation 
of moral qualities j that undefinable 
grace which is not beaufy, but IbmetlMns 
more ; without which its enchantmem* 
loie their power of fafcination, and which 
can .(bed an animated glow, a fpark^of 
divinity over the features of deformity : 
** Mind, mind alone, bear witpefs earthy 

and heaven, 
'' The living founuin in itfelf contains 
" Of beauteous and fubUme.*' 

« Lavater is a venerable looking old 
man, with a iharp long face, high f^* 
tures, and a wrinkled brow s he is tail* 
thin, and jnlerefting in his figure ; when 
ferious he has a look of melancho^f, aU 
molt of inquietude { but when he imUia^ 
his countenance becomes lighted up with 
an exprelfion of fweetnels and mteUi* 
gcnce. 

<< There is a Hmple eloquence in hia 
converfation, an tifurton of the heart 
extremely attra^ive: he ineaks F^^encb 
with ibme difficulty, and whenever he is 
at, a lofs for an cxpreflion has rccourfe to 
German, which I in vain begged a Swifa 
gentleman, who was of our party, to 
tranflate for me : he told me, that tor the 
moft part the German wovds Lavatvr 
employed were compound-epithets of his 
owniramingy whiih iiad peculiar enei^ 
as he ufedthcm, butAvhsoii woukl^ 
quitovvapidand fpiritleis ifttfanAation. 

*^ The great rule of oMral conduct 
Lavater laid, in iiis opinion, .was, next 
to God, to refpeA time. Time, he. con- 
fidered as the moft .valuable of :hujnan 
trcahives, and any waAr of it as in the 
higheft degree immoral. He* riles evcrv 
aiocnieg ztJihit^ %mx oi &m i jpndf^npi 
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it wookl be agreeable to him to break&ll 
immediately at'ter rifing, makes it an 
invariable rule to earn that re^ft by 
ibme previous labour } To that it by ac- 
cident the nrtt of the day is fpent to no 
tiieful purpoic» Ibme portion of it may 
at lea ft be iccuzcd beyond the interrupt 
fioDS of chance. 

** Lavater gave us a mofl pleaiing 
account of morals in Zuric. He had 
been a preacher of the gofpel, he faidy in 
. that town thirty years $ and fo incapable 
were the citizens of any fpecies of cor- 
ruption, that he fliould have rendered 
himfelf ridiculous had he ever, during 
that long period^ preached a fermon 
againft it, unce it was a vice unknown. 
« At what a diftance,' thought I, < am I 
arrived from London and Paris.* 

«< When we took our leave of Lavater, 
he begged we would write our namea and 
place of abode in a book, which he ao- 
propriates to the ufe of infcribing the 
Jong lift of his foreign viiitors . An hour 
after my return from his houfe he came 
to pay me a vifit, which I was taught to 
confioer as an unufual compliment, fince 
it is his eeneralnile not to return the 
vifits of ftrangers. Religion was the 
theme of his difcourfe, and he talked of 
its pleaAires, its conrolations, and its 
llopes, with a fokmn fort of enthufiaftic' 
icrvcr, which (hewed how much his heart 
was interefted in the fubje^, and how 
warmly his I'endbility was awake to de- 
votional teelings. Although his zeal 
was not without knowledge, yet it was 
ibmewhat difficult to difcover what was 



his fyftemoC beliif: whether he wait cf 
Paul or A polios, a follower of Calvia 
accordiiig to the eltabliihed creed of the 
Swils church. Or whether he was not is 
fome fort tuc framcr of a ntw dodrise 
himielf. 

** One of nyr felJow-ttavellers, who was 
anxious to wreft from the venerable paibcr 
his contefiion of faith, brought in rcviev 
before him the various opinions of the 
fathers, orthodox and heretic $ hem 
Juftin Martyr and Origin^ down to the 
BiOiopof St.Ba^d^s and Dr. Prkftky. 
But JLavater did not appear to have made 
polemics his ftudy $ be Teemed to thiok 
right and wrong, in hiftohcal faft, of 
far iefs importance than right and wraig 
in religious feotiment $ and above all. It 
human action. There was more of ied- 
ing than of logic in his concluiions ; and 
he appeared to have taken Iefs pains to 
examine religion, than to apply its are- 
cepts to the regulation of ttioie fiailiics 
and paflions or the human hcatt, the 
traces of which, hidden from others, ^ 
had marked with foch admirable ac« 
curacy in the charafter and cxpneffioo sf 
outward forma. For myfelf, I own tht 
folemn, meek, affeAionate expceffionof 
Lavater's pious fentimcnts, were pecu* 
liarly Toothing to my feelings, afta hat- 
ing been fo long ftunned with the cavili 
of French philolbphers, or rather tht 
impertinent comments of their difcipleii 
who are To proud of their fcepticiim, dot 
they are for ever obtruding ic in coa* 
veri'ation.^*

The £arJ of Moira rofey and having 
Ibitcd that he tinderftobd a noble Peer 
then near him had thrown out fome ob- 
iervations tending to controvert what he 
had foJemnly aflerted before their Lord-

he would then repeat the tenor of what 
he advanced on a former night ; which 
was, that whatever cal'ual exceflTes might 
have been committed by the army in 
Ireland, they were never performed by 
the order of Government, nor did the 
latter afford its fan^ion to them in any 
ihape. 

^ Lord Grenville deprecated the farther 
difcuflion of the fubjefl. 

TUBSDAY, MARCH */.

appropriated for the ereftion of batteries ; { 
to enrol labourers to aft, if neceffaryy 
as pioneert ; to drive off cattle } to re» 
move from village to village the aged, I 
infirm, and deftitute $ and to veft in the ' 
Lordt Lieutenants power fimilar to thofe 
they poftefs with regard to the regular 
militia. There were perfons, however, 
in the country, whom it would be unfafe i 
to truft with armt : they muft be watched. 
It wat not, he faid, his wifh to difturb 
unanimity ; but he wat forry to remark, 
that there were perfont (few in number 
he hoped) who were not only inimical to 
the Conftitution, but who, by a tral- 
torout correfpondence, had proved their 
defign to be> to eftabltfti their fyftcm co 
a French invafion | he did not fay that aQ 
who profefied themfelvet to be advocates 
for Parliamentary Reform wilhed to fa^ 
vour the fchemes of the enemy, but many 
of thofe with whom they were aflbciatcd 
wifhed to carry their objeft by i>cfarioas 
and treafonabie means. He concluded 
by moving for leave to bring in a BiU 
for the pnrpofes above-mentioned. 

General Tarleton declared hit readinefs 
to givs his fupport to tkoy meafure that 
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calctif atcd for the better fccurity of 
the Countfy againft foreign invafion, at 
the fame time he could fiot refrain from 
imputing all the dangers and difficulties 
to which we were expofed to the mifcon* 
dad of Minifters. 

Mr. Nicholls gave tt as his opinion,

With refpca jLo the object 
of the meafure, it was to invigoratf; pub- 
lic credit, to facilitate the means where- 
by we were to continue the ftm^gle with 
an implacable enemy* ^nd to animate the 
fpirits of the people, by fhewing the ex- 
tent of our relbtir^es. His propofition 
was to corivert thp Land Tz% into a per- 
petual annuity, which fliould be equally 
deftined to the public fervice, and in 
making this converfion to produce a large 
pecuniary advantage to tne public, {t 
was not, however, on this point that he 
fliould lay the principal ftrefs. He 
wiflied, by diminifliing the quantity of 
flock in the market, to remove the pref- 
fure which of all odiers was moft deeply 
felt. 
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Hit iirft obj«A was therefore to do 
awaj the depreciation of the public. 
fondf. This was, in his opinion* a 
<:lear and fubt^awtlal meafure of policy* 
On this principle Parliament had a^edt 
|n confining a large propoition of our 
iuppltes within the year. The expcr 
diency of that meaHire had been ad- 
mitted. The reflations he ihould pro- 
pofe were merely for the (^n^ion of th^ 
vommittce. He adverted to the sera of 
the Revolution} and itatcd, that the prQ-. 
duce of the X'and Tax had continued at 
the {^mt rate of afleflinent for a century. 
The annual amount was about two mil* 
lions fterling} which fum he propofed to 
commute for 80 millions at 3 per cent* 
fkockp by felling the produce of the tax 
at 10 years purchaie» and receiving (loc)c 
in payment for it at pari inftead of mo- 
^y. The ftock being transferred, the 
intereft on 80 millions, at 3 per cent. 
would produce »,4oo,pool. Thus the 
prefent amount of the taqc would be re- 
placed with an increafe of one fifth, or 
400,000!. a year, as a laying to the 
public. 

He then enumerated the various modes 
of redemption i obferving a due pro- 
pcrtion between landed and funded pro- 
pffty. With refpea to the landholders 
fhe cafe would be this: If a perlon 
bought ftock at the prefent price of 50I. 
it would coft 2000I. and he would thus 
liave redeemed ^his tax at twenty yea^rs 
purchafe. Should he pay 51^ per cent. 
?or the ftock, it would coft aiool. or 
twenty- one years purchaie, his proHt 
IKTould be 900I. J at 55, twenty-two 
years purchafe 5 57I, j^wenty- three years 
purchafe $ 60, twenty- fouf years pur- 
chafe; aii4 f« on, even to 75* which 
would be thiity years purpbafe. It 
would be^ (^entl^^n would perpeivf, 
•ptlonal to the landholders to redeem 
their tax at twenty years purchafe, de- 
livering ftopk in payment for it at 50I. 

Having ^one through the fcale wi(h 
much perfpicuity, the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman ftated the queftion to be, whether 
ao years purchafe was afuiEcient tempta- 
tion to purchafe, and next, whethef the 
propprtion? were fairly made out. To 
Jiim twenty years purchafe appeared a 
very defirable bfirc^ain. After going 
very much intp detail upon collarersd 
points^ he conpluded by moying a ftring 
of Reibhuions founded on his ftatf- 
pnent. 

I«ord Sheffield gaye it as his optniop, 
thai the prefent w^s the mofi unjuft a^id 
<{ppreffive meafure chat ever was brought 



mto that Houle* His Lordfbip aikcd 
how it was poiTible for perfons to redecsi 
the Land Tax, when he could with diffi- 
culty raiie money to pay the zKuSSed 
taxes. 

Mr. Tiemey objcfted to feveral parts 
of the meafure, and particularly to the 
making annual taxes perpetual, aod« per* 
manent taxes annual. He alfo objcAcd 
to the meaiiirc as unconftitutlonal. 

Aft^ a few more remarks the Houfii 
refumed, the Chairman reported pro- 
ereis, and alked leave to ht again oa 
Wednefdayj and the Reiblutioas wcre» 
on motion, onlered to be printed.

exertions, became once more to call mofb 
folemnly ppon the Houfe tp be falthfiil 
to its own Refolution of the 3d of Klay 
779s, which was, << I'hitfrom and aftrr 
the ift of May 1796, the Slave Tradp 
ihould be aboliihed/' This was not a 
. hafty decifion j it was the refult of ample 
difcufTion and mature deliberation i and 
though every principle of juftice, haoia- 
nity, and policy concurred, that Reib- 
lution never had been carried into eifef^. 
Having enlarged upon tlie ftate of Aaveiy 
in the Weft Indies, he proceeded to re- 
mark upon the dreadful atrocities per- 
petrated i^ Africa, in order to iecure a 
lufficient fupply for the Weft Indies 
where, he was ferry to fav, thefe enor- 
mities were regarded merely as mercan- 
tile tranfa^iions. He concluded by 
moving for leave to bring in a Bill for 
aboliftiiog the Slave Trade at a period to 
be limited, and alfo that the Houfe do 
now refolve itielf into a Committee to 
confider thp faid queftion. 

The motion being read from the chair, 

Mr. Pitt, in a (hort and energetic 
fpeech» fupported the motion. 

Sir \y. Young and Mr. Henniker 
Major oppofed the motion. 

Mr. Fox made a very eloquent and 
argumentative fpeech m favour of the 
motion.

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The Order of the Day being read for - 
confidering the Report of the Committee 
refpefting the Redemption of the Land 
Tax, the feveral Reiolutions were read 
the firft, and on the queltion being put 
for their being read the lecond time, 

Mr. Hobhoufe faid, if this meafure 
was likely to proiiuce a fum of import- 
ance for the exigency of the country, ex» 
ceptionable as it was in principle, he 
ihould agree to it $ but when be coa* 
iidered tlutt it was calculated to produce 
much mifchief, and comparatively no 
good, he was determined to gWe it hie 
decided negative. lu eife£t, if he might 
judge from the Refolutions, would not^ 
till the expiration of five years, produce 
more than four hundred thoufaxul pounds 
a year ; a fum which might be exceeded 
by the abolition of certain iinecure places 
and penfions. 

Mr. Pitt remarked, that the oppofitloii 
of the Hon. Gentleman proceeded from 
his ignorance of the Refolutions. Befidea 
the pecuniary aid, the meafure, he f(ated 
at the opening, would be the means of 
raifing the price of ftocks, and retrieving 
our relburces. If it Aicceeded, it wouU 
furnifh us with frdh and progreflive re« 
fources, as long as the conteft might be 
continued by4he obilitiacy of the enemy. 
He ilated the impropriety of propo£ng 
to prevent difcuflion, by opposing the 
prelent ftage of the Refolutions, and 
concluded by exprefling a wilh that 
Gentlemen would not throw any ob« 
iiades in the way, at a moment whien we 
ought to ufe every effort to relieve our 
embarraifinents, and repel the commoa 
enemy. 

Mr. Hobhoufe faid, his objections went 
fo much to the principle of the meafure, 
that it was not fufceptible of any alte- 
rations or modifications that could re* 
n^ove them. H? contended that by 
making the Land T&x permanent inftead 
of annual, was relinquifhing the conft^ 
tutional check of Parliament againft the 
encroachments of the Crown. 

Mr. Ryder defended the meafure with 
much wannth. 

Sir W.Pulteney obje^cd to the Refo* 
Jutions being read a fecond time. The 
price of the funds, he argued, muft air- 
ways depend upon the whole money in 
the country, and any attempts to raile 
the funds, without increafing that, would 
be ineffe£lual.

THE BVDCET. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, al* 
luding to his ftatement )^fbre ChriAmU) 
faid it would probably be in the recoi* 
led ion of the Committee, that he tbcs 
eftimated the probable expences at twca^ ^ 
ty-five million and a half. It wsf s 
mat fatisfa^kion to ftate, that what be 
had now to lay before the Committtt 
was fo plain and intelligible, that be 
ftiould not occupy nrach tune in explsii- 
ing the difference between this and tbe 
former ftatement. After a period of fix 
months a Turn of 28/490,0001. was (bund 
re<{uiiite for the iiipplies of the TOfi 
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differing about three mil lion beyond the 
4ui|^inar eilimate, the greater part of 
which difference had been occafioned and 
rendered unavoidable by the increafed 
a^lLrity of tkt enemy.

The firft article was the tmpofitton of 
an additional as. 6d. per buOiel on fait. 
The preOune on the lower order of the 
people, he conceived, would be verv 
little felt, as he underftood the con. 
funoption in a poor family did net exceed 
half a bufhel a year. When they con. 
fidcred how particularly they had been 
exempted from the operation of other 
taxes, and how heavily they prefled up- 



on the higher, who, perhaps, did not 
enjoy a greater portion of domeftic com- 
fort, and above all, how much they were 
interefted to keep out the French, who had 
uniformly duped and plundered the 
lower orders, they would not, he was 
perfuaded, think they were harihly treat* 
ed. The produce he took at 501,0001 • 
The fecond article was a duty of $ per 
cent, on the higher kinds of tea. This, 
he faid, would exempt the lower fort of 
people, as it was not intended that the 
additional dutv ihould attach on any 
which ibid be/ow 28. 6d. per lb. The 
produce he eftimated at tii,oool. The 
third was not an article of confumption ; 
it was interwoven with the habits of men, 
not a neccflary of life, and he could not 
properly call it a luxury ; it was a tax 
on the ule of armorial btarings. He 
was afraid he Ihould incur the cenfnre 
pf having become a convert to the le« 
yelling ivftem, but he was perfuaded that 
it would rather be felt that he fct a real 
value on thofe devices, and ib far" from 
thinking them a reproach, he confiderpd 
them as the moft importaiit link in the 
ciiain of fociety. Viewing them |n this 
light, he hoped no perfon would obje^ 
to pay a tax to oppoff? an enemy who 
would deftroy thofe family dilHnaions. 

IJe propoled that every boufekeppcr, 
having armorial beatings painted on a 
carriage, ihould pay an a.nnuiU tax of 
two ^ineas $ a perfon not keepin|r ^ 
carriage, but beine a houfekeepert, hav, 
ing arms on a ieal or plate, ihould pay- 
one guinea ; and a perfon not hieing a 
houiekeeper, for ufing family arms on a 
feal, ihould pav half a guinea. This he 
CAlcuiated would produce 1 50,000]. which 
added to the former fums, would amount 
to 763,000! the fum required. 

He then took a l\immaiy review of t*e 
whole ilatement ; hoped the taxes would 
be adequate, and fomided on fuch a pjan 
as would give reafon to fuppoie they 
would be productive. If tney proved 
iatisik^ry, the Houie would p^orm 
their duty by acceding to theRelolattona 
which he itsad.

L'Orient, to join the Brell fleet. 

I cannot fufficiently commend the 
bravery and gpod conduct of the fur- 
vijring officers and men, who roeiit my 
w^rmeft thanks: I muii particaiarly 
recommend to your Lordmip's notice 
Mr. Southey, the (ignal midflitpman. 

Lieutenant Argles and Ford are the 
only^ officers wounded. Captnin Hood# 
and Captain White of the Marine9» are 
killed. Lieutenjmt Argles, though 
badly wounded* never Quitted the deck. 

From a number of the people being

VIENNA. 
THE conduft of the Republican Ge- 
neral Bernadotte^ as well as thofe attached 
to his liiite, had been marked by an un- 
common degree of infolence ever fmce they 
M-rived at Vienna. Their general lan- 
guage refpefting the Emperor and the 
Auftrian Government was indecent and 
undilguifed. Soon after Bernadotte's 
arrival at Vienna, he imitated the con* 
du6l of Btionaparte at Rome, by demand- 
ing that the quarter of the city wherein 
■ he re(ided (hould b^ free, and that all 
Frenchmen living in Vienna ihould be 
amenable to him only for their conduct. 
Bat the Auftrian Government, lefs ac- 
quielcing than the weak and pliant Go- 
vernment of the Pope, repeatedly refufcd 
this application. 

• On the 13th of April 1796, the mafs 
of the population ot Vienna had volun- 
farily arrayed themfelves in arms, to de- 
fend (heir city, and the palace and pcribn 
of their Monarch againit the attack of 
the French army, then fuppofed to he 
pn its full march towards Vienna. The 
£n^>eror had received it with gratitude 
and delight— it had been acknowledged 
and recorded in the public afls of the 
^ Government, and its anniverfary was to 
be celebrated with cercmoni:es of civil 
pomp and religious folemnity. 

bn the evening of this day, and dur- 
ing the ferment ot thefe feniiments among 
the populace, for the firft time was the 
tri cotmred Flag difplayed in triumph 
on the balcony of the French Ambajfa^ 
tU/r^s hoteJ. 

The flag was hoifted a little before 

Ainfet; and the report of this circum- 

• IhuKe fuddenly fpreading, produced mur- 

ftiurf of difcontent among the populace, 

aAd occaiioned their afTembling in fmail 



groups in the different ftreets. One of 
the Chief Commiffioners of the Policy 
immediately waited upon the Ambaifadot-, 
and preffed hirfi to order the flag to be 
removed, declaring that the people were 
fo exafperated, that it was impofTible to 
anfwer for the coniequences, if it wer< 
fuffered to remain. The AmbafTador 
received him with great haughtinefsjaiui 
putting his hand upon his fword, an- 
nounced his determination to defend tbq 
flag, which was hoifted in f:onrequence of 
order? froni the Diie6lory, to the laft 
extremity. 

The populace, in the mj^an time, wcru 
approaching in great crouds to the houle 
ot* the Ambaflador, They demanded, 
by loud and repeated cries, that it ftifjuij 
be taken down, and at length proceeded 
to aflail the houfe with ftcnes, by which 
?11 the windows were loon deftroyed. 
The loudeft acclamations of loyalty and 
attachment to the Emperor were heard 
on all fides, accom panied with the ftrongef^ 
exprefTions of execration and deteftation 
of the French. A fmall picket of ca.* 
valry, with fome infantry, foon arrived, 
but they were unable to overcome the 
violence of the people. A boy, afilfted 
by thofe who were next - to the hprel, 
mounted to the balcony, and pulled down 
the flag, which was indantly torn, and 
the (tandard, t^ which 'it wa& attached^ 
was burnt. 

The resentment of the people, how* 
ever, put in motion, did not ftop here. 
They burft open the gate of the hotel, . 
threatening in the m^lt violent language 
to facriflce the Ambaflador and all his 
Suite to their vengeance. They derao« 
liftied every thing that they found on the 
ground floor ot the hotel. They laid 
hold of two of the Ambaflador^s car- 
riages, and dragged them, the one to a 
neighbouring fquare, and the other to 
the court ot the palace, and broke theni 
in pieces. While they were thus em- 
ployed, a confiderable detachment of 
military arrived, and availing themfelves 
of the abfence of the mob, occupied the 
entrances into the Hreet in which the 
AmbafTador's houfe is fituated, and pre^ 
vented their return. 

Early in the evening M. Bernadotte 
wrote to Baron Thugut, to inform him 
of the infult offered to him, and to de- 
mand protection. M. de Degelmana 
was immediately difpatched to him, with 
orders to expi-eU the concern with which 
the Auflrian Government bad learned 
the diftuvbance that had taken pla^-, and 
to alfurc him> that an adequate number 

of 
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of troops was already detached toprt>te6b 
liiin. 

In the be^inning^ of the tumult, the 
ilmkaflador inviied the Miniflcrs of the 
Powers in alliance with France, to vifit 
fcim at bis houfe. The Spanifli Am- 
iMilador and Dutch Minifter, the former 
by his (ecretary, the latter in writing, 
expreflcd their concern that the ftate of 
their health did not permit them to leave 
their rooms at fo late an hour. 

In die morning they both waited upon 
Eim* when he declared his intention to 
^uit Vienna. Shortly after, his firlt (c- 
icretary was difpatched with a letter to 
the Emperor, containing the following 
lequifitions as conditions of his con- 
tinuing at Vienna : 

ift. The diiinlflal of the Minifter 
Thugut. 

adW, The immediate and exemplary 
punifhment of the Chief of the Police, 
and of the Commanding Officer of the 
Military. 

3dly, The eftabliihment of the Pri- 
^ilcgtii Quarter in the City of Vienna 
(already required and refuied) for the 
French Mtilion, and its Compatriots. 

4thly, That the Emperor ihould re- 
pair, at bis own expence, the flag and 
tagfta£r> and the picture of the French 
ftrms. 

It It bardfy necefTary to obfcrve, that 
the whole of tbeie demands were peremp- 
torily refufed. Upon which Bemadqtte 
quitted Vienna, denouncing vengeance 
againil the Auftrians, and threatening to 
return, and puniih upon the fpot, the 
outrage upon the djgnity of t^e QhbaT

that the objefls of their miiSon can be 
accompiiibed on terms compatible with 
the fafety, honour, of the efeitbl is- 
terefts of the Nation. 

** The refult cannot with jufiice bt 
attributed to any want of roodoration on 
the part of this Government, or to any 
indiipofitionto forego fecondary interefti 
for the prefervation of peace. Knowing 
it to be my duty, and believing it to be 
▼our wifii, as well as that of tlK gnat 
body of the people, to avoid, by ail 
reafonable concefhons, any participation 
an the contentions of Europe, the powen 
veiled in our Envoys were commenfurate 
with a liberal and pacific policy, and that 
high confidence wHicb might juftly be 
repofed in the. abilities, patriot iiin, and 
integrity of the charaAers to whom the 
negotiation was committed. 

*• After a careful review of the whole 
fubje6l, with the aid of all the infbrmatkn 
I have received, I can' difcern nothing 
which could have infured or contributed 
to fuccefs, that has l>een omitted on my 
part : and nothing further which can be 
attempted, confiftcntly with maxims^ lor 
which our country has contended, at 
every hazard, and which conftitute tht 
balis of our national Sovereignty. 

*' Under tbefe circumftances I cannot- 
forbear to reiterate the recommendatjofis 
which have been formerly made ; and to 
exhort you to adopt with promptitudr, 
declfion, and unanimity, fuch meafuxes 
as the ample rclburces of the country 
afford, for the protection of our leafaring 
and commercial citizens ; fiT the defence 
of any expofed portions of om* territory j 
fcr r<fpleni(hing our arfenals, eftabliibing 
founderies and military manufa^uret;

By letters from New York of the istb 
ult, w*r are iaformcd, that the Congrefs 
of the United States have agreed to a^pt 
all the meai'ures ot defence recommended 
by the Prefident, in confequence of the 
hoftiie intentions of the French Repahlic 
towards that country. The propofition 
for arming their flkips was carried only 
by a majority of tour ; but all the other 
4)ueftions, which related merely to dc-> 
teniive operations, were carried unanU 
anoufly. Our advices add> that the mer- 
cantile interelt of America, Confiding in 
the prote^Hon of Great Britain, entertain 
Uttle or no apprehenfion from the hoftility 
of the common enemy. The demanda 
of the Executive DlreAory appear to 
have been of the moft exorbitant nature. 
They infifted in the firft place, through 
their agents (for they never condefcended 
to give the American Minillers an au- 
dience), that all commercial connexions 
between Great Britain and America 
Ihould be broken oiF$ fecondly, that the 
United States Ihould pay to the French 
Kepublic the iiim of 500,000! • previoufly 
to any negotiation being entered into $ 
and thirdly, that America ihould grant 
a loan of a,ooo,oool. fterliag to France. 
To thcie extravagant demands the Ml* 
aiiHers replied, that their inttruA ions did 
not empower them to agree to any fuch 
terms, and that the juftice of their^ufe 
bad led them to expe^ more equitable 
and honourable conditions for their coun- 
try. The rejoinder was, that the French 
Republic could treat on no other terms ; 
in confequence of which one of the Ame> 
rican Mioifters left France, and the other 
has iince received an order to quit the 
territories of the Republic. 

The Prefident of the United States has 
been induced, from the prefcnt gloomy 
and thitaiening alpefl of afiairs, to ifliie 
a Proclamation, recommendiqg a General 
Fait. This Proclamation bears date the 
a )d of March, and i^ates, that «< As the 
t/oked States of America are at preient 
placed in aa hatardous and affli£kive 
lituation, by the unfriendly dlfpofition, 
condu£l, and demands, ox a Foreign 
Power, evinced by repeated infults, In 
refuiing to receive our meflfengers of re* 
conciHatian and peace, bv depredations 
on our commerce, and the infliXion of 
injuries oa very many of our iellow* 
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cttizena while engaged in their lawful . 
bufinsfs on the feas }*' he has thought it 
a duty to recommend to the peopk the 
oth of May, to be fet anart for ** folem« 
humiliation, fatting, and prayer, in order 
that Chriilians of all denominations may 
(in the way. they think moft fuitable and 
proper) implore the prote^lion of the 
Pivine Being, and befeech him to avett 
the impendina; calamities which threaten 
them as a Nation.'* Similar Procla^ 
mations have been iflued by feverai of 
the Governors of the individual States. 

The Senate of the United States, on 
the s6th March, brouaht forwanl a ftring 
of Refolutions, which bad for their ob* 
jeft thcfe &Yml points t —To lay an 
cmbargo*-to complete and garrifon the 
fbrtifications-»to raife a provifional ar- 
my—and to provide for the fupply of 
anns and military ftores. Thele Refo- 
lutions were not decided on when the 
accounts came awav, cacept the firft^ 
which was negatived. 

The papers have been fince publilhed» 
and contain .the letters of credence to 
Meir. Pinkney, Marshall, and Gerry; 
tl^n come their fiill powers as Ambaf* 
fadors, to reftore a good underftanding. 
The Preiident of the United States ex- 
plains that he fubftitutes initials, and 
omits pafiages, that night difcover the 
perfoBS alluded to, who negotiated with 
the Minifters $ but theie» he afliires Con- 
grefs> he knowt, by the key cftabliihed 
witli the Ambaifiidori. 

The firt letter from the Ambafladora 
to the Pre(ident» is dated oaober aa t 
aad after jiving aiwiccovnt of the refuial 
the Minifters met with in th«r attempt 
to be received by the I>ireftQry» it be- 
gin»t«- 

** On the morning of OAober t $, Mr« 
W*** of the hottie •••• called on Ge- 
neral Pinckney» and informed him, that 
a Mr. X. wha was in Paris* and whom 
the General had icen, **• waa a gentle- 
man of confiderablc credit aad reputation* 
**• aad that be might place good re- 
liance on him. 

** In the evening of the fame day, Mr. 
X. called on General Pinckney } and 
after having &te fome tinoe, ••• whif- 
pered him, that he had a mefiage from 
M. Talleyrand, to communicate when 
he was at ieifure. General Pinckney 
iaunediately withdrew with him into an- 
other room i and when they were alone, 
Mr. X. fiiid, that he was charged with a 
bulinel's in which he was a novice ) that 
be had been acquainted with M. T^lley- 
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rand, ••• and that he was fun he had a 
great regard for America and its citizens, 
and was veiydefirous that a reconciliation 
fhould be brought about with France; 
that to efTcAuate riiat end, he was ready 
(if it was thought proper") to fuggeft a 
plan confidentially, that ^f. Talleyrand 
expeftcd would anfwer the purpofe. — 
General Pinckncy fald, he fhould be glad 
to hear it. Mr. X. replied, that the^Di- 
reftory, and particularly two of the 
Members of it, were exceedingly irri- 
tated at fome paflages of the Piielidcnf's 
Ipeech, and defired that they fhould be 
(ofiencd, and that this ftep would be 
neceflai^ previous to our reception 5 that 
befjdes this, a futn of money was required 
for the pocket of the Dircftory and 
Minifters, which would be at the dilpofal 
of M. Talleyrand 5 and that a Loan 
would alfo be infiAcd on. Mr. X. faid, 
if we acceded to thefe meafures, M. Tal- 
leyrand had no doubt that all our dif-

On enquiry, Mr. X. could not 
point out the particular pafl'ages of the 
I'peech that had given offence, nor the 
quantum of the Loan ; but mentioned 
that the douceur for ' the pocket was 
twelve hundred thoufand livres, about 
50,000). fterling. Gen. Pinckncy told 
him, his colleagues and himfelf, from the 

• time of their arrival here, had been treated 
with great flight and difrefpeft 5 that' 

• they earneftly wiflied for peace and re- 
conciliation with France, and had been 

•entnirted by their country with very great 
powers to obtain thofe ends on HO NO UR- 
A6LB TERMS $ that With regard to the 
propofitions made, he coitid not even 

• coiifider of them before he had commu- 
nicated them to his colleagues : that af- 

• ter he had done fo, he (liould hear from 
him. After communication and con- 

' fultation had, it was agreed that Gen. 
Pinckney Ihould caU on Mr. X. antl*re- 
queft him to make his propofitions to us

prehenfions, that he (hould be requeued 
to reduce the heads into writing.

in the North : an army of 1 50,000 men, 
under the command of Buonaparte, fpread 
upon the coaft of Fi ance, and aided by all 
the vaft refources of his genius, would 
moft probably be enabled to invade Eng* 
land i in which event their Government 
would be overtunitd'. Bui ffiould this 
invaHon not be ablblutely effeAed, yet 
the alarm it would fpread through the 
nation, the encnn^us ex pence it would 
produce, would infallibly ruin them If 
It was to be continued, and would di ive 
them to fave thcmfeives by peace : that* 
independent ot this, France poOeiled the 
means which would infallibly deftroy 
^eir Bank, and their whole paper fyliem. 
He faid he knew very well it was gene- 
rally conjeflured that Buonaparte would 
not leave Italy and the^army which had 
conquered undw him, and which adored 
him ; he aflured us that nothing could 
be more unfounded than the conje£hire. 
He faid that Pitt himfelf was fo confident 
of the neceflity of peace, that after the 
aaval vidory over the Dutc;!^, he had 
Signified his readinefs to treat on the 
fame tenna which he had offerod before 
that a^ion : we could not then rely on 
the aififtance of Eneland. What, he 
afked, would be our fituation, if peace 
Atould be made with England before our 
differences with France were accommo- 
dated ? He then Itated the advantages 
of the -influx of wealth that wouU be the 
conlequence to America of the deltruftion 
of England } and repeated, that all tbeiie 



propoiitions were to he • confidered as 
coming from lis. M. Y. continued, you 
imagine the unreafonablenefs of thefe de» 
mands will unite America againft ud. 
You are uiiilaken, faid he j you ought to 
know, that the diplomatic (kill of Francu, 
and the means (he poirefTes in your coun- 
try, are futficient to enable her, with the 
French partv in America, to throw the 
blame which will attend ,the rupture of 
the negotiations on the Federallits, as 
you term yourfelves, but on the Brltiih 
party, as Fi-ance terms you ; and you 
may aflure yoorfclves this will be done. 
Wf then urged the injuHice of this pro- 
ceeding, reprefenting that America had 
been the only power that had remained 
friendly to France, when all Europe was 
againtt hrr : thar America had fent the 
MelFengers of Peace 5 but inftead of 
being received, a demand was made for 
monev, and America threatened to be 
erafed, like Venice, from the lilt of na- 
tions : it was threatened to deftroy the 
only flee Republic on earth which had 
(hewn real friendfhip to France. To 
give money would only encourage further 
demands. We had no regaid to our 
fituation with Britain, but we were de- 
termined to (bpport American Inde- 
pendence. France mifcalculated on th^ 
parties in America: all would unite 
againft her. M. X. faid, Talleyrand 
would not lay our propofitions before the 
Dire6lory, unlcfs nc prcvi«ufly reccivctj 
the 50,000!. or the greateli p.'irt of It', 
Y. left his propofitions, and we gave 
our anfwer in writing.'* 

The next papers are copies of the 
written propofitions, interchanged by the 
parties ; fome of public letters that 
pafled, of no conlequence^ and frelh re- 
quefts of money made, one on the zoth 
I^ecember, by a lady, an acquaintance 
of Talleyrand's, and others again made 
by Y. in which all the former arguments 
were renewed. In an interview %viih 
Talleyrand, he, in writing, propofed that 
America fliould advance 16 millions on 
Dutch reicriptions. This writing be 
immediately burnt. Y. propofed, that 
if America would allow the claims oT 
Beaiimarchais on Virginia, amouutijig 
to 150,000!. he (Beaumarchais) would 
P^y 5o,opol. to Talleyrand for the Di- 
reacry. The laft of thefe papers it 
dated the 8th of January, when, in con* 
itqucnce gf the decrees of France againft 
aU neutral lliips with Engliih gooos, the 
uegotjation* appear to have tenuinatcd.

Afurt 14. John Hay and Timothy 
Hickcy were tried before Mr. Serjeant 
Stanley, at Cork» for the murder of the 
hte Colonel Msuj&rgh St. George and 
Jafper Uniacke, Efq. and after a Ion?

The learned 
Judge, after a pathetic exhorta^on from 
the Bench, paiTtsd fentence of death upon 
the prifoners very late on Saturday night, 
and ordered them to be executed on 
Monday morning at Kllworth, near 
ivhere the barbarous murder ¥ras com- 
mitted. 

at. This aftemoon the Lord Chan- 
cellor finiflied bis vifitatlon of the Col- 
lege of Dublin. t)r.

that of La Rcvolutionnaire, wiiich he com- 
manded with equal honour to himftlf, and' 
Catisfa^ion to the (hip*6 company, who, at 
the time of the mutiny, aiul on other oc- 
cafions, gave uncommon proofs of perfonal 
att-.chment to their commander : for although 
be was ftriA to all poinu of difcipkne, he 
was confidered by them as a lather and 
friend.

By one party he will be 
viewed with rcfentment tor his exertions 
in favour of Government : by the other 
b< will be conlidercd as entitled to the 
^tmait refpeft lor his fuccefsful fupport 
of the intereiis of Religion and Order at 
an important crifis. We believe the la^* 
ter ientiment moil univerially prevails. . 

Mr. Reeves was born about the yeat* 
17531 and received his education on the 
foundation at Eton ; but failing in his 
fxpeAation of fucceeding to King's 
College, Cambridge, he entered himletf 
of Merton College, Oxford, where he 
took the degree of Batchelor of Arts. 
From thence he was elefled to a fcholar- 
ihip at Queeu^s, became a fellow there^ 
and took the degree of Mailer of Arts 
May 21, 1778. Determining to engage 
in the proteflion of the law, he became a 
member of the Middle Temple, and about 
the year 1780 was called to the bar. 

His firft publication was in the yeaf 
Y779, °^ ? Chart of Ponal (<aw, exhi- 
biting by lines and colours an hiftorical 
view of crimes and punifliments, accord- 
ing to the law of England, in which, the 
fcvcral offences being dtftributed under 
fcparate columns, the origiMpd progrd's 
ei the laws rei'pe£ling ea<^offence are 
fliewn in chronological order, and the 



degree of guilt fpecified by a peculiar 
colour afligned to each. This was en* 
graved on two iheets. 

By this publication his character as a 
lawyer was placed in a very favourably 
point of view. He was appointed ^ 
Commifficner of Bankrupts, and in 1783 
produced the firft volume of his Hiftory 
of the Common Law, from the Saxons to 
the end of the Rei|n of Edward the Firft, 
a work which Mr. Reeves informs hi« 
readers he was induced to undertake from 
the hint thrown out in the Chapter a^ 
the end of Sir William Blackftone> 
Commentaries. •• It feems," lays hei 
** that after a perufal of that excellent 
performance, the ftudent*s curiofity ii 
naturally led to enquire further into th« 
origin of the law, with its progrefs ta 
the itate in which it now is. Thefe fen- 
timents operating upon a mind that ha4 
been much in the habits of application 
and reiearch, induced me to attempt 
fomething of the kind as an cxercil<| 
which I thought more conducive to th« 
end of ftudy than general reading, how- 
ever well conduced, without a deter«> 
mmate object.** A fecond volume, ta 
the end of the reign of Henry VII. was 
publlihed in 1784, and in 1787 appeared 
a kcond edition cf the Work, in four 
Volumes 8vo. continuing the fame to the 
end of the reign of Philip and Mary« 
Tills pcri'ormancc cxniblts proofs of vi- 
gilance and fagacity, and is recommended 
to the perufal of Undents after Black - 
ftone^s Commentaries, and before they 
enter upon Coke upon Littleton, to whicn 
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work it may be confidered as a ' prepa-, 
ration ami introdu6\ton. 

In thfc year 1791a Court of Judicature 
was iniiituted at Newfoundland, and 
Mi. Reeves was appcinitrd Chief Jufticc, 
and went there to execute the durirs of 
his t.Hice. On his return to England in 
theaytumn of 1791, he found the public 
mind much agitated by the pradices uf 
incimliari<;s, and many well-meaning 
pen. r.» delpcndirg st the gloomy pro- 
fpe6t lien exhibited to the world. To 
countcKU^ tlie d^ltruclive deigns then 
meditated, and to infuie confidence into 
, the well intcntioned, he lumnioned to 
The Crown and Anchor, rn t. e loth 
November 179*. a let of reipeJlable per. 
Ions, who fc rmed themlclves into a So- 
ciety, announcing the principles on which 
they met, a. id concluding with the toi- 
lovving declaration of their defign : 

<* We do as private men, unconne^ed 
with any ^arty cr delcription of pcrions 
at home, taking no concern in the 
ftrugglcs at this m^ ment making abroad, 
but mo!t (erioudy anxious to preirrve the 
true liberty and unexampled prolpcrity 
we happily cnjry rn this kingdom, think 
It expedient and neccflary to furm our- 
fclves into an association fcr the 
purpofe of difcouraging, in every way 
that lies in our power, the progrefs of 
fuch nefarious defigns as are meditated 
by the wicked and fenfelcfs Reformers of 
the prcicnt time, and we do hereby re- 
folve and declare as toliows : 
. " Firtt--That the perfons prefcnt at 
this meeting do become, a Society for 
dilcouraging and fupprefling feditious 
publications, tending todilturb the peace 
of this kingdom, ajid for fupporting a 
4ue execution of the laws made for the 
prott^Uon ot perfuns and property. 

" Set; ndly— That this Society do ufe 
its bert endeavours occafionally to ex- 
plain thole topics of public dil'cuflion, 
^h»ch have been fo perverted by evil 
defj^nmg men j and to Ibew, by irrefra- 
gable pi oot, thai they are not applicable 
fo the Hate of this country, that they can 
produce no good, and certainly muft' 
product great evil. 

«' Thiidly— That this Society villi re- 
ceive with yrcat thanks all comniuni- 
cati'jiis that iliall be made to it tw the 
ahcve pnrpo.c. 

*' Fourthly— That it be recommended 
to . U tliok who aic friends to chc eltab. 



lifhed law and to peaceable fociety, ts 
form t hem fe Ives in their different neigji- 
bourhoods into fimilar ft>cieties for pro- 
moting the lame laudable purpoics.** 

The eflfe^lof this plan became appatcnt 
immediately : aflbciatiunt were totmtd 
all over the kingdom, and the fpirit cf 
loyalty appeared fo univerial, that the 
few promoters of anarchy and republi- 
canilin were compelled to conceal tKir 
fentiments and flirlnk into obicuntr. 
The Society continued to meet for Jbnie 
time, and many excellent defences of the 
Conftitut-ion were circulated at a fifiaU 
ex pence to enlighten the people, until at 
length, the object of the Alfociation being 
etf««5ied, and no danger appearing, the 
members cealcd to meet, and the &>ciety 
dilTulved itlelf. 

In 1791 Mr. Reeves publiOied "A 
Hiiiory of the Law of Shipping and 
Navigation," 8vo. which includes in it 
the hiftory of the different branches of 
foreign and domeftic trade ; and of the 
fiflicries cairied on cither upcn ourcosfti 
or a>Toad. The Work is divided into 
three parts : the firft contains the earlicfl 
laws cna6>cd on the fubjefl down to and 
including the A61 of Navigation nalfed 
in 1 651. The fecond begins with the 
famous A 6^ of Navigation paffed in the 
lath year of the reign of King Charles 
the Seffond, and contains an account of 
all the laws from that period 10 the 
making of the peace in 1783. The third 
commences after the peace, and Aates 
and examines the laws made, dowu to 
the year 1791. The different caks de- 
termined in the Courts of Law are alio 
added, and the work may be uuly called 
a valuable one. 

. The next year (1793) Mr. Recres 
publifhed «« Hiftory of. the Govemnienl 
of the Iiland of Newfoundland, with an 
Appendix, containing the Ads of Par- 
liament made reipe£ling the Trade and 
Fifhery," 8vo. In this work is con- 
tained much ufeful and entertaining in* 
formation both to the lawyer and the 
general reader. . The profits of this p«b- 
Iication were appropriated to the fuffciiog 
French Clergy. 

In 1795 a pamphlet was publiilied, 
entitled «* Thought« on the Englifli Go- 
vernment, Addreffed ta the quiet good 
Senle of ^ People of KnglaiKl. In a 
Series of Letters. Letter I." 8vo. which 
sdmoil immediately became the objf^ ot 
f I aniiDad* 
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antmadTerlioii in both Houfcs of Par- 
liani«nt« A coniplaint wa» inadcagainft 
it in the Houfe of CoiBmonSj and a Com- 
mittee appointird to enquire who wa» the 
Author. On the Report that it was the 
prcduaion ot Mr. Reeves, the Attorney 
General was ordered to profecutc him 
for a libel, and tht infonnation was tried 
on the aoth of May 1796. The relult 
of the whole, to ufc the words of the 
foreman of the Jury, wa», ** That the 
|»axi)phlet which had Isecn proved to have 



been written by John Recws, Efq. it « 
very improper publicatioi)'; but beinc 
of opinion that his motives were not fucE 
as laid in the inlonnation, they found 
him Not Guilty. 

Mr. Reeves, fince this event^ has not 
appeared very conlpicuoiifly in public 
matters ; though we do not doubt, b«it 
if the times require it, he will again il«|p 
forwards againit the euemiw*s of his conn- 
try, and we hoyte with equal lucceis t* 
his exertions as foimerly* 



MAJOR RENNELL'S AND MR. EDWARDS'S REPORT 



TO TH* 



AFRICAN ASSOCIATION. 



UNTIL Mr. Park's Journal is pub- 
lilhed by hiralclf, the following 
notices from Major Renncll and Mr. 
Bryan Edwards, printed for the fatis- 
fa6)ion of the African Affociation, may 
be confideied as matters equally curious 
and important. 

The difcoveries of Park give a new 
face to the phyfical geography of Wcltern 
Africa. Th«y afccrtain the fources of 
the GaiTibia, the Senegal, and the Niger j 
and prove, by the courles of thcfe great 
rivers, that a belt of mountains, running 
from Welt to Eaft, occupies the parallels 
between 10 and 11 degrees of N. L. and 
at leatt between the ad and loih degrees 
of W. L. from Greenwich. The higheft 
part of this chain of mountains is fituattd 
between the 6th and loth degrees of 
W. L. ftncc within this fpacc are found 
the iburces of the Gambia and the 
Senegal, which run to the North Weft j 
and alio the fource of the Joliba, or 
Niger, which runs to the N<jrth Eaft. 
The head of the principal branch of the 
Senegal is 80 geographical miles to the 
Wett of the Nig^r ; and the head of the 
Gambia is 100 Weft of ihe Senegal, 

Mr. Park firft dilcovered the iJigcr at 
the town of Sego, fituate near the 14.U1 
deerte of Northern latitude, and. 2 and a 
half degrees Weft longitude frvm Gj ccn • 
wich } and therefore above 14 degrees 
from the Wcftern coaft of Africa, irom 
whence he began his travels 5 which wci« 
continued from Sego to Silla, 70 miks 
in the dire^ionof N. E. along the banks 
of the river. 



The vaft continent which be bad tr** 
verfcd, Mr. P. found to he every whei* 
divided into petty ftates, inhabited by 
Negroes or by Moors : the former kin4 
and hofpitablc ; the latter the moft pen- 
fidious of the human race, combining in 
their charaMer the blind fuperftition of 
the African Negro with the favage 
treachery of the Arab, and all of them 
taught to regard the Chriftian name wiib 
inconceivable abhorrence, and to confider 
it nearly as lawtul to murder a European 
as it would be tokillad-g By thefe 
Moors, Mr. P. was kept in roercileft 
and infulting durance upwards of two 
months, at Benown, fiiuaic in 15 degrees 
N.L.and 7 W. L. 

Finding that it was in conteroplatioa 
to deprive him of life, or put out hii 
eyes, he determined, rather than remaia 
longer am mg fuch monfters, whole tcn- 
deictt roeicies were cruelty, to rilk perilh-. 
ing in Jic woods by hunger, cr the iury 
of wild bcafts. He tortuiuiicly pr.x:urcd 
at his departure h s horie and his pocket 
compafs ; which laft he had, during his 
conhnement, concealed in the land. He 
rode forwards without flopping the whole 
ofthefuftday. His hcnc grew tit edi 
he experienced the tormerts of thirft. 
Whenever he came to a tree, he climbed 
it, in hopes ol difcovcring a watering 
place i he chewed the leaves, but found 
them all bitter. Towaids the evening 
of the fccond day, he mui't inevitably 
have periftied, had he not lighted upon a 
few fcattercd huts of Toulah Shtphcrds. 
Perceiving an aged negro woman among 
thtm who gazed on him, he tcndued her 

his 
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liis hanJkvMhief, «nd requeued in irx- 
cbiiO|re. 9 Vii\W corn. She kimUy invitc4 
him into lutr l^ut, and prcxluced a largt 
^Moden hQVf\ qI kouiCDu^, or boiled corn j 
procuring him at the lame time corn and 
water to( his borfe. 

In this manner, obtaining clcemofy- 
•ajy iuppcrt Irom <hc nioft wretched of 
boman btmgs, he wandered for the ipace 
ot 15 day*, liircHit^g his courlc nearly 
Baft Sooth Bail, in the accompl-.fhnnent 
o*' bis minion. J\.t length, in the morn- 
ing of the 1 6th day, having been joined 
by feme Mandingo Negroes who were 
travelling to Scgo, he had the inexprel- 
£ble latisfaf^ioQ to behold the gieat ob- 
jeft of h}8 wiilies — the long fought ma- 
jeftic Niger, glittering to the morning 
fun, 4L8 broad ^ the Thames at Wrlt- 
minller, flowing with flow majtrty from 
Weft tp Eaft, through the middle Qf a 
ipfery cxtenfive town, which his fellow- 
fravellers told him was Segn, the capital 
of the great kingdom of Bambara. 

His emotions were exquifite : and it 
. were unjuit not to give them in his own 
words-*" I bafiened to the brink of the 
river, and having drank oi th« w-ner, 
lifted up roy lervent thanks in prayer to 
the great Ruler of all things, tor having 
thus tar crowned my endeavours wiiF 
fuc:eU/' 

The hou£^s of Sego are of clay, with 
flat rooU } many of them two ftorics 
lugh, and white wa/hed. MooriAi 
iBoiques are ieen in every quarter of the 
city, which contains aboiit 30^000 inha- 
bitants. The boats on the river are 
nunierous, nr^l the furrounding country 
well cultivated. Sego h the refidence of 
Xianlong, King ot Bainbara, a Negro; 
who, iearful ot the malignant cruelty of 
the Mooii& inhabitants towards a Chrif- 
lian Granger, lent to defire Park to quit 
bis dominions, giving him 5000 cowries 
to defray tlie txpeiices of his journey. 
An hundred of thefe cowries, or little 
ihelJs, will maintain a man and his horfe 
94 hours in Bambara« 

After leaving Scgo, the firft town of 
note at which Mr P. arrived, in the 
diretSlion of N. E. was Kahba, firuafed 
in the midft of a beautiful and highly 
cultivated country. It was the fcTifon 
of the Shea haiveft ; which confifts in 
gathering the fruit producing the trte- 
buiter. The tree itfelf relembles the 
American oak ; and the nut, irom the 
kernel of which the butter is prepared. 



refemblcs a Spaniii 6liYe. Tbalivttcr, 
obtained by (imply boiling this kemci ia 
watcr» is whiter, 'finncr> and has a finer 
flavour than any that can be made firoa 
cows* milk, and has alio the advanbge 
of keeping without fait. 

Mr. P. proceeded tw-^ days journey to 
Silla, and intended from thence to hare 
advanced to Jeunc, Tombufto, and 
Houfa, the principal cities on the Niger j 
but was deferred by the information that 
the two firft places were wholly under 
the influence of the Moors. In retum- 
Jnehom»»ward, Mr. P. tolbwedthe banks 
of*^the Niger, and traced back that great 
river neaily tg its four cc. D*iring the 
courfe of this peregrination, he enccnn- 
t^rcd the tropical rains in all their vio- 
lence i and was chiefly indebted for his 
fupport to the Doody, or chief man ia 
each place j ope part Qf whole duty it i^ 
to provide for the neceflitous travellef. 
To fuffer the King's Itranger to depart 
hungrj' (fuch is the phrafe), is an offence 
of a very neinous nature. — The gcce- 
rofity of the Negroes often made then 
refufe cowries in payment, but their fu- 
perflition made them earntft ^her/a/fbUs 
or charms. Tlicie fapbia arc fcraps of 
paper, with a fentence of the Kono* 
fold by the Moors to the poor Negroesi 
who, being furniflied with this mer* 
chandile, no longer dread th« lorkiog 
Icrpent or the prowlinff tygcr. They 
obierved, however, « that \i a Moor'i 
ftiphie is good, a white a\an*s moft seed 
be better.'* Mr. P« indulged this ian« 
cy, and Ibnie times gave them the Lord's 
prayer. His pen was a reed \ charcoaJ 
and gum -water fupplied him with ink ; 
a thin board ierved the purpole of paper. 
At Kamaiia, which is 500 miles fron 
any friendly country on the Gambia, 
Mr. P. was detained one month by t 
dangerous fever, a>.d five months more, 
waiting for the firtt caravan of flaves, the 
company of which was necellary to hii 
journey through the delert.v The chief 
d lienor of the caravan refided at Ka.- 
tnalia ; to him our traveller applied; 
and for the value of one flave, to be paid 
on his fafe arrival at the Gambia, this 
'worthy Negro undertook to conduct hiia 
fafe back to PKhnia, and alfo oSrred 
him the accommodation of his houfe un- 
til ^the time of the caravan's departure, 
Djuing the long and unexpefled delay 
ot fix months, not a murmur efcaped the 
lips of Karfa (this was the Negro's 
name), or thofe ot any of his wives, at 
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the trouble tmd ez^ce which their in- 
mate brought upon them. To the 
tender iblicftude, the chearful alTiduity, 
and flowing hofpitality, of thcfe poor 
Pagans, Mr. P. dedares hhnfelf indebted 
tor his fafe return to Great Britain, and 
the preservation of his life. 

In April 1797, the caravan being 
completed, and our traveller's health rc- 
eltabliftied, he fet out from Kamalia in 
company with feventy perfons, under 
the dirb^ion of Karta. In nine days 
they came to Maana, bordering on the 
branch of the Senegal. In ten days 
more, they reached the fmnll but fertile 
State of DentiUa, and xrofl'ed in their 
joamey fome oH the It reams that con- 
tribute to the great river of the Gambia. 
On the 4th of June they fell in >Vith 
that river two days' journey above the 
falls ut Baiaconda. On the loth of 
June Mr. P. to his infinite fatisfadion) 
entered the hofpltable manfion of Dr. 
Laid ley, from which he had ftt oat iS 
months before. On the 15th he em- 
barked ia a (lave ill ip bound to America ; 
which being driven by ftrefs of weather 
into Antigua, Mr. P. took his paflfage 
from thence to London, where he arrived 
on the X5th of December 1797* 

In his extenfive peregrinations, one of 
the rreatelt curiolities he met with is 
the Lotus, a plant of ancient renown, 
rather a thorny ihrub than a tree, 
abounding in all the coimtries he tra- 
vcried^ but flourishing molt in a fandy 



foil. Its fruit is t fmall farintccout 
berry, which being pounded and dried In 
the lun, is made into excellent cakcs» 
relembling in colour and flavour, the 
fweeteit gingerbread. A liquor alfo ia 
prepared from it, delicioufly fweet ^ the 
lame, perhaps, which is tabled to have 
produced luch extraordinary tlftCts on ttit 
companions of UlyiVes. 

A new and important circumfYance 
brought to light by Mr. P. is, that the 
Moors, thoic mercilcls bigots, whofe 
territories extend in a narrow belt from 
the mouth of the Senegal to the confines 
of Ahyflini:i,do not, as has been hitherto 
univerlally believed, truft folely to the 
fword for the proprsration of their tenets. 
They have introduced among the Pagans 
of Africa a fytk'm oF proielytifm much 
mote efficacious and e^teufivel By eiiab* 
liHiing Schools wherever it is pra^icable^ 
in which the Negro children kre taiighf 
to read, and initriif^ed in the tenets of 
the Koran, they fix a bias on the minds 
of their difciples, which no accidents ia 
life can ever afterwards remove. 

Mr. P. faw many of ihofe fchools in 
his progrefs, and could not hut lament 
that none of the European Governmenti 
(Siena Leone being a private com:cm)f 
have introduced a limilar i'yllero among 
thcfe poor people, for Inculcating the 
do<Strines of Chpidianity $ a mcalure 
which, in his opinion, many circum* 
(lances concur to icudci piailicabie*

Better 1 faid I, what 
better than thofe that are in our bibles 
and prayer-books ? They are bound 
up, fays he, with our bibles and common 
prayer-book«, but they have no buiineis 
there i aiid have been fung in our 
churches 200 yeai :», withot^t any order, 
or authoritative allowance, either of 
Church or State. Now, thinks I to 
myielf, and Imiled, I ihall certainly be 
too hard for my mafter t fo Pepping inta 
the kitclien, I fnatched Mi«. BeUy's 
prayer-book off the pewter ihelf, and 
turning to the title page of the Pialms, 
Sir, laid. I, begging your pardon, I cad't 
help (hewing yon your miilake here in 
prmt : •« Set forth and allowed to be lung 
m all Churches, &c." and fo I read the 
whole Have to him ; but he woudn't be 
convinced for all that : he alk't me -^vbrn 
and Ay ivbom they were allowed } and, 
becaule I was not fcholar enough tQ 
anfwer fuch queftions, he woudn't btrlieVe 
his own eyes. To be fure, I never kjiew 
my piaAer talk lb like an unbeliever in 
all my life : but I guefs where tl\e fhoe 
pinched : he didn't care it ihould be faivU 
ne was worftcd by his own clcrrk ; 1'q I 
thought it became me, in modefty, to 
fay no more as to that point. But then, 
continued I, don't you think it very 
hard, Sir, that the poor clerk here, who 
has feiVed the Church duly and truly for 
fo many years, is not allowed to have 
wit enough, after all, to chule his own 
Pfalm ? Why parilh cleiks, laid my 
mafter, are apt to make miliakes now and

]^*t be an^> Sir, if I give you 
my fimple opinion, that Mr. Hopkips 
toe haf far outdone Holy David: he 
had only f^id, in very plaid woids, *fhey 
hcevf earst and bear not \ but Mr. Hop- 
kins, to ei^pof^ the fenfelefs Idol and its 
woHhippers the more ibamcfully^ lets ut 
know, that tha idol's ears did not grow 
out of, or belong to its head, like the ears 
•f all Jiving creaturrs, but they wefa 
joineti J that is to fay, they were tacked 
; to its noddle with hammer and nails. 
In the late War too, when a long lift 
of his Majefty^s forces appeared in the 
Jiewfpapers, I had the good fortune to 
light upon a flave in the 6tth Pfalm, 
which, yoa will own, was to the pur- 
poft;

Y^ were your labour loft and worn. 

The mention of brown bread, I per- 
ceived, moved the congregation exceciU' 
ingly ; for, you muft know, the pooreft 
people in thele parts think it a terrible 
thing to eat brown bread 1 fo I bad a 
mind to give them a hint ihat brown 
bread was fubmittcd to in Day id* s time, 
or at leaft in Meflrs. StemboU and Hop- 



kins' time} who, as T take it, tivsdl 
many years after Dayid. Be^dcs, { 
thought that line had a noble foimd witll 
it, as moft lines have where you wuA 
with the word fu^i for I always fancy 
this word /k// fills my mouth, and coo- 
fequently the church, better than tty 
other » 
Feeding-fulKhardly- with -brown . bie^. 

This line and Icveral others don*t ma 
quite fo well in fome of the young fingers* 
prayer-books 3 but I always keep to the 
old book t found In the church when I 
was made clerk. That's the bookow 
forefathers uled, and I can* t perceive tbe 
world grows wiftr. B^fidea, tnc'le, Im ^ 
fatisfied', are th^ wordf'of Mr. Hopiuns, 
4nd I love to be true to my frieAds, and 
know no bufmefs we have to make then 
fpeak juft what vre think fit, or as 
tafhions alter, when they are dead and 
gone. 

Your fcntiments, and your choice of 
thefe Pfahns, my mfUler was pleaied to 
fay, are equally vnfe and judicious. In 
m^ opinion, the ^ate learned and exccUcm J^ 
Bifhop of London, in his Ccurfe of 
Sinking Pfalms (for a plain reafoo I 
couid give you), has not chole much 
better t and J would have you go on, 
and try your genius in a higher way. 
Don*t fpend your time in turning onr 
and fully ing your prayer-book, to find 
proper Pfalms, ^ut compofc fome hj^mns 
of your owns b^t don'^t meddle sirith 
I>avid*a Pfalms, I charge you ^ let die' 
whole compofttiott be entirely your owo, ^' 
and I am perfoaded, it will be more k^ 
fibly expreffed, and more poetical, than 
Thomas Stemhold and John Hopkin\* 
Tranflation ; and, I am Ibiie, wift hav« 
as good a right to bo fung in par 
churches. I'he moment he had fsid 
this I felt myfrlf infpircd, and brgaA 
thus t 

p dear Sir, I oft-times have my 
Full empty brains beat fore. 

Vet never could I hammer out 
One rhymuig vtri^^ 
One rhyming vcrfe— * 

On with it, fays my mafter, never fnr. 
One rhyming vcric— thcrefoiT. 

Mighty well, fays he. You fee now» 
Solomon, 'tis no fuch djfBtuh matter to

wiih fack. f - Sir, faid h there is an ciet- 
kvarJg and there is likewife an inward 
iUaibt/^. In the reading Pfaltn, the 
iftrocd is fackdotbt which expreites both ^ 
for as cUtb keeps the otitward min vtnrmi 
To will^i the inward man. t ^\\\ ex- 
btain my meaning as you. Sir, often do 
10 the pulpit, by a tamiliar tnftance. 

Once on a time, I remember, I wai 
going home, about ten, from your Chrift* 
mas entertainment t now» *tis well knowB« 
Sir, what ffrcat care you take to fend 
Vonr pariftioners home well fatisfied» 
bat very (bber, from your plentiful table 1 
And, Co my thinking» 1 was as fober as . 
fever I was in my life j but yet, I know 
not bow, as I was crofltns the church- 
yard, my legs Cftiled me urangely, and 
down t tumbled i and methought I felt 
^ if I had been taft headlong into a 
grave I dug ^he day before, and was 
Vredged faft in the bottom of it. So 
there I by, in a bittef cold night, till 
funriie next momine ; when I perceived 
I had onlv been dreilnitng Aboilt the 
graVe, and lay on as plalik a piece of 
grdbnd as your parlour floor.

(imple manner of telling this ftory of my- 
feif would have diverted him : efpecially 
as it lAras all the invention of my owd 
braiii, to jielp my mafter^s apprehenfion ; 
for t could have told him, that no one 
ever knew the clerk of this parilh over- 
taken, any more than the parlop. How* 
ever, he loon recovered his ufual good* 
nauife, and told me, roy expofition was 
ingenious t it might procttre me a great 



name among the methodifti \ hut there 
was one fmall fault in it, viz. it was not 
i. true one, for that the matter was plainly 
this : John Hopkins, to whofe hard lot it 
fell to verfify thcfe flubborn unpoetical 
words of t)avid, Ifut on/ackchtby kjnew 
not what to do with this fame fackclotb* 
He wanted a word of one fy liable, and, 
as ill luck would have it, this had two t 
and he wanted a rhyme to Jlackt but ila^Js 
toA clotii made no melod]^: even falfe 
i)iellinflr, which was His ufual expedient 
on fttcb occafions, would not msike *em - 
tuneable.

Do you kno>v,, Sol, Continued iify 
ttalfter, who thcfc wonderful verfioneers, 
this Sternhold ai)d this Hopkins, were > 
I fuppofe. Sir, faid I, they might be the 
Poet-Laureats of their time. No, no ! 
faid he. Poet Laureats!— Poet-Laureatt 
make verfes for the King, for the King 
pf Great Britslin \ dnd he muft be fervcS 
With other fort of verfes than we offer 
lip to the King ^of H<;avcn. Was our 
incomparable Laureat to carry no better 



poetry with him to St. }ames'<, than the 
rfalms we fing in our Churches, I guefs 
he would hardly have a knife and fbrk 



laid for him. Thefe Pfalms of yours 
were indeed, fome years agoe, patched, 
and a little raetided in feveral plates % 
but by whom were thefe amendments 
Inade ? Not by an aiTembly of divines, 
I can aflure you* but (as I have been 
credibly informed) by a fingle parifli- 
derk, whofe name was Hill i and inftead 
of the Royal aflent, they had, I fuppofe, 
the approbation of tne Company of 
Stationers, who, being long agoe aflaamed 
10 print fuch ftufF as we are not yet 
a(hamed to firg, fct this Pialmiftical 
Cobler on work to iifend them. 

. Thefe now are the Pi'alms which you 
admire, and many of our people look 
upon as part of our Liturgy, becaufe 
they com: to their hands with t^Kir 
prayer 'books 1 whereas there is hardly a 
man of fenfe in the kingdom that will 
lay any thing gtore in their favour, than 
B b b a Digitized by LiOOgle thtt 
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thit th(?y arc better undcrftood by the 
rulgnr ihan other vcniona t and yet this, 
t am confiJent, is far from being true ^ 
for what was vulgarly and meanly ex- 
prefTetl aoo years agoe, is not half fo in- 
telligible^to the common people now-a- 
days, as the natural, eafy, and pure, as 
well zs fublime and pcetical language, 
Mrhich wc meet with in the vcrlion of 
Biady and Tate. BeficJes, this has the 
Royal allowance aqd permLlion,* and fo 
has that of Sir Richard Blackmore : and 
fuch perraiflion of two verfions implies 
a cohimand to ufe one of thofe that are 
permitted, and no other. However, I 
wifh from my heart a proper authority 
Would fpeak out, and exprelsly enjoin us 
to ufe no other. We- have offered the 
lame and the blind for facrifice long 
enough : we have too longiten and heard 
the lublime fenfe of the lacred writings, 
ififpircd by the holy fpirit of God, 
mangled and debafed ; for though thefe 
our Translators have, for the molt part, 
retained David's fcnfe, yet by cloa*hing 
it in an unlcemly drcfs, and by the un- 
accountable power of Mfif/sy they have 
made that icnfe contemptible j fo that 
there would be much left objeftion 
againft thele Pfalms, if they were ori- 
ginal compofitions, and not a pitiful 
translation of the divine language of holy 
David. But as thev plainly aie fo, anU 
CnCc a mere defirabfc method of getting 
rid of 'em is not likely to be obtained, X 
ireely declaret that in this particular I 
am for joining with tke fcoffers of the 
age, and laughing >m out of our 
churches. 

I doubt not but many pious Chriftians 
have ufed thefe Pfalms with devout af- 
feftions : the fervent zeal of their hearts* 
though it mult in a great meafurc^ be 
damped, yet could not be quite exlln- 

fuimed by any words or exprcifionsa 
ow'coldorfpiritlefs Ibcverj and it wilt 



five me a real concern, if anyfiifliflicuSi 
e offended at this way of proceeding : 
but the oflPence, I am confident, wouil 
foon be removed, if the New Pfalms, si 
they are (till called, were but put into 
their hands, and the old ones taken a^rar, 
which have occafioned the mott eictlleDt 
part of divine fervicc to be pcrfoniicd 
with fo much coldnefs and inaifTereacei 
for can it be expected that men will ung 
thofe Pfalms with devotion, or even with 
ferioufnefs, in the church, whkh thcj 
hear fo frequently and.fo dcfervedly ridi- 
culed in our Streets ? But every pious 
Cbriltian will rejoice when be finds the 
devotions of his heart aflifted and 
heightened by exprellions fuitable to this 
heavenly exercife, and will pronoance it 
a joyful and pleafamt tliiirg indeed, to 
Zing praifes to nis God, whn> he can Bog 
thoie praifes with understanding. 

My maiter, I perceived, was growing 
warm j fo I knew, though I had never 
fo much rcafon on my fide, I muft difputc 
with hira no longer. But I ventured, in 
a low and fubmillive voice, to add, that 
alterations wei-e dangerous. So fay tljc 
lukewarm and the indolent, replid he, 
turning quick upon me, who bale w U 
re formed ; but you may as well be afraid 
our pariSh-church Should fall, when you 
demolish the cobwebs, or bnifh the greea 
mould off the walls, as auprehend uy 
danger to our Constitution trom fnch 20 
alteration as thi^. And io faying, he 
left me in great perplexity, till I relblvcd. 
to eafe mv mind, by laying the whcle 
matter before you, Mr. / . B"^

AN ACCOUNT OF A S^BTERlUMEAM CAlTERfc^ 

. LAT£LT DISCOVERED AT STONEMOVSB, HEAR »LTIIOVTilA 

TCo the Ri^bt Honourable lord Edoecumib* 

The hUl it&lf, «t Che horthem fide ot 
which this vault was found, confifts, for 
the moft partt of lime ftone, or rather 
marble. 

Prom the mouth of this care (thro* 
which we deiceoded by a ladder) 10 the 
firft bafe» or landing place* is s6 fieet. 
At thie bale is an opening, bnring N. VV« 
bv Vf, to which we have given the name 
or Tent Cave. It reiembles a tent at 
its bale, and in its circnmforence, and 
ftreiches upwards, fomewhat pyramidi- 
caily, to an inviiible point. It is, as 
for as we can meafore, about ten foet 
high, feven broad* twcoty-two long : 
though there is an opening, which, on 
account of its narrownefe* we could not 
well examine* and in ail probability it 
has a dangerous flexuce. In each iide of 
this Tent Cave is a ckft ; the right runs 
horieon tally inwanU ten leet* the kit 
meafures fix by four.

MT LORD, 

1HAVE the honour of communicating 
to your Lordftiip an account, which I 
took on the fpot, of a fubterranean ca- 
vern, lately difcovered in your Lord(hip*s 
demefns at Stonehoufe. The place, at a 
confiderable extent round, as your Lord- 
ihlp well knows, belonged formerly to 
the Monks : part of the wall that in« 
clofed their garden is ft ill to be feen. 
The cavern, was aecidentally difcovered 



by fome miners in lowing up a conti< 
guous rock of marble. The aperture, 
Jirclofed by the explofion, was about 
four feet in diameter* and looked not 
unlike a hole bored with an aujeer. It 
was covered with a broad flat ftone ce- 
mented' with lime and fand ; and twelve 
feet above it the ground ieemed to have 
been made with rubbifli brought thither* 
for what purpofe I know not, unlefs it 
were for that of concealment. Here in- 
deed, but here only* we faw fome ap- 
pearance of art* and vefiige of mafosry. 
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nvfttch placed at' a ^e dlfttnpe from eacli 
^ther, give (bme ideas of ftutc d pillar# in 
old chtiithec. 

' In a direft line from this cave to the 
^ppofite point is a road 30 feet Jong. 
The d«:(cent is fteep and rugged, either 
from ftones thrown into it from above, 
finee the difcoverf, or from fragmenn 
Chat have fallen off at different tjroes, 
from different places b^low. T^^ ^^^^ 
is very ftronrly but rudely arched over, 
and many holes on both Jides are to be 
Icen ; but beinr very narrow, do not ad- 
mit of remote tnipc6tioii or criti^l fcni- 
tiny^ 

Hairing ifawnbled down this deep de« 
fctatf we arrive at a natural arch of 
got))ic-liJce AruQuiTi which is four (pet 
from ftde to fide, and fix feet high. Here 
feme petrefa£lions are (een impending. 
On the righc of this arch is an opening 
like a funnel> into which a flender perfon 
might crespj on the kft is ai)other con- 
refpondent fiin|)^U the courfr of which is 
•bliqae* and the end u^nown. 

Beyond thif gothic pile is akfgcfpjice> 
to which the arch is an entrant This 
ffvace, or inner room ffor io wc have 
termed it)i is z t ffft long^ to broad* 
^5 hi^b« Its fides have many iarge ex- 
cavatKMiSy and here two columns, w&ich 
lleem to be a mafs of petrefaflions, prb« 
jeA confidcrablv. On the furfacct of 
tli^le pillars below^ are feen fomc fen* 
tadic protuberaDC8S» and on the hanging 
roo/s abop, fome crvftal drops that have 
been petrified In tfieir progrefs. Be* 
I ween thofe columns is a chafm eapaUe 
of containing tliree or four men. 

Returning from thif room, we perceive 
#n the It ft hand an avenui* jo leet long» 
naturally floored with clajp^ aad vaiilt«i 
with ftone. It heart S. S. W. and be- 
fore we f\zvt crept through it» wa fe^ a 
oafl'age of difficult accefs and dangerous 
snvcftigatioD. It runs forward a 5 ittt» 
and opens over the vault 30 feet high 
near the largell well. Oppofite to this 
paflage are two caverns, both on the 
right band. The firft bears N. W. by 
Vr . and running forwards in a ftraighc 
line about ao leet,. forms a curve that 
▼erges fomewhat to the N* E. Here we 
walk and creeo in a winding courfe from 
cell to cell, till we are flopped by a well 
of water, the breadth and depth of which 
ure as yet not fully known. This wind- 
ing cavern is three feet wide, in fome 
parts ^vt feet high, in feme eight. Re 
suming to the avenue we hnd^ 
to this cavern, but feparated ' 
ffld mafTy panition of iloue, 



cavern runnittg weft ; and by defceftdtng 
down fome fmall piles of lime-ftone, or 
rather broken rocks, the bottom here 
.being flielvy ilate, or more properly a 
combination of (late and Hmc-fton^, we 
difcovcr another well of wat^r. This is 
the largeft. The depth of it is in one 

flace 23 feet, the width uncertain. Op- 
ofite to this well, on the left hand, by 
mounting over a fmall ridge of rock^, 
covered with v»et and flippcry clay, we ^ 
enter a vault eight feet broad, it lonjg, 
30 high. Herci towards the S. £. a road, 
not eafy of afcent, runs upwards 7^ feet 
towaids the furface of the earth,, ahd f^ 
near to it, that the fiaund of the voice, 
or of a mallet within, might be dtftinAlv 
heard without : in conftquence of which 
a very large opening has bc^n made into 
It. At the bottom of this vault, in a 
place not readily olftsrved» is another 
well of water, the depth of wtiich, <m 
afpount of its fituation, cannot be.wdt 
fathomed^i Jior the breadth of it afca- 
tained. 

While the miners were exploring thofc 
gloomy and grotefque regions, thev were 
alarmed at a murmuring found that 
ieemed to come from the hdlowa of the 
care $ and' one of thera^ who chanced to 
be near the largeft well with a candle in 
his hand, ikw at that inftant the water 
i\k about half a foot. This phssno- 
menoa then could pot be explained : hot 
now we think that the feveral wells are 
nearly on a lev^, ^nA that the waters 
fliape their courle towi^ds ^ %&• and 
mix with it in Mill Bay, at t1(e djftan^ 
of four hundred and twelve feet.' Jt is 
not certain whether thofe. welW» though 
they lie below the extremity of the' lime* 
ftofie, have a mutual commmiication or 
not : but it is highiv probable, as the 
bottom of the largeft well is clay, and 
its fides are ibeivy flate, that there are 
fprings, and It is certain that this flaclyr 
vein of ilate, nearly of the fame kind and 
colour with fome ietn at Mount Edge* 
cumbe on the oppofite Ihore, is continued . 
even to the Tea* where two opening^at 
low water have been found, th|pugh 
which it is propable the water A tnc 
great well diicharges itiUf. When the 
tide riles, it is prefumad that the preiTupe 
of the fea witboot retaids the courfe of 
the water within, and this may account

. ferviceSy and accommodating the invalid 
. with ray arm, I attended them to Great 
George-ftreet, called a coach, and en- 
t^ated permifRon to accompany them, 
. as the prclence of a medical man might 
be uiefu], (hould the dilorder return. I 
acknowledge, Sir, this hint at being pro- 
. ftHional was an artifice j but the motive 
will exonerate me for the deviation, Ance 
both ladies evinced an uneadnefs at my 
attentions, till my fancied profefiion re- 
moved it. 

I will not trefpafs upon your time by 
particuUrizing the gradual progrels I 
made in their good opinion, before I 
arrived at a conSdence which I • fought 
with no unworthy motives, bclieye me ; 
but relate, in the words of the aunt» the 
narrative of their unmerited diltrelTes. 

After a profuiion of acknowledgments 
for the intereft I took in their affile ions, 
: (he laid, « You behold us diftrcifed, Str ; 
. but thefe diltrefles are not the confie- 
. quence of extravagance or imprudence, 
. but. originate in the thoughtleU levity of

<M fhould tell you, Sir, that this 

nephew of mine has realized a fortune in 

India infinitely beyond his expectations, 

which induced him to vilit his relations 

in England. On his arrival he learnt 

that his excellent mother had been dead 

. for four months, and that no part of her 

. ample penfion from Government Tas the 

widow of a General Officer who died in 

defence of his country) was continued to 

. her only daughter ; who, being totsjlly 

• unprovided for, folicited my protection 
till ihe ihouid learn from Bengal what 



fleps lier brother would wifli her lo 
purfue. I had. Sir, very early in life, 
olfended my family by making a di6a- 
terelied mairiage, and continued, at tlie 
time of my niece^s application for pro- 
tection, excluded from all my connexions, 
fu(Jported by the (bfiall penfion allotted 
the widow of a Lieutenant. When this 
latter circumftahce was knowr to her, I 
had much difficulty to prevail with Mary 
to ihare it with me j but the natural per- 
fuafion that her brother would render 
her independent, from motives of family 
pride as well as from affeClion, induced 
her to comply with my entreaty. 

" In this nope, Sir, imagine our iov 
at his unexpected arrival in ERgland, j 
even before the melancholy account ot 
his lofs could have reached him ; and his \ 
proteftations that l^is life Ibould be de- 
voted to render his fifter happy, with die 
rcqueft that I would fuppiy the place of 
a parent, and live under his roof.

Eiffht days of the 
ten were elapfed, when Mary got a few 
lines from her brother, faying, he was 
ftepping into his chaife to pals a few 
days at Brighton, and being in donbt 
what day be ihouid return, bade us wait 
for a fummons before we fet forward. 
We were too happy to^ impatient about 
fo trifling a delay, but continocd cur 
work 5 tvery little bill was paid, the 
furniture fold, and my faithful fervaci 
diipolied of, when I received, juti as I 
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inras goiog to reft, a note from my worthy 
friend the Re^^or : imagine vvhat our 
leeliiigt were when we heard that the 
dratt wat proteiied : fuffer me to pais 
over the exquifite fenlation. Well ! thU 
Gentleman followed his letter next morn- 
ing at breaktalt, and urged every thing 
kind and companionate to our lacerated 
mindl I andy alter a while, periuaded 
us and himfelf, that a few explanatory 
lines, addreflcd to my nephew at Brighton, 
would adjutl every thing. How fhall I 
proceed ? I did write — yes, Sir j again 
and a^ain I wrote to him ; but trom 
that day till the prefcnt no anfv^rer has 
ever arrived, notwichilanding a friend of 
tnine delivered two letters, one from me, 
and another from Mary, into her bro- 
ther's hands, who was jufl getting into 
his currick for an hour's drive. 

*• If any thing could aggravate my 
griefs^ it is the knowledge of. what my 
ever- valued clerical friend experiences 
upon this occafion in his pecuniary af- 
fairs. The little portion of money which 
remained with me I refiored, except 
feven guineas, which I confidered it as 
a duty to' retain, in order to come to 
town, with the view of feeing and ex- 
poftulating with this inconfiderate young 
man upon the cruelty of his condu£>. 
Hither we came three days ago ; but 
imagine our increafed ^i£^ion, when 
we were told that on the preceding 
morning lie had taken a very fudden 
determination to accompany two youcg 
men of fafhion to Lifbon, and pro- 
poied to continue there for fome months. 

<« We remain in town. Sir, to pro- 
cure places of fome kind or other, but 
are under difadvantages which women 
of lefs di^licacy would be exempted from. 
To avoid the eyes of perfons with whom 
/1m: is- acquainted. Is neceifary to my 
, poor Mary's feelings, for can (he con- 
demn a brother ? Unknown to this 
loved and amiable girl, I am mortgaging 
my little pcnfiou to rcimburfc the worthy 
TtilQT, and this night will conclude the 



difadvamageous bargain. My niece 
yefterday obtained the pr-^ife of as 
eligible ^tuation ; but fears aroie ia 
my mind refpe^tng the hands a beauti- 
ful unprote^ed woman might be coo- 
figned to, and therefore we rofe at an 
early hour to walk to Chelfea, and 
returned mortified that our good prof- 
pefls were of fo {lender duration, though 
grateful that we^ had di fevered the 
chara6^er of the lady ; who appeared 
every thing to prejudice the mind in 
her favour^ but is in fa^ a profeded 
courtezan. When my debt is dis- 
charged, my mind will be intinitely re- 
lieved, and I tniii Mary and her aunt 
will chcarFully perform the part whidk 
God has allotted.'* 

I have, Mr. Editor, prevailed with 

thefe unfortunate Indies to let nle addrefa 
a jrentleman of high rank now at 
Limon, who will enter deeply into our 
catile, by converfing with the young 
man upon the lubjeft? in the mean 
time I have entreated the worthy aunt 
and lovely niece to fuperintend the edu- 
cation of four little girls of diilin^lioit, 
whofe father \» obliged to join his regi- 
ment in the very month which deprived 
them of a mo;her. It is my particular 
requeft that you will favour me with 
giving this a fpeedy infertion in your 
valuable Publication, fo defirous am I 
that the objedl of my contempt and in- 
dignation may peinile it, even before 
he is fpi)ken to by my friend, in order 
that he may haiien to repair the injuries 
he has inflifled upon his innocent fa- 
mily. Let him prove his remorfe by 
making immediate atonement, *and tor 
the future reiblve to be cautious ia 
making of promiles ; but, having omce 
done I'o, to keep them, though to hia 
own hindrance.

Britain unmoved, fees hoftile Poweri advance; 
Nrr dreads the I'woid, nor IbphKtry of France} 
While Freedom guaids her fea- encircled Ille, 
And nodding Ceres greets her with a fmlle* 
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AT a time when foreign anarchy and 
Itcentioulhers ane attennpting to 
produce that calamity, which foieign 
arms have ever been fouod unable to 
cift;6l, it cannot be a labour totally ule- 
lefs to delineate the character of a man 
who might in other ctrcumitances have 
been ferviceablc ta fociety 5 but who, 
having caught the reigning contagion, 
has btcomc the regret of his friciids, the 
ridicule of his acquaintance, and the 
pity of the wile. 

Do^or Vcntofus is a perfonage of 
flrong prejudices and weak principles : 
hafty, overbearing, and credulous, his 
mind is a grand rellrvoir of every exotic 
fully which the prefent age bountifully 
patron lies. He has read much ; but, 
having ftcred his mind with images as 
inltruments of cavil lather than con- 
virion, his convcrfation is an odd jum- 
ble of fententious 'wiidom and affeOed 
libeitiniim. Too volatile tor ier ious 
ftudy, and too eager for regular dedu*^ ion, 
his brain catches with ardour every para- 
dox which fophiftry gives birth to, and 
may he compared to thofe mirrors which 
are fo difpoled as to receive on their 
Surface each tranfitory objeft that pafles 
the ftreet. Is there a needy aciventui-er, 
who by help of botanic lyrup promt ies 
eiFe6lually to cure every diforder of the 
human frame ? Does Ibme modem Pro- 
metheus by vital air reftore the fun^ions 
of the body, or method iftic leveller re- 
pair the fabric of the foul f Has fome 
i'age conjuror promifed to leap into a 
Guart bottle, or out of a four pair of 
flairs window } let him repair to Ven- 
toius, where he is fure of receiving en- 
couragement and reward, as tar as the 
Do6lor*s confined income extends. This 
ingenious philofopher commenced his 
career with a refolution to be fomeboiiy. 
He i^und the beaten track to fame io 



wofn with tife, and (o crouded with 
candidates, that be defpaired of ever fig- 
nalizing himlelf there, and in Confequcncfl 
determined to draw the atttnticn cf the 
world by taking fome road which 00 
traveller had hitherto explored. He re- 
membered to have read 'in Ovid, tfait 
Phaeton had driven the chailot of the 
Sun for a day, and could not but remark 
that he had acouired more fame by 
driving helter ikelter over bulls and 
fcorpions, mountains and Tallies, than if 
he had perfcvered in the dull track wbidt 
his father had pointed out. To be fure, 
he could not d«fny that the poor youth 
burnt and dtitroyed eveiy objcft he ap- 
proathed, and was bimlclf knocked on 
the head at laft $ but be thought it ex- 
tremely tyrannical and oppreflive, that a. 
philofopher, whilft purfuing a bannleif 
experiment, and revolutionizing a few 
countries, which the beams of Apolla 
had never enlightened, fliould be ftopc 
fliort by an ariltccratical thunderbolt, to 
the ruin of genius, and utter extenni* 
nation of experimental philolophy. 

Thus fraught with principles of coci* 
tradition, it cannot be furprizin^ that 
Ventoliis thould have rendered himklf an 
objcft of notoriety. In his politics fcc 
is anti.minilteriai, in his perfuaGon noo- 
conform ill, and in his religious fenti- 
ment's anti chriftian. Ever on the wing 
in queft of foiiie glittering novelty, hii 
whole life is Ipent in deceiving and being 
deceived ; forming opinions to-day, 
which to-morrow fees fuccecdcd by new 
ones, like the wave which builds a heap 
of fand, fated to bedeftroyed by the ware 
that fucc«eds it. 

The French Revolution has fouod 
Ventolus more confutent in his iicoo* 
fiftency, than any other event. I:? tfarc« 
grand attributes of novelty, iminonlityt 
and anarchy, have produced a fundot 
admiration in his mindy which no lub- 
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ftqtmA mat liu ye| baen «Me to e€kce. 
X occaTionally fr^uont a club of which 
I^oAor Ventoftts is a member, and wai 
foxDC days ago greatly furpriied to fee 
him enter the roomj waddling under the 
weight of two enormous quarto.voluivies I 
•f There citizens !" cried he, throwing 
the bocks down upon the uble« " there 
is a complete refuution of ali that your 
Orotius and your Puflfendorff, your 
Cokes, Juftiniansy and Blackftones, ever 
wrote in their lives > and all in the tri- 
fling compafs of two voUimes ! You 
piay remember EuHathius thinks Homer 
a good i'ubQitate for all other bookn { 
but Euftathius was a fool : Homer is 
too fond of celebrating Kings^ and men. 
tions nothing of * ibe Majrfty «f tbd 
f topic i* a certain fign that be was a 
mere ignoramus, and his admirers no 
better than drivellers. As to Horace, 
Virgil, and Ovid, I th*s morning made 
a bonfire of them in my court-yard, as 
tjie curate dcilro^ed the rom^ces of Don, 
Quixote, ard iur the I'aint; realbn, be-' 
caufe tlxy binder the operation of reaibn, 
by their tulfome praiies of Auguftus and 
Cuch fcrt c^^ fellows. Here, on the con- 
' trary, no Kings are pcaifed ; all crowned 
beads and eilabliibmenti. are pulled down» 
and nothing is erected in their itead, 
^ We nobly take the high priori road, 
** And FtaloQ downwaid, til! we doubt 
of God/'' 

* And pray/ interrupted I, * what is 
the title of this grand compendium oi 
the wiidoip of ages ^•— " The title, Sir," 
i he replied i << we do not acknowledge 
titles j but the naipe oi it is Political 
Juftlcc. I -may almoft lay, I have got 
tt by heart. For four long years X have 
(Icarce peiuicd anv other book; ami when 
once I (hall be able to repeat it off hand, 
fiiaJl congratulattt myleli' with no rmall 
joy, as having reached the uUima tbuic of 
liQmaii %viidt.»m." 

It was not without rea(bn that Do^or 
. Ventoius expatiated on the admiration 
his two volumes had excited ; for we 
found him, to our utter dilmay, fo com* 
pJetely imbued with tlie new philoibphy, 
that common charity had almolt induced 
us to remove him from the Britiih coifce- 
Kouie to Bedlam. During the folilo<}uy 
ttbove related, he contumed to itride 
acrofs the room, playing with his watch 
Wn, flapping his hands, and elevating 
his creft, vith aU the fervour of a pur- 



bUnd.prcje^lor. Upon llie clitraoce of 
dinner. I civilly requcfted him to take 4 
feat J when, iUrting from his reverie, he 
exclaime<)» '' Why ihouki we have com- 
mon meals ? Am I obligM to be hungry 
at the lame time that you are ? Ought 
I to come at a certain hour from th« 
Miifctim where I am worki;ig, the recefa 
where I meditate, or the obfervatory 
whmv I reraark the pl^enomena of na* 
ture, to a certain had appropriated to the 
ofiice of eating j inl^ead of eating, at. 
reaibn bids me, at the time and plofc- 
moft fuited to n>y avocation? • T • 

This opinion however did not continue 
Ipng ; he afterward » tock bis ftat very, 
quietly at the table, and eat with no Imalfr 
appetite for fo rigid a phi|olbpher« 
When rallied upon this« be informed us^ 
that human prejudvces could not be fud** 
denly aboliUied, but in procefs of ttnnt 
he had ao doubt iliat fiilv prejudice in 
^vour of eating would be totally abo<« 
liOied ; adding, that it was in that lenitt 
he underltood the aflTertion of Franklin^ 
'* that mind would one day become om-* 
nipotent over matter.** When th^ 
boundaries of fcience fliall be fo greatly 
enlarged, we may expe^ to fee the votary 
of Bacchus quit the juice of the grape 
for the produce of the chry(hil welH tho 
debauchee difband his ieraglio, and th« 
iagacious common- cmiocil- man, abforbed 
in Utopian vi lions, fuffer the wcH-drefled 
haunch or tempting turtle to finokc re- 
g^rdlefs by him. Eveiy friend to th« 
human fpecies mvfi acknowledge that 
this. is a confummatton devoutly to bo 
wiOi \\ ; how far it is to be expe£^d» 
time only can determine. *■ 

The Do^or continued to entertain ut 
during dinner with many other para* 
doxes, drawn from ^..e lame fagacioua^ 
fource. One of the company having*ccV 
calion to mention the pyramids of Tgypti^ 
expreifed his adoniOiment at rlie quantum 
of labour iieceflary to finifli fuch ftu* 
pendons fabrics ; but Ventofus Itopped 
him flioit byoblerving, that thou R[h t)i« 
pyi-amlds were works of gceat labour iq 
the o.<!ker ages, ere the new phiLcfophy 
bad enlightened nunkind, yet that in a 
y^Ty few years he ha<l realbn to believe 
we misht finifh fuch buildings as thofe 
with httle or no trouble ; adding, with 
peculiar empha'..s, '< Heveai'ter it is by 
DO means clear that the moft extenfire 
operations will not be within the reach 
of one man ; or, to make ufe of a familiar 
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infftra^, that a ploiT^h mty be turneil 
i&to a fiek), and pcrtoim its office with- 
out the need of fuperinter.dance •." 

Innomerable were the folliet which 
"Veniofos continued to commit under the 
iivfluenceof the above-mentioned political 
Spinoia. Having never been able by the 
adtttanct of his all-pouerfiil reafon to 
iSiicover the exaft frtuation of Heaven, 
lie has concluded, perhaps a Kttle too 
iMifti^, that thtre is no fuch place. To 
iodi a man it muft he very inconvenient 
spd mortifying to diet to obviate this 
inconvenience, he. had recourfe to hit 
Itgaciotts Mentor, who is very fruittiil 
ei relbiirces, and who informed him, 
that there was very little doubt of man- 
kind being able, by their own energies, 
to protract their lives to five or fix 
kundred years, and in procefs of time to 
attain immortality. 

We began at laft to be tired of the 
Ibciety of Ventofus. The converfation 
erf* 4boU may begin with making us 
nMrry, but it always ends with making 
us fad. To break the chain of argu- 
ment, I propofed adjourning to Drury 
Lane Theatre, which was immediately 
agreed to : but even here the a^ive fpirit 
of Reform inftigated Ventofus to the 
eommifTion of a thoufand extravagancies., 
He looked at the orcheftra with dildain 
icr employing fo many fupernumtrary 
Lands : " Wul it not," cried he, " he 
i>ra6iicable hereafter for one man to per- 
xorm the whole f Shall we have tnea- 
trical exhibitions ? This ieems to in- 
clude an abAird and vicious co-operation. 
It may be doubted whether men will 
fcereatter come forward in any mode 
gravely -to repeat words and ideas not 
their own. It may be doubted whether 
any mafical performer will habitually 
exrcate the eompofitions cf others. We 
yicld^ fupinely to the fupenor merit of 
«ur predeceflbrs, becanfe we are accuf- 
tomed to indulge the inactivity oi our 
own facultice. All formal repetition of 
other men's ideas feems to be a fcheme 
i6r imprifonin^for fo long a time tl)e 
. operations of our own mind. It bor- 
ders perhaps, in this refpe^t, upon a 
breach of nnccrity»» which requires that 
we (houtd give immediate utterance to 
every ufcl'ul and valuable idea that oc- 
curs to our thoughts f .** 

In the courle of the evening DoAor 
Ventofus attached himfelf, with philo- 



fophie aflarance, to' a damfel of Jio vny 
baftiiul or indeed modeft appearance. I 
expreAed my farprife at this, and ven- 
tured to point out the unpleaiant confc* 
quences that might enfue to his cha- 
ra^er from fo public an intimacy with 
a woman of her profcilion. *« Her pro- 
feifionr* exclaimed he : ''By the (hade 
qi' Brutus, I think -her profcilton one of 
the mott honourable in the world. She 
is at open war with marriage, that * moft 
odious of all monopolies,* and with aa 
amiable philanthropy adminifters to the 
pleafures of all mankind. Bcfides,"* con- 
tinued the Do6Vor, recurring to his new 
creed, for which he feels a relpcA as 
implicit as that of the brother, m The 
Talc of a Tub, for his father^s will, 
** 1 deem it right affiduoufly to cultivate 
the intercourle of that woman whofe ac- 
com^iiifliments fhall ftrike me in the moft 
powerful manner; but it may happen 
that other men will feel for her the fame 
preference that I do > This will create 
no difficulty. We may all enjoy her 
converl^tion j and we fhall all be wile 
enough to confider the fenfual intercoune 
as a very trivial objedt. This, like 
every other affair in which two perfons 
arc concerned, muft be regulated in each 
fwcceflive inftance by the unforced con- 
fenr of either party. Ix i$ a mark of the 
extreme depravity of oiir prelent habit<» 
that we are ii^dined to Aippofe the icn- 
fual intercourfe any wrle material to the 
advantages arifmg from the pureft af- 
fe^ion. Keafonable men now cat and 
drink, not from the love of plea fn re, but 
bccaule eating and drinking are effentiai 
to cur healthful exiltence. Keaibaable 
men will then propagate their Ipecies, 
not becanfe a certain lenfible pleafurr is 
annexed to this af^ion, but faecauie it is 
right the fpecies Ihculd be propagated ; 
and the manner in which they exercife 
this funftion will be regulated by the 
di6lates of reafon and duly |." As he 
now feemed to have arrived at the arifmg 
of perfefticn, I deemed it no lor ger 
nectfTary to rcntinue in his company; 
we accordingly parted, he to propagate 
the new morality among the votaries of 
Cytherea, and I to wonder at the blind- 
ncf» which could thus miitake novelty 
for improvement, and fenTuaiiry for phi> 
lolbphy. Upon enquiry it will be tourd 
that tliefe vifionary do^rines generally 
owe their origin to fome lubde knavc^ 
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yuY of tbcijr principles, while expatiating 
M» th« beauty of benevolence } li£e th« 
coBJalror, who picjcs your pocf^et at .tl^c 
^Eae moment that Ji^ locks you (leadily 
ID the face, an^ entertains you , with the 
Ibicnce of hocus pocus. The '* Icleft 
Aiainber>** pleafed to be (old of thf wif- 
dom they poiTefs, and ittfilgas^t .at the 
§ctt€TS which -have fo loag tnttralled 
Ukcm, llften to the ledoier M arreaif 
" ri^ajt^* and retail the do^lnei at 



(econd hand to a cixdulous.peof^ley proud , 
to claim their Chare in the mifchiefs of 
the times. Thus it is» that conjugal 
and religious infidelity are propagated |, 
and thus it,is>jthat vanity, arrayed ia 
the garb. of gravity, tofles the ihuttlecoclc 
from one to the other with more than 
infantine folly i and while the feathered 
cork flies to and fro, bids a gaping mul- 
titude admire, and ^alTs the ftupid paftimt 
wii<iom. 
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ON openhng this magnificent fedition 
of the Works of a pleafing Writer, 
wc were fiirpriied at the mifnomer by 
which the Author js diftinguiftied. In 
every one of Lord DrforH's works, whei-e 
he has occalion to lign bis name, it is. 
uniformly to be found written HbftACfi, 
and not Horatio, we thei*efore conclude 
it to be an overfight in the Editor. 

The lovers of anecdote will be highly 
gratified by this publication, which con- 
tains much of the I'ecret hiftory of the 
^ei^fe of George the Fir((, Second, and 
Thirdr^nd much of the literature of the 
tiroes : it contains the greater part of the 
works of Lord Orford, and includes not 
co(^ the manufcripts bequeathed by His 
Lordfhip for publication, but much 
new matter, communicated by himlelf 
during his life to the Editor. " It has 
been," lavs the Eiiitor, " ftill further 
enriched by the contributions of his 
ciecutors ajid others of his friend^ ; who, 
iblmiring his epiftolary talents; had pre- 
fervcd every line of his writing j and 
who thooght that J>y enlarging the cc^l-

ie£lioh of hii letters, thejr were adding 
to a valuable, and entertaining pfefent 
to the piibllc.*' 

In k> large and fo ekpenfivt a publi- 
cation the phrchaler would probably wiOi 
to have had the Catalogue of the 
Hoiightoh Colle6\ion of Pictures, as well 
as the Catalogue of Lord Orford *s own 
Collection at Strawberry Hill, omitted. 
The decreafe in the pricfe v.duld have 
more than compenfated for the want of 
them, and pubMpationS of this kind art 
only ufeful as fhey are portable s an 
oflavo volume of the latter at lead of 
thefe, at a moderate rate, would have 
been highly acceptable to the public s 
of the former, as the pictures are ^one, 
the meiiiery oT them was fufficient^ re- 
tained by the t\Vo Editions already in 
the Hands of amateuts. 

We (hall proceM to give the Contents 
of the Volumes as they noi^ lie before 
lis. 

Vol. t. eontainS the Poems of Lord 
Orford, with fome mifcellaneous pieces 
formerly printed by him under the title 

of 
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of Fugitive titttst and given to hit 
friends j the Tragedy of The Myfteriout 
Mothers Advertifements prefixed to &- 
vera! of his Pubtications ^ and the Ca- 
tategiie of Royal and Noble Authort , to 
which the Editor obferves, «« Confidc- 
rablc additions are made under the re- 
fpcdive divifions of the original work ; 
notice* of feveral pieces omitted in the 
Ibrmer edition are here initrrted, and a 
poftl'criptand anappendixare fubjointd.** 
He mi^ht have added, that this work 
was orig^inally very impcrfeft, and that 
it ftill remains fo. Lord Ortbrd, though 
apparently ienfible of its defeats, <vat 
averie to take any trouble to amend 
them. In one of his letters to Mr. Gray, 
wha had ient him fome corrections 
(Vol. V, 378.), he fays, ** Thank you 
for the notes on the Hoble Authors. 
They fhaW be inferred when I make a 
oew edition, for the fake of the trouble 
the perfon has taken, though they are 
o£> little confequence. Doddey has. alktd 
me for "a new edition i but I have little 
heart to undertake fuch work, no more 
than to mend my old linen. It is pity 
one cannot be born an ancient, and have 
commentators to do fuch jobs for one." 
Such a commentator (hould have been 
looked for on the prefent occafion. In 
paining through the Volume we have 
aifcovered many omiiTions which ought 
to have been fupplied. If a new Edition 
is printed, we hope to fee It more con-e^ 
imd lefs imperfeft. 

Vol. II. contains The Caftle of 
Ctranto j an Account of the Giant m then 
lately (1766) difcovered ; The Hiitoric 
Doubts on the Life and Reign of King 
Richard the Third ; a Supplement^ con. 
taining Remarks on fome Anfwers that 
have been made to that Work ; a Reply 
to Dr. Milles, Dean of Exeter; Shoit 
Obfervations on the Remarks of the 
. Rev. Mr. Mafters } and the following 
Poftfcript to The Hiftoric Doubts, writ- 
ten in Fcbruarv 1793. 

** It IS afflifclivc to have lived to find, 
in an age- called not only civilized but 
enlightened, in this eighteenth century, 
* that fuch horrors, Cucb unparalleled crimes, 
have been difplayed on the moft con> 
fpicuous theatre in Europe, in Paria^ the 
rival of Athens and Rome, that I am 
forced to allow that a multiplicity of 
crimes, which I had weakly fuppofed 
were too manifold and too abfurd to have 
been perpetrated even in a very dark age, 
and in a northern ifland, not only not 
commencing to be polilhed, but inured to 
barbarous manners, and hardened by 



long and baH»arous ciWl wart amongil 
princes and nobility ftri^y relaleft-* 
Yes, I muft novf believe tm any atro- 
city may have been attempted or one 
tifed by an anibitious prince of the bloodf 
aiming at the crown in the fiiteentk 
century. I can believe (I do not fay I 
do) that Richard Duke of Gloucelker 
dipped his hand in the blood of th 
famt-like Henry VI. though fo revohioi 
and injudicious an m£i a» to excite tk 
indignation of mankind againft him. I 
can now believe that he contrived tk 
death of his own brother Clarenoe ; aid 
I tan thhik it poflible, inconceivable as 
it was, that he afperfed the chaftityof 
his own mother, in order to baftaiiiizf 
the offspring of his ekieft brother : for 
all thele extravagant, exceflTes have hm 
exhibited in the compafa of five year$ by 
a monfter, by a Royal Duke, who has 
aflually furpafled all the guilt impated 
to Richatxl III. and who, devoid ot' 
Richard *s courage, has a6led his eoor- 
mities openly, and will leave it impof- 
fible to any future writer, however dii- 
poled to candour, to entertain one bijfic 
doubt on the abominable aAion» of Philip 
Duke of Orleans. 

<< After long plotting the death of bi> 
Sovereign, a viaim as holy as, and io* 
finitely Aiperior in fenfe and many vir- 
tues to Henry VI. Orleans has dfaggoi 
that Sovereign to the block, and poT' 
chafed his execution in public, as is 
pnbilc he voted for it. 

"If to the afiailinaticn of a brotiyi 
(like the fuppofed complicity of Glou- 
cester to that of Clarence) Orleans lui 
not yet concurred j Itill, when early fa 
the Revolution he was plotting thcwtf- 
der of the King, being warned by aft 
alTociate that he would br detcAcdi be 
faid, * No I for I will have my (natural) 
brother, the Abbe de St. Far, ftabbfll 
too, and then nobody will fufpeft«r<rf' 
being concerned in the murder of myo^n 
brother/ So ably can the aflafCns ^^ 
an enlightened age refine on and liirpS'^ 
the atrocious deeds of Goths and Bar- 
barians 1 

«' Shade of Richard of Gloucerfcr! it 
my weak pen has been able to waih ^ 
bloody fpeck, one incredible charge Irom 
j'Ottr chara^ler, can I bdt acknowledgf 
that Philip of Orleans has fuUied nr 
vamifti, and at leaft has weakened all 
the arguments that I drew from the iro- 
probability of jour having waded 1« 
deeply into wickednefs and impudccce 
that recoiled on. yourfelf, as to calwm- 
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Jtf jfou did. It wag to injure the children 
of your brother $ ftill you had not the 
lenleJefs, ftamelcfs effrontery to fliake 
your own legitimacy. Philip of Orleans 
mocks your pitiful fcif- partiality. He 
in perfon, and not by proxy, has declared 
his own mother a ftrumpet, has baf- 
♦ardized himlclf, and for ever degraded 
his children, as progeny defended from 
a coachman ! For what glory, for what 
objcftf, far be from me to conje«5lure 1 
"Who would have a mind congenial 
enough to that of fuch amonfter, as to 
be ahJe to guefs at his inotives ?" 

This Poltfcript is followed by The 
CEAti Walpolianae, and that by " Na- 
ture vs-iU prevail," a moral entertainment, 
a^ed at the Haymarket in 1778, and 
now firft printed. To this fucceed 
Thoughts on Tragedy and Comedy, and 
a detection of a late forgery, called 
Tcttamcnt P.jlitique du Chevalier Ro- 
bert Walpoole, which completely cx- 



pofes its falfhood ;- but as the original 
work was neter tranflated into Engiiih, 
nor ever emerged from the obfcurity 
which it deferved. Lord Orford thought 
it unneceflary to publifli his vindication 
at the time, but left It behind him as a 
laft proof of filial anxiety for the cha- 
ra^cr and fame of a lather. The Life 
of Mr. Baker tlie Antiquary, and the 
Letters which palled between him and 
various Minifters, relative to his places, 
follow. To thefe fucceed the Defcription 
and Catalog^ue of the Curiofities of Straw, 
berry Hill, and the EflTay on Modem 
Gardening) and the Volume concludes 
with the Counter- Addrei's to the Public 
on the late Difmiflion of a General 
Officer (General Conway), originally 
printed In the year 1764. 

The contents of the three remaining 
Volumes we mult poftpone the conH- 
deration of until our next number.

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EVERY attentive obferver of the 
manners of the nrcfent times will 
have remarked, that the tajle for novels 
rsading pervades almoft all orders of the 
people, and is. neither confined to age, 
lex, rank, or profeflion 5 we have even 
been told of peribns ofdiItingui(heti erai- 
iience, and dignified ftations in life, who 
have confidered it as an innocent and 
lalutary relaxation from' fcvere ftudies, 
particularly thai ai the law 5 while, on 
the other hand, many divines and other 
devout perfon s, as well as fevcral cele- 
brated moral writers, have condemnetl 
this loole branch of literature as lending 
to vitiate the mind, to coiTupt the morals, 
and to produce a pernicious influence on 
the conduft of human life, in its ordinary 
occurrences: 

A novel 'reader. It is aiTerted, forms 
extravagant ideas, and expefts to find, 
in the feveraldomeftic and focial relations 
of mankind, perfon s and characters 
finiflied after the models of the heroes 
and heroines delineated in thofe favourite 
works of imagination. Hence are de- 
rived family feuds, feparations, breach 
of friend/hips, and other dreadful vio- 
lations of the harmony and tranquillity 
which ought to fubfift in all virtuoiw and 
well -ordered focieties. Leaving, how- 
ever, the difcuflxon of the controverfy to 
Ipeculativc writers, we ihall content our- 
fclves with drawing one general inference 



from the real ftate of the cafe, viz. that 
as both the writing and reading of ro- 
mances and novels is become fo general, 
we are called upon, as Reviewers of new 
publications, not to pafs them over in 
lilence^ but to endeavour to guide the 
judgment of young perfon s of both fexes, 
who are in the habit of fending for every 
new produflion of this fpecies from cir- 
culatmg libraries, io far as to enable 
them to avoid thofe which have a per* 
nicious tendency ; and to lele^ only iuch 
as promote the caufe of religion, mora- 
lity, and uncorrupt manners, by exhibit- 
ing the fatal conlequences of vice, folly, 
and diifipation, and the final jull uiumph 
and rewards of honour, integrity, and 
female virtue, in well- drawn familiar 
examples, taken from the probable cventa 
and vicilfitudcs of human lite, inde- 
pendent of the fupernatural agency of 
magicians, fairies, fylphs, ghotls, an4 
daemons, and of all improbable and 4)- 
credible Anions: and when it is con- 
fidered, that even the worft^writtfn novel 
has a certainty of fucccfs, through the 
medium of circulating libraries, which 
is not aiTured to more meritorious pro- 
duiHions of the prefsy the talk we have 
undertaken, of fcrutinizing them with an 
impartial b^it critical eye, may in the 
end prove a public benefit. On this 
principle, the Volumes now before ui 
have beeu atteaiively eiamioed; they

duSion, of a reipe^able lady, and we 
c^n I'afeiy pronounce, that they are weH 
calculated to leflen extfiing evils in fo- 
cjety, for which nonradical cure can be 
expelled i to hold up to icorn and d^. 
lifon fome notorious chara^Urs in the 
faftiionable circlet of high life, whofe 
portraits, ur.der feigned names, are fo 
well drawn, that the originals n^ay be 
readily traced by the trcqucntcrs of* 
places of public amufement ^ to inculcate 
fentiments of real honour and delicacy ; 
to depreciate fenial^ aflf^ation i (o chaf- 
tife temaie fcandal and defamation i and 
to encpurage gcnercus iympathy, and 
chriitiah (om^paifion and K>rgivetiefs for 
the frailty s and errors of the tender fc^Ys 
when returning to the paths of virtue 
^d decorum. • 

El LI NOR is a deferted child, whofe 
parents are not diicovered till the web 
of her A.ory is nearly completed, and the 
whole ready to be diiplayed as a well- 
finiihed piece, compact in all its parts, 
and ornamented with many beautiful 
flowers of wit and tancy. Sound judg- 
ment, folid reaf^ning, and a knowledge 
of the virorld, form the bafisof the 1^- 
brickj and, to uic thp Author's own 
words, «' her Dramatis PerfoTue arc 90m- 
|>ofed of mere men and wumen, fallible 
mortals \ ibme of wljoip,, expqled to 
temptations, felt the judgm?nt of the 
head ovi r})oWi'rcd by the rufceptibility 
of the heart;" whilft others, like the 
heroine of her fable, having l^ad a juft 
ienfe of religion, honour, anid virtqe, 
implanted in early youth, were thereby 
enabled ultimately to conquer the (biiU 
litions of improper paflions : and with 
refpefl to thofe perfonages the reader 
will meet with in the courle of thiswor^, 
who, fafhionably feepttcal, feared not, 
by their conduA, to offend a deity whoie 
exiftence they doubted, and who were 
placed too high in rank to value public 
cenfure, fo tnat they had nothing to 
deter thenr from giving unbounded icope 
to thofe vicious propeniitie^ that could 
alone gratify their depraved hearts ; ihe 
has pourtrayed them to Icrve as a Phar^s^ 
to ffuard the unfufpectiiig confidence of 
irufting youth from the machinations of 
the ^viousf and the globing artifices of 
the fpecidus deceiver. Nor is ihe con- 
icious of defcribing her chara5>crs as 
a6\ing otherwtfe than they would have 
done in i*cal life, ban they been expolbd 
to thole trying ♦lituatTons in which flie 
has placed them." A^iifl of. thofe iitu- 
litions arc i\xc\\ as might hv*x b^eii rx- 



pcAed to have been the natural rcfuU of 
preceding condud, and we find only a 
lingle one, tn aU the viciffitudes wbicb 
Ellinor experienced, that is ovcritraincd, 
viz. her being on the point of committiag 
an a^ ofjhcu/e ; yet even this meditatc4 
crime, as iihe is providentially diverted oq 
the inftant from committing it, is mark 
to fevve the caufe of humanity and vir- 
tue, by enforcing the following awhil 
admonitiop-^NEVE^ despair ^ with 
which our novel ends : an4 this affedicg 
incident in the iiibled llory of Ellinor 
was propably fuggellcd to the fair Au- 
thor by tl;c real imniinent danger of lofing 
his life, from whici jhe Jaie ever to be 
reveied p^iilanthropift Jonas Hanway, 
the ungle of her hufband, was miracu- 
loufly prefervedi, as related in his Travels ; 
and in comix^emoratiou of which he made 
it the motto to his family coat of arms. 
It is by no means our intention to an- 
ticipate the pleafure which the derail of 
tiie various inteiefting and afie£ling 
fcenes in this novel will afford to its 
numerous readers j but we mufl caution 
young ladies againft that avidity with 
which they too frequently fit down to 
read works of this kiud, devouring 
volume after volume at a litting : feduced 
(o this hurtful pi-a^lice by the artful 
contrivance of fome novel writers, who 
'iinifli one volume in the middle of an in- 
teiiefting ftory, or an impetiding ca- 
ta(l(ophe ; thereby, to diaw their 
reader* on to the fucceeding volume, an4 
thus linking tlib whole together in fuch 
^ manner, that the hours of repofe have 
been facrifi^td to the tnchantmcnt, and 
forpetimes th^ molt fatal conicquences 
have enf\ied. 

A mcIUncholy inftancf of this ycoth- 
ful folly ufe'd to fee given by ihe cek- 
bratcd i)r. William Hunter, iit his ana- 
tomical le61qres at the Royal Academy* 
A young lady, in the Aiminer ieafon, 
placed herfelf in 4 fixed attitude, leaning 
on tlie fill of an open window, y>r tever^ 
^ours, widi little or no change of poi]- 
ture J and having no perfon in the houfc 
tocontrcui her, merefufed the Iummo»j 
pf a fervant to def^end to dine j whilft 
flie re^d through tt/^f volumes of one 
of thofe eni'wtncd novels : at length, at- 
tempting to rile, ihe found herieit ur-able 
to remove, without calling for affiflaoce, 
irom an exeriiciating pain in the back ; 
the ipine was diAocated, became curr^, 
and the fpinal marrow having no loo^r 
us natural fiee courfe, produced .a ho- 
guing decline, to which ^c fell a facp- 
hcc in the ftnbteenib VcarjQf *htr age. 
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KegleCt of doroeftic dulici is another evil 
atiHkiant upon the reading of volume 
alter volume without intermiflion, and 
this fault extends to thofe, from whofe 
mature age, and endearing family con- 
ned ions, better things mteht be cx- 
pcA ed . Fort unatdy for her niir read«:rs , 
jSllinbr^s hiftory it fo judiciouily di- 
vided, that it holds' out no fuch tempta* 
tion -J mdderate portions of each volume 
liiay be read at <diifferent times, without 
breaking the chain of <;onnc6lion ; and 
the termination of one forms a proper 
rcfting place, detached from the enfuing 
volumes. To thoi'e who have read Pr. 
Moore*8 Edward y Ellinor will appear to 
bear a ftrong rrfcmblance, with the only 
diflfcrence of lex: trom the (ar)y dawn 
of reafon to the completion of their 
eventful hiftories, they are both diftin-, 
guifhed by a dienified propriety and 
fe^itude of conduS, which exalts them 
to the rank of exemplary characters, 
formed for imitation j and feme of the 
prir.cipr.l incidents aie fo nearly allied 
that we might be hd to fuppofe them to 
be the children of the fame parents, if 
) we did not know that the DoAor and the 
JLady are ditFerently dilpofed of in real 
life ; but this is no impediment to the 
young couple making a good match in 
iht library. 

From the many beauties of this moral 
novel we (hall felefl one i^iecimen of the 
delicate fentiments and juft reflections 
of the Author, which may be of fome 
f^Crvice to our female readers. 
' Ellinor is beloved by a Gentleman of 

ftriCi honour, and of a moft amiable 
diipoGtion, to whom, in the fequel, OiC 
ismariitfd. But, during His abfence in 
a foreign country, ilie is uuder the pro- 
tection of a Dti chefs, whcfe fon has dif- 
hcnourabie defigns upon her, which he 
artfully conceals; and b^ his infinuatirg 
manners, hand fome perlcin, and elegant 
accomplifliroents, £lUnor*s heart is cap- 
tivated, and her fituation is thus de- 
fcribed : *« After the week pafled by the 
Marquis at Bramble Hall, he accom. 
panied his mother and Ellinor to town ; 
of the latter, as the heroine of our tale, 
we grieve that truth obliges to fay, 
(lie had made no advances towaixls con- 
quering that paflion, which was ^t once 
the torment ^nd pleafure of her cxiftence. 
w She had lately bhnded her judgment, and 
lulled ^erielf into a iiate of fecurity, by 
indulging that mod fallacious and dan- 
fecrous ot all ideas to sK young woman in 
love ; that flie might allow hei felf, witfi 
propriety and honour, to chcriili a Pln'cnic 
|riend^;p for the Marquis ^ to admire 



and efteem him as a brother. This 
Utopian (Vftem has helped to aU th^ 
caule of libertinifm, and ruined more 
females by the infidious lures it holds 
ibrth, than by any other means employed 
by the votaries of feduftion to deftroy 
that fex they were born to protect* We 
earneftly recommend to our fair reader^ 
inftantly to fly the obje^ of their cjioice* 
who tries to Tap their (nnocenf e, and lull 
caution aileep, by painting a fa^icie^l fc* 
curity ; let not . Inch a bun be tr^fted ; 
fiiun the Platonic torptdo ^s a covert 
enemy, ever to be dreade^, who, while 
he numbs the fenfations of nature, his 
unfufpefting viflim becomes an eafy prejr 
to his machinations.'* 

The Maiquis at a convenient feafoii 
throws off the maik, avows his intention 
to make her bis miltrefs, and ftie follows 
the fage advice juft recited : (he flies 
from the Duchefs, finds a friendly afylun^ 
i|i the houfe of another female friend, it 
cured of her ilUplaced affection, and, on 
perufal of a letter from her honourable 
admirer, (lie makes the following jutt 
remarks : 

«« Howar^ is, I believe, ope of the 
bell of men \ honeft, generous, and juft ; 
his mind fraught v^ith good fenie, and 
a heart overflowing with divine philan- 
thropy for all the fbns and daughters of 
afflict ion. With fuch a hufband a woman 
muft t>e happy; of what import is it, 
while his eyes beam with afteflion for, 
me, whether they are black, or celeftial 
blueP Or, when his benignant ibul i« 
exhibited in the cOmphccnt fmiles that 
illumine his face, can it be of any real 
conlequence to his wife, whether the 
complexion they adorn has to boa ft the 
lily blended with the rofe j*or the texture 
of his (kin be like the dulky hyacinth, 
emblematic of his mind, unflu6\uating 
as' his affe£ticn, fiiTn as his honour, de- 
cided as his principles ? To the woman 
who is capable of appreciating mental 
1>eauties, the caflcet in which they are 
lodged will alone t>e valued for the jewels 
it contains.** 

We will now dofe this article with 
Mrs. Hanway^s fimple yet dignified ad- 
drefs, \}cit finale of her preface : ** To a 
candid, dilcriminating, generous public, 
this Work is infcribed, who, the Author 
is convinced, will read with lenity, and 
condemn with equity : while friencls may 
be partial, or enemies fevere, the unbiafTed 
voice of general opinion will be that of 
Truth ; by this criterion (he is content to 
abi(|c, and to its juftice molt chearfully 
fubinits the caul'c of her hcrome/' NT. 
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AFTER fomc obferrations on the 
influence of faftion upon the modes 
of religious faith in France, and a parti- 
cular account of the le£k of Theophi- 
lanthropiftt, Mifs Williams refumes'her 
main fubje6V, Switzerland : and what we 
learn from her relpe^ing the condition 
of the Swifs Peafantry induces our won- 
der that they ihould have been fo for- 
ward in cherifliinc^ revolutionary prin- 
ciples ; for of earthly happinefs in hum- 
ble life we can hanily nnd its parallel. 
The bafer pailions, however, of the mid- 
dle and higher ranks of people in that 
country have probably opened the way 
to French invalion and fubjugation. 

Our Author*s reflexions always evince 
an intelligent and well -informed mind ; 
but her bias to the Gallic phantom of 
Likeriy is too obviovs, not to make us 
read with jeaioufy, and recommend with 
caution, a woik, the general Ibirit of 
which may be perceived in the following 
frort paflkges : 

*• When in my Poem on Peru, one of 
my earlied prcduclions, I fondly poured 
forth the wi(h that the natives of that 
once happy country might regain their 
freedom, it-feemcd rather the illufive^ 
dream of fancy, than founded on any 
folid bafis of hope. That Re'uolutton 
had not then taken place^ which appears 
defiined to bicak the fetters of mankind ' 
in whatever rrgion they are founds and 
which transforms what was once the 
vifidn of poetic enthuHafin into the fober 
certainty of expeftation."— VoLi. p.i»7. 

^ «< The fubjcft of the Italian Pontiff 
▼iewSy at the prefent day, the light of 
freedom refteQed from the rocki of the 
Cifalpine Republic on the Capitol^ and 
bails the happy augttr, ^^^^Pzgc ii8. 

*« Were the long lift of French viffories 
to be commemorated, the calendar itfelf 
would fcarcely contain the catalogue.** —

We cannot forbear to ohftrve, that in 
our opinion an Englijb female of excel- 
lent natural endowments and acquiied 
accomplifliments might have het^n much 
better employed than in thus energeti- 
cally advocatmg a caufe, that has poured 
on almolt'eveiy country in Europe the 
horrible calamities of war and civil 



bloodflied; or depi^inrr the fnprr^fc^ 
elory or other advar.tapts to be dwivrd 
from a rebellion again^ ancient confti- 
tuted authorities, and a dfitliiUon ot 3II 
that our anceftcrs held dear, l.ct it rrt, 
however, be undcrftood, that wc \vrM\i 
wifli one fpark of xeal for the cjjiI d 
genuine rational freedom to he »'X*'r- 
guifhed in a BritiOi bofom; our ire ;^- 
nation is excited only, when we iee 
Anarchy deftroytng mankind and de- 
vaftating the face of nature, under the 
fpecious pretence of aflerting their in- 
alienable rights. 

As a Poetefs ^fi^s Williams attnas 
us niuch more than as a politician ; and 
in the former charaSer flie is always 
entitled to very high praife. The ftil- 
iowing Verfcs are eafy yet elegant, and 
have a dignity in them that is well luitcd 
to tlieir fubjei^ :

ROBERT, EARL OF SALISBURY. 
%TN the time of James the Firlt a match 
A was pr^pofcd by the Sparilh AmbaU 
la»'or fv.r ere of thr caughters of his 
Court with Pri'.cc Henry. Salilbury, 
who was a molt accurate flatefman, law 
fome kind of juggle in this bufinefs^ 

*and, without appiyinp to the Ambaflkdcr 
on the fpot lor an explanation, wrote to 
the Duke oi Lerma, Prime Minifter of 
Spilii, in I'uch a manner as drew from 
him a conftilion that there never was any 
Icriuus intention in the bu fine Is. Salii- 
bur)', notlatisfied with this, and judging 
that the Ambalfador was only ma^le a 
toci of by his Court, fummoned him to 
full council, and there told him, ** He 
had abulcd (he King and State abcut a 
treaty for maiTiage which he had no 
crmniinion for. and that therefore he was 

' liahk to be puniOied by the laws of our 
kiiigtiom J f'^ff'* fa id he, <« when an 
Arnbalfador doth abufe " State by their 
^aiicr's csmmifiion, then the fervant is 
ix^t J but without cummiffion, was cul- 
pable and liable to be punifhed by the 
laws ':f that ftate, as bei:<g diiavowed to 
be fervant to the King his mafter/* 
The Amballb.dor, thundcrftruck at this 
■ ditcourle, after fomc paufe iaid, << As 



he did not underlland the caulie of hii 
being fummoned, he was therefore on- 
prepared to give any anfwer j but on the 
Monday he would come again, and gite 
in his anfwer." 

On Monday he came and thus de<* 
livered himfelt, «\ My foul is my Gcd'i, 
my life my mailer's, my reputation my 
own, and I will not forfeit the iirft and 
lalf to prefcrve the fecond.'* He then 
laid down his coinoiiiTion, and letter* of 
in[tru6)ion under the King'^s own hand: 
thus preserving the dignity of his chi- 
ra6ler, though afterwards difgraced by 
his own Court. 



ATTORNBY'GbNERAL NOY. 

The Goidtiniths of London had acof- 
tom (which is now continued by the 
Mafter and Officers of the Mint) of 
weighing gold once a year in the prefence 
of a felefl part of the Privy Council and 
the King's Attorney. This crrwnony 
is called the Pix^ and the fcaics i'l which 
they weigh the gold arc fo cxad and 
nictly balanced, that the Mafter of the 
Goldlinith's f^ciiipaoy in Cliaries the 
Pint's time affirmed, " That they would 
turn with tb«-* two hundredth part ot a 
grain."^«* \Vhat do you thinJc of that. 
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Mafter Attorney ?" (fidd one of the Privy 

Council to Noy, who was prefent at tbi< 
declaration.) " Why," fays the At- 
torney very .-^vely, " I (hould* be very 
loath that all my aaionsfhould be weighed 
in fuch Icales/' 



CROMWELL. 

From every vcftige of this daring 
tifiirpcr's life we find the ardent defire he 



had to mount that throne which his hy 
pocrify and cruelty had violated. He 
had the difcretion, however, to found all 
parties previovs to his finally refoiving 
on this ftep j and it rauli: be confeffed, 
that his relinqui(hing this obje£l at laft» 
which he courted through life at the ex- 
pence of alinoft every virtue, was a proof 
that notwithftanding the daring ftrength 
of his ambition, he never fuifercd it «« to 
o'erleap itfelf." 

During the Itate of his irrcfolution on 
this matter, he was deGrous of the fup- 
port of the Prefoyterian clergy, and in 
coniequence fent for fomc of the naoft 
eminent' of that profeflion, informing 
them, *« That as a matter of confcicncc 
he would fubmit his arguments and 
fcruples to their determination : he had 
feveral conferences on this fubjeft, and 
met with many who faw fuch weighty 
reafons in the Proteftcr's difcourre,that 
they not only coincided in opinion with 
him, but prefred him to accept the kingly 
office. Mr. Edmund Calamy, however, 
was one of thofe who. with equal truth 
and boldnefs combated the projea : he 
endcavourcfl to prove it not only unlaw- 
ful, but imprafticable, affcrting, •• that 
it was evidently againll the fenfc of the 
nation, and that nine out of ten of the 
people of England would oppofe it." 
Cromwell littened to him with great 
patience and gravity for fome time, and 
at laft replied, " Well, but fuppofe I 
ftiould diiarm the «/«/?, ar.d put the 
fword into the tenth man's hand, will 
not that, thiiik you, cffea the bulinefs.'' 
When Cromwell officially rclinquiflied 
this buiinefs, he parted with it with luch 
infinite rtluttancc and bittcrnefs of heart, 
that he fainted for the ^rft time in his 
life. He wras from this, ever afterwaids 
fubjea to fits, which, it is conjcftured, 
brought on the ague^ which terminated 
his life. 

Cromwell has left behind him a cha- 
raftcr of two religions, which defervcs 
fomc notice. Of the ^fl><Tf, h6 con- 
fcfled " he found them incorruptible j'* 
but of the Prtjhyterians he was often 
heard to fay, " 1 am the only man who 



has known how to fubdue that infolent 
fe6l, which can fuffer none but itfelf.*' 

The anxiety ot CromwelPs mind dur« 
iog the three lall years of his ulurpatioa 
has been the theme of co- temporary 
hiftorians. To theiir may be added a 
fii.'it very little known, which is, that he 
had a lock to his chamber, made in Hol- 
land, with three, bolts, which only 
faflened on the infide, and whifk was 
of fo particular a conftruflion that it 
could not be picked. Thra lock was 
fom« years ago in the poiTelBon of an aunt 
of the Hon. Daines Barrington, and wa« 
ihewn as a great curioftty to the late 
Princefs Amelia, who had it tried in her 
prcience by two eminent lockfmiths« 
who, after exprelfing much curiohty at 
the workmanlhip, gave it as their decided 
opinions, " that it was, im^rafTibie it 
could be opened without brcaking^ it 
afunder.** 



JUDCE BURNET, 

the fon of the celebrated Burnet, Bifliop 
of Salifbury, was fo wild and extravagant 
in his boyifli days, that his father at 
Icveral times entertained ferious tliought* 
of abandoning him altogether. Amongft 
other freaks, he was at the head of that 
deiperate party of young fellows of 
fafhion in Queen Anne^s time, called 
•< The Mohawks," whofe nightly de- 
predations made it unfafie for any per Ion 
to walk the ftreets after duflc. Swift, ia 
one of his letters to Mrs. Johnfon, dated 
1710, tells her, «* he cannot go to the 
coffee-houfe for fear of them ; that even 
iedan chairs were no proteflion, as the 
Mohawks either dragged the parties rut 
o\ them, or run their fworas through 
the glaffes.'' 

«£urnet, to fcrcen himfelf from proft- 
cutions in confcquence of thefe freaks 
and fome others, was appointed conlUl 
at Lisbon, where he continued fome years^ 
but as he was almolt without any fup- 
pcrt, he came home, at very near thirty 
years of age, without fortune, or little 
or no interdt from family conneftions. 

In this dilemma, without means or 
profelljon, [»e applied to Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, who was then Minifter, recanting 
ail his former imprudet.cies, and pro- 
mifmg to give both his induilry and 
talents to any line of bufinefs which 
Sir Robert would point out. The Mi- 
nifter, knowing him to be a younj^ man 
of good education and confKierable abi- 
lities, propoled the liudy of the law \ to 
which Burnet at firft demurred on ac- 
count of his advanced age, and the 
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IbanttAeO of hU prtftnt mcatis. To die 
firft Sir Robert Aid, « h« ought to re- 
cover the timefpent in palt improdertcie*, 
by working double ttdts; afia at for the 
iecondy he would aUow him one hundred 
fovnds per year out of bis private purfe, 
till he \vn called to the bar/* 

Burnet, though rather diiappointed, 
clofed with this propofal, ,and imme- 
diate! t entered himfelf of the Inner 
Temple. He watted upon his father 
fbme time before this, and told him he 
^as going to give the World a praSicdl 
tmiii</n of hi* works, *• What do vou 
mean, Tom,*' lays the father ? «' Sir,'* 
lays he, " I am now ferioufly fetting 
cbottt RmneCs KeformatitMy and I hope 
the woik of the fon will not difgrace 
that of the father/* He was as good ai 
his word: he ftudied the law with fuch 
unremitting attention, that be became & 
Judge of the Court of Common Fleas lA 
the year 1741, tiMer the title of Sir 
Thonias Bmxet, and filled that honour- 
ftbfe fituation with confiderable ability 
fan near twenty years. 

Though Mr. Burnet bccsrae a grm^t 
Couniellcry and afterwards a granftr 
"S^dgr^ his wit and humour never de- 
Krted him. Soon after he was calted to 
the bar, he went the home circuit, when 
he un fortunately happened to lodge next 
door to a tall man, who flicwed himfelf 
as an exhibtttoli, and whofe trumpeter 
kept blowing before the *door from eight 
o'clock in tKe morning till night. Bur- 
net, who yet loved hie bottle, and did 
not return home from the tavern till late, 
found bimlcU lb annoyed from this ctr- 
cumftance,,th&t he icarcely oouM get a 
wink of reft. At laft a thought ft ruck 
iiim to get rid of fo troublefome a neigh- 
bour, by very formally lending the Oiant 
(as he was called) a Jubpmna to appear 
as a witnefs in a caule which was to hare 
come on the next day. 



The man, though cen(ci6uf of hat 
knowing nothing aboikt ' the buiinefs al- 
luded to, yet h^d fenfe enough to know, 
that if he onte made his ilppeanuice in 
Court, the novetty of his perfon was at 
an end, very prudently decamped from 
his lodgings in the night, and took up 
his quarters at the ntxt country town. 

The Judge being one dav at a ciroilt 
dinner, a petuknt young lawyer of fa- 
mily was every now and then intemipf- 
ing the converjatton by afliing, << Who 
had feen the Elephant that ^i^at tbea 
fbewing at the King*s Arms TavenH, one 
of the greateft cuttofities in the worid.** 
After talking about this for feme tone \ 
at the bottom of the table, fae pot the 
fame queftion to the Judge. Burnet fa# 
the young man^s foily, and v«ry Rtavely 
replied, <* He had not \ but that Ike wa» 
very glad he mentiopeAthecih'Cuniftancc, 
aa he was pusxled to know how to aft, 
and would be obliged to hkn for his 
advice. The point is thiti-i^Aa the 
ihowman and I havv both cntarcd this 
town pnctded by trumfets^ the gredi 
queftion it, who ffaould pav the M ) 
vifit ? Pray, Sir, can you inferm me ?** 

Being once applied to by an old farmer 
in his neighbourhood for hit advice in 
a iaw-fuit, he heard his cafe with great 
patience, and then aflced him, whether 
he ever put into a lottery ? ** No, Sii»,*' 
fays the farmer, *< I hope I have too 
much prudence than to run fuch rifles.'^ 
«* Why then take m^ advice, my good ^ 
.friend, and fuffer any inconvenience 
fooner than go to law, as tlie chances 
are more again ft you there than in any 
lottery.'* 

Judge Burnet died the Stk of Jaiitiaiy 
'75 3> .a<^d left a fmail legacy to Lord 
Ortbrd, as a memorial of giatitode for 
his anceftor's (Sir Robert Walpole) early 
good advice to him, and liberality. 
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I'HAVK perufed with much fatisfa5l Ion 
the Thoughts of an ingenious Cor« 
rcl'pondent on the Provincial Copper Coin, 
and hope it will not be taken amifs to 
make a few additions artd coi regions to 
fome of thofe he has noticed. No. 3 it 
marked on the edge « * Brighton Camp 
HaUptnny ;'* No. la and 13 are marked 
•• V\''illey,Sr:cdihili, Boriham, Bradley/' 



Mr. Wilkinfon iflaed another kind about 
17S8, with a ibip on the reverfe. They 
pafTed currently at firft for one penny 
each, until an influt here of the large 
Anglei'ea ounce penny t reduced their 
rate, and they were then taken only M 
halfpence* Theft two laft mentioned 
were the principal copper money in cir- 
culation here for fome years \ but aboat 
July laft all kinds of them were refuled, 
and many perfoosy who had quantities of 

them 
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tbem received La Uie way of bufiscft, 
were at confi^erabie lo.fs bv felling tbem 
for old metal at lels than half their no- 
minal value. When the Provincial coin* 
age wa« ref'ufed, there was a fufficient 
Quajitity of good lawful old halfpence 
ioon in circulation, which ha4 been laid 
hy in expe^atioa of what happened ; 
and of late there are abund^ce ot penny 
and twopenny pieces of Mr. Bolton^e 
coinage in currency, and they are much 
approved) of, excepting that owing to the 
weight they are inconvenient to carry 
far i but that is an excellent precaution 
to prevent counterfeiu. No. 17 is pay- 
able at Macclesfield, Liverpool, and 
CongletoB. I cannot agree with your 
Correfpondent's note on thia halfpenny 
(P**3^)»«s I ^hink that all reprelenta- 
tions of living perlons (hould be in the 
drefa ufualJv worn by them j and fucb 
Dieces may be valuable a thoufand years 
hence, to (hew futurt generations the 
drefs of the prefent age. And the ob- 
verlie is certainly a more agreeable figure 
of Mr. Roe, than if he had been repre- 
fented with no zuiz* and his head fliaved.

No. $% i the head of Ge« 
neral Waihington on this ftems to have 
been from the fame die as the American 
One Cent piece, which has on the revcr& 
a fpread eagle, with a fhield charged witfe 
I % ftripes on the breaft. No. 66 is no( 
Neptune, but the River God of Clyde. 
No. 9 and 1 1 are not fet down, nor ans 
^y between 49 and 591. 

Many of the Provincial Pieces werp 
exceedingly well executed, and many 
others of them were vile trs.(h. Mr. 
Pye has publiihed a book of excellei^ 
engravings of about iSo, chiefly of thip 
belt fort, which will long remain a mo^ 
numcnt of his abilities, and St the famf 
time exhibit to a future generation th^ 
ftate of the copper currency of Britain 
between 178S and 1798 ;. and indeed 
fome of his copies look neater than their 
original.

Query I. How many children are 

there now in that Hofpital ? 

Aiifwer. 
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MR. Bernard ftated to the Committee 
that he had received, from the 
Right Honourable Sir John Blaquiere, 
feverai queries refpefling the Foundiing- 
Hofpital, with a requelt of an early an- 
fwar, on account of an enoutry at prefent 
making in the Houfe or Commons of 
Ireland, refpefling the Foundling-Hof- 
pital there i and diat he had prepared a 
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Anfwer. There are at prefcnt 357 
chiMren on the efiabUlhmcnt. 

Query II. How many in the houfey 
■nd tu.w many at nur(e ? 

Anfwer. There are 175 children in 
the houie, and i8x.at nurfe. 

Qwery III. Arc they received indif- 
criminately irom the country, or is the 
admitfion confined to the County of 
Ikllddieiex ? 

AniWer. The cafes are principally 
from the metropolis j but that is the 
cffc6t of Uxality, and not 'of any parti- 
cular regulation, the Hofpita} being 
equally open to any part et the king- 
dom. 

Q^ery IV. Of the numbers received 
in one year, or any given time, how many 
die? 

Anfwer. In the preceding year (1796) 
€5 children were received, of whom 7 
died in the courfc of the year j and (the 
fcafon having been unhealthy) three have 
died fince J of ihofe 65 children there arc 
t»ow 55 living and in promifmg health. 
It appears by reference to the books of 
the h6rpitai, that there has been fmce 
the end of the year 1770, the number of 
1684. children received into the holpital, 
ot whom 481 children died under the 
age of twelve months, being rather more 
than the proportion of one in four. 
The prefeni management and care of the 
children is moie luccefsful ; the average 
of thofe who have died under twelve 
months in the preceding ten years, being 
only one in Ux; and, for the latt foxu- or 
five years, even lets than that proportion. 

Query V. At what age are they rc- 
•eived ? 

Anfwer. They arc generally under 
two months when received. The age 
limited for them is twelve months, aher 
which they cannot be leceived, except in 
cafe of any peculiar diftrel's, which the 
Geaeral Comuiiitce thinks fit specially 



to report to the General Coart ; or m 
cafe the child is fent with a donation of 
lool. when the age is not limited; or 
except they are the children of foldiers 
and tailors in the fervice of their country, 
of whom the General Commiittc is em- 
powered, by an order of the General 
Court (made the 29th jAMUtiry 1794)* to 
admit as many as the funds of the cha- 
rity, with any additional aids, may en- 
able them to maintain, ccndftcntlv with 
a proper attention to the other objeSs of 
the charity. But upon this it is to be 
c.hlerved, ihat the number of other ap- 
plications, daily ma^e from the original 
obje6ls of the charity, and the prefent 
fitugtlon of its finances, have prec hided 
the Committee from receiving more than 
a very fmall proportion of the children , 
of foldiers and Tailors. The age limited 
in their inltance is five years. 

Query VI. Is it known from whom 
the children come ? Or are they received 
in the cradle, as it is called, or by night, 
without aiking any queftions ? 

Anfwer. Children are only admitted 
into the Hofpital on petition $ upon the , 
hearing of which the mother is examined, 
and an enquiry dire£ked to be nude into 
the truth of tne particular circiimftancet 
fiated in the petition. By the prefeiit 
pra^ice of the Hofpiul, fometbing more 
than the mere neceifity of the mother, 
and the dcfcrtion of the father, is in 
general rec^^uifite. The previous goorf 
chara(5lcr ot the mother is enquired into; 
and it is afcertaincd that, in confcqucncc 
of the reception of the child, and of the 
fecrecy obferved in the enquiries as to 
the misfortune "Stod Situation of the nn)- 
ther, (he will be immediately placed in s 
proper Icrvicc, or in fome other way of 
obtaining an honed livelihood. 

Resolved, 
That the faid anfwers be approved 
of, and that Mr. Bernard be requefted 
to tranfmit them to Sir John Blaquiere.

It was from 
the reliance the Maroons had upon him, 
and an affurance that the word of the 
King was inviolable, and dared not be 
infringed, that they confented to the 
Treaty. The Treaty, however, had been 
violated, and that gallant people had been 
made the viflims of the omrnd<;d pride 
and jealoufy of the Ifland of Jamaica. 
To deny the aflcrtions that had been 
made in the Paper publifhed in Jamaica, 
to call for proofs to ihew that the Ma^- 
roons had afted up to the Treaty, and 
chat in no inftance they had been guilty 
of the cxcefles imputed to them, were 
the motives for bringing this motion 
before the Houfe. It was not his in- 
tention now to inquire into the reafons 
of commencing the war with them, but 
he would aflert that the general caules 
were a juftiiiable refiftance to an unpro- 
▼oked aggrefEon. 

The Hon. General adverted to the 
proceedbgs that had taken place hfl 
year on the fubjeft, and ftated that 
nothrng b^ been done } after which he 



argued the conduft of the Government 
of Jamaica towards the^ Maroons> on 
political grounds ) the Maroons, he^aid, 
were the fafe-guards of the ifland ; th^ 
were moft tA be telied on in caie of do* 
mefiic rebellion or foreign invaiion* 
They were now removed. The barrier 
was withdrawn, and an opening which 
might prove titfaftrous in its conie- 
quences, was made between the mou»> 
tains and the lowlands. He thenmoved» 
*< That the Houie ihould refoive itftlf 
into a Committee on Friday ijs^nnigbt, 
to take into consideration the proceedings 
held as to the negotiation entered into 
between Major*General Walpole and tha 
Maroons, at Trelawney Town> in De* 
cemberi795." 

Mr. Dundat adverted to the proceed- 
ings on this fubjefl laft year, when the 
Hon. General difavewed any intention to 
interfere with the eondu6l ot the Ailembly 
in Jamaica, provided the Maroons were 
properly attend^ to in their baniOiment 1 
and as the greateft attention had been 
paid to render their fttuatton comfortable, 
the objeft of the preient motion was in- 
compatible with that di&vowal, and had 
a direft tendency to interfere with the 
internal Government of Jamaica. 

Mr. Tierney having urged the pro* 
priety and policy of maintaining the 
nonour of promifes made by BritiiU 
officers, and the bad eifeds or counte- 
nancing a breach of treaty, which in 
time would produce wars of extermi- 
nation, he concluded by giving his Tup- 
port to the motion.

portion of dock as fliould amount to a 
^ fifth more than the Land Tax redeemed 5 
' and this plan, he had propofed, ihould 
attach indilcriminately on owners of land, 
and a third perfon, who might become 
the purchalcr. Withrefped to the lat- 
ter, he meant' to fill up the blanks, ac- 
cording to his original ilatement j but 
feeling a gixat delire to give every ad- 
vantage to the owner of the land pur-

Mr. Tiemey rofc to move, that the 
Houfe ihouJd refolve itfelf into a Com- 
tnittec to comldcr ho.w far the Aft for ' 
the better Defence of the Country, with 
regard to the Borough of Southvsai k, had 
been carried into cfFcft. He began by 
repeating the motives which iixluced 
him to bring forward this motion, and 
then adverted to the line of cdnduft he 
purfiied when the National Defence Bill 
was in its progrels through the Houfe. 
In confequence oi the Aft alluded to, he 
iaid, a large body of men, on whom no 
imputation of difloyalty attached, had 
made a tender of their fervices, and had 
been told by the Lord Lieutenant, that 
they were not fit to be intrulled with 
arms for the defence of the country. 
Here he read the refolutions and the cor- 
refpondtnce between him and Lord 
Onflow. After feveral days' lufpcnce, 
on the 4.th of Nfay his Lordflilp knt a 
direft refufaU which confiimcd the fuf- 

f^icion that it was not the refolutions, 
or they were fimilar to thofe tranlmltted 
from other places, and approved, but to 
the individuals who compofed the affo- 
ciation. " The fcrvlccs cf no man ought, 
in his opinion, to f)e rejefted, merely 
becaufe he might difapprove of forhe 
parts of the M in Uteres conduft. The 
objeft of the inquiry therefore was, "he 
faid, to give Lord Ontlow an opportunity 
of exculpating hlmielf, and what was of 
more importance, to enable a large body 
of n>en to remove the imputation of dil- 
loyalty, which the conduft of the noble 
Lord leemed to attach upon them.

WEDNESDAY, MAY 9. 

Mr. Wilbraiuim Bootle brought up an 
Appendix to the Report of the Ck>mmittee 
appointed to confider the Treatoient of 
Prifoners of War. 

The Appendix was read. It fbtcd 
that the Committee, after fully invefti- 
gating the fubjcft, were convinced that 
the charge of cruelty to French Prifoners 
in this Country was entirely without 
foundation, and fabricated by the Enemy 
to juftify their ill trcatmcrt to Britifh 
Prifoners. That Britifh Prifoners in 
France, on the contrary, had been treated 
with rigour avid inhumanity unwarranted 
by the Laws of Nations. That the 
Brltilh Government was always defirous 
to agree to cartels on fair and reafonable 
terms, which had been rejefted by the 
Enemy ; and that the Laws of Nations 
had been grofsly violated in the perfoii 
of Sir Sidney Smith. 

The Appendix was then received, and 
ordered to be printed with the Report. 

Ml-. Pitt moved, that the Aft of the 
X4ih of his prefcnt Majefty, relative to 
the Silver Coin, fhould be read. 

Mr. Pitt then moved for leave to bring 
in a Bill to fufpend'the faid A(X. — Leave 
given. 
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the Coniroitfee for regulating the de- 
pafturing of iheep on commont and other 
ttninclofcd lands. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houl'e to refohre itfelf into a Com- 
viittee to take into farther confidcration 
the Report on the Land Tax Redemption 
Bill. On the qudtion tor the Speaker's 
leaving the chatr, 

Loid Sheffield urged his former ob- 
jections to the principle and operation of 
the prelent meal'ure. 

Mr. Peale contended, that the meafure 
did not force any man to comply with ita 
pronfions. It gave Gentlemen an op- 
portunity of relieving their eftates from 
% burthen, if they were fo indined ; it 
was an advantage to ^oth the landed and 
tnonied intereft, and of .fuch general uti- 
lity to the country, that he wa& a^onifhed 
any man could objeiV to it. 

Sir John- Sinclair faid, he had feverai 
cbje^ioDs to urge againft the motion ; 
but as a preliminary one, he aiErmed, 
the Bill was illegal in point of form. 
The Hoiife, it would be recolle6led, had 
already granted in the prefent feflion a 
Land Tax of four ibilllngs in thv pound. 
Without a fpeclal rclervation, no other 
Bill could be brought in to alter or 
amend a preceding A61 of the fame fef- 
£on. 

Mr. Pitt interrupted the Honourable 
Baronet, and wilhed the point of form 
to be fettled before he proceeded. 

The title of the Land Tax Aft was 
then read, and likewife the referving 
claufe, which enabled the Houfe to vary, 
alter, or amend any part of the Aft. 

Mr. Pitt obl'crved, that the power 
given by that claufe for varying, altering, 
or repealing every part of the Bill, was 
equivalent to altering the 'whale. This 
Bill did not, however, alter anv thing in 
the former Bill, but renews Ad perpe- 
tuates it after its expiration, fo that al- 
though the Houfe had the power of al- 
tering; they had altered nothing.

I H A V£ the fatisfa&ion of inctohng, 
for the information of my Lords Com- 
miflioners of tlie Admiralty, a letter I 
received yefterday from Lieutenant 
Price, Commanding Officer on the 
Iflands of St. Marcou, in which it will 
be found, that by his firm and fteady 
refiftancc againft a very confiderable 
force, thpfe iftands have been faved 
falling into the hands of the enemy. 

The calm weather had for fome days 
preveoted his Majefiy's (hips under my 
orders from checking the progrefs 
which the flotilla from La Hogue might 
attempt to make, and, judging from 
the information I received from Lieu- 
tenant Price on the morning of the 
6tb,thatit was on its way to the iiland's, 
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I ncccffarily approached them as near. 
Its the ftate of the weather would per- 
mit me to do. On the fame afternoon, 
however, I was obliged to anchor ; but, 
taking advantage of a light breeze in 
the evening, I again weighed and ftood 
in. At ten o*clock that night, it a|ain 
falling quite calm, and fearing the flood 
tide would carry us too far to the Eaft- 
ward, the ihip once more anchored, the 
iflands bearine W. by S. fix miles. 

A little before the dawn of day the 
enemy commenced the attack, and the 
boats were foon afterwards fecn placed, 
and keepine up a conftant fire. A light 
breeze iprtnging up at that time from 
the N.N. W. with an ebb tide, the fig- 
nal. was made to weigh, and Captains 
Talbot, of the Euridicc, and Haggett, 
of the Oreftes, were direfted by me to 
ftand in as faft as pofliblc, and attack 
the enemy in the manner they flxould 
judge the moft fcffeftual towards de- 
ftroying them on arriving up. While 
, going down, however, it was perceived 
the enemy was making his retreat in a. 
very hafty and confufed manner, and I 
am not altogether without hope, that 
the near approach of his Majcfty's fhips 
in fomc mcafure confirmed the enemy 
in his inclination of abandoning an en- 
terprlzc, which, from the very able 
conduft and wclUdircfi^cd fire of Lieu- 
tenant Price, he would, at all events, 
have been ultimately obliged to do. 
It again falling calm, and the (hips not 
having ftecrage way, rendered purfuit 
on our fide impoffiblc, an6 enabled them 
to make their retreat to La Hogue. 

It would be great injuftice in not 
joining with him in his very well be-, 
ftowed commendation on the conduit 
of the feveral oiUars and men under 
hit command. 

It may not be deemed improper to 
mention, that I this morning faw fome 
pieces of paper taken from the veffel 
which has been towed in, and that 
amongft them there is a fort of return 
of the crew, by which it appears, that 
it confifted of 144 men ; the total force, 
therefore, may have been very con- 
fiderable, and thcie it every rcafon to 
believe has fuffered great lofs.

CAPTAIN Winthrop, of his Ma- 
jefty*s (hip Circe, arrived here this day 
with a difpatch from Captain Home 
Riggs Popham, of his Majefty's fliip 
Expedition, to Evan Nepean, Efq. Se- 
cretary of the Admiralty, of which the 
following is a copy : 

His Majeftfi Ship Expedition^ 
Oftend Roadsj Afqyio, 1798. 

SIR, 

I BEG you will do me the honour 
to inform .my Lords Commiflioners of 
the Admiralty, that in purfuance of 
their orders of the 8th inft. I proceeded 
to Tea the i4thvvvith the (hips and vef- 
fels named in the margin *, having t>n 
board the troops under the command of 
Major-Gencral Coote, for the purpofe 
of blowing up the Bafon Gates and 
Sluices of the Bruges Canal, and de- 
ftroying the internal navigation between 
Holland, Flanders, and France. On 
the iSth P. M. I fpoke the Fairy, when 
Captain Horton told me he had taken 
a cutter from Fluihing to Oftend, and 
he underllood from the people on board, 
that the tranfport fchuyts dtting at 
FluA)ing were to go round immediately 
by the canals to Dunkirk and Oftend j 
and although it was impoilible that an^ 
in formation could give additional Ipint 
to the troops forming this enterprize, 
or increafe the energy and exertion of 
the officers and feamcn under my com- 
mand, yet it convinced Major-General 
Coote ind myfclf that it w^s of the 
freateft importance not td Io(e any 
time, but to attempt, even under an in- 
creafed degree of rilk, an objed of fuch 
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powder i and before (ix o'clock I heard 
from Geoeral Cooce, that he had no 
doubt of blowing up the works. I now 
became very anxious for the Htuation 
of the Major-Generat, from the ftate 
of tlie weachery and I ordered all the 
gun-boats that had anchored to the 
Eaflward of the town to get as near the 
Ihore as pofiible, to cover and ailift the 
troops in their embarkation. The bat- 
teries at the ro^-n continued their fire 
on the Wolvereene, Afp, and Biter j 
and as the Wolvereene jhad received 
much damage, and the ACf had been 
laying near four hours within three 
hundred yards of the battery, I made 
their (ignal to move, and foon after di- 
rected the Dart, Harpy, and Kite, to 
take their ftations, th.u tlie enemy 
might be prevented fr6m turning their 
ga» againft our troops ; but it being 
low water, they could not get fo near 
as ihtir Commanders wilhcd. At half 

rft nine the Minerva came in ; and as 
thought an additional number of 
• troops would only add to the anxiety of 
clie General, from the little probability 
-of being able to embark them, 1 fent 
Captain Mackellar on fliore to report 
his arrival with four light companies 
of the guards. In his abfence, Colonel 
Ward filled two flat boats with his 
oAcers and men, and was proceeding 
(^ith every zeal to join the battalion of 
guards, without conQdering the danger « 
he wai expofed to in crofljng the i'urf, 
.when Captain Bradby fortunately faw 
him, and advifed him to return imme* 
4iiately to his ihip. At twenty minutes 
paft ten, i had the pleafure of feeing 
the explolion take place, and foon after 
the troops aflfembled on the Sand Hills 
near the Ihore ; but the fea ran fo high 
that it was impoflibleto embark a fingie 
man, therefore I could only make 
every arrangement againft the wind 
moderated; and this morning at day* 
Jight I went in (bore, in the Kite, fur 
the purpofe of giving every alGftancej 
but 1 had the moniBcacion 'to fee our 
army furruunded by the enemy's troops ; 
and as I had no doubt the General had 
capitulated, I ordered all the ihips to 
anchor farther out, and I fent in a flag 
of truce by Colonel Boone, of the 
Guards, and Captain Brown, of the 
Kite, with a letter to the Commandanty 
a copy of which I inclofe for their Lord- 
ihips* information. At tea this morn- 
ing the Generals Aid-de«Camp, Cap- 
Uin WilliamfoA, came on board, aad 
though it was very painful to hear 



General Coote was* wounded, after all 
his exertions, yet it was very fatisfadlory 
to learn, that under many difadvan- 
tageous circumftances, and after per- 
forming a fervice of fuch confequenct 
to our country, the lofs (killed and 
wounded) was only between Hfty and 
fixty officers and privates ; and that the 
General capitulated in conCequence of 
being furrounded by feveral thQufands 
of the National Troops. 

I ittfiofe, for their Lord (hips' in- 
formation, a copy of fuch minutes as 
were left me by Captain Williamfon, 
from which their Lordihips will fee the 
iluice gates and works are completely 
deftroyed, and feveral velTels, intended 
for tranfports, burnt. 

I this morning learnt that the canal 
was quite dry, and that the works de- 
flroyed yefterday had taken the States 
of Bruges five years to finiOi. 

1 hope their Lordihips will be fatis- 
fie d that the enemy was furprifed, and 
every thing they wiflied was accom- 
pUIhed, although the lofs df the troops 
rar exceeded any calculation, except 
under the particular circumftances of 
the winds coming to the northward, 
and blowing very hard* If the weather 
had continued fine, the troops would 
haf e been embarked bv twelve, at which 
time the return of killed and wounded 
did not exceed four rank and file. 

I cannot help again noticing the par- 
ticular good condu^^ of Captain Mort- 
lock. Lieutenant Edmonds, and Lieu- 
tenant Norman, and beg to recommend 
them to their Lordfhips' protection. 

General Coote fent to inform me 
that he was highly pleaCed with the 
uncommon exertions of Captains Win- 
throp and Bradby, and Lieutenant 
Bradby, who had a£^ed on (bore as hit 
Aid-de-Camp : he alfo noticed the af- 
fiflance he had derived from Captain 
Mackellar, after his landing. 
. I take the liberty of fending this 
difpatch by Captain Winthrcp, of the 
Circe, who commanded the feamen 
landed from the different ihips ; and as 
he had the particular charge of getting 
the Dowder aad mines up for the de- 
flruciion of the works, in which he fo 
ably fucceeded, he will be enabled to 
inform their Lordihips of every cir- 
cumftance. Captain Mackellar, with 
the officers and men on ihore, were 
included in the capitulation $ but I 
have not yet been able to collet an 
exaA return of the number of feamea 
taken. ,

It will not be againft any rule to ex- 
change the prifoners immediately 5 but, 
00 the contrary, add to your name by 
marking it with humanity and libe- 
rality : and I give you my word, the 
fame number of troops, or other prifo- 
ners, ihdll be inllantly fent from Eng- 
hnd to France, with fuch officers as 
•you fliail name, or as ihall be named by 
the National Convention, provided no 
public reafon attaches againft the releafe 
of any particular perfcn. 
' I have fent the officers what th'rags 
they left on board the fliip, and i am 
confident yon will order them to be 
delivered as foon as poifible. 

I beg you will allow the officers and 
men to write letters to England by this 
flag, as a fatisfadtion to their families, 
it befnginr.poffible for me to know who 
"have fallen or received wounds, which

the accoiMits I have received from the 
ihore. 

" I beg your anfwer to this letter 
without lofs of time; and, confiding in 
yoCir liberality towards the troops undeir 
capitulation to you, I have the honour 
to be, &c.

MY LORD, 

THE intelligence contained in my 
lad difpatches muft have prepared your 
Grace to hear of fome attempts being 
made by the Rebels to carry their trai- 
torous defigns into execution before 
every poffibuityof fuccefs wasdcftroj^d 
by tnc vigorous meafures which have 
lately been purfucd. 
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For (bme dajs orders had been iffued 
by the Leaders of the United IriOimen, 
directing their partizans to be ready at 
a moment's notice, ss the beafures of 
Government ipade it necriTary for them 
to a6l immediately. Yefterday in- 
formation was received, that it was pro- 
bable the city and the adjacent diftri6ts 
wopld rife in the evening ; fubfcqucnt 
information confirmed this intelligence. 
In confequence of which, notice was 
fent to the General Officers in'ihe 
neighbourhood, and Dublin was put in 
a ft Ate of preparation. The meafuifes 
takeA in toe metropolis prevented any 
movement whatfoever j but I am con- 
cerned to acquaint your Grace, that 
afts of open rebellion were committed 
io^he counties of Dublin, Meath, and 
Kildare. About half paft two this 
niorninf, there was a regular attack 
made by a Rebel Force upon the town 
of Naas, where Lord Gosford com- 
manded, with part of the Armagh Mi- 
litia, and detachments of the 4th Dra- 
iroort Guards and Ancient Briton^. The 
' Rebels confifted of about 1000 men, 
armed with muikets and pikes, an4 
they made their attack with regularity, 
but were foon repulfcd by the Armagh 
Militia, and then charged and purfued 
by the 4th Dragoon Guards and An- 
cient Britifi), and I underlland their 
lofs amounted to near 200. Two offi- 
cers and a few privates have been loft 
of his MajeftyV forces. It gives me 
I pain to relate, that a fmall detachment 
at the town of Profpcrous has beea 
fiirprifed, and a detachment of the viU 
la^e of Clare cut their way to Naas 
with fome lofs. There was alfo an 
attack on a fmall party o^the oth dra- 
goons, near Kilkullen, which Hi ftered ; 
but in the courfe of the day General 
Dundas was enabled to come up with a 
conAderable body of the Rebels near the 
Hills of Kilkullen, where they were 
entirely routed, witli the lofs of 200 
men. There were, alfo feveral bodies 
coile£ted laft night in different parts 
near Dublin, wliich were attacked by 
the Rathfarnham cavalry, and by a 
detachment of the 5th dragoons, and 
difperfcd with fome lofs, and fonie pri- 
foners and horfes were taken. A rebel 
party, hflWever, aiTembled at the bor- 
ders of the county of Dublin, near 
Duoboyne, and overpowered fome con- 
fiablcs,and afterwards took the baggage 
-if two companies, guarded by a (mall 
party of the Reay Fencibles, coming to 
tctfn, and have, during the courie of 



this day, comhiuted many outrages ; 
feveral of them, however, have been 
kilted, but the body remains undif- 
perfed. The city is tranquil, and I 
have no doubt will remain fothis even- 
ing, and I tru(l thit to-morrow we 
ftiall entirely difperfe that body of the 
iofurgents which has not been cntireljf 
routed ro-day. 

I muft add, that the Mail Coach go- 
ing to the North was attacked, within a 
few miles of Dublin, by a fele£l body, 
well armed ; the palTengers were taken, 
and the coach burned. The Galway 
Mail Coach wp.s alfo 'attacked in the 
town of Liican,but the rebel party way 
driven off before its del^rudioQ wa^ 
effcaed. 

In confequence of this defperate con* 
duA of the Rebellious, I iffixcd the 
inclofed Proclamation, with the advice 
of the Privy Council. 

I ftiat!,'in a future difpatch, detail to 
your Grace the particular fervices which 
have been performed ; but at prefeot I 
am not fumiOied with regular r^^rts, 
except from Lord Gosford, who appears 
to have a6ted with great firmnefs and 
deciHon, «

Gosford t Colonel of the Armagh ATi^ 
litia, and Major Wardle^ of the An- 
cient Britijb Light Dragoons ^ to Lieu* 
tenant-General Lakey dated hlaas^ 
nurfday Mornings 8 Clocks %^tl^ 
May 1798. 

THIS morning, about half paft two 
o'clock, a dragoon from an out.poft 
came in and informed Major Wardle^ 
of the Ancient Britiih, that a very con- 
(iderable Armed Body were approach- 
ing rapidly upon the town. The whole 
garrifon were inftantly under arms,an4 
took up their pofitions according to a 
plan previoufty formed in cafe of fuch 
an event happening. They made tb^ 
attack upon our troops pofted near the 
gaol with great violence, but were re* 
pulfed \ they then made a general at« 
tack in almoft every dire£tion, a^ they 
had got poflcflTion of almoft every ave- 
nue into the town. They continued to 
engage the troops for near three quarters 
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of an honr, when t^ry gave way, ajid 
fed on all fidts. The cavalry imnie> 
diately tcok advantage of their contufion, 
charged in almoft every dire6licn, and 
killed a great number of rhem. A great 
<jitantity of arms and pikes were taken, 
and within this half hour many hundreds 
wore were brought in, found in pits near 
the town* together with three men with 
green cockades, all of whom were harged 
in the public ftreet. We took another 
prifoner, whom we fpared, in confc- 
qticnceof his having given us information 
that wili enable us to purfue thefe itbels j 
and from this man we learn that they 
were above a thouiand ftrong i they were 
cor;r.ianded, as this man intorms us, by 
A^ichael Reynolds, who was well mount, 
ed, and dreued in Yeoman Uniform, but 
unfortunately made hts efcape j his boric 
we have got. - 

When we are able to coUcft further 
particulars, you (hall be made acquainted 
with them. About 30 rebels were killed 
in the Itreets j in the fields, we imagine, 
above 100; their bodies have not ^tt 
been brought together. 

It is impoifible to fay too much of the 
cavalry and infantry 5 their conduct was 
exemplary throughout.

I have ftated, in a private letter to 
your Grace, that a party of the rebels, 
to the amount of (everal hundreds, were 
attacked by a detachment of the Antrim 
Militia, a fmall party of Cavalry, and 
Capt. Stratford *9 Yeomaniy \ and that, 
being driven into |he town of Baltinglas, 
they loft about 150 men. 

This morning an account has been re- 
ceived from Major Hardy, that yefterday 
a body of between 3 and 4000 had col- 
lefled near Dunlavin, when they were 
entirely defeated, with the iofs of 300 
men, by Lieutenant Gardner, at the head 
of a detachment of the Antrim Militia, 
and Captain Hardy's and Captain Hume*s 
Yeomanry. 

The Troops and Yeomanry behaved 
with the utmoft gallantry in both aclions. 
Lieutenant- General Craig left Dublin 
vefterday, in the hopes oi meetbg the 
body of the Rebels which had colleded 
near Dunboyne,'and parties were fent ia 
different dire A ions to furrouod them. 
They, however, fled .in the night, on 
hearing the approach of the troops . The 
General came up, however, with a party, 
confifting of about 500, fome of whom 
were put to the fword. 

By accounts from the Nonh, it ap- 
pears that the Province ofUlfler is quiet.

Extras of a Letter from HacJketJiozvn, 
May 7 5, 1798. 

IN confequence of an information re- 
ceived this morning, that a large body of 
rebels were marching to attack the town, 
Lieutenant Gardner and Captain Hardy, 
with th^ men under their command, 
went out to meet them. Having reccn- 
noitred their forces, which amounted to 
between 3 and 4000, they took their poft 
on the hill under the church, and when 
the rebels came tolerably near, the cfHcers 
and men made a feint, and retreated into 
the barracks, where they piepaicd to re- 
pel tliem, in cale of an attack. On the 
rcbel;» feeing tlW military retreat, they 
came on with a great (tiout, imagining 
the day to be their own.

nutes Captain Hume came up, with 
about 30 of his Yeomanry troop, and 
inftantly charged them, on which the 
rebels retreated, and a general purfuit 
took place} and I have the fatisfa^ion 
to inform you, that above 300 of the 
mifcreants lie dead on the field jf battle. 
To fay that the Antrtm Regiment be- 
haved well is not any thing new to you ;

I HAVE the fatisfa^ion to inform 
your Grace, that the body of rebels, who 
tor fome days had been in confiderable 
force to the northward of Dublin, were 
yefterday defeated, with very great lois 
on their part, by a partv of the Reay 
Fencibles, and the neignbouring Yco»' 
manry Corps, on the hill of Taragh. 

Five companies of the Reay Fencibles, 
under the command of Captain Scobie. 
had halted yellerday at DunOiaughlin, 
en their march to Dublin j and hearing 
that the rebels were in gieat force, and 
had taken a ftation on Taragh Hill, Cap- 
tain Scobie detached three of the com- 
panies, under the command of Captain 
M'Lean, with one field piece, to the fpot ; 
who,- being accompanied by Lord Fing^l 
and his troop oi Yeomanry, Captain 
Prcfton's and the Lower Kells* Yeomanry 
Cavalry, and Captain Molloy^s company 
of Yeomanry Infantry, attacked the 
rebels ; who, after feme refiftance, fled in 
all directions. Xhree hundred and fifty 
were found dead in the fieid this morn- 
ing, among whom was their Commanding 
officer, in his uniform: many more were 
killed and wcunded. Some horfes were 
taken, and great quantities of arms. 
The lofs, on the part of the King^s 
troops, was 9 rank and file killed, and 
16 wounded.

INTELLlGr.NCE has been received 
that the infurre^ion is fpreading fouth- 
wardy and it has broke out in great force 
ia the county of Wexford ; and I have 
to inicrm your Grace, with infinite con- 
cern, that the rebels in that quarter have 
aflembled in fiich force, that they have 
cut oflF a partv of one hundred men of 
the North Ccrk Militia, who were fent 
toflftcct thcDi. Colone] Foote, who has 
returned to Wtxford, ftaies the numbers 
of the rebels to be at leaft four rhoufand^ 
and a great number of them mounted. 
Meafures are taken to march againft this 
body, and I hope they will be met and 
defeated. 

I have received accounts from Colonel 
Campbell, at Athy, between whom and 
General Dundas the communication has 
been flopped, that he has had partial 
engagements with the rebels j that at. 
Xlonaftercven and Carlow they have been 
defeated, and four hundred killed at the 
litter place, and fifty at the former. He 
alfo infonm General Lake, that his men 
are,in high fpirifs. I will not clofe this 
letter till the laft moment of the Mail 
leaving Dublin, that I may give your 
Grace the laft information.

Official Report from Major- Gfneral Stf 
James Duff^ dated MonafierevoM^ 
May 29, 1798. 

I MARCHED from Limerick oa 
Sunday morning with 60 dragoons, tU 
Dublin Militia, their field- pieces, witli 
two curricle-guns, to open the commu- 
nication with Dublin, which I judged cf 
the utrooft importance to Govemmest. 
By means of cars for the infantry I 
reached this v place in 48 hours. J am 
now, at ieven o'*clock. this moraiflg 
(Monday), marching to furround the 
town of Kildare, the head-quatters of tk 
rebels, with feven pieces of artilkry, 
140 dragoons, and 350 infantry. I have 
left the whole country behind me per> 
fe^ly quiet, and well protected by means 
of tne troops and yeomanry corps. I 
hope to be able to forward this to 700 
hy the mail-coach, which I wiilefcortto 
Naas. I am fufliciently ftrong.— You 
may depend on my prudence and fucccfs. 
My guns are well manned, lod thi 
troops in high fpirits. The cnitlti** 
that have been committed on foroc ot the 
ofEcers and men have cxafperated thm 
to a great degree. Of my future ope- 
rations I will endeavour to inform you.

Sound, to prote6l trade in general againft 
tbt manifefi o^prejjion of the Direaory ; 
as fuch a proceeding is evidently con- 
trary to the Rights of Nations. His 
RuHian Majelly hereby elves his Im- 
perial word to prote^ the freedom of 
trade with all his power, both by fea and 
land, which he hereby requires the dip- 
lomatic corp^ to make known and pro-

I • 
promife to each foldier, that upon his 
return from this expedition, he fliall have 
given to him fufiicient to purchafe (ix> 
acres of land. You are soing to brave 
fr€(h dangers, and. you will partake them 
with your brethren the liaiilors." 

19. General Buonaparte embarked 
this day on board Admiral Bruey^s fliip 
rOrient (formerly the Sans Culottes), a 
three-decker. The fleet fet fail with a 
favourable wind. The tranfports, with 
the infantry and cavalry, got under weigh 
at day- break with eight frigates. Trie 
fleet conftfts of fifteen fliips of the line 
and eighteen frigates. The tranfports^ 
to the number of four hundred, are off 
Herries. 

An immenfe number of infantry, with 
artillery, vaft quantities of mortars, how- 
itzers, furnaces, hombs^ grape arid can- 
nifl^er /hot, and other ammunition, have 
been put on board. Men of letters, 
aftronomers, geometricians, and artitts 
of every fort, have alio embarked. The 
convoy from Genoa confifted of thirty- 
eight fail, with 10,000 men on board. 
Kleber, Berthier, and othw Generals, are 
embarked. 

IRELAND, HKV iS* 
This day came on the trial of Robert* 
Farl of Kingflon, upon an indiflment 
found againfl him at the laft aflizes for 
the county of Cork> charging him with 
the murder of the late CoT. Fitzgerald. 
The indi^meni being read, and the 
Earl being aiked, whether he was guilty 
or not ? pleaded Not Guilty^ and for trisu 
put himlelf upon God and his Peei-s. 

The Serjeant at Arms made procla- 
mation for the witnefl*es on behalf of the 
profecution to come forth and profecuie. 
No witnefs appearing, the Lord High 
Steward afked, whether notice had been 
ferved upon the Attorncy/Gencral, and 
the next relations of the deceafed, 

Mr. Curran and Mr. Saurin, counfcl 
for the prifoner, anfwered, that fuch no- 
tice bad vbeen ferved, and they produced 
witnefles who proved the lervioe of the 
notice. ' 

Proclamation was again made for the 
witncfl*es on behalf ot the profecutio^t 
and none appearing, the Lords adjourned 
to the Chamber of Parliament. After 
fome delay, their Lordftiips resumed to 
the Court, and the Lord High Steward 
called upon them indivifluallyi beginning 
with the junior Bai:on, to lay, whether 
the Earl of Kingfton was guilty of \\m 
murder of wfuch he was indiAco u not ? 
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To which they rcfpcftivdy anfweredi 
«• Not Cuiity^ upon my honour,*^ 

' The Earl of Kiogfton was then called 
to the bar, and acquainted with the de- 
termination of the Lords, and that he 
was dilcharged lipon paying his' fees. 
His Loid/hip bowed moft relpe£^fully to 
the Court, and retired from the bar. 

The Lord High Steward then holding 
up the White Rod in his hands* faid, 
«« The Commiflion of the Lord High 
Steward (lands difToivedy"* and imme- • 
d^ately broke the rod. 

None of the Archbifhops or Biftiops 
voted upon the above occafion, having 
dcfircd leave to withdraw, faving their 
fight. 

The following circumftanccs are de- 
tailed in a Morning Paper refpe^ing the 
apprehenfion of Lord Edward Fitzgerald. 
They arc laid to be taken from a private 
correfpondence which may be relied on 
as ftnflly authentic. It they may be 
relied on, they difplay fuch cowardly ^ 
malignity on the part of the wretched 
traitor, as might better become a Re- 
publican Frenchman, than one who bears 
the name of Iri(hman or of Briton i 

Dublin, May^ ii. On certain in* 
formation, Major Sirr, Captain Ryan, 
and Mr. Juftlee Swan, proceeded on Sa- 
turday evening to the houfe of one Mur- 
phy, a dealer in feathers,^ in Thomas- 
ftreet, near St. James's -gate. They 
were attended by a Serjeant's guard only. 
Major Sirr waited behind to ftation the 
guards, fo as to cut off the poflibility of 
the prjfoner*8 retreat. Mr. Sw^n firft 
went up, and coming to the apartment, 
entered. Lord Edward was in bed. Mr. 
Swan told him that he was forry to Jjc 
obliged to fee him on fuch an occafion j 
that, however, he mull do his duty as a 
Magiflrate j and that, on his lubmitting, 
he would treat him with every polFiblc 
indulgence. Lord Edwajd then imme- 
diately turning in the bed, drew a piltol, 
which he difcharged without effefl. At 
this time no one was in the room but 
Lord Edward and Mr. Swan. His Lord- 
Ihip, on finding his pirtol had not told, 
adluled Mr. Swan with a dagger, and 
ran him throu|;h the body above the 
flioulder-hlade. At this inltant Captain 
Kyan entered the room, when Lord Ed- 
ward diftngaged himfclf, and made at 
him with fuch determined fury, that with 
one cut he opened his belly to iuch a 
degree that his bowels fell out. So 
little time pafl'ed, that Major Sirr had no. 
other alarm than the ihot ^ and when he 



nilhed up ftairi , he found Lord Edwiid 
and Juftice Swan ftruggling fur the dag- 
ger ^both of their hands cut. Captain 
Ryan was in a dying condrtion y 'Mr. 
Swan was exhaufted with lofs of blood ; 
and the def^>erate young man making 
another effort, the Major, in his own 
defence,- fired on him, and wounded hia 
in the fhoulder. He was then eafily over- 
powered, and conveyed to the Caflie, 
where he underwent no examination, and 
from thence to Ne>*'gate. 

It appears that the unfortcinate young 
Nobleman, although proclaimed, had 
made a pra6lice of going out at night 
in difguiie, and to ileep during the day. 
He was traced by orders iifued not m9ny 
hours betore to the Societies of United 
Iriflmien. 

Lord Edward, when brought to the 
Caftle, afibd^ed the politenefs of a cour* 
tier, and declared that he was forry for 
what wounds he had infli6led. Whea 
conveyed to Newgate, he appeared to be 
entirely difpirited ; his voice fkultered ; 
his complexion was deadly pale, and his 
eyes apparently fixed. 

Murphy, the owner of the houfe Lorii 
Edward lodged in, was conveyed Co New- 
gate along with his Lordfhip. 

Daniel Frederick Ryan, efq. died on 
Wcdnefday the «3d. 

Lord Edward Fitzgerald died on Tuef- 
day the 5th of June. The following is 
the verdi6^ of the Coroner's Jury fum- 
moned to hold an inqueft on his body : 

" We arc of opinion that the deceafed 
came by his dcatn by anefFufion of water 
in the left fide of the thorax, and inflam- 
mation of the lungs of that fide, occa- 
fioned, as appeared to us upon the tefit- 
mony of four eminent furgeon^, by fever 
brought on by great anxiety of mind, 
aided by -two wounds inflificd on the 
right arm by two piftol balls found 
lodged over the fcapula of that iide." 

The following Manifefto vi^as to have 
been difperfed through Ireland, which 
was found in the pocket of Counfellor 
Shcarcs, who, with his brother {the fons 
of a banker at Cork), are now in irons, 
and in whofe hand -writing the Manx- 
feitcf is drawn up. 

'* Friends and Countrymen, 

" Repair to tlie Flag of Liberty that 
if now flying — many of your tyrants hare 
alnady bled — many more will fhortly 
bleed by the decree of the Rcvolutionarf 
Tribunal, which will immediately I 
ettabliihed. Seize this oppoitunity of 
refcuing the coimtry— -it is the only one 
you will ever have.*'

IN confequence of kingoage that pafled 
in the Houfe oF Commons on Friday 
lh« asth •, Mr. Tierncy challenged Mr. 
Pitt 5 and this afternoon Mr. Pitt, ac- 
companied by Mr. Ryder, and Mr. Tier- 
aey, accompanied by Mr. Wal^Ie, met 
at three o^clock on Putney heath. After 
ibme inefeftual attempts on the part of 

^ 'the feconds to prevent further proceed- 
ings, the parties took their ground at the 
Pittance of ,ia paces, A calc of piftols 
was fired at the faflic momtnt without 
♦ffjcft, a ftcond cafe was alfo fired in the 
lame manner, Mr* Pitt firing his piilol 
in the air, the feconds then jointly inter* 
fered, and infifted that the matter Oiould 
go no farther, it being their decided 
opinion that fufBcient fatisfaAion had 
been given, and that the bufmefs was 
«nded with perfe6l honour to both parties. 
This duel was fought near AberAiaw*s 
eibbet on Putney heath. The Speaker, 
Mr. Whitbread, and Mr. Grey, as well 
as two furgeon(, were Rationed near the 
ipot. Mr. Pitt went to the ground, 
accompanied by Mr. Ryder, in a hack 
foft-chaife; Mr. Ticrncyi with Colonel 
Walpofe, in a hackney coach. Nearly 
an hour was fpent in endeavouring to 

^ bring about a retonciliation before the 
<!uel commenced. After the fecond fire, 
the feconds infifted that the affair ihould 
terminate; and, after a long'confuhation 
between the feconds (during which time 
the two combatants were left in con- 
^crfation together), the preceding account 
was drawn up. • Mr. Pitt and Mr. 
Tierney (hook hands before they left the 
ground. Mr. T. fent a note to the 
Minilter on Friday, as foon as he left the 
Houfe of Commons . The time an<ji place 
of meeting were appointed by Mr. Pitt. 



a8. This evening a rooft beautiful 
young woman, about twenty years of 
age, elegantly drefTed, was feen going to 
VauxhaTl, accompanied by an officer much 
older than herfelf. Next morning ihe 
was found dead in a pond at the back of 
the Black Prince, in Vauxhall road. An 
inqueft was held on the body on Thurf- 
day, when one of the two furviving fiftera 
of the deceafed fwore her name waa 
Harriet Benfon ; that they lived in John* 
ftreet, Tottenham- court- road ; and that 
they were at Vauxhall on Monday nighty 
where they were prevailed on to drink 
fo much, that they became intoxicated^ 
and mi (fed each other in leaving the place* 
There were no marks of violence what- 
ever on the body, nor had (he any thing 
valuable on her perfon, except her drefs, 
to tempt a robber. Under thefe circum- 
flancesy the Jury found a verdict of Ac* 
€itUntal Death. 

Meudflone^ June f, Mr. O'Coiglcy 
having been informed between four and 
five o*clock yeilerday afternoon, that he 
was to die this day, received the in- 
formation without the leatt furprife or 
apparent emotion. He fpent the evening 
comfortably. 

This morning he was yifited by a 
Gentleman, whom he told that he had 
been very kindly treated by Mr. Watfon, 
the keeper of the prifon, who was more 
aflfefltd, Mr. Coiglev fa id, than himfelf, 
when he announced to him the death 
warrant. Being afked if he had any 
communications to make to his friends, 
he faid he had not ; for every arrange- 
ment he defired had been already made. 
He had but one thing upon his mind that 
created any anxiety, and that was from 
an apprehenfion that he might be mif- 
reprefented after his death : that he had

He was anxious to be 
faithfully reported, and that was all he 
vilhcd. 

At a ()uartcr after eleven* he was 
broupht out of prilon^ placed upon a 
hurdle di'awn by two hcrles, preceded by 
the (hei ifTs men, and elcortcd by a com- 
.pany of about loo of the Maiditone 
Volunteers. ' 

The proceflion moved ilowly to the 
place of execution on Penntnden Heath* 
.about a mile from the town. Whenar- 
jived at the place of execution, he ex- 
rChaneed a few words with the Catholic 
Prieft who attended him, and read his 
prayers from a Koman Catholic prayer- 
book in Latin, which he performed with 
.great fiuency and eale ; after which he 
iang a verfe in the Pfalms in Englifh. 
•lie thqn took out an orange, and dcfued 
' a Gentleman who was near him to cut 
.it. — ** I will thank you, Sir," laid he, 
*< to cut this orange ipr me ; here, rake 
my knife (pulling out a pen- knife); it 
was faid they were afraid to truft me 
with a knife, becaufe I wiflted to cut my 
throat ; but I would not deprive myfelf 
of the glory of dying in this manner." 
He then turned rouiifl to the keeper of 
•the prifon, and faid, << God bleis vou, 
Mr. Watfon, you have been very kind 
and crvil CO me.'* He then afcended the 
fcaffold, and being tied to thcf gallows, 
made a very inRammatory fpeech, in 
which he protel^ed his innocence, and 
rcficflcd on the Jury by whom he -was 
tried, and the wituefles who appeared 
againft him. The fpeech was of con- 
fiderable length, and he delivered it in a 
^Udfatl and impreiTive manner. 



The board w^s then dropped, as at 
Newgate, and he remained fufpendet) for 
twelve or thirteen minutes : he was then 
taken down, the head taken off by a 
furgeon, and the executioner held up the 
head to the populace, faying, *' This is 
the head of a traitor.^ Both head and 
body were then put into a fiieU, and 
buried at the foot of the gallows. 

13. The execution of Mr- Reeves, 
Mr. Wilkinfon,andMr. Adamfon, which 
took place this morning in the front of 
Newgate, was the molt awful czamplc 
of junice ever witncifed. Three perfoos, 
all of the rank and with the education 
of Gentlemen, fnffering at^one moment, 
and all for the fame pernicious crime of 
forgery, ought to make a deep impredioQ 
on every heart. Mr. Kirby humanely 
permitted their families and a^ Clergyman 
to remain with them till a late hour on 
Tuelday night, and every poflible in- 
dulgence, confident with lafety, was 
(hewn them. Mr. Adamfon, who had 
cheriihed hopes of pardon from the ap- 
plications which hail been made for mer- 
cy , funk into defpondency $ and havinr 
contrived to procure opium into his eel^ 
he had fo far eluded the vigilance of the 
turnkeys, as to take a large dofe during 
the night. About five o'clock in the 
morning it was difcovered by the dele- 
terious e.ffedsj and Mr. Ramfden, the 
furgeon, was fent for. The opiate* 
though perhaps intended only to compofe 
his Ipirits, threw him into a convulfisd 
and feveriOi ftate of diiability ; and it 
was with great difficulty that he was 
roufed and kept up. They all defired to 
have the lad folemii prayer given to them 
in private; and with this Dr. Ford 
humanely acquieiced.

His father, knowing the general advantages 
of a good education, though in his cafe (like, 
unfortunately, many others) it fcarcely paid 
vhe mtereft of the money it had cod, applied 
the greater part of his concra^ed means to 
the improvement of hii chilc^ren. John' 
Scott, of whom we treaty' podiflld a fp.rit 
luperior to his uncommon /trength, with a 
Ivart and temper cquaHy animated. Shortly 
aftec he was fent to/chocl, he faw a great 
boy iU treat a little one, whofe caufe he 
cfpouii:d, and logged the aggreiTor, who was 
tuppofcd to be confiderably above his match. 
An attachment commence^ between Scott 
and the boy wl om he bad protcAed, witofe 
name was Hugh Carleton j and whofe father, 
a merchant, ill led the King of Cork from 
his opulence and refpc£tability, fent an ln« 
▼kaiion to young Scott to pafs the next holi. 
days with hi» friend at Mr. Carleton s houfe ; 
'where he became fo gfcat a favourite, that 
bis preftnce coold not be difpenfed with at 
Che fuccceding vacation. 

When the lads were qualified, Mr. Carle- 
Ion, who appeared to value them both alike, 
' lent them, with equal eftablllhments, to the 
College and the Temple. Both were called 
fo the Iri(h bar, where the uncommon bold- 
*«c£» of Mr. Scott *s clo^ence obt;i)ned him 
an dlabfcfliment at the period that the elder 
Mr. Carleton, by a combination of ills to 
which extended commerce is liable, became 
M b;inkrupt ; and when his Ion, with diflin. 
gtiifhed talents and the moft exalted worth, 
Was unable to afflft him. This was the 
ffnomcm for gratitude and affedlion: Afr. 
Jcott, frcm his yet contra^ed income, im- 
mediately fettled tipon his fecond father 
jcol. a year for his life, which he cbnttnu^ 
fegulariy to pay, till the world, acquiring a ' 
knowledge of CoimfeUor Caileton's abilities, 
toabled him to infill oo his friend difcon- 
tinuing his bounty. 

Mr. Scott, whom fortune appeared t» 
hanc adoptod, after paffing the otliccs of 
foUcitor and attorney- general in Ireland, was 
made chief juftice of the kiog*s beech in that 
kingdom ; and after having been fomc time 
viibount Barlsliort; on an sartdom being of- 
fierti tb him be chofe that of Clonmcl, be- 
B^» ht obfcntdi U waa in that capital of 



his native country that he firil ftfncd the 
price of a dinner. His Lordfhip, who, like 
his friend the late lamented Mr. Robert 
Shaw, feldom purchafed a reveritonary eitate 
that the intervening parties did not Aiortly 
drop off, is faid to have realised ■ property 
of fta,oool a year.
